I  fay  a  little^ 
becat^fame  wiUJiill  remain^  that  hejhould  come  from  one    - 
of  my  complexion ,  toho  have  but  a  little  fancy  in  my 
compaction  3  andfi  mu/i  needs  be  ^Jhranger  to  works  of 
this  nature.     But  you  will  receir/e  fatisfaOian  in  this  aU 
fi^  wbenyoujhallkpow  (  as  the  truth  is  )  that  I  met  with 
a  man  one  day  that  had  put  bimje^  in  this  habit  3  wha 
plealed  me  fo  mucb^  that  heperfi»aded  me  to  conceive  this 
d^n  of  providing  fucb  another  Pilgrim  to  ferve  you. 
It  bapned^  I  mean^  that  reading  a  little  while  agone  the 
works  of  a  late  Writer  *^  I  found  among  other  matters  a  ♦  Baker's 
Jbort  difcourfe^  in  the  cpmpafs  of  four  or  five  leaves'  under  ^f^^  ^•- 
this  name  (jJTThe  Parable  of  the  Pilgrim :  ^nd  it  was  ^  '"'* 
fo  agreeable  to  that  f nail  portion  of  fancy  I  am  indued 
withall^  that  I  prefently  thought  a  work^  of  this  nature 
would  bevery  grateful  to  you  alfo.    ibis  was  the  occaficn 
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of4h€je  McJitath^f,  which  as  faji  as  my  other  implqjr 
ments  would  permit  y  I  have  brought  into  t  bis fljofe  where' 
in  they  are  noiiK^efented  to  you.  The  title  of  my  Boo^  / 
haz/e  barrowedfrims  bim^  becaufe  I  could  not  find  a  better  j 
and  I  have  made  ufe  Ukemje  of  one  fintence  very  often 
which  be  puts  into  bis  Pilgvms  mouth  :  but  with  Jucb 
improvement  offenfe^  that  it  is  little  more  then  the  words 
that  lam  beholden  to  him  for.

H  E  Reader  may  be  pleafed  to  know 
that  this  Tilgrim  hath  dwelt  for  foirie 
time  in  the  fervice  of  a  Private  Friend, 
(to  who(e  ufes  and  occaHons  he  was 
particularly  addrefled  )  and  there  hath 
been  fb  well  entertained^  that  he  was 
not  ambitious  of  any  higher  preferment.     But  he  met 
with  a  perfbn  To  charitable^^  and.who  proved  alio  fuch 
a  friend  to  him  5  that  he  was  thought  worthy  to  be  ad- 
vai^d  tP  a  more  publick  imployment,  and  would  noc 
be  permitted  to  remain  any  longer  in  that  private  at- 
tendance.

it  might  not  lye  in  a  private  hand.    But  it  being  jiecef

by  the  Printer  5  it  was  thgught  withatl  advisable  that 
fbme  things  (hould  be  inlarged  to  make  them  better 
under  flood,  and  others  added  to  render  tlie  ufcfulnefs 
of  the  Treat  ife  ( if  it  can  have  any  )  of  greater  extent. 
Only  this  muft  beremembred  ,"  that  a  regard  was  ftill 
had  to  the  needs  of  that  Perfon  (which  yet  are  fiich

It  muft  be  noted  alibpthat  it  was  thought  fit  to  make 
the  diftance  but  (hort  between  the  filgtims  parting 
with  \\\%Guidc  and  their  meeting  acain  ^  becaufe  that 
would  ftill  have  too  much  inlarged  this  Treatife ,  to 
defer ibe  particularly ^his  behaviour  in  the  whole  courfe 
of  an  HoIyLife^  for  which  that  would  have  been  the 
proper  place. 

There  are  fbme  things  alio  may  feem  a  little  ftrange 
.  which  are/aid  to  have  hapned  to  the  Tilgrim  5  but  you 
are  to  remember  that  God  puts  good  thoughts  into 
our  minds  more  wayes  then  one  ^  and  to  know  that 
the  fubftance  of  what  is  reported  is  not  a  Contrivance^ 
but  a  real  Truth. 

And  now  it  would  argue  great  unexperience  of  the 
world  to  exjpe&,  that  this  Pilgrim  (hould  not  meet  with 
'  ibme,  whole  curiofity  he  cannot  humour;  and  others 
whofe  ibwrenels  nothing  can  pleafe.  But  he  that  fends 
him  abroad  will  be  abundantly  (atisfied  if  he  become 
ufeful  to  any  weIl-di(pofed  Sout^who  (hall  have  a  muKi 
to  bear  hhn  company  to  Jtmjakm.  And  if  he  chance

T  willcontributefo  little  cither  to  the 
profit  or  delight  which  I  defign  you 
in  the  reading  this  Hiftory  5  to  know 
the  punctual  years  and  dates  wherein 
every  thing  therein  contained  was 
done  5  that  it  will  be  a  commendable 
thrifty  to  (pare  my  felf  the  labour  of  that  accuracy. 
It  will  bt  fufficient  to  let  you  underftand,  that  no 
great  number  of  years  have  pafled^  fince  a  mm  wlio 
now  calls  hiin(elf  Phi  loth  bus  3  but  by  others  is 
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TBe  Pur  able  €f  the  Pilgrim.    • 

called THBOf  HI Lus,  being  weary  of  the  Country 
where  he  dwelt ,  and  finding  oo  iatbfadion  in  any 
thing  that  he  enjoy ed^took  a  reibl]^ion  toJOiifc  his  fear^ 
and  toleek  for  that,  of  which  he  felt  as  great  •a^efire 
as  lie  did  a  want,  in  ibme  other  Land. 

Many  (brange  Countries  there  were  which  bo  vi« 
fited  in  purfuance   of  this  purpofe  5  many  fteep  hills 
he  climbed,    and  many  aan^rous   pra^cipices    he 
narrowly  eicaped  5   he  committed  him(elf  not  once 
or  twice  to  the  anger  of  the  Sea,  expeding  to  be 
brot:%htto  the  Port  which  he  (b  mudi  wi(bed :   But 
IHilhe  wasas  far  from  the  acconipliffament  ofhisde- 
fires,  as  when  he  (irft  launched  out ,  and  found  all 
his  pains  rewarded  with  nothing  but  wearinels  and  ti- 
red (pirits.  If  it  was  the  intention  of  this  Paper  to  re- 
count *all  his  Adventures,    and  the  feveral  iflues  of 
them  (which  are  enough  to  fill  a  volume)  theftory, 
I  believe,  would  not  be  altogether  ufelefe,  nor  with- 
cnit  that  plealure  which  ftch  relations  are  wont  to 
yield  to  thole  that  read  them.     But  having  refolved 
for  divprs  caules  to  begin  the  Hiftory  of  his  life  there^ 
where  he  began  to  enjoy  a  tafte  of  liappinefe  j  I  Ihall 
refleft  no  further  upon  the  former  pjirt  of  it,  than  on- 
ly to  tell  you  in  what  cafe  that  blef&d  hour  foui\d 
him.    You  muft  know  then,  that  after  many  tedious 
journeys,  and  as  many  dilappointments,  his  leggs  be^ 
ginning  quite  to  fail  him,  and  to  deny  hio^fo  much 
as  their  mpport  5  he  fate  down  upon  the  ground  in  a 
deep  melancholy,  and  fiich  a  great  heavinefi  of  mind, 
that  it  was  feared  he  would  fink  lower  ,  and  go  no 
further  to  (eek  a  grave.     His  countenance  was  io  al- 
tered, that  there  were  very  few  marks  remaining  of 
the  fame  man  he  was  before :  His  lo6ks  w?re  dejedled , 
his  eyes^grew  hollow  ^  his  complexion  turned  fal- 
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low;  aodialhort^  his  blcx)d  was  lb  impoveriflied  of 
^irits,  that  his  flefli  fell  to  the  very  bone,  and  hi^ 
cheeks,  in  a  delpair  of  any  other  comfort,  ^med  to 
defiretomeetand  klG,  and  (b  bid  the  world  fareweL 
Inthisdifmal  eftate  he  continued  .but  tqo  many  daies  ^ 
and  according  to  the  nature  of  that  thoughtful  hu- 
moifr,  which  now  had  gained  the  (upreme  power  over 
him,  he  mufed  on  divers  things,  and  contrived  fevcfal^ 
new  journeys  in  his  fancy,  which  yet  he  (aw  at  the' 
fame  moment,  would  only  contribute  more  to  hjs  af*-. 
fiidion,  and  nothiDg  at  all  to  the  amendment  of  his 
Condition.  3ut  at  laO,  as  if  he  had  been  adraonifhed 
by  Ibme  courteous  Ang^l^  which  he  fancied  then  flew 
by  him,  and  gave  him  a  (mall  touch  with  hjs  wing,  he 
felt  a  thought  (lir  in  his  ibul,  remembring  him  of  a 
place  called  Jerufakm^  which  he  had  totally  forgot  in 
all  bis  travels ,  and  never  fo  much  as  dreamed  of  di« 
reding  his  courfe  unto*  His  heart,  you  may  eaflly^ 
think,  leapt  at  this  fiidden  ftroke,  and  hispulfe  beat 
at  no  ordinary  rate  5  for  having  heard  by  fbme  means^ 
or  other  in  times  paft,  very  much  dilcourle  of  the. 
beauty,  and  the  plealant  fituation  of  that  City  j  of  the . 
fweet  temper  of  the  Inhabitants,  and  the  many,  good* 
ly  things  that  were  to  be  feen  and  enjoyed  there,above 
all  other  places  j  he  was  inftantly  poflefled  with  a* 
ftrong  detire  to  remove  bis  feat  thither ,  and  to  (eek 
his  fortune  (  as  we  copimonly  (peak  )  in  another 
world*  And  pondering'  (erioudy  with  himfelf  the 
little  or  no  contentment  which  he  had  taken  b  his 
beft  condition  here,  together  with  the  hopes  which 
fluttered  in  his  (bul  otbettering  himfelf  there  5  his 
pre(ent  weakncls  could  not  hinder  him  from  being 
infpired  with  a  conctit  that  he  (hould  be  able  to  tra- 
vd  thither ,  nor  reprels  his  defires  from  growing  into. 
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a  kind  of  paffion  to  be  at  that  place,  whitber  his 
thoughts  did  run  before  him  without  his  leave,  and 
could  not  be  perfwaded  to  ftand  ftill  for  one  monient. 
Such  is  the  nature  of  any  excellent  good,  when  it  pre- 
(cnts  it  fclf  to  us,  and  fanns  our  fbufs  with  any  hopes 
of  obtabbg  it ,  that  our  delTres  think  to  waft  us  as 
faft  as  they  can  unto  it  5  and  growing  continually  in 
ftrength  and  iwiftnefe  by  their  own  motion,  the  gale 
proves  (b  ftifF,  that  our  hearts  are  fweMed  therewith^ 
and  leave  no  room  for  any  other  thoughts,  nor  can  be 
at  any  reft,  tiH  they  be  poflefled  of  it.     Thus  would 
this  poor  man  have  taught  thofe  who  now  beheld  him, 
though  they  "had  never  read  a  word  in  theFr  own  (bulsj 
for  his  mind  was  fo  imprefled  with  thehappinels  which 
he  heard  dwelt  at  Jer$^alem  ,  that  he  was  not  able  to 
di^harge  his  (bhl  at  any  time  of  thoie  thoughts  and 
deHres  which  lifted-him  up  ^om  the  ground,  and  told 
him  they  would  carry  him  thither.   When  he  did  eat 
or  diink,  Jerfffaknt  would  ft'll  be  in  his  mouth  5  >vhen 
he  was  in  company,  Jemjakm  ftofe  away  his  heart 
from  them  5*  nay  in  his  very  fleep  it  would  not  ftay 
away,  but  he  was  wont  to  dream  fine  things  of  Je- 
rujakm.  But  that  which  makes  the  ftory  of  this  perlbn 
the  more  remarkable,  is,  that  it  was  toward  the  latter 
end  of  the  year,  and  in  the.  decay  of  all  things,  when 
thefe  good' thoughts  began  to   Spring  up  in  his  foul. 
When  the  earth  had  removed  itfelf  a  great  way  from, 
the  Sun,  when  all  the  gallantry  of  the  fields  had  re- 
figned  its  place  to  Ice  and  Snow,  when  charity  grew 
cold,  and  Chriflian  virtue  (eemed  to  be  gone  back  to 
its  root,  when  the  wayes  were  untrod,  and  few  or  no 
Travellers  upon  the  road  y  then  did  thefe  zealous  dc- 
fircs  begin  to  bud  in  the  heart  of  this  honeft  Country- 
»aB,  and  he  felt  fuch  a  vehement  heat  urging  and 
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ftimulating  his  breaft^that  he  could  remain  in  no  quiet 
for  thinking  of  his  journey  to  th)at  fair  place,  which 
had  been  (b  much  commended  to  bis  love,  as  the  moft 
fiouriftiing  and  glorious  that  ever  eye  beheldv

ihe  earpefi  dtftrc  of  the  Pilgrim  to  be  at  Jerufakm :  and 
what  he  exfeQed  to  find  there. 

MUch  time  he  fpent  in  confultation  with  himfelf 
about  the  courfe  which  would  be  befl  to  hold 
in  his  travel  thither.  There  was  no  cofl:  (pared,  no 
ftudy  omitted  to  get  "Acquaintance  v^ith  the  ne^reft 
way  to  it^  nor  did  he  cea(e  to  inquire  of  thofe  who 
were  reputed  the  moft  (kilful  guides,  that  he  might 
obtain  a .  true  information  of  every  pafiage  in  the 
journey »  which  he  ierioulily  refblved  to  undertake. 
For,though  the  weather  was  cold,  the  wdiyes  dirty  and 
daiigerous^and  the  journey  he  was  told  would  be  long, 
and  compafiy  little,  or  none  could  be  expe£^ed  to  de- 
ceive the  te4jcMibe&.of  the  Pilgrimages  yet  fb  great 
were  the ;irdors.  which:  he  felt  within  him&lf,  thac  he 
regarded  none  of  thefe  difcouragements ,  but  only 
wiihed  iphat  he  might  be  b  happy,  as  to  find  the  ri^ht 
way,,  though  he  went  alone  thither.  And  that  which' 
made  his  dcfires  the  more  forward,  was,  that  he  had 
often  heard  j^^rif/Si/eixi  by  interpretation  was  no  meaner 
place  than  the  Virion  of  Pbacb.  A  fight  that  he 
had  beqp  long  purfuing  in  (everal  forms  and  (hapes^ 
wherein  it  had  often  leemed  toprefent  it  felf  before 
him,  but  could  never  court  it  into  his  embraces*^  O^ 
mjbelo^d  (would  he  often  figh  within  himfelf)  O 
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my  hputs  defire  I  O  thou  jojr  of  the  whole  earth  I  in 
what  comer  of  it  doft  thou  hide  thy  fcl^  «nd  lyeft  con-* 
ceated  from  our  eyes  >     Where  art  thou*  to  be  found, 
O  heavenly  good  >  Who  will  bring  me  to  the  clear  vi- 
fion  of  thy  face  ?  Art  thou  comjpany  oily  for  the  CoCt 
leftialfpirits?     Art  thou  fo  relerved  for  the  Angels 
^oodj  that  we  poor  mortals  may  not  prcfume  to  afk  a 
tafte'ofthylweetnels?  What  wOuld  not  I  part  withall 
to  purchafe  a  fmall  acquaintance  with  thee^  and  to 
know  the  place  where  thou  makeft  thine  abode? 
Many  a  weary  ftephavel  taken  in  a  vain  chafe  of  thy 
(bclcty*     The  hours  are  not  to  be  numbred  which  I 
have  (pent  id  wiihmg  and  labouring  to  lay  hold  on 
thee, and  ftill  thouflyeft  away  from  me.  After  all  the 
fweg£  wherein  I  have  bathed*my  felf^  I  can  find  no- 
things but  only  that  thou  art  not  here  to  be  found- 
Thou  art  retired,  it  feems,  from  this  poor  world,  and 
haft  left  us  only  a  fliadow  of  thee  5    for- when  we 
think  to  clafp  thee  hard  inoiirarms,  the  whole  force 
and  weight  of  our  fouls  doth  fall  upon  Nothing.  O  my 
heart,  what  ails  thee  ?  what  torments  are  thefe  which 
fo  fuddenly  feize  upon  thee  ?   Ah  cruel  pains,  the  re^ 
membrance  of  winch  pi;ppare8  a  new  wck  for  me ! 
The  arm  of  a  Gyaint  would  n6t  ake  more,  if  withall 
his  might  he  (hould  ftrike  a  feather,  than  my  heart 
now  doth  but  to  think  of  the  anguiCh  it  endured  when 
all  the  frrength  and  violence  of  its  ddires  wefemet 
with  emptinels  and  vaDity4     OJerufaiem^  Jemfakm^ 
the  only  place  that  caneafe  us  of  this  mifery !  the  place 
where  the  beloved  <rf  my  foul  dwelleth,  the  vifion  of 
peace,  the  feat  of  true  tranquillity  and  repofe,  hbwfain 
would  I  have  the^latisfadionof  beingin  the  fure  way 
to  thy  felicity !  This  is  all  the  peace  I  with  for  in  the 
world.    No  other  happinels  do  I  thirft  after^  jis  every 
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thbg  can  teftifie  that  hath  been  privy  to  my  thoughts. 
There  is^never  a  room  in  my  houfe  but  hath  beeo^ 
filled  with  the  no^  df  nny i^s  and  groans  after  thee^ 
Ojentjalem.    Every  tree  that  grows  in  my  ground 
hath  thy  iweet  Name  ingraven  upon  it.    The  birds  of 
theair^  iFthey  can  underftand,  arewitnefleshow  in- 
ceflantly  my  toul  paots  and  long^.to  fly  uhto  thee^  O 
Jenffidem^    What  diaritable  hand  will  guide  m£  in 
the  way  to  thy  plcafures  }  who  will  bring  me  into  that, 
ftrong  City ,  the  retreat  of  my  wearied  mind^  the  re- 
fuge to  recruit  my  tired  ipirits^  the  only  place  of  my 
iecurity,  my  joy,  my  life  it  ieif  ?  Wilt  not  thou  O  God^ 
who  haft  lead  me  to  theknowlec^of  it,  who  haft 
filled  me  with  thele  defires,  and  haft  brought  me  into 
adiiefteem  and  contempt  of  all  other  thinj^?

]N  this  manner  the  poor  man  was  wont  to  &h  out 
his  foul^hoping  that  at  laft  the  heavens  woulcf  pleale 
tohear  him,  and  favour  him  with  the  underftanding 
of  that^  which  would  make  all  his  groans  ufelefs,  and 
render  him  as  chearful,  as  now  he  found  himlelfdif* 
conlblate.  But  that  which  made  the  fulfilling  of  his 
defires  more  difficulty  and  his  hopes  to  arrive  more 
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flow;  wa^  the  many'  oontrovcrfies  which  wetc  b  thofe 
dayes  fiercely  agitated,  and  the  huge  quarrels  that 
•   inen  raifed  about  the  right  way  to.jb^  There 

were  no  left  than  twenty  f  and  (bme  (ay  many  inorej 
very  different  parties  that  contended  (harply  with

The  heads 
of  thefedivifionS'Biade  the  world  believe  that  they 
were  the  Torches  which  muft  light  them  through  the 
darknefs  of  idr^our;  the  Pole-ftar  to  regiilaie  their 
courfein  thefearchanddifcovery  of  Truth;  and  that 
unleii  men  ufed  their  Clue  (which  God  knows  was 
mofr  wofiilly  intangled)  they  (hould  never  fail  to  be 
licrfl  in  the  Labyrinths  and  Mamnders  of  Ignorance 
antf  Folly.    Nay,  to  fiich  a  degree  did  they  roagni  fie 
thefhlel  ves,  as  if  Truth  and  they  had  been  bom  at  the 
•  fame  time^  or  at  leaft  had  come  of  Age  together.     It* 
feemed  to  be  a  (ecret  till  they  appeared,  and  to  have 
been  re(erve^rom  the  beginning  onpurpo(e  to  diG 
cover  it  felf  to  them  in  Markets  and  Camps,  if  nbt  in 
lewder  places.     The  moft  modeft  pretenfion  was,  that 
Truth  was  but  a  (tripling,  or  rather  went  in  (ide^coats, 
till  it  came  to  their  (chook  to  be  ripened  into  the  wif- 
domeof  perfeft  men.     They  (pake  of  the  affairs  of 
fleaven,  as  if  they  were  Couniellors  of  State  hi  that 
Kingdom  5  and  opened  the  (ecrets  of  Je(us  Chrift,  as 
if  they  were  his  Confidents.     St.  John^  who  lay  in  his 
bofomcjUever  delivered  any  thing  with  greater  pcrem- 
ptorineis  than  theie  men  did  5  and  had  it  not  been 
that  they  wanted  his  charity,  they  might  have  been 
thcught  by  moft  as  great  Oracles  as  they  1  bought 
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themtclves.    There  fecmed   no  difference  between 
ihem  arid  ProphetSjbut  on Jy  that  they  could  not  prove 
tibe>r  million  5  ^fc  they  had  the  gift  df  boldneiS5and  ' 
fell  not  ftiort  in  their  pretenfes  to  infpiration.     In  this 
conceit  they  thruft  into  the  world  a  great  number  of 
books  whi^i  -were  <:alled  the  Ward  rf  the  Lard  ,  and 
cryedupas  the  Maps  of  that  heavenly  Country,  and 
theexad  Chartswhereby  mcnmufl:  fteer  their  courfe 
i fever  they  meant  to  comefafely  thither:    Into  huge 
Volumes  theie  writings  (bmetimes  fweHed,  and  they 
were  wont  to  collect  ^md  faggot  together  fo  many 
things,  and  ib  vaftly  different  j  tbat  a  *mn4i  could  not 
cafily  avoid  to  lofe  his  way  in  this  Wood,  while  he 
was  (eeking  his  way  to  Jerufakm.    Efpecialjy  fince 
they  never  forgot  tofurniffi  the(e  bundles  with  ibme 
luffy  Aicks  wherewith  to  bang  their  adverlaries,  and 
.  beat  them  down  as  low  as  Hell.     For^  in  the  midft  of 
fiich  a  fearful  IcufHe,  there  was  (b  great  a  duft  raifed , 
that  no  man  could  tell  where  he  was,  nor  dilcern  any 
thing  but  only  this,  that  he  was  not  in  the  way  to  the 
Vtfton  of  Teace. 

I  need  not  relate  how  forely  it  grieved  the  good 
mans  heart  to  fee  lb  many  different  wayes,  every  one 
of  them  laying  fo  high  a  claim  to  truth,  and  bitterly 
reproaching  the  reft  as  damnable  Herefies*  He  could 
bend  his  courle  to  notjuarter,  but  he  was  in  danger  to 
beaflaulted  with  fomequeftion  or  other,  and  was  put 
upon  his  defence  againft  feme  man  of  brafs ,  who 
thought  himfelf  worthy  to  be  one  of  the  Champions 
of  Truth.  The  (pirit  of  common  Barretry  did  not 
ieem  a  greater  plague  to  him,  than  thefc  vexatious 
dilpuiing  people.  The  fury  of  whom  likewifc  Mras 
iumerimes  (b  violent,  that  he  thought  he  had  made  a 
good  retreat,  if  he  were  roc  bruifed,  and  almoftbeat 
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in  pieces  by  their  rude  Wows,  whofc  opinions  he  ad- 
ventured to  thwart  by    any  ftrong  contradidion. 
Nay,  they  all  taking  diftant  paths,  and  not  going  in 
ftrcight  and  parallel  lines,  but  in  oblique  and  crooked 
wayes ,  which  crofled  each  other  very  frequently , 
they  never  met  together,  but  there  was  fiicn  juftling 
and  quarrelling  about  the  road  to  Jenffiiem^  that  no 
man  could  be  near  thein,but  they  would  ingage  him  to 
take  the  one  or  the  otter  part  in  the  Bioodj  ConfiiS. 
So  I  calt  it  s  for  they  thought  that  they  did  God  good 
fervice,  when  they  difpatched  one  otiikir  enemies  5 
and  that  they  made  him  a  Sacrifice,  when  they  fetif- 
fied  their  own  beaftly  fury.    And  thk  indeed  was  the 
faddeft  thing  of  all  to  his  thoughts,  that  their  heat 
andpaflioRtheyhiidthe  confidence  to  baptize  into 
the  name  of  bofy  Zeal^^  and  that  which  was  but  the 
ImeifHbeirown  afinian^  they  conftantly  m!fi:alled  ihe 
hveofGoddnd^hif  Ttnth.     Though  thoie  ds^yes  fas 
1  have  already  (aid)  were  very  frozen  and  cold,  yet 
they  cudgerdone^another  (along  till  they  grew  hot  ^ 
and  then  they  cryM,  The  weather  was  very  warm,  and 
the  Sun  in  his  higheft  elevation.    Gbd^s  enemies  they 
thought  they  oppofed  in  their  own  ^  and  they  fancied 
them%lves  ingaged  againft  fin,  while  they  were  buf&t- 
inga  contrary  opinion.    There  was  no  neat  but  they 
took  it  for  divine,  though  it  were  of  their  own  kind- 
ling ^  and  fi>  they  were  but  all  on  fire,  they  never 
doubted  but  it  was  from  Heaven.    Fo^  there  waa  no 
fin  in  thole  dayes  like  Moderation,  and  no  virtue 
comparable  to  a  fiirious  and  headlong  zeal.     But  yet 
he  received  this  benefit  bythofe  unhappy  feuds,  that 
they  made  him  (bmetimes  think  it  was  no  mean  thing 
intheefteemofathersas  well  as  himfelf^  for  which 
the^e  was  fo  many,  and  fo^fiery  contenders.  The  Prize 
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he  hoped  would  prove  glorious  which  had  drawn 
into  the  field  (b  many  combatants,  and  which  with 
fuch  zealous  Hicklings  all  fides  fought  to  win.  The 
aifi&ionalfo  which  he  felt  in  his  fpirit  when  he  be- 
held them  fo  (harply  ingaged,  had  this  good  efieft 
upon  him  J  that  it  made  him  more  fenfiibly  admire 
thegoodneis  of  God  which  had  preferved  him  from 
liftii^  himielf  in  any  of  thofe  angry  parties^and  entring 
into  thofc  never  enough  to  be  lamented  broils.  This 
put  him  nkewiie  in  fome  hopes  that  he  would  not  luf- 
fer  him  to  remain  long  without  the  knowledge  of  the 
Truth,  who  had  (b  gracioufly  prevented  him  from 
diverting  into  the  paths  of  falfhood.  This  degree  of 
under(Vanding  he  had  already  acquired,  That  Sweet- 
nefi  and  Love,  Meeknefi  and  Peace  were  the  Harbin* 
gets  to  Divine  Knowledge^  and  fixxctihey  were  become 
hisGuefts,he  hoped  f^^/ would  not  be  far  bdiind.  But 
that  any  man  who  knows  God  to  be  Love,  (hould 
imagine  that  he  will  dwell  in  a  mind  where  there  is 
nothing  but  hatred  to  be  found ,  feemed  a  kind  of 
Prodigy  unto  him*  And  it  did  quite  aftonifli  him  to 
fee  that  ib  many  men  did  dream  that  the  way  to  The 
Vffm  €f  Peace  lay  through  the  field  of  (hife  and  war  ^ 
and  that  we  muft  come  to  live  together  in  endleis  love 
hereafter^  by  living  in  perpetual  firays  and  brawls  in 
the  world  where  we  now  are. 
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Cap.  IV. 

Hm  be  happily  heard  cfafafe  Guide  nnto  it :  wib  a  trm^ 
CharaQer  of  him.. 

AN  D  he  truly  who  is  not  wont  to  ftuftratethe  ex- 
peftations  of  fuch  well -minded  fouls,  did  not  ufe 
much  delay  before  he  gave  him  a  fenfible  demonftra- 
tion  of  that  which  he  already  believed.  He  found  that 
the  God  of  Peace,  could  not  make  himfelf  long  a 
ftranger  to  men.of  peaceable  (pirits^  and  tliat  he  waits 
fbmetimes  todousapleafuK  there,  where  we  feared 
to  meet  with  harm  and  miichieE.  For  falling  one  day 
into  the  company  of  fbme  perfbns  who  were  ^iicourf^ 
ing  concerning  the  ftate  of  affairs  abroad,  he  hap* 
pjehed  to  light  on  that  which  he  verily  thought  their 
vain  jangling  would  fright  and  drive  away«  There 
were  many  debates  pafled  about  the  ieveral  opinions 
that  were  theiisOn  foot,  and  about  the  grand  iuppor- 
ters  of  theou  Some  leaned  to  this,  others  to  that,  but 
he  could  not  perceive  there  was  any  of  them  who  was 
not  addi^edtoa  Se£i!,  and  did  not  (eek  to  hear  the 
voice  of  Je(us  ChriA  amidft  the  clamours  and  hideous 
ttoifes  of  the  diiputers  of  the  world.  At  jafl  there  flood 
up  an  old  man  that  was  a  perfeft  flanger  to  hin^  .who. 
told  them  that  in  his  judgement  fif  it  would  be  per- 
mitted him  to  deliver  it  boldly)  they  were  hugely 
midaken  who  marched  under  the  Banners  of  any  of 
thofe  Leaders  in  defiance  to  the  reft  of  their  Brethren. 
Jerjifak^^  he  (aid,  was  very  little  beholden  to  them, 
which  was  a  City  at  better  unity  within  it  felf  than  it 
was  liippoled  by  their  Enfignsj  and  he  believed  the 
way  to  that  place  Wjould  be  found  to  be  more  peace- 
able 
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•'  able  than  to  be  difturbed  with  the  found  ofDrumros 
aod  Trumpets^     Their  zeal  (he  continued)  might  be 
theeffe^  of  little,  not  of  much  knowledge  j  and  their 
•   confidence  the  nurding  of  an  overweening  opinion  of 
themfelves^  rather  than  thcifliieof  a  found. judgement 
and  clear  conception  of  things^    In  fine,  he  told  them, 
that  if  they  would  take  a  little  time  to  cool  themfelves,. 
and  would  abate  fo  much  of  their  rrefumption,  as  to 
think  they  might  poffibly  erre,  he  doubted  not  but  to^ 
bring  them  to  a  perfon,  who  fthough  obfcure  and  of 
DO  great  note  among  them)  Ihould  make  them  confcls 
he  gave  them  better  diredions  than  they  ever  heard 
of  in  the  way  to  Jerujalem^     There  was  none  there  at 
t4iat  time,  but  either  out  of  curiofity,  or  fom^  diflatif^ 
£i&ion  defired  indantly  to  know  who  this  man  (hould 
be,  and  in  what  place  he  hid  himfelf  from  the  world. 
They  concealed  the  anger  which  they  conceived  at  his 
free  reproof  J  and  having  rendred  him  faint- thanks  for 
bis  liberty  of  Ipeech  (profeffing  they  loved  an  open 
enemy,  better  than  a  diflemhling  friend)  the  very  love 
of  Novelty  lead  them  to  requeft  him  to  bring  them  ac- 
quainted with  this  rare  perton.     That  is  a  very  eafie 
matter  to  do,  replyed  the  old  man,  for  he  is  one  that  is 
conv^rfible  enough,  andbefides.not  far  didant  from 
this  place  5  but  for. the  pre(ent  I  (hall  chufe  to  fpare 
the  mention  of  his  namc,and  let  you  know  him  only  by 
his  Charadex.    He  is  a  perfon  then  that  is  altogether 
difinterefled,  and  a  partaker  in  none  of  thole  Seas  and 
Fadions  that  are  among  us.  ^^  One  that  hath  Siopf  and 
^^^erj^/eaK^^more  in  his  heart  than  in  his  mouth,  and 
^^loves  to  do:^  more  than  to  talk.  But  when  h^  ipeaks^. 
^^his  words  are  more  than  founds,  and  have  a  fling  in 
"  them  which  pierces  the  very  heart.     If  you  did  but 
^  hear,  him*  yp\x  would  feel  that  he.  leaves  a  true  comr 
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^^  pundion  in  the  rpirit,and  not  a  falfe  alarm  in  the  e». 
^^  His  head  is  gray,  tiwugh  not  his  h  lirs  5   his  wilHotti 
"  n)akes  him  more  venerable  than  his  years  ^  he  kaow^ 
"  better  how  to  live,  than  others  dotodiipute;  and  ht  • 
'can  argue  more  for  peace^  than  they  for  theit  opini-^ 
•  ons.  He  hath  Faith  enough  to  feve  himfelfj  and  Cha- ' 
^  rity  enough  to  believe  that  others  may  be  (aved  than 
^^renot  in  all  points  )u(l  of  his  belief.  His  coropafl/.OD 
^^  is  equal  to  his  underflanding,  his  meeknefs  equal  to 
"  his  zeal,  his  faiih  is  matcht  with  charity,  his  Jove  to 
*^  his  neighbour  is  proportionable  to  his  love  to  God, 
*^'and  his  humility  and  mcdtfty  is  equal  to  them  all.  He   • 
"letrostometobe  a  piece  of  the  wracks  of  Ancient-; 
"  Chriftianity  5  a  relique  of  the  Golden  Age ;  one  of. 
*  *  the  Children ,  and  not  of  the  Apes  of  Antiquity  •  He 
**  hath  efcaped  the  contagion  of  this  evil  age,  with* 
"  out  flying  from  it^and  he  is  Mafter  of  more  ftrcngth,  ' 
"  than  cuirom  is  of  force  and  violence.     The  general 
"  corruption  which  hath  overfpread  us  ,   hath  not 
*'bccn  able  to  prevail  over  the  purity  of  his  tem- 
''  per.     And  all  the  wickedneS  which  could  not  but 
touch  him,  bath  not  yet  had  the  power  to  defile  or  . 
•  fully  him.  Ifthofe  VVorthies,in  whole  veins  the  blood 
'  of  Chrift  did  run,  could  return  tovifit  the  world 
again  5 1  make  no  doubt  but  they  would  diicem  in  • 
^  him  fiich  marks.of  their  virtue,  that  they  would  con-, 
^*  fels  him  for  one  of  their  race,  and  embrace  him  as  an* 
*'  Inheritor  not  only  oft  hen:  name,  but  of  their  nobte  r 
"  qualities.  If  you  would  know  any  more  of  him,  you 
had  better  learn  it  from  himfelf  than  from  me^only  this 
Icanafliireycu,  that  by  his  guidance  there  are  many 
men  who  have  made  a  very  happy  progrcfe  towards 
Heaven.  And  if  you  fear,  that  when  you  go  unto  him, 
you  may  lofe  your  labour,  and  not  find  him,  or  that 
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'T  jUa  Tfiscy  find  him  Iktle  at  leifiire ;  I  can  give  you  this 
y-  iiirtheraflurance,  that  being  a  man  of  peace,  he  flirs 
';'  Hut  fikte  from  home ,  and  hath  but  little  company 
V  pA^^  that  frequents  his  houfe.

Others  wjjrfciro  * 
the  world  believe,  that  he  is  only  indued  witjT Vjgfeie 
mcaiurc  of  Moral  Prudence,  but  hath  nothing  tor  tJic. 
Spirit  in  him.    And  there  are  Ibme  who  do  nof  itlck  ib. ;

you  the  truth)  I  verily  think  the  only  reafqici*  is,.;b<^. 
caufe  they  imagine  he  doth  believe  whatfbevcr  he4otfi' 
rot  fiercely  oppoie.     His  life  indeed  i?(bhSKv.?n4 
w  ithcut  blame,  his  carriage  (b  fweet  and  courteouj,h^?*-  L^ 
c(nivcr(ation  fo  profitable,  that  I  am  inclined  i6  r^nt   « 
fuch  good  things  cannot  fpring  from  a  bad  rbftt  5 -btii 
yet  there  are  that  (iy.  The  poilbn  is  the  morevd^isgef 
rons  which  is  Co  finely  guilded,and  I  muft  leavVyoii  tA\ 
judge  for  your  felf,  and  either  to  ftop  or  purfee  your  .  : 
rcfolution  of  going  to  him,  as  thofc  things  well  vveigh-   . 
ed,  you'fhall  fee  caufe  to  incline.     Here  the  good 
man  made  a  paulc,  and  ieemed  to  be  in  a  vcryjpewd(i- ; . 
'lous  condition,  till  the  ftranger  added,  I  malf-^^:^ 
juft,  astorcmtmbertofubjoyn  this  to  thereffthafj 
iiavc  (aid ;  That  indeed  all  Parties  next* to  thttiifeW« 
arc  wont  to  commend  him  as  the  beft  of  all^    f^^  I ' 
thank  you,  prefently  replyed  the  other,  that  you  did*- 
not  omit  to  relate  that  obfervaiion,  for  it  brings^, to  ipy;: 
mind  of  the  ftory  oClhemiJiocles^  which  I  haye-^^fw:!?.; 
heard  our  Preacher  u(c  in  the  Pulpit,  to  whotft Tpviry  - 
one  of  the  Captains  yielded  the  fecond  place  aftiSr  tieyv 
had  preferred  themfelves  to  the  firft,  and  wasrheji't^ 
•fore  concluded  to  be  the  moft  worthy  of  all,*  iT  apy 
thing  but  fclf-love  might  be  admitted  to  give  the  jbd^*^ 
ment.  Let  us  go,!  be(ccch  ycu,  with  all  Ipeed,  to.this^ 
brave  man,  and  not  (lay  to  deliberate  any  longer,  Fct 
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I  remember  alfoV  that  I  have  heard  very  wifemen  ob- 
ferve.  That  there  was  never  any  perfon  that  advanced 
excellent  things  in  thcAVorld,  but  his  credit  and  repu- 
tation was  blafted  by  thofe  who  were  unable  or  unwil- 
ling to  be  Co  good  themfelves.  I  have  a  very  great 
hope  that  this  is  the  man  whom  Heaven  hath  defigned 
to  unfcale  my  eyes,  and  make  me  (ee  the  way  to  Jeru- 
fikm.  Or  if  it  otherwife  pleafe,  yet  I  nothing  doubt^ 
but  being  wholly  bent  to  lead  a  pious  life^,  Cod  will 
have  (b  much  kindnefs  for  me,  as  not  to  let  me  be  dan- 
geroufly  deceived,  nor  to  fufier  a  greater  film  to  grow 
over  my  fight.  Theie  words  he  uttered  with  that  ve- 
hemency  and  refolution  of  mind,  that  the  ftranger 
thought  it  was  not  fit  tp  hold  him  in  any  longer  con- 
fultation  about  it,  e(pecially  fince  he  iaw  hispurpoic 
founded  upon  lb  good  an  underftanding.  Taking 
leave  therefore  of  the  feft,  vbo  were  but  too  glad  to  . 
b<f  rid  of  them,  he  direfted  him  to  the  hou(e  of  this 
Guide^  where  he  found,  as  he  had  been  told  before, 
that  he  was  at  home ,  and  bad  not  one  creature  in  his 
company.  After  a  very  few  civilities  pafled  between 
them,aml  (bme  excufes  that  the  Country- man  made  for 
his  boldnels  in  interrupting  his  Meditations,  he  plain- 
ly told  him  (for  he  would  not  permit  any  long  Apolo- 
gies J  what  the  caufe  was  of  this  addrefe,  and  of  the 
trouble  he  was  come  to  give  him.  I  am,  faid  he,  a  true 
Lover  oi'^ernfalem^  and  have  made  a  vow  to  take  a 
journey  to  that  place  5  but  about  the  way  thither  lam 
fb  perplexed,  that  1  account  it  a  great  blefling  that  I 
have  not  loft  my  wits,  and  am  not  become  unable  to 
find  my  way  to^our  hou(e.  One  cries  to  me^  Lo  bere^ 
another,  Lo  there  lyes  the  path  of  life.  Some  would 
have  megothorowthewater,  and  l)c  baptized  again*, 
tclling-ine  the  Ifiaelites  pafled  thorow  the  Sea  to  go  to 
•  '      D'  Canaan'^.

Canaan  j  others  feem  to  drawmethorowthe  air^  and 
teach  me  to  fly  aloft  in  towring  fpeculationsjand  there 
are  not  wanting  thofe  who  would  turn  me  into  a  ftone^ 
and  render  me  at  once  as  humble,  and  as  lumpifh  and 
melancholy  too  as  the  earth  it  felf.  But  every  one  of

NOw  the  Inquirer  appearing  in  habit  like  a  Pil- 
grim, having  a  very  innocent  countenance,  an 
humble  behaviour,  and  ufing  fuch  language  as  figni- 
fied  that  it  vizs  not  curiolity,  or  a  mind  to  try  the  (kill 
which  the  other  had  in  foreign  parts,  but  a  real  defire 
to  travel,  which  had. brought  him  thither  ^  Anfwer 
was  returned  by  him,  to  whom  he  made  his  applica- 
tion, that  he  was  heartily  glad  to  meet  with  any  man 
that  would  ask  the  way  to  Jerujalem*^  and  that  he 
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thought  he  read  in  his  face  fo  much  of  the  ierenity  of 
his  mind,  and  the  fincerity  of  his  heart,  that  he  might 
be  confident  he  came  with  a  real  defire  to  receive  fa- 
tis&ftion  about  it.  Butj  (aid  he,  though  I  muft  needs 
grant  that  I  am  furninied  with  fome  knowledge  of  the 
way  to  that  City,  yet  perhaps  I  may  fpare  my  pains  of 
giving  you  any  direftions  in  it ,  bccaufe  there  is  fome 
reafon  to  think  you  will  not  be  at  the  pains  to  follow 
them.   For  if  you  will  give  any  credit  to  ray  words,  f 
muft  let  you  know,  that  the  way  is  both  long,  and  alfo 
full  of  many  and  great  difficulties  5  and  that  there  are 
many  waies  alfo  which  will  (eem  to  you  to  lead 
ftraight  to  it,and  which'many  men  will  poynt  you  unto 
as  the  next  rode  5  which  if  you  fhould  take,  will  lead 
you  into  great  danger,  and  not  only  carry  you  a  great 
deal  about,  but  perchance  conduft  you  to  the  quite 
contrsfry  place  ,,  and  end  in  your  utter  undoing.     I 
would  wilh  you  therefore  to  confider  a  while,  whe- 
ther it  be  an  advifeable  thing  to  undertake  fuch  a  jour- 
ney wherein  there  are  fo  many  hardfhips,  and  fo  many 
crols  paths.     A  journey  which  is  fo  tedious  alfo,  and 
wherein  I  'cannot  promifo  you  (ecurity  from  frights, 
theeves,  beatings,  and  (iichill  ufiges  as  have  made 
many  men  poflellecj  with  fuch  intentions  as  you  feem 
now  to  have,  quite  to  lay  afide  all  thoughts  of  it,  and 
to  fit  down  contented  at  their  own  homes.   And  after 
all  this,  I  know  not  whether  you  will  yield  your  belief 
to  all  that  I  ftialltell  you  of  the  way^  if  you  have 
heard  fome  of  fhe  reports  which  are  fpread  of  me,  and 
have  received  any  prejudice  at  all  againft  me,  which  I 
am  fure  will  be  increafed  by  fome  of  the  Precepts  that 
1  muft  give  you. 

The  Pilgrim  was  fo  far  from  (hewing  any  tokens  ot 
difguft^atthisdifcourfe,  that  he  rather  difcovered  an 
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inward  pleafure  that  he  had  conceived  in  the  freedom 
and  prudence  of  it.  And  after  he  had  rendred  him 
his  thanks  for  dealing  with  him  Co  impartiallyj  he  be- 
fetched  him  that  he  would  not  think  it  fit  to  [pare  his 
pains  which  he  had  already  with  no  fmall  fucceft  be- 
gun to  beftow^  but  that  he  would  make  a  poor  (bul 
lb  happy  as  to  let  it  know  from  that  mouth  which  he 
perceived  would  not  deceive  or  miPguide  it  5  that  dif- 
ficult, longj  and  dangerous  way  which  leads  to  Jeru^ 
faUpu  I  ^m  not  ignorant  indeed  (continued  he  J  how 
much  many  men  are  wont  to  ftartle  and  boggle  at 
thofe  terrible  words  5  but  I  thank  my  God  they  ftrike 
tio  terrour  at  all  into  m)^  he^rt,  nor  move  me  one  jot 
from  the  rcfolution  which  I  hope  is  immoveably  fet- 
led  in  it,  of  going  to  that  blefled  place.  For  (b  much 
have  I  heard  of  the  glory  of  it,  that  I  am  apt  to  think 
of  nothing  elfe  5  and  {b  I  may  but  come  in  (afety  thi- 
ther at  the  lad,  I  matter  not  at-  all  what  the  way  may 
be  which  carries  me  unto  it.  •  Oblige  me  therefore 
I  befeech  you  (b  much  as  to  be  my  Guide,and  to  chalk 
out  the  way  for  me^  I  am  confident  you  will  not  re- 
pent of  your  labour^  when  you  fhall  fee  yourdiredions 
obferved  with  as  much  faithfulneft  and  care  as  they 
are  by  you  delivered.  And  as  for  the  trufl  which  I 
rcpofe  in  your  fkill  and  fincerity,  lam  as  confident  by 
what  I  difcern  already ^that  I  lliall  as  little  repent  of  ir^ 
as  you  will  of  your  taking  me  into  your  tuition,  f 
doubt  not  at  all  but  I  ChaH  be  better  taught  than  yet  I 
have  ever  been  5  and  if  the  world  judge  otherwife,  I 
befeech  you  do  not  take  me  for  one  that  meafiires 
mens  worth  by  their  efteem  with  the  vulgar  fprt,or  by 
the  favour  they  have  obtained  to  be  commended  by 
the  mouth  of  common  fame*  The  Vulgar  themfelves 
have  whipt  her  about  the  wodd  as  a  lewd  Strumpet ; 
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and  we  have  a  plain  faying,  That  the  common  report 
bath  too  often  a  blifter  upon  her  tongueu  Therefore 
ipeak  Sir,  I  intreat  ycu,  and  let  me  know  what  yon 
are  from  your  own  mouth,  and  not  from  other  men;. 
For  as  I  never  intended  to  truft  my  neighbour  to  chufe 
my  opinions  for  me,  and  to  di(po(e  of  my  belief  3  (b  do 
I  never  mean  to  refign  my  mind  to  be  ftamped  with 
thole  Charadters  that  they  (hall  pleafe  to  make  of  men, 
and  of  their  qualities.  I  never  yet  beheld  (b  many 
Saints  as  they  have  created  and  worfhipped  5  nor  can 
I  lake  all  thoiefor  Devils,  whom  they  are  pfeafed  to 
defie  and  abominate*

TieGuidediJcovers  btsfncere  and  ufriglft  Inttnthfts. 

I  Cannot  relate  how  much  this  devote  perlbn  wa^ 
over- joyed  to  hear  this  welcome  language  5  but  the 
.  Reply  which  he  made  him ,  did  giVe  no  (mall  indi- 
cations of  a  great  Contentment  which  he  took  in  the 
Anlwer  he  had  recived^  You  cannot  think  it  ((aid 
hej  agreater  happinefs  tobe  inftrufted'bymer  than 
I  do  to  (ind  a  perfbn  both  (b  defirous,  and  (b  capable 
of  in(lru£Hon.  It  gratifies  me  very  much,  I  afliire 
you,  to  find  fiich  a  good  wiH  in  you  (which  is  na 
(inall  ftep  in  your  way  to  Jent/dlem  )  efpecially  fince 
I  fee  it  (b  unmoveable,  that  it  is  not  like  by  any  thing 
which  may  happen  to  be  (b  much  as  fbaken.  Your 
reiblution  truly  is  admirable  5  and  I  cannot  tell  you 
whatplea(antemotioi?s  I  felt  within  me  to  belioM  (b 
little  amazement  appear  in  your  (bul  at  the  dreadful 
Doifeo£trouUe,  pains  and  danger.    Y^u  aye  exceU 
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Icmly  qualiiSed ,  I  fee ,  for  this  uDdertakiug  ^  and 
without  flattery  I  tell  you ,  th^re  my^r  was  any  in 
my  opinion  better  appointed  for  this  journey^  if  you 
can  but  maintain  Co  i9Uch:Courage  ^nd  patience  as  you 
promife  i  and  will,  without  quarrelling,  murmuring 
or  troubling  your  felf  about  the  anronts  which 
may  be  put  upon  you,  pafi  on  your  way  ,  as  if  you 
met  with  nothing  that  did  difpleafe  you.  But  above 
all,  it'  highly  pleafes  me  to  hear  you  fay ,  That  the 
place  whither  you  would  go ,  is  ib  much  in  your 
heart,  that  you  think  of  it  more  than  any  thing  elfe  ^ 
For  fbmething  relating  to  that,  contains  the  greateft 
part  of  the  Advice  which  I  am  to  give  you.  And  as 
for  my  felf,  fince  you  will  not  be  prepoflefled  and 
foreftalled  with  the  coinmoijf  opinions ,  and  the  voice 
of  fame,  I  will  be  fo  juft  as  to  kt  you  know  the  very 
Titnj.i2.  worft  of  mc  I  remeiaber  that  Fitrins  Cnfaiius ,  a 
€(if.6.  Peafant  that  lived  near  to  Rome^  was  defamed  in 
ancient  times  by  many  people  of  that  City,  and  ac- 
cufed  for  bewitching  the  Lands  of  his  neighbours, 
which  though  of  larger  extent ,  were  not  wont  to 
yield  io  fair  9  Crop  as  his  few  Acres,  To  iuch  an 
height  did  their  jealoufies  and  envy.arife,  that  a 
charge  was  drawn  up  againd  him  5  and  (landing  in- 
did^ed  of  (uch  unlawful  means  to  inrich  himfel^  and 
undo  others,  a  day  of  hearing  was  appointed,  where- 
la^he  was  to  receive  a  publick  triaL  What  courle  do 
you  think  now  the  poor  man  took  to  confute  their 
calumnies,  and  juftifie  his  own  Innocence?  Truly  no 
other  but  this  would  he  reiblve  upon  s  ^^  bring  along 
with  him  on  the  day  of  his  appearance  all  the  Infrru- 
ments  of  Husbandry  ,  whereby  he  ufed  to  cultivate 
the  ground,  add  ipread  them  before  his  jud^.  So 
he  did ,  and  made,  his  defence  in  this  ibct.  l£  I  be 
<  guilty 
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guilty  of  any  inchaptment,  behold  I  here  fet  before 
you  all  the  Tools  of  that  wicked  pradice,  and  I  call 
all  the  gods  to  witne($>  that  I  have  not  concealed  one 
of  them.  If  there  be  any  failh  in  man  you  may  be- 
lieve me,  that  I  never  uled.  any  other  Wizzardy  to 
make  my  Land  better  than  my  neighbours,  but  what 
you  will  find  to  lye  in  thefe  Spades^Ploughs^and  Oxen, 
together  with  this  my  good  Paughter.  Unlefs  you  will 
reckon  a  great  deal  of  pains,long  watchings,  and  much 
fweat  to  be  fuch  unlawfiii  druggs  and  poilbns,  that 
none  but  Witches  u(e  them  ^  and  theie  I  muft  confeis. 
I  cannot  prok^uce  in  open  Court,  nor  find  any  means 
to  (hew  thenl  to  you.  He  (aid  no  more,  but  it  was 
enough  5  for'  he  was  prelently  ablblved  by  the  (ufTrage 
of  all  the  Judges,  anddiCnifled  with  thole  commen- 
dations of  a  goodHufband,  which  he  had  well  deler* 
ved.  This,  Sir.  is  the  very  pifture  of  my  felf,  who 
intend  now  to  make  you  my  Judge,  and  hope  for  as 
favourable  a  (entence  from  you  before  whom  Ihave 
beenaccuied,  and  as  much  mif- reported  as  this  honeft 
man  whom  I  now  named.  I  am^  it  is  true,  a  perlbn  of 
finall  capacity,  and  le(s  learning.  There  are  many  of 
•my  neighbours,to  whom  I  freely  yield  the  precedence, 
who  enjoy  far  greater  meafiires  of  wifdom  and  know« 
ledge,  and  exceed  me  as  much  in  fuch  Talents  as  the 
compais  of  Furius  his  Land  was  exceeded  by  their<^ 
that  bordered  upon  it.  But  yet^  fo  it  is,  that  by  the 
bleffing  of  God  upon  my  labours,  there  are  many  vir- 
tuous Minds  and  Souls  truly  large  and  generous,  that 
acknowledge  themlelves  to  Oand  indebted  for  what 
they  are  to  my  care  5  and  that  are  eftcemed  by  thofe 
that  know  them  to  be  of  a  more  excellent  temper  than 
thofe  who  have  been  managed  by  many  of  my  litigi- 
ous neighbours*   This  bath  gained  me  too  many  evil 
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cyes^and  I  am  thought  to  ufe  fome  Arts  of  Faicination 
whereby  to  allure  the  beft  di(p6fitions  intd  my  ac- 
quaintance and  fociety.  Then  they  will  have  it^  that  I 
mingle  (ubtil  potions  for  them,  and  that  they  imbibe 
fuch  crafty  Doi^rines  from  me,  as  teach  them  all  waies 
of  rendring  themfelves  more  fair  and  plaufible  thap  any 
others  in  their  whole  behaviour,  in  order  to  the'  be- 
witching of  more  men  to  become  their  Difciples*  This 
is  the  beft  language  they  will.allow  to  the  good  man- 
ners wherein  Iftudy  to  educate  them  ;  for  their  envy 
and  vexation  will  not  liifferthem  to  give  their  holy 
life  the  name  of  Piety,  though  all  acknqvvledge  it  car- 
ries the  ftiew  of  better  fruit  than  is  brought  forth  by 
the  lazy  and  idle  pretenders  to  Faith  and  Devotion. 
But  God  knows  how  far  I  am  from  teaching  any 
^  thing  but  the  naked  and  undiiguifed  praflice  of  real 
Godlinefi.  And  you  (hall  know  alfo  how  little  1  am 
guilty  of  evil  dedgn,  or  finift/er  method  of  winning  to 
my  lelfDjfciples.  For  I  will  lay  before  you  the  plain, 
(impleand  unartificial  Rules  that  I  give  unto  them  5 
which  will  appear  to  be  as  far  remote  from  all  fiibtil- 
ly  and  craft,  as  the  Plough ,  the  Spade,  and  the  Har- 
row are  from  incantation,  fpells,  and  fociety  with  in-, 
fcrnal  fpirits.  All  that  1  beg  of  you  to  the  making  of 
you  profit  under  my  hand,  and  to  reap  an  abundant 
Jfruit  by  my  labour  to  inftrudi:  you,is  that  you  will  con- 
tribute fome  of  your  own  pains  to  be  joyned  with 
mine;  and  that  you  will  ufe  your  beft  diligence  both 
.to  receive  and  underftand  thofe  feeds  of  knowlpd^e 
that  I  (hall  fow  in  your  mind ;  and  to  keep  them  .(ate, 
that'  they  may  not  be  loft  when  they  are  entertained. 
A  little  more  patience  alfo  I  muft  not  forget  to  require 
of  you  than  Cr^i^/V^/  demanded  (for  1  cannot  fo  loon 
produce,  as  he  did  all  the  inftruments  I  muft  ufe  for 
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your  good)  and  then  I  nothiog  doubt  5  but  if  you  pur- 
iiie  your  defign  according  to  thofe  dire&icns  and 
marks  that  I  lliall  give  you,  they  will  not  fail  at  laft 
to  bring  you  to  the  Bleued  Place,  on  which  you  have 
fet  your  heart.

He  begins bk advice  .•  and  after  the  Grand  Direction^ 
tfhich  contains  many  of  the  reji^^  he  gives  himfkndry 
preparatory  Counfels.  And  above  aU^  tells  him  that  he 
:nntft  be  provided  'with  afirong  Refolution. 

YOu  (hall  find  me  obedient,  replyed  the  Pilgrim^ 
in  all  things  unto  your  Precepts  5  for  truly  my 
heart,  as  you  are  pleafed  to  remember,  is  very  much 
upon  jfenj^/ew.  And  Gnce  it  touched  me  wiih  no 
fmall  joy  to  hear  you  (ay ,  That  there  was  (braething 
belonging  to  this  affedHon  I  have  for  Jeryjalem^  which 
would  comprehend  a  great  part  of  the  Direftions  you 
•  had  to  give  me  about  the  way  thither  5  if  it  will  not 
look  like  the  arrogance  of  dire&ingyou  how  to  place 
your  Inftruftions  5  let  me  be  ib  bold  as  to  defire  before 
you  %  any  thing  elfe,  that  I  may  know  what  the 
general  advice  is  which  you  have  to  be()x)W  upon  me. 
It  is  well  done,  replyed  the  Guide,  that  you  have  put 
me  in  mind  of  that  paflage  in  my  former  difcourfe, 
Andl  am  obliged,!  think,  topraifeyou  for  it,  both  be- 
caufe  it  argues  that  you  diligently  attend  to  what  I  s 

fpeak,  and  becaufe  it  cannot  be  better  placed  than 
where  you  would  have  ir,  in  the  very  entrance  of 
thofe  Direftions  that  you  are  to  carry  along  with  you. 
And  to  makemyCounfel  the  Hjore  portable,  and  to 
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be  comprifed  in  as  finall  a  room  as  can  be^  that  which 
I  mean  is  nothing  elfe  but  this.  As  you  pafs  along  in 
the  way  that  I  fliall  tell  you  of,  it  will  be  of  great  ufe 
to  you  to  have  thefe  few  words  alwayes  in  your  mind, 
and  fometiraes  upon  your  tongue,  I  am  nought^ 
I  have  neHght^  Idejire  nonght^  but  only  to  be  infafety  with 
Jefus  at  Jerufakm.  This  one  fentence  you  (hall  fee 
hath  fo  much  in  its  bowels,  that  if  you  draw  forth  the 
virtue  of  it,and  diligently  obferve  it,  my  life  for  yours, 
you  (hall  not  fail  in  a  competent  time  to  arrive  at  the 
top  of  your  delires. 

Indeed,  (aid  the  PJ/^r/;»,methinks  I  feel  that  I  have 
received  very  great  indrudion  already  from  you,  and 
1  did  not  think  to  have  learned  (b  much  in  (bfhorta 
fpace,  and  by  (b(mall  a  company  of  wonls.  Sure  you. 
have  given  me  Tome  Spirits^  and  the  very  extraft  of 
things^eKe  I  could  not  have  (b  (iiddenly  felt  the  power 
of  the(e  words  diffufing  it  (elf  through  my  whole  foul. 
I  am  ftrangely  refre(hed  by  them,  and  they  have  gi- 
ven me  fuchatafteof  yourfkill,  that  I  perceive  you 
can  inftantly  reach  my  heart  when  you  plea(e  but  to 
open  your  mouth  ;  and  if  I  were  half  dead,  I  per.(wade 
my  feJf  you  could  revive  me  in  a  moment.  But  yet  I 
believe  that  I  (hould  be  the  more  inlightened  by  them, 
and  better  know  their  ufe  j  if  I  might  be  beholden  to 
you  for  an  account  of  the  (ecrets  of  which  they  are 
compounded^  and  underftand  all  the  things  that  are 
contained  in  them.  Do  me  the  favour  therefore  I 
befeech  you  to  open  the  fen(e,  and  di(clofe  all  the 
force  of  tho(e  words,  that  I  may  know  what  meaning 
you  have  involved  in  (b  brief  a  (entence.  You  (hall 
not  long  be  ignorant  of  that,  (aid  the  Guidey  if  you 
will  but  have  the  patience  to  attend  awhile  to  what 
follows  as  a  good  preparatory  tothatdilcourfc,  and  to 
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all  the  reft  that  concerns  your-lafe  paflage  tojerufalem. 
I  muft  advife  you,  before  you  enter  upon  fb  long  a 

jourt^ey,  or  make  any  further  inquiries^to  fee  that  your 
body  be  in  good  health,  left  you  (hould  fall  into  any 
fuch  ficknefe  by  the  way  as  might  prove  dangerous 
and  fatal  to  you.     And  for  that  end  1  would  alio  wi(h 
you  to  take  Ibme  Phyfick,  the  better  to  prepare  your 
felf  tor  Travel,  and  to  difburden  Nature  of  thole  ill 
humours  wherewith  you  may  abound,  which  will  at 
leaft  iodifpole  you,and  make  you  lazy  and  fbon  weary, 
if  they  be  not  timely  difcharged  and  carried  away. 
Now  the  beft  counfels  that  I  can  give  you  of  this  kind, 
are  thefe  that  enfue.'    Firji^  I  would  have  you  purge 
your  mind  of  all  unworthy  thoughts  of  God,  and  per- 
fwade  your  (elf  that  he  is  very  good,  a  lover  of  fouls, 
and  exceeding  defirous  to  fee  them  at  Jernfalem.     Be    . 
fureyouJeave  not  fo  much  as  a  fuipicionof  his  wil- 
lingness to  make  you  happy,  and  to  afibrd  ycu  fufBci- 
ent  means  to  attain  your  end.     For  you  will  not  be 
able  to  ftir  a  foot  in  your  way,  if  you  bear  any  jealou- 
lies  about  you,  that  God  may  not  favour  your  under- 
taking, nor  go  along  with  you.  You  have  been  bred, 
its  like,  inagrcatdeteftation  of  Suferjiition^  and  may 
have  heard  to  many  declamations  out  of  the  Pulpit 
againftit,  that  you  may  think  it  thunder-ftruck  ma- 
ny years  ago :  but  let  me  tell  you,  that  if  you  cherifli 
not  good  thoughts  of  God  in  your  mind,  all'^our  Re- 
ligion will  degenerate  into. this  (purious  and  bafe- 
born  devotion.     In  ftead  of  that  free  and  friendly 
converfe  that  ought  to  be  maintained  between  God  . 
and  his  creatnres,ypu  will  only  flatter  him  in  a  fervile 
manner,  and  bribe  him  not  to  be  your  enemy.  Do  not 
imagine  that  I  abufe  this  word  Supcrjiitiofi^  or  that 
you  are  in  no  danger  to  fill  into  ir  ^    for  there  are  , 
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none  more  guilty  of  it,  than  they  that  feem  to  be  mbft 
abhorrent  from  it.    Did  you  never  obferve  what  a 
terrible  image  of  God  there  is  erefted  in  moft  men* 
minds ,   and  how  frightful  their  apprehenfions'  are 
when  they  look  upon  it?  Never  was  there  any  Devil 
more  cruelj^  or  fought  more  to  devour,  than  they  haVc 
painted  him  in  their  fouls.    How  is  it  poffible  then 
they  (hould  addrefe  themfelves  with  any  confidence 
'      and  pleafure  to  him?     How  can  they  entertain  any 
chearfiil  and  friendly  fociety  with  a  Being  which  ap- 
pears in  a  drels  fo  horrible  to  them  ?    And  yet  worr 
(hip  him  they  muft  for  fear  of  incurring  his  difplea- 
fure,  and  left  their  neglcfts  of  him  ftiould  rouze  up 
his  anger  againft  them.    Now  between  this  rieceffity 
of  com'yig  to  him,  and  that  fearfulnefi  to  approach 
him,  what  can  there  bebegctten  but  a  forced  and 
conftraincd  devotion ;  which,  becaufe  they  do  not 
love,  they  would  willingly  leave,  did  not  the  dread 
and  horrour  they  have  in  their  fouls  ot  him^drag  them 
to  his  Altars  ?  And  what  are  they  wont^  to  do  there  ? 
Truly  nothing  but  make  faces,  and  whine,  and  cry, 
and  look  as  it  they  were  going  to  execution,  till  they 
can  flatter  themfelvcs  into  fome  hopes  that  he  is  moved 
by  thefo  pittiful  noifes,  and  forced  fobmiffions,  to  lay 
aljde  his  frowns,  andcaft  a  better  afpeft  upon  them. 
But  th<jn  his  nature  remains  the  feme  ftill,  and  they 
fancy  that  he  delights  in  the  blood  of  men ;  though 
for  that  time  he  was  pleafed  to  fmiJe  a  little  upon 
the  m.    And  therefore  they  are  conftraincd  to  renew 
thirfe  flavifti  devotions ,  and  to  fawn  again  upon  him, 
that  they  may  purchafe  another  gracipus  look  from 
him.   In  this  circle  do  thefe  poor  wretches  fpend  their 
dayes,  and  advance  not  one  ftep  toward  Jerufalcm. 
for  as  there  can  be  little  comfort  to  them  I  fliould 
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think  in  fuch  grim  fmiles :  Sa  you  cannot  imagine  that 
it  cathl^e  acceptable  to  God  to  fee  men  croutch  in  this 
fafliion  tp  him,  and  out  of  meer  fear  afford  him  their 
unwilling  t)roftr^^ions.     No,  this,  if  any  thing  in  the 
jvvorld  is  that  which  ought  properly  to  wear  the  name 
pi  ^uperfi^thn.     A  devotion  which  hath  no  inward 
fpring  in  ^he  heart,  no  life  nor  (pirit  in  it  5  an^l  by  con- 
fequence  is  void  of  all  favour  and  tafte  to  them  that  . 
perform  it.    It  is  fbttiftinefi  to  think  that  God  will  be 
contented  with  that  which  hath  no  better  original 
than  outward  coropulfion,  and  in  its  own  nature  is 
dead  and  heartlefs,  dry  and  infipid  ^  and  yet  no  better 
fervice  will  you  prclent  him  withall,  unlefe  you  frame 
a  lovely,  fair  image  of  him  in  your  mind  ;  and  alwayes 
reprcfcnt  him  to  your  felf  as  moft  gratious,  kind,  and 
tender-hearted  to  his  creatures.     Let  this  therefore 
be  yoxxr  firft  care,  not  only  to  form  (iich  a  beautiful 
IcUa  of  him,  but  alfoto  fettle  and  fix  itfo  firmly  ia 
your  heart,  that  nothing  may  be  able  to  pull  it  out. 
Then  will  you  be  prepared  tofollow  all  my  other 
counfels,  and  moft  chearfully  alfo  refign  your  felf  to 
the  obedience  of  the  hardeft  commands.    This  will 
make  you  abfolutely  give  upyour  felf  to  the  Divine 
Will,  and  to  embrace  it  freely  alfo  as  moft  to  be  cho- 
(en,  and  that  for  it  felf  and  its  own  innate  goodneG« . 
You  will  think  that  nothing  but  good  can  come  from 
this  good  God,  and  therefore  you  will  fubmit  to  his 
Laws  as  loving  commands,and  not  as  imperiousjtyran* 
nical  impofitions.   "You  will  deny  your  felf  in  any 
thing  that  he  would  have  you,  that  you  may  be  made 
better  than  your  felf,  by  becoming  like  to  him.    But 
other  wife  I  muft  tell  you  (and  it  is  no  new  obfcrvation 
m  it  her)  that  if  your  conceptions  of  him  be  net  fuch  as 
make  you  heartily  love  him  3  as  you  will  ferve  him 
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only  with  a  forced  obedience  ^  (b  you  will  obey  him 
with  a  fordid  and  niggardly  afFedlion.  You  will  be 
very  fcanty  and  (paring  in  thofe  duties  which  are  of 
greatcft  moment,  and  rooft  pleafing  to  him  5  and  ftudy 
only  to  exfTefs  your  liberality  in  things  of  lighter 
concernment,  andfucrh  are  mod  pleafing  to  your  felf. 
Nay,  things  of  yoiir  own  devifing  you  will  be  more 
ready  to  heap  upon  him  as  lb  many  courtefies  where- 
by you  (hall  oblige  himj  than  to  render  him  thofe 
(ervices  that  are  appointed  by  himfelf,  which  will  be 
the  k(s  grateful^  becaufe  they  are  his  will  whom  you 
cannot  love.  This  is  ever  the  fruit  of  hard  and  penu- 
rious thoughts  of  God,  that  they  ftirivel  up  mens  Marts 
too,  and  make  them  needy  and  penurious  in  the  ex- 
preflions  of  their  love  and  obedience  to  him  3  and 
more  forward  to  give  him  any  thing  than  that  which 
lie  moft  d^fires. 

But  I  think  I  might  have  left  you  to  deduce  thefe 
tlhings  your  (elf  who  have  a  capacity  I  (ee  for  greater 
matters,  and  therefore  I  (hall  mortenthe  reft  of  the(e 
kind  of  counlels  and  forbear  all  long'^  Di(courfes  and 
Comments  upon  them.  SecMdfy^  Then  it  muft  be 
your  care  when  your  mind  hath  recovered  right 
thoughts  of  God,  to/i^r//?e  your  intentions  throughly, 
and  to  (ee  that  they  be  clear  and  un(potted  in  his 
fight.  Spread  your  very  heart  before  him,  and  de(ire 
him  that  you  may  have  his  love,  and  that  he  would 
deal  with  you,  as  you  fincerely  aim  at  nothing,  but 
i)nly  to  become  what  he  would  have  you.  Tell  him 
that  you  mean  in  the  greatefl:  Cmplicity  of  your  (bul 
to  do  his  will.  Proteft  to  him  a  thou(and  times  that 
you  defire  above  all  things  to  know  what  that  good, 
that  perfeft  and  acceptable  will  of  his  is.  Let  him 
know  that  you  are  (b  pjiflficnately  bent  to  plea(c  him, 
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that  you  would  not  fVick  to  purchafe  the  underftand- 
ingof  hisj)leafureat  the  rate  of  the  whole  world/  if 
it  was  in  your  difpofal.    This  will  prepare  you  in  the 
third  ^hcQ  to  throw  out  the  (JuggHn  humour  which  is 
in  all  our  natures,  and  todifpoteyour  will  with  true 
fervour  to  attend  this  buiine(s  of  fearching  out  the 
will  of  Cod.  Ingage  your  felf  as  folemnly  as  you  can 
to  be  very  diligent  m  finding  out  the  truth.  Perfwade 
your  mind  not  to  reft  contented  with  that  which  firft 
offers  it  felf  to  your  hands,  but  to  examine  and  prove 
all  things,  and  then  to  hold  faft  that  which  is  good. 
It  is  a  fault  too  common,that  men  take  things  upon  the 
credit  of  others  by  whom  they  are  brought  to  them  5 
and  not  upon  their  own  credibility.    The  reafonof     ' 
which  is  no  other  but  this,  that  in  the  one  way  we 
make  a  purchafe  of  them  at  a  cheap  rate,  or  rathei* 
have  them  for  nothing ;  but  in  the  other  they  will 
not  come  (b  eafily,  but  coft  no  finall  pains  to  acquire 
them.    There  is  a  kind  of  impatience  al(b  in  ibme 
natures  which  is  not  able  to  funer  any  delay es :  And 
this  being  joyned  with  afoftnels  and  delicacy  which 
is  a  fworn  enemy  to  all  manner  of  trouble  and  pains  5 
it  renders  ipen  vefy  willing  to  (pare  themfelves  the> 
length  and  tedioumefs  of  an  enquiry,  together  with 
all  the  difficulties  of  a  choice.     Hence  it  comes  to  pafs 
that  they  love  at  firft  fight,  and  fufFer  others  to  chufe 
their  belief  for  them:  ar»d  then  afterwards  they  re- 
tain by  cufrome  and  prelcription,    that  which  they 
took  but  by  chance  iind  preoccupation.     Make  an 
eflay  therefore  of  the  patience  which  you  promife  in 
your  whole  journey,  at  the  very  entrance  of  it;  and 
let  your  diligence  to  know  the  will  of  God  be  an 
earneft  of  that  you  mean  to  ufc  in  the  doing  of  it* 
And  as  1  would  have  you  free  your  felf  from  this  lazy, 
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credulous  humour  5  foletit  be  your  «e^/ care  to  rid 
your  mind  of  its  oppofite,  obft'nate  Incredulity.  Let} 
notthecureofoneficknels  be  the  caufe  oP another, 
nor  that  which  takes  away  your  foftnels  and  ea(ine(| 
to  believe,  render  you  hard,  and  impenetrable  by  all 
the  impreffions  of  truth,     Imploy  the  thoughts  whiph( 
I  would  have  you  fpend  in  ferious  inquiry,  to  poiflefs 
your  mind  with  a  ftrong  perfwafion  of  the  certainty 
of  Chriftian  Religion,  and  with  a  right  under  (landing 
ofthetruedefign  of  that  glorious  Revelation,     for 
that  both  gives  you  iiich  a  prolpeft  of  the  Blefled 
place  you  are  going  to,  as  no  where  elfe  can  be  met 
withall  ^  and  directs  youto  fiich  a  courfe  of  real  piet)^ 
as  plainly  leads  unto  k.     And  the  more  confident  you 
grow  that  Jcfus  is  the  Son  of  God  (as  the  voice  from 
Heaven  witnefled)  that  he  isxhe  Lord  of  Life,  and  thd 
King  of  Glory  >  the  furer  will  you  tread  all  the  way 
you  go,  and  the  It^s  danger  there  will  be  of  ftiimbling : 
The  founder  alio  and  more  healthful  will  you  grow, 
lb  as  not  to  faint,  much  le6  to  forfake  the  Chriftian 
courfe.    And  next  to  this  I  befeech  you  ufe  the  great- 
eft  diligence  to  provide,  that  your  Faith^  which  is  to 
do  all  things  in  your  journey,  be  not  it  felf  infedled 
with  the  common  difeaie  of  floth  and  idlenefs.     Be 
fiire  to  purge  your  foul  from  all  the  droufie  and  phleg- 
matick  opinions  you  may  have  about  it,  which  ftine 
and  choak  the  very  ipirit  and  life  of  it.  Do  not  ceaio 
till  you  have  freed  it  of  all  obftrudtions,  and  rendred 
itfoaftive  and  vigorous,  that  you  ^an  be  confident 
in  its  own  nature  it  will  neceflarily  produce  an  holy 
Life.     Suffer  it  not  to  rcfti  no  not  in  Chrift  himfelf, 
till  it  animate  you  to  a  free  and  chearful  obedience  to 
all  his  commands.     Let  it  give  your  ^  foul  a  (enle  that 
the  whole  of  Religion  is  comprehended  in  this  ooe 
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powerful  word.  Let  it  feera  as  a  poynt  from  whence  all 
the  lines  of  your  dutyarp  drawn:  like  a  fire  in  the 
middle  of  a  room,  (ending  out  its  heat  on  every  fide  in 
an  ardent  love  p(  Godj  and  of  your  Brethren.  Efteem 
it,  I  jnean  fuch  an  hearty  perfwafion  of  the  Truth  and. 
Goodnefe  of  all  that  Chrift  hath  fpoken^  that  by  the 
force  and  virtue  of  it  you  become  obfequious  to  his 
will  in  all  things.  , 

,And  having  effeded  this,  then  fearch  your  Con- 
fcience  very  narrowly  to  find  out  all  the  fins  whereof 
you  ftand  guilty :  fome  of  which  may  lurk  fi>  fecurely, 
or  look  fo  demurely^that  a  Faith  which  is  not  very  bu- 
fie,  may  cither  not  elpy  them,  or  let  them  pais  for  no 
offences.  Thefe  mufl:  all  be  purged  out  and  left  be^ 
hind,  as  things  that  can  by  no  means  be  permitted  to 
go  along  with  you.  .And  for  that  end  let  me  advile 
you  to  unload  your  foul  of  them  all  by  humble  confep 
fioH  •:  and  if  any  of  them  lye  as  an  heavy  burden  upon 
you,  to  repair  to  your  fpiritual  Phyfician ,  that  he 
may  help  by  hiscouniel  and  preicriptions  to  eafe  you 
of  them.  And  in  the  laft  place.  Let  all  thefe  be  at* 
tended  with  a  ftrong  Refilntion^  that  though  your  fins 
(hould  follow,  and  call  after  you,  and  beg  to  have  but 
pne  word  with  you ;  they  (hall  be  (b  far  from  receiving  , 
any  entertainment,  that  you  will  not  fo  much  as  enter 
into  Ipeech  with  them,  nor  liften  to  the  voice  of  any  of 
their  temptations.  I  will  not  deny  but  that  it  is  a  dif- 
ficult thing  not  to  lend  fo  much  as  a  good  look  to  an  old 
acquaintance  3  yet  it  will  appear  much  btherwife  to 
thofc  who  cofifefs  their  fins  fo  as  to  hate  them,  and  to 
purge  themfelves  from  all  affeUion  to  them.  That 
therefore  you  muft  give  meleave  to  fobjoyn  to  this 
Advice,  That  you  do  not  content  your  (elf  with  fuch 
Pbyfick  as  deanfeth  only  the  firft  paflages,  and  carries 
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away  oo  tnore  than  the  groffer  humours  out  of  the 
greater  chanels  of  your  liite^  but  that  you  adminif^er 
fuch  as  will  (earch  into  the  furtheft  parts^of  your  IbuJ, 
and  cleanfe  the  fpirit  from  all  its  defilements.  You 
Qiufl:  not  leave  behind  lo  much  as  a  good  opinion  of 
any  evil  way.Not  the  fmalleft  kindnefi  for  it^  or  if  it  be 
poffible  any  inclination  to  it  muft  be  fuffered  to  f€- 
main.  For  this  you  know  undid  no  Ie(s  than  fix  hun* 
dred  thouland  Travellers  to  Jeritfalem  in  ancient  times, 
and  left  all  their  carkaiTes  buried  to  the  Deiarrs  j  who 
left  Egjpl^  as  you  now  arc  going  to  forfake  the  world  j 
^  but'it  was  in  their  Bodies  only,  and  not  in  their  hearts 
and  afiedions*  Their  mouths  watred  ftill  at  the  re- 
membrance of  theFlefhand  Coleworts,  the  Garlick 
and  Qnyons :  and  they  had  a  (ecret  inclination  which 
could  not  be  long  concealed  to  return  to  thofe  in|oy« 
ments,  which  tbejr  had  abandoned.  Th^  loved  the 
Country  from'  whence  they  were  departed^  though, 
they  hated  the  bondage :  /aid  it  was  not  h  much  the 
evil  cuftoms,  as  the  cruelties  of  that  Land,  which 
made  themfigh  for  deliverance.  Which  is  but  the 
type  and  pifture  ofthofe  perfonsnow,  whole^e  their 
finfiil  waies  and  pra&ices  reiblving  never  to  return 
tpthems  but  yet  they  bear  them  a  great  good  will, 
and  could  be  very  well  pleafed  if  they  could  gain  a 
permifiioQ  to  enjoy  them,  and  not  be  damnVl  to  Ae 
bargain.  They  are  often  cafting  a  kind  and  favour- 
able look  towards  them  ^  it  tickles  them  to  think  how 
happy  they  fliould  be  if  they  could  fcmctimes  keep 
them  company,  and  (uffcr  nothing  by  it.  It  is  not  their 
fins  that  they  are  fallen  out  withall,  but  fome  of  their 
followers  that  wait  upon  them:  their  fmiles^nd  fi- 
lutes  they  receive  with  joy  5  and  fearnothing  but  the 
ftmg.which  appears  ia  the  tail  of  them*  Wcarcwont„ 
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youlipow,  to  compare  fuchperfbns  to  thofeiickmen 
who  dare  not  raAeof  the  fait  meats,  and  the  raw  fruit 
^vhichthey  fee  their  friends  eat  before  them^  becaufe 
the  Phyftcian  aflures  them,  that  D^ath  lie^  in  ambufli 
under  every  morlcl.  But  they  fpeak  of  them  with  fuch 
a  ^ft>  that  C^swefay)  they  lick  their  l}p9  at  thofe 
di(bes :  They  fency  them  to  be  very  favoury  bits :  they 
have  a  great  Icuigiog  for  them5  and  the  very  (cent  of 
them  is  Gj  deficious,  that  they  wHh  very  vehemently 
they  were  not  forbidden  fruit.     If  chey  think  not 
fometimes,  that  iure  a  little  tafte  of  them  would  do 
them  no  harm  s  yet  ihey  (houldcfteem  themlelves  ht 
happier  men  than  they  are,  if  th^  were  not  tyed  to 
fuch  leverities.   In&chibrtdothole  Pilgrims  hanker 
after  their  foriaken  fins  in  thetr  former  evil  courfes  i 
who  hate  not  than,  but  tmlj  the  miichief  which  they 
fear  from  them  5  and  are  not  fi>  much  their  enemies^ 
as  friends  to  eaife  and  a  quiet  coofeience«  They  would 
not  forlxar  thrm,  did  not  £)  gpreat  miferics  threaten  t0 
come  aku^  with  them  ^  and  their  defires  fhodd  not 
want  (iitiafaftion,  were  they  not  combated  v^tb  con- 
trary defires  of  avoidix^  the  trouble  wliich  that  wiU 
give  them.  Let  me  tell  you,  it  is  a  thouland  to  one 
but  they  will  find  the  means  in  (bme  favourable  occa- 
.  fioo  to  infiniiate  themlelves  into  their  fociety  again. 
They  are  not  bani(hed  to  lb  great  a  dtftance ,  as  long 
as  tbey  hold  the  place  they  had  in  their  hearts  3  but 
they  may  be  reftored  and  have  the  liberty  to  return 
into  their  ancient  embraces.  This  forced  abftinenceis 
(bpainftil,  and  their  enjoyment  is  lb  fwcer^  that  they 
will  live  in  hope  of  a  reconciliatioa.   The  fin  and  thie 
danger  will  not  ever  feem  lo  inleparable.    Their  af- 
f^ions  will  make  them  llie  for  a  divorce,  which  in  a 
Court  where  they  are  Judges  may  be  eaiily  obtained. 

F  2  There 
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There  are  many  Arts  of  blaunching  the  fouleft  mat- 
ters; And  virtue  doth  not  fo  challenge  to  its  lelf  the 
Ible  priviledge  of  being  innocent,  but  vice  will  very 
oftep  pretend  unto  it.  It  knows  how  to  put  it  felf  in- 
to an  harmlefi  drefe  5  and  to  pafs  under  fuch  borrowed 
titles,  as  fljall  conceal  it  from  the  knowledge  of  thofe^ 
who  are  afraid  of  nothing  but  its  name  and  its  punifli- 
ment.  Love  is  furniftied  with  as  many  excufes,  as  it 
hath  defires  ^  and  is  full  of  wit  and  addrefs  to  obtain 
its  end.  They  cannot  be  long  afunder  who  are  alrea- 
dy joyned  in  their  affe&ions  s  nor  can  any  danger  be 
(b  great  that  lyes  between  to  divide  them,  but  it  will 
be  furmounted  by  that  which  hath  already  overcome 
thciufelves.  So  great  need  there  is  that  reafon 
fbould  fee  to  the  implanting  of  this  paflion  which 
will  (b  fbon  overtop  it  5  and  to  provide  that  it  be 
of  a  generous  and  noble  ftock,  feeing  it  is  like  ever 
after  to  be  its  Lord  and  Mafler.  It  is  in  vain  to  ohj^Gt 
inconveniences  to  them,  who  know  none  (p  great  as 
thofe  of  being  denyed  their  defires.  They,  are  afraid 
indeed  of  trouble  and  pain  ^  but  whocanxell  which  is 
the  moft  grievous,  that  which  they  feel,  or  that  which 
they  fear?  the  prefent  mifery  of  wanting  what  they 
love,  or  the  future  of  induring  that  which  they  hate? 
Doth  not  the  former  think  you  touch  them  uith  a 
quicker  (enfe,  being  a  prefent  and  a  conftant  evil,  and 
fo  moft  certain  to  be  ftifiered  :  whereas  the  other  be- 
ing to  comC)  ma]^  feem  doubtful  whether  it  will  come 
or  no,  and  when  it  doth  come,  may  not  coft  them  half 
that  pain,  which  they  muft  conflict  withall  to  avoid  it  ? 
It  is  a  torment  they  find,  to  live  in  refllefs  longingSj^ 
but  they  hope  it  will  not  be  fb  great  to  give  them  fatis- 
fadion/  They  cannot  rid  themielves  ot  the  former,but 
they  are  pcrlv/adcd  they  may  foon  be  eafed  of  the 

latter. 
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ktter.    After  they  have  given  their  dejires  their  full 
latisfadion,  they  doubt  not  with  left  trouble  to  give  it 
to  Godj  than  they  could  have  denied  it  to  therafelves^ 
It  is  but  repenting;  they  think,  ofthe.faft  (a  bufinefs- 
of  no  great  trouble,  and  foon  over)  and  then  God  and 
they  are  both  plcafcd  ;  They  by  doing  evil,  and  he  by 
their  ibrrow  for  what  they  have  done.  Nay,  they  may 
ieem  to  have  done  more  for  Gods  (ake  than  for  theii:^ 
own,  becaufe  they  enjoyed  but  only  a  fingle  plea(ure 
themfelves,  whilft  they  have  indured  a  double  torment ; 
for  him :  Ont  in  denying  fo  long  to  follow  tlteir  de^ 
fires,  and  another  in  their  regret  for  following  of  them    . 
now.    t  hope  ttien  you  are  convinced ,  that  for  the 
continuance  of  your  good  Refolution^  you  ought  not  to 
permit  (b  much  as  the  lead  ajfeSion  to  any  fm,  to  go  Zr 
long  with  you.    It  wiU  foon^  you  fee,  march  after,  if 
you  carry  fuch  a  friend  to  it  about  you  ^  and  though  it 
follow  at  a  diftance  at  the  firft,  yet  it  will  purfue  you 
fo  hard  at  lafl",  as  fuddenly  to  overtake  you  ,  or  to 
Ipeak  mpre  truly,  it  will  bring  you  back  again ,  and 
caufe  you  to  retreat  into  its  quarters.     You  muft  put 
your  fancy  t  herefoxe  out  of  conceit  with  it^  and  poflefi 
your  mind  with  odious  reprefentations  of  it.  You  mtift 
loathe  it,  not  as  a  fick  man  doth  the  meats  on  which  he 
hath  (urfeited,  but  as  an  healthful  perfondoth  thofe  to 
which  he  bears  a  particular  antipathy  in  his  confti-; 
tution.    You  muft  not  abftain  from  it  only  as  a  thing 
forbidden,  but  difguft  it  as  that  which  delervesto  be 
forbidden. 

You  fee  how  careful  1  zm  to  eftablifli  this  Refolntion 
in  your  Ibul,  becaufe  indeed  very  much  depends  upon 
it,  which  hath  made  me  to  enlarge  thisililcourle  to  a 
length. beyond  thatv^hichl  intended.  And  truly  ic 
will-cofl:  }OVf(b  much  pains  to  form  it  v  there  will  fix 
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many  enemies  oppofe  it  5  and  perhaps  when  you  yoiir 
ielf  (hall  think  that  it  hath  fetled  it  lelf  in  your  hearr^ 
there  will  be  fo  much  ftill  wanting  to  compleatitsthat 
I  have  an  inclination  (if  it  will  not  quite  tire  your  pa- 
tience^ toadd  aiew  words  more  about  the  nature  o£ 
tWisRefaiution.  You  will  lofe  no  timej  amfure^bythis 
means,  nor  (hall  I  hinder  you  in  your  intended  Pilgri- 
mage tojert^akviihut  as  the  foundation  well  laid  doth 
allure  the  fuperftrudhire,  and  one  foot  firmly  planted 
do<b  make  the  next  ftepmore  fccure  5  fo  will  the  fir  ft 
part  of  your  journey  .well  performed  jrender  all  the  reft 
more  eafie  and  (afe  to  you.     It  is  of  great  avail,  you 
cannot  be  ignorant,  in  all  cafes  to  begin  well.  There  is 
notliingmore  imports  to  the  happy  ordifaftrous  iflue 
cf  any  afl^ir,  than  what  manner  of  entrance  we  make 
upgn  it :  and  therefore  let  me  not  (eem  tedious  to  you,if 
1  detain  you  here  awhile  before  wc  advance  further^ 
and  if  I  make  you  ftand  ftill  for  a  time,  w;hen  you  have 
a  great  mind,  I  believe,  to  be  going  forward. 

1  (iibmit  my  (elf  to  your  wifdom,   fa  id  the  Pil- 
grim, and  entreat  you  not  to  coniult  my  delires  at  all, 
but  only  my  Ncccmty,  Or  if  you  would  be(ure  to  do 
what  pleales  me  ^  know  that  you  undertake  an  impof^ 
fible  task,  unlefs  'youtake  the  liberty  to  fay  what  you 
think  will  difplealeme*  If  you  lole  any  time,  it  muft 
be  by  alking  my  leave  to%  your  mind.   I  (hall  not 
think  that  you  are  ^ilty  of  making  me  ftand  ftill,  un- 
lels  you  ftay  to  obtain  my  con(ent,that  you  may  go  for- 
ward in  your  di(cour(e.  This  will  be  the  only  grievous 
thing  than  can  befall  me  while  1  am  in  your  company  j 
a^id  if  you  have  a  mind  to  exercife  my  patience,it  muft 
be  by  fufpcdting  me  impatient  of  your  wholelbroe 
counlels.  Co  on  Sir,I  befeech  you  5  and  give  me  reafons 
for  what  I  am  to  do,  but  not  for  what  I  am  to  henr.

LEt  it  be  ob(erved  then ,  that  the  pladng  of  this 
,  Di(cour(e  concerning  Refobttim  at  the  end  of  my 
other  Coun(e]s  was  not  without  defign^  for  I  would 
give  you  to  under(^and,  that  it  is  not  of  any  worth  if 
itbcnotu(heredin  by  precedent  confideration.,  This 
muik  lead  the  way,  or  eUe  no  folid  purpofw 
will  follow  after.  You  muft  firik  be  well  acquamted 
with  your  duty,  before  you  can  re(blve  to  contraa  a 
perpetual  friend(hip  with  it.  Do  nbt  think  that 
this  is  a  note  too  trivial  and  vulgar  to  have  a  place 
among  my  inftruaions  5  for  I  tell  you  truWi  there  are 
buttoomany,  who  when  they  are  belk  difpoled,  will 
r«(blvetodo  they  know  not  what:  who  make  large 
promifes  of  tho(e  things,  for  the  performance  of  which 
they  are  fomifhcd  with  little  power,  lefe  wUl,  and 
(carcc  any  knowledge  at  all.  They  will  undertake  a 

pjlgt  image. 
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Pilgrimage  to  the  Holy  Laffd  before  they  know  a  foot 
of  the  way^or  make  enquiry  how  far  it  is  thither.  They 
will  levy  war  againft  an  enemy ,  of  whofe  numbers, 
ftrength  and  policy  they  are  utterly  ignorant.  And 
what  wonder  then  is  it,  if  they  afterward  let  fall  an 
enterprize  that  was  begun  raftily,  and  to  which  they 
were  not  carried  by  their  judgment,  but  hurried  by 
their  blind  and  precipitant  paflion.  Of  thislbrt  the 
man  in  the  Gofpel  feems  to  have  been,  who  iaid  at  the 
fir  ft  word,  that  he  would  go  whither  his  Father  bade 
him;  but  afterward  his  fervour  cooled,  and  he  thought 
good  to  take  his  ea(e  and  reft  bimfelf.  I  fancy  fuch  a 
peribntobear  (bmereiemblanceto'a  Child,  who  ha- 
ving offended  his  Father,  comes  and  falls  upon  his 
'  knefcs  for  a  pardon ,  to  the  grant  of  which  the  good 
man  is  already  inclined.  But  then  he  faith.  My  Son, 
you  muft  be  careful  hereafter  of  your  duty  in  fiich 
things  as  I  ftiall  require  a  proof  of  your  obedience  5  ^nd 
I  muft  in  joy  n  you  fuch  a  courie  of  life  as  will  keep  you 
in  qy  favour,  and  fi  nail  y  leave  you  my  bleiiing.  And 
before  he  can  have  finifhed  half  a  fentence  of  what  he 
hath  to  give  him  in  charge,  the  youth  takes  the  words 
out  of  his  mouth,  and  replyes.  Yes  Sir,  AIJ  fhall  be 
punftually  done  which  you  defire.  You  fhall  never 
take  ifie  in  any  fault  again,  nor  have  caufe  to  con^lain 
of  my  difobedience,  I  am  refolved  to  be  as  obfervant 
of  you  in  every  thing,  as  any  Child  in  the  world  can 
fee.  Let  me  but  have  your  pardon,  and  doubt  not  of 
my  conformity  to  your  J>lea(ure.  But  all  this  while 
it  is  the  pardon  upon  which  he  Hath  fixed  his  mind, 
and  he  hath  (o  little  regard  to  the  conditions  upon 
which  it  is  to  be  beftowed,  that  he  hath  not  the  pa- 
tience to  hear  them  particularly  remembred.  THe 
joy  which  he  conceives  from  the  hope  of  his  Father's 
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love,  throws  him  headlong  into  a  conient,  before  he 
confider  the  inftanccs ,  wherein  the  (incerlty  of  his 
heart  will  be  trycd  and  brought  to  the  teft.  Thele  may 
^prove  as  croft  to  his  will,  as  to  enjoy  his  Fathers  good 
affection  is  agreeable  to  it :  and  that  which  was  to  ha-^ 
ftily  refolved,  will  not  be  (b  fpeediiy  put  in  execution* 
Though  he  fancied  that  he  would  not  ftick  at  a  thou- 
fend  things  to  pleafe  his  Father  5  yet  when  he  hears  • 
them  named,  perhaps  there  is'  not  one  of  them  that 
will  beib  pleanng  to  himlelfy  as  to  find  him  ready  to 
performance.  Such  truly  are  the  motions  which  ma* 
ny  men  feel  in  their  (buls  while  the  Treaty  is  managed 
between  God  and  them  conoerning  their  return  to  him 
to  Jerujakm.  They  are  very  glad  to  hear  of  a  truce  i 
and  their  hearts  leap  for  joy  to  think  of  returmng  into 
his  favour,  and  feeing  his  fape  in  that  Roy  al  City.  As 
long  as  the  Propolals  run  in  general  terms,  that  they 
mull  do  the  will  of  God,  and  run  th^wayes  of  his 
Commandments,  theyfindnodiflBculty  to  accord  him 
his  defires.  They  readily  yield  to  mbmit  to  his  pre- 
cepts, and  (ay,  It  is  pity  they  ihould  live  who  will  not 
ferve  fuch  a  Mafter.  Jerufalem  is  a  place  of  foch  glo- 
ry, that  while  their  thoughts  pofte  thither,  they  eafily 
.leap  over  all  the  difficulties  which  are  hi  their  way  to 
it.  But  if  you  delcend  from  heuce  to  thofe  particu- 
lar differences  which  have  been  between  Heaven  and 
them  5  if  yoii  ftop  them  a  while  in  their  Carriere,  to 
acquaint  them  feverally  with  every  thing  that  willcx- 
ercife  their  patience  in  the  journey  :  They  appear  as 
dedrousinibmc  cafes  to  retain  their  own  will,  as  be* 
fore  they  leemed  forward  in  all  to  be  refigned  to  hi$i 
and  it  is  manifeft  there  are  (bme  courfes  to  which 
their  hearts  are  more  wed,  than  tojernfilew.  They 
do  not  like  things  (b  well  in  the  pieccf^^  awn  the.lump,

They  do  with  iheir<luiy  as  men  dowithbkter  Pills 
which  thfey  can  fallow  whole;   but  if  they  chaw 
them, prove  fodiftaftful,  that  they  are  ready  to  fpit 
them  out  again.     Thefegopd  motions  indeed  enjoy 
the  name  of  holy  purppfcs,  and  men  think  that  now 
their  hearts  are  fully  fet  towards  God;  but  they  de- 
ferve  rather  to  be  called  Jiatwral  Propenfons^  than  ^  ^?- 
•         Imntary  Purpofes  j  and  are  to  be  efteemed  the  Inclifta- 
tiondi  thefoulj  rather  than  the  Rtfolution.     For  the 
forming  therefore  of  this,  I  muft  leave  with  you  thefc 
«i&retf  direftions,  in  which  I  (hall  comprize  thelafeft: 
advice  that  I  can  think  of  in  a  bufineis  of  this  momc  nt. 
tifft^  You  muft  know;^  that  a  good  Ktfolntion  is  ne- 
ver founded^  but  upon  a  particular  condderation  of 
every  thing  that  is  undertaken  by  you,  after  you  have 
weighed  them,  and.fronofed  them  to  your  Willfcve- 
nally,  one  by  one.     And  therefore  you,  having  it  in 
your  heart  to  go  to  'jerufakw^  think  ferioufly  how  ma- 
:Dymileit  is  thither,  and  get  an  exaft  infoi  motion  of 
^very  ftep  of  your  way  to  it  5  Set  down  in  writing 
«very  thing  that  is  to  be  done,and  all  the  events  which 
^re  like  tomeet  you  in  every  ftagej  and  then  as  you 
^o  along  in  your  meditation,  afk  your  heart  if  it  di/^ 
like  no  paOage,  and  will  not  be  tempted  in  (bme  oc- 
•currences  to  turn  afide.     Remonftrate  to  it,  that  in 
Jtich  a  place  your  appetite  will  be  tempted  with  geni- 
al entertainments  i  and  pray  it  to  deal  freely  with  you, 
and  declare  whether  it  can  deny  to  it  inordinate  fa- 
tisfadion*    Tell  your  heait,   that  bdorc  you  lu 
gone  many  paces  more,  the  wants  of  a  poorer  - 
,  than  your  felf  will  (bllicite  your  charity,  nndck 
know  if  it  can  do  good,  and  truft  God  for  rhc  u  ; 
ment  of  it.     Reprefentto  it,  how  highly  you  r 
.provoked  at  the  next  ftepby  the  iniukrsce  oM

tmruly  Traveller,  and  demand  wliether  the  paflion  of. 
anger  canfufier  a  bridle  to  be  put  uponit«  And  fo 
laying  before  your  eyes  all  the  paths  of  Sobriety  ^ 
Righteoufhels,  and  Godlincfi,  which  I  may  hereafttr 
4nark  and  chalk  out  for  you^ask  your  heart.  What  dofl: 
thou  think  ?  .What  doft  thou  conclude, upon  a  ierious 
view  of  all  the  way  to  life  >  Shall  we  content  to  take 
thiscourfe?  or  fhall  we  balk  (bme  ofthefe  paths? 
What  (ay 'ft  thou?  Shall  we  be  fober  in  our  opinions 
of  things,  in  our  thoughts  of  our  felves,  in  our  defiresi 
in  our  angers,  in  our  eating  and  drinkingCwith  all  the 
reft  which  you  muft  enumerate  )  ?  Shall  we  walk  ia 
peaceableneli,  and  in  patience,  and  in  humility,  and  iri 
purity >Or  (ball  we  ftiun  (bme  of  thefe  wayes  and  divert 
into  the  oppofite  rode  ?  Speak  out  and  let  me  know 
thy  mind.  Which  of  thele  doft  thou  except  againft, 
or  muft  we  equally  approve  of  all?  And  never  cea(fe 
to  put  theie  and  (uch  like  queftions  dtftinfljy  to  yout 
heart,till  it  give  an  expre(s  conlent  to  every  thing  that 
prefiesfor  a  re(blution. 

2.  ^ixtthtvt  Secondly^  after  this  is  done,  you  muft 
proceed  to  confider  and  make  choice  of  every  thing 
you  intend  to  undertake  with  all  its  appendant  incon^ 
veniences,  and  evils  which  come  along  with  it  :Orelfe 
when  they  (hall  come  to  face  you,  your  refblution  will 
ftart  back  in  (b  un-xpefted  an  encounter^  Enquire 
therefore  into  all  the  difficulties  of  every  part  of  your 
way:  conlidcr  the  length  of  the  miles,  the  danger  of 
theeves,  the  badnefs  of  the  weather,  the  (corching 
heat  of  the  Sun^  the  ftprms  and  tetnpefts  which  may 
arile  when  you  crofs  the  Sea,  the  hard  lodgings  the 
coar(ediet,  and  all  the  mifchiefs  which  I  (hall  Ihortly 
(how  you  do  attend  a  way  (o  little  -frequented  as  that 
to  Jerufakm.    Say  to  your  (elf,  Will  you  be  abftemi- 
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aus  from  all  the  plea(iu;es  which  others  riot  m^  whcn^, 
befides  the  want  of  their  mirth,  you  your  fclf  will  be- 
come the  (ubje^t  of  it^  and  be  expofed  to  their  fcoro 
and  laughter  ?  When  your  meeknels  is  called  cowar- 
^dice,  can  you  then  curb  your  anger  ?  If  you  be  re- 
duced to  a  poor  condition,  and  become  the  objed  of 
that  charity  which  others  have  received  from  your 
hands,  can*  you  then  believe  and  not  be  di(cou raged  ? 
Will  you  ftill  have  a  good  opinion  of  your  choice 
when  you  are  vilified  and  condemned  for  it?  Will 
you  pretend  to  the  ftri&ne(sof  this  pious  courie  when 
It  procures  you  nothing  but  mocks  and  flouts  }  Nay, 
will  you  hold  yoio:  way,  whea  you  are  loadeo  with 
ftripes?  Will  you  march  on  with  achaiaabout  your 
kg,  or  a  rope  about  your  neck  }  Do  not  trufl:  your 
fouls  till  they  have  made  yoa  a  pofitive  anfwer  to 
theie  demands,  and  given  youfatisfadions  that,  not- 
wjthftandiog  all  you  may.iiifier  in.  your  credit,  in 
yourpurfe,  iayourbody,  and  ia  your  life,  they  will 
not  alter  their  purpofe  of  going  inthefe  wayes  to  the 
ifofy  Lojid^  and  the  C^y  ^f  God. 

3.  And  then  in  the /ii/^  place,  it  will  much  conduce 
tothefettlkigqf  aconfrant  Rejilution,  i£you  do  not 
conclude  too.  fbon,  but  wei^  alf  the(e  things  over 
a^ain.  Ask  your  ielf  the  next  moinmg,  whether  you 
&11  continue  in  the  fame  mind«  Know  of  youc  foul, 
whether  your  purpofe  was  not  the  efied  of  a  prefent 
heat,and  if  after  the  cool  of  the  night  you  can  allow  it« 
Bid  it  compare  all  things  deliberately  on  both  fides, 
and  laying  them,  in  an  equal  ballance^  fo  incline  and 
determine  it  fel£.  On  that  fide  there  are  many  plea.- 
fiires  which  you  muft  forego;  and  on  thb  are  many 
pains  which^  you  mufl  indure*.  There  is  a  fbft  and  de- 
licate way^  and  hcK^aK  (lony  and  cragged  paths.  In 
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tteother  rode  you  may  enjoy ^our  eafe^  but  in  this 
that  I  (hew  you^  you  muftdeny  yourfelf,  and  labour 
^  hard  to,  be  laved.  Do .  not  the  fcales  incline  to^the 
contrary  fide  ?  Will  you  ftill  be  in  love  v^ith  this 
rough  way  which  leads  to  Jerufakm  i  What  have  you 
now  at  hand  to  counterpoile  and  to  weigh  down  the 
advantages  which  feem  to  lye  on  the  other  (ideagainft 
your  Refblution  ?  You  are  undone,  if  you  are  not 
furnifhed  with  a  multitude  of  fuch  confiderations  as 
theft,  of  the' worth  and  weight  of  a  fouL  of  the  Glory 
oi  Jerufakm^  of  the  pleafures  that  you  mall  fbon  tafte 
in  theie  ragged  wayes^  which  you  mufV  throw  into  the 
right-hand  icale  with  all  the  force  of  reafbn  you  have. 
Or,in  one  word^^ou  muft  compare  the  Beginning  and 
the  End  of  theie  two  together,  and  then  you  will  fbon 
iic  the  difierencc  There  is  nothing,  you  think,  but 
iweetnefs  in  the  wayes  which  I  forbid  you,till  you  come 
to  the  conclufion  of  your  journey,  and  then  what  pro* 
viHon  will  you  find  made  for  you  but  gall  and  worm- 
wood? As  on  the  other  fide  you  may  fancy,  there  is 
nothing  grows  but  that  .  bitter  herb  in  the  paths 
wherein  I  would  condud  yous  yet  at  the  lad  hgw* 
ever  you  cannot  but  promile  your  (elf  a  Garden  of 
plealure.  Now,  which  of  thefe  will  you  make  your 
choice  ^  to  which  of  them  will  you  lean  5  tu  the  pie- 
ient,  or  to  the  future  good  ?  To  the  preient,  no 
doi^t,^  if  you  be  a  beaft  j  but  to  the  future  (ure,  if  you 
be  a  man,'  and  not  forfaken  of  your  reafbn*  For,  con* 
tinue  to  Compare  the  Length  of  thefe  two  s  and  lee 
Jnowfar  it  is  from  the  beginningof  the  pleafures  in  one 
way,andthe  pains  in  the  other  ,  to  the  end  of  both. 
Is  it  not  a  very  (hort  li£b  of  a  few  dayes,  which  puts  a 
.^iod  to  them  both?  How  can  it  be  any  great  matter 
ftheato  enjoy  the  one,  or  to  endure  the  other  ?    But 
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then  where  thefe  end^  there  is  (bmething  el(e  begins, 
and  who  can  tell  the  length  of  that,  when  the  other 
are  done  and  paffed  away  ?  Now  the  difparity  difco- 
vers  itfelf.  Now  your  thoughts  will  be  fwalfowed  up 
in  a  bottomlefi  Abyfle.     For  you  can  fee  no  end  of 
the  pleafures  to  which  one  way  leads  you,  nor  of  the 
pains  to  which  the  other  brings  you.     So  that  you 
inay  let  your  Soul  know,  that  this  is  the  fumm  of  the 
whole  bufinefe.     Here  are  on  one  hand  (hort  plea- 
fures, and  long  pains;   and   on  the  other,    ftiort 
pains,  and  long  pleafures.     Bid  it  chu(e  now,  like  a 
rational  creature,  and  embrace  that  which  draws  the 
will  withgreateft  force  unto  it.    I  am  fure,  there  is 
nothing  can  tempt  it  to  incline  to  the  Tormer,  but  only 
this,  that  thofe  pleafures  arc  prefent,  whereas  thete 
that  I  (peak  of  are  to  come.     Let  it  therefore  never 
confider  them  as  meer  pleafures,but  with  this  addition 
oi short  and  Loftg ;  and  that  will  render  tbe  diflerence 
vaftly  great,  and  attraft  it  mightily  to  the  other  hand. 
Andif  theicaleleem  to  alter  again,  becaufe  you  are 
fure  of  the  prefent,  but  not  of  that  which  is  to  come; 
Here  you  muft  employ  your  Faith^  to  give  a  weight  to 
that  which  is  not  yet  in  Being.    It  muft  make  you 
feel  howfolid  and  mafly  thofe  future  enjoyments  are, 
and  then  your  work  is  done.     For  when  Faith  hath 
made  them /re/?^/,  as  the  other  are ;  they  themfelves 
are  {o  ponderous ^  that  it  will  feem  as  leight  as  feathers, 
whatfoevcr  it  be  that  lyes  in  the  ballancc  againft 
them. 

I  believe  you  fee  by  this  time,  that  it  is  a  matter  of 
(bme  labour,  to  bring  your  felf  to  a  thorow  Refoltstion: 
but  when  it  ftandson  thefe  grounds,  I  do  not  appre- 
hend what  temptatioh  that  (hould  be,  which  can  hope 
.  to  (hake  it.     There  is  no  hew  thing  can  prefent  it  felf^ 
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t)Ut  what  hath  been  already  confjdered ,  ^  and  for 
which  you  are  provided :  and  therefore  It  ^ilJ  difpair 
fiireCbeing  clearJy  caft,  and  having  loft  the  day)  ctie- 
covering  any  place  in  your  eftecm,  or  being  of  any 
moment  hereafter  with  you.  '  Its  pretenfions  being 
t)uite  (poileo,  and  all  that  it  hath  to  alledge  confuted  5 
it  will  be  to  no  purpofc  again  to  Ibliicite  an  heart 
which  hath  fo  folemnly  given  it  a  repulfe,  and  utterly 
rejefted  itsfuit.   One  thing  indeed  muft  not  here  be 
diflembled  5  which  is  the  great  diffcrenee  that  ap- 
pears  between  the  fairie  thing,  while  it  remains  in  the 
l^culation  of  our  mind,  and  when  it  comes  forth  from 
thence  to  be  put  m  prafttce.    The  diftance  is  wide,  it 
muft  be  confefled  between  thoughts  and  things.  It  is 
not  all  one  to  conceive  and  to  bring  forth,  to  dilcourfe 
and  to  pafi  to  execution.    There  is  a  great  deal  of 
pleafure  attends  upon  our  conceptions ;  and  dear 
reafbnings  are  accompanied  with  a  wonderful  delight. 
There  we  eafilyjnafter  defigns^and  fighting  only  with 
the  Idapas  of  things,  they  will  fuffer  themfelves  to  be 
conquered  1^  us, and  taken  captives  at  our  wills.  Bub 
then,  after  all  this,  we  muft  come  out  to  the  other 
part  of  executing  and  brmging  forth  ^  and  there  we    * 
nod  a  ftrongerrefiftance.  Then  the  faces  of  things  are 
quite  changed,  and  the  Soul  falls  into  labour,  and  fiif- 
rers  the  throws  of  travel.   It  is  not  the  fame  thing  for 
a  Merchant  to  think  of  a  ftorm,  and  to  be  driven  with 
the  fiiry  of  it  j^  tempeft  is  fo  not  frightful  in  the  Port , 
as  in  the  midft  of  the  Sea.    Then  it  is  that  perhaps  he 
repents  of  his  Voyage,  and  wifties  that  he  was  well  at  • 
home  again:  Or,  at  leaft,  he  could  be  content  to  be 
driven  thither,  and  there  think  he  had  done  nobly  ii» 
▼enturfog  ib&r  as  he  did  u^b  the  treacherous  Ocean, 
And  (b  truly,  I  cannot  tciryou  how  great  the  difie- 
•■*'  BCnCfi; 
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rcnce  may  be  which  you  will  find  between  your  lelF 
^  hereafter  when  you  come  to  do  thefe  things^  and  your 
(elf  now  when  you  are  deliberating  of  them.    We 
are  now  in  a  place  of  reft  and  peace  5  we  (peak  of 
things  abfent,  anddifcourfe  ofobjeds  afar  off;  when 
you  and  your  enemies  come  to  be  upon  the  fame  (pot, 
when  you  arc  engagM  to  do  what  you  have  in  dengn, 
then  you  may  not  be  the  fame  man,  nor  find  things  in 
the  fame  poflure :  But  that  may  revolt  and  oppofe  you 
in  the  operation,   which  was  compliant  to  you  in  . 
thought,  or  did  not  (b  much  refift  you  in  meditation. 
Then  you  will  find  that  you  muft  wraftle  ftoutly  with 
the  difficulties  that  make  head  againft  you,  and  that 
they  will  put  you  to  a  greater  proof  of  your  valour 
andconftancy  than  you  might  imagine.     Then  your 
cafe  will  be  very  bad  if  you  feel  your  felf  more  unwil- 
ling to  proceed,  than  now  you  are:  if  you  mufl  be 
combating  your  own  will,  when  you  fhould  fet  upon 
your  enemies  5  if  you  muft  then  be  deliberating,  when 
youfliould  be  doing,  and  prevailing  over  your  felf, 
when  you  Ihould  carry  the  vidtory  over  your  oppofers: 
And  if  you  fhould  prove  like  our  Hypocrites^    who 
think  it  is  enough  to  refblve  ftoutly,  and  to  make  re- 
fiftance,  your  affairs  will  ftill  be  in  a  worfe  condition  : 
For  then  y6u  will  fairly  go  back,and  fit  down  to  com- 
fort your  felf  with  fiich  thoughts  as  thefe  5  That  you 
have  gone  far  enough  in  undertaking  a  bufinefi  of  nich 
difficulty,  though  you  never  efled  it ;  and  that  it  is  an 
atchievement  glorious  enough  for  this  world,  to  fet 
your  felf  againft  enemies  fo  mighty,  though  they  get 
the  better  of  you.     Thus  flatterers  have  fbmetimes 
praifed  a  Prince's  valour,for  having  once  put,  his  horfe 
into  a  rage  5  and  extolled  his  courage  for  figning  a 
Treaty  orPeace  with  a  great  deal  of  regret. 
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That  you  may  be  conftant  therefore  am)  power- 
ful in  your  RefolutioM  5  th?t  not  you,  but  your  enemies 
may  yield  and  leave  you  the  vidory  5  let  me  eameflly 
beieech  vou  toreprefent  all  things  which  you  now  un- 
dertake both  as  truly  and  naturally  j  and  as  lively  and 
ftrongly  as  it  is  poffible  to  your  foul.  Think  that  you 
are  now  ifluing  forth  into  the  field  of  adion.  That  at 
this  moment  you  are  in  the  agonies  which  you  muft 
cxpeft.  That  juft  now  when  you  are  deliberating  of 
thefe  things ,  you- feel  all  the  contradiction  andrefi- 
i^ance  that  will  be  made.  And  for  the  better  fecurity 
of  your  Refiktiofi  J  it  will  be  nfeful,  if  not  neceflary,  to 
renew  it  every  morning  5  and  to  go  out  of  ycur  Cham- 
ber armed  as  a  man  that  waits  for  his  enemies.  Vow 
your  heart  again  unto  God  as  foon  as  you  open  your 
eyes.  Make  a  folemn  proteftation  before  him,  that 
you  mean  to  continue  his  fakhiuliervant,  and  for  no 
reafon  in  the  world  tobefaUe  to  your  undertaking. 
Reproach  to  your  felf  the  bafeneis  and  cowardice  of 
which  you  have  beenatany  time  guilty  j  and  fwear  to 
him  over  and  over  again  3^)ur  conftant  fidelity.  Say 
With  a  great  courage,!  do  here  in  the  prefence  of  God, 
and  of  my  Saviour,and  of  all  the  heavenly  Hoft,devoce 
all  the  forces  of  my  foul  to  execute  his  pleafore. '  I  re- 
nounce the  world  5  I  vow  a  Filgriraage  to  Jerwjalem  5 
I  will- wade  thorow  ail  diflrculties;  I  will  refufe 
DO  labours  J  I  will  beg  my  bread  fo  Imay  come 
fafely  thither.  This  I  avow  to  be  my  mind  5  this  I  con- 
firm and  ratifie  again  without  any  relervations,  daufes 
or  exceptions.  I  will  never  unfay  it,  nor  revoke  it.  I 
will  never  repent  of  thispromile,  or  of  any  part  of  it. 
So  help  me,  O  my  God.  And  here  it  will  be  feafonable 
to  make  your  humble foit  unto  him,  that  he  will  be 
pleaicdtofortifieyourRefolutiontoo,  and  vouchsafe 
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to  aid  you  by  the  grace  ofhis  Holy  Spirit.  Reprefent 
to  him  that  you  are  a  poor  PiJgrim,  who  have  under- 
taken a  long  journey  for  his  fake,  and  forlaken  all  for- 
no  other  end,  but  only  to  fee  him  at  jferij/i/ew.     And 
therefore  tell  him,you  hope  ht  will  not  fuffer  your  de- 
fign  tomifcarry  5  but  that  he  will  make  you  as  valiant 
in  your  anions,  as  through  his  goodnels  you  are  alrea- 
dy in  mind  and  heart :  and  that  as  you  have  cholen 
this  way,  fo  he  will  uphold  your  goings  in  his  paths, 
that  your  footfteps  flip  not.  Shew  him  all  your  weak- 
nefles,  and  how  fearful  you  are  of  your  felf.  Tell  bira 
you  are  fenfiWe  the  doing  ofhis  will,  is  much  different 
from  knowing  and  purpoling  to  do  it.  And  therefore 
pray  that  he  willlcflen  the  difference,  or  take  it  quite 
away  by  his  mighty  power  joynedtoyou,  that  you 
may  with  as  much  certainty,  if  not  with  as  much  eafe, 
do  and  efied,  as  youhave  pro)efl:ed  and  refolved.   In 
-    fhort,  offer  up  your  will  to  him  all  broken  and  con- 
trite,* that  he  may  put  it  into  what  form  and  pofture 
he  pleafes.    Shew  him  an  heart  that  quits  all  iptereft 
in  it  felf,  and  that  would  be  only  led  and  conduced 
\ty  him.    Let  him  fee  youftanding  quite  out  of  your 
own  will  5  purely  indifferent  to  all  things,  but  only  the 
doing  of  his.    Let  him  know  that  you  mean  never  to 
call  it  back,  or  to  refume  it  into  your  hands  any  more,, 
though  you  might  poflcTs  it  of  all  i;hc  world  thereby. 
And  then  fore  he  cannot  abandon  you,  nor  fuffer  any 
thing  elfe  to  make  a  prey  of  that  which  is  thus  affe- 
ftionately  addreffed  unto  him.    It  is  not  poffible  that 
he  fhouldrefufe  the  offering  you  make  him,  nor  can 
he  throw  away  a  heart  which  puts  it  felf  thus  humbly 
and  Oncerely  into  his  hands  5  for  now  it  is  in  the  place 
Where  he  would  have  it,  ^nd  it  doth  but  anfvver  the 
fommeaa  of  fiirrender  which  he  lent  it.    He  doth  not 
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defire  any  thing  more^  than  that  you  would  thus  refign 
and  make  over  your  (elf  to  him ,  willing  neither  one 
thing  norother  but  only  this,  that  he  would  let  you 
know  what  choice  to  make  foryour  fclf :  Then  you 
cannot  be  long  ignorant  of  your  duty  i  nor  impotent 
neither  5  for  youc  Will  being  overcome,  you  will  foon 
overmafter  all  other  difficulties,  either  ot  knowing  or 
doing  the  will  of  God.

AND  now  having  reduced  things  to  thfsftate,  you  . 
may  efteem  your  felf  deferving  the  name  of  a 
THgrim^  who  forfakes  his  houfe,  his  wife,  his  children, 
and  all  he  hath :  making  himfelf  poor  and  naked,  that 
he  may  travel  in  his  journey  more  lightly  and  merrily 
when  there  is  nothing  left  that  may  prove  an  impedi- 
saent  unto  hinu  It  may  ieem  perhaps  a  very  beggerly 
condition,  but  let  me  tell  you  this  before  I  go  any  fur- 
ther, that  if  you  can  thus  fincerely  part  with  all  the 
world  in  heart  dnd  refolution  5  you  have  got  poflcf* 
fion  of  a  thing  which  was  never  yours  before,  and  is 
the  greateft  riches  upon  earth,  I  m^v^  your  Jeff  We 
tell  men  that  it  is  their  duty  to  take  their  hearts  whol- 
ly out  of  the  hands  of  the  world,  to  let  nothing  claim 
fuch  an  intereft  in  their  afieftk)ns,  that  it  fhould  lay  I 
am  yours  and  you  are  mine :  And  this  ftartles  ^nd 
aftights  them  5  they  think  we  are  going  to  rifle  their 
poffefiions  and  rob  them  of  all  their  goods.  But  if  they 
<lidlee  things  in  a  true  light  and  were  not  hoodwinkt 
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with  their  paflion^they  would  thank  us  for  our  advice^ 
&  think  that  we  come  to  reftorc  them  a  trealure  which 
they  bad  \o%  and  indeed  till  now  had  never  enjoyed, 
lou  (hall  not  take  my  word  long  for  what  I  fay  5 
but  you  (hall  find  before  you^  have  travelled  very  far, 
that  you  was  never  happy  till  you  was  loofed  from 
thofe  bonds  whereby  your  heart  was  tyed  to  wordly 
things  J  that  you  was  never  Mafter  of  any  thbg  till 
you  was  ftript  ftark  naked  of  all  your  earthly  afie- 
d^ions.  Now  you  will  be  your  own  nan.  Now  you  will 
be  able  to  do  as  you  will  your  felf,  and  to  live  accord- 
ing to  your  plealiire.  i  oil  will  now  have  the  power 
to  difpofe  of  your  time  and  your  thoudits,  and  all 
things  elle  belonging  to  you,  as  you  (hall  think  good« 
You  will  hav^  the  liberty  to  keep  your  (elf  company  3 
to  entertain  your  Saviour  when  he  comes  to  viiit  you  y 
to  enjoy  God  in  quiet  without  any  thing  to  didurb 
you  3  to  converle  with  the  other  world  as  freely  as 
you  do  with  this*  Whereas  while  your,  heart  was 
chained  to  any  of  the(e  things  which  I  wi(Ii  you  to  re* 
Dounqe^  I  appeal  to  you,  whether  you  was  not  more 
theirsj  then  your  own*  Was  you  not  forced  to  go 
whijther  ttfey  would  have  you?  Did  they  not  draw 
you  fron>your  (elf  at  their  pleafure?  Was  you  not 
pound  to  keep  them  company ;  to  imploy  your  time 
^n  their  (crvice  and  attendance  ?  Did  they  not  iperpe- 
tuatty  ingrofi  your  thoughts^and  follicite  your  ctefires^ 
and  exclude  all  things  elle  befides  themfelves  from  ha- 
ying any  place  in  your  heart?  In  (hort,  was  you  not 
ever  from  home,  and  did  you  not  alwayeslive  out  of 
your  felf  ?  Let  not  youjr  poverty  then  run  in  your 
mind  though  it  (hould  be  never  10  often  objedcd  to 
yoa,  for  you  was  never  pofleflor  of  any  thing  till  now  r 
^icver  rich  till  you  became  a  Pilgrim :  never  Mafter  of 
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of  any  thing  till  yoawas  owner  of  your  felf*  Now  ytou 
have  recovered  your  fieedoin  and  your  eale  both  to^ 
gether.  Now  you  may  da  what  you  will)  and  you  (hall 
not  fijffer  as  you  was  wont.  Yott  can  remember  the  tor- 
merrt  I  believe  which  you  indured  when  aay  of  thole 
things  were  either  loft  or  diminithed^to  which  you  had 
ingag^  your  afiedions.  You  felt  that  if  we  love  and 
cleave  to  any  thing,  we  muft  be  carried  along  with  it. 
With  all  itschanges  (which  in  thi&uix:ertain  wQrld  are 
not  a  few)  we  v^A  lufier  a  change  too.  When  it  is  in 
danger,  we  (hake  and  tremble  for  fear.  When  it  is  im- 
paired, we  are  wounded  and  cut  at  the  heart  for  grieC 
When  it  is  loft,  we  (carceknow  where  we  ase,andcan- 
not  find  our  (elves*  And,  in  one  word,  we  muft  follow 
the  fortune  of  theie  wordly  things  if  we  be  wedded  to 
them  ^  inlbmuch,  that  there  is  no  remedy  but  to  (lie 
out  a  divorce  pre^ntlj^j  becaufcitis  an  unlawful  mar- 
riage. See  then  what  an  happioels  falls  to  your  portion 
when  this  is  once  efifeded  and  your  interefts  come  to 
be  leparatedby  parting  you  amnder«  Now  you  will 
not  be  concerned  in  any  of  the  mutations  of  the  world. 
Now  any  thuginit  may  depart,  and^not  be  followed 
with  your  Lamentations.  And,  to  (peak  compendioufly, 
there  is  nothing  can  go  away  from  you,  which  (hall 
carry  you  away  too ,  but  it  will  ftiU  leave  you  your 
(elf  behind. 

Let  me  incourage  you  therefore  to  take  the  name 
and  we^ds  of  a  Pilgirim  upon  yon,as  your  honour^  and 
to  wear  them  as  a  glorious  mark  of  your  freedom. 
Though  you  have  given  your  heart  heretofore  to  the 
world,  yet  let  it  know  that  you  do  not  intend  to  leave 
it  in  her  hands:  but  pre&mly  call  it  back  again  that 
you  may  beftow  it  upon  a  better  Mafter.  Do  not  we 
&y  that  every  ChriQian  muft  give  bimfelf  to  Qpd^  and 
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is  kitotirhat  whicht  hare  ooir  derAraded  yon  to  re- 
iblve  ?  But  how  (ball  a  ffiao  give  that  which  he  hath 
BOt?  Andhehathhothifflfelf,  as  I  have  proved,  that 
hath  let  out  his  heart  ta  the  wq^ld.    It  is  necel&ry 
then  that  you  take  it  home  agaiu  ih  order  to  your  be<^ 
log  his.    Yqu  muft be  yourowtb  that  (b  you  may  give 
your  ielf  to  him.    You  muft  be  i^eftored  into  your 
own  band,  that  ib  you  may  haveibmething  to  offer  up 
to  his  u(es.     And  did  you  nevn  think  in  any  ficknete 
that  you  was  near  to  the  gates  of  Death  }  1  befeech 
you  tell  me  whether  it  was  not  a  great  trouble  to-  you 
to  find  your  felf  ib'much  in  the  power  of  other  things 
that  you  could  not  refign  your  felf  to  God  ?  What 
.    mifery  is  there  like  to  this  to  be  lb  out  of  our  own 
hands  while  we  live  j  that  we  cannot  yield  our  felves 
to  our  Maker  when  he  would  have  us  dye  ?   To  be 
tyedfb  faft  to  other  things,  thalt  we  cannot  go  to  him 
when  he  calls  us?  To  feel  that  this  thing  holds  us, 
and  that  pulls  us,  and  the  other  even  clafps  about  us, 
and  (ayes,  You  muft  not  leave  us  >  If  there  were  mon 
thing  elfe  to  thruft  you  forward  in  your  defign,  the 
thoughts  of  thismifey  would  be  a  (iifficient  ipur  td 
you  to  quicken  the  execution  of  it.  I^eftore  your  ielf 
prefently  to  liberty  again,  and  be  a  fervant  of  the 
world  no  longer  5  if  it  be  but  for  this  reafon  only,  that 
you  may  be  free  to  dye*     Leave  the  world  as  you 
found  it :  And  feeing  you  muft  go  naked  asyou  camp, 
do  not  ftay  for  Death  to  pluck  off  your  clothes,  but 
ftrip  your  felf,  and  owe  your  liberty  to  your  own 
hands.    It  will  not  be  long  you  are  well  aflured  ere 
that  debt  to  nature  muft  be  paid  5  and  then  there  can- 
not be  a  greater  contentment,than  to  feel  that  ypaare 
your  own  at  that  hour :  That  you  candifpofe  of  your 
felf  to  God  without  any  let  or  hinderance  3  andrthat 
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beg.     And  therefore  having  made  him  his  hearty  ac^ 
knowledgetnents  for  that  offer  and  for  all  the  good 
couniels  he  had  beftowed  upon  him,  together  with  a 
proniiie  to  be  obfequious  to  themj  they  ^te  down  to  a 
frugal  fupper',  and  a  while  after  commending  them- 
selves to  God  they  parted  and  went  to  Bed.     I  (ay  to 
Bed  3  for  they  did  not  both  betake  themfelves  to  Reft : 
The  poor  Granger's  mind  being  tofled  with  a  thou* 
(and  thoughts,  and  travelling  all  night  very*  hard  to 
'jerufakm.    He  bad  nofooner  put  off  his  clothes,  but 
he  thought  that  this  was  a  livdy  emblcme  of  the  con* 
dkion  to  which  he  was  to  be  reduced  ^  and  it  put  him 
in  mind  how  he  ought  to  (Irip  him(elf  of  all  affeAions 
to  the  world.    He  took  there  a  folemn  leave  of  it^  and 
bad  it  eternally  farewell.     And  think  not,  (aid  he,  to 
meet  me  again  iii  the  morning,  and  that  I  will  put  on 
my  love  to  you  as  I  do  my  garments  5  No,  I  vow  that 
I  would  go  ftark  naked  if  the  one  could  not  be  re(u- 
med  wkhout  the  other.  Then  he  revolved  in  his  mind 
all  that  he  had  heard  of  the  way  to  Jerwjalemj  together 
with  the<]ifiiculties  therein :  which  in  the  (ilent  dark- 
ne(s  of  the  night  he  mufed  upon  more  deeply  then  per- 
haps he  would  have  done  at  another  time  t  There  be- 
ing a  refemblance  he  thought  between  the  darkne(s 
and  the  affiifkions  he  was  to  indure  ^  and  between  the 
filence,  and  the  patience  he  was  to  u(e.    The(e  and 
iiich  like  refiedions  (uccceded  U)  faft  one  upon  ano- 
ther, that  they  would  not  fuffer  him  to  cloie  his  eyes 
till  towards  the  morning  light :  When  a  weak  (lumber 
laying  all  his  (enfes  afleep  and  chaining  up  his  realbn, 
left  only  his  imagination  at  liberty  to  rove  about.  And 
it  had  not  preiTed  many  of  the  footdeps  of  things 
whichhismemory  was  imprinted  wit  hall,  before  the 
mage  of  an  ancient  pious  Friend  of  his,  dead  long  ago, 
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and  who  had  often  perfwaded  him  toquitthe  world, 
prcfented  it  felf  before  him.  He  was  clothed  in  white 
ra}  ment,  and  his  countenance  was  very  bright;  but  he 
approached  him  with  the  very  fame  fmiles  in  his  face 
wherewith  heufed  heretofore  to  run  into  his  imbra- 
ces.  This  peribn  he  fancied  he  was  going  to  meet  as 
(bon  as  he  fa  w  him  come  in  at  the  door ;  but  before  he 
could  {^Ty  he  thought  he  found  him  at  his  bed-Hde 

I)rayinghimnottoari(c.'  For  Claidhe)  I  mufl:  foon 
cave  you,  and  am  come  only  to  expreis  to  you  the  joy  • 
I  have  to  find  you  in  this  Good  mans  houie.     Hapfy  is 
he  that  bath  met  mib  a  faithful  Guide  5  hut  far  happier  is 
he  n>ho fallows  his  Advice.     Make  not  too  much  hade 
to  be  gone^  Qir  not  from  hence  till  you  be  di(mifled. 
And  then  I  hope  we  may  one  day  meet,  never  tq  part 
again  7  But  «x>w  \  cannot  be  permitted  to  make  a  long 
(lay  with  you.    This  fight,  butelpecially  his  (peech^ 
gave  htm  (uch  a  Sentiment  of  joy  ,  that  he  hath  often 
unce  profefled  he  never  felt  the  like^nor  had  any  power 
to  defirribe  it. Yet  he  wifhed  afterward  that  it  had  been 
Jels  iy  for  it  brought  him  out  of  his  (lumber ;  and  open* 
iiij^  his  eyes,  chSledaway  that  fair  Ida^a,  whole  com- 
pany he  would  fain  have  enjoyed  a  little  longer.    So 
agreeable  wasthat  <h)dDi  to  him,2(bd  (b  dele£lable  did 
it  render  that  moment  or  two  wherein  it  appeared , 
that  his  ^irits  were  as  much  refrefhed  thereby,  as  if 
rbey  had  been  fteeped  all  the  night  in  the  dews  of 
(leep.     Not  hoping  therefore,   nor  wifhing  to  have 
liis  eyes  (hut  again  ('unlefi  it  were  to  behold  that 
Friend  J  he  left  his  Bed,  and   prepared    himfdf 
to  welcome  his  Hoft  whom  he  heard  already  ftir- 
ring  alid  calling  up  his  (crvants.     He  comforted  him- 
(elf  alfo  'with  this  pleafant  thought  ,^  that  he  was 
awaked  to  (ee  a  Friend,   whofe  company  he  (hould 
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not  lafif  (b  loon  ^  and  in  whpfe  fociety  he  might 
rejo)  ce  without  fearir^  to  make  him  vanifh  out  of 
his  light.

He  commends  to  the  Pilgrim^  two  Companions  :  Humi- 
lity <i»^  Charity.  DireS s  where  to  find  tbem.  With 
a  large  Difcourfe  cf  the  former  of  them. 

)T  was  not  long  before  the  Good  man  of  tht  houie 
came  to  give  him  the  ufual -morning  ialutatibns,  and 
to  inquire  how  he  had  refted  that  night.  B.ut  when  he 
entced  his  Chamber;^  he  beheld  fuch  a  joy  in  his  coun- 
tenance 3  that  it  quite  turned  by  that  thought,  and 
made  him  congratulate  hischearfulne(s,  which  he  told 
him  he  took  as  a  certain  indication^  that  his  Counfels 
had  found  a  good  acceptance^and  were  like  to  be  pur- 
iued.  His Gueft  was  willing  thathe (hould  impute  his 
pleaiantaipedtotbatcaule,  and  fbtold  him  nothing 
of  his  Dream :  Fearing  indeed  that  he  might  think 
him  childilb  and  ftiperftitious ,  if  be  knew  that  he 
conceived  fo  much*joy  from  luch  flfeight  appearances 
and  (hadows  of  comtort.  But  having  exprefled  his 
great  (atisfadtion  in  thofe  preparatory  dilcourfes 
wherewith  he  had  been  pleafed  to  honour  him;  he  told 
him  that  the  New  day  was  not  (b  welcome  as  himfelf , 
and  that  the  Hours  feemed  too  Uuggifti,  and  the  morn- 
ing to  makeover-long  delay,  to  bring  him  the  reft  of 
the  Counfcls  which  he  expefted  from  his  mouth. 
You  have  given  me  a  rare  Good-morrow^  replycd  the 
Guide,  and  I  have  feidome  met  with  fuch  early  joys; 
Let  us  give  thanks  to  Gcd  therefore  for  this  happy  be- 
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gintiliTg,  and  (b  cjuaHfie  our  lelves  for  the  continuance 
of  his  favours.  The  poor  Pilgrim  (for  lb  he  efteemed 
himfelf )  embraced  this  pious  motion  with  all  his  hearty 
and  fo  having  joyned  together  in  their  devout  ac- 
knowledgements, the  one  prepared  himfelf  to  ipteak , 
and  the  other  to  hear  what  further  related  to  his  in- 
tended journey  to  lemfakm.  And  the  Sky  beirtg  ve- 
ry clear,  the  Earth  having  charged  the  Air  with  no 
vapours  at  ail,  they  were  invited  into  the  fields,  at 
once  td  refre(b  their  bodies  with  a  walk,  and  their 
itiinds  with  good  dilcourfe«  Confidering  alib  die 
iecurity  they  mould  enjoy  thereby  from  all  the  diver- 
fions  that  other  company  might  give  them  ^  it  was 
agreed,  that  all  the  time  he  ftayed  there,  if  the  wea-* 
ther  Were  favourable,  they  ftiould  fpend  the  greateft 
part  ol  the  day  abroad.  You  will  expeft,  perhaps, 
that  I  (hould  (et  down  at  large  the  particulars  of  every 
dayes  conference,  and  tell  you  where  the  mght  broke 
it  off,  ind  with  what  circupiftancts  it  was  renewed  the 
next  morning  5  but  1  fear  that  method  would  extend 
ay  narrative  to  too  great  a  length:  And  therefore  I 
fliall  content  my  (elf  to  give  you  a  continued  Relation 
of  the  principal  things  which  at  leyetal  times  enter- 
tained oiir  Pilgrim,  during  his  ftay  with  this  good 
man;  whole  charity  would  not  fiifier  him  to  depart , 
till  he  was  fully  inftruftcd  in'alHhings  that  concerned 
his  lafe  paflage  to  the  City  of  God. 

As  fbon  then  as  they  had  th^^  houfe  on  their  bacb,  , 
and  were  come  into  the  open  Air,  theOuidebegan  to

Tlie  former  of  thefe  will  alwayes  keep 
y6u  in  a  mean  opinion  of  your  fclf,  and  the  latter  wiil 
raife  you  to  an  high  efteemof  God  and  your  Saviour  j 
breeding  in  you  a  pailionatedefire  to  be  like  toihem, 
and  a  grateful  relentment  of  all  their  kindnefiT  to  you» 
And  that  you  may  not  think  I  intend  to  put  yott  upon 
i^me  loE^  fearch  for  them,  I  (hall  tel^l  you  for  your 
comfortj  that  you  (hall  find  them  both  lodged  toge* 
ther  in  one  place  from  whence  they  never  ikiTy  but  are 
alwayes  ready  at  hand  to  aiSft  thole  that  there  (eek 
for  them.     I  know  you  are  defirous  that  I  (hould  ac* 
quaint  you  where  that  is  3  and  becaufe  I  would  (ave 
your  pabsas  much  as  ever  I  can,  I  (hall  (end  you  no 
further  than  your  (elf,    if  you  (till  keep  in  mind 
that  fentence  which  I  told  you  would  be  of  daily  u(e, 
and  which  you  requefted  to  have  explained ,   for  in 
that  you  will  be  fure  to  meet  them  embracing  one  ano- 
ther in  anin(eparableconjun<^ion.     Yoii  do  well,  I 
hope,  remeiiiber  it  5  yet  I  cannot  cha(e  but  repeat  it  to 
you,  and  wi(h  you  again  &  aga  in  to  (ay  as  afle^ionate- 
ly  as  you  are  able,  lam  noHght^  I  have  nettght^  I  dejire 
n$Hght^  but  only  this  one  things  which  is  our  Lord  Jejw 
Chrifii  andto  be  at  peace  with  hint  in  ]cr\xf3LWm.  Hum* 
1.  IT  Y  {ayes^Iamnought^Ihavs  nought. And  Lev  b  (ayes, 
I  defhe  nought  but  Jeji/s  and]tiMk\tm.  Thefe  two  you 
may  the  better  keep  in  your  company,  becaufe  you 
ca«notlofe  either  of  them,  unlcfs  you  will  lo(e  them 
both  5  (and  who  is  there  that  would  not  at  kaft  have 
one  friend  to  beof  his(bciety  in  his  travels?)So  loving- 
ly they  do  agree  together,,  that  they  are  by  no  means 
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willing  to  be  afunder.     If  the  one  be  admitted,  the 
other  will  not  be  excluded  5  and  as  the  one  grows  to 
a  taller  pitch,  the  other  advances  together  with  it. 
The  more  you  humble  your  fcif,  the  higher  will  your 
Love  afcend  5  and  as  that  is  exalted,  fo  will  you  le;irn 
ftill  lower  to  deprcfi  your  felf.  For  the  more  you  dil^ 
cern  your  (elf  to  be  nothing,  with  the  greater  ardency 
of  aflcftion  will  you  embrace  Jeiiis,  who  is  defirous  to 
make  you  fbmething  worth :  and  the  more  you  admire 
and  love  him,  and  his  incomparable  perfe&ions,  the 
better  ftill  will  you  be  able  to  take  a  view  of  your  own^ 
nothing.     And  that  is  sr  thing  which  I  think  fit  to  ob« 
fcrve  to  yoix  before  we  pa6  any  further ,  becaule  it 
may  be  of  great  ufe  unto  you  in  your  Pilgrimage.  That 
the  Hnmility  which  I  commend  unto  you,  is  not  to  be 
exercifed  lb  much  in  a  direftconfideringof  your.ielf  ^ 
your  finfulnefs  and  your  mifery  (though  this  be  very 
profitable  at  the  fir(r^  as  in  a'ftill,quiet  and  loving  ad* 
miration  of  the  excellent  Coodnels,  Purity  and  Love 
of  Jefiis.     When  you  believe  him  to  have  the  fulneis 
of  the  Godhead  dwelling  in  him  bodily,  and  efpecial* 
ly  when  you  are  indued  with  a  favoury  feeling  of  his 
holineg  and  kindnefs  5  this  fight  of  him  will  beget  ia 
^  your  foul  a  more  pure,  (ptritual  and  fweet  Humility^ 
than  the  beholdii^  of  your  ielf  can  poffiUy  do,  which 
produces  an  HHntilitj  more  grofi,  boifterous  and  un* 
quiet.  As  there  is  a  Ic^z^^  which  is  calm  and  (^uiet,  when 
not  at  all  ftirr'd  with  the  paflion,  we  remain  poflefifed 
of  all  the  pleafijre  of  it;  So  is  there  an  Humility  of  the 
fame  nature,  which  filently  finks  us  down  to  the  very 
1)Ottom  of  our  being,without  ftirring  and  troubling  c* 
our  fouls,   as  we  are  wont  to  do  when  we  violently 
plunge  our  thoughts  into  theoK    But  both  of  thefe 
dtfcend  from  above,  when  our  Binds  ajc  iaftned  to   , 
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coileftial  objeftsj  \\hichalwa5TS  are  in. a  ferene  tran- 
quillity :   they  will  not  fpring  from  things  beneath^ 
which  aretofied  in  a  perpetual  and  reftlefe  agitarion. . 
We  never  feem  lefe  in  our  own  eyes,  than  when  ^ve 
look  down  from  on  high  upon  our  felves :   and  being 
then  in  peace,   we  have  le(s  alfo  of  that  vexation 
wherein  our  fouls  are  apt  to  boil  and  i*age  when  they 
are  the  neareft  objeds  of  our  thoughts.     Our  Uumi- 
lity  will  be  the  more  when  we  admire  Jefus;  and  it  will 
be  of  a  temper  more  mild  and  gentle,  like  him  whom 
we  admire.    It  will  not  lofe  any  thing  of  it  felf  by  ta- 
king its  original  from  him^  but  only  lofe  that  fovyre- 
nefs  which  is  mingled  with  it  when  it  hath  its  begin- 
ning from  our  felves.     You  will  plainly  underftaod 
my  meaning,  if  you  do  but  confider,  that  by  fixing 
your  eyes  upon  your  felf ,  you  may  indeed  difeern  that 
you  are  a  moft  wretched,  finful  creature :  but  by  faft- 
ning  them  upon  him,  you  will  both  fee  the  feme,  and 
that  more  clearly  s  and  moreover  feel  that  you  are 
a  meer  nothing.     This  fenfe  of  your  felf,  which  layes 
you  lowcft  of  ail  other ,  you  can  never  owe  to  any 
thing  elfe,  but  a  fight  of  him  who- wants  nothing.  His 
Fulnels  appearing  lb  great,  your  Emptinels  will  feem 
as  vaft  i  and  in  compare  with  his  Perfeftions,  you  will 
think  your  felf  nothing  but  ImperfeOiion.   When  you 
confider  that  all  is  his,  at  that  thought  you  have  loft 
your  felf,  by  finding  that  you  are  not  your  own  :  and 
when  you  think  that  he  is  the  original  of  all,  you  are 
loft  again  in  a  fenfe  that  you  had  been  nothing  with- 
out him.     So  that  in  this  way  you  will  be  as  mugh  caft 
down  to  the  ground, and  rolled  as  much  in  the  duft, as* 
by  any  other  reflexions :  All  the  difference  is,that  you 
will  not  roll  and  tumble  about  in  the  turbulency  of 
ycurowndiftjra<aed  thoughts,  and  the  violent  com- 
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motibn  ofyour  furious  paflions.     You  will  only  lye 
at  his  feet  in  a  lowly  pofture^  adoring  of  his  Excel- 
lencies, praifing  his  ftirpaffing  Perfedtions,  confeffing 
your  own  meanneisjbefeeching  him  to  pity  a  poor  Soiii 
that  thinks  it  felf  nothing,  unlels  it  may  fee  him  thert, 
and  defiring  him  to  take  the  opportunity  of  doing 
himfelf  that  honour,  and  you  that  kindnefs^  as  out  of 
his  fulneis  to  impart  a  new  fpirit,  and  a  divine  nature 
to  you.     Nay,  xki\%  Humility  will  make  you  ftudy  to 
caft  all  other  thingsout  of  your  thoughts,  and  labour 
only  to  be  beloved  of  him,  without  which  you  judge 
your  fejf  to  be  of  all  creatures  moft  miferablc.     ft  is 
not  to  be  told  what  the  benefits  of  this  fort  of  Humi- 
lity zxe.  :  but  to  let  you  fee  fomething  of  its  great  vir- 
tue, refleft  upon  that  which  we  lately  difcourfed  con- 
cerning the  force  of  a  ftrong  Relblution,  and  hearty 
fiirrrender  of  your  felf  to  God.    Which,  as  it  contains 
all  things  you  art  to  do  within  its  comprehenfion,  fo  it 
iifupportedby  nothing  more  than  a  profound  Humi- 
lity.    When  we  eonfider  that  we  were  made  by  God, 
that  we  depend  upon  him  every  moment,  that  we  are 
infinitely  ingaged  to  him  for  many  millions  of  his  fa- 
vours 5  when  w^  think  what  a  Soveraign  Authority- 
he  hath  over  us,  how  much  he  is  iuperiour  to  us,  what 
a  right  he  hath  to  all  our  (ervices,  and  how  wile  and^ 
goiS  his  will  is ;  it  is  impoflible  that  we  (hould  avoid  * 
rcfolving  to  give  him  our  hearts^and  to  perfift  eternal- 
ly in  the  abnegation  of  our  own-  wills  and  defires, 
which  we  can  ftever  fuffcr  to  be  competitors  with  his. 
This  Humility  will  not  be  forward  to  cloathe  you  w  ith 
ftirts  of  hair,  to  prefcribc  you  no  othtr  dyet  but  the 
ir.eaneft  you  can  prccurc,   to  put  a  whip  into  your 
hand  wherewith  to  let  your  icltblood,  to  rob 'you  of 
ycur  hofeand  (hoces*    that  you  may  eo  bnrefoot  to 
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^ernfakm:  It  will  not  bid  you  ftrike  your  bare  breaA 
againft  the  froncsj  nor  tell  you^  That^to  be  a  Saint ^yo\x 
muft  roll  your  naked  bodie  in  the  briers,  or  tumble  in 
thelame  mana:r  in  heaps  of  Winrer-SnoWj>  or  plunge 
your  (elf  up  to  the  neck  in  an  Icy  Pool ;  But  it  will 
infallibly  ftrip  you  of  your  Self,  and  ftarve  all  your 
carnal  defires,  and  break  your  will  in  pieces,  and  lay 
you  at  the  foot  of  the  Crqfi  of  Chrift,  and  difpole  you 
to  all  thofe  rigours,  and  a  thouGnJ  more,  if  your 
l^ord  dfd  fignifie  that  he  would  be  plea(ed  with  (uch 
auflerities* 

How  fafe  then  and  (ecure  muft  you  needs  think  your 
felf  under  the  condud  of  fuch  a  Companion  ?  you  can- 
not have  a  better  Guard,  nor  be  put  into  a  place  of 
greater  afliirance,  if  you  feek  over  all  the  world  for 
ir,  than  that  to  which  Humiliiy  will  lead  you.  For 
making  you  didruftful  of  your  own  power  and 
ftrength,  it  will  urge  you  to  a  continual  dependance 
upon  your  Lord,  without  whom  you  feel  that  nothing, 
much  le(s  fuch  an  excellent  thing  as  you  defign  can  be 
atchieved.  We  accufe  very  much  the  weaknels  of 
our  nature,  we  complain  heavily  of  the  body  of  flelh 
and  blood,  which  continually  betrayes  uj^  we  conceit 
that  we  (hould  do  rare  things,  were  wc  but  once  quit 
t}f this  load  of  earth,  and  fufferedto  move  in  the  free 
and  yielding  Air.  But  let  me  tell  you,  and  belitve  it 
for  a  truth  5  though  we  had  no  fociety  with  a  terre- 
Orial  nature  5  nay,  though  our  minds  were  free  and 
cjear  from  all  mortal  concretion^  though  we  had  no 
cloathsat  all  to  hinder  our  motion:  yet  our  mine 
might  arife  out  of  our  fpirirs,  and  by  pride  and  felf- 
conftdence  WCTnight  throw  our  felves  down  into  utter 
dcftru6tion#     For  what  commerce,  I  pray  you,  had 
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the  Apoftate  Angels  with  our  corporeal  nature  >  what 
familiarity  wi|h  a  body?  Do  we  not  conceive  them  to 
have  been  pure  fpirits  feparatcd  from  all  earthly  con- 
tagion? And  yet  by  placing  all  in  themfelves,  by  be- 
ing puffed  up  in  their  own  thought^^and  not  acknow- 
ledging their  need  of  the  Divine  prclence  and  afli- 
ftanc6>  we  conclude  f  hat  they  tumbled  themfelves  in- 
to an  Abyfle  of  mifcryand  woe  irrecoverable.  Now 
they  are  in  a  worfe  condition  then  if  they  were  (pirits 
of  a  (mailer  fize :  Now  the  torment  they  fuffer  is  pro- 
portionable to  the  noblenefi  of  their  nature.  For  the 
(harpet  an3  quicker  the  mind  is,  and  the  greater  its 
indowments  are  which  it  hath  received ;  the  greater 
roifchief  do\jf  it  bring  upon  it  fclf^  and  the  (adder  are 
its  perplexities  when  it  is  deftitute  of  the  (pecial  help 
and  prefcnce  of  God.  As  a  great  Giant  being  blinded 
muft  needs  tumble  more  grievoufly,  and  give  him(elf 
forer  knocks  then  he  would  have  done,  it  he  had  not 
been  of  (b  huge  a  bulk;  So  a' mind  and  realbn  eleva- 
ted to  an  higher  pitch  then  others^^is  carried  headlong 
into.3n  heavier  ruincjwhen  it  is  deprived  of  that  Divine 
light  which  is  neceflary  for  its  guidance  and  prefer- 
vation.  Excellency  ot  nature  therefore  little  profits 
if  God  be  not  pre(ent  with  it ,  and  he  abiems  nim(eif 
from  allj  that  place  not  their  ftreqgth,  fufficiency  and 
Safeguard  in  him,  bur  in  th?m(elves-  And  on  the 
otfier  (jde  Fragility  of  nature  is  not  that  which  will  un- 
do, us  if  the  Divine  prefence  do  not  withdraw  it  (elf, 
which  it  never  doth  from  humble  and  lowly  mincls 
that  confide  in  him  and  not  in  their  own  power,'  which 
wereita  thou(and  times  greater  then  it  is,  would  not 
be  (iifficient  to  con(erve  it  felf.  Our  pride  and  vanity 
and  forgetfulnefi  of  God  then  is  that  which  wp  muft 
accufe  3  not  the  infirmity  and  crazinefs  of  our  fle(h  5 
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for  as  the  excellency  of  the  Angelical  nature  could  not 
fave  them  when  they  disjoyned  themfelves  from  their 
Creator:  So  theweakncfeof  ours  fhall  not  harm  .us  ^ 
if  we  keep  clofe  to  him,  and  never  fever  ourfelves  from 
that  hcavenly^power  which  worketh  mightUy,  in  us. 
Do  you  not  fee  then  how  much  you  muft  ftand  ii>- 
debted  to  this  Aflbciate  in  your  journey?  For  k^is 
lJHmlityx\M  muft  faftenycu  to  God,  that  will  keep 
you  in  a  conftant  adherence  to  him ,  and  not  let  you 
ftir  a  foot  from  him  i  that  will  make  you  tremble  to 
think  of  looking  into  your  felf,  and  not  behold  hira 
there.  This  is  in  effeft  yjour.ftrength  and  falvation  ^ 
this  lupplies  the  defeds  of  your  nature  3  this  is  the 
remedy  of  your  infirmity  5  and  after  a  ftrange  way  this 
raiCes  you  above  all  thepower  of  the  wtfrld,  by  keep- 
ing you  down,  and  premng  you  very  low  in  your  own 
thoughts* 

I  muft  not  defraud  it  thw-efbre  of  thofe  juft  praifes 
thatare  dueto.its  vertue,  which  may  recommend  it 
more  toyourafiedion,  and  make  its  company  more 
grateful  in  your  travels.  But  it  is  fit  you  fliouldknow 
that  this  humility  which  makes  us  feem  io  little  or  no- 
thing in^our  own  eyes  ^  is  one  of  the  moft  glorious 
things  in  the  world,  and  places  a  man  among  the  an- 
cient Htro's.     It  is  indeed  the  height  and  iubtimity  of 
our  mind,  the  true  Gallantry  of  our  (pirits.  It  letting' 
us  fee  what  poor  defpicable  tilings  we  are,  caufes  us  to 
lurmbunt  our  felves,and  to  have  no  regard  toiuch  low 
and  petty  interefts  as  thofe  of  our  Own.    It  is  not  a 
fneaking  quality, that  dii^ipirits  theibulsand  deprives  it 
of  all  its  force  and  vigor,  but  a  generous  difpofition  of 
mind,  that  willnotlufferittoimjiloy  its  forces  upoa 
fich  a.  mean  and  contemptible  feivlceas  that  of  plea* 
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fingourielvcs.  Let  it  not.fccm  a  Paradox  to  you, 
for  there  is  nothing  truer,  that  pride  and  conceited-  • 
VX&  are  the  qualities  of  bafe  bred  Ibuls,  of  feeble  and 
ignoble  minds  5  and  that  lowlineis  is  the  indowment 
ofa&ul  well  iK)rn;  nobly  defcended,  and  bravely  edu- 
cated  in  the  knowledge  of  themoft  excellent  things. 
For  whether  is  greater,  I  pray  you,  he  that  fcts  a  value 
upon  littletriPies,  or  he  that  defpifes  them?  Is  not  he' 
that  defpifes  them  ?  whofe  thoughts  are  taken  up 
with  fublimer  objed:s,  that  make  himielf  and  all  things 
herebefides  appear  as  nothing  iA  his  eyes.  I  believe 
you  will  ^y  there  was  not  a  greater  man  in  the  world 
in  thole  dayes  then  Mofis^  a  leader  of  a  mighty  people^ 
the  Captain  General  of  all  the  Pilgrims  of  that  Age, 
who  had  Wrought  wonders  in  e/£^j^^^  who  hadfigna- 
fized  himfelf  by  the  droHHRing  of  rharaohs  Army  in  the 
Sea :  and  yet  it  is  apparent  there  was  not  a  mttkn  VxhAfi.\m 
perfbn  living  upon  the  earth:  no  roan  had  a  meaner  *  ^^'^•**>* 
opinion  of  himielf.  He  was  content  to  be  taught  by  . 
jff/£rp,though  he  knew  (amuch  himfelf^nay  he  was  not 
o^ndied  at  his  reprehenfion ,  but  iubmitted  his  judg- 
ment to  a  better  rea(bn.  Could  there  be  a  greater 
inftanceof  his  Humility  andGallantry  both  together  ? 
He  that  had  overcome  (b  many ,  npw  overcame  him- 
fclf.  He  that  had  triumphed  over  mighty  hpfts,  how 
leads  his  pride  in  triumphs  aiyl  tramples  it  under  his 
feet.  He  cared  not  who  had  the  honour  of  it.  So  wife 
and  great  things  were  effedect.  His  own  glory  he 
valued  not,  hxxtlMHHmilitji  infpired  him  by  all  means 
to  feek  the  peoples  good.  What  think  you  of -^^r^- 
bam  alio  a  more  ancient  Pilgrim  then  this  ?  who  calls 
himielf  but  Dofland  Afhess  who  conde(ceudcd  (b  far 
asto/pray  i>/aperfoninferiourto  himfclf,  that  there 
might  be  no  dinerence  between  them :   And  yet  this 
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was  that  great  man  who  had  overcome  fo  many  Kings 
in  battlcj  and  brought  away  fo  many  fpoils,  and  re- 
deemed Lot  himfclf  from  Captivity.  Hath  not^  his 
Humility  rendredhim  more  famous  then  thofe  vido- 
rics?  Hath  he:  not  crowned  himfelf  with  greater 
glory  in  not  vaunting  himielf  in  thofe  Trophies,  then 
if  he  h:id  beenferved  continually  by  thofe  conquered 
Princes  >  If  one  mah  thinks  clay  to  be  clajwnd  there-, 
fore  treads  upon  it  5  another  thinks  it  to  be  gold  and 
therefore  admires  it  3  which  of  thefe  hath  the  braver 
mind  >  Hath  not  he  who  doth  not  admire  the  clay, 
and  embrare  the  dirt  ?  So  he  truly  that  calls  himfelf 
butDuftandAfhes  hath  cert2\inly  a  very  great  foiilj 
while  he  that  underftandeth  not  but  hath  himfelf  in 
admiration  is  a  weak  and  bafely  minded  man.  He 
hath  a  great  fpirit  who  makes  no  account  of  thofe 
things  which  others  are  prpud  of.  He  is  generous 
who  de(pifes  things  far  greater  than  thofe  3  which 
others  efteem  the  marks  of  their  glory  :  who  doth  not 
fwell  with  high  atchievements  when  his  envious  neigh- 
bours are  puffed  up  with  every  trifle.  Humibtj  then 
youfeeisnotfheepinefij  but  loftineis  of  mind  and  the 
moft  elevated  pitch  of  the  foul.  It- is  not  dejeded- 
neis  of  fpirit,  but  a  raifed  underftanding  of  God  and 
of  our  (elves.  And  t hereforc  let  us  be  low  (  as  one  of 
the  ancient  Guides  of  the  Church  advifes^that  we  may 
be  high*  If  we  admire  any  thing  here^let  it  be  thefub- 
limity  of  humble  minds. 

I  cannot  conclude  before  I  add  for  your  farther  in- 
citement, that  ii/i/m///;' is  of  an  excellent  good  nature, 
.  and  hath  a  lingular  obligingnefs  in  its  conditution.  It 
makes  us  no  lefs  acceptable  unto  men  then  unto  God» 
and  renders  us  amiable  though  we  have  nothing  elfe 
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to  give  us  any  advantage.  Do  you  not  lee  hovr  in- 
toUcrable  the  Proud  are  ?  and  what  is  the  retflbn  of 
itj  .but  becauie  they  fcorn  thofe  who  are  not  of  their 
rar>k.?  They  cannot  be  obliged  becaufe  th^y  think 
whatfocver  you  do  is  diie  to  their  merit.  They  would 
beloved  by  all^  without  loving  again.  They  wi.! 
ccmn?and  in  all  companies^  and  have  eyery  one  yield 
to  their  humors,  They^ill  teach  all  ^  and  learn  of 
none.  They  arc  incapable  of  gratitude,  and  think 
you  are  honoured  enough  for  your  fervices^  if  they  do 
but  receive  them.  They  would  draw  all  to  themfelves, 
and  are  unacquainted  with  that  which  charms  all  the 
world,  I  mean  bounty  and  liberality.  The  Humble 
man^  no  doubt  then,  is  the  moft  agreeable  perfon  upon 
earth  5  whom  you  cfclige  by  a  good  word,  which  he 
thinks  he  doth  not  deferve :  who  thanks  you  for  the 
fmaMeftcourtefie:  who  had  rather  obey  then  rule:  ' 
who  is  defirous  to  learn  of  the  meaneft  Scholler :  who 
contemns  no  body  but  himfelf  c  who  loves  though  he 
be  not  loved  :  who  thinks  nothing  too  much  to  do  for 
thdfe  that  efteemliim :  and  who  is  afraid  he  hath  ne- 
ver recompenced  enough  the  civilities  which  are  done 
unto  him.  In  fhort,  this  HuMiliiy  is  of  fuch  great  va- 
lue, and  To  good  natured,  that  there  is  nothing  com- 
parable to  it  but  its  twin  fifter,  T>Wm^Cbarity.  This 
amiable  pair  are  like  the  right  foot  and  the  left  by 
which  the  traveller  performs  his  journey.  There 
needs  no  more  but  this  happy  couple  to  carry  you 
through  all  the  paths  of  piety,  and  bring  you  lafc  to 
JernfaUm.  Let  us  turn  our  eyes  then  if  you  pleafe 
from  theoneto  the  other,  and  look  a  while  upon  the 
t>eauty  and  graces  of  Charity ,  whofe  charms  are  fo 
powerful,  that  you  cannot  chufe  but  open  to  it  your 
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CfDiVTtff  Oiarity.  7&e  power  that  it  bath  bath  to  efta- 
bliflj  bk  Refolution ,  attdfttnajb  hint  with  oM  otbtr 
Requiftesforhitjourn^,

Ndthat  which  will  v#y  much  iiuimour  you  at 
^thefirft  glance,  is  the  power  which  you  will  dit 
cover  in  ittoeftabliftiyour  Refolution  ,  and  to  make 
it  lb  firm,  that  it  (hall  not  be  (haken  by  all  the  force  of 
all  the  world,  which  isnothiag  fo  ftrong  and  mighty 
as  Lave.  I  know  this  touches  you  with  a  (IrOng  incli- 
nation to  it,  if  you  have  any  mind  to  ofier  your  will  to 
God  as  I  advifed  5  and  therefore  you  will  notxhink  I 
importune  you  with  a  tedious  di(cour(e,  if  I  make  you 
more  fenf^leof  thb  foUowbg  truth.  That  LavemtkeB 
one  will  of  two,  and  caules  us  to  lacrifice  all  our  own 
dcfires  to  the  will  of  that  we  love,  if  we  efteem  it  better 
than  our  felves.  For  what,  1  pray  you  can  we  (ay  of 
Love,  but  which  a  wUer  man  than  you  or  I  hath  told 
us,  Vfho  cA\s\t  that  emotion  cf the  foul  whcrebj  vejoyn 
OUT  felves  in  willumd  heart  to  that  which  is  frefented  as 
lovely  and  convenient  for  us  f  It  is  fuch  a  content,  I  (ay,' 
of  the  heart  to  (bme  fair  and  inviting  objeft,  that  we 
confider  our  (elves  as  joyned  and  united  to  it :  ln(b* 
much  that  we  do  not  look  on  our  felves  and  it  as  re- 
maining any  longer  two  things  ivhich  (ubfift  afunderv 
but  we  conceivea  Whole ,  whereof  we  think  our  (elves 
but  one  parr,  and  the  thing  beloved  to  be  the  other. 
Is  it  not  neceflary  then,  that  we  have  a  mind  to  cleave 
to  this,  and  eternally  live  in  dear  imbraces  of  it  ?  Can 
we  endure  the  thought  of  being  torn  from  this,  and  (b 
diflblve  the  Whole  which  Love  hath  made  ?  Do  not  we 
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naturally  dcfireto  conferve  things,  efpecially  thofe  of  ^ 
our  owti  creating  ?    It  is  unavoidable  then  ,  that 
in  any  conteft  which  may  arife  between  thefe  parts , 
we  yield  to  the  will  of  that  we  love,  for  fear  of  a  fepa^ 
ration  s  unlclsthat  thing  be  worfe  than  our  ftlves,  and 
fo  we  hone  to  gain  by  the  diflblution.    If  one  of  the(e 
twomurtbedirpleafed,  we  (hall  cverchufe  that  itbfe 
our  felves ,  unlefe  we  efteem  the  other  to  be  of  lefi  va- 
lue aftd  worth  than  our  felves.    There  is  but  that  one 
Exception  lyes  againftthis  general  Truth,    which  I 
(hall  not  ftick  to  reiterate,  that  Love  doth  (b  tye  us  to 
that  we  love,  that  we  and  it  become  but  one  whole 
confiding  of  two  parts  3  and  that  we  (hall  (boner  HiF- 
fer  that  part  which  we  make,  to  be  crofled  ii^  its  de- 
ilres,  than  the  other  to  which  we  have  joyned  our 
ielvesto  bedifgoAed.  Do  you  doubt  of  it  >  Obferve 
then,  that  Love  beingpiaced  on  things  that  differ  ia 
li^ee  degrees,  it  comes  to  be  divided  into  three  forts. 
Either  it  is  to  things  below  us,  and  then  it  is  called  a 
bare  AffeShn  3  or  to  things  equal  to  us,  and  then  it  is 
termed  Friendfiip  3  or  to  things  aboye  us,  and  then  it 
arrives  at  the  name  of  Devotion.     Thu9  I  have  learnt 
from  a  wife  man  of  my  acquaintance^    Now  the  na- 
ture of  Love  in  every  one   of  thefe  being  (iich, 
that  it  joyns  ourhearts  to  the  thing  beloved,  and  we 
and  it  make  but  one  wliole :   in  this  only  they  difier , 
(hat  though  we  may  conient  to  part,  and  break  with 
that  which  we  edeem  lefs  than  our  felves,  yet  we  can 
never  agree  to  be  feparated  firom  that  which  we  efteem 
greater.    The  le(s  part  will  alwayes  be  abandoned  to 
the  confervation  of  thegreateft  5  we  muft  alwayes  fa* 
crificc  that  which  is  worft,  to  keep  intire  the  beft.  And 
therefore,  though  in  bare  AffeUion  a  man  alwayes  pre-  ' 
fers  lumfelf  before  that  be  loves,  when  one  muft  fuf- 
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fer  a  difpleafure^yet  it  is  quite  otherwife  in  the  higheft 
Love  (  and  fometime  in  the  fecx)nd  fort")  which  we  call 
Devetiort^  for  there  a  man  prefers  the  thing  he  loves 
fo  much  before  himfelf,  that  he  fears  not  to  venture 
his  very  life  for  the  confervation  of  it.  He  will  (boner 
fever  &>ul  and  Body^than  confent  that  this  and  his  Soul 
fliould  be  divided.     He  will  rather  quit  all  the  world, 
and  never  fee  it  more,  than  forlake  this,  and  be  ba- 
ni(hedfrom  it.     Becaule,  as  there  is  no  compate,  he 
thinks,  between  all  the  world  and  this,  (b  he  is  ryed 
with  an  incomparably  Hronger  bond  to  it,  than  to  all 
the  world.     Now  of  this  fort  is  the  L&ve  that  we  call 
cA^//f,  which  is  fln  high  Devotion  to  our  Lord.    W  ho 
Hnceheisi^^r^of  all,  the  L^^r^^  of  life  and  iglory,  the 
Author  of  eternal  Salvation,  the  only  begotten  of  the 
Father,  full  of  Grace  and  Truth  ^  if  it  were  poflible  for 
us  to  leave  ibme  things  that  are  better  than  our  felves, 
in  expe£hation  of  (bmetbing  better  than  them,  to  which 
we  will  give  that  Love  which  they  have  loft  5   yet  he 
will  make  us  love  him  eternally  above  all^  and  live  in 
infeparable  union  with  him,,  becaufe  there  is  nothii^ 
eheiuperiourtohimonwhichxo  beftow  our  Love  if 
we  take  it  from  him.     If  we  once  fincerely  love  him, 
if  we  become  one  with  him,  it  ismariifeftly  in  the  na- 
ture of  this  fijblime  affedron,   to  make  us  part  with 
our  (elves  for  his  lake:  to  rclfgn  up  all  our  own  de- 
(ires  that  his  will  may  be  done :  to'lofe  whatibever  we 
.call  ours,  that  we  may  keep  him  and  his  good  efteem 
.of  us.     It  is  not  poflible  that  we  ihould  grant  pur  con- 
sent to  have  that  knot  untied,  which  makes  us  part  of 
•  fuchaip^/iPwhereoftheSonofGodis  the  other  parr. 
There  needs  nothing  to  keq>  it&ft,  but  to  keep  us  in 
our  wits.    And  therefore  fince  a  will  diftbtt  from 
his  will ,  makes  us   two  again  ,    we  (h^U  alwayes 
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comprknife  with  his  will  ,  'that  we  may  continue 
one. 

I  believe  now  you  think  you  (hall  make  a  mighty 
purchaie^  if  you  can  but  procure  this  Companion  to 
go  along  ^  with  you.  It  is  apparent  to  you,  that  this 
charity  will  help  and  inable  you  to  do  all  that  is  com- 
manded you^  though  it  be  never  fo  much,  and  hard  to 
be  otherwiie  effeded.  And  do  you  not  think  that  it 
will  make  all  things  ea(ie  alfo  to  be  done  ?    Alas !  it 

'  knows  no  difference  between  doing  and  (iifiering  but 
only  this,  that  it  chuies  the  latter  many  times  a$  a  noble 
teftimony.  to  its  (incerity  and  truth.  Nothing  will 
ieem  abfurd^  nothing  will  be  thought  mif- becoming, 
nothing  will  appear  difficult  when  once  yoii  are  m 
Lavt.  It  is  well  compared  to  an  Artificial  Glafs,  which 
when  we  loqk  thorow,  an  enemy  feems  a  friend,  diP 
grace  is  rendred  an  honour,  and  hardfhips  look  like  a 
pleature.  The  Lwe  of  Chrift,  you  know,  caufed  him 
to  make  himfelf  of  no  reputation.  It  prelerved  his 
Majeiiy,  and  made  it  feem  no  difparagement  to  be  (b 
low  as  a  iervant,  and  to  court  his  Vaflals.    It  hath  this 

.  priviledge,  that  it  cannot  be  defamed.  And  it  hath 
this  generoiity,  that  it  cannot  learn  to  deny.  Ask  any 
thing  of  it,  and  it,  will  make  no  difficulty  to  give  it. 
Nay,  ask  a  Coat,  and  it  will  give  the  Cloak  alio. 
Afk  it  to  go  a  mile  with  you,  and  it  will  go  two.  Afk  it 
to  for^ve  one  injury,  and  it  will,  forgive  aq  hundred* 
Ask  it  to  render  you  a  fervice,  and  it  will  ferve  you 
with  its  whole  felf.  So  that  I  think  one  of  the  ancient 
Guides  of  the  Church  had  reafon,  who  faid,  LovCyand 
do  w^at  thou  mlt.  Take  thine  own  courfe,  fo  that  thou 
jdoft  but  heartily  Z^f  .This  is.a  thing  (o  powerful, 
tbyt  it  wit;j^{it]i4f  our  temperament,   and  cefifls  our 
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moft  natural  inclinations*  It  claps  a  new  Bbls  upon 
our  hearts  3  it  carries  us  againfl:  the  ftream  and  ticie 
ofienfitivedcfires;  it  breaks  the  chains  of  cuftom^ 
it  roots  up  inveterate  habits  i  it  is  offuch  vaft  force 
that  it  makes  us  vanquilh  our  (elves,  and  obliges  us  to 
deftroy  our  own  pleaftires  that  we  may  pleaie  ano- 
ther. It  is  ftrangely  bountiful  and  liberal  with  all, 
thinking;  it  can  never  do  enough  to  make  it  (elf  known 
to  thofe  whom  it  loves.  From  whence  it  is ,  rhat 
whereas  they  who  live  only  in  a  fear  and  dread  of 
God  have  ftarvd  and  half  dead -affeftions  to  him, 
which  makes  them  do  but  little,  find  that  with  a  pen- 
nvene(s  andfadneG,  as  if  they  defiredto  be  excuied*. 
They  whofe  hearts  burn  with  Love  to  him  have  all 
their  powers  excited  thereby  to  do  their  beft  for  him  5 
and  they  ftrain  them(elves  with  the  greateft  gladne(s 
to  execute  his  pleafure  in  all  things*  And  to  (ay  the 
truth,  thereisnopadionof  thefoul,  but  Love  hath  it 
at  its  full  command.  They  all  owe  their  Original  to 
Love,  and  would  have  no  being  at  all  if  it  were  not  in 
the  Ibul  before  them.  If  there  were  no  Love  im- 
planted by  God  injour  natures,  tbere  would  be  no 
dcfire,  no  hatred^  no  grief,  no  )oy  5^  no  fear,  node- 
(pair  ^  for  all  the(e  grow  upon  this  (ingle  root^  or  ra*- 
ther  are  but  Love  (booting  forth  in  divers  (hapes. 
They  are  I  (ay  but  (cveral  motions  which  Love  cau(es  5 
the  different  figures  which  it  aflumes  according  as  the 
objcft  and  occafion  requires.  It  is  Love  which  de- 
fires  when  the  thing  is  abfent,  which  hates  that  which 
would  (poll  its  in  joy  ments  5  which  grieves  for  thelo§ 
or  (ears  the  departure,  which  defpairs  of  the  coming 
or  )Qyt%  in  the  prefence  of  a  beloved  good.  What 
therefore  (hould  that  be,  which  Love  cannot  do  5  fee- 
ing it  carries  all  the(e  along  with  it^  and  leads  the 
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M4iole(buI  thither  3  whither  it  goes  it  felf  ?  It  is  an 
aftivc  and  bufie  af!e£bion  5  having  as  much  Vivacity 
as  it  hath  Arength.  Its  life  confidsin  motion  j  and 
like  to  the  Heart  it  ceafes  to  live  when  it  ceafes  to  ftir^ 
It  is  painted  you  know  with  wings  and  will  make  you 
fly  rather  then  go  to  Jerufakm.  It  is  like  to  Fire 
which  is  both  a  greedy  and  a  fierce  Element.  A  very 
covetous  affe&ion  I  mean,  that  thinks  it  never  hath 
enough  of  that  which  it  deliresj  and  (b  earned  and 
vehement  that  it  never  refts  till  it  hath  ipent  it  fclf  up- 
on its  beloved.  It  is  like  the  holy  fire  which  God  lent 
from  Heaven,  which  was  found  unextinguifhed  at  the 
return  from  Babylon  (  as  the  Hebreips  izy  )  in  the  bot* 
torn  of  a  Well^all  covered  with  mudd  and  dirt.  Much 
water  from  without  cannot  quench  it  5  and  the  dul- 
ne^  and  heavineG  of  our  own  temper  cannot  repreG 
it.  But  as  fire  elevates  the  matter  to  which  it  takes 
though  it  be  never  (b  grofi  and  ponderous  i  So  doth 
Love  rai(e  the  hearts  wnerein  it  makes  an  impreffion^ 
and  fiirs  them  up  to  adlions  far  furmounting  their 
A^e,  their  breeding  and  condition.  There  is  a  cer- 
tain chearfulneis  al^  in  this  z&Qcion  ,  like  to  the 
fliining  and  brightneis  of  Fire ,  which  contributes 
much  to  the  augmenting  of  its  a&ivity .  It  difTuleth 
a  lecret  joy  through  the  whole  lout  which  cannot  be 
dillembleds  butcaftsalplendorintothe  countenance 
of  thole  in  whom  it  refides.  Though  Melancholy 
indeed  is  fometimes  the  companion  of  other  Love,  yet 
it  cannot  find  fi)  eafie  accelsto  Divine  Charity:  For 
that  which  the  one  wants,  the  other  hath,  and  that 
which  the  one  doubts  of,  the  other  neceflarily  fup- 
poles.  Is  not  this  the  common  caule  of  luch  ladnels, . 
that  Love  meets  with  no  return  from  an  heart  to 
which  it  hath  given  its  own,  oris  indefpair  of  over- 
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coming  all  the  obftacles  of  its  fctisfadion  ?  But  thefe 
arc  things  that  tannot  find  a  place  in  this  heaven- 
born  affeftion,  which  is  nothing  elfe  but  a  return  of 
our  Love  to  God  who  hath  loved  us  firft,  and  thereby 
given  us  afliirance  that  he  is  defirous  to  be  injoyed  by 
us.  A|I  the  heavinels  then  pf  pious  fouls  is  when  they 
cannot  make  luch  returns  as  they  wifh,  not  when  they 
feel  this  flame  within  them  ^  for  then  they  are  ftrange- 
lypleafed  and  ravilhed  with  joy,  both  becaufe  it  is  an 
effed  of  the  Love  of  God  to  them^and  becaufe  hereby 
they  do  aftually  mjoy  hini.  Now  as  Melancholy  and 
fadnefe  do  opprcfi  the  fpirits  and  make  us  lazy  and 
unwillingtoftir;  fo  this  cheerfulnels  and  iightibme- 
nels  of  mind  which  Love  infiifcs  do  fet  them  free,  and 
render  us  aftive  and  vigorous  in  our  motion.  Melan- 
choly is  a  Lethargick  humour  and  binds  up  all  the 
powers  5  becaufe  its  frozen  difpofition  imagines  all 
things  impoffible  to  be  either  done  or  avoided :  but 
cheaifulne'fs  by  its  heat  and  warmth  gives  usfome  de- 
gree of  confidence  that  things  are  not  fo  hard  to  be 
undertaken  ^  •and  it  thaws^  melts,  and  loofens  our  &• 
,  culties  into  freedom  and  liberty  v^ereby  we  become 
of  a  fively  forward  and  ready  difpofitioti.  Love  there- 
fore being  of  this  pleafartt  and  cheerful  nature,  you 
fee  muft  rieieds  both  quicken  your  (pirit  and  facilitate 
your  work.  Njiy  it  is  apt  to  excite  and  infpire  others 
who  come  near  usjand  therefore  much  m6re  our  felves, 
Chearfulnefe  and  the  love  from  whence  it  fprings 
makes  our  countenance  fmooth  and  clear,  and  invites 
others  into  our  Society.  When  this  pa  (Son  ftirs  in 
the  heart,  the  face  is  all  over  touched  with  the  (weet- 
nefsof  it  5  which  bothintices  and  enlivens  thofe  that 
approach  us.  How  is  it  poffible  then  that  we  (hould 
nut  feel  thefe  effcdts  pf  it  our  felves,  that  are  fo  fenfible 
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to  others?  or  what  heart  is  there  (b  cold  and  indif- 
ferent,  that  would  not  be  pofleffed  with  this  afteftion 
which  is  as  ufeful  as  delightful  5  and  whofe  benefits 
redound  to  our  neighbours  and  (lay  not  in  our  felves  ? 
It  will  not  let  us  be  a  terrour  to  our  own  fouls,  nor 
appear  with  fuch  a  difinal  afpeft  that  we  (hould  fcare 
and  affiright  others.  .  It  will  not  drive  others  from 
Piety  while  it  carries  us  unto  it.  It  will  not  ftrf&r  us 
to  put  Religion  on  the  rack  that  we  may  look  fevere. 
Audit  is  far  from  making  us  appear  fb,  as  though  we 
imagined  we  could  notbefaved^  unleis  we  make  an 
ugly  face. 

What  (hall  I  (ay  more  ?  need  I  tell  you  that  Love  is 
foil  of  imitation  and  forces  us  to  conform  our  (elves  to 
the  humour  and  di(po(Ttionof  himwhom  we  Love  > 
There  is  a  ftr^nger  property  by  far  then  this  which 
will  make  you  open  your  heart  to  it  5  and  that  is  a 
lingular  Sagacity  which**  it  is  Matter  of,  whereby  it 
knows  what  is  fit  to  be  done  without  any  teaching. 
If  you  were  folly  in  the  power  of  it,  it  would  go  near 
to  render  me  of  no  u(e  J  being  it  (elf  in(Vead  of  twenty 
Mafters.  It  knows  what  will  plea(e  before  it  be  told,  • 
and  (ees  what  is  acceptable  without  a  dire&or.  It 
hath  ^yes  of  its  Qwti  to  find  out  its  way,  and  by  its  in* 
nate  wifdom  would  lead  yoo  ftreight  to  Jernfakm. 
It  is  very  skilfull  to  fpy  out  its  duty,  and  hath  a  quick 
perception  of  what  is  befitting  in  every  paflTage  of  life* 
In  io  much  that  when  a  man  begins  to  Lovejhe  begins 
to  know  how  to  guide  himfelf.  His  Love  will  fugge(l: 
unto  him  many  things  which  he  ought  to  do  5  ana  be 
iisftead  of  a  thoufetid  Monitors  to  put  him  upon  the 
dbingoff rtiem.  It  will  make  a  man  defcry  the.  leaft  , 
Eiults  in  himfelf^  though  it  hide  them  in  others.     It 
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notes  an  undecency  with  as  much  feverity,  as  another 
'  marks  a  grofs  impurity.  It  labours  to  pvercoroe  the 
fmallcft  infirmity,,  and  weeps  more  for  a  mote  in  its- 
eye,  then  others  do  for  a  beam.  Nay  it  is  aflBided  for 
thole  things  which  no  body  fees,  lave  only  it  felf.  It 
blufhcs  more  for  a  vain  thought,  then  the  reft  of  the 
world  do  for  a  tDonftroiis  zOc.  It  hath  a  curiofity 
about  thofe  little  circumftances ,  which  all  men  are 
.  wont  to  overfee  or  negleft.  Its  nicenels  and  delicacy 
is  fb  great,  that  it  abhors  the  very  fliadow  of  all  evih 
And  it  every  way  drives  to  adorn  it  felf  with  fuch  ac- 
curacy 5  that  there  may  not  be  the  leaft  foeck  to 
render  it  lels  fair  and  beautiful  in  the  eyes  of  God. 

Love  therefore  Ibe(eech  you.  Love  as  much  as  ever 
you  are  able,  if  you  mean  to  be  happy.  Make  your 
heart  ready  as  an  Altar,  for  this  Fire  from  above  to 
defcend  upon  it.  Prepare  your  felf  as  a  Sacrifice  to 
beof&red  up  in  this  Holy  flJBe  to  the  Lord  of  Love. 
Let  all  the  world  know  that  you  are  a  conlecrated 
thing:  tell  it  that  you  cannot  entertain  its  fiite,  nor 
unhallow  the  place  where  heaven  isplealedto  dwell. 
.  Yield  your  felf  a  captive  to  this  mighty  G)nquerour^ 
whereby  you  will  be  inabled  to  conquer  all  thuigselib. 
Subjeft  your  felf  to  the.  power  of  that,  which  wiU 
bring  the  Devil,the  World,  and  the  Flelh  under  your 
feet.  Let  it  take^  away  your  liberty  of  doing  what 
you  pleafc,  that  it  may  make  yjou  free  to  do  aayou 
ought.  Poffels  it  of  your  foul  intirely  and  fu&r  it  to 
inlpire  all  yourdefires  and  to  order  all  your  motions  j 
and  it  will  not  fsdl  to  poffels  you  of  that  blefled  place 
to  which  you  wifh  to  be  conduced.  And  is  this  any 
difficult  thing  that  I  require  of  you?  I  fliould  rather 
think  that  we  are  highly  obliged  to  Cod  for  making 
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i!hev7zy  to  jemfahm  (beafie,  and  our  arriving  there 
to  certain  as  it  is.ror  Love  is  the  moft  natural  and  plea- 
(ant  thing  in  the  world  which  will  certainly  bring  us 
thither^  and  God  being  (b  lovely  and  having  loved  us 
ibmuch,  one  would  think  it  (hould  be  aneaHe  thing 
to  beget  it  in  our  hearts.  Do  you  not  mark  how  a 
Dog  loves  you,  if  you  do  but  throw  him  a  bone  or 
ibme  (iich  thing,  which  to  you  is  of  no  ufe  or  worth  at 
all?  For  this  he  fawns  upon  you  3  for  this  he  ftayes 
in  your  houle,  and  keeps  your  door,  and  defends  your 
goods  3  this  makes  hite  follow  you  at  the  heels  it  you 
fJeaie,  to  travel  wittoyou  long  joumies,  toforiakeall 
other  Mafters  for  your  (ervice,  and  many  times  to  dye 
with  you  :  though  it  be  a  poor  thing,  which  you 
know  not  what  to  do  withal,  unleG  you  caft  it  unto 
him.  How  can  you  chute  then  but  love  Jefus,  and  be 
at  his  command,  and  fotlow  his  (leps ,  and  ieave  all 
others  for  his  lake,  and  even  give  your  life  tw  him  $ 
who  hath  given  you  not  a  thing  of  no  value,  not  that 
which  coft  him  nothing,  or  that  which  he  could  not. 
tell  whattodowithall^  but  himlelf,  his  holy  blood, 
his  pretiouspromifes  which  it  coft  an  infinite  deal  of 
pain  to  (eal and. ratifie  unto  you.  Are  you  ftill  in-* 
ienfible  Of  his  favours  when  you  think  of  this  ?  Are 
you  ftill  to  learn  to  Love,  when  fucha  weight  of  Love 
as  this  doth  prefi  your  heart?  If  fiich  a  thought  could 
enter  my  mind,  I  would  fend  you  to  the  brutes  to  be 
their  Scholler,  I  would  call  your  Spaniel  and  bid  him^ 
teach  you  3  {  would  ceafe  to  be  your  inftruder  any 
loiter,  and  put  you  there  to  learn  the  affeftion  you 
owe  to  your  deareft  Lord  and  Mafter.  But  your 
bluflies  bid  me  (pare  this  language  and  (eemtoalfiire 
me  both  that  you  are  aflbamedto  owe  your  vertue  to 
&ch  examples,  and  that  you  feel  already  this  flame 
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iDkindled  in  your  heart.  Feed  it  I  bel^ech  you  con« 
tinually  and  let  it  increafe  unto  greater  ardors  of  Love 
as  it  wiJI  infallibly,  ifyoudobut  confider  what  great 
things  your  Saviour  hath  done  for  you,  and  that  he  is 
Aili  bulie  in  procuring  your  good  5  and  in  (hort,  that 
there  is  not  an  hourj^  not  a  raon^nt  wherein  you  do 
not  (land  indebted  to  hitn  for  eternal  bleffings,  or  for 
the  means  of  them,  or  for  the  grace  to  help  you  to  at- 
tain them. 

And  indeed  the  popr  Pilgrims  heart  did  beat  at 
fuch  a  rate,  that  it  fecmed  to  luiock  againft  his  ribs. 
He  was  fet  all  on  fire  with  thefe  words  3  and  at  laft 
found  means  to  vent  himfelf  and  burft  out  in  fiKh  ex- 
preffions  as  the(e.  O  Sir,  what  have  you  done !  I  feel 
the  Love  of  Jefiis  burn  fo  vehemently  in  my  breaft^ 
that  I  (ball  be  devoured  by  it,  if  it  laft  a  moment  Ion* 
ger  in  this  force.  I  h^ve  (carce  any  breath  left  to  tell 
you,  that  you  have  made  me  love  your  (elf  al(b  with-  a 
.violent  pafiion.  I  have  no  power  no  more  then  de- 
fire,  to  re(ift  this  Almighty  Lover  of  Souls.  I  render 
my  felfhispri(bner  and  wi(hto  be  eternally  held  in 
*  his  chains.  You  have  linkt  me  to  your  (elf  too  (b  faft, 
that  I  am  at  once  become  his  (lave,  and  youi»  (er vant. 
I  would  go  to  the  worlds  end  to(eek  the(e  two  G)m^ 
panions  Humility  ^nd  eharitj^  if  they  were  not  alrea* 
ay  become  my  guefts  by  your  means.  You  have  given 
me  a  greater  trea(ure  then  I  thought  to  find  in  thofe 
few  words  which  I  received  from  you  5  and  methinks 
I  feel  already  that  lam  nought^  and  I  have  no^ht^  and 
I  dejire  nought  tut  Jefks  and  Jerujalem.  If  it  be  not 
abfurd  to  (peak  in  (uchtermSf  I  am  in  tovewith  this 
Love  which  you  have  de(cribed«  I  (ee  methinks 
Humility  and  all  tlni^s  elie  in  its  arms.    I  embrace 
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them  both  with  a1!  my  foul.  I  welcome  them  with 
ray  beft  aficftioDs  into  my  heart.  And  if  I  had  more 
hearts  then  one,  Iwouldcfer  them  all  to  the  Humble 
Love  of  my  fweeteft  Savioun  Go  on  Sir,  as  long  as 
you  plelafe  5  if  you  have  not  taught  me  all  my  leflbri 
m  teachihg  me  to  Love.  You  have  tyed  my  ears  to 
your  tongue  and  they  cannot  but  liften  to  your  fpeech. 
Nor  (hall  I  ever  feel  any  wearineGin  hearing  of  you  5 
for  you  have  made  me  in  Love  with  your  difcourfcjby 
breathing  the  Love  of  my  Lord  into  my  heart* 

Here  he  making  a  Httlereft,  the  Guide  had  leave  to 
reiume  his  oflSce ;  though  he  was  Co  fill'd  with  joy  to 
iee  the  good  efiedhs  of  wiiat  he  had  (aid,  that  it  was 
not  ealie  on  a  (udden  to  iind  room  for  any  other 
thoughts.  The  delire  al(b  that  he  fek  of  [peaking 
fbmething  extrcH-dinary  on  this  occaiion,  had  like  to 
haveimpofed  (ilence  on  him,  and  denyed  a  paflage  to 
his  words.  But  his  Prudence  telling  him  how  he^ 
ce(&ry  it  was  to  keep  himfelf  now  tromfiich  tranf^ 
ports^  he  (bon  reducea  himfelf  to  his  ufual  temper  and 
thus  began  to  renew  his  di(cour(e.  It  is  no  wonder  to 
find  that  Jp/2tf  captivates  hearts ,  and  that  the  Love  of  .  . 
a  dyin^  Savour  is  (b  powerful  as  to  inthrall  them  to 
his  tervice«  All  that  fiirprKes  me  is  no  more  then  this, 
that  filch  feeble  wordsas  minefhould  (blertftbly  touch 
your  inclinations  to  him,  and  with  fuch  ipeed  excite  (b 
high  a  degree  of  Love  in  your  heart.  It  gives  me 
great  tticouragement  to  continue  my  infVruCtions,  and 
affords  no  lels  incouragement  to  your  (elf  to  continue 
your  attention^For  if  you  are  already  under  th^  power 
of  Love  by  what  hath  been  now  delivered ,  I  fhall 
make  you  love  unmeafurably  before  I  have  finifhed 
this  diicourie*    You  have  feen  but  half  of  the  riches  of 
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that  golden  (entence,  and  there  are  greater  (ecrets  ftill 
behind  inthofe  two  pretious  words  which  are  at  the 
conclufion  of  it*  For  I  pray  you  iatisfie  me  in  this  de- 
mand 5  Have  you  well  conlidered  what  JemfaUfH  is^ 
to  which  you  now  direft  your  face  ?  I  will  not  ftay  for 
your  anfwerj  but  proceed  to  tell  you  that  I  am  now 
going  to  give  you  fuch  an  idcaoiu^  that  if  you  keen 
it  fre(h  in  your  min^^  you  cannot  imagine  bow  it  will 
(natch  you  from  the  world  and  heighten  your  love 
unto  your  Saviour^and  lift  youquiteout  of  your  own 
willj  if  you  had  a  mind  to  fall  into  it  back  again.  And 
truly  I  cannot  think  that  you  (hould  have  any  great 
lid  to  travel  lon^  or  that  you  (bould  not  foon  feel  a 
wearinelsto  invade  your  members  5  if  you  go  you 
know  not  whither,  and  carry  not  along,  with  )rbu  a 
true  information  of  the  happy  Kepofe,  you  are  like  to 
meetwithall  at  your  journeys  end,  Ixt  Jerufakmth^^ 
be  the  lubjed  of  our  next  dilcourfej  and  mffer  your 
eyes  to  be  drawn  to  that  blefled  place,  which  I  believe 
you  have  often  heard  commended,  as  the  VerftUiomof 
Meant  J  and  the  'joj.  of  the  whole  earth.

AI^Ja^iptfOHiftheCit^JcTufziem:  andofthehappinefs 
he  fljimld  there  meet  vpithaB. 

T  Have  no  faculty  f  itmuftbecoafefled  J  of  making 
A  good  defcriptions  of  thofc  places  which  I  hzv^Jeen  ; 
and  therefore  it  muft  not  be  expedcd  that  I  paint  you 
exaftly  a  place  which  I  know  but  by  report.  It  is  fuf- 
ficicntthatltell  you  nothing  but  the  truth,  and  do 
not  imitate  them  who  fill  their  Maps  with  cA/Vw^^V 
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of  their  own  brain  \  though  1  do  not  compleatly  de- 
lineate every  part  of  ir,  but  leave  m^ny  (paces  void  to 
be  filled  up  by  your  felf  when  you  (hall  havj  the  hap* 
pine(s  to  arrive  there.  Know  then,  that  as  to  the  (ci- 
tuation  of  this  City^  it  is  agreed  by  all  to  be  incompa- 
rably fweet,  beyond  the  fail  eft  place  that  this  world  of 
ours  doth  afibrd.  For  it  is  (eated  on  a  very  high 
mountain,  loftier  then  Olympus  it  (elf  j  whicli  yet  is 
faidto  lift  Its  head  above  the  clouds,  and  to  be  ob- 
noxious to  none  of  our  ftorms  and  tempefts  5  and  to 
be  deprived  of  the  Sun  beams  by  nothing  elle,  but  on- 
ly the  night  it  felf  It  is  advanced  I  fey  far  above  the 
higheft  part  of  this  heavy  earth  and  foggy  air,  afpi- 
ring  into  the  purer  sky  5  where  the  Sun  never  with- 
draws itSL  rayes,  and  where  there  is  not  the  leaft  (had- 
ilowof  mift  or  vapour,  either  to  oblcure  its  light,  or 
to  offend  the  moft  delicate  (en(c  that  can  be  con- 
ceived. There  are  nothing  but  pure  and  fragrant 
odors  which  perfume  that  happy  climate  j  there  is  a 
perpetual  calm.and quiet  which  reigns  in  that  noble 
region;  there  is  no noife  but  that  which  infitntely  de- 
lights and  charms  the  Ibul  into  ftill  and  quiet  medita- 
tions. But  that  which  is  of  greaie(V  remark  and  moft  * 
to  be  remembred,  is,  the  glorious  Profped  which  a 
place  of  this  advantage  yields^  All  the  world  here 
prefents  it  (elf  before  ones  eyes  5  and  makes  them  the 
center  in  which,  the  beauty  and  glory  of  it  confpires 
to  meet.  I  would  not  have  you  think  I  mean  a  world 
(b  fmall  as  that,  which  we  inhabit  uponthisGlobe  of 
Earth;  but  one  which  cdinprehends  the  Sun  and 
Moon  and  all  other  adjoyning  orbs  which  a^re  there 
beheld  to  move  in  comely  mea(tH:es  about  that  Prince 
cf  lights.  Thole  balls  ot  Fire  aMb  which  you  (ee  fixed 
.in  tlie  Armament  fo  remote  from  you,  will  fall  into 
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your  bettei^  view :  who  through  they  (cem  here  but 
like  blinking  candles  and  fidkly  flames ;  will  there  ap- 
pear moft  noble  lights,  dcfigned  for  fomc  greater  end, 
then  to  lend  us  a  feeble  corofort  in  the  night.  It  will 
be  infinitely  contenting  to  fee  the  beauty  and  fair  pro- 
portions of  every  part  of  this  vaff  frame  5  the  fitnels^ 
ufefulneis  and  correfpondence  of  it  to  all  the  red  ot 
its  neighbouring  parts  5  together  with  the  exaft  and 
admirable  order  of  the  Whole.  And  can  you  imagine 
into  what  tranfports  it  will  cad  your  (bul  to  hear  the 
^  praifes  of  the  Creator  fung  by  all  his  Works  of  woa- 
,  der  >  And  yet  that  is  another  priviledgeol  this  blet 
fed  place,  by  the  advantage  of  whole  holy  filence,  you 
will  receive,  the  checrfull  hymns  wherewith,  every 
creature  you  behold)  doth  celebrate  thewiidom,  po- 
wer and  goodnefi  of  him  that  made  it.  You  have 
heard  (  no  doubt)  of  the  Mulick  of  the  Sphseres,  which 
they  (ay  would  ravi(b  fouls  from  thefe  mortal  bodies^ 
Ihould  it  but  ftrongly  touch  their  ears  3  and  there- 
fore is  almoft  drown  a  by  the  noifeand  clatter  of  this 
lower  world.  This  is  it  which  I  am  now  commending 
to  you,  that  iweet  concent  which  all  creatures  make 
'  among  themfelves,  that  rare  harmony  which  there  is 
in  the  motion  of  all  the  heavenly  Orbs  5  which  ftrikes 
the  mind  ib  agreeably ,  that  one  cannot  chufe  but 
dance  for  joy  together  with  them.  .  But  it  is  the  pro* 
per  entertainment  of  thofe  who  dwell  in  that  (till 
Region,  in  which  alone  it  can  be  di(tindly  heard  ^ 
and  where  aneverlafting  fong  to  the  €reator  of  all 
doth  melt  their  hearts  to  joyn  in  conibrt  with  that 
Univerial  harmony. 

. 
But  yet  the  place  is  nothing  h  confiderable  as  the 
PerioDs  that  inhabit  it  5  no^  will  it  be  ^  ufeful  to  draw 
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iheir  piftores  curioufly  as.  to  defcribe  their  Hfe  and 
manners^  Enquire  not  therefore  of  the  vaftnefi  of 
this  place,  theftatelinefiof  itsbuildings,  the  riches  of 
tbdr  furniture,  andfuch  like  things^  but  know  that 
it  is  the  City  of  the  Great  King :  the  feat  of  the  Impe- 
rial Majefty  of  Heav6n  and  Earth :  the  place  where 
the  Lord  and  Governour  of  the  whole  world,  whole 
Dominion  is  an  everlaAing  Dominion,  and  who  reigns 
through  all  Oenerations,  keeps  bis  Court.  Do  you 
fiot  think  it  will  be  a  pleafingly  amazing  Hgbt  to  behold 
the  Majefty  of  his  Glory  ?  Or,  What  greater  happi- 
nefican  you  wifti,  if  you  were  to  be  the  dilpofer  of 
your  own  fortune,  than  alway  to  ftand  before  the  So- 
veraign  of  the  World,  as  one  of  his  Minifters  and  At- 
tendants; and  to  live  in  his  bleiled  prelence ,  as  one 


the  univer(al  care  which  he  takes  of  all  his  Creatures^ 
the  infinite  extent  of  his  Providence,  and  the  power  of 
his  Authority,  whereby  hedotb  whatibever  he  pleales 
in  Heaven  and  Earth,  and  Sea,  and  all  deep  places,  Ta 
fee  how  he  brings  thofe  things  tc^ether  which  were 
removed  far  afunder  ;  and  diflblves  the  combinations 
and  confederacies  of  thofe  things  which  were  clofely 
united.  To  contemplate  how  he  hereby  makes  thofe 
defigns  abortive,  which  were  juft  bringing  forth  >  how 
he  di(appoints  the  deviies  of  the  crafty,  and  confounds 
all  the  iiibtilty  of  the  world,  and  catches  it  in  itsowa 
fiiares.  It  will  ftrangehr  tranfport  you  to  (ce  the  beaa- 
tyofhisHolinefs,  the  (plendour  andbrightneisofhis 
Underftanding,  the  largenels  of  his  Love,  his  uncor- 
mpted  Juftice ,  his  unexhaufted  Goodnefi,  his  im- 
moveableTruth,  his  uncontroulabic  Power,  his  vaft

"Dominions,  which  yet  b^  fills  with  his  prcfcuce,  and 
adnnuifters  their  affairs  with  cafe,  and  is  magnified 
and  praiftd  in  them  by  the  throng  of  all  his  creatures. 
Thtrle  things  I  will  leave  to  your  own  private 
thoughts,  that  I  may  have  time  to  fpeak  of  the  reft  of 
the  cxleftial  Inhabitants,  but  tlpecially  of  the  Ki^gs 
Son^  who  is  a  principal  ornament  (if  1  may  (peak  in  lo 
low  a  phrafe  J  and  a  great  glory  to  this  place.  And 
of  him  I  (hall  need  to  tell  you  no  more  than ,  this,  that 
in  his  per(bn  there  is  to  be  (een  at  once  the  moft  illu- 
ftrious  Ltruer  and  WatriQur  that  ever  was.  His  Con* 
quefts  have  been  innumerable.  His  Viftories  no  Hi* 
iVorybut  one  of  his  owninfpiring  is  able  to  recount. 
He  hath  trodden  down  the  moft  potent  and  giant ly 
enemies.  He  hath  triumphed  over  the  Powers  of 
Earth  and  Air.  He  hath  trailed  the  greateft  Tyrant 
that  ever  was  feen  at  his  Chariot-wheels.  And  there 
Is  one  univerfal  triumph  of  his  over  all  things  ftill  be- 
hind, wherein  there  will  be  fpecial  marks  of  hotiour 
fdt  on  all  the  Citizens  of  Jernfakm^  who  are  to  bear  a 
part  in  it  5  which  will  aftoni(h  and  Vavi(h  all  their 
liearrs  ivith  Admiration,  Love  and  Joy,  This  will  be 
the  moft  (plendid  Drew,  the  molt  illuftrious  appea- 
rance that  ever  the  Sun  (aw;  for  all  Angels^and  all 
Men;  all  that  ever  have  been,  are,  or  (hall  be,  will 
theie  be  fummoncd  to  attend  in  (bme  (oft  or  other 
upon  the  Pomp  of  that  great  day.  Then  all  the  Ci- 
tizens of  ^enjr/2rfc/»  will  be  (een  with  Crowns  of  Gold 
on  their  heads  which  this  great  Prince  will  beftow 
upon  them  ;  then  they  will  appear  on  the  Theatre  of 
the  world  as  (b  many  Kings  raigning  together  with 
him  ^  and  then  all  the  Heavens  will  ring  with  (liouts  of 
joy  and  praife  to  him  that  redeemed  them  ,  as  they 
march  along  in  his  train  thorow  the  Air  to  Jerufilem. 

for, 
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For,  as  I  told  youj  he  is  the  moft  glorious  Lover  that 
ever  was:  and  the  grcatneG  of  his  valour  and  cou- 
rage, doth  not  at  all  extinguifti  his.nobler  flames.  He 
is  owner  of  the  mo{\  tender  heart  that  ever  was  in 
dny  breaft  ^  and  hath  rendred  himfejf  redoubtable  to 
his  greateft  enemies  by  nothing  more  than  this,  that 
he  hath  won  lb  xoany  hearts,  and  triumphed  over  (b 
many  brave  Ibuls,  who  werevanquiAed  by  nothing 
elfe  but  the  flower  of  his  mighty  Love.  Such  a  gene- 
rous Lover  he  was,  that  though  he  was  rich,  he  be* 
came  poor^  that  they  on  whom  he  had  (et  his  heart 
might  be  made  rich*  He  laid  atide  the  Robes  of  his 
Glory,  that  they  plight  be  inverted  with  them.  He  . 
took  upon  him  thediapeof  alervant^  that  he  might 
prefer  them  to  be  the  Soqs  of  God,and  Heirs  of  a  King* 
dom.  And  at  lafl:  he  voluntarily,  and  without  any 
compulHon  but  that  of  his  Love,  dyed  upon  a  Cro/s 
to  lave  the  lives  of  tholib  who  were  fo  far  from  having 
any  refentments  of  Love  to  him,  that  they  had  the 
hearts  of  mc^  defperate  enemies  againft  him.  For 
you  mu'ft  know,  that  he  is  fuch  a  Lord  cfLovejiYizt,  the 
hatted  and  malignity  of  men  could  not  extingui(h  the 
fervours  of  his  paffion.  All  the  dilcourteiies  they  could 
do  him,  were  not  able  to  prevail  with  him  to  lay  afide 
his  thoughts  of  kindnels  toward  them»  The  innume* 
table  affronts  which  he  received  could  rtot  makehim< 
go  back  to.Heaven,and  forfakethis  iH-natur'd  world  ^ 
tillhe  hadexprefled  all  the  Love  conceivable  unto 
it*  No,  he  dyed  for  thoie  who  took  away  his  life. 
His  bowels  earned  toward  thole  wha  were  ready  to 
rake  into  them  wkh  their  bloody  hands«  His  heart 
burnt  with  afieftion  tothofe  wretches,  that  cruelly 
pierced  it  ,  and  thruft  it  thorow  with  a  fpcan 
And  therefore  1  cuiinot  but  think  you  would  have. 
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a  mind  to  take  a  journey  to  Jerujalem^  and  judge  your 
pains  and  travel  well  bellowed^  if  it  were  for  nothing 
clfe  but  to  fee  this  Illuftrious  Perlbn  s  eipec-ally  to  be- 
hold hiniin  all  his  glory,  and  his  higheft  exaltation, 
who  is  the  Patron  of  all  good  fouls,  the  great  Protector 
of  all  Pilgrims,  the  Guide  and  Reft  too  ofallnohle 
Travellers  5  and.  who  bears  a  particular  affeftion  to 
your  fclfjwho  hath  (uffered  fo  much  for  ycuj  who  hath 
fent  you  fo  many  meflages  of  his  Love,  who  hath  en- 
deared himfelf  to  you  by  a  thouland  Bivours,and  was 
never  contented  till  he  brought  you  to  himfelf  that 
you  might  be  there  where  he  is,  and  behold  the  glory 
.  which  his  Father  hath  given  to  him.     There  he  in- 
tends to  entertain  all  pious  men  with  aneverlafting 
Supper,  to  make  them  a  never-ceafing  Jubilee  5  and 
treat  them  with  fuch  fumptuous  magnificence,  that 
.  there  will  not  be  tongues  enough  among  them  all  to 
publifh  his  praifes,  and  their  own  thankfiilnels.   Only 
you  muft  remember  that  the  entertainment  he  will 
give  them,  is  himrdf,  and  that  they  will  feaft  eternal- 
ly upon  his  bleflcd  face.     Their  happinefi  will  be  to 
(ee  God,  to -behold  the  glory  which  is  given  to  our 
Lord  i  that  is  to  know  him,  and  to  be  filled  with  his 
Wifdom,  Love  and  Likenefe. 


And  here, '  left^I  (hould  not  be  underftood,  and  you 
fliould  imagine  tlTe  happinefs  of  feeing  God  and  his  Son 
tobe  lc(s  than  it  is,  let  me  ftop  a  while  to  explain  this 
part  of  my  defcription  to  you,  before  I  pals  unto  the 
reft.  You  muft  not  then  conceive  that  the  pleafure  of 
"jerafalcni^  is  to  fit  whole  Ages  ,  and  meerly  togaze 
upon  the  Divinity  j  or  that  they  who  enjoy  the  re- 
pofe  of  that  happy  pIace,do  nothing  die  but  feed  their 
eyes  with  the  beauties  of  our  Saviours  face :  No,  thefe 

are 
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are  the  faticres  of  low  and  uninftruded  'minds;  who 
know  no  higher  enjoyments  than  thofe  of  fenfe.  To 
(ce  God,  will  be  to  have  fuch  a  knowledge  of  him  as 
gives  oor  hearts  a  powerful  touch,  and  ftrikes  them 
with  filch  a  lively  lenfe  of  him,  that  he  turns  them  per-  ' 
fcdly  into  his  nature,  and  transforms  them  into  the 
Ifteneis  of  his  divine  excellencies.  This  glorious  ob- 
jcdt  doth,  as  I  may  fo  Ipeak,  difFufe  and  (pread  it  fejf 
all  over  inamour*d  (buls^  and  by  a  living  heat  doth 
animate  them  into  the  iame  dilpofition  with  it  felf. 
The  beauty  on  which  they  fix  their  eyes;  doth  imprint 
its  own  form  upon  their  hearts,  and  makes  them  fair 
and  beautifiil  with  the  lame  lovely  qualities  which 
^y  delight  to  behold.  They  do  not  bufie  tfaemfelves 
there^  as  men  imagine,  in  gaping  upon  the  iplendor 
'  and  the  many  ornaments  of  that  place,  but  they  them-* 
felves  become  a  part  of  its  glory,  and  are  changed  in*- 
to  that  on  which  they  faften  their  eyes.  They  do  no^ 
ipend  their  time  only  in  looking  upon  God,  and  cu« 
rioufly  prying  into  him  5  but  they  receive  him  into 
their  heairts,  and  he  enters  into  their  ibuh.  He  doth 
not  guild  them  with  his  beams,butthey  themlelves  be- 
come Zi^i&f  in  the  Lord  There  is  not  a  glory  only 
caft  about  tfaem,  but  they  xeceive  fuch  rayes  of  light 
from  hb&ce^  as  dart  into  thek  very  hearts,  and  (hine 
thorow  their  whole  iouls^ib that  they  alfo  become  lu- 
minous and  bri^.  They  are  fo  raviChed  with  his 
<3foodne6)  that  they  are  made  Good.  They  are  fe 
afiefted  with  his  WiftJoxn,that  they  become  Wife.l  he 
fenfe  they  have  of  his  incomparable  Purity,  renders 
them  more  Holy^  and  his  dear  Love  fo  over-roafters 
their  fcub,  that  they  conform  in  all  things  to  his  hearts 
4efire,  and  it  leems  as  if  both  their  hearts  had  but 
one  and  the  fame  motion.  In  ihort,  my  meaning  is,that 

N  they 
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they  are  not  happy  at  Jerufatem  by  any  external  iri- 
joyment-of  God  (which  is  all  the  vulgar  conceit  doth 
reach,  when  we  Ipeak  of  feeing  his  glory)  but  they  are 
inwardly  moved  by  a  powerful  efflux  from  him,  which 
quickens  them  into  the  (ame  thoughts,  will  and  defire 
with  himfelf.  Their  Ibuls  are  not  Outwardly  painted 
with  him,  and  fome  colours,  as  it  were,  of  hisWifdont 
and  Goodnefs  laid  upon  them  ^  but  they  arc  rendred 
living  Images  of  God,  and  really  changed  into  a  true 
refemblance  of  that  which  they  behold. .  It  is  not  fome 
glory  that  appeaVs  before  them  which  makes  them 
bJefled  5  but  they  are  made  all  glorious  within  ,  and 
become  themfelves  God-like  creatures..  They  do  not 
behold  the  Divinity  only  without  themfelves,  but  they 
fee  God  within  them,  and  looking  into  their  own 
fouls,  there  they  find  him,  and  are  happy  in  him.  And 
let  me  add  this  by  the  way  ^  as  I  [jafii  to  other  tilings, 
thatfiicha  knowledge  and  participation  of  God  you 
niuft  purfue  in  this  world,  if  you  mean  to  come  to  Jeru- 
'  falem.  You  muft  here  be  partaker  of  a  Divine  Nature^ 
and  now  be  transformed  by  the  renewing  of  fonr  mind^ 
frovif^  what  is  that  gpod^  and  ferfeS^  and  acceptabk 
mllofQod.^ 

But  I  think  it  is  time  to  lead  you  to  other  Spedlacles 
which  are  worthy  your  %bt,  and  to  tell,  you  that  in 
thisCiQT,  all  the  glorious  Minifters  of  State  to  the 
KingtfKit^t^  have  their  Manfion-houfes,  and  Noble 
Palaces.  All  tAvtHeroes  of  ancient  dates  do  here  make 
their  abode.  Nay,  all  the  (pirits  of  juft  men  that  are 
iqade  perfeft,  do  here  inhabit,  and  h&ve  their  conftant 
relidence;  And  all  thofe  glittering  Angels,  and  thde 
brave  minds  that  ever  fiouriih  in  this  heavenly  CcMirt, 
I  believe  you  will  think  fuffidcnc^  of  themtelves ,  if 
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there  were  nothing  clfe  to  render  this  a  very  (plendid 
place*  The  Laws  indeed,  of  which  are  fuch^  that  none  ^ 
can  be  permitted  to  live  there  but  Noble  men,  perfons 
of  bfgh  birth,  and  illuftridus  deicent  ^  for  they  are  all 
called  the^tf^/  cfCod.  But  that  which  gives  them  '' 
this  Nobility,  and  ftanips  fuch  an  honourable  title 
upon  them,  is  not  (iich  poor  things  as  fwell  the  men  di 
our  world  into  an  aiery  and  imaginary  greatnefs  \  but 
the  height  of  their  minds,  the  purity  of  their  hearts, 
and  the  excellent  qualities  wherewith  they  are  en* 
dowed^  which  intitle  them  to  the  kindred  otGod.  In* 
ibmuch  that  the  meaneft  Pil^unon  the  earth  that  is 
found  worthy  by  reafon  of  his  virtuous  di^^tion,and 
l^encfous  fpirit,  to  be  admitted  a  Cmzctipijerufakm*^ 
inftaotly  wcomte  Noble,  and  is  inroiled  among  the 
Princes  of  heavenly  Progeny.  Into  thisblefled  fi>-' 
ciety  then  when  once  you  are  received.  How  delight- 
fill  do  you  think  their  company  and  acquaintance"  will 
prove?  Are  you  not  highly  pleaied  now  with  a  rar^ 
Hiftory,  and  could  you  not  lend  your  ears  for  a  whole 
day  to  hear  the  adventures  of  (bme  one  famous  per(bn> 
Andyetthefe  are  nothing  to  the  pleafures  that  they 
can  entertain  you  withalU  There  were  never  fiich 
things  yet  reported,  as  the  Inhabitants  of  JerufaUm 
will  be  ready  to  impart  and  communicate  with  you : 
Who  can  tell  you  a  longftory  of  the  Love  ofGoa,and 
make  a  never-ceafing  relatiousan  endlels  hiftory  of  all 
the  rare  paflages  of  his  providence  throughout  the 
whde  world.  They  can  prelent  you  with  a  thoufand 
Abrahams^  and  as  many  Jofipbs^  whole  adventures 
were(b  ftrange,  that  fioiion  is  not  able  to  invent  any 
thing  lb  furprifing.  Nay,  out  of  thofe  Countries  where 
you  thought  there  was  nothing  but  horrid  deferts,  (al-> 
vage  ibuls,  and  barbarous  cuftomsj  they  may  pro- 

N  2  duce 
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dace  you  many  worth}r  micids,  whole  renowfted  2^i 
it  will  give  you  an  infinite  joy  to  have  rehearfed. 

But  there  is  nothmg,  I  believe^  will  touch  you  wth 
a  greater  inclination  to  their  converTe^than  the  know* 
ledge  of  the  fingular  love  and.  friendfiiip*  that  is  be- 
tween all  the  Inhabitants  of  that  City :  provided  you 
be  already  touched  with  any  fenfe  of  the  pleafureof 
that  noble  paffion.  Thcyarea  people^  Itold  vou,  of 
the  moft  excellent  nature,  and  the  fweeteft  diu>o(kion 
III  the  worldi    They  ue  void  of  all  deceit  and  guile  ^ 
of  all  hatred  and  envy ,  of  alt  covetoufiiefi  and  lelf- 
fove,  of  all  anger  aild  peeviftmels,  with  whatlbever 
^    other  things  there  are  that  difturb  our  peace,  and  (poll 
our  converfe  here  belpw :  So  thatthey  make  thettofl; 
agreeable  Ibciety  tteit  ever  was^  and  interchange  to 
each  others  iuch  pleafiires  as  m}^  tongue  hath  not  ex- 
predions  powerful  enough  to  paint  them  forth.  There 
16  no  ftrangeneis  at  all  among  them.    You  can  meet 
nobody  there, Mt  they  will  entertain  you  with  as 
much  kindnefiand  fiocerity ,  as  if  they  had  known 
you  many  year$».   And  when  many>come  together  in 
one  place,  there  is  no  danger  of  their  jarring,  by  reaibn 
of  their  di&rentfentiments^  but  they  brmg  a  great 
addition  of  pleafiure,  and  make  the  moft  delictus  bar* 
mony  th^  ever  moved  the  heart  of  man.    There  they 
entwine  in  the  deareft  emln'aoes^    There  they  open 
to  each  other  their  very  hearts.    There  they  frodv  to 
increafe,  not  to  diminim  their  mutual  happinefi.  There 
they  think  all  that  another  injoyes,  is  as  if  tbey  did  in* 
|oy  it  themlelves^     And  what  they  have  of  then:  own, 
K  is  notforthemiehres  aloiie,  but  for  every  body  elie. 
There  you  (ball  meet  with  no  pale  fears,  no  anxious 
^re^  W>Mtlieiswilhe5;^(K>tonBettiog)eaIouiies,and 
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so  amorous  £ghs  neither ;  for  every  owe  will  love 
others  as  much  as  they  defire,  and  wiih  for  no  return 
again,  but' only  Love.  If  there  be  any  particular 
Frkndflups  there  5  they  do  not  at  all  fpoil  the  univer* 
ialkindnds  of  the  place.  Others  will  not  be  loved 
the worfe for  them,  but  ratbtr  loved  better^  becaule 
ihey  will  teach  thofe  united  hearts  the  greateft  Love. 
Theymavbeedcemedalfboneof  the  l^auteous  (pt* 
dades  ot  the  place^and  be  reckoned  among  the  grate- 
ful :rarieties  which  will  entertain  us :  When  after  the 
pleafiiresof  a  more  general  and  large  converfation, 
eifsery  one  may  retire  to  the  company  of  thofe  he 
loveth  moli'. 

There  you  will  be  met  with  fiich  great  and  Hiining 
lights  as  ^.  Paul^  wJiofet  all  the  worUl  on  fire  with  the 
tSsxs  of  their  love*  You  will  fall  into  the  company 
of  thoie  burning  hearts  who  were  martyr'd  fir(t  by  . 
their  own  Love,  and  then  by  their  Persecutors  fury 
fi>r  the  good  of  the  world.  And  do  you  think  they 
have  putoflf  their  afieftions  when  they  laid  afide  their 
rags.of  fiefl)  >  Did  all  their  fire  co  out,  when  they  fuf* 
£md  a  diOblution  of  their  houte  o€  earth  ?  Or  (hall 
we  imagine  that  this  generous  pafBon  is  theoff-fpring 
of  our  body^  and  owes  its  beii^,  birtband  ftrength  to 
this  corporeal  nature  }  We  may  not  (b  defame  and 
aiperle  the  Love  of  our  Lord  5  who  no  doubt  hath  a 
man  tender  heart  in  die  heavens,  then  be  had  upon 
the  eaith.  We  may  exped  to  find  there  more  Love 
in  the  teeafts  of  theie  holy  Lovers  who  followed  him^ 
tken  hef  e  they  were  owners  of  5  though  they  had  • 
then  (b  mucb  that  it  was  large  enough  to  embrace  the 
whole  world.  They  have  not  left  their  nature,  but 
obIj  its  impcrftftioDs.    They  have  not  changed  their 

N  3  affe&ions^    . 
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affcftions,  but  only  heightncd  and  improv'd  them. 
And  therefore  judge  how  happy  you  wilJ  be  in  the 
acquaintance  of  fuch  perlbnS).  and  how  much  more 
happy  in  their  excellent  friendftiip.  Your  Love  will 
be  raiied  to  a  (Grange  pitchy  ^en  you  approach  fiich 
.  intenie  and  vaftly  increafed  dames.  Your  heart  -will 
be  all  Fire  when  you  come  near  to  (uch  huge  furnaces ; 
the  heat  of  whofe  Love  in  this  cold  region  was  fo 
ftrong.  that  it  would  have  forced  a  fenfible  foul  to  ex- 
pire with  them.  And  is  the  joy,  think  vou,  concei v 
able  which  youivill  fed,  when  you  find  }^ur  felf  in 
the  arms  ofthole  mighty  Lovers?  For  my  part  I  caa 
imagine  nothing  but  an  Ecftalie,  when  we  foall  be 
placed  in  (uch  great  Hearts  3  which  are  nothing  elie 
but  Love  and  Joy  to&e  lis  at  Jtnffakm.  I  cannot  pro- 
pound to  my  defires  a  pleaf&re  more  charming  than 
this,  unkfs  it  be  to  joyn  both  heart  and  voice  with  the 
whole  number  of  thoie  glorious  friends,  to  chaunt  the 
praifes  of  our  Creator  and  Redeemer.  And  indeed  it 
is  beyond  themeafureof  my  poor  ikill  to  invent  any 
words  that  can  tolerably  deforibe  the  Melodies  which 
will  then  be  made,  when  the  glorious  company  of  the 
Apojiles^  the  goodly  feilowlhip  of  the  Vrofhets^  the 
noble  Army  of  the  Martyrs^  the  glittering  Troops  of 
Confefibrs,  and  the  innumerable  Hofts  of  triumphant 
Souls,  (hall  compole  but  one  Quire  to  fing  their  An* 
thems  and  Halleluiahs  to  the  Cod  of  Love.   But  yet  I 

.  am  apt  to  think  that  their  Mufick  will  receive  noimall 
part  of  its  graces  from  hence,  that  there  will  be  no 
aifcordin  their  hearts,  nor  jarring  in  their  afiedions^ 

.  but  that  Love  will  exaftly  tune  them  to  a  perfed^harr 
mony.  Nay,  this  (eems  to  be  thefomm  of  what  wecan 
fay  of  the  happine^  of  that  eftate,  that  it  confif^s  in  a 
TjiptiroHsLw^ofGody  andamofif^ionMHLweofom^ 
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nefrnnd  height  of  thofe  joycs  wherein  the  Citizens  of 
'jerufakm  are  eternally  iromcrfed.  It  is  impodibte  for 
me  to  declare  the  fmalleft  part  of  the  fweet  deledati^ 
ons  which  they  relent  ^  but^  to  gratifie  thofe  longings 
which  I  di(cernl  have  already  excited  in  you,  1  (hall 
run  the  adventure  of  describing  a  few  erf  tbofc  plea- 
fures  that  gu(b  out  of  that  full  andever-fpringing  toun*^ 
tain  of  Good  with  whom  they  live  and  maintain  an 
happy  converfe.  And  becaufe  I  believe  you  are  de» 
(irous  to  know,  how  they  receive  and  take  in  thofe 
voluptuous  injoyments,  I  will  indeavour  with  one  la- 
bour to  iatiifie  you  in  both. 

You  may  conceive  then  if  youpleafe,  that  (ucha 
ipiritasyour  own  being  advanced  and  fortified  much 
beyond  the  feeble  narrowoefi  >of  this  prefent  ftate9 
doth  continually  im^oy  4:he  higheft  and  moft  Sove« 
raign  powers  that  it  nath,  upon  (he  highef^  and  moft 
fuprcam  Good.  That  iris  daily  admiring  his  excelleot 
nature,  loving  andembracing  his  amiable  perfedions, 
bleiiing  and  prai(ing  his  bounteous  diipofitioo^  (hidy* 
ing  to  conform  it  lelf  to  ail  his  dcfkes,  re)c^ciag  ia  toe 
fuUfatss^ion  which  he  ciommwiicaMs  to  its  hearty 
4ind  m  one  word  doing  all  thofe  a£):k)ns  which  a  Ibul  is 
-capable  to  .perforto  upon  any  othet  objeft  in  tlm 
world:  And  then  you  will  have  a  tittle  /n/Mofth^tt 
infinite  delegation  which  (iich  a  conjundicm  of  the 
^ery  top  and  flour  of  the  mind  with  the  beginning  and 
ioriginali^  all  g<K)d0uft  needs  ][^  Look  how 

you  are  moved  in  the  in)oyiiient  of  any  fenfual  good^ 
and  chat  will  tell  you  what  they  do  who  live  at  Jenn 
.  fiUmy  and  wherein  the  pleafiire  of  their  life  doth  oon* 
^.  You  ^  it,  or  fixne  way  or  other  perceive  it  ,you 
apprehend  and  lay  bold  of  fe  5  youfceli|3  youcleave 
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unioit  J  you  arc  tickled  and  delighted  in  It :  and  jaft 
fo  will  you  and  all  they  live  and  be  happy  in  God  who 
arrive  at  that  blcffed  place.     Their  life  and  felicity 
conjifts  in  a  clear  and  diftinft  perception  of  him  ^  in 
a  cloTe  union  and  conjundlion  of  heart  and  will  with 
bitti ;  in  a  feeling  of  the  pleafures  that  are  in  hioi  ^   in 
an  ardent  embracement  of  bim,  that  they  may  more 
feel  bim ;  and  in  an  high  delight  and  ravifbment  c^ 
fpiritin  fuch  injoyment  of  bim.  Thither  if  we  can  hue 
get,  we  fliall  love  as  much  as  we  are  able,  and  be  able 
to  love  far  more  than  we  can  now  think.     The  great* 
flefs  of  the  objeft  will  intend  the  affedlion .     The  vaft* 
ntfs  of  the  Goodwill  fofce  the  will  to  defiie  and  love 
more  then  clfe  it  would.     We  (hall  injoy  accordiirg  to 
lihewidenefs  of  our  Capacity^  and  all  our  Capacities 
will  be  fo  inlarged^  that  they  will  exceed  the  extent  of 
our  prefent  tboaghrs,  as  much  as  our  prefent  thoughts 
exceed  our  prefent  injoyments.     It  is  a  life  wherein 
we  fliall  do  nothing  but  what  we  d^re  y  and  whetein 
all  things  (hall  be  )uft  as  we  will  our  felves  $  and  where- 
in we  (hall  wiH  nothing  but  that  which  is  moft  to  be 
cbofen.  A  life,  every  aft  of  which  m\x&  needs  be  fweer, 
and  fuHof  joy,  beyond  all  themeafuresofall  oar  pre- 
fent wifl^es.    When  we  think,  we  (hall  rejoyce ;  when 
wefove,  we  (hall  re  Joyce  5  when  we  adore  or  praife, 
we  (hall  rejoyce.     Whatfoever  we  do,  it  will  have  in- 
finite delight  and  pleafure  in  its  ^d  when  we  have 
done  it  never  fo  oft,  it  will  be  eterndly  to  be  done 
again:  and  we  (hall  Hire  wife  have  more  power  to  do 
it;  and  every  repetition  of  fach  ads  will  be  with  a 
fre(h  addition  of  contentment  in  the  doing  of  them. 
Tiiere  is  no  Tatiety  nor  loathing  in  the  injoyment  of 
that  good;  no  fainting  nor  growing  ^weary:   but  we 
diail  alwayes  think  we  have  enough,  and  yet  ftill  be 
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injoyiagmore^  we  (hall  be  in  a  perpetaal  youth  and 
vigor,  and  yet  daily  growing  more  ftrongand  able  to 
ronverfe  with  God«  For  that  great  Good  cannot  be 
known  at  once,  nor  can  all  the  fwettnefs  of  that  life 
be  infiantly  tafted,  nor  the  rivers  of  thofe  pleaQires  be 
drunk  up  at  one  draught :  but  frclh  delights  will  con- 
tinoally  entertain  us  ^  new  pleafures  will  be  fpringing 
forth  unto  us,  and  a  flood  of  joy  that  we  never  knew 
before  will  overflow  us,  out  of  that  full  fountain 
who  now  i(Tucs  forth  in  fo  many  ftreams,  and'  diflPufes 
himfelf  in  fuch  great  varieties  in  this  world  ^  that  our 
minds  may  be  every  moment  fmploy'd  in  fome  rarity 
of  nature,  which,  till  then,  did  never  affedb  t^eir  eyes. 
A  happy  Ufe  fure  this  will  l^e,  when  we  (hall  have  be- 
fore us  fuch  an  inexhanfted  Odean  of  Good  to  fill  us , 
and  fuch  great  appetites  to  be  filled,  and  fuch  repeated 
fatisfaAion  in  the  filling  of  them^  and  fuch  an  in(;reare! 
of  ftrength  by  their  fatisfadion  $  and  wider  capacities 
alfo  created  by  the  continual  flowing  in  of  that  good 
upon  us,  which  will  diftend  and  drerch  our  fouls  by 
ks  injoymenty  to  make  us  more  able  to  injoy  it. 

And  now  need  I  be  at  any  pains  to  perfwade  you 
that  this  City  is  a  place  which  abounds  fo  much  with  a 
plenty  of  all  good  things,  that  there  can  be  no  want  at 
all  5  but  a  perfeA  fiunefs  of  whacfoever  may  be  an 
happinefstous?  It  is  apparent  akeady,  that  wbarfo* 
ever  we  can  defire,  there  it  is  prefent,  and  whatfoever 
is  prefcnt  is  Good,  and  whatfoever  good  there  is^  it  is 
all  Good,  pure  good,  without  any  evil)  and  that  pme 
Good  is  all  in  one  Good,  GOD  himfelf, who  can  be  no- 
thingclfe  but  Good»  How  much  do  the  Good  things 
of  this  world  delight  is,  which  yet  are  not  Good  by 
themfelves,  norconuin  in  them  all  that  Good  is^  nor 
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tre«nlv  Good  neither,  but  come  with  a  great  mixture 
of  trouble  CO  0$  ?  Will  not  the  enjoyment  then  of  him 
give  us  infinitely  mote  pleafnre,  and  make  as  perfectly 
happy,  who  is  Good  by  himfelf ,  and  not  by  derivation    , 
from  any  other,  and  fois  perfe^iy  Good,  and-nothing 
elfe  but  Good  without  any  thing  at  ail  to  abate  his 
fwcctnefs.    Thefe  things  here  below  (faich  an  aacienc 
Guide  to  ^etMfa/em  whom  I  have  met  withall)  are  Sc  ^v£. 
fomecbing  Good,  elfe  how  (faould  they  at  all  delight 
OS?  but  they  could  not  be  good  at  all>  if  it  were  not 
foe  him  that  is  All  Good,  and  only  Good,  who  hath 
made  them  to  be  what  Good  they  are.    For  all  Good 
'  was  created  by  him,  and  he  is  that  Good  which  was 
created  by  none.     He  is  Good  by  bis  own  Good,  and 
Botbyany  paiticipatedGoodnefS)  He  is  Good  from 
fats  Good  felf,  and  not  by  adhering  to  any  other  Good. 
As  much  therefore  a&  he  etcelfs  all  other  Good,  Co 
much  muftourinjoymen^  of  him  excell  all  other  in- 
joyoient.    As  he  is  a  Good  that  is  fit>m  none  but  hint- 
ielf,  roourhappioefs  will  be  a  Good  that  depends  on 
none  bat  bis  bappinefs.    When  we  are  with  him  we 
flmll  bat  ask,  andweihall  fee;  we  (hall  but  fee,  and 
we  fliall  love  $  we  (hall  but  love,  and  we  (hall  erer- 
naily  rejoyce :  or  rather  we  need  not  ask  at  all,  for  he 
vrill  but  prelem himfelf  before  os,  and  force  us  to  love 
and  rejoyce  withooi  any  meafare. 

And  feeing  it  is  a  pkce  of  fdch  full  fatisfaif^ion,  yoo 
l^illnoiqaemon  its  trnnquillityand  repofe;  efpeci- 
ally  finceit  is  (as  yoo  heard  before  yon  came  hither) 
the;very  yiften  9/  ftdct.  The  life  which  they  lead 
there  i$  fo  full  6t  content,  that  they  are  not  difturbed 
by  any  paffion,  nor  difquieted  by  the  violence  and 
diforder  of  any  uamly  affe^on.    A  life  it  is,  void  of 
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all  radnefS)  free  from  all  grief,  quit  of  ail  care,  aad  rid 
of  all  anxiety  of  mind.      Where  chore  is  no  adverfary 
to  aflaulCy  no  forbidden  {rait  to  tempt,  no  impecuoas 
defireo£thefle(h(omoieft  them,  and  no  fear  neither 
that  ever  they  (hall  be  haunted  with,  thefe  enemies  of 
their  peace  and  contentment.     O  iiow  happy  (hoald 
we  find  our  Telves/  if  we  were  bat  come-  to  the  top  of 
that  high  Mountain,  which  will  feem  the  more  dear 
and  quiet,  becaufe  fo  many  clouds  have  here  fo  often 
overcaft  us  ,  and  fo  many  fudden  blafts  have  ruffled 
and  difcompofed  us.     There  we  (halt  not  accufeone 
another  of  atiy  injuries ,  becaufe  we  (hall  not  do  the 
leaft^  nor  be  troubled  to  purfue  our  right,  becaafe 
we  (hall  not  be  wronged^    There  we  (hall  Lvc  wuh- 
outjea]ou(ies^  andconverfeCas  I  have  told  you)  with* 
out  fofpition  %  and  pafs  Eternity  without  any  difie- 
rence  of  opinion,  or  debates  and  controver(ies  in  Reli- 
gion, which  now  are  no  fmall  difeafe,  and  bring  no 
little  burden  upon  our  hearts.    Nay,  the  very  adio.ns 
of  Piety,  many  of  thefn,will  be  of  a  different  kind  from 
what  they  now  are,  unattended  with  thofe  paflions 
to  which  we  are  now  moved  ,  which  nuke  us  fufier 
evil,  while  we  do  good.     Here,  as  the  forenamed  per- 
fon  well  obferved  to  me,  we  do  good  works^  when  we 
deal  our  bread  to  the  hungry  ^  and  receive  the  di- 
ftreffed  ftranger,  and  clothe  the  naked,  which  is  a  kind 
of  afflidion  and  tribulation  which  we  indure  by  our 
fympathy  with  them  to  whom  we  pay  our  Charity. 
For  we  find  mifcrablc  perfons  on  whom  to  exercife 
our  Mercy,  and  the  mifery  which  we  fee  they  lye  un- 
dcr,  makes  us  compaffionate,  that  is,  to  fuffer  with 
them.    How  much  better  then  (hall  we  be ,  when  we 
fhallfind  no  hungry  mouth  tofeedi  no  (Granger  to  en- 
tercain^  no  naked  body  to  caft  our  garments  over>  ao 
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fick  men  to  attend,  noprifooerto  vific  ^  no  tormented 
perfon  to  commiferate,  no  differences  to  compofe,  no 
contenders  to  reconcile :  but  our  Lo^e  (hall  be  o£ 
another  fort,  aH  joy,  all  pleafurein  the  good  and  ia 
the  perfeA  happinefs  of  every  one  that  we  bebold.^ 
And  if  there  werenothingelfc  there  to  entertain  us> 
but  the  comforts  ofthatfriendfliipl  told  yon  of,  and 
the  delights  we  (hall  interchange  by  a  conftani  amity 
and  goodwill,  to  one  another^  ic  were  fuflicient  ta 
recommend  this  life  to  any  wife  mans  affection  ,  and 
make  hhn  willing  to  forfake  this  world^  to  go  co  a. 
place  of  fuch  endlefs  love  and  kindnefi^. 

And^  doth  there  now  need  any  demonftration  that 
this  is  a  place  of  great  fafety  and  fecacity  environed  on^ 
al^fides  with  the  power  of  God  againft  the  attempts 
of  all  the  enemies  of  our  happinefs  >  No  fure  ^  for  thea 
we  (hoald  be  in  danger  of  Tome  difturbance.     If  we 
(hould  conceive  indeed  any  forces  coutd  be  gathered 
againft  ir,  and  that  it  were  not  impregnable  in  it  felf  ^. 
we  might  eafily  imagine  that  fo  many  troops  of  illuftri- 
ousfiiends,  fo  many  bands  of  holy  Lovers  as  here  in- 
habit,  would  perform  ftrange  things  againft  the  moft^ 
puiflanrlnvadeis.    There  is  nothing,  I  told  you,  fo 
ftrongas  Love^by  the  force  of  which  in  onefingle  per* 
fon,  incredible  things  have  been  atchievcd/   and 
therefore  much  greater  would  the  united  power  of  ic. 
appear  in  fo  many  bofis  of  noble  fpirits  all  infpired 
with  the  higheft  degree  of  this  affcAion,  who  would 
do  iheirutmoft  for  the  feivice  and  fafety  of  one  ano- 
ther.   Bui  yet  we  need  not  have  recourfe  to  fuch  faa-- 
cies  as  thefe,  for  the  afTurance  of  our  peace  in  that  blef- 
fed  place,  ^c  is  impoffible  that  any  thing  ibould  wound 
the  qaictof  foch  happy  fools,  or  make  the  leaft  breach. 
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in  any  of  the^r  injoymcats.  There  cannot  be  fo  raach 
intcrraption  g^vcn  to  them,  as  the  fcratch  of  a  pin 
among  us  amoimts  unto  ^  becaufe  they  are  out  of  the 
wach  of  ihe  evil  one,  and  placed  in  fuch  ftilland  calm 
Regions,  where  nothing  breathes^  baconly  that  love 
and  dear  affeftion  tor  tvcr. 

Upon  which  account  alfo  it  is,  that  there  can  foe  no 
intermiflion  of  their  injoyments^  no  more  .than  there 
will  be  interruption  afid  diftutbanoe.  It  being  a  full 
and  perfed  happinefs,  there  will  no  time  pafs  wherein 
tbey  will  not  be  happy.  The  dayes  there  have  no 
nights :  The  life  hath  no  fleep,  which  is  bat  the  Image 
of  death.  There  will  not  be  fo  nrach  diverfion  there 
from  the  proper  exercifes  of  that  life,  as  meat  and 
drink  now  creates,  which  are  the  prefent  fiipport  of 
our  infirm  bodies :  Much  lefs  will  there  be  any  difeafe 
ordcciy  of  ftrengtb,  or  the  incumbrance  ot  any  of 
thofe  imployments  which  ingagc  fo  great  a  part  of  our 
time  and  thoughts  Our  Love  therefore  (hall  never 
languiih,  or  (tand  in  need  of  any  refreihment^  our 
charity  (bill  not  cool  and  abate  its  heat  %  our  joy 
(hall  not  exhauft  our  fpirits^  and  leave  us  dull  by  tl^ 
cxcefs  of  it,  as  here  it  Sometimes  doth.^  But,  asl  faid 
before,  we  ihall  rather  gather  ftrengib^  and  grow  more 
apt  to  receive  an  increafeof  joy,  by  the  greatnefs  and 
force  of  that  which  we  have  already  received. 

I  n  ed  but  juftrememberytiu,  icbeii^  a  thiitg  you 
have  heard  no  doubt  an  hundred  times,  thit  this  life 
of  theirs  is  without  any  death;  An  eternal  life  (as  the 
Holy  PookscaiUt)  where  we  fliall  not  have  fo  much 
^^  fidnefs  as  the  thoughts  of  its  having  an  end  woold  be- 
get.   But  we  ihall  rejoyce  fitfl:,  that  we  have  fo  much, 
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and  neitofall,  thattve  {hall  never  have  lefs,  and  then 
that  we  (hall  ftill  in  joy  more  \  and  above  all,  that 
what  we  do  injoy  ffiall  live  as  long  as  God  who  is  the 
caufe  of  it,  that  is,  for  ever. 

1  believe  you-are  not  weary  of  fo  delightrnl  a  dif- 
coarfe,  yet,  left  I  fliOQld  keep  you  too  long  from  the 
reftofmylnftruAions,  I  fliall  (hortenitas  much  as  I 
can,andfliutopthis  defcription  with  a  medication  of 
that  devout  perfon,  who,  as  I  told  yoa  long  ago,  un- 
dertook theGuidance  of  men  to  ^€r»falem.  .  ^^  Ho^v 
"  different,  fakh  be,  is  the  life  of  thofe  in  that  place, 
*'from  that  of  oars  heref  Here  there  is  failhood^ 
** there  is  truth.  Here  is  perturbation)  there  is  a 
"faithful  poftefiion.  Here  is  bitternefs  and  hatreds 
*^  there  is  dile^ion  and  eternal  love.  Here  is  dange- 
^'roas  elation  of  mind)  there  is  fecure  exultation  of 
*^rpirit.  Here  we  are  in  doubt,  whether  they  that 
**  lov«  OS  may  not  change  their  thoughts;  there  is  per-  . 
'^petoal  friendfliip,  and  no  poffibility  of  being  ene-> 
"  raies.  Here  whitfoever  is  good,  we  are  afraid  may 
"peii(b)  there  wbatfoever  we  receive  will  be  prefer- 
^*  ved  by  him  that  gave  it.  Here  there  is  death)  and 
"  there  is  nothtng  but  life.  Here  we  in)oy  what  the 
"qfe,and  the  ear,  and  00  thoughts  prefent  onto  us ) 
'*  but  there  we  (hall  fee  what  tbe  eye  hath  not  feen , 
^'  and  hear  what  the  ear  hath  never*  heard ,  and  under- 
<*  ftand  what  the  heart  cannot  now  comprehend :  And 
^'feeing,  hearing  and  knowing  after  that  manner,  we 
'<  (hall  rejoyce  with  )oy  unfpeakable.  For  what  kind 
^*of  joymoft  tfaacbe,  whcntbo-u  feeft  thy  felf  in  the 
*'coaipaay  of  Angels )  a  partner  in  tbe  Kingdom  of 
<' Heaven,  to  raign  with  the  King  of  tbe  world;  de- 
^'firing fkotbing,  to polfefs  all  things )  rich,  without 
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''  cov^ctoufncfs ;  charitable,  without  iiony  %  triumph- 
"  ing,  without  the  fear  of  any  barbarous  Invaders  ^  and 
"  living  this  life^  without  any  death  t  O  fwcet  life  I 
*^  the  more  I  think  of  thee,  the  more  I  love  thee  %  the 
"^^more  vehemently  I  dcfire  thee  ,  the  more  I  am  plea- 
*^  fed  in  the  remembrance  of  thee-,  I  love  to  Ipeak  of 
^' thee,  I  love  tohearof  thee.  Hove  to  write  of  thee,  to 
^  confer  of  thee,  to  read  of  thee  j  that  fo  I  may  re- 
*^fre(h  the  pains^  and  the  fweat,  and  the  dangers  of 
<•  this  tedious  life,  by  laying  my  weary  head  ia-the  bo- 
«^  fome  of  thy  fccurc  plcafurcs.    For  this  end  I  enter 
^«into  the  Garden  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  3  I  gather 
*=  there  the  fwcet  flowers  of  Divine  Sayings  5  that 
«  which  I  gather,  I  cat  %  that  which  I  eat,  I  chew  over 
<«  again  5  and  that  which  I  have  tailed,  f  lay  up  in  mine 
<*  heart  •,  that  by  fuch  fweetnefs  I  may  allay  the  bitter- 
^^  ncfs  and  irkfomenefs  of  this  miferable  life.    O  that 
^^  my  (Ins  were  done  away !  O  that  layiag  afide  the 
<(  burden  of  this  flefli,  I  might  enter  inte  thy  cafe  and 
<^  quiet  /  To  receive  the  Crown  of  Life^  tcr  be  aflbda* . 
^<  ted  to  the  coeleftial  Singers;  to  behold  the  face  of 
^'Chrift^  to  iee  the  uncircumfcribed  lights  and  with* 
*'  out  fear  of  death  to  rejoy  ce  without  aoy  end.  There 
^< is  the  goodly  fellowfhip  of  the  Prophets,  there  arc 
^^  the  glorious  twelve  Apoftles;  there  is  an  innonier- 
"  able  Army  of  Martyrs ;  there  is  the  holy  Compaoy 
'^^of  Pious  Confeffors  %  there  are  the  Divine  Lovers  of 
«*  Solitude  and  Retireoient;  there  arc  the  holy  Wo- 
**  men  that  have  overcome  the  infirmities  of  their  fcx, 
*' and  the  powers  of  the  world  $  there  are  the  brave 
«« Youths  and  Virgin5,whofe  holy  manners  tranfccnded 
'*  their  years-,    there  arc  the  Sheep  and  the  Lamte 
•*  that  have  efcaped  the  danger  of  glutting  themfehres 
•^' with  thefe  earthly  pleafurcsj  there  pcrfe^  Charity 
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•^  reigns,  becaafe  God  is  there  All  in  All.    There  they 
**1ce  without  fear,  and  love  without  meafure ,  and 
*^praife  without  ceafitig.     There  loving  they  praife  , 
**  and  pmifing  they  love,  and  it  is  their  work  to  do  fo 
*^alwaies  without  any  interruption.     But  alas  J    Who 
**  can  ccH  what  a  Great  Good  God  is  >  (as  he  proceeds 
,  •*  in  another  place)   Who  tan  declare  how  full  he  is , 
*^  or  relate  the  happincfs  that  he  will  give  us  >    We  can- 
^<  not  tell  it,  and  yet  we  cannot  hold  our  peace :   It  is 
^^  more  than  can  be  uttered,  and  yet  we  cannot  chufe 
^^  but  talk  of  it.   And  if  we  cannot  tell  it  becaufe  of 
'^  our  ignorance,  and  yet  cannot  hold  our  tongues  be- 
^^caufcofour  joy  for  what  we  know  ^  in  what  condi- 
^'  tion  are  we,  which  will  neither  let  us  fpeak,  nor  yec 
•'befilent?  What  fliallwe  do  with  our  felvcs,  if  we 
•*  can  neither  tell  what  it  is,  nor  yet  ceafe  to  fpeak  of 
"it  ?  He  tell  you  in  two  or  three  words  5  Let  us  re- 
•*  Joyce  :  Let  us  praife  God :  Let  us  keep  a  perpetual 
^^  Jubilee  here  in  our  hearts :    thanking  hicn  very  much 
'^  that  we  know  fo  much  of  this  happinefs  ^  and  thaok- 
'^  tog  him  more,  that  it  is  fo  great  that  we  cannot  know 
*^italL 

Hete ,  if  the  Guide  bad  not  made  a  little  ftop,  I 
think  the  Pilgrim  had  interrupted  him;  for  he  had 
kept  his  filence  thus  long  with  great  dtfficalty,  and 
nowcryed  out  with  a  more  than  ordinary  vchimence  $ 
Bleffcd  be  God  that  he  hath  brought  meioths  pLceJ 
This  is  none  other  than  the  fuburbs  of  ^cmJAlem  ^  this 
is  the  Gate  of  Heaven.  Happy  was  the  day  which  let 
me  fee  your  face  /  I  heard  fomething  of  ^truf^lcm  be- 
fore by  the  hearing  of  thcear ;  bat  now  mine  eyes  fee 
it,  and  I  am  all  inamoured  of  it.  You  have  fli  )wn  me 
afightfogloriousi  that  it  is  beyond  our  thoughts,  and 
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bcyontiourdefircss  I  was  going  to  fay,  bcyoad  cor 
Faith,  and  beyond  our  Hope.     Sure  you  arc  one  of 
the  Angels  of  God  fcnt  from  ^erufdem  to  fetch  me 
thither.  You  had  inflamed  me  with  an  high  Degree  of 
Love  before,  but  now  you  have  put  me  in  a  fiery  Cha- 
riot, and  methinks  I  am  not  upon  the  earth,  but  afcead-- 
ing  up  to  thofc  heavenly  Regions.     Nay,  you  have 
tranfportcd  me  to  the  City  ot  God  already,  Methinks 
I  fee  the  Lord  of  Glory.     I  behold  thc^  Thrones  that 
arc  ereded  for-  all  the  Noble  Travellers  to  that  Holy 
Land;    I  fancy  my  fclf  in  the  dear  embraces  of  thofe 
Glorious  Lovers.     And  I  am  ape  to  embrace  you  as 
one  of  the  Se^apbims  that  have  nred  my  foul  with  the 
fame  Love.     I  fee  the  blefTed  Jefus  preparing  himfelf 
for  his  appearance*,  and  begin  to  think  thac^  I  am 
triumphing  with  him^     Or,  if  I  am  butin^adream  of 
thefe  things,  yet  it  is  fopleafaat,  that  I  could  wifli  it 
might  laft  for  ever^  and  that  nothing  might  awake 
me  out  of  fuch  a  delightful  (lumber.   Not  To,  faid  his 
Guide  (interrupting  his  fpeech)!  love  you  better  than 
'    to  let  you^enjoy  fuch  a  wifbj  and  I  would  rouzeyou  up 
to  denronftrate  rbeir  reality,if  I  thought  you  took  thefo 
things  for  charming  dreams,  and  painted  (hadows,  Yoa 
fhall  not  make  fuch  a  mean  fuppofa^  nor  content  your 
felf  with  fuch  aiery  pleafures^  for  I  will  make  yoa 
know  at  once  botl)  that  there  is  fuch  a  blefTed  place  as 
I  have  defcribeds  and  difcover  toyoumorcperfeAly 
the  way  unto  ic.    There  is  another  dear  name  iaclofed 
in  thofc  words  which  I  told  you  muft  alwaies  be  fealcd 
upon  your  heart,  and  that  is  the  Holy  Jesus.    On 
u  horn  I  do  not  intend  that  you  fliould  bok  only  as  he 
fits  on  his  Throne  of  Glory  at  ferufaUm ,  but  as  he 
walked  up  and  down  the  world,  and  was  a  Pilgrim 
like  your  fclf  travelling  to  that  place.    He  publifhed 
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the  Glory  ofiC$  He  broo^t  life  and  immorcality  m 
Itgbc )  He  fee  open  the  Gates  of  f^rufdem  to  all  faithfal 
Travellers^  He  ran  the  Race  himfelf  wherein  you  are 
to  followr  J  and  for  the  joy  that  was  fet  before  hits 
when  he  fhould  <:ome  tbiriid',  he  was  not  aifaamed  of  a 
poorer  habic  than  the  meaneft  Pilgrim  wears.  If  yon 
take  a  view  therefore  of  bis  life,  and  trace  his  holy 
fteps  s  yoo  cannot  mifs  the  Rode  which  I  would  have 
yon  take,  nor  fail  to  be  convinced  that  it  can  carry 
yon  to  no  other  place  but  the  City  of  God.  For,  Do 
yon  not  remember  that  this  perfon  hath  filled  himfelf 
the  V/  A  Y ^  There  is  nothing  fo  neceflary  than  in  all 
that  (entence,  as  this  one  word  Jefus  to  have  alwaies  in 
yonr  inmd  :  whom  I  (hall  now  defcribe  unto  you  as 
a  fair  Copy ,  not  only  of  that  Humility  and  Charity 
which  I  named  before  %  bat  of  all  other  things  that 
you  muft  reCblve  to  undertake  if  you  mejn  to  come  at  ' 
JernjdUm.

njt  VefcriptiM  ef  Jefus^  wh  u  the  true  VfVf  U  Je- 
nifalem.  In  which  he  is  frefoundcd  to  the  Pilgrimt 
imttation. 

ANd  ftrft  I  muft  fee  this  Jefus  before  your  eyes  as 
one ^uy/is  JeaJtithefe  0utm4rd  thiugs  while  he 
lived  among  them  %  dnd  thai  withdrew  his  heart  from 
iheworld  while  he  conver fed  with  it.  He  was  not  a  per- 
fon cloy  fter'd  and  retii'd  from  the  fociety  ofmen.  He 
led  not  an  Anchorets  life,  which  obliged  him  to  (hun 
their  company.  Nor  did  he  put  on  a  fuUen  cravity 
that  (hould  affright  men  from  his  fellowfliipj  bat  he 
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ofed  the  gttatcft  freedom ,  and  treated  men  with  facb 
famjUarity,  that  he  invUed  them  intoir.  He  did  eat  and 
drink  as  other  men  do  ^  be  refufed  not  their  invitati- 
on when  they  were  defirous  to  entertain  him,  and  even 
at  a  Mairiage  he  den/cd  not  to  be  a  Gntft  when  his 
prefcnce  was  welcome  to  them.  He  had  opportuni- 
ties of  inriching  himfelf  as  well  as  other  men*  Ho- 
nours would  have  waited  upon  him  if  he  had  pleafcd  , 
without  a  Miracle..  It  depended  upon  himfelf  alone 
to  become  the  greateft  man  in  the  world.  Andthe 
pleafures  which  others  feek  would  have  purfaed  him  r 
if  he  had  but  given  them  encouragement.  Herein  he 
made  himfelf  glorious^  and  hath  left  us  a  ncble  ex* 
ample  -,  that  he  was  mortified  to  all  thefe  carnal  de- 
lights ^  when  they  were  ready  to  thru  ft  themfelves  up- 
on him;  that  he  denyed  the  defires  of  wealth,  when 
it  woald  coft  him  na  more  pains ,  than  to  receive  it$ 
and  that  he  refufed  all  the  Kingdoms  of  the  worlds 
which  would  have  eafily  difpofed  themfelves  to  his 
obedience.  He  walkt  into  Cities  and  Towns  5  and 
was  ftill  as  unfpotred  from  the  world  ^  as  he  was  in  a 
wildernefs.  He  lived  in  the  thickeft  of  its  temptati* 
ons ;  bat  none  of  them  conld  fatten  or  ftick  apon  him. 
He  had  power  at  will,  and  his  will  fet  bounds  to  ic 
when  it  had  none  of  its  own.  He  was  a  Soveraign 
Lord,  but  made  no  advantage  thereby,  faveonly  to  be 
better,  and  to  do  more  good  than  any  of  his  fobjefts. 
He  ufed  greater  moderation  in  all  injoyments ,  than 
thofe  did  on  whom  he  beftowed  them.  He  lived  in  a 
fenfe  of  the  Spiritual  World ,  while  he  was  a  man  of 
this>  and  incompafled  about  with  our  infirmities.  He 
was  a  ftranger  to  all  the  evil  manners  and  cuftoms  of 
men  while  he  was  familiar  with  themfelves  5  and  be 
ceftified  againft  their  wicked  deeds  while  be  kept 

^       I  them 
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ihem  company  ;  Kay,  he  purified  many  by  his  ex- 
ample, remaining  uncorrupted  by  any  of  theirs.  And 
truly  Tach  a  life  it  is  that  you  are  to  lead.  Your  way 
to  ^irufalem  lyes  through  the  World.  You  muft  not 
think  to  ftepinto  none  buc  Religious  Houfesj  or  to 
fall  into  no  company,  but  that  of  the  Pious :  much 
icfs  muft  you  cxpcdl  to  lye  immur'd  from  thefpcfta- 
clcs  of  Vanity  ^  and  tofccurc  yourftlf  from  tempta- 
tions within  the  inclofure  of  high  walls  which  they 
cannot  climb  over  to  approach  you.  But  your  man- 
ner of  life  will  lead  yoo  through  the  crowd :  your 
way  will  bring  yon  into  open  fields,  and  expofe  you 
oftentimes  to  the  throng  of  fenfual  obje(5lS)  againft 
which  you  will  have  no  defence  but  your  own  valour- 
pus  refolution.  Youv<^ill  not  be  able  to  refufe  them 
your  company,  or  to  pafs  along  without  tt;eir  ac- 
quaintance. It  will  not  be  at  your  choice  whether 
you  will  fee,  and  hear,  and  feelthofe  things  that  are 
amiable  and  delightful :  nor  can  you  ftop  your  ears 
fo  dofe,  but  you  will  perceive  they  invite  you  to  a 
friend(hip  with  them.  Your  skill  and  your  courage 
therefore  confifts  in  this^  that  in  imitation  of  your 
Maiitt^efuf,  you  live  and  converfe  with  all  thefe 
things  as  a  man  that  is  DesJ.  You  muft  keep  them 
company  in  fuch  a  fort»  that  they  may  find  it  is  but  the 
Aadowof  you  that  is  among  thern,  and  that  they  do 
not  pofTefsyour  felf*  Let  them  know  that  they  may  as 
well  invite  a  Ghoft  to  their  intemperance,  uncleannefs 
and  greedinefs  of  the  world,  as  wafte  their  timeinfol- 
licitingof  your  affedion.  Make  them  feel,  that  is  bur 
half  of  you,  and  the  worfer  half  which  walks  among 
them  i. and  that  it  is  impofBble  they  (hould  have  the 
better  parr.  Let  men  have  your  company,  but  be  nci 
.partaker  with  them  in  their  (ins.    Follow  your  affairs 
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like  other  folk,  but  cake  heed  and  bevirare  of  covecoiiC* 
nefs,  and  watch  that  you  be  not  orertaken  with  for- 
feiting and  dronkennefs^  or  the  cares  of  this  life.  Let 
the  World  under ftand  that  yOu  can  fee  it  every  day  ^ 
and  not  fall  in  love  with  Lt:    that  yon  can  deal  and 
traffique  with  it  if  need  be,  and  yet  not  be  unrighte- 
ous :  that  you  can  behold  all  its  honours^  and  not  be 
ambitious':  that  you  need  not  hide  your  eyes  from  its 
beauties^  and  yet  retain  your  own,  and  live  in  purity  of 
heart.     Beware  of  pleafing  and  humouring  any  of 
your  fenfes.     Suffer  them  not  to  feed  too  greedily  up- 
on any  objefl,  left  your  foul  be  inchanted  andcaft  in* 
to  a  forgetfulnefs  of  Jerafalem.     And  remeniberal- 
waies  that  you  are  to  ufe  all  tbefe  earthly  things  ra« 
ther  of  Aeceffity,  then  of  choice :  and  to  afford  them 
your  company 5  but  not  your  friendfbip. 

•And  this,  letme  tellyou^  is  a  more  excellent  and 
ufeful  life ,  I  may  add,  more  laborious  too,  then  any 
.others  though  the  aufterlties  of  Monks  and  Hermites 
fecm  fo  grievous  and  horribly  affrighting.    Notwith- 
(landingall  the  (harpnefs  they  injoyn  tbemfelves,  they 
reap  a  ^ rent  deal  of  eafe  who  are  fequeftred  from  pub^ 
lick  offices,  and  live  without  the  incumbrance  of  many 
affairs.     Though  their  Rules  to  which  they  are  tyed 
appear  fo  rigorous,  yet  they  arc  neither  fo  many  id 
number,  nor  fothorny  in  theirnature,  nor  have  fo  ma- 
ny faces,  as  thofe  which  bind  a  man  ofexa^l  integrity 
in  civil  life.    They  have  but  a  few  things  to  imploy 
them^  and  he  isingaged  in  a  multitude  :  and  they  have 
the  fame  things  to  do  over  again,  but  his  Rules  vaVy^ 
With  a  thoufand  circumftances.     It  is  a  pleafure  to 
^^        avoid  the  pains  of  well  doing  among  thofe  that  arc 
evilt  It  is  a  repofeto  have  but  few  enemies^  ind  thofe 
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ftich  «  have  been  beaten  an  hundred  times;    Thefc 
people  may  have  fome  oth^r  glory,  but  that  of  over- 
coming difficulties  roethinks  belongs  not   to  tbem. 
Moderation  is  a  vertue  much  more  toilfome,  then  their 
Sufferance.    That  hath  a  thoufand  feveral  fafliions  ^ 
whereas  this  hath  no  more  then  one.    It  is  no  wonder 
that  a  man  (hould  be  good  where  he  fees  nothing  that 
is  bad.    He  may  well  keep  his  innocence  wiiere  it  is 
bard  to  lofeit:   and  foon  fecure  his  foul  when  there 
is  nothing  offers  to  rob  him  of  it.   He  is  a  very  unfor- 
tunate man  (as  I  have  beard  fomebody  well  exprefs 
rt)  who  drowns  himfelf  in  that  .place,  where  he  caiv 
fcarce  find  water  enough  to  quench  his  third.    His 
.  hap  is  exceeding  bard  who  mall  take  a  furfdt>  where 
there  is  fcarce  fo  much  viduals  as  will  brtak  ones  faft. 
But  when  we  are  throng'd  with  temptations,  and  befec 
with  enemies  $  when  there  is  a  battery  planted  againfl 
every  gate ,   and  not  one  of  bur  fenfes  is  free  from 
affault :  then  it  is  a  bufinefs  of  fome  labour ,  and  it  de- 
ferves  praif6^  to  fecure  our  fouls,  and  to  defend  them 
bravely  la  fuch  a  violent  ftorm.    To  efcape  drowning, 
when  we  are  upon  the  Sea ,  when  the  winds  are  .boi- 
ikrous,  the  channel  dangerous,  and  weare  caft  atnong 
rocks,  and  have  ihelvesandquickfands  very  near  us  on 
the  right  hand  and  on  the  left  %  is  a  bufinefs  that  .calls 
for  an  excellent  skill »  and  a  very  even  fteerage,  and 
fuch  an  experience  as  cannot  be  learned  without  a* 
great  deal  of  pains  and  diligence.    Then  Piety  will 
thank  us  for  bur  Love,  when  we  are  courted  by  VicK^ 
And  v^e  (hall  feem  to  have  done  fome  honour  to  Good- 
oefs  by  cleaving  to  her,  when  we  had  large  offers  to 
become  bad.  So  that  I  cannot  fee  by  what  merit  the 
StclMfe  doaffume  to  themfelves  the  title  of  Relighus 
sx>re  then  others  :4reeing  they  give  a  greater  proof  of 
'■  their  C 
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their  Vcrtue  who  arc  in  the  World,  and  the  World  Is 
notinthem^  then  thofe  in  v^hom  indeed  the  World 
is  notj  but  they  alfo  are  not  in  the  World,  It  is  more 
glorious  to  beat  an  enemy,  then  to  fly  away  from  him  5 
dhd  it  requites  a  greater  fpirit  to  maintain  a  Breach  , 
then  to  hold  out  within  the  Walls. 

Not  that  I  difcommend  Solitude  at  your  firft  fet- 
xing  out,  or  would  have  you  negleft  it  at  certain  fea- 
fons  through  your  whole  journey  (for  you  (hall  know 
the  ufe  of  it  better  hereafter)  but  it  is  not  fit  todefign 
to  live  alwayes  in  feaet,  if  it  be  poffible  to  live  and  be 
iafe  in  the  World.  This  I  would  have  you  think  is 
the  more  perfed  life,  and  more  like  to  our  Saviours  : 
and  therefore  afpire  to  it^  and  ftay  not  in  the  other 
any  longer,  then  only  to  fit  and  prepare  your  felf  for 
this.  And  tell  me,  I  befeech  you  ^  do  you  not  think  ic 
poiTible  for  a  man  to  have  bis  heart  in  the  World,  whea 
his  leggs  and  arms  are  out  of  it  i  May  it  not  dwell  in 
his  fancy,  when  he  fees  it  not  with  his  eyes  i  May  he 
not  pleafe  bimfelf  in  the  (hadowpnd  image  of  h:sold 
friend,  which  he  fay es  is  dead  and  buried?  May  not 
one  leave  his  foul  behirid ,  when  he  withdraws  his  body 
from  all  the  World  >  IvHvifti  there  be  not  many  of  fuch 
Religious  men  and  i'^men.  As  on  the  contrary  I 
hope  there  are  not  i  few  whofe  minds  and  hearts  are 
(hut  up  from  the  World,  though  they  are  with  it 
every  day.  Who  have  made  a  Cloyfter  for  their 
fouls,  while  their  bodies  are  at  liberty.  Who  bridle 
their  appetites,  and  lay  reftraints  on  their  defircs  ; 
though  rhey  live  at  large,  and  are  under  no  Vgw  but 
that  of  their  Baptifm. 

Confider  therefore  bow  ridicalons  it  is  to  imlnte 
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another  fort  of  men,  who  hearing  us  fpcak  of  fcnfaking 
th€  World^  and  renouncing  all  ics  .Poi;!ips  ani  Vani- 
ties^   imagine   that  they  fliould  throw  a\vay  their 
rich  garmems,  forbearthecivility  of  a  complement,  or 
fo  much  as  a  falutation  >  let  their  Gardens  become 
wilderneffes ,    and  their   Piflures  mal^e  fires ,    with 
abundance  of  fuch  like  follies.      Alas  I    what  have 
thefe  poor  things  done  that  we  (hould  levengc  our* 
fclves  upon  them  i  what  is  their  guilt  that  we  (hould 
be  fo  fevere  and  fierce  againfl  them?  Is  this  the  mor« 
tification  the  Scripture  fpcaks  of,  to  execute  our  an* 
ger  upon  infenfible  things  }  It  would  (eem  more  rea« 
fonable,  if  when  a  mznrc^idiof  crua/jhg  the  jie(h,  he 
(hould  go  and  pitrcc  bis  own  body,   and  ftrike  nails 
through  his  hands  and  his  feet.  And  yet  what  blame 
doth  it  lye  under,  that  we  (hould  pot  it  to  that  tor- 
ment? or  what  is  that  which  we  kill  b/  fuch  cruelty? 
No^no,  we  muft  turn  the  blow  another  way.     Wc 
muft  cut  off  our  aiFcdlions  from  thefe  worldly  enjoy- 
ments.    Wc  muft  walk  inrheflefh,  but  not  after  it. 
We  may  feci  its  dcfircs j  but  not  follow  ihenu    We 
muft  labour  to  become  poor  in  the  mid  ft  of  abun- 
dance ;   to  be  humble  in  high  places  %  to  be  temperate 
amongft  the  baits  of  pleafure*  to  ufechore  things  wtU 
which  cuftomehathabuid",  to  think  of  our  felves  in 
fine  doxhcs ,  juft  as  we  did  before  they  came  on  our 
bicks.     And  in  a  few  words,  to  withdraw  our  felves 
from  all  the  inveiglements  of  the  world,   not  in  the 
common  way  of  removing  our  persons  from  if,  but  by 

removing  it  from  our  efteem  and  affedtions.

But  lam  aflraid  of  running  into  that  errour  which 
I  purpofed  to  avoid,  if  I  (hould  c  ^ntinue  xo  give  fuch  a 
large  and  pundlual  account  of  all  that  the  Goodman 

"•  Q^  faid        . 
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laid  in  this  Argument.  And  therefore  I  mil  keep  more 
cxaftly  to  my  method  in  what  infncs ,  and  contrail  the 
reft  of  his  difcourfes  concerning  ^efw. 

You  mufl:  loftk  upon  ^tfas  (proceeded  he)  in  the 
next  place^  as  a  perfon  th^t  t^as  bighlj  cofifepted.  And 
vet  J  libndintht  midfl  ef  the  greatefi  Fovertj.  It  would 
have  been  little  lefs  then  a  wonder  (as  the  world  now 
goes)  i{  I  had  faid  that  he  thought  he  had  enough 
though  all  the  ground  he  trod  upon  had  been  his  own ; 
and  that  he  was  bountifnU  though  he  had  been  able  to 
pave  his  way  with  Silver  and  Gold.     But  he  hath  left 
us  an  higher  pattern,  and  taught  us  even  in  our  Povcr- 
ty  to  be  charitable  to  thofe  who  are  reduced  to  grea- 
ter neceifities,  and  in  the  meaneft  condition  to  be  bet- 
ter pleafed,  then  worldly  men  arc  in  the  greateft  fu- 
I)ertluities  and  abundance.    He  had  no  lands  nor  year- 
y  revenues,  and  yet  the  Hofpitality  was  noble  which 
he  maintained!    His  incomes  were  uncertain,  and  yet 
he  never  complaln'd  or  troubled  his  mind  becaufe  bis 
cAate  was  no  better  alTared.    His  Difciples  were  men 
of  a  fmall  fortune,  and  yet  he  labours  to  infufe  into 
them  a  moft  liberal  difpoiition.     He  fiuck  not  to 
fpend  all  the  victuals  he  had  upon  the  hungry  multi- 
tude.   He  chofe  to  lay  out  the  whole  proviiion  of  his 
.numerous  family  in  one  feaft,  rather  then  (afifer  them 
to  faint  who  were  come  to  hear  his  Word.    Though 
he  lived  as  a  Begger  himfelf,   yet  he  kept  a  purfe  for 
the  Poor.    Though  he  was  fupporced  by  the  Charity 
of  others,  yet  he  would  be  no  more  then  their  Steward, 
and  receive  their  Alms  to  give  it  away.  Great  perfons 
miniftred  to  him,  but  he  himfelf  was  the  Minifter  of 
all.    His  Poverty  might  have  inriched  himfelf,  but  he 
choleby  ittoinrichothers.    And  this  truly  feems  to 
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bave  been  the  proper  tfk6t  of  his  beii^  dead  to  the 
World.  He  felt  no  need  of  ks  Riches,  aod  fo  he  did 
not  covet  them.  .And  he  did  not  let  them  into  his 
heart  when  they  came  to  him,  and  fo  he  was  not  un- 
willing to  part  vrith  them.  He  thoagbt  the  goodnefs 
of  all  tbefe  things  confifted  in  their  Ufe  5  and  he  knevr  ^ 
no  better  imployment  for  them,  then  to  fend  them  to 
ferve  thofe  who  were  prcflTed  with  want.  You  can- 
not therefore  better  pleafe  him,  then  by  imitadng  this 
boonteoos  difpofition.  There  will  nothing  more  in* 
dear  you  to  him»  then  fach  a  generolity  ,^ich  may 
fliew  it  felf  in  a  mean  as  well  as  in  a  plentiful  fortune. 
Do  yon  not  obferve  what  praifestie  beftows  upon  a 
poor  widow,  who  had  caft  all  her  living  into  the  pub* 
lick  ftock  ?  It  ieems  to  me  that  this  was  a  more  plea* 
fing  fpe£lacle  to  him ,  then  all  the  offering^  oi  the 
Rich.  Read  but  his  famous  Sermon  which  he  made 
to  his  followers,  and  there  you  will  find  fomany  pre* 
cepts  of  taking  no  care  fu:  meat  and^  drink  and 
clothes )  and  of  giving  away  hoping  fot  nothing 
again ,  that  yon  will  think  he  had  a  mind  to  recom- 
mend to  them  this  contencednefs  and  Charity  above 
all  things  clfe^  Aijd  leaft  you  fliould  fancy  that  all 
the  adb  of  his  Chanty  were  mirades,  which  are  no 
exam;[Jes  to  us  (  or  be  like  the  Hypocrites,  who  ima- 
gine his  precepciwere  given  to  upbraid  our  weaknefs, 
and  reproach  to  us  onr  faU,  rathsr  then  to  AiwGt  our 
piadice:  obferve  the  Imart  Queftkn  which  be  asks 
coward  the  conclufion  of  that  Sermon ,  Whj  caMjim  w§i  i-uk.«.4^* 
ZirJ^  Lordf  siutdcncttbi  things  which  I  fdj  f  As  if  he 
fliodd  have  fault  ^^  yon  ndt  a(faamed  to  call  me 
yourMafter,  and  yet  do  ftothing.tbatl  command  r 
What  mifchief  k  this  that  yon  (hould  acknowledge 
mine  Authocicy,  and  yet  not  be  governed  by  my  Will  >

Away  with  this  HypocrlGe  •,  Call  mc  Lord  no  more, 
when  yott  will  neither  do  as  I  fay,  nor  as  I  do*     The 
very  fame  words  Qiould  1  now  fay  toyou^  if  I  did  not 
ihink   that  you  were  refolved  to  tread  in  his  fteps  ; 
and  ihat  you  eftcemcd  poverty  with  contentment  the 
greatcft  riches^  and  a  liberal  lie  art  with  afmall  eftace, 
ihclargtftpoffcffions.     You  will  not  fail,  I  know,  to 
fcatter  your  Charity  as  you  go  along  to  ^erufslcm.    1  f 
you  meet  with  any  diftreflcd  pcrfon  in  your  way  ^  yoa 
will  be  furctodolikc  the  good  Samaritan,  and  pro- 
vide for  his  health  and  deliverance.     Nay,  fpare  noc 
to  feck  for  opportunities  to  do  good;  and  fince  we 
live  in  an  ill-natur*d  and  hard  hearted  age,  lei  your 
light  foftiine  before  men  ^liiat  they  may  fctje  ftis  ftll  in 
the  world.     And  indeed  4  have  often  beheld,  to  my 
great  aftoniflimcnt,  a  poor  Pilgrim  give  more  largely 
to  a  charitable  ufe,  then  aperfon  of  high  condition  in 
the  World.    There  are  many  Rich  Gluttons  who  will 
beftow  more  upon  th.ir  Doggs^thm  upon  a  needy  La* 
Mru$*  I  have  heard  men  wonder  they  arenot  a(bamed 
to  fee  themfclves  out-done  by  people  of  a  meaner 
rank  $  and  that  they  do  not  fear  the  bowelS  of  the  Poor 
will  groan  againft  them,  and  coip plain  to  Heaven  of 
their  unmercifulnefs :   But  fo  it  is,  that  they  have  hard- 
ned  their  own  bowels  toward  them^.  and  think  that 
Heaven  is  as  infenfibleof  all  their  cryes  as  themfelvcs. 
Their  hearts  are  as  cold  as  ftoncs  3   and  yoa  may  as 
foonmovea  Statue  to  do  good,  as  one  of  tbefe  Images 
of  men.     They  are  not  crucified  to  the  worlds  but 
they  are  killed  in  her  embraces,  and  (he  hath  hugg'd 
^  them  to  death  inT  her  arms.    The  world  hath  poured 
too  many  of  her  favours  upon  theni,  and  prefTed  fticm 
to  death  with  the  weight  of  Silf  er  and  Gold*    Their 
hands  are  faft  cloTed^  their  fingersar^  ftiff  and  rigid : 
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chey  hold  their  money  To  hard,  that  a  dead  mans  hand 
cannot  be  more  inflexible,  nor  hold  that  thing  harder 
which  he  grafps  when  he  is  juft  expiring.  Nothina  but 
the  example  of  the  Lord  of  Life  will  be  of  any  power 
to  get  them  open.     There  is  none  but  himfelf  an 
breathe  fuch  a  (pirit  into  them,  as  uill  loofen  the  cold 
bands  of  death^  and  n  ake  them  ftrerch  forth  them- 
fclves  to  thcreKcf  qf  their  pcrifliing  neighbours.  Pro- 
pound therefore  this   pattern   every  where  in  your 
prrfiftice:  and  if  men  like  not  to  be  the  followers  of 
Chrift  on  thefe  terms,  tell  them  they  muft  look  for 
their  wages  at  the  I>evils  hands.     He  hath  as  faft  hold 
of  thofc  mifers  fouls^  as  they  have  of  their  money. 
Hell  is  as  greedy  as  their  dcfircs.     It  gapes  for  them,  as 
they  do  infaciably  for.  Riches.     And  befides»  if  there 
be  any  troth  in  oar  facted   Books,  they,  and  their 
richer,  and  their  pofterity ,  (hall  rot  and  become  as 
vile  as  thofe  wbofe  miferies  they  will  not  phty. 

And  when  y on  have  well  aife^ed  your  heart  with 
this  heavenly- minded  and  compaifionate  jfr/M,   then 
turn  your  eyes  to  another  fight,  and  behold  in  him  the 
dctftfihumilitji  andthimojlprpfoMnd  UwUntfi  $f  mind^ 
jrintd  with  tbe  ftuttft  ferfeOhni^  And  bigbefi  dhiUtia 
ihdt  evir  dnj  man  bad.     If  there  were  ever  any  man  in 
the  world  that  had  caufe  to  bear  himfelf  high ,  this 
was  the  perfon.  His  indowments  were  divine «  his  lea- 
fonswere  ififpirationsj  his  words  were  orades^  and 
yet  blocks  and  truncks  are  wont  now  to  lift  up  themr 
felves  higher  in  their  own  conceit  than  he  could  be 
tempted  to  do.    Never  had  any  one  jb  forge  a  knovn- 
ledge,  that  boafted  fo  little  of  jt.     His  power  was  noe 
to  be  eqaiird  dn  earth,  and  yet  it  did  not  domineer 
over  the  meaacft  creatarc    He  could  do  what  he 
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would  with  a  word)  but  would  not  imploy  the  lead 
breath  in  his  oivn  praifes.     The  very  hemm  of  his  gar- 
ment was  thoo'ght  to  be  of  a  miraculous  vertue,  bat  it 
was  touched  with  pride  as  much  as  himfclf.     The 
wonders  which  he  did ,  were  alwaycs  accompanied 
with  another  wonder,  that  be  took  not  the  honour  of 
them;»  but  gave  it  to  God.    He  was  dead  indted  not 
only  to  the  outward  world,  but  alfo  to  himfclf^     He 
was  not  only  infenfible  of  the  blandiihmedts  of  fleflily 
pleafures,  but  of  the  flatteries  of  fpiritual  pride.     He 
wrought  fuch  Miracles  as  to  raife  the  dead,  bat  they 
could  never  raife  any  felf-conceit^  nor  give  vain-^ory 
in  him  any  life*  He  would  have  concealed  bis  works, 
if  Cods  Glory  had  not  been  concerned  ito  them  more 
Chan  his  own.  He  would  have  ftopt  the  peoples  mouth 
as  well  as  his  own  breath;  and  ftifledfame  as  much  as 
others  feek  to  give  it  air,  if  it  had  tiot  been  for  the 
good  of  .the  world  that  he  fliould  be  known.     And 
therefore  when  the  flame  of  him  did  fly  abroad,it  could 
carry  no  other  news  but  that  be  was  as  humble  as  he 
was  great.  When  he  was  fo  high  in  the  peoples  efteem, 
that  they  would  have  advanced'  him  lo  bd  i  King,  he 
chofe  rather  to  rema'ui  a  private  man :     When  they 
would  have  carried  him  into  a  Pallace ,  and  made  him 
a  Court,  be  liked  better  to  ileal  away  into  a  Pefart. 
Poor  meo  were  his  Companions  %  Fiftiermen  and  the 
meaner  Ibrt  he  took  for  his  Attendants.    When  he  was 
inhisgreateft  triumph,  be  was  meek  and  lowly  riding 
upon  an  Afs.  When  his  ears  were  filled  with  HpfdM/s, 
he  was  going  to  humble  btm(elf  to  the  Aiameful  death 
of  theCpofsi  f^auas  in  truth  no  other  than  the  King 
of  coortefie  and  hamilit3t.    A  Prince  that  lifined  to 
thepecick)ns  of  the  pooneft  Supplicants ;  that  fto(Kl 
iftill  to  hear  the  cryes  of  blind  Beggars  $  thx  would 
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not  refufe  a  work  of  Charity  b^caufc  of  its  vilehefs  i 
and  in  one  word,  that  ftooped  fo  low  as  to  wa(b  his 
Difciples  fcer,  which  was  the  meaneft  office  of  a  fer- 
vane.     I  need  not  tell  you  fure  for  what  porpofe  he  did 
thiS;^  feeing  he  himfelf  hath  faved  me  the  labour  by 
chatfpeech  of  his  to  thofe  whom  he  had  fo  wafhed, 
1  havt given  jou  an  esamfU^  tkatyoujhculdJa  as  I  ifavejohi^. 
ddntujcn.    Let  me  fay  to  yoa  therefore  as  he  doth        >^ 
prefently  after  to  thofe  perfons,  Ifjeu  knm  theje  things^  y^^f 
baffj  are  yon  if  you  Jo  them.     You  muft  lay  your  felf  as 
low  as  the  doftyou  treidopon  in  the  way  tojemfa- 
lew.  Yon  rauft  not  ftudy  Fame  fo  much  as  Verpue.  Yoa 
moft  acknowledge  God  In  all,  and  magnifie  your  felf 
in  nothing.     You  muft  raife  a  name  to  him^  and  noc 
feck  yoar  own  renown.    When  you  are  praifed,  you 
mnftbethe  fame  that  yoa  are  when  men  difcommend 
you.     You  muft  think  it  dangerous  to  afpire  to  ho* 
nours,  and  hunt  after  promotions.    Let  them  find  yoa 
as  unwilling  to  receive  them,  as  others  aieto  foibear 
tbeirCouttOiip  towards  them.    Condefcend  to  men 
of  low  eftate,  and  fort  your  felf  familiarly  with  thofe 
whoire  below  you«   Let  the  poor  never  be  the  ob- 
\t6t  of  your  fcorn^  but  think  that  pride  doth  render 
you  poorer  and  more  defpicable  than  them.    Remem* 
berto  ftooptothemeaneft  offices  of  Love,  whereby 
you  may  fecve  vour  Brethren  5  and  when  you  have 
done  them,  think  that  they  are  to  be  done  again  when 
their  needs  rccuire  them.    And  that  I  may  not  (eem 
to  impofe  any  neavy  burden  upon  you  >  do  but  look  ac 
^trntalem^  and  fee  how  ^efns  is  advanced  by  humbling 
himielf )  and  yoa  will  not  need  any  exhonation  to  this 
Vertue  which  before  I  fo  much  praifed,  and  now  again 
commend  tayour  affedion.  Many  of  the  Angels,  they 
fi^,  made  « their  ftudy  to  raife  thcmfclves  higher  than 
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.    theyv^^ere^  brtmifcamcd  in  the  cnrerprife,  and  wen 
not  able  to  cffed  it.     They  tryed  their  wings,  and 
began  to  fv)ar  aloft,  but  they  failed  them  fadly,  and  Ice 
themfuffera  rtiameful  fall,  But^r/ii,  on  the  concra- 
ty,  ftudied  to  be  a  great  deal  lower  than  he  wis  •,  not- 
only  lower  than  the  Angels,  but  infcriour  to  men,  eveo 
the  vilcftofmen.     The  iffue  of  which  was,  that  yoa 
fee  him  exalted  at  Gods  right  hand,  and  he  hathraifcd 
himfclf  thereby,  not  only  torhe  places  from  whence 
thofc  Angels  fell ;   but  to  fnch  a  dignity  that  he  is 
h'gher  than  all  principalities  and  powers,  and  hath  the 
^obleft  creatures  put  in  fubje^tion  under  his  fecr«  Be  a 
follower  of  ^efus  therefore  in  his  Humility,  depreffing 
your  fclf  as  low  as  you  can  in.  your  own  thoughts  5  for 
that  is  the  way  to  raifc  your  fclf  to  the  higheft  pitch 
of  Glory,  and  to  be  made  equal  to  the  Angels  of  God^ 
who  have  kept  their  flation ,  -and  alwaies  had  their 
dwelling  tt^cnsfalem.     And  it  miy  not  beamifsthe 
more  effcdtuall)^  to  excite  you ,  if  you  confider  how 
thofe  noble  perfons  have  prefervcd  their  firft  habiu* 
'  tion,  and  lemained  fo  long  in  the  Coelcftial  Coijrc. 
Was  it  not  by  humbling  ihcmfclves  to  the  meancft 
in^  ploy  men  ts  ,  to  which  the  Soveraign  of  all  A-ders 
and  ranks  of  being  in  the  world  was  pleafed  to  ailigQ 
them  >   Arc  they  not  content  to  come  and  wait  upon 
the  pooreftof  us,  and  tofervc  as  a  Guard  to  the  moft 
abj(  ft  of  the  Sons  of  Men  ?  Let  us  not  refufe  ihen  to 
fubmittoany  condition  of  life,  wherein  our  wife  Go- 
yemour  thinks  good  to  place  us,  nor  imagine  any  of- 
fice below  us.  in  which  we  may  be  nfeful  and  fcrvice- 
able  to  our  neighbours.     If  we  had  no  gfeater  ex- 
ample than  the  Angels,  it  might  well  be  expeficd  that 
%ve{houldnot  dlfdain  to  appear  in  the  meaneft  drefs  5 
^uz  iince  the  Lord  of  them  all  is  pleafed  to  become  oar 
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|MLtteni>  and  to  abafe  bimrelf  far  iovver  than'  the/,  it 
(hould  make  us  love  to  be  all  over  covered  with  this 
Humilicy ,  and  to  efteem  ic  the  mod  glorioas  Robe 
that  we  can  wear«  And  truly ,  if  our  hearts  were 
coocbed  with  fuch  a  Charity  toothers  as  He  was  in- 
dued withallj  we  fhould  not  flick  to  bow  oar  felves, 
though  we  were  never  fo  high,  to  (he  vileft  fervices , 
for  the  fuccoor  and  help  of  thofe  whoCe  cniferies  im- 
plored our  ailiftaoce. 

Let  me  propofe  to  you  therefore  the  bleffed  Jefus  in 
the  nest  place,  as  a  perfon  that  was  very  f§$U$fhve^ 
ttmUrmfs  4nd  biwils  $f  ccmfsfsi^m  tmsrds  $h$f€  that 
JkferwJn9tbing  %  nsy,.  tcwards  th$fe  tbatdeferved  iid$ 
bkhMMs.  He  was  fo  difpofed  to  do  good*  that  they 
could  not  mifs of  his  kindnefs,  who  neither  defircdit, 
oor  were  willcng  when  it  was  offered  to  receive  it  He 
did  not  only  pitty  the  weaknefs  and  infirmity  of  his 
Difcipless  bi^hada  feeling  of  the  fufferings  of  thofe 
who  were  flrangers :  neither  was  he  only  kind  and 
benfgne  towards  Supplicants  %  but  his  heart  was  ten* 
derco  the  perverfc,  untoward;^  and  ungrateful  people. 
There  was  nothing  of  ronghnefs,  fowrenefs  and  uncivi- 
Itty  in  his  manners  ^  but  they  were  fmooth,  fweet  and 
fall  of  Courtefie.  His  heart  was  not  at  aU  pinched 
and  narrowed  by  the  Love  of  himfelf )  but  it  was  in- 
larged  into  fuch  an  uaiverfal  Charity,  that  he  feemed 
toiorgechis  own  concerns,  the  better  to  provide  for 
the  good  of  others.  The  Inflances  of  bis  benignity 
and  good  nature  are  fo  many,  that  to  reckon  them 
all,  \a  ould  be  is  long  as  to  telU  ftory  of  his  whole  life  % 
for  btment  dbrnddnggMl.  It  was  his  work  and  im- 
ployment  to  do  benefits  to- the  world*  He  was  the 
Sua  of  Rig^^teottfndTs,  that  run  a  long  race  for  noother 
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prize,  but  only  to  have  the  Aononr  of  fpeDdiifg  Ks 
beaonS'  He  rejoyced  to  fpread  bis  healing  wings  over 
every  place.  I  c  was  his  plcaCare  to  flied  his  inflaenccs^- 
arid  to  make  all  chat  faw  him  fenfible  of  his  flames. 
The  Patients  that  felicited  his  healing- power,  were 
innamerable;  and' the  Cures  whkh  he  wroaghtwere 
not  fewer  than  they.  He  Lycd  all  his  time  in  a  k  ind  of 
Hofpital  $  being  thronged  with  fick  men,  with  LMxxriy 
and  other  difeafed  folks.  And  tboi^  it  weic  turned 
fomctimes  to  a  Bedlam,  by  the  company  of  Damooi- 
acks,  and  phrenetical  people  ^  yet  he  nerer  complained 
of  the  burden/ but  cbearfnily  entertained  the  occafion 
of  potting  them  in  po(feflk>n  of  their  wits  again.  Ne- 
ver did  he  fend  any  man  away  withoot  fatisni^'on  r> 
his  defircs)  bat  he  caft  ont  Derits,  deanfed  their  Le- 
profies,  cured  their  Palfies,  omied  the  tongoe  of  the 
dumb,  opened  the  eyes  of  the  blind,  reftored  feet  to 
the  lame  5  and  befides,  relieved  their  neceffiries,  had 
compaffionon  their  honger,  and  fed  their  bodies  and 
their  fools  both  together^  The  whole  Coontry  feem- 
cd  to  be  his  family,  and  if  he  had  been  the  Fattier  of 
them  all,  be  coald  not  have  been  more  tender,  or 
yearned  with  greater  bowels  of  mercy  towards  them. 
The  oppofitioa  and  eontradidion  of  brutifli  men  did 
not  alter  the  fweetnefs  of  his  difpofition  towards  ihem  { 
bat  he  continued  to  do  them  good,  to  befeech  and 
entreat  them,  to  weep  over  them,  and  figh  for  their 
Infidelity.  And  when  it  grew  to  foch  an  height,  that 
they  fooght  to  kill  bim  who  bad  fayed  the  lives  of 
fomany^  yet  fo  great  was  his  Chanty,  that  he  paf- 
red  by  their  offences  j  fought  not  for  revenge,  which 
itwaseafie  for  him  to  find  5  and  to  fpeak  all  in  ooe' 
wcrd,  forgave  themoft  ongratefol  enemies  that  ever 
were.    I  believe  yoo  will  eafily  grant,  that  it  is  a 

^     matter 
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Aaner  ctf  Ids  dfCci^lcy  to  forgive  the  injuries  we 
receiWbrofii  boe  ttiac  never  ivas  -obliged  to  <is  %  then 
CO  pardoo  bitn  co  whom  vr«  have  ejtprefTed  the  grea- 
teft  kbdoefs  ,  and  qfed  vnth  the  higheft  civility,  efpe- 
dally  if  his  malice  ariie  fohigh  as  co  feek  our  life.  And 
yet  fo  lovmg  tros  our  Lord,  add  fo  defiroas  co  fee  us  a 
noble  example  •,  chat  he  never  exprefled  greater  Cha- 
rity, than  when  be  had  the  gieateft  reafon  to  be  in- 
cenfed.  He  freely  remitted  the  -vrrongs  of  thofe  Who 
not  only  hated  hitn  without  a  caafe,  bac  who  had 
great  caufe  co  love  him  above  all  the  world.  And| 
though  the  wrongs  were  as  great  as  the  benefits,  he 
bad  beftowed ,  and  chey  were  beyond  all  meafure  % 
yec,  as  Ms  benefits  did  not  make  cbem  become  his 
friends,  fo  their  wrongs  could  not  make  him  become 
ibeir  enemy.  What  greater  malignity  is  there  than 
that  vfhich  moves  men  to  bereave  others  of  their  life  ? 
ttidwhacgreater  Charirv  than  that  which  indeavoufs 
to  prcferve  it  ?  Wecancdjiceive  of  nonj  tigher,  un- 
lets it  be  this,  to  facrificeour  own  life  for  the  prefcr- 
ving  of  other  mensj  efpecially  of  theirs  thac  take  it 
4way .  And  fuch  was  the  Love  of  our  Lord,  who  was 
fo  great  a  friend  co  fo  greac  enemies  as  fought  for  that 
which  he  was  iwady  to  offer  for  them.  You  know  ve- 
ry well  his  words  upon  the  Crofs,  when  he  mttde  In- 
terceffioftforthecranfgrefTors,  fayiftg,  Fdtbtr,  firiive 
thtm.  Could  he  more  efTedioally  at  that  time  cefti- 
fie  his  kindneft,  than  by  fuch  an  indulgence  in  the 
midft  of  their  cruelty  toward  him?  What  do  we 
expeft  morefrom  a  Parent,  than  that  he  fhould  over- 
look tlie  fadlrs  of  his  children  when  they  repent  and 
fulmnt  themfelves  to  him>  And  yet  our  Lord  ufes 
thefe  men  with  greater  clemency,  and  gives  them  his 
patdoa  "whilft  they  were  committing  of  the  fault-Nay, 

a  a  he 
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benot  only  forgave  chemhimfelfs  batdefires  God  to 
grant  them  remiffion  too,  chat  be  might  be  the  only 
fafierer,  and  they  be  free  from  poni(h(neiit.

You  fee  then  how  your  way  lyes,  if  yoo  wfll  travel 

to  ^er»falem»  and  deCre  to  be  with  rpef»s.   Therongh- 

nefs  of  yoor  way,  and  the  afperities  of  mens  manners , 

mnft  not  fpoil  the  fmootbnefs  of  yoer  foal,  nor  exafpe- 

rate  your  fpirit :  but -yea  mail  be  loving  and  kind  to 

all,  even  to  the  greateft  offenders.  Nay,  if  yoor  nature 

be  crabbed  and  auftere,  you  moft  look  fo  ftcdfafily 

vpon  ^ffttSy  and  fteep  yoarthooghts  fo  long  there,,  till 

he  infofebimfelf  into  you,  and  change  the  barflmefsof 

yoor  difpofition  into  a  Tweeter  homoor.   The  way  to 

^emfJem,  I  aflureyou,  is  fall  of  fad  fpedades  which 

will  afford  you  no  other  pleafare  bat  that  of  having  a 

tender  fenfe  of  their  miferies,  and  doing  of  them  good. 

You  muft  be  civil  and  affable  to  every  one  yon  meet 

upon  the  rode.  You  mufl  pitty  and  fuccoar  thofe  who 

are  ready  to  periih.    Yon  moft  coonfel  ,and  advife  the 

1  gnoranr,  and  thofe  who  are  out  of  the  way.  You  mod 

b!e{s  thofe  that  throw  a  curfe  at  you  as  you  go  along. 

Yoomaft  pray  for  thofe  that  do  you  wrong.    And  if 

any  fellow*  traveller  to  whom  you  have  afforded  yoat 

help,  ihonld  prove  a  robber,  and  make  anafl&ult  upon 

yoa  t  younmft  fiill  preferve  yoor  love  to  him,  and  not 

fofier  him  to  rifle  yon  of  voar  grace  to  forgive  him. 

And  indeed)  when  we  confider  how  much  more  reafoo 

there  is  that  we  fliould  do  good  to  others,   then  thitc 

God  fhonld  do  good  to  us  $  and  when  we  think  alfo 

how  moch  more  he  hath  done  for  us  then  we  can  do 

.for  others  j  and  when  we  remember  withalT  that  they 

are  our  equals  in  the  chiefeft  things,  and  that  in  fome 

they  may  he  our  fuperioors,  when  as  he  is  fo  much 

above 
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s^boveosio  all  ^  icwill  fet  our  hearts  wide  opeo^  asd 
rodie  (hem  free  and  generoas,  chough  chey  were  ne- 
ver fo  faft  locked  and  barred  before ;   and  render 
themfofc  and  tender,  tboogh  they  vitte  as  hard  and 
fiubborn  as  bolts  of  Iron.  We  (hall  not  then  be  back- 
ward to  forgive  injuries,  to  do  good  to  enemies,  to  re- 
pay wrongs*  with  courtefies ,  to  bear  with  mens  folly 
and  weaknefSy  to  envy  no  mans  profperity,  but  to  re* 
Joyce  in  the  good  of  all,  as  if  it  were  our  own  happt- 
nefs.     But  poor  i»i7eriw#  will  find  ihemfelves  in  fuch 
need  of  the  charitable  help  and  comfort  of  others, 
that  Itbinkitisnot  necefiary  to  prefs  you  any  fut>- 
ther  to  this  thing  which  will  be  nothing more^  then  /# 
iht^nB  40J0M  mnld  tha  4Uj}imldd§t$j§i$, 

Let  me  therefore  proceed  to  tell  you  how  Jefm  hre 
the  amtumelies^  reprodches ,  sml  flMdtrs  of  others  with 
thegrtdttfi  mitkntfSi  though  be  was  a  f  erf  on  of  the  great  eft 
quail ty,  and  of  the  Ugheft  dignity  and  worth.     No  maa 
ever  did  things  with  a  better  grace,  or  defer ved  more 
to  be  accepted  witli  admiration  and  praife  ^  and.  yec 
there  never  was  any  perfon  entertained  with  greater 
fcornj  or  fuffered  more  obloquies,  and  ignominious 
ufage  from  the'World.   But  did  he  receive  them  with 
that  cboler  and  wratb>  which  they  who  call  them* 
felves  High  Sfiritt^  do  fuffer  their  fouls  to  be  tranrport-* 
edwithailf  No  fuch  matter^  but  he  was  dumb  as  2^ 
Lamb  before  the  (hearers,  and  did  not  fo  much  as  opea 
his  mouth)  though  confid^ing  his  high  birth,  and  the 
manner ot other  men,  he  was  tempted  to  roar  like  t^ 
Lion»  and  fpeak  with  a  voice  of  tbtmder  againft  his 
infolent  defpifers.    I  will  not  recite  all  the  vilifying 
language,  nor  give  you  a  catalogue  of  the  contemptur 
ons  anions  which  he  was  affronted  with  >  but  leave 
'  '       •  R  J  ic^ 
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k  to  yottr  own  diligeoce  to  obfenre  them,  and  togcdfeec 

therewith  the  mildneB  of  hfs  fpiric,  and  the  admirable 
temper  and  moderation  of  bis  mind  in  the  fharpeft  pro- 
vocations to  anger  and  dtTpleafare.  When  they  called 
him  Devil,  he  confuted  the  calumny  by  not  fnffering 
the^leaft  fpark  of  that  hellilh  fire  to  kindle.  When 
theyfaid  he  wai  an  Impoftor,  and  came  to  deceive  the 
world,  he  was  only  excited  thereby  more  boldjy  to 
fpeak  the  Truth.  And  when  they  charged  him  with 
treafon,  he  alTerted  his  innocency  by  no  other  means» 
then  fobjeftion  of  himfelf  to  the  viteft  death.  When 
they  (courged  him  on  theback,  and  buffeted  his  face  % 
he  did  not  return  them  fo  much  as  a  laOi  or  a  blow 
with  his  tongue.  When  they  committed  all  die  ont- 
jrages  that  could  bedevifed  npon  him,  they  only  (ervcd 
to  prove  how  free  he  was  from  paKIion  and  rage.  Which 
methinks  fhould  b6  foffictent  to  cool  the  boiling  heats 
of  the  fterceft  fpirits  $  and  to  quench  the  intemperate 
(iresl:hat  bum  in  the  mofl  inraged  minds.  There  is  no 
man  that  can  boaft  of  fuch  an  evtra^ion  as  his,  or  that 
.  can indu re  fuch  indignities:  and«therefore  itis  infnf* 
ferable  that  mens  paflion  and  anger  ffionld  take  conn* 
tenance  from  the  quiltty  of  their  perfbns,  or  the  qua- 
lity of  the  reproaches  that  are  offered  tothem.  No^ 
the  nobleft  tnen  in  the  Work!  onght  to  extif^oifli 
thefeftames  by  fuch  a  glorious  example,  and  topntup 
offences  and  (corns  quietly  withont  adfwering  and  re* 
turning  the  like  again.  And  1  befeechyou  toleani 
this  leflbn  well  if  ever  you  mean  to  arrive  at  ^^rmfs- 
km.  You  will  have  very  great  ufe  of  it,  and  will  nnd 
it  impoffible  to  hold  on  in  your  journey,  unlefe  yoa  be 
fortified  wi^hrhismeeknefsof  fpirir,  and  Cin  be  con- 
tent robe  difpifed  and  fet  at  naught,  to  be  efteemed 
afool^  anidcot^  or  any  thing  elfcthac  men  jpleafero 
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c^li  yon  wMIt  yon  are  abourCods  bufinefs  and  doing 
his  will  among  thcnif     The  very  way  to  Jcrufalem  is 
loadoed  witb  many  reproaches,  and  ibercforc  they 
v?ho  arc  in  it  muft  not  cxpeft  to  have  a  priviledge  of 
fuftaining  none  of  them.     A  man  cannot  take  a  Pilgri- 
mage tbroogb  foch  a  world  as  this,  and  meet  with  no 
afiront  and  unworthy  ufage  in  his  paffage.   Your  very 
habit  and  faftiion,  I  mean  your  manners  and  courfe  of 
life  are  fo  different  from  theirs ,   that  they  will  not 
love  you,  though  in  alt  things  clfe  you  pleafethcm  well 
enoQghr    A  mortified  life  is  a  reproach  to  thofcwho 
are  di£R)lute.     And  if  tbcy  cannot  find  in  their  heart 
to  difcommend  Jtrnfahm  ^  it  is  a  grievous  rebuke  to 
tbem  that  they  donot  travel  with  you  thither.    Yoir 
diftorbtbem  fo  much,  that  yon  muft  either  have  their 
compafiy,  of  their  calumnies.     They  muft  either  do 
wdl^orfpeak  ill  of  youf  doings.  They  areexafperated 
hereby  to  flander  you  i  that  they  may  juftifie  them- 
felves)  aftdcofbtlow  you  with  backbiting  language^ 
to  excufe  their  not  following  of  your  pious  life. 

It  is  the  part  iiow  of  a  gallant  fpirit  to  defpife  their 
rcvilings  as  much  »  they  defpife  you.    You  cannot' 
expreft  jgreater  magoainnfhty  then  to  negle^thefe  lit- 
tle barkings »  and  not  fo  much  as  lift  up  your  ftafi^ 
agaioft  tbofe  that  purfue  you  with  them^    Let  them 
know  that  they  are  below  your  anger^  and  that  your 
refolutioQ  is  not  to  be  moved   by  their  petulant 
fpeeches.     As  you  think  that  Temples  and  Kings  Pal- 
laces  are  not  diftionoured  when  the  doggs  that  come  by  ^^''*' 
do  lift  up  their  leggs  againft  them  $  fo  you  muft  not  ^^^ 
think  your  (elf  the  worfe  for  the  difrefpcfts,  the  afper* 
fions  and  contemptuous  language  that  you  meet  with- 
all  in  the  world )  but  be  as  iicile  concerned  in  tbem  as 
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voQ  are  In  the  radcnefs  of  cbofe  impodeot  creatares« 
Lee  them  not  have  fo  much  poveer  over  yott  as  to  make 
your  tongue  Air,  onlefs  it  be  to  blefs  them :  impofe  a 
perfeA  filence  on  your  felf ,  except  it  be  to  fpeak  to 
God,  and  noc  toanlwer  them.  But  of  this  ill  treacmenc 
which  you  muft  .expe(f^,  and  your  meek  indorance  of 
it>  I  (hall  have  further  occafionco  admonifli  yon  fome 
other  time. 

I     Lee  me  now  lead  you  to  take  a  (hort  glance  cf  bis 

Admit Mt  PdticMce  unJer  unhcsrd-pf  (ufferings ,  thngh 

he  Wdt4f€r[$n  m  lefs  fenRble  0ffdin,thc0  ie  w^s  innocent^ 

dnddefcrvtdto  be  freed  from  it.    For  which  I-ftiall  refer 

you  to  the  Hiftory  ot  his  bloody  and  cruel  Deatb^ 

v^'here  yoo  will  behold  an  heart  fo  reHgned  to  God  y 

that  the  gteateft  torments  rould  not  make  it  recoil 

back  incp  Self,   nor  feek  for  eafe  in  any  other  place 

then  in  union  with  his  Will.  All  that  I  (haU  (ay  in  this 

argument,  is,  that  you  mud  iearn  thereby  to  indare 

all  things,  with  a  conftant  fubmiflion  to  the  Divine 

pleafureand  appointment,  without  thofe  roumnrings 

and  complaints  which  are  apt  to  accompany  the  crof- 

ling  of  our  Defire.     For  we  have  a  great  deal  more 

reafon  to  do.  fo  then  He»  in  as  much  as  though  we  may 

.  be  innocent  toward  men ,  yet  we  are  not  fo  toward 
God  I  and  if  our  offences  were  punifbed  according  to 
our  defert,  they  would  receive  a  (harper  chaftifement 
then  that  which  we  indure.  He  fufTercd  for  well  do- 
ing, and  we  for  ill  ^  He  bore  other  mens  faults,  and  we 
our  own ;  be  indured  much^  and  we  little :  and  there- 
fore it  will  be  a  great  (bame,  if  when  our  fuflfcrings  are 
liitle,  our  repinings  are  great  $  and  when  we'  fuffer 
what  we  deferve,  ic  makes  us  foreftlefs  and  impatient^ 
that  we  add  to  our  ill  defervings^  I  pray  you  there- 
fore 
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fore  to  fortific  your  fclf  with  a  great  ftock  of  this  Vcr» 
toe  of  Patience  %  for,I  mud  tell  y ou>  ere  long  a  namber 
of  things  that  will  try  its  mettle ,  and  (how  you  in 
what  great  need  you  wt}i  ftand  of  it  in  your  way  to 

For  the  prefent  I  will  divert  your  thoughts  from 
thefe  fad  fpediaclcs,  and  carry  yon  to  morepleafant 
contemplations.     Behold  then  how  Jefm  mas  much 
wi$bG$dbj  MeMutm^  Frdjer^  and  divoM  dffeShn^  in 
the  midfi  ofdU  hk  bufmefs^  and  in  a  grut  crowd  of  foUimm 
,  ersdndguendsnts.    He  lived,  as  I  faid  in  the  World, 
but  io  that  he  fought  for  folitary  places,  and  abilraded 
rhooghts.    When  be  was  with  the  people,  He  never 
forgat  God :  upon  all  occafions  He  took  notice  of  him, 
and  in  whatfocver  he  did  acknowledged  him,     Boc 
bcfidcSy  hedevifed  many  times  of  retiren^cnr,  and  was 
wont,  upon  a  removc^td  fend  his  Difciples  away  before^ 
that  he  might  ftay  along  with  him.     Nay,  fo  defirous 
he  was  of  this  heavenly  Solitude,  that  lometioies  he 
continued  a  whole  night  together  in  Prayer  and  holy 
thoughts.    And  fo  truly  would  I  have  you  do  in  your 
Travels  :   Take  the   advantage  of  any  Shades  or 
Gjoves  that  you  ftiall  meet  withall,  for  fecret  con- 
ference and  dircourfe.  between  God  and  your  SouI« 
Repofeyour  fclf  as  long  as  you  can  in  thofc  cool  and 
flill  places,  and  there  invite  Heaven  into  your  Society, 
and  prepare  your.felf  for  the  prefent  it  will  make  yoa 
of  tbebeft  of  its  bleflings.    Nay,  I  would  have  you 
form  to  your  felf  fuch  occafions  as  oft  as  you  are  able, 
and  con^trive  opportunities  for  privacy  and  inclofed 
thoogbts«    BuUd  a  great  many  little  Arbours  with 
yonrownliands,  into  which  you  may  withdraw  your 
felf  and  be  alone.    Gtc  out  of  the  throng,  and  make 

S  ,      all 
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all  affairs  give  way  lo  the  entertainment  that  God  will 
giveyoor  fool  in  bis  bleflfed  company.  Bid  themftand 
afide  awhile,  andnoc  prefanTieto  difiurbthebufinefs 
which  you  have  above.     Lcueyery  thing  anderftand 
that  you  are  entred  into  an  holy  place,   whither  ihcy 
muft  not  dare  co  approach.    And  when  you  are  thus 
fequeftred,  let  me  tell  you  this  for  your  comfort,  that 
you  will  have  the  faireftprofped  before  your  eyes  that 
is  to  be  found  on  this  fide  ^er^fdUm.    You  will  fee  the 
Glory  of  God  that  fhines  in  all  the  world  $   you  will 
bear  the  mufick  which  all  his  creatures  make  in  his 
praife  ^  you  will  be  raviflied  vyiih  the  ta(le  of  his  good- 
nef$»  which  you  will  feel  him  pouring  out  on  every 
fide^  and  in  one  word,  you  will  behold  fo  much  of 
the  Beauty  of  Jer^falem  it  fclf,  that  you  will  travel 
with  the  better  courage  thither.    But  that  in  which 
I  would  have  you  f^end  the  greateft  part  of  thofe  pri- 
vate fcafons.is  in  thinking  of  your  own  eftate.ahd  com- 
paring your  life  with  the  life  of  ^ef$ts.  Let  him  be 
your  companioQ  when  yoq  are  alone :  look  ftedfaftly 
on  his  face,  and  obferve  what  refembance  yon  bear  to 
him.  Pray  him  to  draw  and  defcribe  himfelf  more  ex- 
z6t\y  upon  your  fool,  and  to  fupply  all  the  lines  that 
are  ftill  wanting  to  render  you  an  accompli(hed  Image 
of  him.    Shew  him  how  deiirous  you  are  to  be  con- 
formed in  all  your  thoughts,  words,  defires.  and  ani- 
ons, to  that  excellent  model  of  perfe^ion  which  he 
hath  given  you  in  his  own  example.    Let  him  know 
how  much  you  are  in  love  with  him,  and  that  you  wiih 
for  this  above  all  the  world,  to  be  like  to  him.  It  can- 
not be  thought  that  he  will  deny  your  defirts,  or  let 
your  indeavours  want  his  help  for  the  making  you 
snore  compleat  in  him.     You  will  come  out  of  ihefe 
fecret  places  with  a  greater  luftre,  and  like  forth  with 
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a  gireacer  force  and  power  to  follow  the  fteps  of  yoar 
Sifioiir.  Yoar  face  will  be  indaed  with  faCh  a  bright- 
iicfs,aodcaftibch  afpleodor  roundabout,  that  itwill 
be  feeo  by  all  that  yon  have  been  with  Jf/W.    Who 
can  exprefs  the  pleafures  that  hide  themfelves  in  thefe 
retreats;  ortdUtbe  contentment&that  are  locked  up 
in  thofe  unfrequented  dofets?  Do  bot  enter  into  the 
firft  of  diem  that  prefent;  it  felf ,  and  there  will  need 
nothing  more  then  the  fenlible  delegation  which  yon 
will  find  in  it,  coini^te  you  to  feek  fuch  filenc  retire- 
mencs.    Thefe  quiet  places  are  the  refemblances  of 
the  ferene  regions  above,  and  little  models  of  Heaven. 
They  are  hung  rounl  about  alfo  with  a  great  many 
Piraes  o{^</w,which  will  ravifh  your  hearc,and  draw 
ttoutofyourbodytofnatch  itnpto  himfeth    In  one 
comer  you  will  fee  him  pictured  as  the  Lover  of  men  % 
and  in  another  ybu  wul  behold  him  in  the  greateft 
abafemenc  and  humility  that  ever  was.    On  this  fide 
yon  will  fee  him  dealing  his  Chari^  to  the  Poor,  and 
ontfaachewflldifcoverhim&lf  attending  on  the  fick. 
Hcse  his  Meekaefs,  diert  his  Patience  will  be  lively 
icpteioit^  toyoucjeyes.    In  one  place  you  will  find 
him  pouring  pot  his  loftmdions,  and  in  another 
pouting  out  his  Kood  for  t^e  Good  of  meii»    And 
flrooB  every  one  of  thefe  yo4  will  receive  fuch  touchest 
woAMi  your  heart  io  woundtd )  that  yon  will  never 
beinoreinamonredof^hun,  theh  when  yon  and  he  thus 
meet  alone,  and  be  ukiIms  this  prorate  vifit  to  your 
Soul.    There  he  will  open  his  ver^F  heart  to  you,  and 
let  yon  fee  bow  much  you  are  in  ms^favour.  J^iere 
he  will  impart  to  you  his  confolations,  and~^you  with 
his  Spirit.   Yoar  mind  will  there  be  illaininaced,  yonc 
affeaions  iniamed,  yoarrefolnrioos  ftrengthened,  and 
allyoor  faculties  invigorated  with  a  greater  chearful- 
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nefs  inobedieoce  to  his  Will.  And  cherefore  do  nor 
fail  as  oft  as  you  can  to  getootof  the  duft  and  heat  of 
this  World  intotbcfc  clofc  and  pool  walks  which  jfe- 
fns  f reqacnts.  For ,  chough  the  dews  of  the  Divine 
Grace  fall  every  wheie,  yet  they  lye  longeft  in  the 
(hade.  Thefefugar'd  drops  do  lovemoft  today  in 
the  folitary  places.  And  when  you  can  find* no  where 
elfe  this  naiik  of  Heaven  wbertwith  all  things  are  noa- 
riflied  and  refre(l:ed ;  you  will  be  fare  to  meet  with 
plenty  of  it  in  thefe  hidden  receffes. 

But  then  I  muft  remember  you^  7 bat  in  tbegreate/ff 
7H0fl^pinand  fuB  msmfefiaiions  ef  tie  Ciorj  cfGod  nf- 
en  Jcfus^  be  was  verf  privdte  tfio.  And  cared  not  for  having 
it  fnblifhedand  ulki  of  abroad  in  ibe  toorid.     When  he 
was  transfigured  in  the  Holy  Monnt,  you  read  that  he 
went  addefrivately  with  a  few  of  hii  Difciples  %  which 
may  well  commend  onto  you  the  love  of  retirement : 
And  that  brightneft  alfo  wherewith  he  was  doathed^ 
he  commanded  to  be  concealed  as  a  great  fecre^tilla 
lit  feafon  todivnlgeit^  which.may  well  teach  us  co 
keep  to  oiir  felves  what  pafles  betveea  God  and  oar 
fouls,  iill  others  may  be  concerned  in  it  as  much  as  oar 
felves.  •You  may  refer  this  perhaps  to  the  Humility 
of  his  Spirit,  but  yet  I  thought  good  to  advife  yoa  of 
it  albne,  becauie  it  deferves  a  particular  confideracioik 
,    There  is  a  vanity  yoa  may  be  guilty  of  if  you  heed  not 
this,  ofglorying  when  yoo  come  abroad  again,  of  the 
fecret  communication  that  you  have  bad  withjefnt  in 
the  time  of  your  Solitude.    For  I  obferve  it  is  the  Ge- 
nius of  fome  who  profefs  acquaintance  with  Him,whea 
they  feel  any  delicious  joyes  exceeding  ebe  common 
fort  (which  perhaps  are  indulged  only  in  favour  of 
rheir  weaknefS)  and  intended  meeily  to  cfaerifli  their 
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out  of  tbefe  dflicious  thoagbts,  aod  took  as  great  a 
pleafare  in  introdocing  others  into  the  fame  favour. 
There  -was  no  hoor  pimed,  bat  he  did  fome  good  or 
other  to  the  world.  The  finKhing  of  one  undertaking, 
was  bat  the  pafiige  to  another.    When  he  ceafed  to 
do  any  thing,  it  was  only  that  he  might  begin  again. 
The  change  of  his  labours  ferved  him  inftead  of  re- 
pofe.    And  to  go  to  a  new  work  was  all  fhe  Reft  that 
he  defired.   His  greateft  pleafure  was  to  do  a  pleafare 
to  other  men.    He  chofe  rathet  to  want  his  meat,  than 
fuffer  them  to  want  his  help.    The  greater  pain  there 
was  ia  any  bafinefs,  the  more  he  ddighted  in  it :  and 
pleafure  conld  not  win  his  love,  bnt  by  means  of  the 
labour  which  did  bring  it  forth.    In  which  diligence 
it  concerns  you  very  highly  to  imitate  him,  if  yon  mean 
to  afiiire  your  arrival  at  JeruJAlem,     The  world  is  then 
to  be  feared,  when  it  finds  us  empty  and  void  of  em' 
ployment.  We  are  fafe  enough,  though  we  live  in  it, 
if  we  do  not  live  in  idlenefs.    While  we  have  fome- 
thing  elte  to  do,  we  (hall  eafily  refill  it,  and  tarn  afide 
the  ftrongeft  of  its  temptations.    Yon  moft  not  be  ac 
leifare  to  go  about  any  thing  that  is  bad.    Yon  muflb 
deprive  vice  of  all  means  to  approach  yovt,  and  let  it 
have  no  time  wherein  to  make  its  aflaults.  Whenfo- 
cver  it  attempts  to  enter,  let  it  find  that  yoa  are  fall> 
and  that  there  is  no  room  at  all  for  its  entertainment. 
Let  thefolicitationsof  the  flefh  ever  come  out  of  fea- 
fon,  and  know  that  yoa  have  not  a  moment  but  what 
is  prat-ingaged.to  fome  other  imployment.  When  any 
temptation  deHies  to  fpeak  with  yoa^  lettheanfwer 
be  ready,  that  there  is  other  (ompany  within,  and  that 
yoa  cannot  attend  it:  and  when  it  would  violently 
draw  you  away ,  let  it  find  you  bfuod.and  held  very 
faft  by  fomething  elfe.    Finally,  be  unwearied  in  well 
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doing,  and  alloc  every  portion  oi  yoor  time  to  fomtf 
honeft  ttfc  or  other :  So  will  the  world  defpair  of  win- 
ning you  to  ber  defires  >  when  it  alwayes  takes  yon 
other  wayesbufied,  amj  perceives  that  all  yoor  hours 
ate  deAin'd  to  other  purpofes.  And  truly,  if  this  were 
the  conftant  end  of  our  living,  ta  do  good,  or  to  repeive- 
it,  it  vLould  prove  the  Bane  of  fo  many  unprontable 
tboogbts  when  we  are  alone,  and  fo  many  unprofitable 
words  when  we  are  with  others  t  that  we  and  the 
World  would  be  very  much  amended  by  it.

Bat  now  it  is  time  to  draw  to  an  end  of  this  dif- 
courte,  and  therefore  I  will  only  give  you  a  fliortre- 
membiautt  of  this  one  thing  more,  liai  ^tfut  vnu  verf 
firMg  if  ref^  the  temftathm  $f  the  Dewi  in  the  mi  J  ft  if 
huffe^aefifKdkmfs^  sni  h»d  4  grest  Faith  dtid  cMfi* 
iente  in  Gcd  in  the  nndfi  tj  the  grtMttft  dsngers,  wi  m$ft 
(iMenfurfrifts,    His  long  hunger  was  not  fo  (harp,  as 
to  provoke  bun  to  take  any.  undue  means  for  its  (a- 
tismdion. .  When  bis  Difciple*  awaked  him  in  the 
middle  of  a  tempeft,  bis  heart  was  not  terrified,  nor  bis 
thoughts  difordered  ^  but  he  gravely  reproves  the 
fnudneCs  of  their  Faith.  He  ever  held  Heaven  faftby 
the  hand,  and  whacfoever  it  was  that  aflayed  toihake 
bisconftancy  j  he  ftood  firm,  and  would  not  be  mo- 
ved fo  much  as  to  doubt  of  the  prefence  and  power  of 
God  with  him.    Be  you  fure  to  have  this  Faith  and 
powerful  confidence  of  his  alwaies  in  your  eye :  for 
you  mnft  no^exped  (as  I  (hall  fliortiy  tell  you)  to  pads 
to  ^rufalem  Without  many  conftids.     When  yen  are 
moftinfirm*  ypur  enemies  will  moft  ftrongly  aflauit 
yoa>  and  firivte  to  hale  and  draw  you  another  way. 
YoarafiUdions  will  give  them  refolution,  and  in  the 
^ne  of  yoor  Unjgnilbments  they,  will  take  to  them- 
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(elves  the  greateft  courage.  Whatfoevec  other  weak, 
nefs  therefore  yoa  labour  aader,  bs  fure  you  be  not 
weak  in  Faith :  aad  whea  all  other  fopports  in  the 
world  fail  you,  remember  to  cleave  and  adhere  clofe- 
ly  unto  God.-  Keep  awake  a  fenfe  of  his  prefcnce  with 
-     ~you»  by  often  thoughts  of  him^  thruft  your  felf  into 
his  arms  <:oatiauaUy  byafirm  truftiohimj  be  ftrong 
in  the  Lord,  and  in  thepower  of  his  might,  by  taking 
holdof  his  Almighty  Coodneft.     And  then  let  your 
Adverfaries  he  what  thtfy  will,  whether  from  wi^io, 
or  from  without  %  let  their  Armies  he  never  fo  nume-. 
rous  which  are  fet  in  battel  againft  you:  Doubt  not 
but  through  an  holy  confidence  in  God,  and  the  fer- 
vent prayer  of  Faith  for  the  aids  of  his  Spirit  t  they 
fhall  all  disband  and  fly  away  like  fo  many  heaps  of 
dnft  before  the  wind,  and  yield  you  the  vi^ory  which 
they  promjfed  to  tbemfelves.     Jn  .this  aflnranGe  I 
think  it  is  beft  to  feai  up  the  fecrets  of  that  fentence 
which  I  have  been  fo  long  difdofing  t^  you.  For , 
though  there  are  many  orber  things  remarkable  in 
^efut  (as  you  will  fee  if  you  frequently  faften  your 
eyes  upon  him)  yet  if  I  (hould  taumeratc  them  all, 
I  mnft  turn  over  the  leaves  of  the  whole  Gofpel,  and 
unfold  them  to  you.    The  particulars  alfo  that  I  have 
mentioned,  are  fafficieottogive  you  fucha  tafte  of 
hitti,  (hat  if  you  like  them,  yon  cannot  but  delight  to 
(eekout  all  tbe  reft  your  felf  (  and  therefore  I  (ball 
not  deprive  you  of  chat  pleafure,  prefuming  that  yoa 
are  not  infenfible  from  what  hath  been  faid,  chat  there 
is  no  greater  than  to  know  and  follow  Jtfiu* 
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of  faith  in  Jefa5.  ttcw  imperfelflj^  or  obfcunlj  it  is 
commonly  expreffeJ,  to  the  great  danger  of  Chrifitam 
Tilgrims.  What  the  trtte  motion  of  it  //,  which  can* 
ttot  deceive  us. 

AN  D   truly  herein   be  was  not  miftaken ,   for 
though  he  fpokc  thefe  laft  words  with  an  accent 
very  fliarp,  yet  the  Filgrim  hath  often  fince  faid^  that 
he  thought  his  heart  made  a  (iKillcr  Eccho,  and  bade 
bitn  foffow  ^efus.  It  is  not  in  the  compafs  of  my  power 
to  relate  the  contentment  which  the  poor  man  took  ia 
this  difcourfe;    He  felt  rather  an  cxceffivejoy^  than 
abarefatisfaftion,  which  gave  many  indications  of  it 
felf,  though  it  could  not  beexpreflfed.     But  the  firft 
words,  as  I  remember^  which  he  uttered  when  the 
other  made  a  httk  ftop,  was  this  vehement  exclama- 
tion-   Oh  Sir,  how  happily  havfc  you  undeceived  me  I 
Ihave  thought  fomctimes,  that  the  way  to  Jtrufalem 
lay  moft  ofall  through  Churches  5  and  that  a  Pilgrim- 
had  liitle  clfe  to  do  but  only  to  hcar.Sermons  very  oft, 
and  read  good  Books^  and  make  many  prayers ;  and 
that  in  thele  the  very  hfe  of  Religion  did  confift.  Nay, 
I  have  been  periwaded  toth  nkthit  he  had  no  other 
task  but  only  to  Believe  on  ^oJhs^  and  that  he  would 
take  care  to  carry  him  to  Jernfalem.  ,  But  thanks  be 
to  God  and  you,  I  have  now  heard  another  leflon, 
which  I  will  ftudy  to  learn  my  whole  life,     I  find  my 
felf  already  fo  much  in  love  with  jff/ir5,  that  I  believe 
I  (hall  carefully  mark  every  ftep  of  his  h^ly  f.-tt,  of 
which  he  hath  left  us  any  print-,  and  indeavoor  to  tread 
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in  them  J  following  of  him  with  as  much  cxadknefs  as  I 
am  able.     He  would  have  added  a  great  many  more 
prcteftations  of  his  hearty  iatentions  ,    but  that  the 
Guide  thought  it  fit  to  lay  hold  on  this^occafion  to  in- . 
ftruft  him  a  little  further  about  thofe  things  wherein 
be  had  been  fo  grofly  abufed.     Having  let  him  know 
therefore  that  he  was  no  lefs  pleafed  than  bimfeif  to 
fee  fo  fudden  a  fruit  of  his  labours,  he  proceeded  to 
tell  him  that  he  had  taught  him  nothing  new  in  all  his 
difcourfc,  nor  fpoke  one  (yllable  but  what  was  com- 
prehended in  thofe  fewword5,  if  rightly  underftood, 
Btlitve  in  the  Urd  Jefus.    For,  though  Faith  in  Chrift 
hath  fometimcs  a  retrained  fenfe  importing  our  trufl: 
in  him  for  help  and  fuccour  ^  yet  when  it  (lands  alone 
by  it  fclf,  it  hath  a  more  comprchcnfive  meaning.    It 
is  fo  far  from  denoting  fuch  a  part  of  Religion  as  thofe 
now  mentioned,  that  it  frequently   comprifes  the 
whole  ^  and  it  muft  alwaies  be  conceived  fuch  a  part, 
as  necefTarily  implies  and  inferrs  all  the  reft.     I  fpeak 
now  of  the  Pilgrims  Faith^  which*  you  muft  carry  along 
with  you.    Of  which,  whofoever  gives  you  any  other 
defcription  than  fnch  as  this  doth  but  deceive  yon , 
vixi.  that  it  is  fuch  an  hearty  perfwafion  of  the  truth, 
and  goodnefs  of  Gods  Promifes,and  of  every  thtqg  elfe 
that  he  hath  fpoken,  as  makes  us  obedient  in  all  things 
to  his  commands.    T  here  is  nothing  more  vifible  than 
this  in  the  very  firft  nvan  of  the  Order  into  whkrh  you 
areentring  :  Abraham  I  mean  ,  the  moft  ancient  Til- 
fftimi\\^i\  read  of,  and  the  Father  of  faithful  Travel- 
lers.    Who  being  commanded  by  God  to  leave  his 
own  Country ^his  Kindred,  and  his  Fathers  houfe,  moft 
readily  obeyed  ^  in  a  perfwafion  that  God  wbuld  be  as 
good  as  his  word^  and  blefs  him  with  pofteifions  fome- 
where  elfe»    He  was  the  man  whom  God  calUd  to  his 
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fott,  and  who  marched  whitherfoever  be  would  lead 
bimjmrefcroblancctowhoajaU  his  children  are  de- 
foibcd  in  the  Cbriftiau  Charcb ,  as  thofe  ftb,M,t^ 
tbt  L^mb  nhuhe^foevtrbegHs.     Conformity  to  kefuT 
»  abfolutcly  neceflary  to  make-as-fach  believers  aJ 
Mmheritthepromifes.     Thougli^the general  notion 
of  Faith  do  not  mdudc  obedience  (being  only  our  per- 
fwafion  of,  and  aflcnt  unto  the  truth  of  what  is  deli- 
jrered  to  us  upon  the  teHimony  of  God  )  yet  favine 
Faith,  that  Faith  which  will  carry  us  to  ^ernUlm,  can 
never  be  underftood  without  it.    All  fhe  iefiniiions 
yoit  meet  with,  whatfoever  they  bfe.  which  feparate 
obedience  from  this  Faith,  I  do  confidently  aflureyoo. 
are  but  a  mcer  cheat,  and  a.dangeron$  illuiion.    Obe. 
dicnceisfo  much  of  the  nature  of  the  Pilgrims  faitb 
thatlfay  It  again,  it  ought  to  enter  its  Definition! 
Which  M  as  much  as  to  fay,  that  one-cannot  fpeak  in 
any  terms  or  pbrafes  which  are  notdeceUful  and  liable 
tobeabufed,  of  that  Faith  which  will  bring  us  fafe  to 
Heaven  j  but  he  muft  make  mention  of  the  obedience 
It  prodoces  to  the  commands  of  our  Saviour     This  is 
the  very  thing  that  diftinguiflies  faving  Faith  from 
ibat  which  IS  not  faving,  and  therrfore  if  this  be  left 
oat  when  we  fpcak  of  it,  we  may  make  men  Hypcaites 
fooner  than  fincere  ChriAians.  ypocriws 

/r  ^°'J^r'  ^^^  ^  ^°  ^°^'^'  ^^  '®  interpofeaQoeftion 
(laid  the  Learner)  I  pray  fatisfie  me  why  you  xall  this 
the  Pilgrims  Fditb:  is  there  any  elfe  bcfides?  There 
1$,  replytd  his  Teacher  $  we  meet  in  this  world  with  a 
Faith  more  gallanr^  fine  and  delicate,  than  the  plain 
and  homely  belief  which  I  have  dcfcribed,  A  mtJik 
ffae00rtljjf4ttbkis,whkhRtsM\y  and  yet  fets  you 
m  the  lap  of  Cbrift.    It  paflfcs  under  fo  many  ntmcs, 
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that  I  cannot  (land  to  number  them  all  now.    It  Is 
called  a  cafting  of  our  felves  upon  Chrift,  a  relying 
Off  his  nicrits,  a  (brooding  our  felves  under  the  robes 
of  his  Righteoufnefs  :  and  though  fometimes  it  is  cal- 
led a  going  to  hioi  for  Salvation  \  yet  there  is  this  my-^ 
fteriein  the  bu(incfs,  that  you  may  go^and  yet  not  go;  ^  . 
you  may  go^  an(f  yet  ftand  (till  5  you  may  caft  yoiir 
(elf  upon. him,  and  not  come  to  him;  or  if  you  take  one 
little  ftep)  and  be  at  the  pains  to  come  to  him,the  work 
is  done,  ^nd  you  need  not  follow  him.     It  is  indeed  a 
reftingi  not  a  travelling  Grace*     And  fuch  a  grand 
fecrei  there  is  in  ir^  that  a  man  may  reft  before  he  Air  a 
foot  \  he  may  lean  on  Chri{(>  and  approach  no  nearer 
him  than  he  was  before  ;  he  may  lay  hold  on  him,  and 
yet  remain  ac  the  greatefk  diftance  from  him.    It  will 
carry  you  to  the  end  of  your  way,  before  you  are  at 
the  beginning :.  The  very  firft  ftcp  of  it,  is  to  (lay  your 
fclf:  the  beginning  of  its  motion,  is  to  be  at  reft.  Do 
you  not  fee  a  ftrange  inchantmcnt  in  it  already  ?  Is  ic 
not  a  magical  operation,  or  much  beholden  to  (Irength 
*         of  fancy,  and  the  witchcraft  of  imagination?  For  my 
.  part  I  (hould  take  my  felf  to  be  in  a  far  worfe  condi- 
tion than  Cnfmfss  was,  if  I  (hould  be  accufed  of  vend- 
ing fuch  druggs  and  dealing  in  fuch  dangerous  charms. 
I  would  grant  my  enemies  had  caufe  to  exclaim ,   and 
(hould  never  expeft  to  clear  my  felf,  if  I  ftoodrharged 
with  fuch  iflcantations.     There  is  no  juglng  fo  arti- 
ficial, whereby  I  could  hope  to  hide*  the  deceit  if  I 
abufed  the  world  with  thefe  impoftures^     My  own 
confciencf ,  I  mean,  would  indiA  me,  and  pcononnce 
my  condemnation,  though  I  think,-  if  the  greateft  pare 
of  the  men  ampng  us,  were  to  be  Judges,  I  need  noc 
fear  their  fentence  againftme.    For  the  charm,  I  ob- 
ferve,  is  fo  powerful^  and  the  fafcination  of  fuch  plea- 

fare, 
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fare  ,  that  the  numbers  are  not  to  be  told  which  are 
bewitched  with  it.  The  multitude  goes  in  crouds  in 
this  wide  rode :  the  voice  of  the  people  cryes  up  this 
as  the  only  way  to  Heaven.  All  the  lewd  men  in  the 
world  arc  well  contented  to  take  this  journey,  which 
may  be  ^niibed  at  one  fiep  ^  and  to  run  this  race  which 
may  be  accompli^ed  in  a  breath,  and  for  which  the 
laft  breath  in  their  body  may  ts  well  ferve  as  any  elie* 
There  is  no  man  but  he  defires  hold  of  Chrift  /  and 
having  heard  that  this  is  Faith-,  do  what  70U  can,  it  is 
not  poflible  to  beat  off  his  hand^  There  is  not  a  foul 
fo  wicked,  but  it  iapplies  to  it  lelf  hisrighteoufnefs, 
and  fancies  all  its  fins  to  be  covered  therewith.  It  is  the 
fweetell  thing  in  the  world  co  caft  themfelves  into 
bis  arms,  and  expe(fl  net  to  go,  bat  to  be  carried  to 
Heaven.  ♦  They  reft  on  him  and  him  only  for  Salvation* 
They  refl  on  him  fo  folely  for  it,  that  they  are  loatlr 
to  flir  a  foot  to  conthbuteany  thing  toward  it.  They 
would  have  him  to  take  all  the  honour  of  thebuiinels 
to  himfelf :  and  aredefirous  to  do  not  fo  much  as  one 
goodadion^  but  leave  him  to  do  all,  and  inipuie  his  ' 
doings  to  them.  Thus  they  imagine  themfelves  to  be 
the  only  advancers  of  Fra  Grace  :  and  they  think 
there  .are  none  but  they  that  fet  tht  Crown  upon 
Chrifl's  head.  Such  an  admirable  fubtilty  there  ts  in 
this  Faith,  that  they  can  ferve  their  own  intcrcft  by 
it,  and  yet  feem  all  the  while  to  be  the  beft  fer^ants  of 
Chrift.  They  can  promote  their  own  defires,  and  yet 
found  aloud  his  Glory.  They  ran  inv;ide  his  rights  as 
much  as  they  lift,  and  yet  be  thought  the  only  perfons 
that  make  it  their  care  he  ftiould  not  be  wronged.  - 

Nay,  it  makes  men  think,  that  God  is  beholden  to 

them,  ifor  being  fa  cautious  as  to  give  him  nothing. 
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He  (hould  not  b6  fo  much  obliged,  if  they  flioald  en- 
deavour to  become  better.  The  only  qualification  that 
they  knovr  of  for  his  favours,  is  not  to  be  qualified  ac 
all  to  receive  them*    He  owes,  it  feems,  much  of  Glo- 
ry to  their  wane  of  vertue#     If  they  (hoald  give  him 
mote  than  they  do,  he  would  have  lefs.     To  bring 
any  thing  to  him,  would  be  to  rob  hin,  and  takeaway 
from  him.    His  Grace  would  lofe  its  name ,  if  they 
fhould  ftudy  to  attain  it.    They  fhould  decraft  very 
much  from  thefreenefs  of  it,  if  they  (hould  provide  for 
any  thing  but  only  to  receive  it.    It  would  not  be  fo 
rich,  if  they  were  not  poor  and  beggarly  in  all  good 
works.     His  Honour  relyes  very  much  upon  their 
weaknefs^  and  his  Glory  is  fupportedby  their  imbe- 
cility.   To  be  much  in  debt  to  him,  is  the  beft  pay- 
ment that  can  be  made  him.    To  win  his  love,  it  is 
beft  to  be  men  of  no  defert.  And  to  be  out  of  all  dan* 
gcr  of  trufting  to    their  own  righteoufnefs  s    they 
judge  ic  the  fnreft  courfe  to  have  none  at  all. 

Thefeare  the  men  who  make  the  Grace  of  God  fo 
ffti^  that  he  leaves  nothing  for  himfelf.  The  ridies 
•of  it  is  fo  abundant  towards  them,  that  he  gives  away 
all  his  own  riglit.  He  makes  fuch  liberal  grants  to 
thcfe  favourites,  that  there  remains  nothing  as  a  Du- 
ty to  him.  He  takes  fuch  a  great  care  of  their  plea- 
fure,  ihat  he  forgets  his  own.  And  loves  to  let 
them  have  theirwill  fo  much,  that  he  fuffers  his  own 
to  be  crofled  f%i  their  fake.  It  i^  not  He,  it  fhould 
feem,  but  they  that  rule  the  world.  His  will  bends 
to  their  defires:  and  fin ce  they  have  no  mind  to  be 
good  s  they  have  invented  a  way  that  he  may  love 
them,  though  they  continue  bad.  He  fees  them  not 
(as  they  fancy)  in  themfelves^  butln  a  difguife.  They 
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do/ioc  appear  in  their  own  colours^  bat  in  anotbers 
drefs.    He  doth  not  behold  them  naked,  bpt  cover- 
ed in  the  Robes  of  Chrift.    And  though  they  hav? 
a  world  of  fins,   yet  chey  think  to  have  them  hid, 
while  he  loQks  upon  their  garments ,   and  not  apon 
them.     And  indeed  Co  free  is  this  Grace^  that  he  can 
have  no  title  to  their  obedience,  but  only  their  own 
gratitude.     l]p  holds  his  Kingdom  and  Authority, 
ooly  by  their  good  will.     If  they  do  what  he  de- 
fire,  it  is  their  kindners,and  more  than  they  owe  him. 
Since  Chrift*s  obedience   is  perfonally  imputed  to 
them,  he  cannot  in  juftice  require  any  at  their  hands. 
Since  he  hath  performed  the  Law  in  their  (lead,  and 
made  his  righteoufnefs  immediately  theirs ,  he  cannot 
expert  that  they  (hould  perform  it  ^coo,  nor  exadl  any 
righteoufnefs  of  their  own.    'For  this  would  be  ta 
demand  the  fame  debt  twice  %  and  to  call  for  the  pay- 
ment of  a  bond ,   which,  hath  been*  already  Satisfied; 
In  fine  ^  He  can  claim  nothing  as  his  due>  but  muft  be 
content  with  that  which  they  will  give  him  :  and  it  is 
thought  the  fafeft  way  to  give  him  litUe  or  nothingt 
left  they  ihouldat  all  abate  of  the  freeoeft  of  what  he 
is  to  give. 

I  hope  your  foul  will  never  enter  into  this  fecret, 
nor  follow  the  rabble  in  thefc  groondlefs  fancies.  But 
you  will  rather  put  to  your  bands  to  pull  down  that 
Idol  of  Faith,  which  hath  been  fet  up  with  fo  much  de- 
votion, and  Religioufly  wor (hipped  fo  long  among  us : 
That  dead  Image. of  Faith  which  fo  many  have 
adored,  trufted  in,  and  peri(hed.  I  mean  the  notion 
which  bath  been  fo  zealoufly  advanced,  how  that  be- 
lieving is  nothing  elfe,  but  a  retfiag  on  ^ifuf  for  falva- 
tionj  4  ^du€hl  recumbencj  nfon  Aim^^  4  c^fiing  ^mr 
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(elves wMj  upon  him  and  his  merits^  §r* an  ap flying  ef 
his  right eCMJfne/s  tocurfculs.  And  jf  you  throw  all  thofc 
other  phralcs  after  thern,  which  tell  us  that  it  is  a  td- 

king  of  Chrift,  a  U)tng  hold  of  him,  2  chfing  wich  him, 
ocm embracing  of  him-,  you  fliall  do  ch^  better,  and 

more  certainly  fccurc  your  felt  from  being  deceived. 

* 

For  astothcfe  htter  cxprcffions  is  it^ot  vifible  at 
•    the  firft  naming  of  tbem,  that  they  are  obfcure^  doubt- 
ful and  metaphorical  words  ?,  Is  it  jiot  as  hard  to 
know  what  it  is  tof^ifr^him,  and  to  clofe  vfizh  him,  as 
it  is  to  underftaad  what  it  is  to  Beleive  ?  Whatfoever 
then  you  have  been  told  of  me,  I  doubt  not  but  you 
will  find  that  I  direift  you  in  a  plain  and  honeft  path  5 
it  being  indeed  againft  my  nature  to  like  any  thing 
which  is  intricate,  perplexed,  and  fo  myflierious,  'that 
a  fimple  man  cannot  comprehend  it.     Who  is  there 
that  doth  not  urrderftand  me  when  I  fay,  that  to  Be- 
Ifeve  Is  fo  heartily  togivr  y^ur  ^ffent  to  the  truth  of  the 
Cofpel^  that  jo»  live  according  to  tt  f     What  word  is 
thereof  all  thefe,  that  hatha  doubtful  meaning?  or  if 
ten  thoufand  men  (hould  hear  them,  what  poffibility 
is  there  that  among  them  all  there  fliould  be  found  fo 
much  as  one  different  fenfe   about^hem  i    whereas 
thofe  words,  To  take  Chrift^toiftibracehim,  and  clofe 
with  him,  are  of  fuch  dubious  fignilication,  that  baih 
the  ad  and  the  cb'ed  ( as  we  ulually  fpeak )  have  an 
ambigaous  meaning.     There   are    fcvcral   wayes  of 
taking,  and  embracing  :   and  by  Chrift'xs  (pmetimes 
meant  his  perf^n,  and  fbmetimes  his  Gofpel  or  Do- 
drine.    Now  if  to  Take^  be  with  our  mind  and  heart 
to  allow,  approve^  affent  to  any  thing  5    then  to  take 
cbrifl  in  the  firft  fenfe  gf^that  word,  is  to  acknowledge 
him  for  the  Son  of  God  i  the  promifed  feed  which  he 
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(aid  fliould  be  fent  into  the  World  :  And  to  iake  him 
in  theoiher,  is  nothing  elfejbut  that  which  I  told  you  5 
To  aflent  in  iiich  manner  to  all  that  is  faidofhim,  or 
he  hath  iaid  jntheGolpel,  that  we  become  obedient 
to  his  word.  To  what  purpofe  then  is  it  to  ufe  thefe 
phrafes,  when  there  are  better  at  hand  whereby  we 
muft  explain'them?  Since  this  muft  be  laid  which  I 
have  told  you,  why  cannot  it  belaid  at  firft?  When 
things  can  be  clearly  expreffed^  whyftiould  wechufe 
to  (peak  them  darkly  >  Specially  fince  there  can  be  no 
fruit  of  it  but  only  this,  that  men  are  longfer  before 
they  underftand  us ;  and  perhaps  at  the  6rft  heating 
ofwhatwefeeak  obfcurely^  their  minds  are  imprefled 
wjth  (bme  (uch  dangerous  (cn(e  which  they  form  to 
themielves5  that  all  our  explications  cannot  blot  it 
out.  It  is  of  great  moment,  what  mens  (buls  are  firft 
imprinted  withall.  They  will  retain  thofe  words  j 
and  perchance  think  good  to  make  theexpofition  ac- 
cording to  their  own  fancy.  Why  fhould  not  our 
words  therefore  carry  their  interpretation  in  them? 
Of  whatffaould  make  us  love  to  talk  in  (uch  ternis^ 
that  we  cannot  be  certainly  apprehended  unlefi  we 
talk  a  great  deal  more  .^ 

Of  that  laid  the  Traveller  (  who  was  defirous  to 
know  all  he  could  in  this  matter  )  I  would  willingly  be 
informed  by  your  (elf.  You  would  oblige  me  very 
much  if  you  could  think  fit  to  refolve  your  own  que- 
ftkm.  For  truly  I  love  fo  dearly  to  underftand  what 
1  hear  (  as  thanks  be  to  God  I  do  what  you  fay  )  that  I 
Wonder  any  naen  (hould  go  to.  feek  for  hard  words, 
whenehole  that  are  plaiti  do  thru  ft  themfelves  into 
their  mouths. 

U  I  meant 
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\  meant  not  replyed  the  Guide  to  draw  my  di/^ 

•  (courfeto  this  inquiry  ^  but  only  toexprefstoyou  by 
thofe  queftions  the  unreafonablcneft  of  liich  mens  pro- 
ceedings. Yet  fince  it  is  your^defire  and  I  am  not 
willing  to  deny  you  any  thing  5  you  (hall  know  what 
I  conceive  in  this  matter  5  provided  you  will  be  con- 
tent with  that  anfwer  which  lyes  uppermoft  in  my 
thoughts^  and  offers  it  (elf  firft  tomy  mind. 

They  are  not  in  love  I  am  apt  to  think  with,  fijch  a 
definition  of  FaitB  as  I  have  given  you,  becauie  it  is 
Pilgrim-like^  plain  as  a  Pike-daff.  It  is  in  this  cafe  as 
in  n)any  other  ;  there  are  a  company  of  men  in  the 
world  who  defpife  any  thing  which  they  underftand 
eafily^  and  imagine  there  is  no  great  matter  in  it^  if  it 
be  prefently  intelligible.  They  admire  that  moft 
which  they  do  not  comprehend  ;  and  conceive 
there  is  Ibme  my  fterie  and  depth  in  it,  if  it  be  difficult 
to  be  explained.  Juft  as  you  fee  abundance  of  men 
affeft  hard  .  words ,  nay  bombaftick  language  and  a 
fuftiankind  of  dialed^  though  there  be  no  greater 
eloquence  then  to  (peak  naturally  and  with  facility  of 
expre(Iion  :  So  there  are  as  many ,  who  love  thmgs 
obfeurely  delivered  and  which  have  a  cloud  about 
them  5    though  it  be  the  |)erfeftion   of  our  under- 

•  (landings  to  render  our  conceptions  clear  and  ea(ie  to 
enter  into  the  mo(t  vulgar  capacities.  As  they  think 
him  an  Orator  who  mounts  and  (bars  aloft  fas  they  call 
it  J  in  high-flown  words,  (b  they  take  him  for  a  deep 

.    Divine  whofe  notions  of  things  are  fo  expreffed  as  they 
cannot  prefently  found  and  dive  to  the  bottom  of 
them.     Hence  it  is  that  they  contemn  filch  a  familiar 
plain  and  facile  explication  of  the  word  Faith^  as  doth 
not  intricate  a  mans  conceptions,  but  can  at  (irft  fight

be  apprehended  5  and  they  had  rather  have  you  fpeak 
of  it  in  Metaphorical  or  borrowed  words,,  which  be- 
longing more  properly  to  other  things  then  they  do 
to  this  5  make  an  uncertain  (bund^  and  leave  the  mind 
in  confufion .  If  you  fay  that  it  is  a  Taking  of  Chrif>, 
of  whole  Chrift  3  an  apply  ing  of  what  he  hath  done, 
to  the  foul  5  a  cleaving  to  himj  or  in  (iich  like  words 
exprefs  your  felf :  all  thefe  feem  to  have  more  of  my  fte- 
ric  and  Gofpel-fecrets  in  them,  then  the  poor  Pilgrim- 
phrafehathi  andfothey  win  more  credit  with  thofe 
men  who  are  pot  wont  to  like  any  thing  which  every 
child  may  underftand  as  well  as  tnemfelves.  Belides 
itmuftbe  confeffed,  that  (iich  words  as  thofe  do  not  ^ 
touch  the  bottom  of  the  heart,  norfo  inftantly  pene- 
trate to  the  very  quick  as  the  other  plainly  do,  and  fo  . 
they  muftneeds  be  better  accepted  in.  the  worlds  They 
do  hot  fo  neceflarily  and  clearly  imply  mens  obedi- 
ence to  our  Lord,  which  in  this  that  I  mention  is  in  di^ 
reft  terms  exprcfled.5  and  fo  they  will  be  fure  to  meet 
with  kinder  welcome  and  entertainment.  ' 

He  was  proceeding  to  add  fome.  other  words  much 
totbefemeeffeft  when  the  Pilgrim  begging  his  pat- 
don  for  diverting  him  from  his  main  difcourfe,  told 
him  that  he  was  too  much  tatisfied  in  the  truth  of  what 
he  faid  and  defired  to  hear  no  more  of  this  folly  of 
mankind.  '  But  what  think  you  (  added  he  )  of  thofe 
other  defcriptionsof  Faith  which  tell  us  that  it  is  -4 
relyifig  upon  our  Saviour^  cannot  every  body  under- 
ftandthis  language  as  well  as  that  which  you  fpeak? 
I  grant  it,  anfwered  the  Direfl^or  5  but  if  it  benotly- 
able  to  the  fir  ft  defett  which  I  objeded,  it  is  notori- 
oufly  guilty  of  ?hekft  andworft:  for  there  is  in  it 
nothing-  of  our  obedience.  -  As  the  former  w^re  feulty

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ib  regard  of  their  obfcurity ,  (o  that  this  is  maoifeftly 
chargeable  with  lamene^  and  imperfedtion*  You  (hall 
be  convinced  of  the  truth  of  this  imputation  in  a  very 
few  words*  For  firfi^  the  moft  that  can  be  made  of 
this  relyance  on  Chrifl  for  Salvation  is>  that  it  is  one 
aft  of  Fail  hj  but  there- wants  a  great  number  more  to 
make  up  an  entire  body  of  Chridian  belief.  And,  fi- 
condly^  asiti^butonefingleaft,  ib  it  is  far  from  being 
the  firftj  but  muft  (iippofe  many  others  that  go  before 
it.  As  for  example,  it  is  neceflary  we  be  perfwaded 
ihsitJeJifsisthcChriJiofGocl^  that  what  he  hath  fpo- 
ken  in  the  Cofpel  is  his  will,  and  that  if  we  hope  for 
ialvation  by  him  we  mud  be  conformed  in  all  things  to 
*  this  will  of  God.  And  then  thirdly^  thefe  perfwafions 
or  afts  of  Faith  that  thus  precede ,  muft  produce  a 
iincere  and  cordial  obedience  to  his  laws  ,  before  we 
can  reaibnably  arrive  at  this  confidence  of  relying 
upon  him  for  ialvation.  •  Now  why  this  particular  ad 
of  Faith  (hould  be  alone  roentioqed  in  the  definition 
of  it,  which  is  but  oneand  not  the  firft,  nor  chief,  and 
all  the  reft  left  out  ^  is  paft  my  capacity  to  underftand. 
When  our  Faith  hath  rendered  us  qbedieht  to  him, 
then  we  may  take  the  boldneis  to  periwade  our  felves 
that  he  will  uve  us :  and  this  is  nothing  but  an  obe- 
dience to  his*  command  alio,  who  hath  bid  us  truft  him 
and  take  his  word  that  he  will  be  the  Saviour  of  all 
faithful  peribns.  But  it  is  a  preiiimption  to  do  it 
iboner,  and  the  ready  courie  to  deftroy  the  Religion 
ofChrift  to  advance  mch  an  hafty  and  forward  belief 
inmensibuls. 

And  therefore  let  me  beleech  you  as  you  love  your 
ibul  to  be  a  follower  of  feithful^r^i^^iMr,  who  ([as  I 
told  you)  was  the  founder  of  your  Order.    Remem- 
ber 
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ber  that  fiich  as  he  was,  fiich  mufi  you  be  if  you  hope 
to  come  lolcrufalem^ and  inherttthe  land  of  pronuie : 
and  that  in  his  example  you  ineet  with  nothing  earlier 
then  this,  that  by  F^itb^  when  be  was  caUed  to  go  out  inta 
m  fUce  which  hejljculd  after  receive  for  an  inheritawey 
be  obeyed^  and  went  out^  not  kpowing  whither  be  went. 
This  was  theiird  thing  wherein  his  Faith  imployed  it 
lelf,  and  the  lad:  was  like  unto  it :  For  when  he  was 
trycd  by  God  he  offered  up  his  only  bes;otten  Son  who 
Jr  tobe  the  farir  of  that  inheritance  which  was|>TO. 
mifed  to  him.    From  this  adive  Faith  no  doubt  it  is 
that  He  and  all  jgood  Chriftians  are.  called  Faithful ^^nd 
tiotfromakzy  recumbency  on  Chrift  for  Salvation^ 
or  the  (Irongeil:  application  of  his  merits  to  their  (buls. 
Ifthefe  were  fuflteient  to  make  aperibn  ofthatdeao* 
mination  5  then  we  need  no  better  charaOer  oizfaitb^ 
fulfirvant  or  fieward  (  which  the  holy  writings  (bme- 
times  mention  )  then  luchanone  as  follows.     He  is  a 
perfon  thatrelyes  upon  his  Mafters  merits  :i  and  de« 
pendsonly  on  the  worth  and  (ufficiency  of  his  Lord. 
Hetrufrsinhisgoodnels  for  a  pardon  ot all  his  faults, 
and  hopes  he  will  efteemhim  a  good  (ervant  becaufe 
he  is  a  good  Mafter*    He  leans  upon  his  armband  clafps 
faft  about  him,  and  is  refblved  not  to  let  him  go  till  ne 
have  paid  him  his  wages.     He  embraces  him  kiodljr, 
and  hems  he  will  account  him  righteous  becaufe  he  is 
Co  himlelf.     And  in  one  word^  He  applies  to  himfelf 
all  the  good  works  that  his  Mafter  hath  performed  ^ 
and  prayes  to  be  exculed  if  he  do  not  his  bufineis,  be- 
caufe that  his  Lord  can  do  it  better^'   Is  not  this  a  very 
ridiculous  defeription  ?  or  would  you  be  content  to 
bethusferved>  Uonot  imagme  then  that  Cod  will 
be  ferved  after  this  fafhion  5  or  that  fuch  an  ill-fa- 
voured notion  as  this^  *  is  the  beft  that  can  be  found  to

compofe  the  definition  of  a  true  believer.  But  firft  do 
all  that  you  can,  and  then  acknowledge  your  lelf  an 
unprofitable  fervant.  Let  it  be  your  care  to  fi^llow 
your  work^  and  then  rely  only  upon  thegoodnefs  of 
our  Lord  to  give  you  a  reward.  Be  fore  that  you  be 
inwardly  righteous,  and  then  no  doubt  the  righteouP- 
ncfsofChriit  will  procure  you  acceptance,  and  bring 
you  to  that  happinels  which  you  can  nowayesdefervc.

what  place  Prayer,  Hearing  of  Sermons^  Reading  of 
GovdBookf^   KtQtWmg  the  Sacrament^  have  in  the 

"  Religion  ^  Jefiis,  Ana  (f  what  ufi  they  are  to  Pil- 
grims. • 

AND  that  you  iray  be  able  to  make  a  better 
judgement  of  what  I  have  laid^  and  I  may  alio 
return  to  the  occafionand  beginning  of  this  difcourle, 
let  me  intreatyou  to  confider  well  the  nature  and  ends 
of  Vrayer  to  God.  It  is  manifeft  frofn  the  life  of  Jeftfs 
that  it  is  but  a  part  oT  that  duty  and  obedience  that 
we  owe  to  God,  and  yet  it  is  a  powerful  means  to  bring 
us  to  all  the  reft.  It  is  the  converting  and  turning 
about  of  our  minds  and  hearts  to  the  original  of  our 
Beingl  It  is  our  reflefl:ing  and  looking  back  upon 
him  from  whom  we  caipe.  'It  is  our  circling  and 
winding  about  (  ns-  Heathens  themfelves  have  well 
conceived  )  to  that  point  from  which  we  took  our  be- 
.  ginning,  that  we  may  befaft  united  to  God  and  hever 
be  divided  from  him.  It  is  an  acknowledgement  of 
God  in  all  bis  perfedions :  An  expreflion  of  ourde-; 
'pendance  and  (ubjci^ion;   an'oblation  of  our  felves; 

^        both 
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both  foul  and  body  to  him.     Think  therefore  to  what 
purpofes  it  moft  naturally  (erves  ••  forit  being  a  thing 
of  daily  ufe,  you  may  judge  thereby  what  the  great 
bufineis  of  Chriftianity  or  Believing  is.    Doth  it.  mi* 
nifter  chiefly  to  our  confidence  of  being  faved  ;  snd 
are  we  to  fwell  our  felves  by  this  breath  with  great 
hopes  that  we  are  beloved  of  God  ?  Or  rather  is  it  not 
moft  properly  fublervient  to  the  putting  of  us  into  a  ' 
ilate  of  Salvation^and  thp  rendring  us  fit  objed:$  of  the 
Divine  Love  ?  It  is  not  intended  to  infpire  us  with  con- 
ceits that  we  are  the  children  of  Cod;^  but  to  breathe 
into  us  the  fpirit  of  (bns,  and  to  impre&upon  us  the 
image  of  him  upon  whonj  we  fix  our  eyes.  .  k  is  the 
elevation  of  our  minds  to  him^  and  the  fanning  of  our 
eyes  upon  him,  in  order  to  our  being  made  more  like* 
him.     It  is  the  oblation  of  our  (elves  to  his  u(es  and 
fervicCj  andnot  a  giving  of  our  (elves  to  be  (aved  by 
*  him.     Here  we  place  our  minds, in  the.brightnefs  of 
his  heavenly  lights     Here  we  expo(e  our  cold  a(re(3:i- 
ons-tbthe  warmth  and  heat  of  the  Sun  of  righteouf^ 
nefe.     We  behold  our  Lord  moft  clearly  in  thefe' de- 
vout Meditations ;  and  by  the  frequency  of  them,  we 
(hall  learn  his  carriage  and  geftures ,  and  conform  all 
ouradlions  to  the  excellent  modell  of  his.    I  befeech 
you  deicend  into  your  own  heart  and  if  you  know 
what  it  is  to  pray,  tell  me  what  Faith  it  is  which  you 
feel  then  moft  ftir ring  in  your  heart.     Is4t  only  a  re^ 
lyance  on  Ghrift,  and  an  application  of  his  merits  to 
your  ibul  ?  Or  is  It  not  r.ather  a  vigorous  application  . 
of  your  mihd  to  him,   that  you  may  feeLhim  jmore,  be- 
gettingand  promoting  his  life  in  your  heart  ?  Is  it  not 
a  ftrong^defire  to  be  touched  by  him^  to  be  imprefFed 
with  his  likeneft^  to  be  joyned  to  biip*  and  nvade  one 
ipirit  with  him  j.  and  in  one  wordj.  that  you  may  be 
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nuide  more  ready  and  difpoled  to  every  good  work  > 
'  I  will  evidently  convince  you  that  this  is  the  great  end 
oi Prayer ,  and  coniequently,  the  main  work  of  be- 
lieving on  the  Son  of  God. 

We  are,  you  know,  of  km  to  two  Worlds,  and 
placed  in  the  middle  between  Heaven  and  Earthy 
With  our  Heads  we  touch  the  one,  and  with  our  Feet 
we  ftandupon  the  other.  Man  b  the  common  term 
wherein  the^^two  meet  and  are  combined.  By  his 
liiperiour  faculties  he  hold$  communion  with  the  in- 
ward and  (piritual  world,  and  by  his  lower  he  (eels 
the  outward  and  corporeal.  But  there  is  a  great  dif- 
ference between  the  correfpondence  which  we  hoM 
*with  one,  andthat  which  we  maintain  with  the  other. 
For  to  this  (enfil^le  World  we  lye  open  andbaVe,  but 

-  between  us  and  the  InvifiUe  World  there  is  a  ero6  . 
cloud  and  vailof  fle(h  which  interpofes.  Or  to  (peak 
more  plainly  5  Our  fenfes  haye  nothing  that  comes  be- 
tween them  and  their  objefts  to  hinder  their  free  ap- 
proach to  them  5  whereas  our  under (Vanding  hath 
thofe  very  objeds  wherewith  they  are  prepcrffelted,  to 
ipterrupt  the  light  of  coeleftiarthiogs  which  fhtne  up- 
on it.  The  outward  man  is  contkiually  expofed  to 
the  ftrokesofthe  things  of  this  outward  World,  and 
without  any  difficulty  or  pains  is  moved  by  them:  but 
our  Mind  i^  not  (b  patent  to  the  things  of  the  other, 
nor  is  our  Will  (b  eafily  inclined  by  them.    For  they 

.  being  already  imprefled  and  engaged  by  (enfibleob- 
jefts,  theiclye  between  us  and  the  higher  Regions  5 
and  they  having  enjoyed  a  long  femiliarity  with  them 
before  we  received  notice  of  any  thing  elfe  bcfide  \  It 
will  require  fome  labour  to  bring  us  and  tho(e^Ioble^ 
objedts  together.  Infliort,  the(eii(es  have  nothing  elfe 

to 
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to  do,  but  only  to  receive  thofe  things  whicli  prefeot 
themlelves  before  them,  noraretheyfblicitedbyany 
other  enjoyments :  But  our  minds  aiKl  wills  are  lialed 
two  wayes,  and  Iblicitcd  by  this  World  as  well  as  by 
the  other  5  ibtbat  to  perceive  that  which  is  Divine, 
we  muft  remove  this  out  of  the  way^and  pull  our  fouls 
from  thofe  thoughts  and  di^fires  wherein  thefe  lower 
things  have  intangled  our  hearts.  UnleG  our  Under- 
ftandiog  draw  her  ielf  afide  to  the  contemplation  of 
Divine  Truths,and  thereby  carry  the  Will  to  the  tafte 
of  an  higher  Good,  it  cannot  be  avoided  but  that  we 
become  meer  men  of  this  World,  and  by  being  wholly 
carnal,  lofe  our  acquaintance  with  the  other  cxleftial 
Country.  We  (ball  be  altogether  fraught  with  flelhly 
opinions  and  afiedions ,  and  have  nothing  remaining 
inusofa^iritualfenfe.  This  therefore  breeds  an  ab- 
Iblttteneceifity  of  conftant  holy  Meditation  ^  and  de* 
vout  Prayers.  By  the  one  of  which  our  niind  being 
abftrafted  from ,  and  elevated  beyond  the  things  of 
corporeal  fenie,  is  brought  to  a  converfe  and  familia- 
rity with  heavenly  notions :  and  by  the  other  our  Will 
is  pojQefled  with  Ipiritual  inclinations  5  nay,  ravifhed 
into  the  embraces  of  a  Divine  Good.  Meditation  fur- 
lufties  our  UnderfVanding  with  right  opinions,  and 
noble  thoughts :  and  Prajtr  carries  our  Will  to  the 
love  of  them,  and  joyns  our  afied^ions  fafl  unto  them. 
By  the  one  we  are  tyed  in  our  mind,  and  by  the  other 
in  our  choice  to  the  bettier  World.  This,  it  is  mani* 
f€(l,  b  the  natural  and  true  ufe  of  thefe  devout  exer- 
ciies :  to  dilpofe  our  fouls  by  drawing  them  away  from 
chele  inferiour  injoyments,  to  receive  communications 
from  above,  and  to  be  made  partakers  of  a  Divine  Na- 
ture. There  is  no  queftion  to  be  made  of  it ,  that 
Cod  loves  to  impart  himfelf  to  rational  Beings.     But 
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in  what  xnannerj  I  befeech  you,  can  he  do  it,  tinle^  it 
be  by  olirtlnderftandingsand  Wills  rightly  difpofed? 
And  what  other  end  therefore  can  thefe  #av  have 
which  put  us  in  a  fit  difpoficion  and  capacity  for  him  s 
than  to  bring  us  to  that  true  knowledge  and  lore  of 
him,  whereby  we  partake  of  his  nature.  In  thefe  you 
ttuft  employ  your  (elf,  and  they  arc  to  be  thought . 
'  tnore  neceflary  than  any  other  buflnefe ;  but  yet  you 
fee  they  are  but  the  means  and  way  to  a  Divine  State^ 
and  have  (bmething  beyond  themfelves  which  they 
are  to  effed :  and  that  is  the  bringing  of  us  to  the  life 
of  thebkfledjfe/ifcr- 
If  Prajrerbe  not  thus  dcfigned,  and  do  not  prodiice 
fuch  fruit ,   it  is  fo  far  from  procuring  us  acceptance 
with  God  ( though  it  be  top  full  of  tliat  F^iiM  which 
relyes  upon  Chrift  )  that  it  proves  a  thing  very  fulfbme 
.     and  dilpleadng  unto  him.     It  is  a  meer  noife  and  da* 
mour  in  his  ears ,   than  which  there  cannot  be  any 
thing  more  troublefbme  and  offenfive.     He  loves  not 
to  be  difturbed  with  fuch  (bunds  as  have  nothing  in 
them ,   but  flattery  and  naufeous  commendations  of 
him.    He  cares  not  for  being  extolled  by  (uch  unhal- 
lowed mouths.  It  is  a  great  injury  to  him  to  be  praifed 
and  magnified  by  evil  doers.    He  hates  the  pretences 
of  their  Friendfhip,    and  loathes  the  complements 
which  they  load  him  withalh    He  cannot  indure  to 
have  his  Courts  filled  with  thefe  impudent  people  5  left 
he  (hould  be  thought  fuch  an  one  as  themfelves.    As 
the  Sacrifices  of  old  were  eftcemed  no  better  than 
Murders,  and  all  the  ofi[erings  but  (b  many  butche** 
ries  which  were  committed,  when  they  left  themfelves 
behind,  and  brought  not  their  hearts  and  ^fftGtions  to 
be  offered  up  to  God :  So  are  all  mens  confident 
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natioriF  of  his  Name,  and  a  kind  of  blaipheoiy,  or  evil- 
baking  of  him  ^  while  they  are  enemies  to  the  Life 
of  God,  and.  defpilers  of  good  works*  They  do  moft 
faa&ly  reprc^b  him  in  the  world ,  by  taking  upoQ 
them  the  title  oC  his  greateft  Favourites.  They  ex« 
pofehiffl  to  fcdrn,  by  appropriating  tothemfelves  the 
Dame  of  his  fervain^  >  There  cannot  be  a  greater 
wrong  to  him,  than  tb  tipakemen  believe,  that  heig 
a  lover  of  fiich  filthy  Hypocrites.  You  have  ob&rved^ 
no  doubt,  that  the  Sacrifices  in  ancient  times  were 
called  the  il/e4f/^(7£^^,  and  the  F^^^  or  providon  that 
was  made  for  his  Houie.  And  yet  in  the  company  o^ 
evjl  works  they  are  (aid  to  be  an  Abomination  to  him ; 
and  he  profefles  that  he  had  as  lief  they  had  brought 
him  a  Dog,  asofSer  a  Lamb,  and  that  a  Swine  would 
have  been  as  acceptable  as  the  fatted  of  their  Bullocks. 
He  prote(l$  that  bis  (bul  abhorred  their  New  Moons, 
and  fblenu  Aflemblies :  that  their  Incenfe  was  an  un- 
savoury ftink ,  and  that  the  Fat  and  Blood  of  their 
Beads,  were  no  better  than  their  Dung  and  Ordure. 
JFfe  bids  them  bring  him  no  more  vain  oblations.  He 
laith,  that  he  was  full  of  them,and  oauleated  the  Tabk 
that  they  (pread  for  him.  And  in  plain  terms  he  lets 
them  know  that  it  was  to  no  purpoie  to  multiply  their 
Prayers,  for  lie  could  not  hear  them.  And  io  truly 
saay  you  a^ui^  your  lelf,  that  though  pious  Prayers 
are  now  jnod  prevalent  and  forcible  with  him,  yet  the 
gauming  of  Swine,  or  the  howling  of  Wplves  are  al^- 
togetheras  welcome^  as  the  clamorous  Petitions  c^ 
thofe  who  fue  for  his  Love  ,  without  any  thorow 
amendment  of  their  lives.  He  deteAs  thofe  bawling 
worfhippers,  who  intend  nothing  elfe  but  to  drown 
the  cry  of  their  fins^  and  to  make  him  deaf  to  the  ac- 
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cu&tions  which  their  iniquity  brings  agaihfl:  them» 
Their  breath  is'anunwholelbme  and  infedious  vapour, 
which  poifons  the  World  ^  and  is  the  Peft  of  Religion. 
Their  meetings  and  aflemblies  are  fo  many  conipka- 
cies  againft  the  Authority  and  Life  of  God.  Their 
words  do  but  wound  his  ears,  and  their  loud  cryes  are 
but  (bniany  aflaults  and  batteries  againfl:  Heaven.  He 
hates  to  fee  thofe  hands  lifted  up  unto  him ,  which 
will  indantly  be  lifted  up  againft  him.  He  cannot 
indurethey  (hould  lay  hold  on  him,  and  efteems  (iich 
rude  attempts  to  be  the  committing  of  a  rape  upon  his 
Biercy^  and  an  indeavour  to  force  his  favour.  He  hath 
opened  no  way  for  fuch  bold  accefs  untohim.  He  ne- 
ver intended  to  incourage  (uch  impudence.  Their  zeal 
is  a  ftrange  fire  which  kindles  another  in  Heaven 
againfl:  them.  And  notwithOanding  all  their  fawn* 
ings  upon  him,  the  Dogs  which  follow  them  to  the 
place  of  their  aJSemblies,  (hall  as  (bon  be  accepted  as  , 
-themielves.  And  therefore  be  (iire  to  make  your 
Prayers  touch  your  own  heart  before  you  expeft  they 
(hould  reach  Heaven.  Let  them  work  upon  you  (elf^ 
before  you  afliime  a  confidence  that  they  will  have 
thedefired  efiedupon  God. 

And  now  I  have  little  to  (ay  concerning  the  iearing 
x>f  Sermons,  readittg  of  the  Bible,  and  other  good  Books 
(  which  you  (ay  there  arc  many  think  do  compo(e  the 
whole  of  a  Religious  life  ;^  for  it  is  plain  enough  they 
can  have  no  other  end  than  to  furnifti  your  mind  with 
pious  Meditations,  and  di(po(e  your  will  to  Prayer, 
and  all  other  holy  duties.  Yoii  cannot  well  think  that 
thefe  have  any  other  place  in  the  godly  life,  than  that 
of  Inftruments  and  Helps  whereby  to  arrive  at  iti  And 
it  is  very  ealietoknow  from  what  hath  been  diicour- 
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fed^  what  Sermons  are  moft  to  be  regarded.  Not 
thoie  which  give  your  fancy  a  pfeafure ,  and  tickle 
your  imagination  :  but  thofe  which  powerfully  en- 
lighten your  underflfanding ,  and  move  your  will  to 
the  choice  of  that  which  is  right  and  Good.  There 
are  too  many  of  thofe  frivolous  Hearers ,  who  are 
more  plea(ed  with  little  gingles ,  and  the  tinkling  of 
wordsjthan  with  the  moft  perfwafive  arguments  which 
the  moft  piercing  reaibn  in  the  world  can  urge  upon 
their  hearts.  But  their  puniftiment  is  heavy  enough 
for  this  levity ;  they  being  condemned  for  ever  to  be 
fools  or  children,  whole  minds  are  inchanted  with  the 
Rhiming  of  words ,  or  with  their  countermarching 
and.  the  ringing  of  changes  upon  them,  or  other  fuch 
like  adulterate  Ware  y  which  would  fain  paG  for  wit 
and  elegance.  Next  to  the  love  of  Gibbertib,  and  of 
canting  phraies^  there  is  no  greater  dotage  than  this, 
of  courting  the  diieaies,  corruptions,  and  the  rotten 
carkafe  or  eloquence,  and  fleighting  the  life  and  (pirit 
of  it.  One  would  wonder  that  reafonable  fouls  ftiovild 
delight  in  toying  and  playing  with  letters  and  fyl* 
tables.  There  is  nothing  more  ftrange  unlets  it  be  this  5 
that  there  are  a  company  of  men  to  be  found  who  ac^ 
at  a  great  deal  of  pains  to  trim  themielves  withthefe 
tinlel  ornaments ,  and  with  much  curiofity  ftudy  to 
fpeak'  absurdly.  It  is  not  their  negligence,  but  they 
take  a  care  to  trifle.  They  do  not  flip  unawares  into 
chil^ifli  expreffionsy  but  they  fall  into  them  by  defiga. 

But  if  you  would  be  wife  and  good,  you  muft  open 
your  eafs  to  plain  words,  and  ftrong  fenle,  to  proper 
and  (ignificant  language,  which  brings  along  with  it 
powerrol  and  convincing  arguments  ^  to  that  which 
ihdkes  and  penetrates  into  the  Ibul ,  and  doth  not 
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neerly  glide  fmoothly  over  the  furface  of  it.  You 
muftnot  come  to  be  tickled,  but  to  be  taught  5  not  to 
be  pleaied,  but  to  be  made  better  5  not  that  a  man  may 
(peak  to  your  guft,  but  to  your  neceffities.  You  muft 
not  think  you  have  (pent  your  time  well  when  the 
Truth  peeps  into  your  foul,  but  ftops  at  the  door  5  or 
when  your  will  is  (leightly  moved  ,  and  then  (lands 
ftill :  but  when  the  light  pierces  into  your  mind,  and 
makes  a  broad  day  there  5  when  a  feoret  fire  creeps 
into  your  veins,  and  continues  to  burn  in  your  heart ; 
when  all  your  a&ftions  are  carried  away,  and  re- 
main in  the  pc^feflion  c^Truth. 

And  for  this  purpo(e  you  muft  read  the  Holy  Scri- 
ptures themielves,  nottoftore  your  mind  with  high 
notions,  ortorepleni(h  it  with  a  large  furniture,  and 
matter  of  difcourfe,  or  to  find  fupport  for  foroe  of 
your  opinions  5  but  to  get  a  ftock  ofefficadous  rea- 
^  ions  for  well  doing,  andto  over-power  your  heart  by 
the  force  of  them  to  confent  unto  it.  * 

And  let  this  be  your  Rule  alfo  in  readk^  other  pi- 
ous Books :  For  there  are  too  many  who  regard  only 
the  lighteO:  things  in  any  di(cour(e :  the  fringes,  the 
lace,  and  otheromaments,  more  than  they  do  the  bo- 
dy it  felf.  They  note  the  pretty  fVories,  the  apt  (imi- 
litudes,  and  here  and  there  a  fmall  ientence  which 
imites  their  fancy  %  but  mind  not  the  clear  reafons^  the 
nervous  arguments,  and  much  leG  the  whole  (cope  and 
defign  of  the  Treati(e  which  they  read.  Much  like 
Ibme  Writers  we  have  feen,  who  reporting  the  jHi(^o<* 
ry  of  their  times  5  take  notice  of  Iktle  more  than  of 
Jullings  and  Tornaments,  of  Bear-baitings^  and  lanch- 
ing  of  Ships,  and  fuch  like  frivolous  matters  which  are 
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of  no  moment.  .Or  like  thoie  Beggars^  who  travel*? 
iing  many  Countries  3  behoM  a  great  number  of  fair 
buildings  :  but  know  nothing  either  of  the  peribnsor 
the  furniture,  or  the  order  and  regular  form  which  is 
to  be  obierved  in  them. 

I  think  it  is  not  amifi  to  add  that  this  likewife  i» 
the  end  you  ought  to  propound  to  your  ielf  in  all  your 
conferences  with  wife  and  pious  fouls,  who  may  give 
you  great  afiiftance  in  your  purney  to  Jerujalem.  Not 
to  breed  in  your  ielf  an  opinion  that  you  are  Religi* 
ous,  becauie  you  frequent  their  company  s  but  to  re- 
ceive greater  illumination  ofmmdfrom  their  Torches, 
and  to  have  your  heart  warmed  with  a  greater  love  to 
God  at  their  holy  Fires. 

And  here  it  will  be  leafbnable;  at  the  conclulion  of 
this  dilcourie,  to  admonilfa  you  of  a  thing  which  may 
do  you  very  much  (ervice,  and  iave  you  abundance 
of  trouble  which  elfe  may  arife  in  your  mind.  There 
are  many  things,  as  you  (ee,  that  will  further  youia 
well  doing,  vix^.  Tracer ^  Reading  and  Hearing  the  Word 
of  God  \  Meditatisn^  Conference  with  good  men,  and 
iiichlike^  ibme  of  theie,  you  muft  underftand,  will 
ierve  your  purpoie  at  one  time ,  and  (bme  at  another^ 
according  as  you  are  difpoied,  and  they  (hall  be  found 
efficacious  for  the  end  to  which  they  are  dei]gned» 
There  is  a  great  variety  alfo  in  theie,  of  which  yoi^ 
may  make  an  advantage,  if  you  chuiethat  ujCb  and 
pradice  of  them  which  you  fliall  find  to  have  mod: 
power  in  it  at  the  prefent ,  to  withdraw  your  mind 
from  wcMrldly  vanities,  to  mortifie  your  paf&ons^ 
aod  to  eftabTiQi  your  will  in  the  Love  oijejhf^.  As 
lor  Inftance  3  fi>metiffle&  it  will  be  fit  foir  you  to  Medi- 
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rate^  and  fometimcs  to  Pray^  and  fometiracs  to  Converje 
with  your  friends :  and  it  is  not  (b  much  to  be  alkr, 
which  of  thefe  you  (hall  chufe,  as  which  of  them  will 
beft  at  that  inllant  advance  you  in  your  way ,  and 
move  your  will  with  the  grcateft  force  to  virtuous 
aftions.  And  then  in  Meditation,  there  is  the  Life  of 
Chrift  and  his  Death  -^  his  Refurredfion  and  his  Glory  5 
his  Coming  again  to  Judgement ,  and  the  Life  of  the 
World  to  come  5  the  long  Experience  you  have  had 
of  hisGoodnefs^  the  Inftances  which  he  daily  gives 
of  his  Providence  ^  the  Example  of  all  his  Saints  %  and 
an  hundred  things  befides  to  exercife  your  thoughts  3 
and  have  a  great  virtue  in  them  to  make  you  do  your 
duty  toward  God  and  Man.  In  like  manner  there 
are  fiindry  Books,  in  the  reading  of  which  you  may 
imploy  your  time  f  though  I  would  rather  have  you 
chule  the  beft,  than  a  multitude)  and  feveral  wayes  of 
praying  and  addreffing  your  Petitions  to  God,  which 
may  every  one  of  them  have  their  places  and  (eafons 
according  as  you  (hall  bedifpoled  to  (erve  your  (bul 
of  them*  And  therefore  if  you  perceive  that  fome 
of  them  through  cuflrom  and  long  u(e  do  in  time  loie 
their  Savour  and  their  Power  to  increaie  the  Love  of 
God  in  you,  and  it  (eems  to  you  there  may  be  more 
profit  in  another  way;  take  that  new  courfe,  and  leave 
the  former  without  any  fcruple.  For  that  Meditation 
which  will  not  now  affeft  you,  at  another  time  will 
prove  more  efficacious  thananyeKe;  and  that  way  of 
opening  your  foul  to  God  ,  which  now  you  forfake, 
will  come  about  again  to  be  in  ufe.  Only  of  this 
you  mufl:  take  a  great  care ,  to  ftir  up  your  felf  to  a 
continual  attendance  upon  the  Publick  Service  of 
Cod.  For  that  is  a  neceflary  acknowledgement  of  his 
Supreme  Authority  and  Etoroinion  in  the  World :  and 
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though  you  feel  your  fcif  indifjx>(ed5  dull  4nd  heavy 
at  certain  times  mtheie  addreilbs,  yet  there  is  this 
good  alwayes  done  3  that  by  your  very  prefence  there 
you  have  paid  part  of  your  homage  to  him^  have  own- 
ed him  to  be  your  Lord  aod  Governour,  and  confef- 
fird  that  he  is  worthy  of  all  Honour  and  Service.  But^ 
as  for  the  reft^  though  the  inclination  and  refolution 
of  your  heart  to  loveje/ks^  and  to  be  like  to  him^  muft 
be  unchangeable  §  neverthelefi  the  wayes  and  means 
which  are  to  be  imploded  to  the  nourilhing  and 
ftrengtheningofyourreiolutionymay  and  ought  to  be 
changed,  according  as  you  feel  your  (elf  dKpofed,  and 
find  them  to  be  efieaual. 

But  eQ)eciaily  let  me  remember  you  of  this  Advice 
wbidi  was  long  fince  given  me  by  a  good  man,  Not

Customs.  Since  thefe  are  impoled  upon  us  by  our 
felvcs,  we  may  grant  our  felvcs  a  releafe  when  we 
fee  it  moft  convenient ,  and  not  tye  our  (elves  unto 
them,  as  if  there  were  an  indifpenfible  obligation  ly- 
mg  upon  our  confidence.  The  rigorous  obfervance  of 
thefe,  doth  alwayes  hinder  the  freedom  of  the  heart 
in  the  Love  of  Jefus,  when  abetter  courfe  to  promote 
us  in  it  doth  prefent  it  felf  to  our  choice.  And  there- 
fore do  not  think  there  isany  neceflity  that  you  (hould 
alwayes  pray  in  the  (ame  wav  ,  or  pray  fo  long ,  or 
read  fo  many  Chapters  in  a  day,  or  ftudy  fucK  a  Book 
whereby  you  have  reaped  much  benefit,  or  think  eve- 
ry day  of  the  very  (ame  things  5  but  you  are  at  liber- 
ty todo  in  the(e  matters  as  fliall  molt  conduce  to  the 
ends  for  which  theyferve,  and  that  is,  Theouickning 
of  you  to  live  agreeably  to  the  Rules  of  Sobriety , 
Bi^teouihe&  and  Godlineisa    Be  not  timerous  and 
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fearful  of  ftepping  afide  out  of  your  ordinary  courle, 
when  you  only  leave  what  you  have  bound  upon  your 
felfby  your  own  will,  arid  go  to  do  the?  Will  of  God. 
If  we  can  do  well,  what  matter  is  it  ,  though  it  be 
not  in  the  form  that  we  have  prefcribcd  ?  Ifourbufi* 
ne6  be  effefted ,  why  fnould  we  trouble  our  heads 
becaufe  it  was  not  done  in  the  order  and  method 
that  we  appointed  ?  Is  it  not  a  niadnefe  to  deny  our 
feives  a  natural  happmefs ,  becaufe  we  cannot  have  it 
according  to  the  precepts  of  Art  ?  It  is  juft  as*  if  a  man 
would  not  fpeak  nor  hear  Reafon,  unlefs  it  be  in 
mode  and  figure ;'.  or  as  if  a  man  would  net  be  iaved 
irom  drowning,  unlels  a  friend  would  bring  a  Boat  to 
fetch  him  out  of  the  water  :  or  as  if  a  captive  Prince 
fhould  refuie  to  fausfie  his  hunger,  unlels  all  his  ier- 
vants  and  attendants  were  admitted  to  wait,  upon 
him.  What  a  fottifti  obftinacy  is  this,  thus  to  adhere 
to  our  Rules?  What  a  rigorous  Juftice  is  it,  that 
makes  us  unjuft  to  our  feives  ?  What  (hall  we  do  with 
this  fcrupulous  Piety  ^  which  claps  fetters  and  bolts 
upon  our  own  leggs  ?  We  (hould  wonder  if  a  man, 
to  obferve  fome  unneceflary  terms  of  Law,  fhould 
(ufier  all  Laws  to  perifh  5  and  it  is  no  lefs  ftrange  if 
to  maintain  fome  free  impofitions  we  fuilain  a  lo(s  in 
the  moft  neceflary  improvements  of  our  fouls.  This 
extreme  right  is  an  extreme  injury.  It  would  be  an 
ofience  againfl  reafbn  ,  not  to  offend  here  againfl  a 
form,  Kad  we  fhould  very  much*  depart  from  Cod, 
if  we  did  not  here  depart  a  little  from  pur  feives. 

To  this  let  me  add  another  thing,  which  it  will  be 
profitable  to  you  to  be  advifed  of  5  which  is,  that 
when  you  are  following  J^/Ztf  in  ads  of  Juftice  or 
Charity,  or  any  of  the  reft,  you  do  as  ftroagly  attract 

and

and  draw  doWn  the  ble(Jing  of  Heaven  upon  you^  as 
by  the  beft  devotions  which  you  perform  upon  your 
knees.'  You  do  not  thinks  I  believe^  that  they  are 
the  words  which  you  (peak,  that  have  any  virtue  to 
charm  the  cseleftial  Powers,  but  that  the  Love  to 
God  which  is  exprefled  in  Prayer ,  invites  him  to 
come  and  dwell  with  you.  Now  this  Love,  is^tefti- ' 
fied  as  much  in  other  a£i:ions  of  an  Holy  Life,  efpe* 
cially  when  we  deny  our  (elves  any  fenfible  good  in 
the  performance  of  them  5  and  therefore  they  cannot 
chute  but  re-inforce  our  Prayers ,  and  redouble  our  ' 
Petitions^  and  call  ftill  for  new  Grace,  to  make  us  able 
to  do  better.  Beiides,  it  is  to  be  confidered,  that<io- 
log  of  good  being  the  ufe  and  improvement  of  that 
Grace' of  God  which  we  obtain  by  our  Prayers,  it 
muft  needs  intitle  us  to  the  right  which  the  Promife 
of  Cod  gives  us,  of  more  Grace  to  be  added  untothar 
which  we  have  already  received.  We  render  to 
God  hereby  his  own  with  Ufury  and  Incrcafe  5  nod  (b 
cannot  mi(s  of  procuring  more  Talents  to  be  lent  un- 
to us.  And  indeed  if  you  enter  into  a  ftridt  Exami- 
nation ofthings^  you  will  find  that  every  aft  of  Vir- 
tue hath  tfle  very  fame  cfFeft  upon  the  Underftanding 
and  Will  ^  which  I  attributed  to  Prayer  it  fclf  For 
there  is  nothing  more  inlightens  the  Mind  in  the 
knowledge  of  good ,  than  the  experience  and  tafte 
which  thepraftice  of  it  gives  us  3  and  the  Will  is  (b 
efleftually  determined  hereby  to  the  choice  of  it^that 
it  gets  an  habit  ^  and  naturally  propcnds  unto  it. 
There  is  nothing  can  more  difpofe  the  foul  to  well 
doing,  than  the  doing  well:  and  we  are  nevermore 
fecure  of  the  help  of  Cods  good  Spirit,  than  when  w^ 
follow  the  motions  of  it. 

Y2  Behold.        , 
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Behold  then  what  a  dangerous  Rock  doth  here  dis- 
cover it  felf,  upon  which  many  have  daflbt  and  (plit 
themfelves,  and  perifhed.  Men  think  there  is  no 
Communion  with  God,  but  what  is  held  by  Prayer, 
and  luch  like  holy  duties.  Nay,  as  if  this  was  all  we 
have  to  do  for  maintaining  friendihip  with  him,  it 
hath-ingrofled  the  name  of  duty  ,  and  inclofed  the 
greateft  part  of  Religion  in  it  felf.  A  ftrange  conceit ! 
As  if  in  the  conftant  exercife  of  an  Holy  Life  we  did 
not  keep  a  fellowftiip  with  him ,  by  doing  the  fame 
that  he  doth ,  and  (hewing  forth  his  Virtues  to  the 
World.  Is  there  any  thing  more  vifible  than  that  by 
Righteoufiieis,  Charity,  Patience  and  iuch  like,  we 
approach  to  God,  and  are  made  partakers  of  him  ? 
Do  we  not  feel  him  by  thefe  things  ?  Are  we  not  made 
one  Spirit  and  Nature  with  him?  Doth  he  not  dwell 
in  us,  and  we  in  him?  What  is  the  reaibn  then  that 
'  men  confine  Divine  Communion  to  Prayer  and  recei- 
ving of  the  Sacrament,  as  if  we  never  injoyed  him  but 
^  in  thefe  immediate  addreflestohim?  What  is  it  that 
'  makes  them  imagine  God  is  here  to  be  fonnd,  and  no 
where  elfe  ?  They  know  not  fure  what  it  is  to  pray,and 
partake  of  thofe  holy  Myfteries,  They  fancy  It  is  but  the 
pouring  out  fuch  a  number  of  words,  or  the  ftirrmg  of 
Ibmc  devout  afie£):ions  in  them.Thele  they  conceive  will 
put  them  in  the  favour  of  God,  and  (ecure  them  there 
^  without  any  further  labor.  Which  hath  cauied,it  is  like 
the  corrupted  Church  to  increafe  the  number  of  Sa- 
craments,and  create  a  great  many  more  then  God  hath 
made.  For  it  is  an  eaue  matter  to  receive  thefe  Seals 
of  Grace,  and  there  is  no  iiich  repugnance  to  them  in 
our  flefhly  nature  as  there  is  to  the  Iffe  ofjejkf.  Hence 
it  is  that  men  would  have  the  whole  (umm  of  Religion 
to  be  contained  in  thefe  finall  volumes.    They  would 
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his  Eternity  and  Immutability,  hisGoodneii  and  Boan^ 
tyjandof  whatibever  other  excellencies  belongs  untf 
him.  We  humble  our  (elves  alio  before  him.  Wc 
profefi  our  Faith  and  confidence  in  him  for  all  that  he 
hath  promifcd.  We  hope. in  his  Mercy:  and  refijgn 
our  Souls  and  Bodies  into  his  Hands  to  be  governed  by 
his  Holy  Laws.  Prayer  is  the  Silence  of  our  Souls  ; 
the  ftilnefs  and  calm  of  all  our  Paffions  :  the  (atit 
faftion  and  contentment  of  our  Defires :  and  in  one 
word,  it  is  the  Union  of  our  Wills  with  the  Divine.

And  if  you  turn  your  eye  from  hence  to  the  Holy 
Sacrament  of  Chrifts  Body  and  Blood,  there  you  will 
hnd  the  very  fameconcourfeof  all  the  Graces  to  afSfl 
at  that  folcmn  time.  They  all  cohfpire  to  beprelcnt 
then  to  wait  upon  our  Lord,  and  to  improve  them- 
selves by  exerting  their  utmoft  vigor  and  ftrength  in 
that  Holy  Aftion.  The  very  bufinels  and  iraployment 
of  a  Chriftian  Ibul  at  that  Feaft*  is  to  celebrate  the  Di- 
vine CoodneG  with  our  higheft  praifes,  to  profcft  our 
felves  the  Dilciples  and  followers  of  the  Crucified 
Jefus :  to  exprefs  the  greateft  paflion  of  Love  to  him  ; 
to  offer  our  Souls  and  Bodies  to  his  fervice ;  to  ac- 
cept of  his  yoke  and  take  his  Crofs  upon  our  fiioulders  : 
to  embrace  each  other  with  a  fervent  Charity :  to 
open  our  hearts  unto  all  the  World  :  to  excite  our 
felves  to  the  doing  of  good  :  and  to  proclaim  forgive- 
iiels  to  all  that  have  done  us  evil.  Here  all  our  trou- 
blcfbme  Padions  are  laid  afleep^  and  dare  not  fo  much 
as  (tir  5  being  now  in  the  prefence  of  our  Lord.  They 
arc  all  hulhtand  ftill^  out  of  the  Reverence  they  bear 
to  him  and  his  Soveraign  Authority.  Her,e  we  can  nei- 
ther be  careful,  nor  angry,  nor  fearful,  nor  defirous  of 
any  other  thing  but  only  Him  and  his  Love*     Nay, 
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Caf.    XVIII. 

Of  the  many  enemies  bt  was  to  expiB^  that  wwkUffauh 
kisReJoItaionc  Some  from  witbin/fome  from  mth^t. 
Oftbdrfiibtiltits  andvariom  arts  to  deceive. 

TJj^re  the  Good  man  made  a  paule  :  the  Other 
X  J^eming  as  if  he  had  a  mind  to  interpoie  ibme 
doubt,  or  to  make  (bme  oblervation  upon  what  had 
been  (aid.  But  he  modeftly  praying  him  to  proceed, 
and  telling  him  that  he  had  no  defire  to  do  any  thii^ 
but  only  to  hearken  to  his  Inftruftions,  which  would 
fooner  tire  the  Giver  then  the  Receiver  5  it  was  no 
long  flop  tQ  his  fpeech  which  thus  contmued.  I  am 
Q>  defirous  you  (hould  think  it  is  eafier  to  underftand 
then  to  follow  the  Chrifcian  courle  which  leads  to 
Jerujalem  ^  that  I  would  have  you  know  there  remains 
not  much  more  to  be  added ,  then  what  relates  to 
thofe  things  whiQ^i  have  been  already  fpoken.  But 
you  having  thus  difpofed  of  youraf&irs  and  put  your 
lelfmfiich  good  order  as  I  have  direded^  it  will  be 
time  to  begin  your  journey  in  Gods  Name  thither.  On- 
ly be  fure  at  your  (etting.out,  that  you  confirm  the 
Vow  you  have  made  by  letting  to  it  the  Seal  of  that 
Holy  Sacrament  of  which  I  have  now  difcouHed.  It 
will  be  a  very  good  Viaticum  for  you ,  and  in  the 
ftrength  of  this  Food  you  may  travell  many  dayes:  ftill 
looking  at  jfe/Sy  whom  you  beheld  there  lb  tellingly 
reprefented.  And  truly  you  will  find  there  is  great 
need  of  fortifying  your  felf  very  well,  for  I  muft  let 
you  know  that  at  your  firft  ftepping  out  of  doors,  be- 
fore you  have  gone  many  paces,  you  will  be  incoun- 
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tredwith  a  World  of  enemies  of  feveraKbrts  5  that 
Will  befet  you  round   about  and  boldly  allauk  your 
reiblution  ot  going  to  Jernfakm.    We  are  told  indeed 
as  I  have  heard  fiine  relate  out  of  Diodare  of  Sicily^ 
that  among  the  ancient  Indians  there  were  certain     ; 
officers  appointed  on  pur  pole  to  take  care  oitt'avelicrs 
and  Strangers  ^  and  to  fee  that  nobody  did  them  any 
'Wrong.     And  if  it  chanced  that  any  fuch  perfon  did 
•&1]  (kk  they  provided  a  Phyfitian  for  him^  with  all 
other  things  that  the  necefficies  of  fuch  a  condition 
did  require.     If  he  dyed  they  gave  him  a  decent  Bu- 
rial ,   and  if  he  had  any  money  or  goods  about  him 
they  took  care  to  have  them  reftored  to  his  heirs  if 
they  could  be  found.    But  now  you  will  very  much 
deceive  yourfelf  if  you  expe<5t  (uch  kind  u&ge  from 
the  world,  or  think  to  be  ^relcrved  in  yoyr  travels 
from*their  injuries  and  affronts.  There  is  not  (b  much 
Chri/lianity  left  among  them,  as  will  equall  the  vertue 
of  thoie  Pagans.    Men  are  more^bufie  in  pading  the 
fi^ntence  of  Damnation  upon  them,  then  in  condem- 
ning themielvesfbr  not  excelling  and  outflripping  the 
Piety  of  Infidels.    TJjey  take  care  for  little  elle  but  to 
have  it  believed,  that  t hofe  Heathens  (hall  not  be  fa ved 
notwithftanding  all  their  good  works  ^  and  that  they 
themfelves  IhalT  be  (aved  notwithftanding  their  bar- 
rennet  of  them.    They  will  be  lb  far  from  doing  you 
any  good,  that  they  will  not  ftick  to  do  you  harm. 
They  who  you  would  think'  (hoiild  be  a  guard  to  you, 
may  prove  tjie  moft  dangerous  enemies  and  take  an 
opportunity  to  rifle  you.     There  are  many  wilj  be 
forward  to  offer  you  theiisJervice,  but  it  is  becaufe  they 
would  willingly  have  an  occafion  to  betray  vou.  They 
would  be  content  no  doubt  to  bury  you,  but  it  is  be- 
cauie  they  are  |^ad  that  they  fee  you.  ciead.    And  yet 
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3^ou  rhuft  not  think  that  evil  men  will  be  your  only  or 
your  greatcft  oppo(ers5  for  there  are  fundry  others  as 
I  told  you  that  will  be  ready  to  joyn  their  forces  with 
thein^  and  fuch  as  are  of  a  more  dangerous  and  malig- 
nant difpodtion.     There  is  never  a  thing  you  fee  in 
the  world  but  it  may  prove  anAdveriary  and  iodea- 
vour  to  hinder  you  in  your  journey :   I>ut  there  arc 
many  bcfides  more  potent  which  you  do  not  fee  that 
will  back  and  fecond  them  in  their  mifchievous  defign. 
Though  they  di(agree  never  lb  much  among  them- 
(elves  m  other  things,  yet  they  will  all  combine  toge- 
ther and  confpirein  this,  to  ufe  their  utmoft  (kill  and 
indeavour  to  check  your  defires,  and  break  your  pur- 
pofes,  or  at  leaft  to  give  you  many. discouragements 
that  may  ftop  you  in  your  courfe  and  hinder  your  go- 
ing forward  to  Jerufaled.     I  have  known, many  P/7- 
grims  of  great  courage  and  undaunted  Re(bIufioD  , 
and  yet  I  could  never  hear  of  any  whom  more  or 
fewer  of  thefe  armed  enemies  had  not  the  hardinefs  to 
iet  upon  :  And  fbme  I  have  been  acquainted  with  who 
were  either  forced  or  perftvaded  by  them  to  make  a 
retreat  after  they  were  well  adyanced  in  their,  way 
thither.    And  therefore  you  muft  not  think  you  (hall 
be  filch  a  priviiedged  Soul  as  to  efeape  their  aflaults : 
fince  Heroical  Vertue  could  never  terrific  them  from 
making  a  proof  of  its  conftancy  and  valour.    And  you 
.    mufl:  not  think  neither  that  they  are  without  ftrata- 
gems  and  fubtil  Arts  to  deceive  thofe  whofe  ftrength 
they  cannot  over-mafter.     They  will   (pare  neither 
lyes,  nor  flatteries,  nor  bribes,  nor  fine  entertainments 
f  if  they  fee  that  Violence  is  Wee  to  efFedt  nothing  )  to 
:orrupt  your  mitfd  and  induce  you  to  change  once 
nore  and  return  home  again   to   thofe   injoyments 
which  you  have  quit  and  left  behind^ou.   There  is 
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nothing  Q}  aiBids  them  as  to  ice  a  Soul  in  love  with 
J^fif^  ^^  rcfolutcly  bent  to  travel .  for  to  find  him. 
This  urges  them  to  ufe  their  greateA  induftry  and  wit 
toextinguifh  that  good  will,  with  the  lo6  of  which 
they  know  your  journey  will  ccafe  and  come  to  no- 
thing.  Againft  thefe  therefore  you  mud  be  well  pro- 
vided, that  when  they  come  and  make  an  impremon 
upon  you ,  it  may  find  fuch  a  noble  refinance  that  it ' 
may  fly  back  withfliaroe  in  their  own  faces »  and  only 
'let  a  mark  of  honour  and  token  of  ViAory  upon  yours. 
And  truly  toexpe£^  and  look  for  them,  is  halfway  to 
a  conqueft :  their  greateft  advantage  lying  in  the  fecu« 
rity  c^aSoul  which  fears  no  danger.  Which  makes 
this  Warning  that  1  give  you  before  hand  the  more 
necefiary ,  becaufc  it  is  a  part  of  your  Armour,  and  not 
only  an  Alarm  to  make  you  careful!  to  be  well  ap* 
pointed. 

Ibclieve  youaredefirousto  have  fomeliftof  theft 
Esemies)  and  therefore  I  think  fit  to  let  you  know  that 
yoQ  will  find  none  more  forward  tofet  upon  you,  then 
fome  within  your  felf.  The  Flejhly  dijfres  I  mean  and 
the  War dfy fears  of  your  own  naughty  heart,  who  the 
more  they  have  found  you  a  friend  to  them  hereto- 
fore, wil]  now  become  the  more  peftilent  enemies  and 
do  you  the  greater  mifchief.  Theft  will  be  very  ua- 
H^illing  that  you  fhoulddofo  much  as  Pray,  or  Medi- 
tate with  any  ferioufeefi  of  jff/Sr/  and  JerkfalcM  5  and 
much  more  oppoiite  will  they  be  to  the  Life  of  Sobrie- 
ty and'Self-d^nyal  which  they  fee  youentring  upon. 
If  their  conftnt  were  firft  to  be  obtained,  you  ftiould 
not  ftir  fo  much  as  one  foot  in  this  way  wherein  I  have 
diredled  you.  They  would  murmur  and  repine  mci); 
&dly^  they,  would  put  a  thoufand  jealoufies  in  your 
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mind,  and  remember  you  of  as  many  fervices  which 
you  owe  them ,  without  the  performance  of  which 
they  can  never  reft  contented.  And  therefore  when 
you  have  made  a  little  progrefi,  and  taded  (bme  of  the 
difficukies  of  your  way  5  then  is  the  opportunity  of 
the  Flefi  to  kt  in  ftrongly  with  its  rcafons ,  and  to 
fiiggefl  to  you  that  it  is  a  courfe  not  to  be  indured.  k 
cannot  be  expeded  that  in  Co  fit-  an  occafion  it  (hould 
be  filetit,  but  that  it  fhould  intreat  you  of  all  Loves 
not  to  be  lb  cruel  as  to^  proceed  in  your  purpole  and  to ' 
deny  it  thofe  (atisfa&ions  which  are  not  to  be  met 
withal]  infucha  difmall  rode.  Sometimes  it  will  cry 
out  of  the  injuries  that  have  been  done  it  and  com- 
plain of  the  violence  that  Temperance  hath  offered  to 
Jts  pleafures,  and  the  robberies  which  the  poor  have 
committed  upon  its  goods  ,  with  other  intolerable 
wrongs  of  the  fame  nature  •  And  (bmetimes  it  will 
Ihriek  and  cry  out  for  fear  of  the  Danger  and  Hard- 
(hips  that  are  ftill  infuing ,  and  will  be  (lire,  as  it  fan- 
cies,  to  make  a  totaKpoil  pfall  its  contentments.  And 
though  many  of  thefe  piteous  lamentations  be  negleft- 
ed  by  you^yet  it  will  not  ceafe ;  it  is  like,  to  follow  you 
with  them ;  and  at  (bme  (eafbns  plainly  to  grapple 
with  you  and  ftruggle  for  the  Vidory.  And  fiice  af- 
ter ibme  difficulties  that  are  overcome^  there  may  well 
be  iuppofed  others  to  be  remaining  that  will  try  your 
conftancy ;  thele  will  be  fiire  to  be  reprefented  to  you 
in  i  very  formidable  (bape  and  made  to  appeaf  far 
bigger  and  vafler  then  really  they  are.  That  ib  your 
Jlefify  dejires  may  have  the  fairer  pretence  to  wilhyou 
CO  con(uIt  for  your  eaie  and  (afety  both  together^  by 
returning  back  to  the  phcefrom  whence  you  came. 
Many  evil  Spirits  likewife  there  is  no  doubt,  will  joyn 
themlelves  to  this  party :  and  obfervibg  the  beft  ad- 
vantage

therefore  that  it  would  be  beft  for  you  to  return  again^ 
at  leaft  for  fo  (hort  a  (pace  till  you  may  be  better  pur- 
ged,  and  fo  the  better  provided  for  travel.  With 
much  (pecioufnefs^  and  very  fair  (hews  of  Biithful  coun« 
fell  will  all  this  be  reprefented  :  and  they  will  make 
you  believe,  if  they  can,  that  you  cannot  pleafeGod 
better  than  by  going  back  to  the  very  place  where 
you  firft  began,  in  order  to  prepare  your  felf  with 
more  exaftnefi  for  fiich  a  long  journey.  But  do  not 
give  any  credit  to  a  fyllable  of  all  this,  nor  think  your 
(elf  obliged  to  raniack  your  confcience  all  over  again, 
and  to  ipcnd  y^our  time  in  I  know  not  what  penfiveneQ 
and  tirelbm  humiliations.  For  thefe  courles  may  in- 
danger  to  keep  you  alwaycs  at  home  5  either  becaufe 
you  will  never  think  that  you  know  the  bottom  of 
your  heart,  or  becaufe  you  will  ftill  feem  not  to  be 
forrowful  and  penitent  enough ,  or  becaufe  thefehor- 
rours  will  even  affright  you  from  Religion,  and  make 
yon  think  f  as  I  have  known  (bme  do  )  that  it  is  impof- 
fible  tb  befaved.  At  leaft  thele  things  will  put  you 
into  uncouth  and  unknown  wayes^  and  make  others 
think  that  Piety  is  madnefi.  They  will  hinder  you  al- 
(b  exceeding  much,  fothat  (if  you  go  on  at  all,  y&) 
you  will  travell  very  flowly,  and  be  a  moft  tedious 
time  before  you  come  at  jf^«f .  Say  therefore  to  tbefe 
fcruples,  when  they  buzz  in  your  ears  5  I  am  nought^ 
T  have  mnght^  &c.  I  have  funk  my  felf  as  low  as  1  can 
in  my  own  eftcemj^Ihave  forlaken  all,  and  carry  no* 
thing  in  my  heart  as  he  knows  but  only  ^efis^vAJc- 
rufakm^  and.  therefore  moleft  me  not  in  my  paffage  to 
^hcm.         •  .  And

Nay,  if  he  only  ftop  you  in  your  journey  by  vab, 
frivolous  and  impertinent  difcourfes ,  which ,  you 
think,  detain  you  too  long  from  accomplifhing  your 
intentions 5  break  loofefromhimas  (bonasyoubirly 
can,  and  fay  only  this  to  him,  Sir^  ItPwldfainU  at 
Sferkfikm^  And  if  he  perfift  to  trouble  you,  and  fol- 
low you  with  his  imponunities  to  turn  afide  to  his 
dwelling,  ^r  to  let  him  have  more  of  your  company ; 
invite  him  to  go  along  with  you,  and  tell  him  that 
then  he  ihall  enjoy  as  much  as  he  plealesof  it.  And 
if  to  thefe  Tcmptationsthere  fbould  many  others  fuc- 
xeed  from  the  profiers  of  Gifts,  Honours  and  Prefer* 
ments  which  will  incommode  you,  and  be  a  clog  to 
you  in  your  journeys  regard  them  not,  but  flillbear 
in  your  minds  the  thoughts  of  what  you  (hall  have  at 
^erufalem.  Which  is  not  meant  as  if  I  thought  the 
Rich  and  the  Honourable  could  not  get  thither  as  well 
as  we  5  but  only  to  preferve  you  from  the  greedy  hu- 
mour of  the  world,  who  catch  at  all  that  prelcntsit 
felf,  though  they  ftart  out  of  their  way  to  get  it  j  and 
turn  into  an  hundred  by-paths  to  pofleG  and  aug* 
'mcntit.

H Ere  the  Holy  roan  refted  himfelf  again  for  a  little 
fpace,  to  fee  if  there  were  ought  that  his  Difciple 
had  a  mind  to  propofe,  who  all  this  while  had  been  in 
a  profound  ftilnefs.     But  when  he  faw  that  he  did  no  - 
thing  bat  ponder  upon  what  he  had  fpoken^and  re- 
mained fo  fixed,   as  if  he  had  ^en  chained  to  his 
mouth,  and  could  not  ftir  from  thence'^  he  went  op 
in  bis  difcourfe »  which  he  clearly  difcerned  the  poor 
fool  moft  greedily  received.     You  look,  faid  he.  as  if 
you  were  not  at  all  deje^ed  at  what  I  have  delivered  % 
and  perhaps  you  are  the  better  fatisfied,  {^ecaufe  you 
expe^to  be  entertained  with  more  pleafant  news  than 
hitherto  hath  falpted  you.     But  I  muft  deal  (incere^ 
ly  with  you,  and  let  you  know  that  many  of  the  plea- 
(ares  in  this  way  that  you  are  to  go ,  confift  more  in 
beating  enemies,  than  in  having  none  5   in  vi^iiories 
and  triumphs ,  rather  than  in  not  being  expofed  to 
dangerous  conflids.     And  therefore  be  contented  to 
bear  that  all  your  enemies  will  fall  into  a  rage ,  and 
be  filled  with  madnefs ,  when  they  fee  their  ftrata- 
gems  Become  fo  unfuccefsfuL     And   that  they  may 
take  fome  revenge  for  fo  (hameful  a  difappointment , 
they  will  procure  that  you,  be  exceedingly  defpifed 
and  fcorned  as  a  very   poor   wretch ,  and  a  filly 
creature.     They  will  fet  the  very  Boyes  and  Girls  to 
laagh  andhoutatyou:  or,  which  is  wppfe,  they  will 
lay  all  the  falfe  things  to  your  charge  that  they  can 
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dcvifc,   and  throw  in  your  teeth  any  old  fault  which 
.     you  have  commicted,  and  not  only  brand  you  with 
ve.y  difgraceful  names,  but  alfo  calumniate  you  asa 
man  of  ill  defigas.    But  if  you  will  be  fafc/  I  charge 
you  not  toiieed  chefe  things  atall^  no  not  if  they  go 
abouttorob  you,  or  proceed  to  beat  you,  orufe  you 
very  defpitefuUy ,   and  pcrfccute  you  with  ;is  much 
violence  as  malice  can  mioifter  to  their  fury.  Remem* 
ber  what  I  now  fay  unto  you,  as  you  love  your  life, 
and  contend  not  with  them,  ftrive  not  fiercely  againft 
them«  nor  fpend  fo  much  as  a  fit  of  anger  upon  them. 
Content  your  felf  as  well  as  you  can  with  the  da- 
mage received ,  and^pafs  on  quietly,  as  though  no 
hurt  bad  been  done*,   left  you  involve  your  felf  in 
wotfe  dangcirS)  and  fufler  a  far  greater  harm  than  they 
have  in  their  power  to  do  you.    Carry  this  only  in 
your  mind,  that  to  be  at  ^erujdlem  in  fafety  with  ^e- 
fusy  is  a  thing  that  ought  to  be  purchafed  with  far 
harder  ufage  than  all  this  ;  and  then  you  will  not  fo 
much  as  repine  at  it,  but  be  more  cojnforted  by  your 
patience,  than  you  could  have  been  by  remaining  free 
from  fuchafflidlions. 

Let  this  alfo  be  added  for  your  fupporc  ^  that  if 
they  fee  you  are  fo  hardy,  as  not  to  beat  all  moved 
by  thefe  affronts,  but  rather  well  contented  with  fuch 
rude  and  dirty  abufes ;  it  will  give  as  great  difcoa- 
ragemenc  to  them,  as  they  hoped  thereby  to  have 
given  you.  You  will  grow  a  very  conliderableper- 
fon  in  their  account,  and  they  will  (land  in  fear  of  yoo, 
as  one  that  is  like  to  hearten  many  others  in  this  jour- 
ney, from  which  they  labour  by  fo»many  waies  that 
they  may  be  deterred.  Which  muft  not  be  expound- 
ed as  it  their  heart  would  not  ferve  them  to.crouble 
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yoo  any  longer,  when  they  fee  yoa  return  all  their 
blows  upon  thcmfelves  5  for  as  long  as  their  raaliGe 
lafts,  tbey  will  not  ccafe  to  be  a  vexation  to  you,  and 
to  labour  to  bring  you  into  fome  new  danger.    Nay, 
it  is  likely  they  will  from  all  tbefe  diiappointments 
only  learn  to  go  to  work  more  craftily,    and  lay  all 
their  beads  together  to  contrive  fome    infenjible 
waies  of  e^6ling  your  mine.     But,  as  I  faid  before, 
keep  in  your  mind  j^f/ifx  and  5^^r^/4//i9f,  and  tbey  will 
g>e  you  lecnrity,  and  countermine  all  their  plot?  to    • 
undo  you.     As  for   inftance,   ic  is   poflible   they 
will  en  tavour  10  fow  fome  differences  between  you      ' 
and  your  ftllow-travellers,  when  you  meet  with  any 
to  bear  you  company^     They  will  ftudy  to  work  in 
yoa  an  ill  opinion,  and  to  make  you  (hy  of  each  other ; 
nay » to  call  fuch  bones  of  contention  among«you,  that 
you  fhall  grow  paflionate,  fall  out  by  the  way,  and 
break  company :  of  which  fcparation  they  will  be  tfie 
more  defirous.  becaufe  they  know  itisfo  profitable 
for  you  in  your  travels  to  have  the  benefit  of  good 
companions.     Now  if  in  this  cafe  yc  u  do  but  look  up- 
on ^efus  5  though  the  fire  were  already  kindled ,  it 
would  be  inftantly  cxtingaiflied.     And  if  ^irufaiem 
do  but  come  into  your  mind,  if  you  do  but  caft*  a 
glance  upon  that  fweet  and  quiet  place  $  it  will  pre- 
fcntly  make  a  calm  in  your  foul,  which  cannot  think 
it  likely  you  ibould  come  thither,  but  in  the  paths  of 
Peaccand  Love,     As  much  as  in  you  lyeth  therefore, 
live  peaceably  with  all  men ,  and  much  more  with 
yoar  Brethren  and  Companions.    And  as  one  of  the 
Eldcft  Guides  that  ever  travelled  this  way  hath  left 
us  dircftions ,  let  it  be  ever  a  principal  pare  of  your  ' 
we ,  to  kicp  the  Unitj  of  the  Sfirit  in  the  bind  of 
Puce. 

A  a  2  I  hope 
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I  hope  that  what  I  now  fay,  together  with  that 
difpoficion  which  brought  yoa  hither  to  me,/  will 
render  one  caution  (  which  elfe  (hoald  have  been 
here  incerpofed)  as  unncceflarytoyoa,  as  it  is  need- 
ful in  it  felf:  which  is.  That  yoa  enter  not  into 
hot  difpates,  and  (harp  contentions  with  any  man/ 
DO  not  about  the  Opinions  in  which  they  pretend  Re- 
ligion is  concerned.  But  yet  let  me  pafs  an  Obfeiva- 
tionor  two  upon  thofe  Contefts  which  feem  to  exer- 
cife/o  much  of  fomemens  zeal^and  cell  you  $  That  I  do 
not  remember  I  have  been  acquainted  with  any  man 
who  was  io  love  with  Controirerfics,  that  much  mind- 
ed the  way  to  Jerufdlemy  or  ftudied  to  be  fo  able  to 
do  the  Will  of  God,  as  to  confute  and  (ilence  the  Ad* 
verfaries  that  he  oppofed.  This  wrangling  piece  of 
Learning)  is  alwaies  woQt  to  leave  the  moft  neceOa- 
ry  truths ,  that  it  may  purfue  thofe  which  are  ua- 
profitable  and  good  for  nothing.  Nay,it  is  obferved  by 
wife  men,  to  be  generally  accompanied  with  this  bale 
quality  $  that  it  cannot  exercile  the  Uuderftanding 
without  provoking  the  paflions ,  nor  fpeak  of  Mo* 
deration  it  felf  without  diftemper ,  nor  treat  of 
peace  and  quietnefs,  without  putting  the  foul  into 
diTorder^  And  therefore  I  could  never  difcern  that 
fuch  Difpnters  have  any  great  faculty  of  defcryin^ 
the  Truth  about  which  they  contend;  but  make 
that  a  matter  of  great  difficulty  and  perplexity  which 
the  peaceable  people,  and  they  who  are  free  from 

rfiion  and  prejudice,  do  eafily  difcover.  And  here 
(hall  not  (lick  to  refrefli  your  mind  a  little  with 
the  pleafure  of  a  Story  or  Parable  which  I  have 
(bmewhere  met  withall  out  of  Anfelme^  a  manofoo 
mean  efteem  in  the  times  wherein  he  lived.  There 
were  two  men,  faith  be^  who  a  little  before  the  San 
*-      *        ' '  '     was 
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was  up,  fell  into  a  very  earncft  debate  concerning  that 
pare  of  the  Heavens  wherein  that  Glorious  body  wa^ 
toarifc  that  day.  In  this  Controverfie  they  fuffered 
themrelves  to  be  fo  far  ingaged »  that  at  laft  they  fell 
together  by  the  ears ,  and  ceafed  noc  tlieir  buffettihgs 
fill  chey  had  beaten  out  each  others  eyes.  And  fo  it 
can  e  topafs,  that  when  a  little  after,  the  Sun  did  (hovr 
bis  face,  there  was  neither  of  thefe  doughty  Cfaampi* 
ODS that  could  difcern  ore  jot  a  thing  fo  dear  as  the 
Prince  of  lights,  which  every  child  faw  be(ic|e  them« 
fclves.  It  would  be  too  great  a  difparagement  to 
yoQr  undet (landing)  if  I  (hould  fpend  a  moment  ir> 
teaching  you  to  apply  it  to  our  prefent  ^rpofe. 
Ic  is  fuficient  to  add  ,  That  though  zeal  for  Re- 
ligion be  not  only  commendable ,  but  required  of 
cs,  yet  we  muft  take  great  heed  left  we  ftrive 
fo  hotly  and  paiBonately  for  every  Opinion  which 
we  have  conceived,  that  we  quite  lole  our  faculty 
of  difcovefing  either  that,  or  any  thing  elfe  which 
is  truly  good.  I  may  well  iay  any  thing  elfe  ^  for  thefe 
Controverfies  in  Religion  1  have  heard  fome  wife  men 
obferve,  do  much  hinder  the  advancement  of  orher 
Sciences,  and  the  increafe  of  good  knowledge  in  the 
World*  And  therefore  a  great  Reftorer  of  Learning 
among  our  felves  was  wont  to  fay,  that  he  was  tike  the 
Miller  near  one  of  our  famous  Univerfuies,  who  ufed 
to  pray  for  peace  among  the  Willows.  For  while 
the  Wind  blew »  and  the  Windmills  wrought,  tho 
Watermill  was  lefs  cuftomed.  And  ^ufl:  fo  it  is  with 
thefe  difputes  :  while  they  are  high,  and  fet  mens  wits 
in  agitation ,  they  draw  away  their  thoughts  from 
other  profitable  ftudies,  and  hinder  their  minds  from 
fach  noble  inquiries  as  would  do  a  great  iervice  to 
mankind*    Pray  therefore  for  the  peace  of  thofe  that

travel  to  Jerufalem,  and  do  yoa  feek  it  and  purfuc  i^ 
by  all  means  pvilTible,  Or  if  any  be  contentious, 
and  obey  not  the  truth  j  mark  fuch  pcrlbns  and  avoid 
them. 

And  truly  there  are  fo.many  enemies  as  you  have 
heard  to  cxercifc  our  zeal,   that  we  had  not  need  to 
create  more,  and  to  feek  for  enemies  among  our  fclves. 
They  are  fo  combined  and  confederate  for  our  mif- 
chicfanjj  undoing,  that  it  ftands  us  in  hand  to  unlrc 
our  forces  alfo  for  oar  mutual  defence,  and  not  to  give 
them  that  advantage  which  they  greedily  gape  for,  and 
will  ccflkinly  have  by  our  fad  di^ifions.     So  great  is 
their  fubtiky,  and  fo  intent\hcy  are  to  niake  the  utmoft 
ufe  of  it,  that  if  we  have  any  wit,  it  had  need  be  joy  ned 
to  cbviace  their  defigns,  and  not  imployed  to  make 
wide  breaches  ^  at  which,  without  much  difficulty  they 
may  eafily  enter  anddcftroy  us.     For,  bcfides  all  the 
waies  of  deceiving  us  that  have  been  already  i elated, 
I  muft  not  forget  to  remember  yftu  of  a  condition  into 
which  you  may  fall,  of  which  they  will  not  fail  to  fcrve 
ihemfelvesas  mich  as  they  are  able.     It  is  poffible  I 
mean  that  fome  way  o  other  a  fit  of  ficknef^  may  fur- 
prize  you  in  your  journey-  or  it  may  fo  happen  that 
fuch  a  great  want  may  be  yourporcion,  that  no  mm 
willofiery(  u  an)  help,  or  regard yo.rcryes  when  you 
beg  for  relief.     At  this  feafon  yourenemies  will  ga- 
ther ^boutyou,  andas  if  they  meant  at  once  to  fwal- 
low  ycu  up,  they  will  put  ftrange  fancies  into  your 
head,  and  abu-fe  }X)ur  mind  with  fuch  black  and  melan- 
choly thoughts,  as  may  prove  no  fmall  affliiftion  to  you. 

They  will  infult  over  you,  and  tell  you  that  your  folly 
and  prcfumption  in  undertaking  this  tedious  journey  ^ 
hath  reduced  you  to  fogreat  extremities:    or  thac 
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fomc  hainous  fin  for  which  you   have  not  yet  been 
hombledj  is  the  caufc  of  this  hd  corvdition:  or  chat 
you  are  one  whom  5Pf/i«^  hues,  which  hath  made  him 
to  abandon  you  to  thcfe  ftraights  to  chaftife  your  con- 
fidence :  or  t{^  he  loves  you  fo  little ,  as  not  to  care 
whether  any  body  mind  you :  or  at  leaft  that  you  have 
fo  ill  deferved  q^  mankind,  that  none  of  them  regards 
you,  or  hath  any  foUicitudc  for  your  welfare.     And  all 
thefe  tales  they  will  tell  over  and  over  again  in  your 
ears,  cofeed  yoqr  melancholy  and  difqutet  of  Spirit; 
to  make  you  mormure  and  fall  into  difcontent  ^   to 
breed  in  you  an  ill  opinion  of  your  fefus^ox  to  provoke       • 
you  to  an^er  and  difpleafure  againft  your  Brethren ; 
and  if  it  be  poflible  tawork  you  into  fucb  uncharitable 
thoughts  of  them ,  that  you  fliould  npverlove  them 
any  more.     But  now  it  will  concern  you  very  much 
to  ftop  your  ears  to  all  thefe  lamentable  dories^  and  to^ 
make  as  if  you  heard  them  got  at  all.     You  muft  f^y 
over  your  old  leflbn  as  oft  as  they  repeat  thefe  fug- 
geftions,  siBd  whifper  to  your  felf  thefe  words,  /  dm 
nought^  I  deferve  thefe  miferies;  It  is  not  ftrange  that  I 
am  fick  or  poor,  but  that  I  am  no  worfe.    And-then,  if 
you  pleafe,  you  may  defie  all  thefe  enemiesi  and  let       f 
them  know  that  you  do  not  fo  much  as  defire  the  re- 
moval of  thefe  burdens,  nor  care  for  any  thing  in  the 
World  but  only  for  the  Lcvecfjefus^  andtdbe  with 
him  in  feage  dt  JtrnfdUm.    Tell  them,  you  cannot  be* 
licve  that  he  hates  a  man  who  is  poflefled  with  this 
Defire  %  but  howfocver  it  be,  that  you  are  refolved 
to  try  bim  by  going  on,  and  perfevering  perpetually 
in  it. 

But  iben  if  it  fliould  happen  that  any  of  thefe  af* 
faults  which  I  have  named  (hould  prove  fo  ftrong  .as 
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not  only  to  (hake  you,  buc  alfo  to  make  you  ftumble, 
'  yea  to  throw  you  down,  and  to  give  you  fuch  afall, 
that  thereby  fooiehurtis  done  you:  Of  fappofe  thai 
youftiould  chance  to  ftep  afide^  and  todivert  allude 
*    out  of  the  dired  path  which  leads  to  jtkf^lem  *,  you 
'   muft  know  that  they  will  make  a  fool  ftir  about  it,  aod 
accufc  you  heavily  for  having  done  that,   which  they 
laboured  wirh  all  their  power  to  make  you  do.   I  can- 
not tell  you  how  you  will  look  upon  your  felf  in  fuch 
a  cafe  if  you  fliould  Aide  intoic  5  but  if  you  will  follow 
myadvice^  |  would  not  have  you  to  efteem  it  fo  great 
•       dnd  horrid  a  matter  as  the)  will  make  it ,  nor  faiTcr 
your  felf  to  be  affrighted  and  a(loni(faed  at  it.  All  that 
any  wife  man  would  bid^you  do  in  fuch  a  condition^  is 
no  more  buc  this ;  That  as  foon-  as  you  obferve  your 
fall^  and  are  come  to  your  felf  again,  you  ge;  up  pre- 
fcntly,  return  Into  the  old  path,  and  ufe  fuch  remedies 
and  medecines  as  every  popd  body  prefcribes  in  fuch 
cafes.     Confider  feriouily  by  what  means  you  were 
drawn  ifide, -liumble  your  felf  at  the  feet  of  God  •,  be 
sffliAed,  mourn  and  weep  fo  far,  that  the  fmart  you 
fufFer  may  keep  you  hereafter  from  the  fin  •,   ftrcng- 
ihenyourrefolution^  fortifie  your  felf  in  thofe  weak 
places  where  you  arc  lyable  to  furprife  y  be  more 
watchful  for  the  future,  and  more  inftant  in  prayer  for 
the  aids  of  Divine  Grace.    But  when  this  is  done,  be 
lure  you  do  not  lye  along  upon  the  ground,  crying  and 
bewailing  your  misfortune,  nor  ftand  amazed  in  your 
crrour,  complaining  thar  you  have  been  fo  mifcrably 
mif-lead.     For  I  am  certain  this  will  do  you  more  barm 
than  good,   and  give  your  enemies  fuch  advantage 
againft'ybu,  that  they  will  double  their  laoghterat 
your  tolly;  firitfor  your  fall,  and  then  for  your  lying 
along,  or  (landing  flill  after  you  was  cad  down/'  And 
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truly  I  am  of  the  opinion,  that  yonr  fall  will  not  do 
tbem  fo  mncb  fervice  as  your  lying  fiill :  and  that  they 
will  not  clap  their  hands  fo  much  to  fee  ydhdown,  as 
to  fee  that  you  have  no  heart  to  rife^  but  go  about  to 
bury  your  felt  in  forrow.     If  you  would  dejedi  them, 
and  fpoil  their  mirth,  lift  up  your  felf  from  the  earth  ^ 
and  when  you  are  upon  your  leggs  again,  remember  for 
what  end  they  are  beftowed  upon  you.     Proceed  for- 
ward I  mean  in  your  journey  as  fad  as  you  can,  and  do 
not  think  it  is  to  any  purpofe  to  ftand  looking  into 
your  wounds,  and  weeping  into  your  fores.    For  be- 
sides that  all  that  time  you  make  no  progrefs  in  your 
way,  the  wounds  themfelves  alfo  are  made  more  angry, 
and  you  hinder  the  fpeedinefsoftheCure.     Provide 
therefore  that  they  be  inftantly  bound  up,  that  the 
parts  may  dofe  and  unite  together,  that  your  ftrength 
mayretarn^  and  your  journey  may  be  coijtinued  with 
as  much  courage  and  alacrity  as  it  was  begun.    But 
immoderate  grief,  I  affure  you,  will  never  fuffer  this  s 
which  will  rather  keep  the  wounds  open,  make  your 
weaknefs  greater,  and  caufe  the  ftop  which  hath  been 
occaiioned  by  your  fall  to  laft  longer.     I  know  your 
enemies  will  be  alwayes   cafting  this  mifarriage  in 
your  teeth,  and  be  calling  upon  you  to  remember  the 
place wljere they  trip  up  your  heels:  but  whatfoever 
they  fay,  do  not  think  your  felf  obliged  to  be  conti- 
naally  turning  your  bead  that  way  ,  nor  to  be  ever 
looking  back  upon  your  lapfe  and  your  pain  •  For  they 
intend  nothing  elfe  but  to  detain  you  in  your  courfe: 
and  if  they  cannot  freez  your  blood,  and  make  you 
ftand  ftock  ftill  in  a  cold  amazement ,   yet  they  hope 
hereby  to  dif-fpirit  your  foul,  and  render  you  foduU, 
lampifii  and  unfit  for  travel ,  that  you  (hall  move  but 
a  very  flow  pace  in  the  way  to  ^ernfilem.    Be  not  ig-

norant  therefore,  I  befeech  yoa,  of  thefe  devices,  bot 
uke  heed  lell  they  make  as  great  advantage  of  yout 
fprro^v,  as  fhey  could  o(  y  oar  (in.  So  yoa  bedrown'd  ' 
and  fvvallow'd  up,  they  care  not  whether  it  be  byovcr 
much  pleafure^  or  by  over  much  grief.  They  can  fa vc 
theovfelves  of  your  fpiritual  trouble  and  affli^on  of 
mind,  as  well  as  of  your  cirnal  delights  and  bodily  in- 
joyments.  They  can  make  ofe  of  either  to  draw  yoa 
from  God,  or  at  leaft  if  by  the  one  they  draw  yon  away 
from  him,  they  will  labour  by  the  other  to  keep  yoa 
from  returning  back  onto  him. 

Nay,  lie  tell  you  a  fetch  they  hive  beyond  this. 
When  they  have  immerfed  you  as  deep  as  they  cm  m 
(orrow,  if  they  perceive  you  are  aware  of  their  defign, 
and  that  yon  refolve  not  to  fink  any  further,  nor  to  be 
overwhelmed  with  it  ^  then  will  they  make  that  foe- 
row  which  yoa  have  already  felt ,  to  be  the  inftra- 
ment  of  plonging  you  into  a  new  gulph^  of  which  yoa 
did  not  fo  much  as  dream.   They  will  take  that  very 
part  upon  them,  which  yoa  your  felf  fliould  have  aded 
before )  and  tell  you  that  it  was  very  ill  done  to  fpend 
fo  modi  of  your  pretious  time  in  unprofitable  grief* 
They  will  call  you  Fool  for  your  labour^  in  affliding 
your  foul  fo  long.     They  will  perfwade  yon,  it  was  a 
new  fin  to  wafte  chofe  hours  in  bewailing  your  offeQces» 
which  (hoald  have  been  imployed  in  amending  of 
them.     Ajnd  therefore  it  is  but  necedary  that  I  warm 
you  again  to  be  beforehand  with  them^  and  co  fecare 
this  weapon  for  your  owu  ufe.   Keep  it,  I  fay,  in  your 
own  power,  left  it  tliey  wreft  it  trom  you,  it  lerve 
theminduefearon  to  wound  you  withalU    Lee  your 
^  foul  know  fiom  your  felf,  that  it  is  not  fit  to  ftand 

wringing  you:  hands  when  you  ftiould  be  afiog  them 
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III  yoar  ^ork;  abd  do  not  ft  ay  to  hear  this  ivom  yooc 
cMBBoyM  mouth.    Do  doc  let  them  havt  the  coatenc- 
meoc  CO  fee  yoocaft  do<vn  fo  immoderately  by  yoac 
owo  means,  chat  if  yoo  rife,  it  may  be  only  td'fall  again 
by  theirs.     Bat  put  them  to  as  great  an  affliAion  by 
the  difcovery  of  their  pra^ioes,  as  they  would  have 
made  you  indure  by  the  fuccefs  of  them.     Let  them 
kaow  chat  your  errourihall  only  make  you  take  the 
greater  heedy  that  yoa  mean  to  go  the  fafterby  your 
iiall,  and  torecompenceyourremifnefs  with  an  higher 
zeal.     Bat  as  for  affliction  and  forrow,  that  you  ivill 
referve.  your  felf  for  tbem  till  a  time  when  they  Qiall 
be  more  profitable  then  now,  that  you  have  a  mind  to 
be  doing  better  than  ever.   Tell  tbem  chat  yoc^  do  not 
intend  to  Ingage  Religion  againft  it  felf,  nor  make  it 
guilty  of  being  an  hinderance  to  its  own  proper  bufinefs. 
Give  chem  to  underftand ,  that  fince  you  have  dooe 
your  felf  (b  much  mifchfef  already,  you  will  cake  care 
there  be  no  addition  to  it  by  the  meaas  of  the  pious 
pretences  of  deep  Humiliations.     Remember  chem 
eiTefttiaHy  of  the  old  bbfervation  which  may  ferve  to 
quafli  them  in  the  midfl  of  their  greateft  triumphs  over 
yoQj  wx,.  Thaft  thole  thkigs  which  for  the  time  chat  is 
paft,  are  word  of  all,  may  prove  for  the  time  to  cooie 
to  be  the  heft.   We  take  adviceojf  the  futuffe  of  iboiie 
things  which  are  gone  by  us.    Good  counfels  in  our 
after  anions  owe  not  a  little  to  themifarriages  of  for- 
mer dayes.     Our  follies  do  teach  us  wifdom,  and  by 
lapfes  we  learn  to  go  more  fteadily. 

And  if  they  continue  ftill  to  infulc  and  to  make  ado 
abouc  tbh  bufinefs,  give  not  the  leaft  regard  to  chem  \ 
hue  cMI  CO  your  foul  continually  r  and  cry,  (On^  oa.  (my 
Soul)  ftand  not  to  hearken  to  what  they  fay^,  look  not 
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back  agaio,  gee  tbee  forward  as  faft  as  dioo  caoft ;  and 
in  head  of  lofiag  more  time  by  thefe  dejedUoas  of  fpt- 
ric  ;  let  us  (ludy  by  our  courage  co  regaia  that  whicb 
we  have  already  lo(b.  Nay,  I  would  have  yoo  to  pro- 
ceed in  your  courfe,  juft  as  if  ootbiag  at  all  had  hapned, 
keeping  ^^/wia  your  mind,  and  a  vehement  renewed 
defire  and  indeavour  to  continue  in  his  favour  ^  which 
he  is  never  wont  to  deny  thofe^  whofe  hearts  are  fin- 
cerely  bene  co  pleafe  him. 

And  yet  it  may  happen  after  all  this,  chat  you  may 
meet  with  a  worfe  ufe  that  they  will  make  of  your 
lapfes.  They  mavtake  occafion  from  tbeoce  co  per- 
fwade  you  to  be  well  contented  with  fuch  mifcarriages, 
and  not  co  crouble  your  felf  to  amend  fach  faults  as 
have  no  remedy.  Their  indeavours  will  not  be  want- 
ing to  pc^efs  you  with  an  opinion,  which  hach  infeded 
too  many  minds  s  That  you  cannot  imitate  ^^/mv,  bat 
bare  undertaken  an  impol&ble  task  which  you  will 
never  be  able  to  perform.  This  they  may  reprefeot 
with  a  great  deal  of  artifice,  and  many  fair  colours : 
faying,  Alas  poor  Soul!  in  what  a  vain  and  idle  labour 
baft  thou  ingaged  thy  felf?  what  meaneft  thou  thus 
to  ftrain  chy  wings  in  afpiring  to  ^at  which  no  crea- 
ture on  earth  can  reach;  Doft  thou  think  to  be  like 
the  Son  of  God  i  To  wifli  to  be  fo  good,  is  the  higheft 
perfection  of  humane  weaknefs.  But  to  go  about  it, 
iS'  only  to  make  a  more  large  difcovery  of  that  natural 
frailcy.  Ic  is  a  pattern  too  illuftrious  for  thee  to  look 
upon^  much  more  to  follow.  It  belongs  not  to  meec 
men  to  be  fuch  great  undertakers.  Thou  mayeft  as 
well  think  to  work  miracles,  as  defignto  imitate  his 
Vertues.  It  lyes  not  within  the  compafs  di  flefti  and 
blood   to  become  fo  fpiricual  and  divine.    And  if 
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tboa  faadft  not  already  forgotten  thy  falls^  thou 
couldft  not  dream  of  raifing  thy  felf  to  fo  high  a  pitch. 
Can  any  heart  pat  up  fuch  affronts  with  patience  as 
tboQ  meeteft  vjfithall  >  Who  can  indure  fuch  abfli- 
oence^or  exercife  fiich  Charity,  or  pra^ife  fuch  Meek- 
aefsaschou  feeft  in  Jeftis^  Sit  down  vain  man,  and 
comfort  thy  ftlf  in  this,  that  He  hath  done  fo  worthi- 
ly. It  is  enough  to  praife  and  extol  fuch  perfe<£iions  : 
but  it  is  too  much  to  arrive  at  them.  There  is  no  man 
io  his  wits  would  trouble  hiipfelf  about  a  bufinefs, 
though  be  apprehend  his  obligations  never,  fo  great 
that  prefs  him  to  it ;  when  he  hath  fo  good  an  excufe  as 
this  at  hand,  that  i$  not  poflible  to  be  effedled. 

I  cannot  (lay  to  tell  you  the  long  fpeeches  that  they 
will  detain  you  withall  in  this  Argument.     Only  you 
may  know  that  there  is  no  Theme  more  eafie  and 
plauGble  than  this,  wherein  to  dilate  themfelves :  and 
therefore  you  may  expc^  a  world  of  fpecious  reafons 
to  induce  yon  to  believe  that  no  man  can  obey  the 
Commands  of  Chrift,  or  follow  his  great  Example. 
Which  perfwaiion,    if  they  can  by  any  means  in- 
fiill  into  your  foul,  I  mnft  affure  you  before-hand, 
that  it  will  prove  the  moft  dangerous  temptation  that 
ever  made  an  aflault.  upon  you.   It  will  cue  (as  I  may 
fo  fpeak j  the  very  iinews  of  your  fpirit,  and  cramp 
yoor  foul,  fo  that  you  will  never  be  able  to  travel  to 
ItfnfdUm.    This  infufion  will  not  only  diicourage  you, 
DQt  perfcdly  benum  youj  and  make  yon  languifli  in 
a  perpetual  lethargy.     The  opinion  of  Ne^eJJitj  doth 
Qotmore  quicken  and  excite  usj  than  that  of  Imp^Jfiti' 
lit  J  doth  deaden  and  dif  fpirit  us  in  any  undertaking. 
And  therefore  now  if  ever^  you  muft  run  as  faft  as  you 
can  to  the  cxtrafl  which  I  gave  you.   You  muft  take 
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a  ^ood  draught  of  thofe  enlivening  fpirits  wbicb  I 
commended,  and  are  indofedin  rtiac  (en cence  which 
you  mnft  carry  along  with  you.  You  muft  repeat  ic 
again  and  again  ^  /  Jefkc  nothing  but  Jefw  ^  mtbing  int 
^ejus.  He  hath  filled  my  foul  withapurpofe  to  go 
CO  him.  He  hath  infpired  me  with  (Irong  refolutions  to 
follow  after  him.  And  fare  He  will  not  foil  to  be  my 
help3  my  ftrengcb,  and  my  falvatlon.

And  here  let  me  befeech  yon  to  confider  diligently 
before-hand,  that  they  are  his  own  words  to  hisDit- 
dplcs  juft  before  he  left  the  world  %  1  have  given  pn 
^\\.  M  examfle^  that  jcn  fhonld  ie  a$  l  have  dene  te  jm: 
And  how  that  one  of  thofe  perfons  bath  alfo  told  us, 
iPct  g.iT.  That  helefi  w  an  txamfle that mfhen^d  fellow  hie  fiefs. 
.  To  what  end ,  I  pray  you  s  did  He  give  us  that 
which  we  cannot  take?  What  are  we  the  better  for. 
the  Copy  which  he  hath  left,  if  it  be  fuch  as  we  can- 
not tranferibe?  Did  he  intend  to  brave  ns,  rather 
than  inftrudl  us  by  his  anions  ?  Were  they  meant  to 
upbraid  our  imbecillity,  and  not  to  infpire  ns  with 
courage  and  flrength  >  Inftead  of  provoking  our  fpi- 
rits,  were  they  only  defigned  to  make  our  ambition 
defpair?  And  when  he  (hould  have  awakened  oar  di* 
ligence,  did  he  only  come  to  a(loni(h  ns  with  wonders , 
and  cift our  fouls  into  a ftuptfying  admiration?  Thefc 
aiebife  and  lend  fuppofalsj  of  which  the  ancient  Pil- 
grims did  never  fo  much  as  dream.  They  thought 
they  faw  in  him  what  mortal  men  by  the  Grace  of 
God  might  hope  to  attain.  Theylookt  upon  hrin  as 
the  advancer  of  humane  Nature,  not  only  in  his  own 
perfon,  but  alfo  in  all  thofe  who  would  undertake  to 
follow  him.  They  were  incouraged'  and  inflamed  by 
beholding  him  to  imitate  his  heavenly  life :  and  by  his 
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Grace  h:ve  left  us  tbemfelves  as  inftances  and  ex- 
amples of  that  excellent  vertue  which  Believers  oo 
Jefos  may  come  uoco.  Tbeyr  imitated  him  fo  happily, 
that  they  themfelves  arc  become  Originals.  They 
cry  out  aloud  unto  us,  that  we  (hould  be  fohwtrs  ifiQo-.n. 
tbem^  atthejwercofchrift.  Andmuft  we  novif  ftand  ,  '* 
only  gazing  upon  them^  and  fpend  our  time  in 
commending  the  Piety  of  ancient  dayes  ?  Muft  we 
think  that  thofe  were  privilcdged  Ages  wbidi  were 
attended  with  fuch  a  Grace  that  doth  not  defend  up* 
00  future  fucceffions  ?  Did  the  favours  of  Heaven  dye 
with  thofe  great  fouls  ?  Mufl:  wc  feek  for  Chriftians 
only  under  their  ruines,  and  in  their  Monuments  <  Maft 
we  adore  their  reliques  in  Books,  and  pleafe  oar  felves 
in  Ida^as,  and  Patterns  of  things  which  we  cannot  imi* 
tate  ?  Is  it  enough  that  we  live  in  .a  profound  fleep,  if 
it  be  but  interrupted  fometimes  with  jrieafant  vifions  > 
Do  they  fpeak  only  to  the  firft  born  children  of. 
Chiift,  when  they  fay,  Bntbrtny  be  f0i§wers  togipber  v\ii\.i.ii. 
ofm^  Mndmirktbem  wUcb  Wdlk  /#,  4S  j^m  bgipe  ns  fir 
M  enfsmfUf  Was  it  the  priviledge  of  their  birth- 
right to  btf  fogocid,  and  muft  we  be  contented  to  re- 
main bad  ^  Arewefuchpuifnees  chat  muft  expeft  no 
portion  of  Divine  Grace,  or  think  of  being /iZfMirii/Frh.  m» 
G§d4s  dcior  Cbildren  if  bit  f  For  the  Love  of  God  let 
us  not  think  that  his.  treafures  are  exhaufted^  or  that 
he  is  weary  of  his  firft  munificence.  His  arm  is  no 
fiiorter  than  it  was,  nor  are  his  hands  lefs  open.  He  is 
ftiU  willing  to  difpenfe  his  largefles,  and  to  make  us 
know  that  they  did  not  end  with  thofe  Ages,  Let  us 
rouze  np  our  (elves  therefore,  and  not  lofe  the  benefits 
of  Heaven,  by  thinking  we  cannot  have  them.  Let 
us  not  impute  to  it  fuch  an  unkindnefs  of  giving  us  fo 
high  an  cjtample,  that  it  might  oblige  us  to  an  unpro* 
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fitabtc  trouble.     Thefe  are  the  old  fubtatics  of  the 
Serpent,  which  the  Heathen  Divines  havcdeteftedas 
well  a$  we.     The  Philofophers  themfclvcs  were  haunt- 
ed with  thefe  clamours^  and  the  people  rang  this  con- 
tinaallyin  their  ears;  it  is  impofTible  to  follow  fucb 
examples  as  you  propofe.    But  they  fet  thcmfelve; 
ftoutly  againft  this  fluggiflincfs.    They  purfued  mens 
fouls  that  made  thefe  excufes ,  and  ferreted  them  out 
of  fudi  pretenfes  wherein  they  fought  to  borrow,  and 
to  make  a  Sanctuary  for  their  lazinefs.    Voa  imaginei 
faith  one  of  them,  than  thofe  things  cannot  be  done, 
which  you  do  nor.    You  will  needs  have  them  far  to 
furmount  the  nature  of  man,  becaure  you  will  not  be 
at  the  pains  to  acquire  them.    How  much  better  do  I 
think  of  you,  than  you  do  of  your  fclvestf     I  honour 
you  fo  far^  that  I  am  of  the  mind  you  can  be  fo  good, 
but  only  you  will  not.  apply  your  felves  unto  it.  For, 
Who  is  there  that  hath  made  a  tryal  with  all  his  lieart, 
that  failed  in  the  attempt  i    Who  hath  buckled  him- 
felf  to  the  work,  that  was  deftitute  of  ftrcngth?.  To 
whom  have  not  thefe  things  appeared  more  eafie  in  the 
adl,  than  in  the  imagination  i    The  very  truth  of  the 
bufinefsis,  Jhatit  is  nctbecauftthey  arefo  difficult  if^^^ 
wcddre  not  enter  upon  the  ft  things^  but  tec4u[e  we  d^re 
not  enter  ufon  them,  therefore  thej  are  difficult.     We  ^f" 
fright  our  felves  with  imaginary  hardships :  and  this 
fear  magnifies  objcfts,  and  infinitely  multiplies  every 
individual.  Be  bat  pleafcd  refolutely  to  undertake  the 
task,  and  you  (hall  find  it  as  fweet  and  eafie  as  now  it 
fecms  harfli  and  formidable.     Do  bat  think  that  all 
things  yield  to  hard  labour,  and  you  have  overcome 
the  gteateft  difficulties  by  that  one  thought. 

Do  you  hear,  Sir,  what  this  perfon  faiih  f  Shall  ^e 
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oot  have  as  knuch  courage  as  ^pchens  t    U  there  i^ot 
fo  much  of  God  remaining  among  us,  as  infpired  them 
with  foch  ftrong  refolutions  ?    Ic  fcems  to  roe  that  he 
hath  touched  the  right  ftring,  and  did  we  not  fiipine- 
ly  negled  our  fclvcs,  and  forget  even  the  words  of 
JtfnSy  we  ftiould  conclude,  That  teUm  that  believeth  dll 
things  are  fi^ible.     We  hinder  the  proficiency  of  our 
fouls  in  Piety,  juft  as  men  do  the  advancement  of  good 
LeatoiQg.    There  are  few  that  underftand  (as  per- 
haps you  hare  heard  it  obferved)   either  the  Eftate 
they  poflcfs,  or  their  Abilities  to  porchafe  more:  but 
they  tbink  the  one  is  greater,   and  thef  other  lefs 
than  indeed  they  $re.    So  it  comes  to  pafs,  that  over- 
prizing what  they  have  already  acquired,  they  make 

1      noiurtherfearch,  nor  think  of  a  dueprogrefs:  of  un- 
dervaluing the  power  that  God  hath  given  them,  they 

I      expend  their  ftrcngth  and  force,  in  things  of  leffer  - 
confequence,  and  make  no  experiment  of  thofe  which 
arc  the   higheft  and  nofeleft  improvement  of  their 
minds.     They  content  'thcmfelvcs  to  read  and  pray^ 

I  .andKciifefs  their  fins,  and  take  thefe  for  the  beft  at- 
lainments  of  Chriftiafts.     Thefe  arc  the  fatAl  Pillars^ 

\  beyond  which  they  have  no  hopes  to  penetrate.  Here 
they  make  a  ftand,  when  they  (hould  go  en  to  all 
other  adions  of  an  Holy  Life,     They  run  round  in  a 

I      perpetual  circle  of  thefe  Duties,  when  they  fhould 

I      move  forward  to  a  compleat  imitation  of  their  Blcf- 

I  fed  Saviour.  Rouze  up  your  fclf  therefore,  I  befeech 
you,  and  do  not- defpair  by  hisafliftancc'of  following 
«he  great  Example  which  he  and  his  Holy  Ones  have 

I      kftus.    As  the  opinion  men  have  of  their  wealth  is 

I      the  caufc  of  want  s  fo  the  conceit  of  an  incurable  weak- 
nefs,  is  the  caufe  that  we  do  no  better.     They  that. 
'  Arc  gone  before  us^  have  not  left  us  to  figh  and  mourn 
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that  wf  cannot  go  after  them.  They  have  not  rob- 
bed as  of  all  the  Gl(^  of  doing  well.  We  in  this 
prefent  Age,  if  we  do  but  ftir  up  the  Grace  of  God 
which  is  in  as,  need  not  degenerate  from  the  brave 
examples  of  our  predeceflbrs.  Let  os  bat  look  opoih 
them  now ,  and  in  good  time  we  may  look  upon  oar 
fclves.  As  their  example  will  inconrage  and  excite 
Qur  (buls  at  prefent}  fo  hereafter  we  (hall  draw  moch 
fpirit  from  our  owrr.  Having  done  fo  well  at  firft , 
we  (hall  blulh  not  to  do  better  afterward.  And  while 
we  imitate  others  4  we  fliall  at  leaft  indeavonr  with 
all  oar  might  to  excel  our  felves. 

I  can  fee  no  hinderance  thjtlyes  in  oar  way  baton- 
ly  our  own  lazinefs ,  together  with  this  weak  perfwa- 
fion  wherewith  our  enemies  labour  to  poiTefs  as  :  That 
Stcaufe  the  bitftnefs  is  hot  frtfeatly  dene^  it  u  ntt  Irkelf 
u  be  done  At  all.  And  yet  to  fay  the  truth ,  I  thiok 
that  our  Idlenefs  is  to  beat  the  blame.of  this  perfwa- 
fion  alfo;  for  otherwife  weHiall  never  entertain  fuch 
dnreafonable  apprehenfions.  There  area  great  num- 
ber of  men  that  would  do  well  ^  it  they  had  but  4he 
courage  to  indure  for  a  few  daies.  They  have  eager 
motions,  or  rather  furious  pa(fions,  and  if  the  ba(i- 
oefs  could  be  done  in  a  moment »  or  in  that  fit ,  there 
would  not  be  braver  men  than  they.  But  the3r  are 
Boc  wUling  to  carry  on  a  dirign  of  any  lengdi.*  they 
annot  hold  out  to  make  a  work  and  a  labour  of  be- 
coming good  :  and  fo  their  flothful,  humour  makes 
them,  after  the  fir(l  attempt*  to  give  back,  and  to  cry 
out,  itf  be  better  thdu  vt  are  it  it  imfcfsible,  A  long 
march  after  our  Saviour  is  a  Bug  bear  that  affrights 
them.  A  tedious  War  with  their  enemies  quite  di- 
fpirits  them.    They  are  loth  to  be  at  the  pains  of  fub- 
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doing  noMy  reBfiances ',  and  oDdcrgoing  a  laborinas 
and  condnoed  coarfe  of  deftroying  their  oppofers. 
They  woold  not  be  foaldkrs  all  their  life  t  nor  ever 
iagaged  in  a  combate  with  their  Adverfaries:    They 
fee  their  fins ,  but  they  either  fccm  fo  great ,  that  they 
imagine  they  ctnnot  be  vanqaiihed  :  or  at  leaftthey 
will  DOC  be  at  the  trouble  of  ic,if  it  cannot  be  done  in 
aninftanc     After  the  firfton-fet,  which  is  commonly 
very  viodeoc ,  they  are  wont  to  cool  and  make  a  retreat 
^they  meet  with  any  difficnlties.    They  would  have 
aU  eficded  now,  and  nothing  left  to  be  done  to  mor- 
row.   They  donot  care  for  overcoming  their  enemies, 
but  they  bad  rather  end  the  War  with  them  ^  or  if 
they.maft  fight,  it  fhall  be  but  one  Battle.    They 
WQold  not  be  at  the  trooble  of  getting  the  better  of 
any  oppofitioo ;  bat  they  wifl)  there  were  none ,  oc 
that  it  were  foon  removed.    They  love  the -peace 
which  will  foJkftv  the  victory ,  bat  they  have  nolii  to 
obtain  it  by  a  prolonged  War.    They  woold  have 
tbcir  Adverfaries  yield  without  many  blows ,  and  are 
content  to  engage  but  once  for  all  againft  them.    In 
ihis  encoimcer  you  would  not  think  there  were  to  be 
found<any  fouls  that  are  more  couragtous.    They  are 
all  on  five ,  and  you  would  take  them  to  be  more  than 
men.    But  it  is  their  idelenefs  and  floth  thst  makes 
tbem  tbos  adive.    It  is  their  cowardife ,  and  not  their 
valour  tbM  puts  them  into  ftich  a  fury.     Ifcis.becaufe 
they  would  have  no  more  to  do  i  but  only  to  in  joy 
their  e&fe ,  and  take  their  repofe.    They  had  xivxtt 
have  nothing  at  all  to  do  $  bat  if  they  nraft  impby 
their  Arms ,  they  defire  inftantly  to  lav  them  afide 
again.    You  miftake  them  if  yon  think  they  have  a 
mind  forouch  as  to  conquer ,  and  triumph^  and  reign ; 
aUdiey  defire  is  only  to  live,  and  be  in  quiet.    But  if 
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they  rnnft  needs  overcome,  aod  the/  cannot  otherwife 
have  their  wilhes  ^  they  would  do  it  prctencly .  and  by 
once  taking  pa  ns,  ever  after  have  leave  to  play.     Do 
not  therefore  deceive  yoar  felf,  nor  take  a  meafiire  ei- 
ther of  their  courage,  or  of  the  fucccfs  by  one  loiprer* 
Hbe.  lo.    ficn  opon  yc  ur  enemies.     Tom  have  need  $f  Patience  •  if 
'  1^.  (you  will  be  a  folio ^vtr  of  jfr/o^)  that  ajttr  jam  have 
d§n€  the  Witt  of  God^  jou  may  inherit  his  Promtfes.     This 
is  a  Vertue  wnich  is  abfoluttly  nectffary  in  all  great  en- 
tetprifes,  but  in  none  more  than  in  this  noble  under- 
«     taking  which  you  have  in  hand.     If  this  be  wanting^ 
you  mud  needs  (lay  fhort  of  3^eriy/i/fffiP^  but  if  you  be 
armed  with  it,  you  need  not  dtfpoir  o^  executing -the 
pleafure  of  Jefus,  and  having  the  favour  of  feeing  hioi 
Jam.  I-  4.  there.    Let  it  bnt  have  its  ferfeUt  mark^  4nd  then  foufoill 
P^^f^^  '«^^r<j    Md  maming  nothing.     By  this  the 
firft  pilgrim  which  I  told  you  of,  came  happily  to  his 
Heb6.ij.  joirneysend^  iot  after  Ahraham  had  patiently  indnredy 
be  obtained  the  Promife.     And  if  you  inquire  of  all  that 
fuccecded,  yon  will  hear  this  language  from  every  one 
of  them ,    Be  not  fiothfnl^  hit  followers  of  them  mho 
Ik.  '^^^^   thrntgh  Faith  and  Patienee  tnberit  thePiomifes.  Where^- 
fore  being  incompifled  with  a  cloud  of  witnefles,  aod 
having  on  every  fide  fo  many  glorious  examples,  rnn 
with  Patienee  the  Race  fet  before  you,  looktng  (efpecial- 
Iv)  nnto  ^efsssthe  Author  andFinifber  ofytur  Faithy  who 
_  ^  for  the  Joy  fet  before  him^  endured  the  Croft  ^  deffifing  the 
T/i.  fhamOy  anaisjetdownattheri^hthand  ofGod.   for.eon^ 
ftder   him  that  indared  fuel  eontrudiHion  of  {tuners 
Agiinfi  bimfelfy  left  jou  be  wearied  and  faint  in  your 
mind.

Pride.  4  defcription  of  $r^€  of  our  conceited  Believer:. 
And  alfo  of  A  cirtair$  Artificial  Religion  which  deceives 
many. 

AN  D  now  if  they  fee  that  your  Will  to  him  is  fo 
ftrongly  fee,  and  your  Heart  touched  fo  power- 
fully with  his  love,  that  neither  by  Poverty  nor  Sick- 
ncfs^  by  Fancies  new  Fears,  by  Perfwafion  nor  Violence, 
nonorby  fins  neither  it  can  be  hindred  from  going  to 
him  ^  ihey  will  grow  excream  angry,  and  you  may  ex- 
pert the  very  laft  aflanlc  of  an  inrJged  enemy,  which 
commonly  is  worfe  than  all  the  reft.  Nothing;  can 
more  provoke  their  fpirits,  then  to  find  that  all  they 
fay  is  flighted  and  disregarded.  Thtre  are  no  words 
yoQcan  fpeak  of  them  that  they  efteem  fo  reviling,  as  « 
thefcornyou  pat  upon  them  by  not  hearkning  to  any 
of  their  words  to  you.  It  will  incenfethem  to  take  a 
fodden  revenge,  when  they  fee  you  fo  obftinateL  re- 
folved,  as  to  force  your  way  through  the  mid  ft  of  all 
the  difficulties  wherewith  they  furround  you.  This 
will  necefiitate  them  to  invent  a  new  Method  to  fur- 
prife^you,  and  to  lay  their  trains  in  a  way  qu  te  diffe- 
rent from  the  preceding :  which,  though  they  may 
feemnot  hard  todifcover,  yet  have  more  of  Malice, 
if  not  of  Craftj  thenany  other.  For  now  it  is  poffible 
they  will  fain  a  compliance  with  you^  and  make  as  if 
they  neither  could,  nor  bad  a  mind  any  longer  to  e- 
fiftyou.  They  will  commend  your  conftancy,  and 
praife^ourtcfolute  mind^  andindcavour  to  make  you 
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believe  that  they  are  fo  fenfiblc  of  it j  that  tbey  will 
foibcar  to  trouble  you.  N^y,  tofuch  a  complairance 
will  they  form  themlclvcs,  that  you  {hall  hear  no  more 
of  the  badnefs  and  difficulty  of  the  way  wherein  you 
a/e  i  but  they  will  fay,  it  is  excellent,  eafie  and  void  of 
all  dangers,  which  arc  now  diflieartned  from  prcreac- 
ing  themfelvcs  to  a  mind  that  is  only  refolvcd  to  over- 
come them.  By  this  means  they  will  fecretly  labour 
CO  caufe  a  very  good  opinion  of  your  felf  tofteal  into 
your  mind^  and  ftndy  to  blow  you  up  into  an  en|pty 
conceit  of  your  own  worth  and  fufficiency.  They  will 
bring  before  you  all  the  good  deeds  chat  you  have 
done,  and  difplay  yout  Vi^ories  before  yoareyes^ and 
let  ycu  know  what  a  gallant  perfon  you  are  accounted. 
They  will  tell  you  how  all  men  admire  you  5  that  the 
whole  world  muft  needs  love  you  and  have  you  in 
great  cftcem  for  your  piety  j  yea,  even  venerate  the 
laniSlity  of  your  Converfation.  They  will  not  fpare  to 
;  fay  that  you  have  (hown  fach  love  to  ^efns  as  none  can 
equal,  and  efpeciiUy  that  your  courage  and  valour  is 
fo  eminent  that  it  is  above  their  praifes.  And  all  this 
with  a  great  deal  more  they  will  fuggeft  unto  you, 
only  to  breed  in  you  as  lofty  ancfteemof  your  piety 
a^they  pcrfwade  you  others  muft  needs  have  of  it  5 
aadtoputfyouup  with  foch  a  vain  joy,  that  you  may 
pleafe  your  ftlf  in  your  felf,  and  forget  to  go  forward 
to  ^erujaUm.  But  if  you  tender  at  all  your  own  well- 
fare  and  would  not  mifcarry  after  you  have  done  fo 
Tvortbily,  hold  all  this  for  an  illufion  ^nd  a  dangerous 
piece  of  flattery. .  Look  upon  it  as  a  deadly  poifon 
under  the  taft  of  hony,  and  fo  throw  it  way, faying, 
I  ;vill  have  none  of  it/  I  i^M  nought^  I  have 
NoiiGH  r^  Do  not  thihk  to  pleafe  me  with  this  dif^ 
femblcd  fwcetnefs,  f or  that  which  I  defirc  is  nothing 
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And  here  I  (hould  have  entred  a  ferious  caution 
againft  Spirituall  Pride  and  a  vain  conceit  of  your  own 
abilities,  with  which  moft  of  the  world  is  infeded^ 
but  ihat  is  included  already  in  the  generall  advice  that 
I  have  given  you :  and  befides  I  fee  you  are  fo  bumble 
as  to  become  a  learner.  It  may  feem  indeed  a  thing 
worthy  of  little  or  no  praife  for  thofe  who  are  Igno- 
rant to  come  to  be  inftruded  ^  but  there  are  few  I 
adure  you  of  our  contentious  Chrifiians  though  never 
fo  filly  who  are  yet  arrived  at  this  perfcdkion.  They 
think  themfelves  fit  not  only  to  difpute  with  their  Mi- 
nifter,  but  to  be  his  Teacher?.  They  are  his  Matters 
rather  then  his  Scbollers :  and  they  do  not  only  call 
him  in  quettion,  but  boldly  deliver  their  opinion  of 
him.  It  they  had  fo  much  modcfty  and  fcnfe of  Chri- 
ftian  duty  lef  t,a$  to  bring  their  doubts  unto  him  about 
what  he  fayes^  it  could  not  but  be  efteemed  a  com- 
mendable care  of  their  fouls.  But  alas  !  they  are 
grown  CO  that  degree  of  infolence,  and  are  fo  mon- 
(Iroufly  arrogant)  that  they  have  polTefled  theinfelves 
ofthechair^andfitas  Judges  of  his  Sermons.  What 
elfe  means  the  rebukes  which  they  meet  withall^  the 
batty  cenfures  which  are  patted  ap'on  them,  and  the 
Magitteriall  fentence  which  is  inftantly  pronounced 
with  fuch  a  peremptprinefs,  as  if  there  lay  no  appeal 
from  the  Bar  of  their  underftanding  >  It  hath  been  * 
my  hard  hap  to  -converfe  with  many  of  them  ^  and 
among  the  rett  I  fell  into  the  company  of  one  the 
other  day,  who  fpake  of  his  Guide  with  fuchafcorn,  . 
arid  condemned  his  Sermons  with  fo  much  confidence, 
and  laughc  fo  loudly  at  his  Ignorance »  and  likewife 
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cavilled  fo  impertinently  at  hi^  cxprcffions  when  h^ 
had  nothing  lo  fay  again  ft  the  fcnfe  of  what  he  had 
"  fpoken,  that  a  well  difpofcd  man  ( though  a  little 
titrce)faid,  he  had  fome  doubt  whether  the  Devil  did 
not  appear  unto  as  to  try  if  he  could  inftGi  us  with 
theleproficofhis  Pride  and  PafTion.  And  indeed  I 
thought  that  I  never  faw  thofe  things  more  evident  in 
any  mao^  except  it  was  io  another  of  the  fame  fort  who 
catre  to  cheat  ns  (as  a  neighbour  of  mine  faid)  in  the 
fhape  oi  an  Angel  of  Light.  This  Petfon  after  a  great 
man/  godly  exprefCons,  whereby  it  is  like  he  deceived 
himfelt  into  an  opinion  of  his  Saintibip,  fell  into  a  kind 
of  Chriftian  companion,  and  feemed  to  have  his 
Bowels  yerning  over  his  Teacher*,  faying,  Alas  poor 
maii !  my  foul  is  grieved  for  him  :  He  is  fo  weak  and 
uoquahfied  for  the  work  he  hath  undertaken.  He  is 
utterly  void  of  the  Spirit ,  and  underftands  not  the 
workings  of  it  in  the  hearts  or  Gods  people.  I  can 
never  think  of  him  but  it  pittics  me  to  fee  how  much* 
he  is  in  the  dark;  a  ftranger  to  the  power  of  Godli- 
nefs,  and  the  myfteries  of  the  Covenant  of  Grace. 
Poor  Soul !  who  puts  us  upon  doing  (  and  they  fay  is 
careful  ot  that  hmiCelf)  but  knows  not  what  it  is  to 
believe.  Isitnotagteat  happincfs  Sir  that  we  have 
the  teachings  of  the  Spirit  ^  and  that  the  vail  is  taken 
from  our  eyes  which  ftill  bangs  before  the  men  of  the 
Wot  Id  i  Hath  not  Chrifl  done  much  for  us,  who  hath 
made  us  wifcr  than  our  Teachers  {. 

I  could  not  for  my  heart  but  here  interrupt  him 
(knowing  that  the.  perfon  whom  he  thus  undervalued 
was  a  true  lover  of  our  Saviour,  and  excellently  skiird 
in  his  Religion)  or  elfe  I  think  we  (hould  have  heard 
as  much  in  his  own  praife,  as  we  had  in  the  others  dif- 
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matter  of  fuch  difcoarfes  have  been  long  conftdered, 
and  daly  weighedi  and  diligently  cpmpofed  out  of  the 
Word  of  God  ^  yec  cbefe  men  who  do  not  ponder 
^  them  fo  many  Minutes  as  their  Inftru^rs  do  dayes^ 
and  have  no  more  skill  in  thofe  matters,  then  in  their 
neighbours  trades  which  they  never  profcflfcd  |  rejcft 
them  at  firft  hearing*  befpatter  them  with  their  igno- 
rant cenfares^  and  (as  if  they  were  in  a  frandck  fit) 
caft  them  oat)  as  they  would  fain  do  their  Aotfaors, 
like  unfavoury  falc  that  is  good  for  nothing  bat  to  be 
trodden  under  feet. 

It  will  feema  wonder  perhaps  unto  you^  that  fuch 
men  as  thefe  (boqjd  efteecn  themfelves  Religions,  How 
is  it  poffible,  will  you  be  ready  to  fay,  that  fuch  a  no- 
torious want  of  Modefty  and  Humility  of  Spirit 
jQhould  not  make  them  fufpeft  their  want  of  true 
Chriftianity }  I  know  indeed  that  nothing  is  more 
confident  then  ignorant  beat »  bat  I  marvel  that  in 
•-  their  cool  moods,  they  do  not  accufe  themfelves  at 
lead  of  ra(hnefs  and  inconiiderate  zeal.  And  truly  I 
ihould  fiand  amazed  at  it  too,  did  I  not  know  that 
there  is  fuch  a  fair  counterfeit  of  Religion  in  the 
World,  that  not  only  deceives  others,  but  thofe  alfo 
in  whom  it  is.  You  behold  every  day  many  Images 
which  have  all  the  outward  parts  and  proportions  of 
men  to  whofe  fimilitude  they  are  exadly  formed.  And 
perhaps  yon  have  heard  of  a  Statue  thai  walked  and 
that  ipoke  alfo ,  wherein  the  Artift  indeavonred  to 
exprels  the  motions  of  inwiard  life«  Which  may 
ferve  as  arefemblance  to  you  of  fuch  an  Artificial  Re- 
ligion, that  not  only  the  outfide  and  the  garb  of  Piety 
is  reprefented  by  it ,  but  there  is  an  imitation  alfo  of 
the  inward  motions  of  the  fou^  in  fuch  afieftions  of 
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fear,  and  love,aiid  joy,  as  are  in  trnly  Religioas  hearts. 
Do  not  tbinkit  ftrange,  nor  wonder  at  this  which  I  now 
tell  you,  for  it  is  a  very  great  truth  which  I  thought 
act  fafe  to  conceal  from  you.  And  if  yon  will  have  fo 
much  patience,  I  will  difcover  to  you  the  trick  of  it, 
andfliowyouby  what  mechanical  powers  thislivelefs 
Engine  (for  it  is  no  better)  isftirred  and  aded  in  the 
wayesofGod. 

Yon  know  the  force  that  Colours,  and  Sounds,  and 
other  fuch  material  Obje^s  have  upon  our  fenfes  5  and 
how  they  excite  a  great  many  motions  in  our  animal 
fpirits,  without  asking  our  leave,  orftayingforouB 
confcnt.  You  cannot  be  ignorant  neither  that  theft 
notions  arein  the  foul  it  felf,  which  hath  refenrments 
according  to  the  qii^iity  of  tbofeobjeds  that  it  is  im- 
preftd  withalU  And  again  you  cannot  but  perceive 
Dy  my  difcoorfe  with  you,  that  the  figures  and  images 
ofi  things  may  be  raifed  in  your  fancy  by  that  means, 
as  well  as  conveighed  by  the  doors  of  fcnfe.  Supppfe 
then  that  the  beauty  and  lovelinefsbf  Chtift  were  de- 
fcribed  to  a  company  of  men  in  very  frefh  colours  and 
fair  lineaments.  That  he  was  painted  before  their 
imagination  by  fomefweetton*d  Orator  as  white  and 
raddy,  the  chiefeft  of  ten  thoufand.  That  this  fpeech 
of  him  Aould  be  trim'd  with  nothing  but  gems  and 
ptccious  ftooes^  rayes  and  glories,  odors  and  perfumes, 
crowns  and  diadems  wherewith  he  faith  this  Prince  of 
Glory,  and  Woer  of  Souls  is  perpetually  adorned .  And 
then  be  (hould  tell  them  that  his  heart  ftands  open  to 
them,  that  he  intends  to  lay  them  in  his  very  bofome. 
that  he  would  fain  embrace  them  in  his  arms,  and  will 
wafli  them '«  bis  bloody  make  them  amiable  and  fair  as 
well  at  bimfelf)  put  upon  them  the  robes  of  his  righte- 
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cufoeft,  cover  them  with  his  glorioas  girments.tc  hide 
fill  their  deformities,  and  fo  prefcnt  them  to  God  with- 
out fpoc  or  blcmi(h  that  they  may  reign  as  fomany 
Kings  with  him  for  ever.  Suppofe  I  fiy  that  fuch  a  dil - 
cour  few  ere  made  with  mnch  affedlion  (and  I  believe 
you  have  fomctimes  heard  the  like)  would  it  not  2s 
agreeably  move  the  imagination  of  a  fleflily  man^  and 
be  as  ape  to  touch  his  heart  with*  an  inclination  co  this 

•  beautilul  perfon  \  as  a  lovely  face  prefented  before  the 
eyes  doth  give  him  a  pleafure,  and  ftirsup  a  paflion  in 
him  toward  it  ?  Truly  I  nothing  doubt  but  this  pldlure 
of  Chrift  might  imprcfs  fuch  a  conceit  of  him  in  the 
fancy,  as  might  excite  admiration,  defirc,  love,  delight, 
and  fuch  other  pailiofis  as  (hall  be  the  imitation  of 
thofe  that  are  in  pious  fouls  who  are.  in  love  with  the 
Vertues  and  Spirit  of  our  Saviour.     He  may  not  at 

.  all  fufpe^l  but  that  he  bears  an  afTedion  co  the  Lord 
Jefus,  and  in  great  zeal  anathematize  and  curfe  all 
thofewho  are  not  juft  afieded  like  himfelf.  He  will 
condemn  as  much  as  your  felt  all  thofe  dull  and  grofs 
fouls  who  are  imployed  in  fetting  the  poftures  of  the 
face,  and  amufing  the  world  with  countenances.  He 
iaoghsat  them  who  arebilfied  in  ordering  the  moti« 
ens  of  the  head,  and  bending  the  eyes  to  devotion.  He 
is  far  above  thefe  zGdons  of  the  body,  and  feeling  his 
foul  in  a  devout  pofture,  and  toucht  with  Religious 
pafiions,  he  knows  no  reafon  why  he  (bould  not  think 
himfelf  to  be  worthy  to  wear  the  name  of  devout  and 
Religious. 

And  when  thefe  apprebenfions  and  emotions  (as  we 
call  them)  are  once  begotten,  it  is  no  hard  matter  lo 
maintain  and  breed  them  up  to  a  greater  growth.  They 
may  be  fed  perpetually  with  new  obje^  that  yield 
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a  frefli  delight.  The  defcription  of  Jerujslem  may.  be 
made  fo  foil  of  pleafure^  that  an  earthly  m?n  may  be 
ravi(hed  therewith.  And  he  hearing  alfo  certain  (igns 
and  marks  given  ofthbfe  who  are  laid  to  have  anin- 
tcfcftin  Chrift,  and  (ball  bs  Heirs  of  ^erufdUms  it  is 
very  eafie  to  conceive  how  fuch  a  man  may  fct  himfelf 
a  workjftrft  to  imprint  his  Fancy  with  fuch  Ghara^ers, 
and  then  to  form  his  padions  to  fome  expreflion  and 
Apifh  imitation  of  them.  Fancy ,yoo  knovr,bath  a  great 
command  over  aU  the  pailions,  and-  being  acqsainted 
very  weH  with  the  way  to  them/  and  the  manner  of 
awakening  them,  can  call  them  forth  upon  this  occa- 
(ion  as  eauly  as  upon  any  other.  It  can  make  them  as 
bnfie  when  tbefe  divine  matters  pVefent  tbemfelves,  as 
whenfenfible  objefts  knock  at  oar  doors,  and  demand 
tobeadinittcdto  ourconverfe.  There  are  no  names 
of  dearnefs  which  men  of  this  ftjmp  cannot  beftow 
upon  ifefus.  They  can  (peak  of  him  with  an  high  • 
pleafure:  and  pray  in  a  pathetick  (lyle,  and  not  with- 
out devout  trani  port.  They  find  a  Love  to  this  kind 
of  Commanion  with  him.  They  can  rejoyce  to  think 
of  his  fulnefs  and  fufiiciency.  They,  can  be  aftonifhed 
at  the  freenefs  of  bis  Grace.  They  can  moarn  for 
their  (i.ns^  and  then  call  themfelves  blefled  for  fo  do- 
ing. Nay, more  than  this,  they  can  excite  the  paflTion 
of  gratitude  in  their  hearts:  and  if  iehey  hearwithall 
that  they  muft  be  regenerate  aAd  born  again,  thev 
can  follow  the  Fancy  of  that  fo  long,  till  they  think 
that  they  feel  the  throws  and  pangs  of  the  new  birth, 
a  change  wrought  in  their  foiils,  and  all  the  reft,  in  the 
method  and  order  wherein  the^  had  it  defcribed  to 
them.  They  will  firft  be  caft  down  in  great  bumilia^ 
tions.  They  will  complain  of  the  naughtinefs  of  their 
hearts »  and  the  corruptions  of  their  natures.    They 
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wtll  loathe  and  abhor  themCelves  as  abominable  crea- 
tures. ,TbeywU14irclaiin  s^  their  own  righteoufoefs 
and  ftrength,  and  think  of  bringing  rheir  hearts  to  the 
Proaufc.  And  if  they  have  heard  any  better  language 
to  exprefs  this  work,  theywiil  bting^emfclves  to  an 
imitation  of  all  that  is  contained  iii  that  alfo.  They 
will  laboor'todeteft  their  former  ranrfes,  and  to  make 
a  choice  of  a  new  life.  They  will  ftraia  themfelves  to 
ipic  upon  their  fins,  aad  to  caft  a  fmile  upon  the  wayes 
of  VertuQ.  They  will  at  leaft  <^r  themfelves  to 
Cbrift  to  be  formed  a  new,  and  pray  him  to  make  them 
focbashepleafes. 

,  ThQsisone(^the  le%i>«f?i(f^f/oftheworldpro> 
daced.  This  is  the  beginning  and  progre(s  of  chat 
piece  of  work,  which  a  good  man  now  at  JimJiUm 
was  wont  to  call  a  Mechanical  Religion.    And  if  you 

■  doubt  at  all  whether  or  no  there  be  fucb  an  Artificial 
Device  as  this,  which  pafles  for  Piety,  do  but  call  to 
mind  one  thi^  which  you  cannot  bat  know  if  you 
bavebeenaperfon  of  any  obfervaiion,  and  you  fliall 
beconvincedofic.     There arifes,  you  ice,  very  often 

,  new  modes  and  fafliions  of  Religion  amoD^  us.  The 
old  wayes  are  much  decryed,  and  the  laft  invention  is 
voted  to  he  altogether  Divine.  Now  if  one  of  tbefe 
perfons  whom  1  have  fpokcn  of  ftall  chance  to  fall  in- 
to <hc  acquaintance  of  4  Sed,  that,  is  much  different 
from  the  prefent  which  be  bath  long  foUowed,yoB  Gmli 
fee  him  eaHly  Hiift  bisform,  and  fp^edily  turn  into  aoo* 
tber  fliape.  He  can  foonquit  the  w^y  wherein  he  wasi 
and  become  religious  after  the  nputnner  of  this  novel 
plat-form.  A  It  the  old  iigns  and  marks  of  ft  egenera- 
tion  Ihallftand  for  nothing,  and  now  hc'diftinguiaje? 
bimfclf  from  the  men  qf  the  w<?rld  by  other  Cbat^ 
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diert.  Which  it  an  cvideoc  tokra  that  he  is  moved 
V  the  power  of  imagination,  and  as  external  objed^s 
(hall  ftrongly  imprefs  themfelves :  that  he  hath  no  in- 
teroailife)  but  is  carried  by  the  impulfe  of  forein 
tbingSi  which  change  his  motions  at  their  pleafare. 
He  feems  to  himfelf  to-  be  alive,  and  to  be  no  lefs  than  * 
diviaely  aded^  batal^sl  he  is  onlyawtikingGhoft, 
as  appears  in  this  too  plainly:  That  like  thofe  Images 
of  living  Bodies,  he  can  alter  himfelf  fo  quickly,  and 
de  moulded  into  another  figure.  Socb  a  (hadowofa 
Chriftiao^  peihaps^  was  he  that  hath  been  the  ocafion 
of  all  this  difcourfe :  whom  we  are  not  to  think  to  have 
animvard  life  becaofe  of  the  noife  and  baftle  that  be 
made,  and  the  con6dence  wherewith  he  fpake  ^  for 
tbefedobot  ftill  render  him  more  like  thofe  Ghofts, 
who  have  a  greater  boldneft,  and  canfe  many  times 
more  ftir,  than  they  that  are  really  aihre. . 

That  we  may  be  fure  therefore  that  yoa  are  a  living 
roan,  you  moftexpofe  your  felf  to  our  touch,  and  de- 
mooftrateitto  the  fenfe  of  feelic^.  Yon  muft  fay  as 
OQf  Saviour  did  when  his  Difciples  took  him  for  an 
Apparition,  come  near  and  handle  me,  and  you  fliall 
fee  that  I  do  not  cheat  you.  Let  thofe  that  approach 
yoQ  perceive  that  Chrift  livetb  in  you,  and  Jbew  fmk 
)Hsr  $99rks  Mi  of  d  gpoj  C0»virj4fi§0^  dndtbdt  in  mak^ 
nefs  iffrifdim.  I  mean  in  plain  words,  that  it  muft  ap- 
pear ttf  the  world,  that  you  are  a  fubftantial  Cbriftian 
by  all  the  a^s  of  an  Holy  Life.  You  muft  make  them 
fenfiUeofyoureiad  Juftice,  your  unfeigned  Charity, 
your  Self-denyal,  your  Patience,  your  Peaceablenefs, 
and  above  all,  your  Meeknefs,  Humility  and  Modefty 
of  Spirit :  that  if  they  had  a  mind  they  may  not  have 
the  nee  to  fay,  yog  have  but  the  femblanceand  Apifli 

.  imitatioa 
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imitation  of  Piccy .  And  to  fay  the  troth,  there  is  no- 
thing will  certainly  evince  it  to  your  felf^  but  only  this*, 
that  you  feel  in  your  heart  a  conftaot,  powerful,  and 
prevailing  inclination  to  all  good  works.  Henbj  ne

kfj0w  tbdt  every  one  that  doth  Rigbtecufntfs  is  born  of 
^^r.i.i^.  him.  Let  no  man  deceive  jou^  he  that  doth  Rigbteoujntli 
is  righteous,  even  as  he  is  righteotss.  He  that  comm  ttttb 
^'^  ^  finis  of  the  DevtU  Whofoeveris  born  of  Cod^  dotb  not 
^>9,&c.  ^gtnmitfin,  for  his  feed remsineth  in  him^  and  he  cannet 
fin^  becaufe  he  is.  born  of  Cod.  In  this  the  Children  of 
Goiarennanifefi^  and  thecbildnn  of  the  Devil  ^  wbcfo- 
ever  doth  not  Right  eon fnefs  is  not  of  God  ^  neither  he  that 
loveth  not  bis  Brother.  And  indeed  by  this  one  mark 
I  aft  named,  you  (hall  dete^  the  Artifice  of  thofe  Teem- 
ing people :  who  notwitbftanding  all  their  fair  fpeeches 
whereby  they  deceive  the  hearts  of  the  fimple,  arc  ne- 
ver found  to  have  a  trueand  hearty  Love  to  thofe  that 
follow  not  the  Scft  which  they  have  embraced.  It  is 
a  great  while  ago  fince  a  very  eminent  perfon  told  the 
world,  that  he  noted  but  two  fmall  wants  in  that  fort 
of  men,  viz.  o{ Knowledge  and  oiLove.  He  might  have 
bated  them  one  of  the  two,  and.  yet  their  condition 
had  been  bad  enough:  though,  if  he  had  lived  till 
now,  he  would  have  feen  their  Poverty  incrcafed,  and 
that  ihey  want  Humility  as  much  as  either  of  the  other. 
They  are  indeed  but  fmall  wants  in  their  a<^count 
(efpecially  thetwolaft  of  the  three)  and  they  can  be 
very  well  content  without  them^  if  God  will  be  fo  too. 
They  efteem  themfelves  Rich  enough  in  other  inviiible 
treafurcs  i  nay,  they  have  one  Jewel  of  fuch  incfti- 
mable  value  (viz.  their  Faith)  that  it^vill  compenfate 
for  a  ihoufand  wants  that  are  xk>  greater  thvi  tbefe. 
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Bat  eitk^r  I  have  loft  all  my  labour,  or  elfe  I  bare 
made  yoo  fcnfible  that  there  is  nothing  more  imports 
yon,  .than  to  fee  that  you  be  not  deficient  in  thcfe 
two,  cbdfity  and  Humility.  I  may  fafely,  I  fuppofe, 
refer  you  to  your  ovtro  memory  for  to  be  fatisfied  .in 
their  neceffitf  5  and  fo  only  {ay  this  concerning  the 
former  of  them;.  That  all  your  Faith  is  worth  no- 
tbingt  which  workecb  not  by  Lcvc;  and  that  he  is  a 
Lyer,  who  faith  he  Loreth  God|  and  lovetb  not  bis 
Brother  alfo. 

That  you  may  fecure  your  felf  therefore  the  better 

from  this,  and  all  other  illafions,  what  other  counfel 

ihould  I  give  you,  than  to  potider  that  fentcnce  much 

which  I  wiibt  you  to  carry  along  with  you,  and  to  lee 

yoar  thoughts  run  as  little  ^s  may  Ije  upon  any  other 

thing,-  fave  Jefta  only  aad  JcmfaUm  i  Draw  your 

mind  from  the  things  which  you  fee  in  this  outward 

woild^  and  make  it  to  retire  ivithin  unto  your  felf; 

that  there  you  may  talk  with  ^tfm^  and  behold  ^^m- 

{dtm^  and  fee  that  Glory  where  he  is.  Which  when 

yoahave  praftifed  a  competent  time,  as  every  thing 

will  be  unwelcome  and  painfull  to  you^  which  is  not 

related  to  them  :  So  you  will  entertain  every  thins  as 

very  acceptable,  which  brings  you  into  their  familia* 

lity.    Not  as  if  I  would  have  yoo  to  negled  any  bufi- 

nebs  to  which  you  are  obliged  in  the  world  %  for  what- 

focver  it  be  which  either  Neceflity   or  Charity  re-* 

qaireS)  whether  it  be  for  your  felf,  friends^  or  Chri-

And 
if  it  offer  it  fclf  to  you^  and  prefs  upon  you,  and  would 
makeyouamedler  in  other  mens  matters  (as  moft  of 
our  vain  Believers  are)  tell  it^  you  hive  fomeihing  clfe 
to  do,and  repeat  ftill  ihofe  words,  Ihavenought>

AN  D  here  ic  feems  very  feafonable  to  remember 
you  of  another  common  fubtilty  whereby  your 
Adverfaries  will  ftudy  to  deceive  you,  and  put  a  great 
ftoptoyoar  progrefsin  the  way  you  are  about  to  en- 
ter. Which  is>  to  detain  you  in  the  amufements  of 
contemplation,  and  cobufie  your  head  only  with  Kfe- 
ditatiofis  and  Conferences  with  Jefue.  They  know 
that  this  will  keep  ydu  too  much  at  home,  as  well  as 
any  thing  elfe,  and  that  you  will  travel  in  your  mind 
and  thoughts  only,  but  not  with  your  whole  nuui  to 
Jernfalem.  And  therefore  they  will  labour  to  per- 
iWade  you  of  this  at  leaft,  that  there  is  not  halt  fi> 
mich  Piety  an  be  exercifed  abroad  as  in  your  Clofec, 
and  that  the  g^  we  do  oor  Brethren^  is  nothing 
comparable  to  tDle  Meditations  we  have  of  God  and 
oarSavtoaTiandthe  Afft^onswe  cxprefs  unto  them. 
Y  This 
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Tilts  will  very  macb  hinder  your  proficiency,  and  puc 
a  greater  rob  thaa  you  imagine  in  your  way»  if  you 
lend  any  belief  unco  i(.     It  will  keep  you  very  much 
behind^  under  the  pretence  and  colour  of  putting  you 
forward,  and  it  will  dcprefs  and  thruft  you  down  bc« 
loworhers^  while  yoafeem  co  be  mounting  up  on 
hjgb«  and  foaring  to  a  pitch  far  above  them.    For 
your  Enemies  underftand  very  well>  that  God  ac- 
counts all  that  as  done  to  himfell,  which  *  is  done  to 
your  Brethren  for  his  fake.    He  bath  made  over  all 
tbofe  benefits  to  them  which  are  owing  to  him^becaufe 
he  is  in  no  need  of  them.    They  are  become  his  Re- 
ceiverSi  and  he  hath  devolved  the  right  which  he  bach 
CO  our  returns  of  Love  to  him,  upon  our  Brethren.    Be 
not  you  ignorant  of  this  then,   but  underftand  it  as 
well  as  your  Enemies,  that  you  never  ferve  Godbeit* 
ter,  nor  fo  well  neither,  as  when  you  are  doing  aav 
fervice  to  your,  poor  Neighbours.    You  are  bound, 
you  thiok,  toexprefs  fuch  Love  to  God,  as  he  hath  ex- 
prelled  to  you.    Only  you  find  that  he  isrnot  capable 
to  receive  (uch  effe^s  of  it  ^   as  you  experiment  in 
your  felf  from  his  affefiions  to  you.     But  will  you 
imagiue  nowj  that  be  will  Jofe  the  right  he  hath  to 
your  thankful  retributions,  becatife  he  is  in  want  of  no- 
thing? No  fuch  matter :  he  bath  deputed  chofewho 
are  in  need  to  receive  from  us  that  which  is  due  to 
him^  and  imploy  it  to  their  own  ufes*    He  hath  com- 
municated  (as  1  may  fay)  oil  his  claim  to  them,  and 
bids  them  dbemand  in  his  Name  that  which  we  cannot 
give,  muchle&  forgive  to  him.     So  that  you  excicifc 
Juftice  and  Charity  both  together,  when  yon  do  good 
foyour  Neighbour  ^  and  there  is  a  double  Charity  in 
icalfo^  onoito  Him,  and  another  to  them-  They  have 
good  done  them  upon  his  account,  and  he  takes  it  fo 

Ec  2  much 
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mnch  as  done  to  himfelf  that  be  acknosvledges  an  ob- 
Ugation,  and  Unds  himfelf  to  pay  us  again. 

Nay « let  me  tell  yoo,  that  there  is  nothing  in  all  the 
world  can  tender  yoafo  divine  and  heavenly  as  to  do 
macb  good.  This  pnts-  us  in  the  place  of  God  to  our 
poor  Brethren  to  whom  he- fends  relief  and  hdp  by 
oar  hands..  Is  not  this  a  very  high  honour  f  And  is 
not  that  a  very  noUe  qoalicy  which  fodilFerenas  as 
ftom  all  others ,  that  it  makes  us  like  to  the  Moft 
High?  The  Mechanical  Chriftian  will  here  find 
himfelf  to  be  dead  and  void  of  God  %  it  being  nothing 
but  a  Spirit  of  Life,  and  that  very  Divine  too,  which 
will  carry  us  out  of  our  felves^  and  fill  ifs  with  perpe- 
tual ai'dors  of  L<^ye  to  othersj  and  inftigate  us  to  be 
doing  of  good  to  all.  Thisis  the  very  Charadler  of 
the  Deity,  for  Gtd  it  LivCt  and  be  tka  Uvetb,  d»el' 
letb  in  Ged,  *nd  gU  in  bim.  And  therefore  if  yea 
covet  to  excel  all  others,  ftady  to  be  indued  with 
the  moft  pref  table  Gifts ,  as  the  great  Apoftle  advi- 
feth:  and  yee,  faith  he,  I  Ihew  yen  a  mere  exeeBent 
way,  and  that  is  Cbarity,  For  this  caufes  us  to 
make  ufe  of  all  thofe  Gifts  for  the  benefit  x>f  Man- 
kind.  This  is  the  rarefl  way  of  excelling  others, 
becaufe  it  makes  us  excell  our  felves,  and  likens 
us  to  God.  The  Angels,  you  know,  had  the  am- 
bition  of  being  like  to  God  in  Power  and  Majefty , 
afpiring,  as  is  conceived,  to  the  Throne  of  the  Moft 
High.  Our  firft  Parents  .were  fobn  infe  Aed  with  the 
like  vanity ,  and  they  Yiibbed  their  LefMTofie  upon 
them,  for  they  affedea  to  refemble  God  in  wifdoin 
and  knowledge.But  by  Aiis  means  you  know  that  both 
•f  them  loft  what  they  enjoyed,  inftead  of  adding 
note  unto  it»    What  mnfl  wedo  then  who  fee  their 
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falls  >  mnft  we  be  content  not  to  be  like  to  oar  Crea- 
tor ?  Not  fo  neither,  but  we  maft  indeavoar  to  imitate 
him  in  Love  and  Goodners,  in  which  there  is  no  dan- 
ger. Tkit  dJmitt  ofnvexeefi  (as  wife  men  obferve)  ht 
tnljvftrror.     We  cannot  love  too  much,  though  we 
may  be  imprudent  in  the  commanicacions.  of  it. 
.Though  Angels  and  Men'  fuffered  fo  much  by  the 
defirc  of  othct  things  in  excefsj  yet  in  Charity  there 
can  be  none ,  nor  (hall  either  of  them  fuffer  any 
damage  by  it.  And  therefore  it  was  that  God  fent  bis 
Sod  'jtftu  into  the  world,  that  by  looking  on  him,  we 
may  know  how  to  become  Divine.    All  his  ads  of 
power  were  adls- of  Love.     All  his  Miracles^  were 
Mercies  to  men.    He  never  imployed  his  Might  bat 
to  do  benefits.     To  teach  us  that  they  are  tr»lj  great 
wbt  are  little  h  themfehes^  (as  he  was)  mJ  great  in  Cba- 
ritj,     Tbattbey  are  indaed  mth  mojl  pofper  wbt  can  i» 
mt^  gtti :  and  that  tbej  sre  nearefi  t»  €td,  and  mtft 
bigb/y  exaUed,  wb0  are  nearefi  te  tbeir  neigbbnrs,  and 
mtp  dee  fly  bumbled.  .  Yon  know  that  if  a  Circle  be 
made,  and  yoa  draw  lines  from  the  cirCamference  to 
the  middlepoint  or  Center  where  they  all  meet;  the 
farther  thele  lines  are  in  any  place  one  from  the  other, 
the  farther  they  are  from  the  Center  $  and  the  nearer 
they  come  to  tbat>  the  nearer  alfo,  and  tbeclofer  their 
approaches  are  to  each  other.    This  maybe  a  refem- 
blance,  if  yon  pleafe,  of  oor  condition  here  in  this 
World,  where  We  are  all  in  oar  way  to  Cod  the  Center 
of  our  Reft,  and  travelling  to  ferufalem,  where  we 
hope  to  meet  in  him.    We  are  defirous  now  to  draw 
as  nigh  to  him  as  we  can,  and  many  fancy  that  their, 
inafings,  meditations  and  prayers,  are  the  chiefeft,  if 
not  the  only  things  that  bring,  them  near  unto  him. 
Bat  as  I  have  t(^  yoo  heretofois,  fo  let  me  now  repeac 
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itagaifl,  That  God  and  oor  Brethren  are  foinfeparable^ 
that  we  cannot  touch  the  one^  bnc  we  muftbe  joyaed 
to  the  other  alfo.  The  further  any  of  us  is  removed 
from  his  neighbour  (as  you  (ee  ia  that  fimilitude)  ac 
the  greater  diftancthe  is  from  God.  He  cannot  go 
away  from  the  former,  but  he  goes  away  in  the  fame 
proportions  from  the  latter  too.  And  the  nearer  and 
dofer  he  is  joyned  in  the  a^edioa  of  Charity  to  bis 
neighbour,  the  nearer  he  is  unto  God,  the  more  doth 
he  approach  to  his  excellencies,  and  to  an  union  with 
him.  It  you  will  be  a  follower  of  God  then  as  a  dear 
child  oihis,  Wdlk  in  Lwe.  You  cannot  chufe  fure  to 
dootherwife  when  you  have  fo  glorious  a  pattern  be- 
fore you.  It  is  an  honourable  thing  now  yon  (ee  to. 
love^  (ince  God  himfelf  is  become  a  Lover*  You  may 
have  imagined  perhaps  that  fome  offices  of  Charity  are 
ignoble,  and  difparage  a  perfon  of  honour :  As  moft 
men  of  condition  think  it  below  them  to  go  into  a 
poor  mans  houfe,  to  come  near  the  fiinking  wounds, 
and  the  dirry  beds  of  the  meaner  fort:  and  there  are 
very  few  who  do  not  account  it  a  fneaking  quality  to 
put  up  injuries^  and  pafs  by  afFrontf  •  But  you  cannot 
be  of  this  mind  if  you  look  upon  God^  who  by  loving 
us>hath  alfo  taught  us  how  honourable  and  glorious  aU 
tbefe  things  are.  They  are  not  below  us,  fince  they 
are  not  below  himfelf.  There  is- no  man  fo  much  our 
inferiour,  as  we  are  all  beneath  Him.  And  yet  he 
condekended  to  them.  He  comes  and  dwelU  in  this 
perifhing  flefii  of  ours.  He  defpiies  not  our  poor  cot- 
tages: he  drtlfes  our  wounds:  he  takes  cite  of  our 
fores :  he  heals  our  (ickneiTes :  be  pafles  by  our  tranf- 
greflions  s  yea.  he  prayes  us  to  befriends,  and  intreats 
us  to  be  reconciled  And  that  is  a  thing  which  men 
think  to  be  fo  poor  and  meauj  that  no  great  Tpirit  can 

indure

indore  to  fubmit  unto  it.  To  go  to  others  who  have 
offended  us,and  befcech  them  to  lay  afide  their  enmity, 
is  thought  to  favour  of  bafencfSj  and  to  be  an  argument 
of  a  low  and  cowardly  mind.  But  God  will  give  us 
leave  to  think  fo  no  longer.  He  hath  (bown  us  that 
it  is  the  effect  of  a  nK>ft  generous  and  noble  difpofici- 
on,  and  fofar  from  being  a  blemifli  to  a$,that  we  fliould 
glory  in  it  to  be  the  firft  in  making  peace,  and  offering 
terms  of  reconcil  ation.  Others  may  think  to  give 
proofs  of  their  gallantry  by  fbnding  in  defiance  to  all 
thofe  who  will  not  fubmit  tbemfelves,  and  lye  at  their 
ieet)  yea  by  trampling  on  them  who  (hall  in  the  leaft 
offend  them :  but  God  teaches  as  by  his  own  example 
that  there  is  no  greater  height  of  mind;  then  in  Humi^ 
lity  and  Meekneis  to  condefcend  to  others,  yea  to  lay 
our  felves  at  their  feet.,  and  beg  of  them  for  the  fake  of 
the  Lord  of  Peace,  that  they  will  be  the  children  of 
Peace.  This  is  to  become  the  fons  of  the  moft  High, 
and  Heirs  of  the  greateft  Glory. 

And  now  let  me  ask  you  for  what  end  would  yon 
(hot  up  your  (elf  inyonrClofet^or  make  a  Cell  of  your 
houfe  ?  Is  it  not  that  yon  may  improve  your  felf  in  the 
knowledge  of  God  ^  and  do  you  not  hope*  there  to 
coflverfe  more  with  Heaven  i  you  need  not  then  be 
pat  to  the  trouble  of  this  confinement,  for  I  aiTure  you 
nothing  will  fo  much  promote  your  end  as  Love  of 
your  neighbour.  This  will  niake  yon  feel  what  God 
is,  and  give  yon  the  cleared  and  firongeft  fenfe  of  him. 
And  the  larger  and  wider  your  Charity  grows,  the  ' 
more  able  will  you  be  to  conceive  the  vaftnefs  of  Gods 
Love,  and  the  lefs  doubt  you  will  have  of  his  Univer- 
fal  good  will.  It  will  diipofe  you  alfo  more  than  any 
thing  elfe  to  believe  the  Gofpel,  and  will  win  your 
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aiSeat  to  tbofe  rq)orcs  which  feem  moft  incredible. 
WhcnyoQ  find  in  yoar  fdf  fuch  a  great  iove  to  others^ 
ic  will  be  eafier  for  yon  to  conclude  that  God  might 
love  us  fo  much  as  to  fend  his  only  Son  into  the  world, 
and  give  him  alfo  to  dye  for  os  finners.     And  if  there 
be  any  thing  of  greater  force  then  other  to  bring  you 
acquainted  with  the  joy  and  peace  of  'jtrnjdUm^  and 
CO  make  difcovcries  beforehand  of  it3  this  muft  be  that 
.   happy  Spy.     For  they  confift  very  much  in  the  dear 
love  and  ftiendfliip  which  there  is  between  all  the  in- 
habitants of  that  bleflcd  place.   Bot  tbefe  things  I  vnll 
.  leave  to  your  own  thoughts ,  and  only  pray  you  to  im- 
ploy  your  mind  in  all  yourfeaet  retirements  fo  much 
in  chefe  meditations,  that  you  may  iffue  forth  from 
thence  very  full  of  God^andasamaninfpired  to  do 
much  good.    For  this  adive  devotion  is  that  which 
God  loves.    He  will  impart  more  of  his  bleflEmgs  to 
you,   if  yon  open  your  hands  in  doing  benefits  to 
others,  then  if  you  ihould  life  them  up  all  day  in 
prayers  to  Heaven.   He  refufes  nothing  to  the  ftirring 
and  diligent  fouls,  whom  love  and  good- will  have  fet 
in  motion.     He  delights  to  give  to  thofe  who  imploy 
his  Grace.    It  is  a  pleafure  to  him  to  blefs  thofe  who 
go  forth  to  meet  his  favours,and  do  not  exped  them  in 
their  Chambers.    But  we  never  imploy  his  Grace  bet- 
ter then  when  we  imitate  the  effufions  of  It  upon  us  in 
our  kindnefs  and  benignity  to  others.     And  we  are 
never  more  like  tomeethisbleflings,  then  when  they 
are  bleHing  of  him  for  the  good  that  we  have  brought 
•  unto  them. 

I  know  you  will  be  readyto  fay  hereafter,  that  yoo 
can  defign  a  great  deal  more,  than  you  ^oubt  you  fhall 
ever  do.    That  the  Idara  you  have  of  this  Nobie 
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qaalityis  very  high,   but  you  arc  affraid  it  is  above 
yoor  reach.    And  ihercfore  I  pray  you  before-hand 
that  you  would  not  trouble  your   felf  with    fuch 
thoughts,  but  only  remember  ihefe  two  things.  ThaJC 
when  you  have  done  all  ihegood  that  ever  you  can, 
that  will  difpofe  yon  ftill  to  do  more:    and  in  the 
mean  feafon  you  are  to  take  care  of  this,  to  rejoyce 
heartily  that  there  are  others  in  the  World  who  can 
do  more  good  then  you.     If  wc  were  once  arrived  at 
this  noble  difpofition  of  rejoycing  in  the  good  of 
others,  either  in  that  which  they  en)oy,  or  that  which 
they  can  dO)  we  fliould  be  fo  far  from  wanting  Cha- 
rity, that  we  (hould  equal  our  ftlves  with  the  moft 
excellent  and  blefled  natures.     As  we  fbould  have 
no  caufe  to  complain  that  we  are  not  in  the  fame 
thione  with  Princes,  nor  to  envy  the  learning  of  thofe 
who  (it  in  the  Chairs  of  Wifdom :  fo  we  (hould  not 
come  behind  the  devotion  of  the  greateft  Saints,  nor 
be  much  inferiour  to  the  Angels,  who  think  it  no  fmall 
part  oft  heir  happinefs  that  they  can  rejoyce  in  God, 
and  in  all  the  marks  of  his  goodnefs  wherefoever  they 
candifcern  them.   Are  we  lefs  happy  becaufe  our  Wic 
is  not  ibftrong,  our  revenues  not  lo  large,  our  fiation 
not  fo  high,  and  fo  our  power  to  oblige  others  not  fo 
great  as  thofe  of  many  of  our  neighbours  >    No  fuch 
thing,  but'we  (hall  rather  be  the  more  happy,  if  in  the 
midft  of  a  loW  condition,  and  in  a  meaner  nnk,  we  can 
keep  our  (elves  from  the  ruft  and  canker  of  envy  ,which 
is  wont  to  grow  fooneft  in  fuch  places  as  are  low  and  ^ 
damp»     He  bath  raifed  himfelf  toa  very  high  pitch» 
whofe  foul  furmounts  all  difcouragements^and  rejo)  ces 
intheUniverfalgood  of  mankind*  by  whomfoever  it 
is  procured.    Hereby  we  (hall  make  the  happinefs  of 
every  perfon  that  is  above  us  to  be  our  own.  For  how 
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is  he  more  Happy  then  1  who  gets  a  vidl:ory,  if  I  tri- 
umph in  it  as  much  as  himfcif?  Wherein  is  he  Supe- 
liour  to  me  whofc  riches  incrcafe,  if  I  be  not  only  con- 
tented there^vith,  but'much  better  plcafcd  in  his  pro- 
fperous  eftate  then  I  was  before  he  enjoyed  it  >  Nay, 
,  if  it  make  me  well,  to  fee  him  in  health,  andrefrefh 
my  fpirit,  to  fee  higi  merry,  and  really  render  mc  bet- 
ter to  behold  his  progrefe  in  wifdom  and  vertue  5  then 
I  have  the  benefit  of  all  thefe,  and  they  become  mine 
as  much  as  his  in  whom  they  are.    And  can  yon  con- 
trive a  better  way  than  this  to  make  your  foul  the  re- 
fort  of  all  pkafures  %    the  very  Center  wherein  the 
bappinefs  of  the  whole  world  (hall  meet,   the  Ran- 
devouz  ( if  yon  will  give  leave  to  that  word )  of  all 
thofe  joyes  which  aie  fcattered  every  where  among 
Gods  creatures  i  It  is  not  pofTible  for  you  to  do  it :  nor 
is  there  any  delight  fo  noble  and  fublime,  fo  pure  and 
refined  as  this,  that  with  fo  much  eafc  you  may  enjoy. 
It  is  the  very  cxtraft  of  all  other  pleafures^  it  is  the 
EGcnce  and  Spirit  of  them  withcut  the  grofler  parts, 
which  are  vvont  to  detain  half  of  the  pleafure  from  us. 
Though  other  pleafures  make  more  noifc ,  yet  this 
gives  greater  contentment.     They  make  a  louder 
found,  but  the  commendation  of  this  is  its  (ilence  and 
quiet.    The  world  takes  more  notice  of  others,  but 
the  very  fccrecy  of  this  joy  increafes  its  fweetnefs, 
and  vapours  not  out   the  purity   thereof.    Other  in- 
jovmenis  may  be  greater  in  bulk,  but  this  is  more  in 
value.     They  are  obtained  at  a  great  charge,     but 
this  we  injoy  at  other  mens  coft.    Thofe  pcrfons  have 
the  labour  andfweat  together  with  their  delight,  and 
we  have    the  pure,  pleafure.-    They  work  not  for 

tihemfclvcs  only ,   but  they  muft  do  us  feme  fervice 
thereby.     We  come  in  for  a  (hare  of  all  their  gettings, 
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and  want  nothing  which  they  have,  bat  only  the  toil 
and  the  pains.    And  vet  fo  Innocent  is  this  pleafure , 
that  wbdc  we  enjoy  all  that  others  do,  wc  leave  them 
all  they  bad,  and  take  nothing  away  from  them.     As 
the  Bees  fack  an  invifiblc  fweetnefs,  which  robs  the 
Flowers  of  none  of  their  beauties  from  whence  they 
fetch  it :  So  do  we  when  we  folace  our  felves  in  other 
mens  goods  ^  which  arc  not  impaired  by  our  rcliflies, 
nor  made  lefs  by  all  the  contentment  we  draw  from 
them.     Nay  we  oblige  them  by  this  means,  and  pay    ^ 
them  largely  foe  all  that  we  take,     [t  will  be  an  ad- 
dition to  their  pleafures  to  know  that  others  are 
pleafed  with  them.     It  will  be  the  beft  part  of  their 
fatisfadion  to  underftand  that  you  caft  not  an  evil  eye 
upon  their  enjoyments.    T  heir  bappinefs  would   be 
imperfeft,  if  you  did  not  think  your  felf  happy  too. 
They  will  owe  as  much  to  you  as  to  their  own  acquis 
fitions,  and  you  equal  your  felf  to  them  by  not  envying 
their  fopcriority. 

But  I  think  it  is  time  to  conclude  this  difcourfe  con- 
cerning the  good  you  are  to  do  your  Brethren  \  and 
therefore  I  fhall  only  admonifb  you  of  a  thing  which 
nay  be  apt,  if  you  have  not  confidered  it,  to  trouble 
you  in  your  way  to  ^erufalem  5  and  fo  pafs  to  other 
matters.  After  you  have  done  all  the  good  you  can, 
you  muft  not  think  to  have  the  pleafure  of  finding  all 
thcfe  perfons  grateful  on  whom  you  have  beftowed 
your  favours.  You  muft  rcjoyce  in  your  own  Ver-* 
tue,  without  escpe^ing  that  additional  delight  which 
reciprocal  love  would  afford  you.  Such  a  good  na- 
ture, I  believe,  as  yours,  will  make  you  fuppofethat 
you  have  received  a  favour,  when  one  hath  but  done 
yoa  iuftlce.  and  therefore  you  will  be  infinitely  fenfi' 
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bic  of  any  kindners,  and  think  that  it  laycs  an  cvcrlaft- 
ing  obligation  of  gratitude  upon  you.  But  do  not 
imagine  that  you  flhall  meet  with  much  of  this  inge- 
nuity in  the  World :  There  are  a  far  greater  number 
of  fuch  a  wicked  difpofition,  that  they  look'even  upoa 
kindneflcsas  their  due,  and  will  render  you  no  more 
thanks  for  them^  then  men  commonly  do  for  Juftice  to 
whichevery  body  claims  an  equal  right.  Nay,  you 
will  meet  with  thofe  who  when  they  are  highly 
obliged^  do  love  to  avoid  the  perfons  that  put  thofe 
bonds  upon  them.  They  will  not  behave  themfelves 
fo  well  as  to  take  your  kindnefles  for  their  due,  but 
carry  it  rather  as  if  you  had  done  them  a  fenfible 
wrong.  And  I  wi(h  I  could  not  fay  that  there  are 
fuch  ill  natures  who  cannot  indure  fo  much  as  to  be- 
hold thofe  who  have  been  their  benefaftors,  but  fliun 
them,  as  if  they  were  their  deadly  enemies.  But  yoa 
will  find,  I  fear,  too  many  of  thefe  wretches,  who  think 
whenfoevcr  they  fee  you,that  you  upbraid  them  with  all 
the  good  they  have  received  from  you.  When  you  did 
them  benefits  you  laid  chains  uponthem^  and  they 
think  it  no  crime  to  hate  him  that  hath  made  them  his 
Prifoners.  They  will  heartily  wilh  you  were  dead, 
that  fo  they  may  be  freed  from  their  bonds  which 
will  dye  and  be  buried  in  the  fame  grave  together  with 
you.  For  they,  meafuring  other  mens  natures  by 
their  own  evil  difpofition,  which  inclines  them  to  do 
good  to  none,  unlefs  it  be  with  a  dcfign  to  make  them 
flares  ^  they  could  wifli  never  to  fee  thofe  perfons,  who 
they  think,  look  upon  themfelves  as  their  Lords  and 
Maftcrs^  by  having  thus  engaged  them.  Their  cour- 
tefies  are  meer  traffique,  and  they  alwayes  exped  to 
gain  more  than  they  give :  which  makes  them  bate 
their  bcnicfaftors,  who  look  they  imagine  for  payment 
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alfo  fat  greater  than  they  have  a  will  to  make.  Nay. 
they  had  rather  do  a  cojjrtefie  to  thofe  who  never  did 
any  thing  for  them^  than  be  officious  to  thofe  perfons 
who  have  fo  mtch  obliged  tbetn.  Juft  Kke  thofe 
wicked  people,  who  had  rather  make  a  prefent  to 
others,  than  pay  what  they  owe  to  their  Creditors. 
Which,  to  fay  the  truth,  is  no  more  than  the  necefla- 
ry  confeqneoce  of  that  curfed  principle  I  named  be- 
fore, of  trading  with  kindnefles,  and  patting  them  out 
to  Ufe,  that  they  may  improve  into  greater,  to  be 
rendred  back  to  them.  I  know  very  well  there  ii  no 
vice  more  odk)as  than  tRTis,  or  which  lyes  under  great^ 
er  reproach  even  by  ungrateful  perfons  themfclves  5 
but  yet  I  afTure  you,  it  will  be  fouod  that  there  is  none 
more  common.  And  the  ihifchief  of  it  is,  that  it  is  ne** 
ver  fo  likely  to  grow  in  bafe  natures ,  as  when  they 
have  been  highly  bound  to  you.  The  kinder  yos 
have  been,  the  more  ungrateful  they  are  like  to  prove : 
like  thore^  who  having  contra&ed  3  vaft  debt,  and 
having  a  little  to  pay,run  away  with  Qiame,  and  pay  juft 
nothing  at  all.  You  mud  cfo  good  therefore  meerly 
for  the  Love  you  bear  to  it  felf  ^  and  though  you  de- 
fire  no  payment  but  only  the  pleafure  of  having  it 
kindly  rcfcntcd,  you  mufl  be  content  fometimes  tci 
lofe  that  fmall  return,  and  reft  fatisfied  in  what  yon 
have  done ,  and  in  your  pious  difpofition  to  do  the 
fame  again. 
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Cap.  XXII. 

7b4t  4  Pilgrim  wuji  f$metimes  recreate  bimfelf  as  weB  ms 
ether  men.  of  the  pleafure  %f  ^ood  Comfanj.  What 
t^ep  are  to  be  mere  farticuUrlj  avoided,  of  the  ft- 
JUvalf  of  the  Church.  How  ufefttl  they  may  be.  Artd 
horp  much  dbufed. 

AN  D  now  I  think  it  is  time  to  remember  yoa  for 
the  prevention  of  all  miftakes,  that  there  never 
was  any  rilgrim  who  could  aUvayes  be  CKercifed  in 
doing  good  toothers,  or  in  Prayer  and  Contempla- 
tion ^'  but  be  was  forced  to  attend  fometimes  to  bim- 
felf alone,  and  provide  for  the  needs  of  his  Body  by 
the  ufe  of  Meat,  and  Drink,  and  Sleep;  wherein  you 
muft  not  think  to  be  unlike  them,    "^^y-^  there  is  a 
great  need  alfo  at  certain  feafons  of  innocent  Recrea- 
tions >  which  Pi/^r/ w  wuft  not  be  fo  morofc  as  utterly 
codeny  themfelves;  for  in  truth  there  are  none  font 
as  they  to  enjoy  them.    And  in  all  thefe  things  I  would 
have  you  to  ufe  the  beft  difcretion  ttiat  li  in  your 
power,  avoiding ,  as  you  would  the  greiteft  danger 
that  hatb  been  mentioned ,  all  foolilh  fcrupulofity 
about  them.    Do  not  m^afure  your  Drink,  nor  weigh 
your  Meaty  nor  confine  your  Divertifements  to  a  mi- 
BUte,  but  enjoy  them  freely  as  the  beft  wifdom  yoa 
have  (ball  at  that  prefeut  direct  you,   refolving  not  to 
trouble  your  felf  about  any  after  accidents.    For, 
though  it  is  neceflary  that  we  take  a  care  to  fpend  our 
time  well,  and  there  is  nothing  of  which  wefbould  be 
more  frugal  %  yec  it  is  not  good  to  be  over  rigorous  in 
cxaAiog  an  account  of  our  hours.    We  may  run  our 
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fdves  thereby  into  infinite  fcruplcs,  and  bufie  our 
thoughts  about  fuch  cndlefs  niceties,  that^ve  may  lofe 
much  time  while  we  are  thinking  bow  to  fjve  '\u  and 
impoverifl)  our  felves  by  ftudying  to  be  miltrable  good 
husbands.  Do  not  grudge  therefore  to  thefe  things 
a  fair  portion  of  your  time,  out  of  a  fear  that  ihey  will 
be  too  great  an  hinder^nce  to  you  y  for  though  they 
fcem  to  day  you  for  a  while,  they  do  very  much  fur- 
ther you,  and  give  you  (Ireogth  to  walk  more  chear- 
fully  for  along  time  after.  Difcreet  ilayes  and  reds 
make  fpecdy  journeys.  It  is  no  turning  out  of  your 
way,  to  divert  your  felf  fometime  in  a  pleafant  Mca«  , 
dow.  That  is  the  neareft  way  to  a  place,  which 
brings  yon  fooneft  thiiher.  And  as  the  old  faying  is, 
foft  and  fair  goes  far. 

And  indeed  it  is  impbfTible  that  all  the  hours  of  a 
mans  life  (hould  be  equally  grave.  T  he  wings  of  the 
foul  cannot  be  alwayes  ftretched,anditis  idle  to  think, 
its  vgor  (lull  recdve  no  abatements.  Let  it  foar  ne- 
ver fo  high,  it  will  bs  forc'd  to  ftoop  again  j  and  b/. 
fncing  dill,  and  refrcihing  it  feU,  be  made  more  able 
for  a  new  flighf.  Of  this  you  muft  be  well  advifed,  or 
elfe  you  will  never  get  to  Jerufalem.  It  is  the  counfcl 
ofnature  which  mud  be  followed,  that  all  who  work, 
do  take  fomc  red.  The  continuance  of  labour  de- 
pends upon  Moderation^and  Nature  ahvayes  threatens 
violence  with  an  end.  I  grant  that  your  defires  may 
be  ever  pricking  you  forward,  and  that  they  may  be 
Joachtogiive  you  a  moments  rell.  But  they  will  (ii- 
mulate  you^  even  till  they  gall  you,  and  it  you  take 
not  heed,  will  make  you  red  of  neceflity,  and  not  out 
of  choice.  The  bed  courfer  that  is  may  run  himfelf 
off  bisieggs.  You  may  tyre  and  jade  your  feli  by  over- 
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long  journeys.     And  though  your  mind  be  of  fucha 
"  make,  that  it  it  were  alone,  and  had  nothing  to  arry 
along  with  it,  poffibly  it  might  never  be  weary,  but 
would  run  continually :    yet  vrhile  it  is  ingaged  in 
the  company  of  this  tcrreftrial  body,  it  muft  fit  ftill 
and  eafe  it  fcif,  if  it  be  bat  for  the  fake  of  its  fellove- 
traveller.     We  are  not  yet  divorced  from  fenfc,  nor 
do  we  enjoy  the  liberty  which  we  hope  for  at  ^enifa- 
tern.    We  are  far  from  the  puritv  of  fimple  Beings , 
and  .whether  we  will  or  no,  ftiall  find  our  felves  to  be 
mixt  with  matter,  which  wilf  not  alwayes  move.    It 
will  be  a  flugg  do  what  we  can:  and  if  wc  will  not 
find  it  fomc  rcfrcfhmcnt,  it  will  take  fomc  of  it  felf,aod 
more  fomctimes  than  wc  heed  to  give  it.    It  is  better 
that  it  (hould  be  at  oor  difpofe,  than  at  Its  oorn.  It  will 
be  content  with  Icfs,  if  we  do  not  deny  it  alL   Wc 
(liall  find  it  more  obedient,  if  we  do  not  by  our  rigour 
provoke  it  to  a  plain  rebellion.     We  (hall  ofe  greater 
.Moderation,  if  by  defrauding  our  felves  of  all  recrea- 
tions, we  do  not  become  fo  impatient  as  to  play  the 
gluttons,  when  we  take  the  liberty  to  enjoy  them.  Ic 
is,  no  doubt,  a  true  obfcrvation,  That  the  ready  way 
to  make  the  minds  of  youth  grow  awry,  is  to  lace 
them  too  hard,  by  denying  them  their  jnll  freedom. 
'  When  yoa  rob  the  appetite  of  its  lawful  and  innocent 
delight,  it  hath  fucha  defire  to  break  this  Prifon,  that 
it  oft-times  farioufly  burfts  forth  into  unlawful  and 
forbidden  pleafures.   And  therefore  ufe  a  due  care  at 
leafl  in  your  firft  letting  out,  that  you  run  not  wicb 
coo  great  a  violence.    Do  not  make  more  hafte  tbao 
good  (^eed^  as  you  will  be  apt  to  do  when  yoa  begin 
your  journey.    Young  Pilgrims  are  wont  to  be  very 
forward,  and  to  tye  themfelves  to  fuch  longftages*, 
that  they  grow  weary^  and  turn  afide  to  fone  more 
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pleafing  coarfes.  And  it  ts  well  if  chey  divert  not  to 
fach  as  are  loofe  after  too  great  ftridnefi.  Tbey  are 
very  happy  if  they  leave  noc  ofF  their  travel,  by  tra- 
velling too  faft*  The  very  beft  that  we  can  expeft,  is 
chat  they  fic'down  as  men>oQt  of  breath,  and  that  they 
lofemore  time  in  recovering  of  it,  than  they  would 
have  done  in  feafonable  ref reftinieot. 

Nay,  let  me  tell  you»  the  oldeft  traveller  upon  the 
Rode  will  find  that  he  hath  great  ufe  of  them,  and^can^ 
not  give  fo  good  anacccAint  of  his  time,  unlefshe  be^ 
ftowalittleofit  npon  them.    Recreations  are  part  of  * 
the  needs  of  humane  life^  and  though  a  man  be  never 
fo  well  provided,  he  will  be  liable  to  this  want.    The 
moft  vigorous  minds  will  fometimes  be  weary,  and  call 
for  quiet  and  eafe.     The  (Irongeft  eyes  will  at  lad 
grow  weak,  and  defire  to  (hut  themfelves.  The  life  $f 
the  gruttfi  Sages  (as  a  wife  man  once  told  me)    is  nee 
dltpgctherfmeue.  All  their  [Agings  are  net  sermem :  ner 
is  aS  they  write  either  their  Uft  Teftament,   er  the  cenfe[* 
fiiftoftbdr  FaitL     And  therefore  ftudy  not  how  to 
live  and  ufe  none ,  but  rather  to  ufe  none  but  thofe 
which  are  good  and  worthy  of  a  tt\m.    Think  not  to 
be  employed  fo  as  not  to  need  them,  but  take  care  that 
onder  a  pretence  of  need  they  do  not  become  your  em- 
ployments   Order  the  matter  fo  difcreetly  that  they 
maybe  as  profitable  as  they  are delighiful.     See  that 
tbey  render  you  the  hours  back  again  which  you  have 
beftowed  on  them.    For  there  is  nothing  more  cer- 
tain than  that  we  may  gain  time  hj  ifitermitting  our  la^ 
iturty  and  rid  the  more  greund  tj  fianding  (till  a  while. 

And  becaufe  the  greateft  part  of  a  wife  mans  plea- 
(areconfifts  in  good  diverting  company,  let  me  here 
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remember  yoii  to  provide  that  ic  be  caiefttlly  chofeo, 
and  chat  you  do  not  lightly  take  men  into  your  fami- 
liarity. Excellent  men  you  are  rather  to  be  converfant 
witfaall,  than  excellent  Books.  You  may  learn  more  of 
them  than  all  your  fttuiy  can  teach  you.  You  may  at 
once  give  your  (bul  a  recreation,  and  your  body  a  re- 
paft:  You  may  divert  your  felf  and  others  both  to- 
gether. He  who  asks  and  enquires  of  his  company, 
ihall  both  receive  mudi  learning,  and  give  much  ccn« 
tent;  efpecially  when  his  queftions  are  addreflfed  to 
fuchwhofe  skill  lyes  in  that  ivhereof  he  demands  fa- 
tisfadion.     For  then  be  ofiers  them  a  fit  occaiion  to 

Eleafe  themfelves  in  fpeaking,  and  he  gains  much 
nowledgehim&lfby  being  poGtShdof  their  concep- 
tions; And  therefore  it  is  moft  advifable  for  you  to 
frequent  the  fociety  of  thole  who  have  more  know- 
ledge than  your  felf*  Though  there  are  who  aSeSt 
the  company  of  ijgnoraot  perfons^  that  fo  they  may  be 
taken  for  knowing  men  5  yet  they  who  are  really 
knowing,  feekforthe  wife,  that  fo  they  may  know 
more.  In  the  one  you  may  be  admired,  but  in  the 
other  you  (ball  be  acquainted  with  things  that  are 
worthy  of  admiration.  And,  I  befeech  you,  which  is 
better,  to  learn  wifdom  from  thofewhoare  wife,  or 
to  be  accounted  wife  by  thofe  who  are  ignorant  ?  It  is 
apittifal  thing,  in  my  jtidgcment,  to  be  thought  wife 
wbcnyon  are  hot:  and  yet  it  is  ftillmore  deplorable 
when  you  pleafe  your  felf  in  being  fo  thought  by  thofe 
who  indeed  are  very  fools.  If  you  would  win  the  re- 
putation of  Wirdom,  let  it  be  with  thofe  who  know 
what  it  is.  But  you  muft  firft  have  it,  before  you  have 
their  efteem;  and  the  firft*  ftcp  to  it,  is  to  be  io  wife  as 
to  know  in  what  company  ic  is  to  be  levot* 

But 
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Bot  It  IS  not  my  intention  to  make  yoq  a  long  dlf- 
couiCeon  this  fubjcdi  y  and  therefore' I  (hall  not  warn 
you  of  all  thofe  who  are  to  be  avoided,  bat  only  of 
one  fore  who  will  more  abafe  yourtimej  and  alfo  do 
yoo  greater  mifchief  (ban  any  elfe  befide  that  are  not 
opeiuy  wickedt  They  that  1  mean  arc  a  talkative  ge« 
neration,  who  are  ever  diactering  and  babling  as  if 
they  had  obtained  a  Patteoc  for  prating.  People  that 
are  G>  much  in  company  with  others,  that  (hey  can 
never  find  lei(iKe  to  keep  any  with  thonfeives.  Whd 
art  a  burden  to  themfelves  when  they  are  at  home, 
and  to  their  neighbours  when  they  art  abroad.  Whofe 
minds  are  ftuft  with  nothing  but  News,  of  which  they 
are  fo  foil,  that  they  have  no  room  for  one  wife 
thought  to  lodge  there.  Bot  above  all  others,  I  would 
have  yon  mark,  and  Omnz  compbining  fort  of  people 
wboare  ever  finding  fanlt,  and  never  can  be  pleafed. 
Their  minds  feed  upon  the  (ins  or  the  hzxmii  of  others, 
and  they  have  alwayes  fome  News  to  make  yon  fad, 
Thefnbjed  of  their  difcourfe  moft  commonly  js^  the 
evil  of  the  dayes  wherein  they  live.  They  alwayes  ^ 
praife  that  which  is  paft^  and  dtfcommend  that  which 
isprefent.  The  wife  nKQ  of  former  dayes  they  are 
ever  magnifying :  and  they  will  allow  no  body  to  be 
good»^but  thofe  who  are  dead.  They  (eek  for  ex- 
amples of  Piety  in  the  h&%^  and  MoaQ^nenes  of  the 
Chorch,  which  ihey  wonld  not  follow  nor  applaud  if 
they  were  alive  again.  Nay,  they  have  id  great  ad* 
miiationall  that  is  done  abroad,  bot  are  ill^afite^ied  to 
all  that  isdone  at  home«  Nothing  can  be  fo  well  ma« 
naged,  bat  they  will  &ewyoa  fiarne  erroar  in  it :  nor 
can^herebe  fo  profouod  a  peace,  bot  they  will  fright 
yon  with  foroe  thing  that  portends  Wars,  or  other 
Calamities.     They  .never  look  npoa  the  Kingdom 
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lcf$  they  bad  fome  mens  vices  to  fpeak agaitvft.  They 
would  not  be  able  to  live,  if  all  men  (hould  leave 
their  (ins.  There  woold  not  be  found  a  man  fo  bad 
as  they,  if  all  (hould  become  fo  goad  as  tbey  fcem 
todefife.  They  would  be  more  troubled  at  the  re- 
formatiooy  than  they  are  at  the  diforders.  And,  en- 
lefs  their  hearts  were  changed ,  they  mud  either 
then  be  dumb,  or  elfe  make  faults  where  they  could 
find  none.  And  that  is  a  matter,  I  aflure  you,  very 
eafie  for  them  to  do.  For  they  never  regard  whe« 
ther  their  complaints  be  juft  or  unjuft  :  and  it  would 
betofuppofe  them  too  reafonable,  if  we  (hould  think 
they  are  never  difcontented  without  a  caufe.  Mingle 
not  your  felf  therefore  with  fuch  men  :  but  judge  ic 
better  a  great  deal  to  travel  alone,  than  to  fall  into 
fuch  company.  If  you  mean  tofini(hyour  journey, 
ftay  not  to  liften  to  their  tales  ^  for  they  ^ave  no 
end,  and  they  will  detain  you  with  them  for  ever. 
There  isnothing,  no  perfon  can  efcape  the  fcoqrge  of 
their  tongoes  $  and  fince  thofe  are  innumerable,  fo  are 
their  ftories^ 

But  in  this  and  all  the  foregoing  Dlredlons  which  I 
have  given  you,  it  will  be  of  great  ufe  to  mark  the 
footfieps  which  you  will  meet  withall  of  many  Tra- 
vellers who  have  gone  before  you.  Some  of  the 
prints  of  their  feet  you  will  find  bigger,  and  others 
of  them  lefs  then  your  own )  but  all  of  them  will  fo 
incourage  you,  and  txo»  you,  and  fnpply  the  place  of 
a  Guide  unto  you,  that  I  may  leave  the  reft  to  their 
in(lru£lions«  And  indeed  the  wifdom  of  the  ancient 
Church  fecms  herein  to  have  been  very  great,  who 
chofe  to.honour  the  dayes  of  relaxation  and  intermif- 
fioa  of  labours  with  the  names  of  the  Apoftles  and 
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Saints  of  God.  It  is  fie,  as  I  (aid,thac  we  ftioold  fome- 
times  ofe  recreations,  bat  they  woald  teach  os  to  be- 
gin  and  end  them  with  acknowledgeoaents  of  God.  It 
IS  neceilary  that  we  cheat  our  fpiries,  and  refrefliouc 
minds*  but  we  road  ftill  remember  that  there  is  no 

trcater  pleafure  thentopraife  oar  Lord.  When  we 
ivert  oar  felves,  weflioald  have  the  example  of  brave 
men  before  os.  la  all  onr  Sports  and  Mirth,  there 
moft  nothing  be  admitted  which  is  onbecoming  the 
gravity  and  parity  of  good  Chriftians.  And  there- 
fore let  me  intreat  y  oa  on  aU  the  Feftivak  of  the  Sa'mts, 
tofeafonyoor  mind  in  the  morning  with  the  inedita- 
tion  of  their  holy  lives.  When  yoa  keep  theses 
which  prefetve  their  memory,  be  fare  to  follow  their 
vertoes,  which  in  tSc6k  will  make  them  ftill  to  live  in 
the  World.  It  is  a  ridiculous  thing  to  UeGi  God  for 
thoTe  examples  which  we  never  mean  to  imitate.  It 
is  monftroofly  abfard  to  maintain  the  meooory  of  Ho- 
ly mens  names,  with  an  utter  fcn-getfalnefi  of  their 
Piety.  If  they  be  capable  of  ai^  grief  in  the  bleffed 
place  where  they  now  are,  and  have  carried  their  paf- 
(ions  away  with  them  to  the  other  World  $  it  makes 
them  figh,  one  woald  think,tofee  thelewdnefsof  thofe 
thathonoar  them,  and  the  difgrace  that  is  done  to 
Religion  under  the  countenance  of  their  great  nanes. 
It  wounds  them  fare  to  hear  themfelves  commended 
laviftly,  and  to  fee  their  lives  reproached  is  guilty  of 
roo  much  fevcrity.  It  was  an  odd  fiying,  but  fpoken 
with  mach  fimpUcity  and  zeal  by  an  old  Preacher, 
That  he  wondred  the  Saints  did  notfife  out  of  tbeit 
graves,  to  drive  thofe  away  from  their  Temples,  who 
ufe  fo  much  ceremony  in  celebrating  their  Fefiivals 
and  take  fo  little  care  to  follow  their  Vertaes.  Bot  I 
may  rather  wonder  with  what  face  men  canfpeak 
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agaiaft  tho(e  who  oegleffc  the  Dbfervaace  of  thefe 
Dayc$,when  they  themfdves  are  the  fihiefeft  caofe  of 
it,  or  the  beft  coloor  for  it.  They  dithonoor  all  holy 
rites,  and  bring  a  reproach  upon  holy  times:  and  if  it 
had  oot  been  for  fucb  as  them,  thofe  dayes  might  have 
been  m  more  credit,  even  w'.tb  thofe  who  now  defpife 
them.  What  do  we  fee,  fay  thofe  fcrapulous  perfbns, 
but  riot  and  laxary  at  foch  feafons  i  All  places  are  fell 
of  vomit,  and  men  feen^  to  be  celebrating  the  Feaft  of 
Crrrf  aad  Buehm^i,  e,  of  Bread  and  Wine,  of  foir.e 
heatheoifli,  draoken  belly-god.  They  fancy  there  ij 
no  teftraint  layd  apon  their  appetke,  if  they  do  bat 
ft  riAly  forbear  their  ordinary  liboars.  They  are  like 
fome bad  Chrifiians  in  the  old  times,  who  made  no 
doubt  of  being  drunk,  fo  they  did  ben:,  take  off  their 
cops  as  they  fate  on  the  Martyrs  Totnbs^  It  isealie 
indeed  for  thefe  objeAors  to  fee  fomething  elfe :  They 
might  behold  fome  dew>ilt  people  who  frequent  the 
Worfliip  of  God,aod  rejoyce  mod  in  remembring  theic 
Saviour  and  his  great  Grace,  in  fending  thofe  that 
Preached  the  Golpel  to  the  World.  But  the  number 
oi  the  other  are  fo  great  who  never  regard  fach  things, 
that  by  looking  on  them  they  are  tempted  to  take  no 
notice  of  all  the  reft.  The  Taverns  are  fuller  by  far 
then  our  Churches ;  and  the  Theatre  is  more  fre- 
quented then  the  Honfe  of  Cod.  And  therefore  it  is 
for  fach  as  yon  to  fet  yonr  felves  awork  to  take  away 
this  objedion  which  they  will  not  take  away  them-^ 
felves.  Do  you  fatisfie  diem  that  thefe  dayes  are  no 
necefljry  caufe  of  doing  evil,  by  your  own  example  of 
doing  good.  Leave  their  Argument  no  force  at-  all, 
for  it  is  in  your  power  to  do  it;  and  let  them  fee  chat 
the  marriage  between  thefe  Feftivals  and  Profanenefs^ 
is  not  fo  legitimate,  but  they  may  be  divoiced.    De» 
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piive  them  of  this  ^oloor,  and  leave  their  peevifiinefs 
fo  naked,  that  it  may  be  cxpofed  to  the  view  of  all. 
Orif  they  have  taken  arealoficnce,  remove  it  oat  of 
their  way,  and  let  all  that  they  alledge  have  a  fall  con- 
futation in  your  holy  life.  Anfwer  them  by  yoar  bc- 
havioar,  that  there  is  no  need  to  take  away  ihefe  dayes, 
for  you  can  takeaway  all  the  wickednefs,  and  leave 
them  flill  remaining.  Let  them  fee  that  yoo  can  reft 
from  your  labours,  and  yet  not  fpend  your  whole  time 
in  fport  and  play.  Let  them  find  the  Bible  or  feme 
good  Book  in  your  hand  oftner  then  they  do  the 
Cards.  Let  your  Spirit  rejoyce  in  Cod  your  Savioar, 
more  then  your  body  ^oth  in  meat  and  drink.  Feed 
your  foul  upon  the  Heavenly  myfteries  of  our  Reli- 
gion, and  do  not  live  as  if  the  Saints  were  only  good 
Purveyors  for  our  Kitchins.  So  will  you  both  bring 
thefe  dayesinto  efteem  with  others,  and  yoar  felf  into 
greater  favour  with  God.  A»d,  1  befeech  you,  defire 
all  you  know  that  they  would  not  fleight  fdch  admo- 
nitions as  thefe  I  give  you :  But  that  for  the  Honour  of 
our  Lord,  for  the  credit  of  his  Church  who  hath  ap- 
pointed thefe  folemnities,  for  the  love  of  their  ovwi 
fouls  who  are  intended  to  receive  the  benefit  of  them, 
they  would  behave  tbemfclves  foberly  aad  religioufly 
at  fuch  feafons.Thaf  fo  the  Church  may  not  be  forced 
to  do  with  thefe  as  it  hath  done  with  the  Feafts  of 
Love,  and  other  rites  ufed  by  the  Apofllcs  themfelvcs, 
*.e,  aboliih  and  banilb  them  becaufe  of  mens  obfti- 
nateabufeof  them.  For  it  it*  very  ahfurd  things  (as 
one  of  the  ancient  Guides  faith)  to  fiudj  to  honour  tie 
miattjrs  mth  tcomuch  fnlmfs,  wh  we  knew  flesfed  God 
bj  fafting  dnd  at/H/ienee,  It  is  a  prepofterous  way  of 
doing  honour  to  our  Saviour,  by  pampering  and 
pleaiing  our  felves  $  vvho  it  is  known  did  honour  his

Father  by  denying  himrdf,  anddefpifingall  the  plea- 
fores  of  the  flefh.  .  Therefore  exhort  every  one  to  fcaft 
tbemfelves  with  an  holy  fear.  Let  them  make  Feafis 
of  Charity,  and  doing  good  to  their  poor  neighbours. 
Let  them  be  Feafts  of  Love  to  make  us  friends  one 
with  another.  Feafts  of  the  Spirit  to  pat  us.  in  mind 
of  the  joyes  of  the  Lord,  and  the  eternal  Supper  of  the 
Lamb. 

And  now  I  think  I  may  have  leave  td  conclude  my 
diteflions  (having  put  you  into  the  hands  of  better 
Gnkles  then  my  felf)  the  fnmm  whereof  is  briefly  this : 
Let  your  principial  dcfign  ever  be  to  knit  your  heart  to 
the  Love  of^efmy  and  the  ardent  defire  of  being  with 
bim  at  ^er»(alcm.  Let  t>is  be  your  great  bofiners  to 
fetyonrSoul  dire^y  towards  the  place  where  he  is, 
and  to  flir  up  in  it  fuch  longings  as  thefj?,  o  tbail  wert . 
mtb  Jeftu !  wbenJbaUl  erne  toJejfH  And  fince  he  is 
the  Way  tohimfelf>  there  is  nothing  more  needful  for 
the  accompliihing  your  defire,  than  to  propofe  him  be- 
fore your  eyes  for  your  imitation.  As  for  Prsjtr^  lie-^ 
iitttim,  and  fuch  like  things,  thc^  are  to  be  defigned 
to  this  end,  that  yoar  Love  to  him  may  be  inflamed, 
yoor  Defire  after  bim  increafed,  and  your  Refolution 
of  doing  his  will,. and  treading  in  his  fteps  be  made  un- 
moveame.  Whatfoever  therefore  you  find  proper  to 
advance  that  Love»  thai  Defirei  that  Refolntion ,  be  ic 
Tfjtjingot  ReoMfig,  Dijcwrfifig  or  Sclittu/Cy  Wdlk^ng  or 
ieftfiugfMrfrlfy  yi^tin^pf  others ^  ot  Keefifig  4t  home  i 
make  nie  of  it  for  the  time  that  your  Soul  reliflies  it, 
and  as  long  as  it  quickens  your  Defire  and  indeavour 
of  cn)oy&g  the  love  of  Jefut,  and  the  blelTe'd  fight  of 
bim  at  ^erufdlem.  But  when  any  of  thefe  (hall  prove 
irkfome  to  yon,  be  not  troubled  at  it,  bat  try  for  that 
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tinoe  (ome  of  the  reft,  which  may  be  then  more  arefol, 
becaafe  more  pleafant  to  yoo.  And  when  any  of  thofe 
Enemies  I  have  mentioned  {hall  diftorb  your  peace, 
beat  them  off  as  foonais  you  can  ^  but  be  not  troubled 
becaafe  /hey  do  not  prefently  yield,  provided  yoa  do 
not  yield  to  them  neither.  And  if  after  a  Vidory  they 
rally  in  the  fame  manner  again,  be  not  affrighted  at- 
that  neither,  as  if  now  they  had  greater  courage  j  bot 
endeavour  only  to  beat  them  as  before,  and  \>y  obtain- 
ing a  new  Vi^ory,  to  fliow  that  it  is  yoarcoorage 
which  is  increafed.  And  do  not  think  yoa  (hall  be 
in  danger  tolofe  the  Vidory  over  them,  if  yoa  faffec 
your  Bow  fometimes  to  be  onbent.  Do  not  think  a 
Pilgrim  muft  be  fo  fevere,  as  never  to  recreate  himfelf 
in  the  way  he  goes.  By  perpetual  Watchings  and  la- 
bours your  enemies  may  undo  you  -as  well  as  by  any 
other  means.  Take  bac  heed  that  you  fall  not  into 
their  Quarters  when  you  divert  your  felf,  and  Jet  bat 
your  pleafures  ftill  lye  in  your  way,  and  you  need  not 
fear  to  make  ufe  of  them.  Remember  the  Example 
of  the  Saints  of  God,  and  ftir  up  your  ielf  to  imitate 
their  zeal  and  their  difcretion  both  together.  And 
reft  a0tired  (my  friend)  that  this  good  Defite  thus 
cheri(hed,  thus  augmented,  and  thus  ftrongly  and 
wifeljrpurfued,  will  bring  you  fafe  to  the  end  of  your 
Pilgrimage  5  and  fet  your  feet  in  the  midft  of  4*ntU- 
kmy  wherelihall  be  right  glad  to  meet  you. 
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Ca».   XXIII. 

Wh4t  tnurulnment  aS  theft  diftwrfes  met  mthaS 
frcm  the  Pilgrim,  ^ttd  »f  the  pUdftres  be  Jl)9»ld 
fiifd  in  hit  9*y^  though  ifUwnbnd  with  the  fere-named 
Enemies. 

AN  D  now  I  am  fute  yoa  will  expeft  to  bear  that 
the  Pilgrifli  broke  his  filence :  It  not  to  thank  this 
perfon  for  the  fatisfadion  he  bad  received,  yet  toteli 
bim  bow  moch  he  thoagbt  bimfelf  engaged  by  the 
paios  which  he  had  moft  friendly  taken  for  his  facif- 
faAion  in  the  way  to  Jemfdenf.  Boc  yet  he  could  not  - 
for  the  prefent  fpeak.  fo  \nii<^  as  one  word )  foch  a 
violent  paflion  feizing  oa  bim>  tbac-icMbclt  up  alt 
odier  paflages  but  only  tbofe  for  Tears,  w hich  gufli* 
logout  apace,  and  feeking  fbr  more  vent  then  they 
codd  find )  caafed  a  greater  obftru&ion,  and  were 
ready  tochoak  not  only  his  Words,  but  alfo  Himfi:lf. 
The  good  n^ao  who  bad  hitberio  been  his  Guide^ 
tiioo^  that  now  he  moft'becomefais  Phy(itiani  And 
fearing  that  this  .pafHbn  might  grow  to  koit  danger, 
and  fuTpcding  withall  that  it  was  the  effc^  of  a  great 
fadnefs  which  be  bad  conceived  at  his  difcoarre  ^  He 
wenttohim,and  taking  him  by  the  band,  intreated  him 
torcfift  thts.^ide  folong,  till  he  codd  taf^e  fo  much 
breath  as  toteU  him  the  cau&of  ic.  Now  that  the 
Ti^rim  migbc'  A>ew  bow  obtidierit  he  was  like  to' 
prove  to  the  reft  of  bis  Words*  heftrove  foearneftly 
with  bimfelf,  that  many  Minutes  were  not  pafled  be- 
fore he  r^cpvfrfld  the  ufe  of  his  tongue,  and  was  able 
thastofpeakphiol    Yoa  have  obliged  me  Sir  fo 
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mncb  beyond  »11  my  expreflioD  by  the  InftroQions yoa 
have  beftowed  upon  me,  that  as  an  endeavoor  to  do 
more  than  we  can,  doth  frequently  make  as  to  do  joft 
nothing  at  all  (,  fo  I  felt  enough  from  thence  arifing  to 
ftiflemy  words,  while  mv  Sodl  laboured  fach  expref- 
fiops  of  Gratitude  as  coald  not  be  otiered.     My  Tears 
Sir,  coiild  only  tell  yen  how  much  I  think  my  felf  in- 
debted to  your  Charity.     For  they  did  not  fpring 
from  Grief,  as  perhaps  yoa  might  imagine,  but  from  a 
▼ery  great  joy,  which  flowed  partly  from  the  remem- 
brance of  the  Providence  which  brooght  me  hither, 
and  partly  from  the  fenfe  of  yoor  friendly  love,  bat 
chiefly  from  the  good  news  you  tell  me,  that  the  way 
to  fi  ch  a  Blefled  place  as  Jertifaiem,  is  incombred  with 
no  greater  difficulties  then  yoa  have  related.     O  Sir, 
I  am  overjoyed  to  hear  that'  the  Journey  will  be  no 
worfe.    It  is  a.  beginning  of  the  pleafares  I  tx^6t 
there,  to  know  that  the  way  is  fo  good  %   for  I  was 
willinz  to  have  undertaken  far  greater  things,  rather 
then  forfake  my  refolution  of  going  thither.    And 
here  his  voi^  was  interapted  by  a  new  paflion  like 
to  the  former,  though  it  was  not  long  before  it  had 
fpent  it  felf,  and  gave  him  liberty  to  atter  tus  mind  as 
freely  as  hcpleafed. 

Bat  before  he  could  begin  to  difcharge  himfelf  of 
thofe  thoughts  with  which  his  Soul  Teemed  to  be  fiU'd, 
^  other  prevented  him  and  told  him  that  it  was  no 
fmall  joy  to  him  alfo,  to  find  himielf  fo  deceived,  and  to 
meet  with  fpch  a  flood  of  joy  in  that  place^  jvhere  be 
feared  he  fliould  have  foand  a  deluge  of  forrow.  And 
fince,  faid  he,  you  take  fo  great  content  in  what'  I  have 
(aid  abont  the  way  to  JermfdUm,  which  others  bear 
with  as  mach  heavinefs  as  you  did  with  pleafiire;  I 
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Aall  give  yon  a  freflraddition  of  joy  by  fomethiog  ^Ife 
which  I  refervedas  an  incouragemenc  toyoa*  bat  now 
I  fee  mqft  be  a  part  of  your  comfort.  And  truly  by 
what  I  (hall  fay,  yoo  will  plainly  fee  how  well  ^eftu  re- 
ivards  his  fervants  that  are  willing  to  obey  him }  giving 
themfar  more  than  they  darftexpe^,  and  wh^  they 
lookt  for  nothing  bot  tronbleand  angQifti,  canfing  joy 
andgladnefsto  fpringopantothem.  Yoo  (hall  never 
meet,  I  am  confident,  with  worfe  entertainments,  than 
I  have  mentioned  in  yoor  way  to  JtrnfiUem,  anlefs 
it  be  DeMb  which  we  may  meet  with  every  where.  But 
far  better  than  have  been  fpoken  of,  I  do  not  fear  to 
promire,if  the  Dire^ions  be  followed  which  have  been 
iielivered  to  you.  For  befides  the  pleafares  tbat  will 
attend  all  yoor  Yi^ries,  which  are  indeed  anfpeak- 
able,  and  more  than  can  be  nambred  %  I  maft  tell  yoo* 
there  is  mocb  contentment  to  be  fetcbt  from  the  con- 
fideranonx>f  the  way  yon  are  to  go.  Though  in  ma- 
ny places  it  may  be  ragged  and  hard,  as  yon  already 
Eercetve,  yet  it  is  alwayes  very  firaight  and  eafie  to 
it,  having  none  <^f  thofe  windings  and  turnings  in  it 
that  perplex  and  intricate  men  in  the  contrary  paths  $ 
which,  me- thinks,'  is  no  fmall  comfort  to  a  Traveller. 
Do  yooiiot  fee  bow  many  thoafand  Arts  men  are  at 
the  iaboor  to  devife  that  they  may  cheat  and  circum- 
vent their  oeigbboats  i  What  a  namber  of  fliifts  they 
ate  pot  unto  to  make  good  a  lye,  and  to  palliate  a 
^ecie  of  knavery  }  What  a  lofs  they  are  at  fometimes 
10  compals  their  revengis,  or  to  fatisfie  an  onchafte  de- 
fire  (  And  what  a  vaft  burden  of  cares  they  are  af- 
fii(3edwitball  who  do  not  depend  on  God?  What 
tronblefome  thoa^ts,  what  fears  and  frights,  what 
difcontents  and  dilgufts*  and  focblike  pamonsas  di- 
ftnrb  their  qaiet  they  are  continually  peftered  with- 
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all?  There  is  oonecan  tell  yoa  bow  thefe  men  wan- 
der op  and  down,  and  are  at  their  wics  end,  andwhea 
one  way  fails,  are  pat  with  as  much  incertainty  to  de- 
vifea  new,  to  attain  that  which  they  defign.  Where* 
as  the  wayes  wherein  1  would  lead  yoa  are  fimple 
and  plain,  and  lye  fo  openly  before  yosr  tyt%^  that  yoa 
need  not  fiudy  what  yon  have  to  do.  Every  body 
may  foon  know  what  Jofiice  is»  and  there  needs  no 
Art  at  all  to  define  it.  To  liv^  purely,  to  forgive  ene- 
mies, to  trufi  in  God,  and  to  fpeak  the  truth,  are 
things  of  no  intricacy,  and  will  not  torture  yoar  mind 
for  one  moment  to  know  what  belongs  unto  them. 
They  are  very  ftraight  paths,  and  there  are  no  labv- 
rinths  in  which  th^y  involve  you.  Bring  but  honefty 
enough,  and  there  needs  not  much  wit,  and  no  canning 
at  all  to  follow  thefe  courfes.  Do  but  coniidet  this 
well;>  and  you  will  think  it  a  great  happineg  to  follow 
Jcfus,  For  the  obtaining  of  whofe  love  and  feivonr, 
of  his  reft  and  peace,  you  need  not  ufe  any  bafe  Arts, 
nor  pradife  deceitful  tricks,  nor  work  treafons,  nor  be 
at  the  charge  to  calumniate  your  neighbours,  nor  take 
the  pains  to  lye  and  couzen»  to  cog  and  flatter,  to  hu- 
mour the  lufts  of  men,  to  contradi(5t  your  reafoa,  and 
wound  your  confcience*  .  It  will  coft  you  qpitherbad 
nights,  nor  unquiet  deep,  nor  vexatious  dayes,  nor 
careful  thoughts  s  it  will  (land  you  neither  in  the  lofs 
of  honour,  nor  the  lofs  of  life  and  happinefs  ^  but  in  na* 
^  tural  and  ea(ie  wayes>  in  pleafanc  artd  faie  courfes  yoa 
^may  provide  for  die  immortality  of  them  both.!  cannot 
but  call  them  plealant,  becaufelam  adiired  that  when 
you  are  once  ufed  to  the  Rode,  you  will  find  the  moft 
rugged  wayes  to  be  more  delightffid,  and  in  all  regards 
more  eaiic  to  the  Pilgrims  feet,  than  any  of  thofe  are* 
which  lead  unto  the  oppofite  Countries.  The  greaceft 
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difficolty  will  be  at  the  firft  entrance ,  as  indeed  it  ufes 
to  be  in  the  beginning  of  all  other  labours  •,  bat  when 
yoa'and  the  wayes  are  once  acquainted,  I  am  confi- 
dent you  will  not  be  perfwaded  to  tarn  into  any  other 
paths,  though  you  were  infallibly  aflured  they  would 
lead  you  to  the  Imperial  Throne,  and  make  yoo  Lord 
of  the  world.  There  is  never  a  ftep  of  your  Journey 
(as  it  were  eafic  for  me  to  demonflrate)  but  it  will 
have  fomething  of  fweetnefs  in  it )  your  foul  will  clofc  - 
whh  every  thing  that  you  have  to  do,  no  otherwife 
than  your  fiomach  imbraces  the  meat  it  loVes  %  you  (ball 
not  ftay  for  -all  your  peace  till  you  come  to  ^efus  at 
Jerufalem^  but  he  will  make  you  know  that  aU  his 
wajes  dre  fUafantnefs^  and  all  hit  paths  are  peace. 

And  here  I  cannot  but  call  to  mind  a  pretty  Fable,  Bio^.p^uf. 
or  as  the  Author  of  it  faith,  a  moft  wbolefome  and  fa-  J"^'-^  »• 
cred  Story,  under  the  fcheme,  and  in  the  habit  of  a  *  ^^ 
Tale;  which  will  well  reprefent  unto  you  theeafinefs 
and  pleafaotnefs  of  the  way  to  ^erufaUm^  and  much  en* 
courage  you  in  it.  It  is  defigned  indeed  to  fliew  how 
much  more  fafe,  facile  and  happy  it  is  for  a  Prince  to 
role  his  fubjefb  by  his  Laws,  than  by  an  abfolute  will, 
and  licentioas  power )  but  it  may  indifferently  ferve 
toinftruA  all  manner  of  ^erfons  (whofeek  the  way  to 
Happinefs  as  well  as  they,  and  may  be  taught  by  their 
great  -examples)  how  fecurely  and  comfortably  they 
live,  who  obferve  the  Laws  of  their  Saviour,  above 
thofe  whofe  Luft  is  their  Law,  and  that  have  no  other 
meafare  of  goodnefs,  but  their  own  fenfual  deHrcs.  It 
is  in  a  Writer,  I  grant,  that  knewnothing  of  Jf^r^/^fewr, 
but  this  wfll  give  you  the  greater  pleafure,  to  hear 
that  your  way  thither  is  fo  fure,  that  you  may  learn 
fomething  of  it  from  every  body,  eVeti  from  thofe 
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vyheu  Hercales  »4tyet  ht  t  little  t»»th  edmutti  Mt 
Thebes',  Mcrcuiy  tnu  one  defeat  tt  kim  frem  Hesven^ 
that  he  might  make  a  trjal  »f  hit  itteUttdtiifu,  4»d  emeu- 
rage  him  i»  all  vertpotet  and  Mile  undtrtakingt,     Itr 
thetendhet^ritdhiminunknewnwayestt  the  tef  ef  an 
high  <jH»iaitai»»  ifbifb  tt  weuldbe  tvt  lengta give  jo»a 
defcriptien  ef  in  mj  Anthers  werds.     Tbm  mneh  it  it 
necefarjferjeute  kne»y  that  it  fcemed  bnt  one  te  tbefe 
whefieedat  the  feet  efit,  having  hut  ene  net,  and  one 
bedj  at  far  at  their  ejes  ceuld  reach  s    hnt  indeed  woe 
tasted  inte  two  HiBs  before  it  came  to  its  ntmefi  htigbtt 
which  were  alfo  very  widely  difiant  the  one  from  the  other. 
The  one  of  theft  was  called  the  Royal  Tower*  or  the 
Temple  of  King  Jupiter :  The  other  had  the  name  of  the 
■  Tyrannical  Fort,  the  (eat  in  old  time  of  the  frond  Ty- 
pbon,    whom  Jupiter  flmck  down  with  thmnder  from 
Heaven,    Te  theft  two  there  wot  a  feveral  accefs  %  and  the-, 
way  to  that  where  Royalty  dwUt  woe  very  fafe^  wide  and 
'  pliUn,  fa  shot  a_  man  might  afcend  even  in  a  Charitt  to 
,-    that  lofty  flaee*  without  any  danger  orfearoffaUitig  :  But 
to  the  other  the  way  was  narrow,  crooked,  agdfodange' 
rout ,  that  a  man  mufi  creff  upon  hit  hands  and  feet 
who  intended  to  come  thither,  •  Nay,  fo  fuB  ^  hax,grd 
-     it  wot,   that  man^  who  adventured  te  go  in- it,   bad 
been  fern  to  precipitate  them  ft  Ives,    and  were  utter- 
ly lefi  in  a  great   Cake  which  wot  at  the  htttom  of  it. 
To  thofewbohehdd  them  afar  off,  they  feemed^  at  1  faid 
before,  tebehutone^  iutthe  Royal  H^  wot  far. mere 
eminent,  lifting  its  head  above  the  Region  tfthe  Air^   and 
enjeyingthe  benefit  of  the  pure  Sky^  and  the  other  was 
mtre  deprefjcd,  having  a  cap  of  Clouds  continttaSy  upon 
its  headfo  thick' and  foggj,  that  they  m*de  it  an  obfcure 
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hofvifig  at  lajl  demanded  of  Mtxcxxry  the  name  and  con^ 

dition  of  thk  ferjon ,  he  told  him  3  that  it  was  the  bleffed 

and  heavenly  g^een ,    B  a  s  i  t  b  a  ,    the  Daughter  of 

King  Jupiterj  whomhefaw  attended  with  many  fair  La^ 

dies  that  were  eajie  to  be  difcovered ,  and  of  no  lejSHobi^ 

lity  than  the  ^een  her  felf.     It  is  true^  reply ed  theyonng 

man^  I  behold^  to  my  no  fmall  fatisfaStion^feveral  divine 

ferfonswaitingnpon  that  Heaven-bom  Bafilca;   but  maj^ 

I  he  Jo  happy  as  to  kpow  their  Names  alfo  .<?   she^  Jaid 

MercurVj  on  the  ^eens  right  hand^  who  looks  upon  «* 

with  ajtern  mild  countenance^  is  Juftice  a  perjon  of  gre^t 

account^  and  very  beautiful:   Hard  by  her  there  fiands 

Uprightnefi  5  i?r  Integrity  5    who  is  Jo  like  the  former^ 

that  you  canfcarce  kfioiw  them  afunder^  and  is  not  infe-^ 

riour  to  her  in  faime^.     As  for  her  whom  thou   be- 

haldejt  on  the  other  hand  ^   a  woman  very  fpecious  and 

goodly^  bravefy  ^loathed^  andjmiling  on  us^  her  name  * 

Peace,     she  that  fiands  jufi  before  the  ^ueen^  and  even 

touches  her  Scepter ,    an  ancient  gray-headed  Matron^ 

firong^  and  as  thou  eajily  Jeefi^  very  magnanimous^  she  is 

caffed  LsiW^   or  as  others  fometimes .name  her  ^  Right 

Kealbn :  A  perfin  who  is  of  her  Privy  Council^  and  ne-- 

verfiirs  from  her^  without  whom  it  is  a  crime  to  do^  or  Jo 

much  as  to  think,  any  thing. 

It  would  be  too  tedious  to  relate  how  the  Youth  was  ra- 
vijhed  with  this  fight ^  and  how  he  endeavoured  to  print 
his  mind  with  it ,  Jo  that  he  might  never  forget  it.  But 
injbort^  he  gazed  Jo  long  upon  Bafilea,  and  her  Royal 
Attendants  ^hatyi^TCVkty  was  fain  to  caU  to  him^  and  bid 
him  not  tojpend  bis  whole  time  in  that  contemplation^ 
^  but  to  defiend  a  little  withhim^  and  took,  ^  ^hile  upon  the 
other  place  alfi^  which  was  not  unworthy  of  his  objerva^ 
tion.    And  indeed  be  thought  with  himfe^  that  it  might

ieMfifuUto  himastpeUasthk^  and,  therefore  he  vpiUittglj 
vonfenting  to  go  whither  he  would  carry  him^  Mercury  />- 
jiantlj  brought  him  to  a  certain  path  which  led  to  the 
Tyrannical  Tower.     There  theyfaw  agreat  number  who 
waitidfor  anopforiunity  to  croud  into  it  (^thcway^  as  t 
toldyou^  being  very  narrot^  )  and  many  that  were  contend^ 
ing^yea^  killing  one  the  other  to  force  their  pa ff age.     The 
Father  there  was  murdering  his  children^    the  children 
dragged  their  Parents  Jo  execution^  and  one  Brother  em- 
brued  his  hands  in -another s  blood:    De(iring  nothing, 
die  but  the  greatefl:  evil,  and  calling  that  the  higheft 
tiappinefs ,  which  is  only  Power  and  Folly  married 
together.     Andfirji  of  all  he  bade  him  take  notice  of  the 
entrance  to  thatplace^  how  dangerous  it  wai^  how  full  of 
frecipices^  andhow  it  was  fo undermined  in  feveral  pay 
fages^  that  the  earth  was  ready  to  fall  under  thofe  who  trod 
upon  it.     All  the  way  likpwife  hejljowed  him  was  befmear- 
ed  with  bloody  and  paved  with  skjiUs  and  dead  mens  bones ^ 
fo  that  hefawit  was  not  fit  to  let  him fet  his  foot  in  it ^  but 
be  carried  him  in  a  fairer  traS  to  an  advantagious  place ^ 
where  he  might  tak§  ajuJiprofpeS  of  that  part  rf  the  Moun* 
tain  whereon  Tyranny  hadjeated  her  felf     To  a  great 
height  fin  was  raifed^  though  (  as  J  noted  before  )  fl^e  could   ' 
not  be  elevated  tofuch  a  pitchy  as  to  free  her  felf  from  the  - 
vapours  and  mijis  which  infe^  thefi lower  Regions.  But  he 
could  clearly  difcern  thatfi)e  Jiudied  to  be  lik?  the  incom- 
parable Bafilea,  and  therefore  feigned  and  counterfeitid 
as  much  as  fi^e  could  ike  face  ^  the  gefiures^the  very  Air  cf 
that  ^een  of  Beauties  •     Hay^  her  Throne  feemed  to  he  far 
higher  and  better  than  the  others^  having  many  fair fculp- 
tures  upon  it^  and  being  adorned  with  Gold^  Ivory  ^Ebony^ 
andfuchlikg  varieties  as  Riches  furnifi)ed  her  withaU  :  ^ 
But  yet  the  foot  of  the  Throne  was  noifixed^  not  could  all- 
the  wealth  fbe  was  M^reft  of  procure  \  that  it  might  fiand

fajl  without  any  Jbaking  or  tottering  at  aff.  Kor  was  there 
any  thing  orderly  and  handfomely  dijpofed  about  her  ^  hut 
every  thing  was  fajbioned  to  comport  with  the  Ends  of 
Glory  y  Pride  and  Luxury  ^  which  in  truth  reigned  over  her^ 
4isjl)e  over  others.  Many  S centers  there  were  in  her  hand^ 
and  more  then  one  Diadem  ufcn  her  head  i^  hut  they  could 
not  makf  her  beautiful^  becaufe  the  morejbejiudied  to  imi^ 
t ate  the  others  manner s^  the  more  deformed  and  ugly  fie 
appeared.  When  fie  thought  to  come  forth  with  her  friendly 
fmiles^  the  eyes  ofthofc  that  look}  upon  her  werx  entertain- 
ed with  nothing  but  a  bafe  and  filthy  kind  of  crafty  grin. 
Injieadalfo  of  the  Gravity  which  fie  affeSed^  a  flrange 
fiercenefs  and  terrour  dijcovered  it  Jelf  in  her  looks.  Nay^ 
V  that  fie  might  feem  magnanimom  fie  would  not  often  cafi 
her  eyes  on  thq/e  who  approached  her  ^  but  turn  them  ano-^ 
ther  way  with  a  lofty  difdain-^  whereby  fie  became  the 
objeQ  cf^U  mem  hatred^  as  they  were  ofherfcom.  Care 
fie  took,  of  no  body  but  herfelf-^  nor  could  fie  by  all  her 
care  makf  her  Jelf  to  fit  in  quiet  ^  but  often  fiared  round 
about  her^  andjiartedup^  or  leaped  out  of  her  Throne^  m 
if  fije  fate  uneafily^  or  apprehended  fime  approaching  dan- 
ger •  Goldfiie  fometimes  filthily  kfpt  in  her  very  bojbme  5 
fometimes  in  a  fright  threw  it  abroad  among  the  people^ 
and  then  again  fnatchedit  out  of  their  hands  and  was  Jo 
greedy  of  it ^  thatfi)e,pillagedevery  body  that  had  bmt  the 
leafi  grain  of  it  about  them.  And  not  to  name  her  gar- 
ments which  be  f ayes  wereof  druers  colour s^  fie  her  fe^ 
ujed  to  be  of  as  many  colours  as  they.  Being  fometimes 
in  Fears  ^fometimes  in  Anger  ^  fometimes  troubled  with 
a  fit  ofjealoufie^  andjometimes  over  confident  of  her  Jelf 
and  others.  Now  being  very  humble  and  Jervik^  and 
prejentfy  after  proud  andinfolent  ^  at  this  moment  laugh- 
ing very  loudly^  Mdin  the  next  as  bitterly  bewailing  fame 
misfortune  or  other.    They  that  were  about  her  alfo  were 
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oi  different  from  the  Attendants  before  named^  si  fie  her 
felf  was  from  the  ^een.     Their  names  were^  Cruelty, 
Contumely,  Iniquity  ^^^^dition,  who  all  Jerved  onlf 
to  corrupt  her  and  bring  her  to  dejirHSfon.    Andlmnji 
not  forget  to  relate  that  injiead  of  Friend/bip^  of  which  all 
arein  Jo  great  need,  fie  was  daily  attended  by  a  feruite 
afidiUiberaU fellow  called  Fhttery^who  was  no  lefs  trea- 
cheromtoher  then  the  reji^  and  indeed  above  aU  others    ,  ^ 
fought  her  mine.     He  was  everjiudying  to  formpleajing 
propojitions  :^  and  if  they  were  but  grateful!  to  her  it  iPas 
fafficient ,  for  he  never  tool^  any  care  about  the  good  or 
hurt  thpit  was  in  them.    It  was  a  wonder  to  obferve  the 
Arts  whereby  he  infinnatedhimfelf  into  her  mind  cwhat 
afiriS  inteUigence-he  ^pt  with  her  paj[fions  :  and  how  he 
Jeizedon'all  the  avenues  and  lockf  np  all  the  pajfages  cf 
her  foul  when  be  was  onre  poffejfed  ofit^  that  none  could  be 
admitted  tofuch  a  confidence  as  himfilf    He  was  ever 
whijpering  Jome  of  his  lend  Maxims  into  her  ear^   and 
breathing  fome  vitions  Counfell  or  other  into  her  heart : 
But  he  didit  fo  Joftly  that  they  could  then  hear  nothing 
that  he  faid,  and  therefore  he  that  relates  the  fioryhath 
reported  nothing  of  it.   But  I  have  been  informed  by  ana- 
tber  who  hath  approached  very  near  to  theficrets  of  that 
Villany^  that  he  was  wont  to  advance  facb  doSrines  as 
tbefe.     That  a  Prince  ought  not  to  fuffer  himfilf  to  be 
bound  with  the  fetters  of  Laws.    That  it  was  below  brm  to 
be  fiibjeS  to  the  Fancies  and  Vijions  of  ancient  Legiflators. 
That  every  thing  wasjufl  which  was  his  Will^     And  that 
it  was  a  weak^  and  feeble  thing  to  feek^  to  be  beloveds  A 
great  fpirit  ought  rather  to  indeavour  to  makg  him/elf 
feared  :  and  at  the  moji  hefiouldaim  only  at  this^  that  he 
might  not  be  bated*     liay  I  have  heard  that  hefiouldfay 
(  and  I  give  you  the  very  words  of  the  perfin  from  whom   . 
Ihadit)  Th^HonejiywastheVertueofa  Merchant  and 
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not  of  a  Soveraign.     That  in  Heaven  tkej  fut  the  very 
Oaths  of  Princes  in  the  fame  fcales  with  thofe  of  Lovers. 
J^^r  Jupiter  commands  themio  be  thrown  into  the  wind 
as  trivial  things  and  of  no  value.     For  this  he  aUedged 
fome  Pott^  for  they  were  all  the  Divines  which  he  confnU- 
ed^  and  were  frequently  alfo  aimfed  by  him.    Andfo  in  a 
way  of  Fooling  and  telling  of  Tale  t  heperjwaded  her  that 
fje  need  not  keep  her  word^  nor  tye  her  felf  to  follow  any 
thing  elfe  but  her  own  dejires.     It  would  be  too  long  to 
tell  you  how  ingenious  this  ferfon  was  in  inventing  plea- 
fores  :  and  how  heftudied  to  indear  himfelf  by  Jhameful 
^     fervices.     And  indeed  mofk  of  thofe  things  were  then  con- 
cealed and  had  a  curtain  drawn  before  them^  only  thus  . 
much  he  overheard :  That  he  j eared  at  Vertue  and  laught 
at  Piety  as  a  fneakjng  quality^  and  the  effe£f  of  a  creeping^ 
weak,  andfuperfiitious  mind.     And  that  he  commended 
a  voluptuous  life  out  of  all  meajure  ,    calling  them  Fools 
whofe  nice  and  delicate  confciences  made  them  rude  and 
cruel  to  their  fiejl). 

Now  when  Hercules  had  carefully  viewed  this  Golden 
Creature  with  all  her  Servants^  as  well  as  he  had  done  the 
other^  Mercury,  according  to  his  Commijjion  demanded 
of  him^  that  hejlmtld  tell  him  truly  which  of  ihefe  did 
plcafe  him  befl  andwas  helfl  by  him  in  great eji  admirati- 
on. To  which  he  prefently  replyed^Jn  good fadnefs^  tke 
former  feemed  to  me  fo  glorious^  that  I  not  only  loved  and 
admired  her ^  but  took,  her  for  a  Coddefs  and  thought  her 
worthy  oflVorJIjip  and  Imitation  :  But  this  is  fo  odious 
and  abominable  in  my  opifiion^  that  I  ioduld  gladly  have 
the  liberty  to  throw  her  headlong  from  this  high  rock.  ^^^ 
breaks  her  neck.  2ou  know  how  much  I  loath  the  brutifi- 
neff  of  her  life  (  continued  hc^  as  fime  Authors  relate) 
and  how  I  defpijc  all  her  bafc  and  fordid  pleajures.    For 
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whcnPliafiire  herfilf  appeared  tome  in  a  Vifion  and  pre- 
Jen  ted  we  with  aU  her  beauties-^  yon  may  well  remember 
how  ifcorned  her  courtjljip^  and  refolved  to  embrace  la* 
borious  Vertue  as  the  Mtjirefs  of  greater  pleafiires.  There-  -* 
fore  if  it  he  not  lawfuUfor  me  to  lay  Violent  hands  on  that 
'  Fnry^  yet  let  the  Heavens  fpurn  her  into  that  condition  ^ 
which  Jlje  kicks  others  down  into  ;  and  let  not  profperous    ' 
Impiety  be  alwayes  held  as  good  as  Vcrtue.     This  heat  of 
/jis^McTcury  reprejfcd  and  had  him  have  Patience  in  as 
great  ejieem  as  any  of  the  Vertues  he  had  beheld  5  but  his 
^judgement  which  he  had  given  in  favour  ^Bafilea  he 
fraifed  and  comhsended  as  it  did  de/erve ,  and  having 
told  it  unto  Jupiterj  That  was  the  things  they  fay^  which 
gained  him  the  Empire  of  the  World  5  and  moved   the 
Heavens  to  commit  all  Mankind  io   his  -care  and  Go^ 
vernment. 

I  doubt  I  have  tired  you  with  this  long  Story  ,  but 
I  (hall  not  trouble  you  much  further.  Nor  (hall  I 
iftudy  to  (how  you  how  fitly  may  hence  be  reprefentcd 
the  Happine(s  of  all  other  men  in  their  (everal  condi- 
tions who  take  the  wayes  of  Piety,  and  the  Mifcry  of 
all  the  reft  who  tread  in  any  other  path  %  for  you  are 
ofcapaeityto  dp  this  fervice  for  your  (elf..  All  that  I 
fliall  fay  is  only  this  ^  That  to  the  men  of  this  world 
they  (eem  the  very  (ame  as  the  Mountain  inf  the  (tory 
did.:  And  becau(e  all  things  here  fall  alike  to  all,  they 
think  it  is  all  one  what  cour(e  a  man  holds  if  it  be  but 
conformable  to  his  own  appetite.  But  you  may  look  ^ 
upon  me  if  you  plea(e  as  ftanding  in  the  place  and  qua- 
lity of  a  Mercury  to  you,  to  (hew  you  the  Holy  Hill  of 
God)  and  the  beauteous  City  which  is  built  upon  ir^ 
and  the  Glorious  Monarch  which  inhabits  it,  together 
with  the  way  which  leads  thitherp  and  thevaft  advan-    . 
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rage  J  which  it  hath  over  that  Babel  which  men  have 
built  in  their  own  fancies,  and  which  would  fain  reach 
up  to  Heaven^  but  tumbles  down  together  with  them 
into  endlcG  1  uine.     Atid  truly  I  cannot  but  fancy  you 
to  be  another  couragious  Hercules  3    who  feeing  bow 
hightheafcentto  that  City  is;>  alid  over  what  difficul- 
ties you  are  to  climb,  yet  are  not  at  all  difmaid,  but 
refolved  to  march  in  the  way  thither,  though  all  the 
Silver  and  Gold  ,  all  the  Jollity  and  pleafure  of  the 
World  (hould  lye  in  the  way  on  the  other  fide.     The 
Heavens  no  doubt  applaud  ypur  cTioice  and  they  bid 
me  tell  you  it  (hall  be  well  rewarded ;  nay,  I  have  al- 
ready (hown  you  that  you  mufk  needs  be  more  happy 
in  that  courfe  then  in  any  elfc  that  can  be  invented. 
For  though  the  Hill  be  high  and  fteep  which  you  are 
to  mount ,  yet  the  way  is  plain  and  eafie ,  pleaiures 
guard  it  roundabout,  and' a  glorious  place  it  brings 
you  unto  at  the  laft.    As  you  will  totally  efcapethofe 
wayes  wherein,  according  to  the  ftory  now  told,  there 
are  nothing  but  intricacy  and  uncertainty,  mifts  and . 
darknefi,  trouble  and  forrow,  anxiety  and  diiquiet, 
and  in  a  word  a  great  deal  of  pains  to  make  a  man 
doubly  miferable ;  So  you  will  be  conduced  in  plaift, 
natural,  and  unperplexed  paths,  in  paths  of  pleafure 
and  peace,  of  confidence  and  aflurance,  of  light  and 
Serenity,  of  fetledncls  and  ftedinefs  of  mind,  which  will 
not  let  you  be   a  ftranger  to  an  abundant  happine/i. 
I  know  the  pretended  (atisfadtions  in  the  other  way 
may  make  a  greater  (how,  and  appear  more  (plendid, 
accompanied  with  more  pomp  and  noife:   but  if  you 
be  in  love  with  ftill  and  (ilent  joyes,  with  grave  de- 
lights affd  (erious  pleafures,  they  are  only  to  be  found 
in  this  way  which  I  have  pointed  you  unto.    You  (hall 
never  tremble  in  the  midft  of  thefe  enjoyments,  nor 
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(hall  yon  be  troubled  with  fear  Itft  you  ibould 
k)fe  your  happinefs.  There  are  no  mock-fmites  bere»^ 
\^  hen  the  heart  is  wrung  within:  but  the  cafe  of  the 
mind  makes  the  countenance  fmooth,  and  the  joy  of 
the  heart  cafts  a  fplendor  into  the  eyes^and  a  fwcecnefs 
into  the  face.  You  (hall  never  be  flattered  an4 
cheated  bere-with  the  deldions  of  momentary  plea* 
fares  :  but  every  tafte  you  haveof  joy  (ball  bean  afla- 
ranee  of  an  everlafling  felicity.  Nay,  you  fliall  give 
a  great  joy  to  others  alfo,  and  pleafe  them  as  well  as 
yourfelf.  You  (hall  make  all  that  ate  about  you  to 
rejoyce,  and  their  contentment  will  be  aa  addition  (o 
your  own.  The  fatisfa<5lionx)f  making  others  happy, 
and  feeing  them  full  of  comfort  by  your  means,  will 
not  let  you  doubt  of  your  own  happinefs,  nor  want 
that  peace  whi(h  you  give  to  them.  And  then  after 
all  this,  you  (hall  find  your  felf  at  laft,  though  not 
made  Matter  of  all  this  World  %  yet  brought  to  Jcrw 
fdUm  ihe  City  of  the  great  King,  of  the  Lord  of  all ; 
there  to  reign  with  hioti  in  eternal  Gbry.

Up§n  the  Pilgrim's  riujuifti  the  Guide  enters  Into  a  ft$r- 
thif  defcfhtUn  $fthe  Pleafires  of  the  Way  to  Jerufa- 
lem  y  ana  anfwprs  feme  [crnfUs  of  bis  dbont  it.  The 
iifficnlty  of  the  beginning  of  bis  journej.  Of  taking 
up  the  Crofs  that  might  Ije  in  bis  waj  $  and  fucb  like 
things. 

IW.II  not  undertake  to  expre(s  to  you  the  (ilent  ad- 
miration  wherewith    the  Pilgrim  entertained  this 
difcouife.    He  lookt  upon  him  with  no  lefs  wonder 
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then  if  he  !iad  tliooght  him  an  Envoyi  from  Hewen, 
Ind  taken  him  tob=  difpatched^Kh  a  meflage  imme- 
Juately  from  God  to  tranfport  b.m  thither.     He  was 
a  moftloft  in  a  new  paflion  ,  and  jf  tt  had  noi  bren 
forreariat  the  good  man  would  here  make  an  end  if 
he  did  not  intreathim  to  continire  hi$  difcoorfe,  he 
Sad^abandoned  himfelf  to  thofe  pleafeit imaginations 
which  the  telling  of  that  ftory  had  raifedm  his  mmd. 
Bat  recovering  himfelf  from  their  intjements ,  he 
got  leave  of  Aem  to  fpcak  to  his  Guide  to  this  ef- 
feft      Ah  Sir,  what  a  favour  have  you  done  n-c?  In- 
towhata  delightful  train  of  thooghcshaye  you  lead 
•  meMt  is  imjoffible  to  relate  the  pleafurcvouhave 
now  given  mci     I  do  not  think  thot  your  ftU  can  be- 
ftow  the  like  upon  me  by  any  other  means,  but  only 
by  making  this  Story  a  little  longen    You  do  re  a 
.  Scat  deal  of  wrong,  I  aflure  you,  m  alhng  it  ted.oas  • 
>    forif  it  were  lawful  to  gratifie  my  felf  m  the  way  tbat 
1  fancy  moft,  I  ihould  with  that  it  might  laft  to  the 
■end  ot  my  life.  You  are  a  true  c^.rr#rymdeed  tbe 
Orator  of  the  Great  King     the  interpreter  of  God. 
You  are  Cent  to  do  me  a  douWe  kindnefs  »  firft  to  b: 
mv  Gu.de,  and  then  to  ravifh  me  into  the  way  yoa 
Ihow  me,  by  your  eloquence     May  not  the  caleftia 
natures  be  ptefumed  to  have  fome  Patience,  as  well  as 
fo  much  Charity  ?  Shall  I  oficnd  you  if  F  defirc  a  more 
particular  defcription  of  the  eafe  and  pleafure  which 
you  promife  me  in  my  way  i    Or  cannot  you  ilay  fo 
lone  as  to  pull  a  little  fcruple  out  of  my  mind,  and  te. 
me  how  this  way  can  be  fo  broad  aS  your  Story  ft.tb. 
fince  I  have  Icatnt  of  one  more  Sacred  that  it  is  ftn  > 
and  narrow?  I  know  1  am  indebted  to  you  bat  io3 
much  for  the  favours  you  have  already  done  me ;  fln^ 
except  it  be  io  my  hearty  wifties  I  aa  never  bf  i^ 
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bpttiiiiful  as  you  have  been.   But  yet  give  tne  leave  to 
fay  that  this  exceffive  freeaefS)  is  a  temptation  to  run 
farther  io  your  debt.  If  you  had  beea  more  referved 
at  the  firft,  yoo  had  made  me  more  modcflrs  but  now 
that  yoo  have  been  fo  prodigal  of  ypur  counfel,  par- 
don noe  if  I  thtnk  that  I  have  nothing  elfe  to  accu(e  of 
my  confidence.  I  f  y  on  woold  not  have  had  me  become 
fiicb  a  Beggar,  you  fboold  not  have  been  fo  generous : 
you  (honld  either  have  withheld  your  hand  fooner,  or 
not  be  diended  that  I  implore  a  freOi  tafte  of  your  H- 
berality.    Go  on,  good  Sir,  toadd  to  my  obligations : 
for  tbc^igh  they  zve  (o  great  abeady,  thac  yon  force  me 
to  be  ungrateful  by  leaving  me  no  power,  not  fo  much 
as  that  of  words,  to  thank  you  %  yet  let  me  fee  you 
take  fuch  a  pleafure  in  doing  of  good,  that  you  think 
your  felf  fufficicntly  paid  for  what  you  have  done, 
by  gaiaiogmens  will^o  a  heanrty  detore  of  receiving 
more. 

I  am  no  Mafter  of  eloquence,  faid  the  Guide>  buc 
yoo  are  beholden,  asltoldyou^to  a  Stranger  for  that 
pleafincdefcription.  It  is  enough  for  me  if  I  can  point 
at  the  way  to  Heaven,  and  give  yoo  Tome  plain  and 
familiar  direAiooshowtoEndic.  But  you  muft  per- 
fwadeyour  (elf  to  learn  and  follow  thole  inftrudions, 
and  aoc«xped  the  affiftance  of  any  Rbetorick  of  mine 
to  woo  your  heaa  to  entertain  them.  And  truly  if  I 
may  judge  by  what  you  juft  now  faid,  you  have  power 
enough  in  your  own  hands  to  charm  your  affc^olioos, 
aadinfimiate  what  I  teach  you  into  their  favour*  You 
may  beindebted  to  your  felf  more  then  to  me  y  and  owe 
yow  bapimers  rather  to  yoor  own  perfwafion,  then 
any  Qratpry  cbac  I  can  imploy.  But  yec  if  you  can  be 
cottceos  wkb  iocti  dry  narratbos^  as  I  am  able  to  make 
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you  annot  demand  tny  thing  with  more  eafe^  then  I 
{hall  yield  to  the  factsfadkion  of  your  defires.  .  It  will 
be  no  trouble  to  me,  I  affure  you,  to  prolong  my  dif- 
courfe  on  this  delightful  theme,  and  I  (hall  more  gra- 
tifiemy  fcif  thereby  then  oblige  you  $  though  I  muft 
needs  fay  that  I  think  there  is  not  fo  much  need  of  it  as 
you  may  imagine.     You  may  take  this  upon  my  credit, 
that  you  will  better  experiment  the  pleafure  of  your 
way  as  you  go  along,  then  it  is  poflTible  to  perceive  ic 
by  the  moft  accurate  defcrlption  which  can  be  made' 
of  it  by  the  pen  or  tongue  of  man.  You  haVe  often,  no 
doubt,  tafted  the  fweetnefs  of  honey  ;  bat  fuppofc  you 
had  only  feen  the  golden  colour  of  ic  with  your  eyes, 
or  only  heard  a  graceful  fpeaker  make  an  Oration  in 
its  praifc  5  would  either  of  tbefe  have  made  you  ac 
quainted  with  ic,  fo  well  as  one  little  lick  wkh  your 
tongue  is  able  to  do  i  The  ca(^  -is  not  ac  all  diflerenc 
here,  and  therefore  begin  to  profecuce  your  refolution 
prefcntly  of  travelling  to  Jerufalem  •,  go  to  the  waycs 
chemfclves  to  learn  their  pleafantnefs  •   for  they  will 
teach  you  more  in  an  inftant,  then  I  can  do  by  many 
of  my  long  difcourfes.    But  yet  that  you  may  not  ima- 
gine I  put  you  off,  and  referr  you  thither  only  to  fpare 
my  pains,  I  fhallat  lead  give  you  forte  fatisfadlion  in 
the  truth  of  what  I  fay,  and  convince  your  reafon  that 
you  muft  needs  find  the  wayes  yon  are  to  pafs  very  de- 
lightful notwithftanding  all  thofe  diflicalties  which  you 
may  meet  withall. 

All  the  anions  of  nature  you  will  grant  to  be  very 
pleafant,  for  they  flow  from  us  witheafe  and  facility; 
and  they  alfo  tickle  as  as  they  pafs  along,  becaufe  they' 
run  fmoothly,  and  do  not  grate  upon  us.    Now  there 
is  nothing  plalnet  then  that  the  wayes  of  T^mpird^ce, 
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^charity y  Trnfl in  Ced^  and  fuch  like  wherein  you  are  to 
^  walk  arc  moft  conformable  to  the  right  frame  andcon^ 
ftitotion  of  your  fool.     You  will  move  confonantly  to 
your  own  principles  which  God  hath  naturally  indued 
you  withall :   you  will  but  follow  the  inclination  of 
rational  nature,  and  that  in  its  higheftimprovemenr, 
which  muft  needs  yield  you  the  higheft  delight  and 
fatisfaftion.     Will  you  but  bcpleafed  for  the  proof  of 
this  to  ask  your  foul  a  few  Queflions  >  I  am  confident 
if  it  go  about  to  refolve  them^  it  will  give  it  felf  a  fenfe 
of  the  ^oodnefs  of  the  paths  of  Piety  5  and  without  any     - 
other  evidence  then  they  carry  in  themfelves,  it  will 
pronounce  that  they  are  far  eafier,  and  fo  infinitely 
more  fwect  then  any  that  oppofe  them.    I  appeal  to 
you,  and  to  all  the  world/ whether  it  be  not  a  bufinefs 
of  quicker  difpatch  to  forgive  an  injury,  then  to  take 
revenge  for  it  ?    whether  he  doth  not  more  feek  his 
owneafc  andrepofe^  whoftudyestoforget  the  malice 
of  men  cowards  him  ^  then  he  that  fuffers  the  remem- 
brance of  it  to  ferment  and  boil  perpetually  in  his 
mind  ?  Is  it  not  a  bufinefs  of  le(s  difficulty  to  be  peace- 
able  and  quiet,  than  to  be  ever  contending,  quarrelling 
and  falling  out  v^ithour  neighbouis  t  And  what  toil 
is  there  in  fitting  ftill,  and  not  fo  much  as  lifting  up  our 
bands  i  and  on  the  other  fide,  what  labour  in  fighting, 
and  beating,  and  wounding  one  another  ?  Is  it  not  far 
more  eafie  to  bold  ones  peace,  then  to  rail  and  revile 
as  much  as  we  pleafe  i    Which  puts  us  to  more  pains 
to  fay  nothing  but  well  of  others,  or  to  be  alwayes 
finding  fault,  andftill  fpeakingevil  of  them?  Meejc* 
iiefs  feems  to  me  to  be  far  lefs  troublefome  then  anger 
and  rage.     Charity  is  more  eafie  and  delighffome, 
dben  -covetoufnefs  and  fcraping  up  of  wealth.    To 
dunk  little  is  fooner  and  eafier  done,  then  to  drink 
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and  Twill  2S  if  we  were  in  a  perpetual  Feaver.    And  I 
cannot  fee  what  (bould  binder  you  from  confeding  in> 
fiantly  that  it  is  a  thing  of  far  more  eafe  and  facility  to 
live  by  Faith  in  God,  to  depend  on  his  providence  in 
honed  wayes,  and  to  caft  our  harden  upon  hioii  than 
to  be  alwayes  careful  and  foUicicous,  to  be  ever  vex- 
ing our  felves  with  worldly  thoughts,  and  to  be  de- 
viling fhiftsand  naughty  Arts  how  to  get  more  than 
we  need.    Is  it  any  burden  to  praife  God  for  the  blef- 
fings  he  fends. us  i  Or,  is  It  not  more  natural  than  to 
praife  and  commend  oar  felves  to  which  all  men  feem 
fo  forward  >  And  how  can  it  be  fo  toilfome  to  pray 
to  him  for  whac  we  wanr,  as  it  is  to  fpcnd  our  time  in 
a  laborious  diligence,  without  a  ferious  and  hearty  ac- 
knowledgement of  him?   To  be  bumble  and  modeft 
is  far  more  agreeable,  than  to  bear  it  high,  and  life  up 
our  felves  above  others.     It  is  nothing  fo  hard  to 
obey  Governours,  as  to  be  turbulent,  and  fall  into  re- 
bellion againfl;  theme    Yea,  to  fufier  wrongs  breeds 
us  lefs  moleftation  than  to  do  them.    To  be  patient 
creates  as  not  half  fo  much  trouble,  as  it  doth  to  vex, 
and  fret,  and  fume  within  our  felves.    To  rejoyce  in 
God  is  a  thing  that  more  gratifies,  than  all  the  plea> 
furesof  fenfe.     And  even  to  mourn  for  our  (ins  doth 
give  us  more  fatisfodion,  than  to  mourn  and  grieve  for 
worldly  lofles. 

It  would  be  a  very  eafie  matter,  I  believe  you  dif- 
cern  to  nuke  a  long  diGrourie  on  this  argunenc :  as  al- 
fo  to  (hew  that  befides  the  cafe  and  thepleafnre  that 
there  is  in  doing  thefe  things,  they  leave  alfo  a  certain 
joy  and  coetentment  when  they  are  done.  They  that 
hold  ihe  courfe  into  which  you  are  entring,  do  fed 
that  every  ftep  they  take  leaves  a.  certain  print  bebiod 
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lU  which  it  is  an  infinite  delight  to  refledlnpon.  They 
enjoy  a  rcpofc  and  fccarityin  thefrconfcicnces,  ^vhich 
is  not  t6be  uttered :  and  remain  in  great  tranquillity 
alhbcir  lives.  There  is  nob.>dy  that  can  rob  them  of 
their  plea fu res  5  neither  can  'any  man  intercept  them, 
and  hinder  them  from  coming  into  their  fouls:  nor 
will  they  themfelvesbcevcr  weary  of  them,  grdefirc 
CO  make  an  txchange  of  them  for  lome  other  content'^ 
ment.  There  is  no  difguft  in  thofe  holy  ^elights^ 
They  breed  no  diflikc  by  their  frequent  enjoy^nent. 
They  depend  not  as  others  do-on  infinite  circumftan- 
ces,  whereof  the  want  of  any  one  makes  them  either 
odious  or  unprofitable,  but  chey  have  a  conftane 
caafe,  and  depend  but  upon  one  thing,  which  is  al« 
wayes  preienc,  and  infepar^bte  from  all  good  fouls. 
They  live  without  fear  in  their  poiTeffions,  and  with* 
out diftruft  in  their  wants.  They  do  notblufh  in  the 
company  of  others  $  nor  do  they  tremble  when  they 
are  alone.  They  arc  not  bitten  ^with  remorfe,  nor 
covered  with  (hame  for  what  is  paft  $  and  their  pre- 
^nc  condition  is  not  troubled  with  any  difquier  ^  and 
they  have  noth'ng  but  fair  and  goodly  hopes  for  the 
time  to  come.  In  fine,  they  arc  the  portion  of  God  in 
the  world,  they  are  his  treafure,  they  are  his  delight 
and  bis  joy  :  and  whenfoever  he  makes  them  know  fo 
iDUCb,  there  is  not  an  higher  plcafure  that  the  heart  of 
inan  is  capable  to  pofiefs.  To  make  joy  in  Heaven,  to 
give  delight  to  theKini^of  the  world,  O  what  a  ra- 
viflimeatisit?  What  glorious  hopes  doth  the  thought 
ofitinfpireuswithjlU  It  would  make  any  man  cry 
out)  I  will  be  good )  I  vow  that  I  will  be  good.though 
the  whole  ivorld  ihouJdoppofe  me  in  it.  Your.ver^ 
fleCbwiU  confentto  be  one  of  the  fubjeds  of  Jefus,  if 
yoa  do  buc  let  it  know  the  happinefs  that  be  wilt 
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bring  onto  it.    Ic  wilf  become  a  Votary  to  him,  when 
'   you  underftand  how  much  the  better  it  (hall  fire  for 
thatrepofeof  yoar  mind^  and  the  conftant  pleafure  of 
a  regular  life.     Your  veryftomach  cannot  bat  com- 
mend his  raeafures,  and  (ubmitit  fclf  tohis  L^ws,  who 
layes  no  burden  upon  ir,  but  rather  eafes  it  of  all  its 
loads.  ^  It  will  complain  of  your  onkindnefs  if  yoa  de- 
ny it  the  favour  of  being  abfolutcly  governed  by  his 
will. .  There  is  never  a  drop  of  blood  in  your  body, 
but  hsd  rather  be  fpilt  in  his  fervice,  than  thai  you 
(hould  refufe  his  blefled  life,  which  leads  to  fuch  endlcfs 
felicity  to  the  whole  man.    Confult  every  thing  about 
you :  Take  advice  of  every  thing  that  belongs  to  you ; 
and  it  willconfefs  that  there  is  no  fuch  Mafter  of  plea- 
fure m  the  whole  world  as  the  Holj  ^effu  5  that  it  is  the 
greatcft  Epicurifmtobe  one  of  his  followers  5  and  that 
if  a  man  (hould  ftudy  till  the  worlds  end,  he  would  nc- 
.  vercaft  himfclfintofuchanextafieof  joy.as  the  know- 
ledge and  belief  of  what  he  hath  proraifed,   and  an 
heart  fuU  of  love  to  him  proportionable  to  that  belief, 
will  put  him  into.     And  therefore  it  is  a  wonder  that 
the  Voluptuaries. of  the  world  go  to  any  «her  School 
than  his,  to  learn  the  Art  of  making  much  of  thcm- 
fclvcs.    Here  is  true  pleafure  5  here  is  the  very  fpring 
of  all  contentment.  K  is  the  very  infrripcion  upon  the 
door  or  entrance  of  Chrift  •  School,  that  Blfffeldre  the 
foorirtfprrit^  hlefJeJ  are  the  pure  in  be^rt^  hlfffed  are  the 
weck^  hleffed  are  the  peacedble^  hU(fed  are  the  mtrciful^ 
yea  h/cffed  are  tbej  that  mourn^  and  that  (uff<r  for  righte- 
oufmls  fake.    Nor  are  thcfe  vain  braggs,  and  empty 
boaOs,  like  the   Papers  which  Empericks  fet  upon 
ports  pretendingto  thecurcofall  difeafcs,  Butifany 
man  will  try,  he  (hall  find  all  this  to  be  the  very  truth  5 
he  (hall  preach  this  dodtrine  himfelf  to  the  world  5  he 
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iliall  avowitconfidently  to  all  that  he  meets,  that  ^- 
(m  oDly^briogstniereft  to  tbeif  fouls  and  bodies.  Nor 
isthetiyal  ot  fuchdifficnlty  that  yoa  ojr  any  man  dfe 
ihoald  rcfofe  it.  When  yon  have  left  my  company, 
and  are  retired  to  your  felf,  do  but  fix  yoar  mind,  as 
long  as  yoa  are  wont  to  do  on  lefTer  bufinefTes,  upon 
thefe  truths  1  that  ^ejtu  is  exalted  at  th|  right  hand  of 
God,  that  he  hath  received  a  Kingdom  and  Glory  /rom 
the  Father,  that  he  hath  power  to  raife  op  you  to  fie 
with  him  in  his  Throne,  that  he  will  infallibly  takt 
you  np  tohtmfelf,  that  yon  may  be  there  where  he  is, 
and  behold  the  Glory  which  God  hath  given  him  $  and 
then  tell  me  if  ever  yon  felt  any  thing  toach  your  heart- 
witb  foch  a  pleafnre  as  the  bare  contemplation  of  thofe 
divine  enjoyments.  The  very  fancy  of  them  is  delight- 
foi.  Soch  a  dream,  if  a  mas  was  in  it^  ne  wonld  not 
lofe  for  all  that  he  fees  here.  He  would  be  troubled 
to  be  awaked,  and  flrnt  his  eyei  again,  wifhing  that 
it  may  know  no  end.  And  therefore  the  a(}iirance  of 
tbefe  things  to  be  a  certain  tmth  which  the  Holy 
Ghoft  coming  down  from  Jefiis  bath  given  to  u!^  mo^ 
needs  give  as  a  far  greater  fatisfadlion.  A  fatisfai^ion 
as  much  beyond  that  of  fancy,  as  a  fenfible  enjoyment 
is  beyond  a  dream.  And  what  the  contentment  will 
be  if  we  fofier- thefe  truths  to  go  down  to  oar  hearty, 
CO  ravish  onr  wills,  to  breathe  into  as  the  Love  of  je- 
fas ,  and  to  bring  all  thofe  SltQed  Vertkts  into  out 
efteem  andaffeaion,  1  have  not  power  enough  toe** 
pnrfs.  Bat  as  yoa  love  your  foul,  .da  not  deny  it  your 
beft  endeavour,  that  before  this  4ay  be  atan,end,  you 
nay  have  a  real  feeling  df  it. 

And  n6w  it  may  be  fit  for  your  fulfcr  conviAion  in 
cbts  pariicttlar,  to  bid  yoo  tqrn  your  eyes  to  the  con- 
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ditvo5of  OT&er  men  who  are  mg;>gBd  ia  a  quite  con- 
trary coorfe:  and  yoa  will  foonfcediat  to  be  a  plea- 
fant  path  wherein  1  condaft  yoo,  by  the  mifery  aod 
confufion  which  you  will  difccrnio  their  lives.  It  mil 
not  be  long  before  you  be  fatiified,  that  they  arc  not 
in  a  ftace  ct  Nature.     They  will  prefently  difrover  to 
youj  that  ihey  are  not  as  they  ftould  he:   Nay,  that 
they  would  be  fomcthing  clfe,  than  what  they  are, 
and  that  long  ofe  and  coftom  hath  re&died  contradi- 
dlons  familiar  to  them.     There  is  not  one  of  them  but 
he  loves  that  which  he  hues,  and  porfuesthat  which 
he  flyes,  and  praifes  that  which  he  cannot  boc  alfo  dtf- 
commend;    1  here  arc  ftrange  (editions  and  dafliings 
in  their  deiires,and  they  are  toiled  about  with  I  know 
not  how  miny  contrary  winds.     They  all  deiire  to 
be  rich,  and  yet  this  very  defire  will  not  let  them  be 
fo«    They  fear  nothing  more  than  need,  and  yet  they 
arc  ever  in  great  wanr,«ind  cannot  be  filled.     For  they 
alwayes  think  that  which  they  have  to  be  lefs  than 
that  which  they  have  not  %  and  they  taj^e  that  which 
is  prefent  to  be  fo  tittle,  that  it  is  not  worth  their  no- 
tice  in  cdmpareof  what  they  expedt  in  time  to  come. 
And  is  there  any  greater  confiftency  in  their  deitrcs 
ofpleafare?  Alas  1  they  purfne  mirths  bnt.ihey  ever 
pull  npoQ  their  beads  a  great  deal  of  (brrow.    They 
would  have  nothing  at  all  but  fweetnefs  %  ancHbe 
more  greedy  they  are  ofit^  the  greater  is  their  bluer- 
aefs.     When  they  think  to  heighten  their  delights  > 
they  quite  deftroy  them,  and  cake  them  away«     When 
they  would  leave  no  place  empty,  they  are  fo  full^  that 
they  cannot  feel  them.     Do  you  not  fee -all  this  verifi- 
ed in  drunken  fools  >    Where  is  their  pleafure  after 
their  Underftanding  is  once  blafted  with  the  fumes  of 
Wine  i    A  Spunge  is  as  good  a  Judge  as  they  of  plea- 
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fbres^  V9h\ch^  withoacany  difference^  facias  in  the  beft 
and  the  word  of  liqaors.  And  as  for  Death,  Which 
of  chem  is  there  that  doth  not  fear  it^  and  yet  they 
take  no  care  at  allto  livef   They  dread  difeafes,  and 

? ret  they  will  not  abftain  from  noxious  and  onwhole* 
bmc  things.  When  any  trouble  fails  hpon  them,  then 
they  wiih  they  were^ot  of  the  world,  and  blefs  chQfe 
thac  aie  dead  ^  and  yet  when  death  comes,  though  . 
chey  arc  never  fo  illi  they  wi(h  it  would  ftay  a  little 
longer.  They  hate  many  times  to  live,  and  yec  they 
are  afraid  to  dye.  They  think  them  happy  who  are 
in  the  other  world,  but  yet  they  are  loath  to  come 
among  them*  They  cry  out  of  the  evils  which  they 
fiifier,  and  yet  they  would  famfpin  out  the  moft  mi- 
ferableiifeto  thegreateft  Ungth.  But  there  is  ano- 
ther thing  that  is  ftrangcr  than  this.  For  you  have 
often  heard  ihem  complain  ( I  believe )  of  the  great 
fcarcity  of  time,  and  yet  which  of  them  is  there  chat  is 
not  fo  prodigal  of  it,  as  if  be  had  hilf  an  Age  to  fpare  t 
They  fay  thac  it  runs  away  very  fwiftly  from  as,  and 
yet  they  fpur  on  their  hours,  and  would  have  them 
flye  away  fafler  than  they  do,  as  if  t>bey  had  too  ma- 
ny of  them.  There  aie  bpt  a  few  feafons,  they  diy, 
in  time,  and  yet  they  let  chofe  opportunities  grow  old 
in  their  hands,  and  faflfer  them  to  be  bald  before  they 
mind  to  apprehend  them.  And  did  you  ever  mark 
how  they  deal  one  with  another  ?  Each  man  fufpedts 
hisfcllow»  becanrehedefervescobefufpeAed  himfelf, 
£v^  one  is  afraid  to  be  deceived,  and  labours  all  he 
can  to  deceive.  He  hatha,  great  mind  ro  be  revenged , 
and  yet  be  wou'd  not  have  Juftice  if  felf  take  any  ven- 
geance of  him.  He  hates  Tyranny,  and  yet  he  would 
iain  be  the  Tyrant.  *  He  would  have  aU  men  fubjeft  to 
thofe  Laws,  which  he  hath  no  mind,  to  obferve.   He 
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accufes  many  things  z,i  bafe,  bat  will  not  ftick  to  do 
them.  And  on  the  contrary,  he  hoId$  good  fortune  tn 
great  eftimation.  but  cares  not  a  reOi  for  vertae,  which 

Mix.ij'.    yet  he  acknowledges  deferves  only  to  be  fortunate. 

rfr/m.  *o.  pbilofophers  themrelves  have  been  aftiamed  to  fee  how 
they  all  behave  themfelves  in  every  condition  like  an- 
conftant  fools.  They  abhorr  War,  but  cianot  tell 
how  to  live  in  Peace.  They  are  miferably  dcjeded  if 
they  be  made  (laves,  but  are  (6  infolent  in  liberty, 
thJt  they  draw  fcrvitade  opon  them.  They  defire 
children,  and  when  they  have  them  take  no  care  about 
them.  They  woold  leave  them  eftates,  but  no  ver« 
cue  to  ufe  them  well,  and  to  preferve  them.  They  de- 
fire to  have  their  family  alway  floarifh)  but  breed 
themfo,  as  if  they  meant  it  fliould  dye  with  the  nexc 
Generation.  Nay,  Codhimfelfis  not  better  ufed  by 
them.  For  they  pray  to  him,  as  If  he  was  able  to  do 
them  goodj  and  yet  they  affront  him,  as  if  it  was  not 
in  his  power  to  do  them  hurt.  At  other  times  they 
fear  him,  as  if  he  could  feverely  punifli,  and  yet  for- 
fwear  themfelves,  as  if  be  bad  no  Being  but  only  when 
theypleafed.  But  that  I  may  not  run  into  infinite  par- 
ticulars, let  OS  once  for  alt  take  a  view  of  thofe  who 
would  attain  to  great  honours,  and  fee  by  what* low, 
mean  and  fcrvile  pradices  they  labour  to  afcend  unto 
them.  There  is  nothing  which  their  heart  abhorrs 
more  than  fubje^ion  to  others,  and  yet  they  are  forced 
to  the  bafcft  proftrations.  They  ftoop  to  the  very 
feet  of  thofe,  upon  whofe  heads  they  would  tread. 
They  kifs  thofe  bands,  which  they  wifh  a  thoufand 
limes  were  cut  off,  iftheyoppofe  their  defigns.  Their 
very  idlenefs  is  in  aftion  day  and  night.  The  comple- 
ments and  ceremonies  they  beftow  upon  others,  are 
a  bufincfs  of  greater  trouble^  than  the  idling  of  Pro- 
vinces, 
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vtncesj  and  difpofiog  of  Kingdoms.     Ti  may  fecm 
ftrapge,  buc  there  is  nothing  truer^    That  if  a  maa 
would  climb  to  the  higheft  place  in  the  worlds  it  is  ne« 
ceflaryhe  Ibould  become  lame,  and  breath  (bort»  and 
take  ioch  little  fteps,  as  if  a  long  Ague  had  but  joft  left 
biro  to  the  uCe  of  htsleggs ;  and  in  one  word,  (eem  al- 
together unfit  for  the  buSnefs  hedefigns.    Yon  know 
what  a  glory  it  is  to  be  the  fuppofed  Head  of  all  Chri- 
ftendom.    And  yec  chev  that  are  welt  acquainted 
with  the  wayes  to  that  office,  tell  as  in  plain  terms,  thac 
he  oiaft  keep  his  Bed,  and  ofeallthe  Arts  which  Phy- 
fick  can  aflift  him  withall,  not  to  be  well^  but  to  be  ill  % 
who  hopes  to  attain  that  dignity.     He  muft  pat  him-, 
felf  into  afeavourilh  heat  \  he  maft  beg  the  help  of  de- 
flnxions  and  catarrhs ;  he  maft  procure  a  pale  look^ 
and  a  meagre  afpedl)  he  muft^oogh  as  if  be  wascal* 
^ling  for  his  grave  i   or  elfe  he  moft  iofe  that  place 
which  will  not  come  at  eafier  rates »    And  now  what 
thihk  yoo  i  Are  not  thefc  fine  wayes  to  glory  ?  Have 
not  they  a  great  mind  to  trouble  themfelves,  that  pur- 
diafe  trouble  at  fo  great  a  price?  For  the  riling  to 
lugh  places  (as  a  wife  man  of  oar  own  obfaves)  Is  ve- 
rv  laborioas,  and  by  pains  men  come  to  greater  pains  : 
^lilay,  it  is  fometimes  very  bafe»  and  b^  indignities  men 
come  to  dignities.    Perhaps  this  ambitious  fool  doih 
flatter  continaally  thofe  whom  he  bates :  He  applauds 
and  praifes  thofe  whom  he  defpifes :   He  admires  all 
that  is  ill  done :   He  approves  of  all  that  a  wicked  and 
dlbaachcd appetite  demes:  He  fpeaks  againft  his  con- 
Iceience,  and  (iniles  on  him  whom  he  could  bite  and 
fatten  his  teeth  upon  withall  his  hearts  He  diiTembles • 
allhisrcfentmentS}  and  though  he  love  revenge  as 
well  as  his  life,  yet  he  is  put  to  the  pains  of  (lifling  ail 
tbofc  paiiions  which  are  its  feiVants.    There  is  a  fire 
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ift  his  bones,  and  be  dare  not  give  it  the  Icaft  veoc,  tbat 
othecs  may  feel  icas  well  as  bimfelf.  He  fwallows  all 
the  affronts  which  a  Porter  gives  him  at  a  G^zz 
mans  Gate  ^  and  he  bribes  thole  with  gifts  whom  h^ 
wi(hesdead,  that  he  might  enjoy  their  placesr  And 
when  he  is  mounted  to  the  top  of  his  defires^  I  befeecb 
yon  5  oft  what  Pinnacles  dotb  he  tread  >  Which 
are  fo  fmall,  thatthereisbutalictle  between  him  and 
the  danger  of  a  fall;  ^nd  withall  fo  (harp,  that  they 
,    woand  the  feet  which  tread  upon  them.     And  did 

?rou  never  petceive  the  delight  chit  fome  men  ake  in 
angfaing  at  the  metnnefs  ot  the  extradion  of  this  Me- 
teor? The  greateft  honours  are  not  able  to  cLeanfe 
the  bleiDifhes  of  bis  family.  And  when  he  hath  done 
all  that  he  can,  bold  fpirits  will  throw  in  his  face  the 
dirt  from  whence  be  isfpruogi  and  wound  him  with  .a 
remembrancei  that  he  is  but  a  New  Man. 

Buc  then  ifone  of  thefe  petfons  chance  to  drop  down 
to  the  place  where  he  w&s  before,  and  become  the  ob- 
jedof  fcorn,  im  what  a  fad  condition  is  he  £  When  the 
Play  is  ended,  and  the  high-heeVd  Buskins  at^  pnird 

'  off  which  raifed  him  above  others,  and  the  gtudy 
cloathsare  torn  from  bis  back,  and  he  Tetnms  to  hi; 
firft  form  ^  he  becomes  a  defpicable  creature  evra  to 
himftlf.  So  mad  a  thing  it  is  to  judge  of  a  man  by 
the  height  of  honour^  to  which  be  is  advanced^  for  it  is 
as  if  you  would  take  the  mea(urc  of  a  Ilatue  by  the  pe- 
dcftal  on  which  it  fiands.  Bat  befides  all  this,  jche 
confciencehehath  of  his  crimes  will  render  him  (lill 
moremiftrab'.e,  bcciufe  it  will  ever  put  him  in  mind 

•  that  hedefcrves  his  mifery.  And  as  tor  others,  it  will 
likewife  be  a  dangerous  thing  for  any.  man  to  under- 
take iihe  (H:ote(^ioA  or  comfort  of  fuchaperfon^  who 
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AS  kaovirn  to  bsvemerTced  bis.  ipisfort^ne^     N^ay.mor^ 
than  this  we  have  heard  of  ftich  fools,  that  before  tbey. 
had  loft  all  their  imaginary  bappineis,  have  deprived  ' 
tbttnfTely^  of  the  remaindw,  q^%  of  vexation  that  it 
did  not  conciotfe  as  great  as  before.     So.  thac  great 
glattoo  Afitim  havii^g  walked  chc  bsft  part  of  his 
eAace,  and  finding  but  two  handred  thGafand  Crowns 
reoiainiiig  s  imagined  hinnfelf  a  Beggar,  and  drank  a 
draught  of  poifon,  becanfe  be  cbooght  i^  had  not  fuf- 
ficieot  to  maiataia  kis  anccent  rior.     For  which  be  wi^^s 
iboodly  )e«red  by  one  of  the  Sages  of  thofe  dayes,  who 
Clid  ibis  was  the  moft  wholefome  draught  that  every  he 
made,  which  put  an  end  to  foch  ^  di0blute  life« 

Tb«M,  yoo  fee,  thefe  vicioos  mea  are  fo  hated  while 
tfiey  are  alive,  and  their  memory  is  fo  perfecnted  whea> 
they  ar9  dead,  that  I  believe  yott  woqld  not  ftand  in 
oae  of  their  places.  And  the  more  injuries  (!hey  have 
doneeo  ethers^  to  raife  themfetVes  5  the  more  odioui 
they  grow,  afid  the  more  carfes  follow  them  co  their 
graves.  So  toilfome  it  istofoUow  thofe  courfes,  chat 
men  will  Bot  fufier  them  to  reft  in  peace  evqa  in  the 
SaoAoary  and  common  refuge  of  all  the  miferable. 
They  that  did  &Qt  know  how  co  be  revenged  on  tlieir 
perfoDS  while  they  were  here ,  are  wont  to  fall  upoa 
the  Phaotafm  which  they  have  left  of  themfelves  in 
their  imagtoation  ;  and  to  wreak  their  fpleen  upon  their 
meodory,  and  ftab  their  reputation.  Tbeypleafe  them> 
felves  io  their  gre^efs  for  a  while,  and  then  they  pay 
very  dearly  for  it.  Hay,  the  time  of  their  pleafure  is 
lb  (isiall,  that  they  come  to  it  by  a  far  longer  time  of 

Cina;   and  when  they  enjoy  it,    we  fcarce  know 
m  €0  difttnguifli  the"  moments  of  the  one  front 
ihofe  of  the  other )  for  pains  ate  either  mingled  wich^ 
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'    their  pleafares,  ot  prefently  creid  apon  the  heek  of 
them.  * 

AU  wbicb,  ivheo  T  confider,  ic  calls  to  my  mind  the 
Story  of  the  Fool,  whopafling  thorow  thel^orreft  of 
jt4vr/7M,a$be  camcfrona  Rtme^  filled  a  whole  Wallet 
and  a  Pillow-bear  top  full  of  Fiyes,Gnat$  and  Hornets, 
of  which  that  place  afTords  good  ftore,  and  of  nofmaU 
bignefs,  to  bring  them  home  with  him.  Whither  when 
he  was  arrived,  he  fent  to  his  friends  and  kinsfolla 
roundabout,  defiring  to  fee  them,  that  he  might  pre- 
fent  them  with  fome  rarities  and  curious  things  which 
he  had  bronght  from  Rtme.  Though  they  knew 
him  to  be  a  Ninny,  yet  they  could  not  imagine  him  to 
be  fuch  a  Sot  as  afterward  they  found  him ;  bat  fm* 
cied  that  he  might  have  light  upon  fomediing  in  hh 
Journey,  ^which  might  be  worth  one  of  theirs  to  go 
and  fee  it*.  But  when  they  were  met  together,  and 
were  come  into  his  Chamber,  after  many  complements 
and  great  expeditions ,  he  had  nothing  to  enteruin 
them  withall,  bat  a  huge  number  of  thofe  cronbldTome 
aeatures  which  he.poured  out  of  bis  baggs  upon  them ; 
tb^pking  becaufe  of  their  various  colours  thit  they 
were  precious  things,  and  would  yield  a  fine  fight  an- 
to  his  friends.  They  laught  a  little  at  the  jeft  at  firft, 
but  they  foon  felt  there  was  nocaafe,  when  they  found 
them  about  their  ears,  and  flying  in  their  faces*  and 
their  eyes  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  it  was  no  finall  affli- 
Aion  and  pain  unto  them,  Jaft  (#ch,  me-thinks,  is 
the  condition  of  thofe  who  live  in  fin.  They  are  pro- 
mifed  fine  things,  and  fectvt  delights  by  ttte  tempta- 
tions which  fend  to  them,  and  invite  them  into  their 
fociety.  Great  hopes  are  given  them  of  n6w  pleafures, 
k  and  fuch  rare  ^tisfa^ions  a^  bitherto  they  have  not 
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act  wiihall.  And  they  arc  fuch  fools  as  to  be!ieve 
their  imagination  ,  or  an  idle  companion  who  incices 
them  by  f arc  fpccches  5  though  they  know  vcy  we'l 
how  often  they  and  oihers  have  beerf  deluded  by  fuch 
flatteries.  The  fin  indeed  feems  pietty  at  the  firft  ^  it 
mjies  them  fomcfport  for  a  while,  and  you  thinic  that 
they  are  much  pleafed.  But  alas!  they  come  a  great 
way  tor  that  (hort  mirth,  and  it  is  fo  trivial,  that  it  is 
not  worth  a  fljcf  and  at  laft  they  arc  ftung  worfe  thaa 
bya  whole  neft  of  angry  Wafps.  Their  confc'ence  is 
alvvayes  buzzing  fome  evil  in  tl)elr  ears  ^  rticyaieper- 
fecuted  by  it  continually,  and  it  follows  them  with  its 
fccret  murmmes  %  they  are  tormented  as  with  a  (warm 
of  Hornets,  which  will  never  ceafe  to  trouble  therri  as 
long  as  they  ftay  there,  and  will  not  open  the  door  and 
run  away  from  their  (ins. 

And  truly  by  this  time,  it  is  like  you  will  wonder 
that  they  ftiould  be  content  to  ftay  in  their  company, 
Yaa  may  very  welt  ask,  what  do  tbeie  men  mean  thus 
10  trouble  themfelves,  when  there  is  fuch  a  vifible  way 
to  their  peace  Snd  quiet  >  Why  do  not  they  break 
loofc  from  their  fins,  and  feck  their  fatisfaftion  in  feme 
other  courfe  <  Had  they  not  better  become  good,  than 
be  at  fo  much  pains  to  make  themfelves  miferably  bad  > 
They  cannot  but  difcern,  fure,  thathappincfs  lyes  not 
in  their  Rode^  and  that  to  enjoy  lepofe,  they  muft  be- 
conacthc  followers  of  Vertue;  And  to  tell  you  .my 
rr.indplainly,  I  verily  think  there  is  a  number  of  them 
would  gladly  be  her  fervants*,  if  to  be  made  fo  mig^c 
be  wholly  the  Aft  of  another,  and  not  at  all  thtir 
own-  They  would  think  it  a  bleffcd  change  fo  do  . 
well,  a$  naturally  as  they  do  ill:  if  this  New  Ni^ii'c 
would  bat  come  mto  them  of  it  ftlf,  and  not  rcqi'c 
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iheir  pains  to  quit  the  Old.      They  commeDd  the 
waycs  of  Vertue,  and  think  them  happy  who  live  tem- 
perately and  chaftly ;  but  how  to  get  into  them,  there 
i$  the  difficulty,   •  They  would  gladly  find  themfclves 
there  the  very  next  moment,  but  to  travel  thither  is  a 
bufinefs  of  too  much  labour.     Their  own  life  is  a  very 
great  trouble  to  them,  but  there  is  fome  trouble  alfo 
in  the  beginnmg  of  a  new.     Though  the  way  that  I 
Oicw  you  be  fo  pleafanc,  that  they  who  are  not  in  it 
cannot  but  have  a  mind  to  be  tranflated  r hither  5  yec 
the  entrance  of  it  is  n9t  without  fome  difficulties.  1  he 
flings  which  I  told  you  are  in  their  confcience,  caoooc 
be  pulled  out  without  more  pain  than  they  are  williiig 
to  endure.    It  is  a  bufinefs  of  muchanguifh  to  have 
the  wounds  which  are  made  in  their  natures  fearched 
anddrefled,  and  fuch  applications  made,  as  will  draw 
out  all  the  corruption  and  filth.     They  bad  rather 
palliate  their  fores,  than  have  them  r iked  into,  ia  or- 
der to  their  being  healed.     It  is  a  new  thing  to  which 
we  would  ingage  them,  and  they  apprehend  it  fo  la- 
borlous  alfoj  that  they  think  it  better  to  continue  as 
they  are,  than  with  a  great  deal  of  pfins  to  take  up- 
on them  another  burden.    They  that  are  fiee  from 
their  prepofieifions,  find  excellent  things  to  be  very 
irkfome  when  they  firft  begin  to  fet  about  them.  With 
what  unwillingnefs   do  children  learn  .their  firft  let- 
ters, though  afterward  it  prove  delightful  to  be  able 
to  read  i    And  how  bard  do  moflt  men  find  the  firft 
ftep  to  any  Science,  which  when  they  are  a  little  Ma- 
tters of,  is  infinitely  pleafant?   And  therefore  every 
one  mufl  exped  to  find  the  gate  to  b^ftrait  which 
opens  to  that  way  wherein  you  are  to  travel     There 
all  their  old  cuftoms  are  to-be  put  off.    There  I  know 
not  how  maoy  defires  of  the  fleih  areto  be  deoyed  and 
.         ^  left 
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-left  behind.  There  a  man  muft  be  ftripc  ftark  naked: 
He  muft  become  like  a  little  child,  and  reduced'  juft  co 
nothing  in  his  own  eyes,  that  fo  he  may  be  able  to  en- 
ter. And  then  alfo  there  are  many  ftrange  paths  pre^ 
fent  themfelyes  with  which  be  bath  had  no  acquain- 
tance^ which  is  the  caufe  that  many  are  alTrighted 
and  ftart  back  again^  rather  than  ihey  will  undergo 
the  trouble  of  prefTing  in  at  fo  ftrait  a  pafloge.  Though^ 
if  itbewellconfidered,  this  is  joft  fuch  a  folly  as  if  a 
roan  in  a  long  Journey  perceiving  himfelf  out  of  his 
way,  fliould  chufe  ftill  to  go  on  in  bis  errour,  rather 
thango  back  again,  becaufe  of  the  many  w^arifome 
fteps  which  he  muft  be  forced  to  cake  before  he  reco* 
ver  the  right  rode.  The  further  he  goes  on,  the  fur- 
ther is  he  out  of  his  ways  snd  confequencly  muft  ne- 
ver come  to  his  Journeys  end»  unlefs  it  be  with  greater 
pains  hereafter,  than  thofe  which  he  now  avoids. 

• 
But  Hot  to  deceive  you,  (nor  forget  a  (hort  Anfwer 
to  your  other  doubt)  I  muft  alfo  let  you  know,  that 
ihc  way  it  ftlf,  for  a  few  of  the  firft  miles,  is  very  nar- 
row as  well  as  the  gate ;  though  afterwards  ic  be  as 
wide  and  broad  as  heart  can  wifh.  That  which  a  man 
bach  put  oft' in  refolution  at  his  entrance  into  the  way » 
he  may  find  ftill  to  hang  upon  him  when  he  comes  to 
move^  and  very  loath  to  be  quite  fliaken  off.  His  de- 
fires  which  he  had  contracted,  may  begin  to  ftir  and 
to  kilarge  themfelves,  and  complain  that  they  are  con* 
fined  too  much,  and  reduced  into  too  narrow  a  room. 
And  fo  it  will  ftiirfeem,tiU  by  often  denyals  they  grow 
content,  dfllmake  room  for  nobler  defircs  to  fpring 
up  in  hkn.  Then  will  he  think  himfelf  prefled  and 
ftraitned  no  more,  when  he  finds  his  foulinfarged  ano- 
ther way^  and  his  appetites  carried  un fat iably  toward 
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diviocr  objcdlsr  Then  he  will  not  Jay  he  is  pent  up, 
when  he  feels  that  the  retrenching  of  his  worldly  dc- 
fires  hath  fee  his  heart  at  liberty  to  go  whither  it  na- 
turally would,  without  any  reftraints  upon  it.     He  will 
find  that  he  is  at  eafc  by  being  ftraitned  ?,  that  he  bath 
gothis  tieedom  by  being  bound  up  5  and  that  he  en- 
joyes  as  much  as  he  defires,  by  denying  and  pareing  of 
bis  defires.     It  may  feem  indeed  a  ftrange  way  of  en- 
larging our  foulSj  by  bringing  their  defires  intoa nar- 
row compafs :.  but  if  you  confiderit,  there  is  nothing 
truer,  than  that  it  is  much  better,  and  more  to  our  con- 
tent, not  to  dcfirc  fome  things  at  all  5  than  to  dcfire 
them,  and  withall  to  have  them  as  much  as  wc  defirc. 
As  for  example  5  we  fee  men  mad  to  have  their  fill  of 
bodily  pleafurc.     But  how  doth  it  fare  with  them  at 
that  fcafon  f  Have  not  thcfe  defires  brought  a  to/ment 
to  them?   No  doubt  they  have  much  more  pleafure 
then" in  abftaining  from  that  of  which  they  were  fo 
greedy-  than  in  continuing  to  enjoy  it.  Why  fliould  it 
not  be  thought  better  than  to  do  that  out  of  vertue 
which  difordered  fulnefs  forces  them  to?     Is  it  not 
much  more  eligible  to  abflain  out  of  choice,  than  not 
to  forbear  till  we  are  conftrained  {  Yes  verily  %  and  men 
would  receive  a  greater  fatisfadlion  in  fubduing  fuch 
mad  defires,  than  it  is  poflible  to  do  in  the  fulfilling  of 
them.     It  is  with  tbefe  carnal  people,  faith  one  of  the 
old  Direftors  in  the  way  to  Jerufalem^  as  if  a  man  flioold 
befodry,  that  he  calls  for  one  cup  after  another,  and 
though  he  drink  never  (a  much,  yet  cannot  quench  bis 
thirft. Certainly  fuch  a  maq  cannot  beefteemed  happy, 
becaufe  he  never  wants  liquor,  but  hat^  fi#at  hand  as 
much  as  he  defires.     No,  he  is  the  happy  man,   who 
feeling  no  thirft,  is  free  from  this  neccffity  of  drinking 
fo  mucb^  and  is  no  way  urged  to  defire  it.  For  the  grft 
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is  like  a  man  in  a  horning  feavoor,  and  the  other  like 
one  that  in)oyes  a  perfeA  health.     And  (here  is  ano- 
iherof  ihcm  alfo  who  verifies  this  in  his  own  example; 
For'beconfcffes,   that  walking  one  day  with  feme 
friends  through  the  City  of  MiUfty  Having  his  head 
full  of  an  Oration  he  was  to  make  in  the  Emperoars 
praife,  and  his  heart  thiifting after  Glory  and  prefer-- 
ment,  which  be  thought  it  would  procure  him ;  and 
therewith  very  much  contentment :    He  chanced  to 
caft  his  eye  upon  a  Beggar,  who  having  newly  received 
an  Alms,  was  very  blithe,  and  of  a  pleafant  counte- 
nance.    At  which  fpe^acle,  he  fetcht  a  deep  figh,  and 
faid  to  his  company^   What  a  mifchief  is  this  that  I 
fhould  thus  drag  my  own  infelicity  after  me  by  the  fu- 
ry of  my  defires,  and  with  fo  much  trouble  fcek  in  vain 
for  that  fatisfacfiion,  which  this  poor  fellow  is  already 
arrived  at,  without  fo  much  ado  i    It-  is  better  by  far 
to  have  none  of  thefe  longings,  then  to  take  fuch  pains^ 
and  perhaps  without  any  fruit,  to  give  them  content- 
ment*    If  we  flionld  have  all  that  our  defires  crave, 
yet  it  is  a  (horter  way  to  make  us  happy,     To  be  with- 
out them.     For  why  do  wedeiire  thofe  pleafures  or 
honours  fo  inordinately?  Is  it  not  for  the  fatisfadlion 
and  joy  which  we  expedto  meet  with  in  them  f  But 
that  we  may  have /boner  if  we  can  be  rid  of  thofe  de- 
Gres.    Efpecially  fince  by  wanting  them,  the  foul  hath. 
leave  to  fill  it  felf  with  better  pleafures.    Such  f  lea- 
fures  as  we  cannot  defire,  but  we  (hall  have  them :  and 
which  we  cannot  have,  but  we  (hall  be  filled:  and 
which  by  filling  of  us  do  only  more  inlarge  our  fouls 
that  we  may  receive  a  greater  fulnefs. 


But  there  is  fomething  dill  more  confiderable  in 
thofe  words  oiJcfHs,  which  have  occafioned  this  dif- 
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place  in  his  favour ;  nay,  they  call  him  his  Ton,  and  fay, 
that  God  committed  to  bitn  the  Government  of  the 
World.     And  yet  he  was  ahvayes  aflaulted  with  fome 
Monfter  or  other,  and  God  would  not  fuffer  his  own 
child  (  as  one  of  them  fpeaks )  to  be  nurfed  up  in  idle- 
nefsand  the  delicacies  of  life*     No,  he  fought  with 
Lions,  and_  Boars,  ^d  Serpents,  and  Tyrants,  and 
Thecves  5  and  he  was  appointed  to  travel  into  ftrange 
lands,  to  crofs  dangerous  Seas,  and  to  go.  through  ter- 
rible wildernedes  and  defarcs  ^  And  all  to  teftitie  the 
favour  of  Heaven  to  him  that  would  thus  imploy  him. 
No  doubt  his  Father  could  have  freed  him  from  fuch 
conflifts,  but  he  would  not  5   becaufe  (  as  they  render 
the  reafon  J  iV  u  nst  lawful  for  him  to  wiU  any  thing  but 
that  which  is  heft  andmoft  excellent.     Or  he  might  have 
freed  himfelf,  and  perhaps  fome  men  would  have  ad- 
vifed  himto  flee  thefe  dangers,  and  rather  to  quit  his 
place,  then  cxpofe  his  life  to  fo  many  hazzards.     Bu: 
they  knew  not  the   pleafure  which  he  found  in  h.s 
heart,  when  he  remembrcd  that  he  was  thought  wor- 
thy by  God  to  be  fingled  out  to  be  his  Champion  5  and 
that  Heaven  had  not  an  ill  opinicyiof  hirn^  nor  judged 
him  a  weak  and  effeminate  perfon.     It  was  a  ftrange 
contentment  alfo  to  imagine  that   all  thefe  dangc'rs 
prefenced  thcmCelves  only  that  he  might  overcorre 
them  •,  and  he  felt  that  there  was  not  half  fo  much 
pains  in  fighting,    as  there  was  pleafure  in  the  very 
hopes  of  having  the  Viftory.     Nay,  if  he  had  periQied 
in  the  encounter,  fo  he  had  cairied  Vi^^ory  oat  ofvthe 
World  With  him,    he  would  +iavc  thought  himfelf 
crowned  with  an  high  fatisfadion.     He  would  have 
thought  that  he  dyed  more  happily  then  Cowards 
livc^  and  that  it  was  more  glorious  thus  to  end  hi? 
dayes,  then  tofpin  them  out  bafejy  to  the  longeft  Age. 
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Faith  and  their  Valour*  You  know  who  he  was  that 
refnfid  tP  he  CdSed  the  Spn  pf  4  Khgs  Daughter  %  chufmg 
rather  iofujer  sffli0hn  with  tie  feo^e  of  Gcd^  then  to 
en]9j  the  fleafuretpf  ftrt  f$r  4  feafm;  efieeming  the  re^ 
frMh of  Chrift  greater rkhes  then  the  treafuret  of  Egypt;  ^^^'*  \Y 
fer  he  had  refpeit  to  the  recom  fence  of  reward.  Nay  I  *  '^  * 
have  learnt  thos  much  from  Heathens  thcmfeivcs  (for 
Ido  not  think  them  unfit  for  my  converfe)  that  it  is 
neceflary  for  good  men  to  enter  into  agonies  and  coh- 
flifts-  They  are  in  need  of  fomething  or  other  to 
combate  wichall :  ,and  therefore  aiH:<5lions  and  trou- 
bles are  the  Antagonijis  of  Vertuo.us  fouls^  without 
whom  they  could  not  bs  lawfully  crowned.  The  Ge- 
nerofitythenofChriftian  Religion,  lamfure,  isfuch, 
that  it  will  make  you  welcome  Crofles,  and  ftretch  out 
your  arms  to  receive  them  with  more  refolution  and 
chearfulnefs  then  ever  Pagans  did.  You  have  been  a 
School- boy,  it  is  like,  in  your  time^and  then  you  could 
not  but  hear  as  well  a$  I  the  ftory  of  Uljffes.  How  he 
was  perfecuted  at  home  and  abroad*,  howheencoun- 
tred  Cyaots,  barbarous  and  inhofpitable  people ;  how 
be  was  in  danger  of  ^Witchcraft  and  inchantments  5 
uoderwenc  cold  Winters,  Shipwracks,  and  Beggary, 
being  forced  to  wander  about  in  raggs:  And  I  can  re- 
ceive no  other  account  of  all  this  from  the  Wife  men  hax.  Tfr. 
oftbofcdayes,  but  that,  he  being  a  good  man,  God'^^*  ^^* 
was  p^eafed  in  meer  love  and  friendQiip  to  him  thus  to 
exercifeand  try  his  Vertue  $  propofing  him  as  an  ex- 
ampk  of  the  contentment  which  both  God  himfelf, 
and  vertuous  fouls  do  take  in  their  induring  the  hard- 
(hips  which  Heaven  layes  upon  them.  And  what  do 
they  fay,  think  you,  of  that  great  man  Hercules^  the  be- 
ginning of  whpre  ftory  you  beard  before  }  They  tell 
OS  that  be  was  bejoved  of  God^  and  bad  the  higheft 
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other  i$  not  without  its  hopes  and  comforts :  of  which 
this  is  not  the  leaft,  ihzx  Gcd thinks  m  worthy  t$  te  tk 
4ntn^  in  t^hm  he  w§nld  make  an  Exftrimem^  what 
Chnftunjouls  are  Me  to  fi^er.  The  Vertoe  of  Profpe^ 
rity  is  Temperance,  and  the  Vertue  pi  Advetfity  is 
Fortitude  |  which  in  the  account  (^  all  the  worU  is 
themore  Heroicalofthe  two,  aod  yields  thegreateft 
Triumphs.  Nay,  He  fears  not  to  fay,  that  Profperity 
is  the  bleiling  of  the  Old  Teftamenr^  and  Adveruty  is 
the  blelTing  of  the  New,  which  carries  the  greater  be- 
nedidioo,  and  the  clearer  revelation  of  Cods  favour. 

.  And  therefore  do  not  take  that  ill,  which  to  fucb  a 
man  as  you  is  a  mark  of  the  Divine  Love.  Be  ooc  on* 
willing  that  God  ihouiddo  yoaan  honour,  and  be- 
ftow  upon  you  a  bleffing.  Let  him  have  the pleafoie 
of  feeing  you  behave  your  fclf  gallantly.  Deny  him 
not  that  fpeAacIe  which  is  not  to  be  had  in  Heaven, 
and  for  which  he  manifefted  himfelf  in  fieih.  Let  it  not 
repent  him  of  his  choice,  if  he  pick  out  you  for  fome 
notable  Combate»  The  General  appoints  the  ftbnteft 
men  for  the  hardeft  fervices.  And  they  do  noc  fay,  He 
bears  an  ill  will  to  us,  aod  owes  ns  a  (pite  ^  but  be 
bathan  high  opinion  of  us,  and  intends  to  dons  cfe« 
dit.  Do  you  now  iflfiie  forth  with  an  heart  fbll  of  the 
lanie  thoughts,  and  take  my  word  you  fiuil  never  want 
the  nableft  pleafures.  You  will  thank  God  for^hrciog 
you  in  the  foremofi  rank  of  Chriftian  Souldieii.  You 
will  praife  him  for  efteemhig  a  poor  Pilgrim  capable 

*  of  fuchatchievements.  You  will  rejoyce  to  fee  your 
(elf  herein  preferred  before  the  Angels :  For  if  they 
can  do  more  than  yoo,  yet  you  can  fu£fer  mote  than 
they.  Nay,  you  wiU^  find  your  felf  in  the  feilowflbip 
of  the  Son  of  God,  who  was  never  fo  glorious  as  wbeb 
hehongupontheCrofsi  never  trinuophed  to  much  as 
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when  he  Teemed  to  be  trampled  under  fcec^  and  then 
fpoiled  principalities  and  poveers,  when  he  was  robbed 
of  all,  and  loft  even  life  it  felf.^ 


Cap.  XXV. 

H#ir  tbt  Pilgrim  and  hit  Guide  farted.    And  with  what 
d  iratfe  iej[olnti$n  he  began  bii  ftnrnej. 

WHen  the  Good  Father  (for  fo  we  will,  hereafter 
call  binf )  had  faid  thofe  words  with  fooie 
other  to  the  fame  cfieA  $  he  told  him  p  that  now  he 
thought  it  woulH  be  an  injurious  z&  to  hinder  him  anv 
longer  by  his  difcourfes,  from  going  to  prove  the  trufh 
of  what  had  been  faid«  If  I  am  iiMercmj  (continued 
be  with  a  little  fmile)  as  you  have  been  plea£ed  to  fan- 
cy^ I  may  have  leave^to  make  tile  of  my  wings  and  fly 
away.  There  remains  nothing  now  tobe  dooe»  but 
that  which  1  cannot  do  for  you  $  and  the  greated  cour* 
tefie  that  is  left  in-my  jpower,  is  to  keep  you  no  Longer 
from  doing  it  your  felf.  Whereupon,  after  be  had  ex- 
horted him  briefly  to  be  ftrcng  tA^tbe  Grace  oife[m 
Chrifif  and  to  endure  hard(hip  as  a  good  Soddier  of 
bis^  He  bade  him  heartily  farewel,  and  out  himCelf  into 
a  poftn re  of  departing.  But  the  Pslgrm  being  forely, 
affltded  within  himfelfat  this  news,  fuddenly  caught 
hold  of  his  Garment,  which  gCAtly  moved  towards  him 
a>  he  turned  about  %  and  in  a  canteft  between  joy  and 
grief,  uttered  thefe  words,  as  well  as  tbo(e  paffions 
would  give  him  leave.  Let  me  intreat  yotf»  Dear  Sir^ 
to  protoi^your  patience  fo  far,  as  before  you  go  away 
to  receive  my  thanks  for  the  good  DitedHons  you  have 
farniftied  me  withall )  and  to  give  your  Bicffiflg  like- 

Nn  »  wife 
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wife  upon  a  poor  heart  that  is  refolvedby  the  help  of 
Heaven  inftantly  to  fet  forth  in  this  way  .which  you 
have  defcribcd.  If  Hyd  been  born  yoor  Son,  I  could 
not  have  thought  my  bbligacions. greater  to  you,  than 
now  I  feel  them.  Nay,  1  lliall  take  the  liberty  to  fay. 
That  I  ftand  more  indebted  to  your  Piety,  than  I  do 
to  Nature.  For  fancy  ofjt-tiir.es  makes  Parents,  but 
it  is  only  reafon,  truth  any  goodnefs  which  have  tyed 
my  heart  to  you.  And  therefore  fince  I  am  the  iffiie 
of  your  mind,  you  may  juftly  expeift  a  greater  reve- 
rence, love  and  obedience  to  your  commands,  than  if 
I  was  the  ifluc  of  your  body.  I  have'  heard  your  dif- 
courfeSir,  with  great  attention  5  I  have  markt  every 
particular  paflage  of  it  with  diligence  and  care  $  and 
fuch  a  guft  bath  every  word  given  me  which  dropt 
from  your  mouth,  that  it  hath  feemed  to  me  not  many 
minutes  long.  It  is  not  to  be  cxpreffed  how  yoar  Gol- 
den  Sentence  pleafeth  me,  which  you  have  put  into  my 
inouih.  I  am  rcfolved  to  go  4ong  this  Journey, 
chaundng  it  continually,  with  nolefs  del  ght  than  the 
Birds  are  wont  to  do  their  Melodies.  Nay,  F  cannot 
forbear  (and  be  not  weary,  I  befeechyouSir,  if  I  hold 
5  ou  longer  than  I  thought)  but  I  muft  here  before  you 
renounce  my  own  proper  willi  and  proted  that  I  de- 
fire  nothing  but  to  be  what  Jefus  would  have  me^  and 
to  be  where  J^ufj  you  fay,  will  bring  me.  O  thou  ene- 
my of  God  1  my  felf-will,  that  haft  reigned  To  long, 
come  down  from  thy  Xhrone.  I  proclaim  War  againft 
thee ,  and  am  refolved  from  this  day  forward  to  op* 
pofe  all  thy  dcfires.  1  fet  my  felf  here  in  open  defiance 
to  thee  J  I  will  have  no  peace  with  thee  for  one  mo- 
-  mcnt  5  becaufe  thou  art  no  friend  of  God/*to  whom  f 
now  deliver  my  felf.  Let  him  be  pleafcd  to  come  and 
leign  in  my  heart,  for  I  am  abfolutely  his.    May  it  be 
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hlswill  to  accept  of  a  poor  Slave,  that  deroresallhis 
powers  10  his  fervice.     This  I  will  beg  of  him  perpe- 
tually, that  lie  would  vouchfafe^to  let  mc  know  w  hac 
bis  will  IS  •  and  that  (hall  be  my  Guide,  though  my 
own  will  be  never  fo  dcfirous  to  hold  a  contrary 
courfe.     Let  it  jpain  mc,  or  let  it  pleafe  me,  I  aili  refol- 
ved  to  bind  my  felf  faft  to  God  $  that  he  may  carry  me 
not  whither  I  would,  but  whither  himfclf  thinks  good. 
Say  the  word,  O  my  God,  and  it  is  enough ;.  I  am  pre- 
^  pared  to  be  conduced  by  thee.  Lead  me  whither  thou 
wilt,   O  thou   bltffed  Providence  j    thou  (halt  have 
a  faithful  follower  of  thy  wife  Counfcls.     I  am  no  lon- 
geraffiaid  of  anydangcrs.     Thofe  terrible  Monfters, 
Poverty,  Reproach,  and  all  the  reft,  do  ftrike  no  dread 
at  all  income.     Farewell  offices  and  honours,  if  you, 
muft   be  the  recompcnce  of  crimes.     Farewell  my 
friends,  iff  muft  be  the  companion  of  your  fins*  Fare- 
well all  the  world,  if  it  muft  be  the  price  of  my  fouK 
But  as  for  yon  Sir,  I  am  loath  to  bid  you  farewclU     I 
muft  be  fnatched,  rather  than  go  from  your  compa- 
ny.    For  you  are  my  Father,  nriy  Oracle,  a  H^fl^nger 
fent  from  Cod  to  bring  me  to  him.    And  if  you  will  go 
to  Heaven  without  me,  I  pray  you  once^moie  to  receive 
my  acknowledgements,  which  teftifie  that  I  would 
thank  you  if  I  werie  able,  both  for  your  former  Diiedli^ 
ons,  and  for  this  Patience. 

Truly  (rcplycd  the  Father)  I  think  my  felf  raiher 
obliged  to  thSnk  *you  moft  heartily  that  you  would 
come  to  me,  and  being  come,  that  you  would  hear 
me  not  only  with  Patience,  hut  Acceptance,  For 
there  is  nothing  F  am  fo  greedy  of,  as  to  meet 
withafoulthatisltncerelydefirous  to  know  the  way 
to  ^tntffiUmi  neither  do  I  know  any  pleafure  equal 
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to  that  of  ponring  oat  my  heart  imo  fach  thirfty 
minds,  Dolefs  it  be  this  of  Teeiag  themreUifi)  thofe 
Wateis  of  Life  wbiq^  flow  from  Wifdome's  lips.  And 
that  fame  ^</«f,  who,  Kee,  hath  touched  yoar  heart 
already  with  his  Love,  and  escioed  yoa  to  take  this 
Journey  5  give  you  his  Bleifing,  and  fend  his  Spirit 
the  OiinforKr  to  accompany  yoo  in  yom:  travels,  and 
affign  you  to  fome  good  Angel  of  his  that  may  coo- 
doa  you  to  that  happy  place,  the  Heavenly  Jtnfd' 
lent,  where  he  lives.  In  the  way  to  which  I  aoi  fo 
defirous  you  fiioald  enter,  that  I  will  not  be  yoor 
binderaoce  by  any  further  difcoarfes  t  but  (hi^foe  ve- 
ry glad,  as  1  told  you,  to  find  yon  io  (afety  arrived 
there,  where  we  (ball  never  part  more,  nor  baveaoy 
.canfe  to  (ay  this  fad  word)  Farewell. 

MnftlpmthenwitbyoB,  fa'-d  the  pilgrim  f"-^ 
Here  he  made  a  paofe,  and  tears  fpoke  the  reft  of 
his  mind:  for  I  could  hear  never  a  woitthefaid, 
till  after  a  grrat  many  fighs  hethos  proceeded :  WeU, 
let  it  be  fo.  It  is  part  of  my  doty,  yoa  fay^  to 
be  contented  with  every  thing.  And  therefore  I 
now  freely  refame  my  former  refdotion ,  and  (ay  in 
the  words  (I  hope  in  the  Sparit  aMb)  of  Jeftis, 
Net  mj  mS,  O  Lord^  ht  tbj  mi  it  d»m.  Only 
let  me  again  renew  my  defires  chat  you  wooM  accom- 
pany roe  ever  with  your  good  Prayers ,  for  I  hope  it  is 
not  too  great  a  gratification  of  my  ftlf  to  be  pleafed 
in  your  fiiend(hip,  and  in  the  belief  thjft  yoo  remem* 
bet  me :  Nor  will  it  be  accounted  a  crime  that  I  am 
not  willing  to  be  left  oQt  of  your  thoughts,,  efpecially 
when  they  are  addrellcd  in  devout  lupfJkations  to 
Jtfus.  I  have  been  long  perfwaded  that  1  afe  to 
profper^  tlie  better  in  sll  my  defigiu  (oz  the  good 
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wi(hes  of  pious  perfbns:  and  it  hath  been  fame  fup- 
port  to  me  alfo  when  1  have  had  no  great  (lore  of 
good  deiirei  in  tny  own  heart,  or  been  but  cold  in  thofe 
\  had,  to  think  that  the  concer]|$  of  my  foul  were 
f  refemed  to^Jod  by  fomc  -Friend  or  other,  in  their  ^ 
iTiore  fet vent  Devotions.  And«  tiierefore  it  will  be 
at  the  nooft  boc  a  pardonable  errour,  if  I  do  With 
fome  Paifion  beg  the  prayers  of  foch  a  perfon  as  yo« 
are,  and  if  J  comfort  my  felf  fometinties  with  the  inte-^ 
refs  I  have  in  yon  and  them.  Efpecially  fince  I  fee  by 
yoqr  charitable  infhudions,  and  the  patience  yon  have 
ufed  towards  me,  that  you  have  an  heart  fo  foil  of  Love 
and  Goodnefs,  that  it  will  oetthtr  foffer  yoa  to  remem- 
ber me  coldly^  nor  to  be  weary  in  recommending  me 
to  the  Grace  of  God. 

The  FMber  would  not  make  any  long  reply  ro  thefe 
words,  for  fear  they  (bould  never  break  off,  butbeal^ 
wayes  linkt  together  by  the  chaii^s  of  this  pleafing  con* 
verfation,  and  the  delight  which  he  percRved  began 
to  fpring  up  in  him  by  the  interchanging  fo  many  ex- 
prefiions  of  their  mutual  Love,  But  after  he  had  alTu^ 
red  him  l^  a  fdemn  promife  that  he  would  never  fail 
to  commead  him  to  the  love  and  care  of  ^efm^  they 
took  their  leave  one  of  the  other^  not  without  a  great 
maoy  embraces,  and  hearty  wifiies  to  fee  each  other 
again  in  peace  ztJcrufdUm. 

You  may  be  fure  the  Pilgrim  could  not  but  often  re- 
P,cSt  with  a  fad  heart  upon  this  dear  perfon  whofe 
counfels  he  carried  along  with  him  inhisbreaft.  And 
while  the  image  of  him  was  fo  frefh  in  his  mind,  it  did 
potxlittle  wound  him  that  he  could  enjoy  no  more 
liien  that  (hadow  of  bis  friend.   Sometimes  he  com» 
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plaine4  of  the  imperfedions  of  this  ftate ,  and  the  mi- 
feries  of  the  world ,  that  will  not  let  thofe  who  love 
moft,  be  tnoft  together.  Sometimes  he  blamed  his  own 
unworthincfs,  whic^  made  fach  a  felicity  as  the  coa- 
(tine  company  of  fo  good  a  man  too  great  for  hmi  to 
pofle(s.    Sometimes  he  called  him  back^  and  wifhed  in 
his  heart  that  he  would  return.    And  by  and  by  he 
was  ready  to  follow  aft^r  him,  and  thoughtHie  could 
fiy  prefently  into  his  embraces  ^   fo  ftrong  were  the 
dcfires  he  felt  of  being  with  him«     But  in.  the  midft  of 
thefe  reftlefs  thoughts,  which  for  a  little  fpace  were 
tolled  up  and  down  in  his  mind  ^  Itpleafed  God  to  re- 
member him  of  the  Vow  he  had  made  of  his  will  to 
lum.     He  put  him  in  mind  that  be  flood  ftill  all  this 
while,  though  he  was  in  fo  great  an  agitation^  and  that 
to  follow  his  Eriend,  would  be  to  go  back  from  his  Re- 
folution»  and  that  he  bad  more  then  the  image  of  his 
body  to  bear  him  company,  there  being  left  behind  the 
very  pidure  of  his  foul  defcribed  in  thofc  DireAions 
which  he  hffi  beftowed  upon  him.     Stcb  thoughts  as 
thefe  put  away  that  fit  of  pjflion  wherein  he  was  in<- 
gaged,  and  qauied  the  qualm  that  went  over  his  heart 
to  vaniQi.  So  that  now  loofened  from  all  the  world  (as 
he  thought)  he  bleOed  himfelf,  and  without  any  dif- 
compofure  took  his  (laff  in  his  hand  and  faid :  From 
this  moment  farewell  all  my  former  enjoyments^  Do 
not  trouble  me ;    for  I  now  begin  my  defigned  Pilgri- 
mage,    lammught^  lh4V€nougb$y  I  dcftre  nought  h^t 
t$  be  with  ^tfm  4f  Jerufalem. 
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Cap.  XXVI. 

Offimdrj  tnuhlts  which  hspned  tt  the  Pilgrim  in  hit  7>^4« 
veis.   And  bow  he  wot  delivered  Mt  of  them» 

A  Fine  Sanftiiac-morning  it  was  when  he  firft  w«nc 
oot  of  his  doors  5  The  Air  was  perfamed  with  the 
fweet  Odors  which  the  Sao  exhaled  from  the  flowers, 
the  Birds  whittled  and  fang  their  Hymns  to  him  that 
made  that  glorious  Lights  and  there  was  no  hedge 
that  be  pafled  by,  but  it  welcomed  him  with  fome  new 
SoogsandPleafures,  nor  any  Traveller  he  met,  bat 
wKbed  him.  Good  fpeed.    He  was  fo  mach  pleafed  in  ' 

every  thing  that  he  law  and  heard,  in  all  the  Works  of 
God,  in  his  Word  which  he  bare  in  his  Mind,,  in  the 
fmootboefs  of  the  Way,  in  the  remembrance  of  the 
Fatbeirheleft,  in  the  aflarance  he  had  of  his  Prayers,^ 
and  foch  like  diings,  that  he  never  thoagtit  himfelfac 
home,  till  now  that  he  had  no  home  at  all,  bnt  was 
feeking  one.   He  conld  do  nothing  but  coropofe  Praifes 
to  God  J  flothingbatlaadtheNam*e  ofjefas  that  had 
broaght  him  into  fo  happy  ,a  condition  $  and  by  his 
good  will  he  wonld  have  made  this  the  bufinefs  of  all 
the  day  to  fing  a  certain  Ditty,  the  beginnings  and  the 
end  of  vohicb  (I  remember)  was  nothing  bat  this,  Slefs 
the  Lord  o  ntj  SouL   Whether  it  was  the  novelty  of 
thofe Objeds  that  prefented  themfelves,  or  the  Great- 
nefs  and  Beaoty  of  them,  or  the  good  Society  he  met 
withall,  or  an  immediate  toach  from  that  Spirit  which 
the  Good  man  pray'd  might  be  his  Companion,  or  all. 
tbefe,  or  any  other  thing,  that  made  him  fo  merry,  I  had 
oot  leifare  to  examine  1  f>at  he  was  never  known .  in  all 
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bis  life  to  hare  exprcfled  fo  much  contentment  in  any 
(Sondition,  as  in  this  Pilgrimage  wherein  he  wai  in- 
gaged  t&Jer»f4Um^  '    • 

Yet  he  had  not  paffed  many  v^eeks  in  tbeferapta- 
rous  joys  ( for  they  were  little  lefs )  before  he  found 
them  To  much  abated,  that  he  thought  himfelf  lefs  hap- 
py then  be  imagined.  The  wayes  were  grown  a  little 
more  nigged,  the  Heaven  began  to  be  ovcrcaffc,  and 
theCoantry  through  which  he  went  was  more  barren, 
and  yielded  not  thofe  Fruits  which  be  had  before 
tafted)  which  togetherwith  other  things  cafl  him  in- 
to adamp,  and  procured  to  his  foul  more  fadnefsthen 
be  ofed  to  be  acquainted  wttball.  At  the  firft  indeed 
he  was  only  moved  to  fome  wonderment  tofindfoch 
an  alteration,  and  thought  that  ta  half  a  dayes  travel, 
er  fucha  fpace,  he  (honld  recover  more  pleafaoc  paths. 
But  when  he  found,  contrary  to  his  expeAatioa  that 
they  ftill  continued  aneafie,  and  likewife  chanced  to 
fee  fome  of  his  old  Compaiuons,  who  called  to  him  at 
fome  diftance,  and  pecfwaded  hicn  to  go  back  again  \ 
he  was  much  affrighted,  and  began  to  feel  wild  imagi- 
nations roving  alxHit  his  Soul,  and  ftrange  defires  of 
quitting  a  coarfe  which  was  like  to  prove  fo  oagrate- 
iul  to  that  part  of  him  which  was  moft  concerned  in 
the  things  of  this  World.  For  it  was  reprefented  to 
his  thoughts,  that  the  enfuing  part  of  the  rode  was  very 
dangerous,  befet  with  Theeves  and  many  Pifficahies, 
tedious,  and  of  a  ftrange  length  $  and,  befides  that  he 
might  be  in  a  wrong  way,  it  was  very  doiid^cful  whe- 
ther there  was  fudi  a  place  or  no  as  he  fancieid,  feeing 
no  body  had  been  there.  From  all  which,  and  many 
other  confiderations  they  told  him  it  was  moftadvife- 
^te  if  he  contiilted  his  own  pea<^,  to  retarn  with 
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them  to  his  former  habitationt  and  bis  aocieet  neigb- 
boOrs :  who  were  all  very  forry  to  hear  that  he  had  quit 
his  prefeikt  poflefltons,  in  they  knew  not  what  hopes  of 
getting  better  at  a  place  which  neither  he^  nor  any  of 
bis  friends  had  feen. 

Boi  though  thisPafh  by  the  onexpedteinefs  ofit> 
made  him  reel  and  dagger  a  little,  yet  he  foon  recol- 
le^dhimfelf:  and  calling  to  mind  what  he  had  been 
taaghC)  and  repeating  that  charm  fas  I  [may  call  it) 
which  he  alwayes  had  about  him,  J  am  nought ^  I  have 
n$mgki^&€.  he  found  himfclf  asfirm  in  his  refolution, 
as  if  he  had  not  been  at  all  aflaulted.  Shall  I  forfake 
my  Lord  (faid  he  to  himfelf)  fo  (bon  as  ever  I  have 
begun  bis  fervice  ?  Is  it  handfome  for  me  to  recoil  ^ 
mecrly  from  tbe  noife  and  report  of  dangers  ?  What  a 
Coward  fliall  I  for  ever  hold  my  ftlf,  if  I  run  away  be- 
fore my  enemies  be  in  view^  upon  a  rumour  of  their 
irreogtband  power?  I  will  march  up  towards  them, 
and  at  leaft  look  them  in  the  face.  I  will  not  trufl  thts 
Fame  which  all  the  world  hath  branded  foraLyar: 
Since  common obfervation  alfo  tells  us,  that  the  Lyon 
is  not  fo  terrible  as  he  is  painted,  Moch  more  he  fpake 
to  thiseffed,  which  moved  him  to  a  kind  of  indigmti* 
0/1  againfl  himfelf  th.n  he  Should  (0  much  as  (brink  back 
thus  early,  before  fufficient  tryal,  and  ppon  fuch  flei^bc 
information. 

-  And  yet  it  was  not  at  all  to  his  difadvantage  that  he  I 

lud  felt  this  (hock,  but  it  rather  hid  maoy  happf  ef-  | 

teds  upon  him :  like  a  fit  or  two  of  an  Ague,  which  is 
itiought  ratber  wholefome,  then  10  defcrve  the  name 
of  a  Difcafe.  For  as  it  gave  him  moreunderftanding 
ui  the  nature  of  bis  way  (of  the  fmoothnefs  of  wh  ch

nottvicbftandiiig  all  that  bad  been  faid^  he  too  mncb 
prefamed  j  aod  made  him  wacchfQl  becaofe  he  fa^KThe 
coald  nocpafs  wichooc  feme  enemies :  So  it  gave' him 
iome  degree  of  courage^  becanfe  be  pei:/ceived  they 
might  be  overcome  ,  and  confirmed  bis  belief  of  the 
Wifdomof  hisDiredorwho  foretold  thefe  troubles  $ 
and  gave  a  proof  withall  of  the  t&CKj  of  chat  Reme* 
dy  which  he  had  prefcribed,  and  above  all  revived  tteic 
Joy  and  eladoefs  in  his  heart  which  he  choaght  began 
to  langaim  and  faint  away.    Fall  of  joy  he  was  even  to 
anexccfs,  and  he  fafiered  by  it  a  kind  of  tranfporta- 
tion  $  partly  from  the  brigbmefs  of  the  Trnrhs  he  l»d 
received,  whicb  yet  were  frefli  in  his  mind  ^  partly 
from  the  increafe  of  his  anderftanding  by  the  cspe* 
riment  which  he  had  made^  but  chiefly  I  think  from 
the  ViAory  which  he  had  obtained  over  cbofe  enemies 
that  act2(tqued  his  Soul.    For  in  truth>  there  is  no 
greater  Triumph  then  that  which  the  Soul  feels  when 
it  comes  off  aConquerour^  and  applauds  it  felf  for 
'  the  Valour  and  Courage  which  it  hath  exprefled  in  its 

coofliAs.  There  was  another  thing  indeed  which  ad^ 
ded  fomething,  though  not  much  to  his  )oy>  Wx;.  that 
bis  enemies  he  hoped  had  received  fuch  a  foil;  that  he 
bad  fent  them  away  difcouraged,  if  not  difabled  from 
making  any  further  attempts  upon  him. 

But  fb  mutable  is  oar  condition  here»  and  fo  many 
are  our  enemies,  that  he  had  not  travelled  many  dayes 
after  this  Triumph ,  before  he  was  arrefled  with  a 
new  trouble  to  ezercife  his  Wifdom  and  Patience.  His 
foul  which  juft  now  was  ready  to  leap  out  of  his  body^ 
he  felt  to  (ink  fo  low,  that  it  was  as  if  he  had  no  foul 
at  all.  His  fpirits  not  only  began  to  flagg  and  hang 
down  their  heads  j    but  were  grown  quite  faint  and 
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weary,  as  if  they  meant  to  fveoon  away.    Which  was 
partly  occafToned  by  his  going  too  iaft,  anci  taking 
over-long  Journeys  5  ^  and  partly  by  a  very  hoc  diy, 
when  the  Sun  beat  very  ftrongly  upan  his  head ;  and 
partly  by  the  very  violence  of  his  joyes  which  ftirrcd 
h;S  fpirits  fo  much,  that  in  the  agitation  they  flew  away  %  - 
and  partly  by  letting  flip  two  or  three  of  thofe  Inftru- 
iftions  which  had  been  left  wth  him  which  ftiouM  have 
been  a  Cordial  to  him ,   but  were  as  impolfible  he 
found  to  be  by  any  means  recalled,  as  it  was  to  bring 
back  his  tyred  fpirits  which  were  flown  from  him,  Ve-    . 
ry  melanchoUy  and  fad  he  now  began  to  be,  and  the 
more,  becaufe  he  had  been  fo  joyful.    O  how  defolate 
(faid  he  within  himfelf)  is  this  place  into  which  I  am 
falal  lam  forfakcn  fureof  God,  or  clfe  I  that  was 
fohigh  ycfterday,   (hould  never  have  funk  into  this 
pic,  which  is  next  door  to  the  dwelling  of  damned  fpt** 
rits.     Was  ever  any  man  in  fuch  a  deplorable  eftate  ? 
Was  there  ever^any  bereaved  thus  of  all  his  comforts 
which  (hould  fweeten  bis  way  when  he  hath  no  other 
company }  Oh^  Who  will  reftore  unto  me  the  dayes 
that  are  paft  ?    Who  can  call  back  but  the  joyes  of 
yefterdayintomy  bofome?  What  are  chofe  fins  that 
have  caft  me  into  the  difpleafure  of  my  Lord  ?    Ot^ 
What  (hall  I  do  to 'regain  his  favour,  which  L  would 
purchafc  at  any  rate,  though  I  dyed  the  next  moment ; 
Thus  he  lay  many  dayes,  fometimes  bewailing  his  for-* 
met  affrightment,  which  he  fufpe^ed  might  deferve 
thisdcfertion  (as  be  was  apt  to  call  it)  fometimes  com- 
plaining that  he  could  not  find  the  caufe,  and  fo  could 
not  be  cured  5  fometimes  refle ding  on  the  times  of  joy 
wbich  were  gone  v  and  fometimes  taking  a  view  of  his 
mifcry,  which  made  him  but  the  more  deeply  mifc- 
rable.    And^  which  was  worft  of  all,  be  kept  h:s  bed 
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ali  this  time ,  and  ftirred  noca  foot  in  bis  Jooro^  t  be- 
ing indeed  foiU>  that  tie  defpaired  of  life. 

But  fee  how  the  Providence  of  Cod  watches  for  an 
opportune  feafbn  to  do  DS  a  kindnefs.  When  he  was 
in  the  greateft  torture  that  he  had  felt  all  the  time  of 
this  Agony,  there  came  an  unexpeOed  Letter  to  his 
hands  from  his  beloved  Father,  which  was  to  thisef- 
fcd.

-  Upon  the  very  firft  receipt  of  this  Letter,  before  he 
had  broke  it  up,  his  pale  cheeks  began  to  beftreaked 
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Triiha  little  blood,  as  a  prognoftick  of  his  recovery 
to  health  sgain.  But  when  he  opened  it,  and  read 
the  kind  cxprcffions  of  the  Love  of  his  Friend,  one 
might  fee  bow  the  fpirics  crept  up  as  he  went  along, 
out  of  the  Center  whither  they  were  retired  :  In  fo 
much  that  the'light  danced  inbiseyes^  yea  leaped  out, 
as  if  it  meant  to  kifs  thofe  lines  which  now  falured 
them.  But  then,  as  foon  as  he  arrived  at  the  Meditati- 
on it  fcif,  and  had  carefully  perufed  all  the  parts  of  it ;  • 
bis  face  ihined  like  an  Angel,  and  one  would  have 
thoaght  he  had  not  been  the  man  that  was  fo  lately  de- 
]t6k6ii.  Por  it  was  fo  pat  to  his  prcfent  condition,  and 
fo  exafily  futed  to  the  ncceffities  under  which  he  la- 
boured, that  it  fcemed  as  if  it  had  been  iiKlifted  by  . 
God, and  not  by  his  Friend.  There  he  found  a  difcourfe 
of  the  Nature  of  Joy,  of  the  caufes  of  its  decay,  of  the 
Interefs  that  our  Animal  Spirits  have  in  it,  of  the  way 
to  recover  it,  and  the  means  to  be  content  without  it  5 
and  above  all,  of  the  Reffgnatioh  of  our  fclves  to  the 
Will  of  Godjto  ferve  him  chearfuUy  without  thofe  fen- 
Hble  pleafures,  as  well  as  in  their  company.  And  not 
CO  name  other  things  which  were  mqre  fully  debated 
between  them  afterward  5  thefe  now  rchearfed  were 
fo  fully  opened,  that  he  was  partly  artiazed,  and  partr 
iy  elevated  to  the  height  of  his  Joy  es  again,  when  he 
thought  that  God  bad  put  it  into  the  heart  of  the  Fa^  * 
iber^  to  fend  at  this  time  a  Letter  of  fuch  comfortable 
import  unto  him.  I  fee,  faid  the  Pihrim,  that  not  my  • 
Friend  only,  but  Jefus  alfo  is  mindfuTot  me^  1  fee  both 
that  He  prayes  for  me,  and  that  Heaven  like  wife  hears 
thofe  Prayers.  It  would  be  an  unfufTerable  wrong  to 
my  Blefled  Saviour,  ihould  I  hereafter  think  my  foul 
forfaken  of  him.  Nay,  it  will  be  an  ill  requital  of  the 
favour  he  hath  now  done  me )  fbpuld  I  not  refume  my 
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ancient  joy  fulnefs  again.    And  therefore  be  no  longer 

difquieced  O  my  Soul,  be  not  caflfdown  within  me.  It 

i^  not  in  vain  to  hope  in  God,  bat  in  that  very  hope 

thou  may  eft  be  joyful-:  and  therefore  in  the  traition 

of  thy  expedations,   O  how  greatly  oughceft  thou  to 

Fia  57.It.  fejoyce.     Light  is  (own  for  the  righteowi  dnd  jcy  for  the 

Pfa.  9. 10.  upright  inM^t.     They  that  know  thy  Ndme  wiU  put  their 

tru/iinthee^  for  thon  Lord  hafl  not  forfaken  them  tbdt 

17.  i^.feek  thee:    And  therefore  I  cannot  but  fay.   Wait  on 

the  LorJjheofcouragey  and  he  (ball  ftrengthen  thy  heart : 

'  ^'  ^-  Wait,  I  fay^  on  the  Lord.    I  will  Jing  unto  the  Lord^  he- 

»7. 14.  CAu\e  he  hath  dealt  bountifully  with  me.     tea  J  will  hope 

continually^  and  will  yet  praije  him  more  and  more. 

Many  other  the  like  effufions  of  his  heart,  one  might 
then  have  heard,  and  they  la|lcd  fo  many  dayes,  that 
they  became  inftrumencal  to  the  redeeminjg  much  of 
that  time  which  had  been  loft  in  fruitlefs  complaints 
upon  his  bed.  He  did  not  go  fo  faft  as  he  was  wont^, 
but  he  went  much  further  than  before  in  the  fame 
number  of  hours.  His  Joy  es  were  not  fo  violent,  but 
they  became  more  fw'ect,  and  they  grew  more  equal. 
He  could,not  recover  yet  the  Memory  of  fome  things 
he  had  received-,  but  this  he  better  underftbod,  that 
he  muft  defire  nought  but  ^efus.  He  was  not  fo  full  of 
.  heat^buc  his  light  was  more  refplendenr.  He  did  not 
cxpcftnowtobe  alwayes  in  the  fame  temper,  yet  he 
was  confident  he  (hould  never  more  fufpeft  the  Love 
of  his  Saviour.  He  perceived  that  he  could  not  ever 
retain  the  fame  Joyes,  yet  he  learnt  withall,  that  the 
way  to  have  them  fooncr  reftored,  was  not  to  fret  fcjr 
want  of  them. 

But  thoughin  this  cotiditionlie  made  a  great  progfcfs 
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his  way  towards  the  Holy  City  of  God;  yet  the  light 
which  was  in  his  mifld,  did  not  caft  Tuch  a  fplendoar 
aboithis  Sool,  but  that  one  day  he  fofiered  fome  ob- 
fcority.  The  occaGon  of  it  was  a  cloady  thoaghc 
which  came  over  his  underftaoding,  faggeftiog  to  him ; 
7hdt  he  did  ntt  [true  G*d  furtlj  etnugh^  btCMJe  bit  eje 
wd$tiomMcb»f§it^er»(4km.  For  it  had  been  common- 
ly received  for  a  Troth  among  Tome  perfons  whom  he 
had  formerly  converfed  withall.  That  we  mnft  obey 
GodontofmeerLove  to  him,  without  any  hope  of 
rewards  at  all.  ThiSi  yon  will  fay,  was  a  ftrange  con* 
ceit,  and  it  bad  as  ftrange  a  cure.  For  it  pleafed  God, 
that  he  opening  a  Book  which  he  carried  along  with 
him,  the  next  morning  after  thefe  thoughts  troubled 
him )  the  6rft  thing  that  he  call  his  eye  upon,  u  as  this 
paffageln  a  certain  Chapter  of  it,  That  LMtfeshAdre-  Heb.ii. 
fft^tt  the  reetrnfeme  of  repmrd.  You  cannot  think  *'• 
bowmnchitfurpfiled  him,  that  he  fhould  light  upon 
thefe  words  rather  than  any  other,  without  his  choice, 
or  fo  much  as  a  defign  to  receive  fatisfaftion  in  this 
particular.  And  vet  that  which  I  am  next  to  relate, 
was  more  wonderful  !n  his  eyes*  and«made  him  fland 
in  a  greater  aftoniflimeot  at  the  goodnefs  of  God  lo- 
tvardshim.  For  it  being  fuggefted  to  him  from  the 
memory  of  fome  fragments  of  certain  Sermons  which 
be  once  6eard>  that  Uofes  «nd  thefe  under  the  Law  wb$ 
were  bat  Bondmen,  might  bdve  tefpeS  to  Rewards^  b»t 
that  it  ^d  not  become  tbofe  who  bad  the  Spirit  of  \^dop- 
tienytobefo  Mereenat^s  and  he  being  a  little  perplexed 
with  this  trifling  Obje^on  $  It  happened,  that  looking 
down  upon  the  fame  page  of  (lis  Book  again,  his  eye 
fell  diredly  upon  the  fecond  Verfe  of  the  next  Chap- 
ter,  which  trfd  him,  T  hat  jf<r/<w  endnred  the  Crefs  for  the  ' 

^tj  that  watfet  before  him*    The  ft  rft  glance  which  he 
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had  of  this  place,  was  like  a  Beam  of  the  Son  in  his 
eye,  which  immediacely  difpeiled  all  his  darknefs,  and 
made  his  foul  flafli  out  in  foch  expreflions  as  thefe. 
Who  are  thefe  men  ihac  are  wifer  than  Jefas  >  What 
niean  thefe  dreamers  to  fancy  thejmfelves  above  that, 
which  was  not  below  our  Saviour  i  Or  how  came  they 
to  be  fo  proud  as  to  defpife  the  Promifes  of  God,  and 
think  they  (land  in  no  need  at  all  of  them  >  On,  my 
foul,  goon,  and  be  not  ftopt  a  minute  longer  by  this 
fcruple.  Fix  thine  eyes  upon  ^erufalcm^  and  let  chine 
^eart  be  ravi(hed  with  it  *,  for  the  Mediatour  of  the  (e* 
cond  Covenant,  as  well  as  of  the  firft,  had  a  refpeft 
unto  it. 

After  he  had  hie  fo  luckily  oo  thefe  tvtro  paflages 
which  lay  fo  near  together,  a  great  many  more  of  the 
fame  kind  prefented  (hemfelves  inflantly  to  bis  mind: 
notmuch  unlike  the  Beams  of  the  Sun,  which  having 
once  torn  a  cloud  in  fundeti   brake  forth  more  and 
more,  till  the  whole  body  of  that  great  light  appear  to 
us.     And  this  likewife  raifed  his  fpirits  unto  fome  fur* 
ther  degree  of  chearfulnefs,  when  he  thought  bow  our 
Lord  dill  provided  for  his  relief,  and  took  the  pains  to 
pull  the  fmalleft  Thorn  that  troubled  him  oat  of  his 
feet.     And  yet  this  could  not  hinder  but  that  they 
were  too  much  deje^ed  a  little  after  by  a  company  of 
other  petty  thoughts  ^  which,  like  fo  many  impartune 
Flyes^were  alwajes  buzzing  this  new  fancy  in  his  ears; 
Thdt  he  did  net  direlfly  intend  the  glery  dtid  boneur  ef 
efm  in  dO  his  A£Hens.     He  confidered  indeed  with 
imfclf,  that  he  endeavoured  to  do  well,  and  that  he 
loved  to  do  fo,  and  that  he  lookt  upon  it  as  the  ve- 
ry Life  of  God  ^  but  yet  he  thought  he  did  not  fo 
dUnaBj  lefptfl  him  in  every  particular  motion  as  his 
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daty  required.    Now  here  it  fell  out  very  happily, 
and  not  without  a  Divine  Providence,  as  he  tboughr, 
thai  one  night  being  in  a  dream^^  he  imagined  he  faw 
one  coming  to  him^and  whifper  this  fentence  in  his  ear, 
which  of  along  time  he  had  not  read.  They  repented  Ktf. 19.9. 
n$tj  to  give  him  Ghrj.     Whereupon  darting  fuddenly 
ontofhisfleep,  asitfomegood  Genius  had  awakened 
him,  and  given  him  a  new  mind,  he  prefently  began  to 
tell  himfetf^  that  when  he  firft  rtfented^  and  under- 
took  this  New  Life,  hcgdveGhrj  t$  G$d:  and  that  by 
every  ftep  he  took  in  this  courfe  of  Eeftntdnce  (i.  e. 
ameDdiDgofhifflfelf)  he  d\d  dSaaBy  honour  him,  and 
more  materially  than  any  other  way  glorifie  his  name:. 
For  this  is  a  conftant  acknowledgement  of  him,  ami^   - 
ontely  confeffidn  that  we  are  foots,  and  he  is  wife^  that 
car  will  is  nought,  and  his  is  good  3  that  he  is  our 
Lord,  and  we  his  Subjeds  $  and  that  after  all  our  fearch 
we  find  oor  Happinefs  to  lye  in  him  alone,  and  in  fe- 
pantion  from  him ,  the  oeft  Condition  in  the  world 
will  leave  us  miferable.    And  he  had  not  long  pon« 
dered  upon  there  things  with  much  fatisfa^ion,  be- 
foit  chofe  words  of  the  Pfalmtft  came  into  his  mind. 
He  ibdt  efereth  frdife^  gUrifietb  me^   And  te  him  thdt  Pfa.io.ii. 
erderttb  hu  eonverfation  dright^  wtU  I  Jljtw  the  Salvd^ 
tientf  Gpd.     Which  made  him  fall  into  the  praifes  of 
God^and  to  refolve  that  he  would  do  fo  every  day,  and 
early  defign  all  the  imployments  of  it  to  his  (ervice : 
concluding,  that  whilft  he  held  this  courfe,  and  order- 
ed bis  way  cs  aright,  he  exalted  God  in  the  worlds  by 
lifting  up  his  Will  into  a  preheminence  and  command 
over  his  own,  &  fubjc^ing  himfelf  unto  it  both  as  moft    - 
fupreinet  and  alfo  wife  and  good.     And  after  a  great 
many  thoughts  of  this  nature,  at  lafthe  made  a  (hort 
refledion  upon  the  perfon  who  had  made  him  this 
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vlfic  in  the  bight.    And  when  he  remembred  that  be 
fancied  it  wis  bis  Friedd  who  came  to  his  Bed-  fide,  he 
V     bad  a  newpleafare  to  think  of  thebenefics  of  Sleep. 
Thepraifes  of  nhlch  he  cooldnot  opoothis  occa/ion 
forbear,  though  at  certain  times  he  wi(bed  his  thooghts 
might  never  be  intermitted  by  it.     What  Co  heavenly 
power  ((aid  he)  is  this,  for  fo  I  am  ready  to  call  it  ?  how 
mnch  am  I  beholden  to  it  for  its  filenc  refre(haients  f 
That  whid)  ofeth  to  part  the  deareft  friends,  hath 
now  brought  them  together.     That  which  feparatech 
thofe  who  touch  each  other ,  hath  made  tho(e  near 
whoaiefarafaoder.  O  Divine  Oift  I  O  beloved  Reft 
which  God  beftows  upon  us!    How  great  are  tbefe 
charms  which  lock  oar  doors  to  all  tttf  World,  and 
ttow  have  opened  them  to  my  friend  }    How  moch 
better  are  thefe  dreams  then  many  of  xoif  waking 
thooghts  t  How  mnch  rather  had  I  be  io  the  arms  of 
the  brother  of  death,  then  in  the  feeble  injoymeotsof 
many  parts  ofmyliief  lam  content  }aft  now  to  be 
reftored  to  his  embraces,  if  my  Friend  will  bocmeet 
me  there  again  in  this  manner.    Atleaft  1  hq>e  I  may 
conclode  that  when  we  are  Dead  indeed,  he  will  ooc 
fail  to  meet  me  4  wbofe  Image  finds  me  out  whca  I  am 
in  the  Images  of  death.

IK  rod)  thoogbts,  orntber  dretms  as  there  he  fpem 
a  little  portion  of  his  cime  with  great  delight.  And 
DOW  having  vanqoiibed  fo  many  enemies  and  impedi- 
ments in  his  way  of  divers  forts,  he  was  willing  to  be- 
Ikve  that  he  (boold  be  mdefted  nor  mote,  bot  pafs  in 
perfed  peace  to  the  FifiM  pf  Pesee.  A  great  many  dayes 
be  remained  in  tbefe  pleafant  espedations,  and  went  a 
good  way  onwards  to  bis  retting  palace,  witboat  the 
kaft  wearineCs  of  any  part  about  him.  He  feldome 
depaned  from  mediution,  bnt  cither  with  his  mind 
afammated  with  new  light  from  Heaven,  or  his  wilt 
inflamed  with  a  new  ardor»  or  his  whole  heart  fieeped 
in  new  fweetnefs.  And  thongh  fandry  new  enemies 
alio  attempted  him,  yet  fnch  a  profound  peace  feemed 
to  havci taken  poflcffion  of  bis  heart,  that  they  could 
not  move  the  leaft  diftorbance  there.  The  joyes  that 
be  felt  made  him  defpife  all  baits  of  pleafare  which  lay 
in  bis  way.  The  Conqoetts  which  he  had  got,  made 
him  tUnkbimfelf  above  thefcom  and  laughter  of  the 
World.  And  though  he  was  fometimes  bitterly  re- 
proadied,  yet  he  comforted  himfelf  with  this,  that  they 
did  but  prepare  him  matter  for  new  triumphs.  Bnt 
be  could  never  be  drawn  to  any  other  contefts  where- 
in the  Geneiality  of  men  were  then  very  zealoofly  In- 
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gaged:   nor  did  he  a0e6l  any  Vidlories  among  the 
difputcrsof  the  World,   He  lived  in  love  and  pcace- 
ablencfs  with  all  his  fellow- travellers.     He  thought 
himfclf  fo  rich  alfo  in  thcfe  graces,  that  it  was  no  trou- 
ble to  him  to  be  poor.    And  he  had  fuch  a  fenfe  from 
whence  he  received  them,  that  they  were  no  tempta- 
tion neither  to  be  proud.  But  yet  for  all  this  It  chanced 
that  fome  exercifes  of  Devotion  to  which  he  had  bound 
himfclf  being  one  day  omitted,  either  through  indif- 
pofition^  or  by  reafonof  fome  lawful,  if  not  neceflary 
cccafions  which  divened  him  5  he  was  cad  into  fuch 
apenfivenefs  of  mind,  as  proved  at  laft  a  great  afflidi* 
on  to  him.  Jfor  he  indulged  to  himlelf  thofe  thoughts, 
becaufe  they  pleafed  him  at  dtft  ^  but  by  too  frequent 
reactions  they  grew  to  a  melancholy  mood,  and  from 
thence  proceeded  to  a  dull  and  liftlefs  temper  of  Spirit. 
In  this  condition  you  mufl  needs  think  his  joyes  were 
again  abated,  which  added  very  much  to  the  trouble 
ot  his  mind :  and  indeed  they  fell  in  time  to  folow  an 
ebb,  that  be  feared  they  would  never  rife  again,  but 
leave  him  at  lafl  quite  dry,  and  without  one  drop  of 
comfort.    And  fo  truly  in  the  iflue  of  things  it  proved : 
for  as  they  forfook  him,  fo  he  was  tempted  again  to  for- 
fake  his  way,  which  was  now  become  but  irkfome  10 
him  without  thofe  refreftiments.     The  pleafure  and 
relliOi  that  he  was  wont  to  feel  in  holy  duties  was 
quite  gone.      In  (lead  of  dearnefs  there  fucceeded 
darknefs  •,  drynefs  of  fpirit  took  the  place  of  affe^on  ^ 
and  in  the  room  of  joy  and  giadnefs  we  was  loaded 
with  nothing  but  groans  and  heavinefs.   He  often  pro- 
fededthathe  could  feel  nothing  at  all^  but  remained 
as  a  man  that  had  loft  the  ufe  oi  his  foul.     And  there- 
fore, though  he  continued  for  a  while  to  pray  and  per* 
form  his  duty  in  other  things  as  well  as  be  cpuld^  yet 
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immoveable  for  fome  fpace,  as  if  he  had  been  dead. 
And  a  blefTed  bccafion  this  was;  though  all. his  ad 
quaintance  that  were  come  to  comfort  him,  imagined 
be  woald  then  have  expired.  For  he  thoaght  he  (av7 
a  man  coming  to  him  with  a  very  fmiliog  afpeA  (as 
thoagh  he  knew  him)  who  bade  him  get  op,  and  go  as 
faftas  he  could  to  a  certain  Oratory  that  was  not  fat 
off,  and  in  his  way  %  where  he  (hoold  meet  with  fome 
'  relief. 

When  he  was  come  to  himfelf,  he  thoaght  this  Vt- 
fion  (or  what  elfe  yon  pleafe  to  call  it)  was  in  ftead  of 
an  Oracle,  and  bad  difcovered  to  him  one  of  the  great- 
eft  canfes  that  he  continued  fo  long  ill  of  thbfe  grie- 
vous diftempers.  And  that  was )  Th*twhUebeiMBed 
Md tormented bimftlf  with  tbtrtmewArMct  ^  wbdtwst 
f4{fcds  htntgUlitdu  iuiflm  the  btlf  ofCtdwitb  facb 
e$nfM$  ffdyers  m  wm  meet,  fv  the  redftfttf  bii  frefent 
evils,  and  freventiin  tf  the  like  in  time  t«  cme.  This 
began  to  make  a  vdiement  commotion  in  his  mind; 
for  he  faw  there  was  nothing  truer,  then  that  We  sre 
4ftt*frM  leafi,  when  m  htrvegrestefi  needefit^  and»e 
went  toffendtbdt  time  in  Inking  nf0m  enr  feres,  wkeb 
fhenld  be  mfhjedin  letking  nf  te  Heaven,  for  its  Balm  te 
drefintttbtm.  And  truly  fo  lively  were  the  colours 
wherein  this  was  fet  before  his  eyes,  that  he  was  ready 
to  burft  into  tears,  and  pour  out  bis  Soul  there j  before 
he  ftirr'd  from  the  bed  whereon  he  lay.  But  remem- 
bring  prcfently  the  voice  (to  which  he  thought  him- 
felf fo  much  beholden)  had  bid  him  make  what  fpeed 
he  could  to  a  particular  place,  where  he  might  addrefs 
his  prayers  to  his  Saviour  ^  be  arofe  anddreffed  him. 
felf  without  any  further  delay.  And  though  he  knew 
that' our  Lord  hears  the  fuits  of  his  humble  Clients 
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every  where,  yet  he  would  not  be  difobedicnt  to  the 
direaions  he  had  received  5  but  made  hafte  to  go  and 
fee  what  good  might  wait  for  hita  in  that  Oratorv  or 
Chappel  which  had  been  built  in  the  rode  by  lome 
charitable  perfon,  for  the  ufe  of  devout  paflengers  to 
Jerufakm. 

And  no  (boner  had  he  entred  within  the  doors  but 
he  fell  upon  his  knees  5  and  there  fent  out  his  Soul  in 
liich  (Irongahd  paflionate  defires,  as  left  all  words  be* 
hindj  which  were  notable  to  accompany  them.  If  the 
throng  of  his  thoughts  ("which  upon  this  occafion  were 
aflembled  )  had  not  been  fb  great,  you  might  have  re- 
ceived a  better  account  of  them.     But  truly  foch  was     ' 
the  violence  wherewith  they  prefled  forth  and  fo  great    • 
were  their  numbers,   that  he  found  it  very  difficult 
either  then  to  range  them  in  any  order,  or  afterward  to    ^ 
recall  them  diftindlly  to  his  mind.     Yet  fome  of  them   . 
carried  this  fenfe,  as  I  have  been  certainly  informed  by 
him  from  whom  he  hides  none  of  the^  (ecrets  of  his 
Soul. 

0  thou  Almightj  Goodnefs^the  Father  of  the  Fatherlefs^ 
the  Patron  of  ihe  Poor^  the  ProteOor  of  Strangers  :y  caji 
thygraciojfs  eyes  upon  a  mijerable  Pilgrim^  who  all  torn 
and  ragged  implores  thy  mercy.  When  I  look,  on  nty  felf 
I  dare  fcarce  befo  bold  as  to  lift  up  mine  eyes  unto  thee^ 
when  I  thinks  in  what  condition  I  am  and  tphat  I  have 
done^  it  Jo  confounds  me 'j  that  I  can  hardly  thinl^of  any 
thing  elfe.  It  is  the  greatnej^of  my  mifery  alone  that  con^ 
jirains  me  to  thu  prtfumption  cf  projiratJng  my  felf  at 
thy  feet.  The  weight  of  which  opprej/es  me  fo  much^  that 
it  bath  left  me  little  more  power  ^  then  to  expofe  my  felf 
before  thee^  as  an  objeS  of  thy  wondrous  Charity.  Owhat 
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a  Wildernefs  am  I  fain  into  vpherc  I  can  find  no  water ! 
JVhat  Defarts  are  thefe^  in  which  all  comfort  forfakei  my 
Sokl\  Intovchatflrange  regions  ami  wandred^  where 
there  if  nothing  but  darkpejs^andthe  vallies  rf  the  fiyk- 
dow  of  death  I  0  the  terrors  that  fnrround  me  I  how 
dreadful  are  they  ?  O  the  affliSion  and  torment  whiA 
lindurel  what  tongue  can  exprefs  it  ^  my  Soul  isparcbt 
and  dryed  up.  Jlfy  Jpirits  are  confumedby  the  beat  of  thy 
diCpleafure.     May  I  not  now  be^g  one  drop  of  comfort  from 

thee .«? 0  mj  Cod^  my  foul  thirjieih  for  thee^  my  fUfb 

longeth  for  thee  in  a  dry  and  barren  land.     I  remember 
thy  loving  ^indnejs  in  former  times  :    IcaU  to  mind  the 
dayes  of  old :  And  I  cannot  but  wifi)  at  leaji  ,    to  fee  thj 
power  and  thy  glory fo  as  ihavefeen  thee  in  the  SanQi^y. 
There  is  none  in  Heaven  that  idejire  but  thee^  nor  on  earth 
befidesthee.     My  Soul folkweth  hard  after  thee  :  0  when 
wilt  thou  come  unto  me  ^  0  hide  not  th^  face  from  thyfer- 
vant^  for  lam  in  trouble  :  bear  me  fpeedily.     I  am  poor 
and  needy  ^  make  hafieunto  meO  God  :  thou  art  my  helper 
and  deliverer  Zy  0  Lor d^mak^  no  tarrying.     I  am  came  a 
great  way  from  all  my  friends  and^kindred^  and  there  is 
none  to  pit  ty  me.     OmyGod^  he  not^hou  far  from  me: 
draw  nigh  unto  my  foul  and  redeem  it.     I  am  poor  and 
forrowful :  let  thy  Salvation  fit  me  up  on  )9igh.    For  thou 
who  fiarchefi  the  hearts  kpowefi^  that  I  am  travelling  no- 
whither  hut  to  thee.  All  the  world  have  I  left  ^  that  I  may 
find  my  happinefs  only  in  thee.     And  at  tny  heavenly  mo- 
tion it  was^  that  I  undertook^  this  long  Journey.     I  am  he- 
come  a  Pilgrim  meerly  in  obedience  to  thfWill.     Tea  thus 
far  I  acknowledge  thou  h^  mofi  gracioufiy  condu3ed  me. 
Hitherto  ihave  been  highly  favoured  and  wondeffully 
helped  by  thee.     And  wilt  thou,  now  at  lafi  abandon  me^ 
^ha  have  abandon  d  aff  things  elfe  for  the  fak§  of  thee  $ 
'^i  thou  called  me  from  mine  own  Country  and  Fathers 
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Jfouje^that  Imayperiflj  by  famine  here  :y  andonlyfor  roant 
of  thee  /  0  my  Lord^  give  deleave  to  plead fot  a  Soul  which 
once  I  thought  was  dear  unto  thee,  t^itty^  O  pifiy  an 
Heart\  which  thou  haji  made  too  great  for  all  the  IVorld^ 
md  cannot  befatisfied  with  lefs  than  thee.  Canji  thou  fee 
it  dye  for  lacl{^  of  one  fmilefrom^thee  ^  yea^  canji  tboH  let 
it  dye  of  love  to  thee  /  for  that  hath  brought  me  thmfar 
tojeek^  thee.  And  wilt  thoufnffer  it  to  dye  at  thy  feet  / 
Canfi  thou  endure  to  behold  it  perifj  in  thy  arms^  into 
which  it  now  throws  itfelfwith  all  the  force  it  hath^  Shall 
it  mifcarryfull  of  prayers  and  longings  after  thee  f  Shall  it 
expire  in  cryes  and  tears  which  it  pours  out  for  thy  mercy  ? 

0  where  are  thy  Bowels  ?  what  are  become  of  thine  antient 
loving'kindnejjes  ^  Are  they  all  forfeited  by  one  offence 
againji  theei-  Omy  God  I  cannot  think^fo  hardly  of  thee. 

1  begin  to  live  me  thinkj^  becaufe  thou  permit teji  thefi 
addreffes  to  theejt  injpires  me  withjome  hopes  to  find  thefe 
holy  breathings  in  me.  It  rejoyces  me  much  that  I  feel  thee  • 
drawing  my  very  heart  after  thee  OPak?  it^  Ibefiech  th'ec^ 
takf  it  quite  away  from  me  unta  thy  fi  If  Shape  it  after  thine 
own  heart  j  and  mak^  it  fuch  as  thou  canji  imbrace.  Create 
in  me  a  clean  heart  0  God^  and  renew  in  me  a  right  Jpirit. 
Cafi  me  not  awa)from  thy  prefence^  and  take  not  thy  holy 
Spirit  from  me.  Refloreunto  me  the  Joy  of  thy  Salvation  3 
and  uphold  me  with  thy  free  Spirit. 

He  was  proceeding  in  the  words  of  that  Penitential 
Pfalnij  being  once  got  into  it  5  but  that  a  flood  of  tears 
flopt  tfie  pauage  of  his  words ,  and  fighs  and  gtoans 
fiipplyed  rheir  place.  In  which  having  ventc'd  him- 
feifa  Vvhile  5  it  fell  out  that  the  tyde  of  his  paflion  be- 
ing a  little  fain  apdhis  fighsgrowingibmethingfilent, 
he  fhould  hear  the  voice  of  another  perfon  that  was 
drowned  before  in  his  loudet  cryes ;  which  invited 
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him-firft  to  Itften  and  then  to  caft  his  eyes;  as  wet  as 
they  were^  that  way  from  whence  it  came  to  his  ears. 
Andfo  turning  his  head  a  little  alide^  who  (hould  he 
e(py  in  this  Oratory  but  the  Good  man  from  whom  Jje 
had  taken  his  (irft  Diredions  5  who  being  him&lf  al(b 
a  Traveller  to  ^crkjalem  called  in  at  this  place  tore- 
frefh  himfelf^and  totakefuch  a  repaO:  as  the  bounty  of 
Heaven  was  wont  here  to  provide.     He  fcarce  knew 
at  the  firft  whether  he  might  believe  his  eyes  or  no  5 
and  when  he  had  latisfied  himfelf  that  it  was  n6  dream^ 
he  was  ftill  in  Ibme  doubt  whether  he  (hould  rife  from 
his  knees,  and  go  to  (alute  him.     Two  pailions  he  felt 
ftruglingin  him  at  the  (ame  point  of  time  5   the  one 
transported  him  to  the  Father,  with  whom  he  already 
fancied  himfelfj  and  the  other  held  him  where  he  was 
that  he  might  make  an  end  of  his  prayers  to  God.  But 
finding  at  lad  that  his  (pirits  began  to  fail  him,  and  that 
heknewnot  well  what  to  add  atpre(ent  to  his  former 
Devotions  v  vvithall  hoping  that  God  had  fent  his  Di- 
redtor  at  this  happy  moment ,  to  teach  him  to  pray 
better  ^  he  went  without  any  further  deliberation,  and 
threw  himlelf  into  the  arms  of  the  Father,  as  ibon  as  he 
la  w  that  he  was  at  leifure  to  receive  him. 

The  good  old  man  was  as  much  furprized  with  the 
ftrangeneis  of  this  accident  as  the  PJlgrim  could  be. 
But  when  all  other  paffions  had  (pent  themfelves 
which  u(e  to  be  moved  on  (iich  unexpeded  occa(ions9 
(hey  left  joy  in  the  (ble  pofle(Gon  of  his  heart,  which 
could  not  but  (lay  there  a  great  while,  having  fo  many 
cau(es  to  excite  it.  It  was  no  fmall  plea(ure  to  (ee  his 
(on  (as he  could  not  but  efteem  hinf  J  after  (b  long  ab- 
(ence.  Friends  never  part  with  (b  much  (adneis,  bur 
they  meet  again  with  as  great  a  Joy.  But  then  to  meet 
V  him 
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him  when  he  thought  not  of  it,  and  to  meet  him  in  (b 
good  a  place  3  and  to  find  him  (b  far  advanced  in  his 
way  lojerufalem^  and  alfo  to  hear  him  fo  fervently 
cjcfire  to  be  carried  further ;  thefc  things  made  his  Joy 
exceed  and  boil  up  to  a  greater  height.  I  will  not  re- 
cite what  he^id  unto  him;  and  indeed  it  was  not^ 
much  5  becaufe  the  young  Pilgrim,  though  wonderful 
ly  enlivened  by  the  fight  of  the  Father,  yet  could  not 
fj  di(gui(e  his  (bul^  but  chat  it  left  fome  deadnefs  in  his 
countenance.  The  Joyes  and  pleafing  Kaptures  into 
which  he  was  caft  at  this  interview  were  not  fo  bright, 
but  that  there  remained  fome  clouds  upon  his  face 
which  could  not  be  difpelled  by  them.  This  made  the 
Good  man  very  abruptly^  to  break  off  his  foeech  *as 
loon  as  he  had  entred  into  it  5  and  it  abated  alio  a  little  « 
of  his  fatisfadlion)  when  he  (aw  by  the  palenefs  of  bis 
cheeks^  and  the  dulnels  of  hiseyes^  that  all  was  not 
well  with  him. 

Yet  there  was  no  need  to  ask  what  he  ailed,  for  he 
had  nofooner  told  the  Father  what  Joy  he  conceived 
in  his  prefence,  but  he  was  ready  to  unbofome  the  grief 
of  his  heart  to  him  3  thinking  to  find  (bme  eafe,  both 
by  difcharging  his  foul  into  that  bread,  and  by  recei- 
ving it  back  again  better  informed  in  all  its  concern- 
roents.  Many  things  he  related  to  him  5  but  above 
the  refl,  I  remember  he  infixed  upon  his  prefent  dul- 
ne(s,andthelofs  of  thofe  Joyes  that  were  wont  to  at- 
tend him  5  which  he  had  no  means  left  to  recover,  un- 
lefi  he  was  now  (ent  by  God  to  reftore  them.  And  all 
the  time  of  his  fpeech  on  this  argument  he  lookt  fo 
forrowfuUy,  that  itwoilldhave  moved'an  heart  mofl: 
void  of  companion  to  bdi  old  him.  His  words  like* 
wife  were  all  uttered  with  mournfuU  accents,  and  not 
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without  the  addition  of  feme  tears^  thQUgh  he  endea- 
voured as  much  as  he  could  toreftrain  them,  left  they 
(hould  hinder  all  his  mind  from  coming  forth.  Which 
when  he  had  fighed  out  with  a  great  deal  of  paffion^ 
Jt  was  not poffible  fotoreprefi  them, but  that allcon- 
'  Juded  in  a  plentiful  ihowrc. 

At  the  end  of  which  he  being  very  filent,  the  Fa- 
ther thus  addreiled  his  fpeechto  him.     And  is  this  all 
you  have  to  fay  againft  your  felf  ?  Then  you  may 
wipe  your  eyes,  and  look  more  chearfully,  for  you  are 
notfb  ill  as  I  fee  you  imagine.     You  are  more  afraid 
than  hurt  5  and  unlefi  you  will  be  your  own  tormen- 
tor, there  is  nothing  appears  that  can  difturb  your  re- 
pofe.     Did  you  not  write  me  word  that  you  received 
much  (atisfaftion  in  this  very  cafe,  by  a  Letter  that  I 
happily  fentunto  you?    Did  not  my  Inftruftions  be- 
fore your  fetting  our,  bid  you  exped  fome  cloudy  wea- 
ther in  your  Travels?   I  thought  you  would  have  un- 
derftood  by  thofe  difcovirfes,  that  we  muft  not  expeft 
alwayes  the  lame  joys  and  conlblations  in  fuch  a  varie- 
ty of  tempers  as  we  now  fofler;  nor. the  (ame  vigour 
and  aftivity  of  fpirit  while  we  are  (o  faft  chained  to 
this  Beih,  as  our  prefent  ftate  will  have  us.     Did  I  not 
bid  you  alfo  fay  perpetually  ,    /  am  nought ,  /  have 
-ffOHght^&c.  and  did  you  not  fiqd  thisa.moft  effedual 
fpell  to  drive  av/ay  all  thefe  black  and  diimal.  thoughts  ? 
Why  then  did  you  think  your  felf  worthy  at  all  times 
to  enjoy  thefe  pleafures?  Why  didyounotabafeyour 
'  felf  at  the  feet  of  your  Saviour,  and  confers  to  him  that 
thefe  are  too  great  favours  to  be  indulged  conftamly 
to  us,. on  thi's  fide  pf  our  rcfting  place?    If  there  be 
any  way  to  have  them,  it  is  this^  not  to  cxpedthera, 
and  acknowledge  that  we  do  not  defervcthem.  Nay, 
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treateJ  ever  Tiirc  I  -trr  7  ?i3 .  rrrrrc\n^  ro  yo^r  ovii 
deiires.  M'g^t  i:  rot  huve  lirirfied  ^oijr  mbd  to 
find  your  felt  in  the  crrefi  wir  to  i-iriinz  sDd  ni-rer- 
fading  Joyes  ?  Ccu^d  toli  rcc  hrre  tbojirrr  it  H?rr»2- 
nefs enough  to ]cck Lt  perf:.it  perre ld::  r^pii  2t  1;: Tr 
in  JtT//  jr/jf;»  .^  Nay.

7^- 
tients  fometimes  afcifted  with  the  lame  dHcaie  which 
I  had  curedj  and  perfecuted  with  the  feme  totiples 
which  they  ihemfelves  hadfatished.  Fardfe  you  tlur 
travelled  thorow  a  fandy  and  barren  detart  oo*^  be- 
fore, would  not  have  been  fo  dejected  ar  the  fight  of  a 
new  one  ,  and  when  you  could  rind  no  water  in  it,  ynu 
would  have  refrefhed  your  ihoughrs  as  you  Wwro 
wont  to  do  with  the  remembrance  ofJerHUkm, 

But  that  T  may  never  find  you  caft  upon  ycnit  ^ 
a  relapfe  into  this  ficknefi  anymore,  ler  me  gift 
Jargeraccount  of  thcfe  Joyes,  the  wane  of  w||ic

beenfo  grievous  to  you.  I  remember  once  that  I  met 
with  a  roan  that  thought  be  waptcd  not  above  two  or 
three  ftcps  of  the  Gate  oi^erufalevt(thD\i^  afterward 
I  much  queftioned  whether  he  knew  any  thing  of  the 
place  )  yea  that  imagined  himfelf  now  and  then  to  be 
caught  upintoParadife.    He  was  Angelical  in  hisdif* 

•courfe,  and  mofe  than  Angelical  in  his  own  conceit  $ 
for  he  fpoke  of  nothing  but  Extafies  and  Raptures^and 
(uchlike  thinj2;s,  that  are  by  Ibme  men  much  exalted 
above  the  tritkb  ^as  they  efteem  them  )  of  Obedience. 
I  indeavoured  to  learn  of  him  what  might  be  the 
ground  of  fuch  an  high  confidence  of  his  nearneG  to 
God,  and  all  that  he  was  able  to  tell  me  amounted  to  no 
more  but  this,  that  he  was  fo  full  of  Joy,  that  his  Ibul 
was  ready  to  burft  its  prifon ,  and  efcape  to  Heaven. 
Now,  though  you  are  not  of  this  Enthufiaftical  temper, 
yet  perhaps  you  think  there  are  no  finer  or  more  de- 
ixxj^lc  things  than  thefcjoyes  for  Heaven  to  beftow 
upon  you  ^  judging  of  their  worth,  and  the  divinenefs 
of  them  by  the  delight  wjierewith  they  entertain  you. 
But  I  mult  teach  you  another  Leflbri,  and  infirruft  you 
tofet  a  price  upon  them  Ijy  another  meafure,  ^andthat 
is,  "1  he  good  thcywakf  yondo.  If  thefe  Joyes  do  not 
fpur  you  toObcdicncu^  and  make  ybu  fruitful  iti  eve- 
ry good  work,  they  are  not  of  fuch  vialue  as  you  ima- 
gine; and  if  in  the  abfcnceof  them  you  mind  your  du- 

.  ty,  and  do  the  Will  of  God,  it  is  as  well,  if  riot  better ; 
bccaulc  you  do  the  fame  that  you  did  before,  only  jou 
have  lc(s  incouragcment to  doit. 

Nay,  more  than  this,  I  mufl:  kt  you  know  that  thefe 
are  things  which  God  beRows  upon  the  mod  imper- 
fcA  (uuls,  who  are  as  not  yet  able  to  go,  but  only  to 
ciccp  in  the  way  to  Heaven.    They  arc  the  fweet  Milk 

which 
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tvhich  heiends  us  but  of  his  breads  when  we  are  as 
yet  but  Babes ,  and  in  the  infancy  of  Religion.  He 
conlults  our  weakne^  in  theie  gifts  :  .and  confiders 
that  as  a  child,  while  it  wants  teeth  and  ftrength  to 
feed  it  felf,  rauft  be  nouriftied  with  Milk  h  ^  the  Soul, 
till  itbeabletounderOandtheGolpel ,  and  feed  upon 
the  (olid  Truths  thereof,  muft  be  entertained  a  while 
with  this  thinner  dyet,  which  is  tnofl:  agreeable  to  its 
afiedionate  part.  And  withall  he  provides  hereby 
that  the  heart  whkrb  hath  left  the  pleaiures  of  the 
world^maynotbediicouraged  atthefirft  entrance  in-  • 
to  his  wayes  for  want  of  feme  other  pleasures :  which 
itxannot  well  be  without,  becauie  it  bath  been  lb  long 
uied  to  them  5  and  which  it  cannot  yet  find  in  Reli- 
gion it  ftlf,  becauie  that  is  a  thing  of  which  it  hath  but 
a  very  childifii  underdanding. 

And  can  you  think  now  that  God  is  not  good  to  (uch 
a  peribn  as  you,  who  have  been  (b  long  a  (ervant  to 
him?  You  fee  he  is  (b  far  from  letting  grown  (buls  be 
without  comfort,  that  it  is  a  thing  he  doth  not  deny  to 
the  moflr  puling  creatures,  and  thofe  who  are  but  No- 
vices in  the  Spiritual  life.  Or,  Do  you  think  that  he 
loves  thofe  beft:  to  whom  he  grants  this  kind  of  Con« 
ibiaticm.?  I  might  as  well  imagine  that  the  Gaolner 
whichlpafled  by  the  other  day  in  my  Travels,  loved 
the  young  Plants  befk  whkh  brought  htm  no  profit, 
becauie  1  obferved  him  to  wafer  and  fence,  and  under- 
prop thoie  tender  things  5  whtlflr  he  exerciied  no  fucfr 
care  about  the  well-grown  Trees  which  ufed  to  load 
themielves  and  him  every  year  with  their  ftuit.  Alas ! 
itis  their  weakneis  that  requires  this  attendance  upon 
iheoi,.  and  God  powres  thefe  things  upon  itnpcrfeft 
ibuls,  whenothers  haire  none  of  them,  not  becauie  he 
loves  them  more,  but  becaufe  they  have  more  need.  So 
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you  remember  your  Mother  tifcd  to  deal  with  your 
little  Infant  Sifter,  to  fwaddk  her,  and  dandle  her, 
and  ki(s  her,  and  iing  to  her ,  and  find  out  a  thouland 
little  tojres  to  plea&  her  5  when  you  were  left  to  drcfi 
yourfelf^  and  ftudy  better,  (atisfa^ions,  .which  yielded 
you  the  more  plealure,  becaule  you  contributed  (bme* 
thing  by  your  own  labour  to  the  fioding  of  them.  For 
theJLoveof  God  let  us  not  accufe  him  in  this  £a(hion 
of  unkindne^,  nor  fancy  that  he  fi  owns  and  icouls  up- 
on us,  becaufe  we  have  not  tho(e  fmiles  with  whicfi 
in  our  feeble  age  he  was  wont  to  look  upon  us  and 
cherifti  us.  You  are  paft  theie  things^  and  want  nothing 
but  this  underftanding,  to  make  you  a  grown  man  in 
Chrift  Jefus* 

But  confider,  I  beieech  you,  do  you  not  feel  hioi  do 
far  better  things  for  you,  than  all  ihe  Joyes  that  eypr 
you  had  amount  unto  ?  He  feeds  you,  perhaps,  with 
harder  meat  than  Milk,  but  it  gives  you  more  ncuri(b- 
ment,  and  greater  ftrength  ;  with  more  fpirit  and  vi- 
vacity alfb,  if  heartily  imbraced.  Do  you  not  under* 
Aand  more  by  a  thou(and  parts  than  formerly  you 
did  ?  Are  you  not  able  with  greater  conftancy  to  beat 
offall  Temptations  of  the  fleih  and  the  world  >  Have 
you  not  your  paffions  in  a  better  command?  And  are 
not  your  Faith  and  Hope,  more  rational  things,  (b  that 
you  are  able  to  render  to  asy  body  an  intelligent  ac- 
count of  them  ?  Be  contented  then  5  for  what  grea- 
ter thing  can  God  do  for  you ,  than  to  make  you  vnfe 
and  holy  as  be  himfelf  is  >  No  man  would  have  reaiba 
to  thanlc  God  more  than  you,  if  you  would  but  under- 
ftand  this  among  the  reft  of  the  Truths  which  <  blef- 
led  be  his  Name  )  you  are  well  acquainted  withal!  3 
That  it  is  no  (igp  God  doth  not  love  you,  when  you  are 
not  trani^orted  with  ienfible  Joyes  $   and  that  your 
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paffions,  which  are  other  wife  quiet,  ought  not  to  be 
difturbed  for  want.of  them.  There  is  no  caufe,  laA 
furc  you,  that  they  (hould  5  for  it  will  not  be  demand- 
ed at  thelaft  day ,  What  comforts  you  have  enjoyed; 
but  rather  vthatdifcomforts  you  have  fuffered  without 
failing  in  your  duty  or  flacking  your*  Obedience. 

You  have  heard,  I  believe,  very  often  the  Story  of 
the  Prodigal  Son,  who  having  wafted  all  hisPatrimo- 
ay  m  riotous  courfes  5  yet  returning  to  his  Father,  was 
received  with  fuch  joy,  as  was  to  the  admiration  of 
tbofe  who  knew  not  the  reafon  of  it. .  He  caufedhim 
to  be  do^thcd  with  the  beft  Sute  of  Apparel  that  was 
in  his  Wardrobe  %  he  made  him  9  prefent  of  a  Ring,  to 
afliire  him  of  his  affeftionj  there  was  a  great  Feaft 
prepared  5  there  was  nothing  but  mufick,  and  finging, 
and  dancing  to  be  heard  5  and  we  may  vcjry  well  thmk 
that  He  alfo  gave  him  many  imbraces  now  that  (he  was 
at  home,  who  had  met  him  with  fo  much  paffion  when 
he  was  yet  afar  off.    And  yet  at  the  fame  time  he  had 
another  Son  that  was  both  elder  and  more  dutiful ;  one 
that  had  never  for&kenhim,  that  had  ferved  him  ma- 
ny years ,  that  had  never  offended  him  in  word  or 
deed,  for  whom  there  was  no  (uch  cbear  provided. 
But,  Would  you  have  joyned  with  this  elder  Brother 
in  bis  poroplaints  C  if  you  had  been  prefent  at  fiich  ' 
a  meeting  )   becaufe  he  was  not  treated  after  this     ' 
fafliion  ?   Would  you  have  judged  it  very  unrcafon- 
able  that  a  perfon  of  greater  delert  (hould  have  no 
fuch  Banquet  made  to  entertain  him  ?  Or,  would  you 
have  concluded  that  the  Father  had  more  love  for  this 
diflblute  youth,  than  fprfoftaid  and  (bber  a  man.  as 
he  that  alwaycs  obeyed  him  >    It  is  poffible  you  might 
have  run  into  this  miftake,  till  you  had  hearxi  the  Fa- 
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therfiy,  Mj  Son^  thou  art  alwayes  wthme^  and  alitbat 
I  have  is  thine  t^  and  then  you  would  not  have  had  a 
word  to  reply,  unlcfi  K  had  been  a.great  many  thanks 
for  the  high  efteem  that  he  had  of  him.     You  may  ea- 
flly  apply  all  this  to  your  felf^  and  confidering  that  you 
are  now  grown  up  in  the  Love  of  God,  and  inricned 
with  the  knowledge  of  Chrift,  and  poflefled  of  (b  ma- 
ny heavenly  vertues^  notexpeft  to  becarefledinthe 
iamemanner  as  the  younger  children  are,   nor  repine 
for  the  want  of  that  comfort,  of  which  you  are  able  by 
the  Grace  of  Cod  to  provide  your  felf  other  wayes. 
Your  eyes  are  enlightened  to  know  what  is  the  hope 
of  Chriftianity  5  and  what  the  riches  of  the  Glory  of 
that  Inheritance  is  to  which  you  are  caHed.    You(ee 
the  title  alfo  that  you  have  to  thofe  great  treafures. 
You  know  what  that  mighty  Power  is  which  wrought 
in  Chrift  when  God  raifedhim  from  the  dead,  where- 
by  you  are  afliired  of  the  truth  of  all  the  Promifes,and 
have  a  good  foundation  of  your  hope.     You  have  re- 
ceived the  Witnefi  of  the  Spirit  which  was  pbwred 
upon  the  Apoftles  and  Prophets,  and  is  the  earned  of 
the  Inheritance.     You  have  had  the  grace  alfo  to  be 
obedient  ro  God,  which  qualifies  you  for  thofe  divine 
enjoyments.     And  therefore  what  caufe  is  there  for 
your  difcontents  who  are  fo  fairly  endowed  ?  All  things 
are  yours:  there  is  nothing  that  is  good'foryou,  but  it 
is,  at  your  command  ("if  I  may  fpeak  after  our  manner) 
even  thofe  fenfible  comforts  too ,  if  by  reafon  of  any 
great  diflreis  you  (kouldftand  again  in  need  of  them. 
But  lince  they  are  mofl:  proper  to  Beginners  ;  and  the 
entertainment  of  thofe  who  enter  upon  the  Spiritual 
Race;   do  notmurmure  that  you  aire  without  them, 
fince  it  is  an  argument  of  your  proficiency  in  the 
Knowledge  and  Grace  of  our  Lord ,   and  you  have 
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greater  benefits  granted  you,  which  if  they  be  regard- 
ed, will  yield  far  more  (olid  contentment. 

And  that  you  may  fee  v/hat  fatisfadion  lyes  alrea- 
dy in  your  own  breaft,  I  befeech  you  confider  what 
greater  pleafure  can  you  be  capable  of,  than  to  find 
your  wilirubmittedtoGod,  to  overcome  enemies,  to 
wadethorow  dilcouragements  ^   unleG  it  be  this^  to 
know  that  God  is  well  plealed  with  you  >  And  that 
IS  a  thing  which  he  will  fbon  (atisfie  you  in,  if  you  can 
but  (atisfie  your  (elf  in  the  former  :  for  the  Lord  loveth 
the  righteous^  and  be  taketh  fkaf$tre  in  them  that  fear 
,  i&m,  in  them  that  hope  in  his  mercy.     Nay,  I  cannot 
but  per(wademy  (elf  that  you  believe,    God  is  more 
plealed  to  fee  us  obey  him  in  the  wcakeft  manner,  than 
meerly  to  fee  us  full  of  con(blations,  which  the  moH: 
(enfual  men  in  the  world  would  be  very  glad  to  enjoy. 
^Andasforme,  ItakeitaK9to  be  more  acceptable  to 
him,  if  againfl  the  defires  of  (enfuality  and  (elf-will,and 
yet  without  thefe  Joyes,   we  do  what  he  commands  5 
than  if  we  did  the  (ame  without  any  oppofition,  and 
when  we  have  the  Wind  andTyde  of  thc(e  pleafures 
to  help  us  forward.     Tell  me  therefore  why  we  our 
felves  (hould  not  be  fat  leaft^s  well  pleafed  with  what 
we  do  in  arilateof(adnefianddulne(s  offoal,nnce  we 
areiiire  (iich  works  are  not  infedted  with  anyfelf-in- 
terels,  but  performed  out  of  clear  and  pure  obedience 
to  God.     It  is  pitty  that  pious  and  fincere-hearted  men 
(faould  be  tormented  in  this  (brt  that  you  now  are :  And 
therefore  as  I  prayed  you  before  for  the  Love  of  God, 
is}  I  intreatyou  now  for  the  love  of  your  felf,  that  at 
leaft  you  would  red:  contented  (if  you  cannot  be  well 
pleafed)  withany  (late  whereinto  you  (hall  fall,a8  long 
as  therein  you  may  do  well,and  catmot  be  hindred  from 
obeybg  God  a:s  far  as  he  requires.  A^ 
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And  bcfides  this  5  Ought  it  not  to  picafe  us  that 
Cod  will  take  any  couffe  to  cure  us  of  our  difeales? 
•That  which  you  think  is  aficknels^may  bebut  ameans 
to  prevent  feme  worfe  diftemper,  which  he  difcerns, 
though  you  cannot,  to  be  a  growing.  He  fees  that, 
one  man  will  grow  vain,  and  boaft  himfelf of  thefe 
Joyes,  not  having  an  heart  able  to  bear  the  weight  of 
Divine  Favour$.  .  Another  he  fees  will  proceed  to 
over-much  confidence  of  his  good  eftate  by  reaibn  of 
thef^  confolations,  and  lay  a  greater  weight  upon  them 
than  they  can  bcar^  And  as  for  a  third,  he  (ees  per- 
haps fbme  little  Pride  peeping  up  in  his  ^ul,  an^  that 
he  is  ready  from  hence  to  let  an  higher  efteem  upon 
himfelf  than  other  folks.  Nay,  there  may  be  great 
danger  left  many  (buls  (hould  totally  putrifie  if  they 
werealwayes  fed  with  thcfefweets,  and  therefore  he 
thinks  it  beft  to  give  them  Ibme  royrrhe,  by  the  bitter- 
ne(s  of  which  to  preferve  th^m  from  corruption.  They 
might  be  fo  greedy  of  the(e  things,  as  to  mind  thcin 
more  than  their  duty ;  and  fortliatcaufe  it  is  beft  to 
take  them  away,  that  they  may  be  fenfiblc  there  arc 
other  matters  of  greater  moment  and  neceffity.  But  if 
noneofthelj^  dangers  (hould  befuppofed,  will  we  not 
give  God  leave  to  exercife  our  Faith  and  Love,  and 
m.ike  a  tryal  of  the  fincerity  and  ftrcngth  of  thole  Gra- 
ces in  what  way  he  pleads  ?  He  would  know  per- 
chance whether  we  will  build  our  confidence  upon 
hinifeif,  and  upon  his  Promifes,ratW  than  on  lenfejand 
whether  we  will  follow  after  him  upon  the  lame  ac- 
count, though  we  have  no  prefent  fcnfible  attradive. 
And  who  can  take  it  ill  that  he  makes  fuch  a  proof  of 
^  us/eeing  we  do  it  every  day  our  lelves  to  others  5  whofe 
fncndfhip  we  value  net  if  they  court  us  only  when  we 
c  beftowing  gifts  and  benefits  upon  them  ? 

But 
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But  if  you  think  that  this  deprivation  of  Joy  is  a  pu- 
nillitnent  for  feme  fault  which  you  have  committed, 
and  that  it  is  a  token  he  hathfent  you  a  bill  of  divorce 
andieparated  you  from  him;  you  are  much  to  blame 
in  (ufiering  your  Soul  to  make  fuch  a  rafli  conclufion. 
Perhaps  you  have  dcferved  to  be  chid  for  fome  fault, 
but  will  you  prefently  fancy  that  your  Father  intends 
to  difinherit  you  ?  Is  it  his  manner  to  fbrfake  and  run 
away  from  us  when  we  chance  to  (tumble  5  and  not 
rather  to  come  and  lift  us  up ,  and  bid  us  take  more 
heed  toour  felves?  I  never  thought  he  loved  us  fo  lit* 
tie:  and  me  thinks  it  ill  comports  with  the  notion  of 
a  Father^  to  reprefent  him  fo  fevere.  It  is  very  necefla- 
ry  indeed  that  you  (hould  weigh  your  faults^  and  con- 
fels  them  Ibrrowfully,.  and  merui  them  fpeedily  ^  but 
I  dan  never  think  it  is  pleafing  to  him  that  you  (hould 
be  (b  difmaid  at  them  and  afflided  for  them,  as  to  ima* 
gine  he  will  caft  you  off  and  never  look  upon  you 
more.  No^  I  believe  rather  he  efteems  this  a  greater 
differvicetohim,  then  the  very  fault  it  felf;  becauic 
it  keeps  us  from  mending  what  is  amifs,and  makes  us  fb 
feeble,  that  we  are  apt  to  offend  in  fome  kind  or  other 
again.  To  iay  nothing  of  the  difhonour  it  is  to  his 
Goodneis^  and  the  great  foandal  it  gives  to  others,  who 
will  be  loath  to  enter  into  thefervice  of  that  Mafter, 
whom  they  think  it  impoffible  to'  pleafe.  But  then  if 
under  the  pretence  of  humbling  your  felf ,  you  (hall 
make  a  fm  that  is  no  bigger  than  a  grain  of  MuAard- 
feed,  as  great  as  an  Elephant  5  I  befeech  you  what  (er- 
vice  do  you  therein  do  your  Lord  ?  And  yet  this  ftone 
many  are  apt  to  Humble  at*  and  that  fo  oft  5  that  in 
time  they  fancy  a  great  fin  there,  where  indeed  one  can 
find  none  at  alU 

Do 
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Do  you  think  our  Saviour  will  conncyou  any  thanks 
for  aggravating  your  offences  to  this  height^  or  accu- 
fing  your  felf  when  there  is  no  guilt  >  Is  there4iothing 
for  him  to  pardon  unlefi  you  make  fome  faults ,  or 
bring  him  a  great  mountain  to  cover  and  hide  with  his 
love  ?  Letmc  tell  you,  my  dear  Brother,  that  this  is  a 
part  of  your  miftakes  and  a  caufe  that  you  and  Joy  are 
no  better  acquainted.  You  imagine  that  you  have  done 
Nothing  5  and  complain  of  fuch  dulnels  as  if  you  had 
ftood  fHll  ever  fince  I  faw  you ;  when  as  you  have 
made  a  very  fair  progrels,  and  in  Ibme  things  you  fee 
have  overtaken  my  felf.  And  then  on  the  contrary, 
you  groan  under  thefenfeofan  heavy  guilt:  when  as 
you  did  but  ncgledt  a  Free-will  •offering,  and  was  kept 
from  a  duty  to  which  you  had  thtn  no  tye,  but  what 
you  received  from  your  own  .hands.  You  are  apt  1  fee 
to  overwork  your  foul  and  to  impofefoo  great  bur- 
dens upon  its  back.  Which  when  you  are  not  ^o  well 
able  to  bear,  as  fometimcs  you  find  your  fetf  5  you  are 
apt  to  think  it  a  great  fault  if  you  take  fome  ea(e:  when 
;is  in  truth  it  is  your  duty  then  to  omit  thole  tasks  you 
have  enjoyn'd  your  felf,  that  you  may  not  negled  thofe 
duties  which  are  required  by  our  Saviour.  Come, 
come,  my  friend,  if  thefe  things  be  all  that  trouble  you, 
my  life  for  yours,  you  (hall  do  well  enough.  Let  but 
my  advice  be  followed,  though  at  firfl:  it  (hould  be 
with  unwillingncfs ,  and  take  my  word  you  (ball  fare 
the  better  fOr  it  in  your  after-courfe.  And  firft  I  muft 
not  have  you  lay  more  loads  upon  your  felf  then  Chrift 
hath  done  5  nor  oblige  your  felf  without  the  liberty 
of  a  difpenfation  to  (b  many  hours  of  Prayer  and  Read- 
ing every  day.  Let  it(u(fice,todo  whatyoucan,  all 
other  things  being  duly  conlidered  that  require  your 
attendance. 

Next, 
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Next,  I  muft  forbid  you  to  make  lb  much  hafte  to 
perfcftion.  A  (oft  pace  goes  far.  Do  not  tire  your 
ipirits  by  your  (peed,  but  go  on  (b  fairly  and  leifurely, 
that  you*may  hold  out.  And  then  ^ikewife  let  me  not 
hear  any  more  that  you  exhauft  your  natural  ftrength 
.an4  weary  your  very  body  with  much  Fading  ,  un- 
ieafcMiable  abftinence^  long  prayers^  or  (uch  like  things, 
which  had  better  be  let  alone,  than  procure  (b  much 
miichief  as  I  have  (een  them  do.  And  remember  I  be- 
ieech  you  that  LeiTbn,  which  I  think  was  taught  you 
before  this  journey ,  That  you  bind  not  your  felf  al- 
wayes  to  one  way  of  Prayer  or  Meditation,  nor  con- 
fine your  foul  to  one  exercife  only  at  the  hours  of  re- 
tirement i  but  chufc  that  which  ihall  like  you  bcH-, 
and  wherein  you  can  proceed  with  the  grcateft  free- 
dom and  delight.  Befidcs,!  perceive  you,  have  forgot 
another  of  my  Leflons ,  which  was"  to  makeufeof 
ibme  innocent  Recreations  and  harmless  paflimes  as 
you  went  along.  And  therefore  what  I  did  but  then 
advii^,  let  me  now  enjoyn^that  you  give  your  felf  (bme- 
times  a  little  divertifement  from  more  (erious  imploy- 
ments.  And  truly  if  you  fnoutd  iay,  as  I  know  fome 
do,  that  it  k  not  for  want  of  rhefe  }oyes  that  you  com-  ^ 
plain,  but  becaufe  you  can  neither  underftand  nor  taft 
the  goodnefe  of  Divine  truths  s  this  laft  advice  is  one 
of  the  moft  uiefuU  that  I  can  give  you  for  the  remedy- 
ing of  that  melanchally  dulueG.  All  that  I  (hall  add 
is  only  this,  that  you  would  have  patience  and  you  , 
(ball  lee  the  good  temper  whetein  you  were,  return  of 
it  fclf^  as  it  went  away  without  your  confent. 

lodecd^faid  the  Pilgrim  ("  who  all  this  lime  had  been 
veryfilcntj  lam  very  fenfibje  that  I  have  loft  a  great 
maey  of  your  good  couufels,  or  elfe  1/houldnot  have  - 
'  S  f  Jbeea 
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been  (b  bad  as  here  you  find  me*  And  I  rake  it  (or  a 
(iflgular  favour  that  Jeft^  hath  done  ine  in  lendi:^  yoa 
again  hither ,  to  rub  up  my  memory  and  to  faften 
tboie  things  in  my  mind  which  iiung .  there  too  looie 
before.  1  muft  not  forget  likewi(e  to  acknowledge 
my  new  obligations  to  you,  from  whom  I  have  now  re- 
ceived not  only  (b  large,  but  (b  plain  and  familiar  an 
anfwer  to  my  doubt.  And  truly  you  do  very  prudently 
and  charitably  to  Jay  your  commands  upon  me  Co  be 
moreoblervant  of  your  words  hereafter  ^  for  if  I  (hould 
not  preierve  them,  I  fee  I  am  lod  my  ielf,  and  that  in 
their  (afety  is  my  fecuriiy. 

Here  the  good  Father  perceiving  he  had  given  him 
iume  fatisfaSion  could  not  but  interrupt  his  fpeech, 
and  being  filled  with  pitty,  and  love  and  joy  and  won* 
derment  altogether,  burft  out  into  thefe  expreffions  of 
them*

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venfy  arts  tbaMturneJi  our  deepejiforrows^  into  the  greats 
^  occaGonsafexcejfivejoyes.  And  there  where  we  thoHghf 
to  find  nothing  hut  trouble  and  heavinefs  ^  thou  mak^ 
gUdnefi  and  light  tqjbringupuntous.  0  how  unjearci* 
oik  are  thj  wayes^  who  meeteji  ua  when  we  are  out  of  the 
Waj\  Ohow  unmeafiiraUe  is  thj  Mercy ^  which  cureth  u§ 
hytbdt  which  we  love y  even  when  we  are  doing  that  which 
thou  doji  not  love !  Ife  cannot  but  frcjent  thee  with  the 
beji  of  our  ackpowledgementJ^  who  are  fo  happily  together 
iiere^  jfot  by  our  own^  but  thy  Providence.  M^'e  cannot  do 
lej^  then  bind  our  (elves  together  to  thine  Altar^  andojfcr 
aB  we  have  as  afacrifice  of  Praife  unto  thee.  And  have 
m  fiiUy  0  Lord^  in  thy  care.  Let  thy  good  Spirit  alway 
go  along  withm  as  our  Guide.  And  let  thy  good  Angels 
never  fail  to  be  our  Guardians.  Uphold  our  goines  in 
thy  paths,  and  fuffcr  not  our  feet  any  more  to  (Tide* 
Hold  thou  us  up  and  we  (ball  be  (afe :  and  we  will 
have  reiped  continually  unto  thy  Statutes.  SawiUwe 
hlefsthy  name  at  all  times  5  thy  praije  pall  be  continually 
in  our  mouths.  In  the  Courts  cf  thine  Houfe  will  wcpratfi 
thee  3  yea^  in  the  midji  of  thee  ^  O  Jerulajcm,  wiM  mjing 
eternal  praijes.  Hallelujah. 

1  thank  you  moft  heartily,  faid  the  Pilgrim  ("whcii 
the  other  had  ended  this  acknowledgement  )  U  i  iltcle 
good  thoughts  you  have  breathed  into  me.  I  feel  my 
klf  as  if  anew  Squl  did  inform  me :  and  my  Spiric  doth 
not  (bmuch  return,  as  another  more  divine  kcms  to 
enter  into  me  and  invigorate  all  my  faculties  with  an 
higher  degree  of  ftrengi  hand  courage.  Sure^  if  you 
would  be  alwayes  with  me,  I  (hould  never  miUarry,  no 
nor  grow  dull  and  lumpifh  any  more.  May  1  irat  beg 
that  favour  of  you  to  take  me  under  your  wii  gi  f  ^  " 
too  great  an  happincG  for  me  loa^k,  that  ytu  wi 
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become  (o  much  my  Friend,  as  to  take  a  particular  care 
of  mci  and  let  me  travcll  in  your  company?  I  can  never 
expeft  fo  much  flcurity  and  fo  much  comfort  both  to- 
gether as  under  your  condud  5  and  therefore  if  I  fball 
not  be  too  great  a  burden,  carry  me  along,  I  bcfeech 
you,  with  you,  and  let  me  never  be  left,as  I  was,  alone 
without  your  fociety.  You  were  pleafed  to  compare 
me  to  another  Hercules^  becaufe  of  fome  reiblution 
which  you  difcerned  in  me.  But  let  me  tell  you  Sir, 
that  together  with  tlie  )oy  you  have  made  to  return, 
I  have  recovered  alfo  the  memory  of  fo  much  of  the 
fmaJl  learning  of  my  younger  dayes,  as  to  know  that 
while  Hercules  was  cutting  off  the  heads  of  Hydra^  there 
<vas  one /<?/i«»  ready  at  hand  to  apply  fire  to  them,  to 
hinder  their  Ipringing  up  again.  It  ftems  this  great 
perfon  was  not  ftrong  enough  without  one  to  back 
him.  He  durft  not;  travel  1  throGgh  the  World,  unleG 
he  took  a  companion  witlr  him,  I  never  heard  of  any 
Worthy  that  had  not  fome  Genius  or  other  toaflift 
him,  and  the  fociety  alfo  of  fome  friend  to  (econd  his 
undertakings.  Do  not  expeft  then  from  me  that  f 
ihould  be  more  theii  a  Miracle.  Do  not  blame  me  that 
1  cannot  be  fo  hardy,  as  to  travel  any  further  alone  to- 
ward Jerufalem.  Though  I  Qiould  call  for  all  the  fup- 
ports  and  aids  that  my  courage  can  give  me,  yet  I  muft 
be  beholden  to  the  help  of  fome  aflbciatc  in  my  la- 
bours. And  O  that  it  might  be  my  lot  to  fall  into 
your  company,  or  cuftody  rather  5  for  I  fhall  acknow- 
ledge yon  for  a  kind  of  Tutelar  Angel,  a  good  familiar 
ipirit  5*  and  receive  you  as  the  richeft  prefent  that 
JHeavcn  could  have  made  me/  I  do  not  b^  you  fee  a 
friendi(hip  of  you  that  (hall  (erveonly  to  pate  away  the 
time,  and  deceive  the  tedioufoefi  of  being  alone  5  but 
fuch  an  one  as  with  the  pleafore  will  bhng  me  in  an 

ineftimablc 
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for  a  perfon  of  your  dcfert  to  think  of  giving  me  his 
heart,  thati  cannot  think  it  Jufticc  to  keep  mine  any 
longer,  but  only  under  the  notion  of  another  mans 
goods.     There  are  many  perfons,  I  confeft,  to  whom 
lam  bound  by  other  obligations  tp  give  my  adyice^and 
the  welfare  ofwhofe  fouls  I  am  to  attend;  which  might 
make  me  unwilling  to  hearken  to  thisdefire  of  ypurs, 
and  engage  my  felf  in  fo  weighty  a  charge.    But  fince 
IdiCrern  a  more  than  ordinary  Love  in  your  breaft  to- 
wards me,  and  fince  I  am  touched  with  a  reciprocal  af- 
fedion,  and  (^  which  is  more)  do  feel  a  certain  incli- 
nation towards  you  above  all  others ;  I  cannot  contain 
njy  (elf,  but  I  muft  agree  to  your  motion.     It  is  true  in-  - 
deed,  we  are  engaged  to  love  all  men,  and  our  Chari- 
ty ought  to  be  as  difFufive  as  the  Sun- beams ,  but  yet  I 
am  of  the  mind  thai  fome  may  challenge  a  more  pecu- 
liar portion  of  it  than  other  of  their  neighbours.  For 
I  obferve  that  the  Sun  it  felf  is  more  fond  of  (ome 
plants  than  it  is  of  the  reft  5  fo  that  we  fee  one  of  his 
Favourites  turns  its  face  about  according  toliis  mo- 
tion, that  it  may  not  mils  of  his  falutes:  and  another, 
they  fay,  which  lifts  up  its  head  above  water  when  he 
arites,  is  wont  to  fmk  down  again  at  his  fetting :  as  if 
it  would  then  bide  it  felf,  and  fecretly  bewail  his  ab- 
fence.     I  call  to  remembrance  alio  that  God  himfelf 
had  his  PeeulUr  reople-^  and  that  even  among  them, 
there  were  (bmechofenperibns  to  whom  he  communi- 
cated more  of  his  fecrets.  When  his  own  Son  appear- 
ed to  men  whh  the  greated  kindneis  toward  them, 
yet  thenlieehe  had  fome  felefl:  fouls  who  were  nearer 
to  him  than  any  other.     And  befides  the  Sevcfitj^  Two 
Difcijtlts  who  were  particularly  devoted  tp  his  fer- 
vice;  he  made  choice  oi  Twelve  Men  to  be  intruded 
more  immediately  wuh  all  the  Myfteries  of  his  King- 
dom. 
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dom.  And  me-thinks  thefe  Tn>elve  did  not  equally 
fJand  in  his  favour ,  but  there  was  (brae  difference 
which  he  made  in  his  edeem  of  rhein^  For  I  .obfer  vc 
that  there  were  three  who  were  cull'd  out  to  be  wit- 
nefies  Qf  his  Glory,  and  before  whom  he  was  transfi- 
gured on  the  Holy  Mount,  when  all  the  reft  were  left 
with  the  multitude  below.  Nay ^and  of  thefe  Three  there 
wasOnre  called  the  Beloved  Difciple,  and  became  his 
more  bofome  friend  than  either  of  theother  two.  And 
therefore  fince  the  Saviour  of  the  World,  that  great 
Mirror  of  all  Vertues,  had  his  inclinations  and  partr* 
cular  friendfbips ;  I  will  not  fear  to  follow  (b  great  a 
precedent.  After  an  example  ofiiich  high  Authority^ 
I  doubt  not  to  contraft  a  nearer  and  ftri&er  Amity^ 
with  one  than  all  the  reft  of  my  acquaintance.  And 
fiDce  the  lame  Saviour  will  have  yoti  to  be  my  corre- 
fpondent  in  ib  dear  a  Love  f  as  I  guels  both  by  his  (end- 
ii^nowibfeaibnablyfbryour  relief,  and  alio  by  the 
iiidden  change  which  your  very  language  tells  me  my 
di(cour(e  hath  wrought  in  your  foul  )^  I  (hall  gladly 
receive  you  with  the  greateft  paffion  into  m^  imbra- 
ces,and  hereafter  become  your  perpetual  Companion, 
as  well  as  your  Diredor  and  Guide.

<   tfre  Pilgrim  doubted  whether  there  wasfuch  a  place  aa 

Jerufalem.     The  fatirfaSion  which  his  Frieud  gave 

him  in  this  particular.     As  aljo  the  comfort  be  admi- 

vijired  to  him  in  a  great  Sickpef. 

NOw  the  poor  mans  heart  was  filled  with  an  inex- 
preflible  Joy,  and  he  could  (carce  travel  for  a 
while  by  reafon  of  this  palDon  which  was  as  trouble* 
(bme  to  hitn,  as  the  contrary  had  been  before.  But 
having  at  laft  overcome  the  excefi  of  it,  and  diflembled 
it  alfo  while  it  ftayd  as  well  as  he  could,  left  his  Friend 
(hould  think  he  was  made  up  of  nothing  but  contra* 
riety  and  inconftancy  5  On  they  went  very  merrily, 
finging  Icveral  Hymns  which  they  had  learnt,  for  di- 
vers miles  together.  When  they  were  ended  5  they 
fell  in^o  3  very  pleafant  di(courie  about  Heavenly  Poe- 
try. And  the  good  Father  did  highly  extoll  thofc 
Divine  Souls,  who  had  converted  x\^Mufes^  and  of 
Courtefans  and  leud  Strumpets  made  them  turn  Reli- 
gious and  Saintly  Creatures.  Surely,  feid  he,  it  was  a 
brave  and  noble  Adt  to  reclaim  them  from  fuch  a  de- 
bauched life  as  they  had  a  longtime  lead.  Jt  was  a 
piece  of  very  eminent  fer vice  to  the  world,  to  reform 
their  impure  fpeech  ,  and  teach  them  the  language 
of  Angels.  If  there  were  a  greater  number  ot  fuch 
infpired  minds  one  would  think  they  (hould  convert 
the  whofe  World,  by  pleafing  and  inftrufting  it  both 
together. 

After 
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After  he  had  proceeded  foribmetimein  this  nrain, 
the  jroung  Pilgrim  tobk  occafion  from  thence  to  dif- 
courfeof  the  Harmony  that  is  between  ibmefouls^  and 
the  fweet  confent  of  two  equall  and  well -proportioned 
hearts,  which  he  thought  were  able  to  interchange  the 
greateO:  felicities  in  the  World.  I  have  heard  indeed, 
laid  he,  that  it  was  the  opinion  of  iomeof  the  ancient 
Sages,  that  a  wife  man  (lands  in  need  of  no  body  but 
himfelf,  and  that  whblbever  is  withoi^t  him^  is  not  at 
all  needfull  to  him.  Bat  fure  thefe  were  peevifh  and 
morofe  people,  whom  I  cannot  but  condemn  as  guilty 
of  one  of  the  moft  dangerous  Schifms  m  the  world; 
He  was  far  wiier,  I  thimc,  that&idj  Iftpeloo^onmen 
in  general^  they  do  notjeem  fo  much  a  great  many  fiver al 
intire  bodies  ,  as  fi  many  divided  farts  which  Society  re-^ 
unites:  Imuft  needs  confels,  for  my  own  part,  that  I 
feel  my  felf  but  half  a  man  without  a  friend.  I  cannot 
but  place  him  in  the  number  of  ueceflary,  and  not  only 
of  delightful  things.  It  is  the  prerogative  of  God  to 
need  none  buthimielfl  It  is  too  much  for  us  to  live 
alone,  who  indole  (bfmall  a  portion  of  wifdom  an^d 
fh-ength  within  our  Beings.  I  do  not  reckon  my  felf 
fafe  without  your  company.  My  felicity  would  be 
imperfed  if  you  did  npt  complcat  it.  I  dare  no  io 
much  as  truft  my  own  thoughts  unlefs  you  approve 
them )  nor  follow  my  own  counfels  unlcls  you  allow 
them. 

And  here  he  began  to  fpeakof  the  neceflity  of  faith- 
full  counfel^and  that  it  was  not  to  be  procured  without 
a  friend'.  For  though  we  love  our  felves  never  (b  well, 
yet  a  friend  will  be  Itls  treacherous  to  us,  than  we  fliall 
be  to  to  our  felves*  This  brought  to  mind  a  Comment 
which  was  made  by  a  wifer  man  than  any  of  thoic 

Tt  fuUen    . 
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fulleii  pieces  of  gravity  before- named,  upon  that  old 
obfciite  faying  5  Piy  light  is  everthe  heji.  Certain  it  is, 
faith  he ,   That  the  Light  which  a  man  receives  by 
counfel  from  another  faithfull  jperfon ,  is  dryer  and 
purer  than  that  which  cometh  from  his  own  under- 
ftanding  and  judgement.  For  as  that  which  he  receives 
is  feparate  from  all  intercfl,  ^o  that  which  he  gives  him- 
felf  IS  commonly  infufed  and  drenched  in  his  Cufloms 
and  Afiedions.^  So  that  there  is  as  much  difference 
between  the  counfel  of  a  friend,  and  that  which  a  man 
beflows  on  himfelf,  as  between  the  counfel  of  a  friend 
and  of  a  flatterer.  For  there  is  no  fuch  flatterer  as  in  a 
mans  felf  5  and  there  is  no  fuch  remedy  againfl  the  flat- 
tery of  a  mans  felf,  as  the  liberty  of  a  friend.     And,  as 
one  thing  ufually  draws  on  another,  this  brought  to 
his  thoughts  a  handfbme  di(courfe  of  another  per- 
(on  whom  he  had  met  withal],  which  very  well  illu- 
flrated  thereafbnof  it  5  and  was  to  thisefted.  Every 
man,we  fay,is  nearefl  to  himfelf  s  but  yet  he  is  too  near 
to  be  his  own  Counfellor  in  things  which  concern  him- 
felf.  There  is  not  (pace  enough  between  both,  where- 
in to  debate  the  counfel  which  is  given,  and  which  is 
received.    He  cannot  hinder  thole  two  Realbns  which 
deliberate  in  him  from  confounding  themfelves  in  com- 
muDicationj    for  that  which  propofeth  is  too  much 
mist  with  that  which  concludes.  He  can  find  noplace 
free  wherein  to  Vfpeigh  his  Reafbns.     But  he  propofes 
thoie  which  will  favour  his  own  humour,  and  then  he 
inclines  unto  them,  becaufe  they  are  his  own.  He  who 
counftls  therefore  mufl  be  another  perfbn  diflind 
from  him  who  is  counfelled.    The  objedts  muft  be 
fet  at  a  proportionable  difbnce  from  thofe  facul- 
ties which  judge  of  them.     And  as  the  moft  quick- 
^^hted  can  never  fee  themfelvesj  fo  the  greatefl 
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wits  want  perfpicacity  in  things  that  reipe A  their  own 
intereft. 

In  (uch  delightful  and  ufeful  talk  as  this  they  be- 
guiled the  time,  and  Ihortned  the  length  of  the  wayes. 
And  it  was  no  finall  contentment,  you  may  well  think, 
to  the  good  old  man,  that  he  was  po(|efiedof  fuch  a 
friend  who  could  refrefh  him  with  his  apt  difcourfes, . 
and  give  as  well  as  receive  inftruftion.  But  though  the 
young  Pilgrim  was  a  t)er(bn  of  fuch  competent  abili« 
ties,  and  had  (b  gooa  a  friend  as  this  to  adifl  him, 
imagining  alfbwhen  thefirft  contradt  was  made  be^ 
tween  them,that  he  (hould  now  be  no  more  didurbed  5 
^   yet  he  was  not  without  (bme  melancholy  thou  ghts  at 
certain  ieafons,  of  which  this,  as  I  remember,  was  the 
chief.     They  tw6  being  talking  one  day  ajiout  the 
Pleafiires  of  Jerttjalem,  and  the  great  happineG  they 
fhould  enjoy  at  their  arrival  there,  which  ought  to 
Iweeten  by  its  expedation  all  the  difficulties  of  the 
way  ^  heaskt  his  companion  with  a  very  (ad  and  de- 
(ponding  countenance,  if  it  might  not  admit  of  fome 
di(pute  whether  there  was  (lich  a  place  or  no,  and  how 
he  would  prove  the  exiftence  of  it. 

At  which  Queftion,  becaufe  he  (eemed  to  make  a 
real  doubt,  the  Father  g^ve  a  very  great  ftart,  and 
faid  with  a  more  than  ordinary  vehemence:  VVhat? 
Are  we  now  to  begin  again,  ana  do  you  remain  un(a- 
tisfied  of  that  which  was  the  (irft  thing  you  learnt  > 
What  was  it  that  made  you  ftir  one  foot  in  this  Jour- 
ney, if  you  were  not  perfwaded  you  (hould  come  to 
Jerufahm^  Or  how  came  you  tonoldout  thus  long, 
and  that  you  did  not  tyre  many  months  ago  >  And 
did  you  not  once,  when  you  were  tempted  by  (bmc 
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idle  perfbnsrodlfbelieve  it^rejed  with  anger  all  their 
frivolous  allegations  ?  Good  God  f  What  a  thing  is 
the  Soul  of  man  >  How  weak  and  infirm  is  our  nature  ? 
How  fickle  and  uncertain  are  our  moft  ferious 
thoughts?  And  what  a  great  patience  is  it  that  wc  ex- 
ercife  every  day  ?  Surely  if  thy  Love  were  not  wider . 
than  the  Circle  of  Heaven,  we  (hould  throw  our  felves 

out  of  the  compafs  of  it. Say  no  more,  (aid  the 

other  (  who  here  interrupted  his  (peech  )  for  J  am  very 
fenfibleof  the  truth  of  what  you  affirm.    The  foul  of 
man  is  an  objeft  very  worthy  of  your  pirty^and  who(e 
ftate  can  never  be  fufficiently  deplored.     Nor  dq  I 
know  any  Soul  that  deferves  it  tnore  than  mine ,  which 
ismade^itfeemsj  to  exercife  your  patience  as  well  as 
Gods.     We  cannot  help  it^  [  thinkCfo  (hort  and  forget- 
ful are  our  Thoughts )  but  we  mud  go  backward  and 
forward.   Sometimes  we  are  confident,  and  (bmetimes 
we  are  doubtfull.     Now  we  are  merry,  and  preiently 
we  are  lad  even  becaufe  we  were  merry. .  Nothing  will 
(bake  us  in  this  temper,  but  in  another  a  leaf  or  a  fea- 
ther will  make  us  turn  aiide.     But  do  not,  I  beieech 
you,  upbraid  unto  me  this  miiery  ^  which  rather  im- 
plores your  charity  to  find  a  cure  for  it. 

Well  then,  laid  the  other,  in  compliance  with  your 
neceffity,  let  usftepbacka  little  C  which  I  hope  mil 
not  prove  a  very  great  hinderance  to  us)  and  let  us 
i&arch  if  we  have  fooliihly  undertaken  this  Journey 
to  Jerufalem.  So  he  led  him  by  the  hand  to  a 
certain  friend's  houle  which  they  had  not  left  much 
behind,  and  there  f  without  Accepting  of  any  refeflioo 
which  was  offered  to  them  )  prefently  called  for  a  cer- 
tain Book  which  was  full  of  Mapps  attended  with  DiP 
couifes  of  ieveral  Countries:  in  one  of  which  was  ^ 

defcriptioa 
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ddcription  of  the  promifed  Land  and  the  famous  City 
gP^ri{/tf/e^,  And  that  he  might  be  allured  of  the  faithful- 
ne(sof  it,  he  bad  him  caft  his  eye  to  the  bottom,  and 
there  he  Ihould  find  the  name  of  the  man  that  was  the 
Author  of  thofe  fair  Tables :  and  who  ftiould  that  be, 
hutjejiffy  together  with  a  fervant  of  his  S^.PmI  who 
finifhed  by  his  diredion  what  his  Maftcr  had  be- 
gun^ There  he  found  that  the  former  of  thefe  perfbns 
profefled  that  he  came  from  Heaven,  which  he  proved 
alio  by  many  Arguments  of  Divine  Authority ;  and 
the  latter  that  hewascaughtup  intoParadife  and  the 
third  Heavens^  where  he  had  a  perception  of  (iich 
things  as  could  not  be  painted  in  thofe  Papers.  And 
then  turning  over  feveral  leaves  that  treated  of  thi^ 
GDuntry :  he  (hewed  him  fuch  an  exad  Defcription  of 
the  Situation  and  Nature  of  the  place ,  of  the  Quality 
of  the  Inhabitants,  of  the  imploymtnts  wherein  they 
are  ingaged,ofthe  Fruits  of  the  Soil,  of  the  Way  that 
led  to  it,of  the  Travels  of  feveral  perlbns  that  had  gone 
thither,  of  the  return  of  one  of  them  (  even  ^pjuf  him- 
felf )  upon  (everal  occalions  into  this  World,  and  of 
the  delcentof  Angels  which  afliired  men  of  it,  toge- 
ther with  the  teflimony  of  many  undeniable  Wirnefles 
C  all  fervants  of  Jcfus )  concerning  the  truth  of  thefe 
things,  whom  he  alio  there  examined  over  again  be- 
fore him  ^  that  he  was  afhamed  of  his  incredulity  and 
blu(ht  to  think  that  he  had  given  him  this  new  trouble. 
But  above  all,  the  Good  manfhow'd  him  that  jf^  by 
his  laft  Will  and  Teflament  had  made  over  an  inheri- 
tance in  Jerufakm.  to  all  his  faithfull  Followers.  And 
that  he  had  fealed  and  ratified  this  Will  with  his  own 
deareft  blood.  And  that  Cod  had  fet  to  it  his  Seal  al-^ 
£),  by  railing  him  from  the  dead  and  giving  him  Glory 
at  bis  own  right  hand*  And  that  this  was  demonflrated 
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and  that  Deed  of  Chrift  further  cftabliflied,  by  the 
landing  of  the  Holy  Ghoft  upon  the  Apoftles  and 
thofe  to  whom  they  Preached,     For  this  made  it  evi- 
dentjfeid  he^  that  fefas  is  Crowned  King  in  Jerujalew^ 
from  whence  he  lent  thefe  Royal  gifts  to  men,  and  it  is 
the  ear4ieji  of  cur  inherit  attce  5  and  ly  it  ve  arefealed  to 
tht  day  of  Redemption.  All  which,  and  much  more,  for 
his  further  (atisfadion^and  better  remembrance^he  af- 
terward got  one  to  comprife  in  a  little  Book ;  wherein 
was  (hownthat  this  is  the  record  which  God  hath  given 
of  Us  Son^  that  in  him  vpe  have  eternal  life.     It  would 
make  my  relation  too  long  if  I  fiiould  tranfcribe  tliat 
Treatife,  which  is  alfo  come  to  my  hands  5  and  thbre- 
fore  I  {hall  only  acquaint  you  with  the  condufion  of 
their  difcourfe  on  this  argument,  which  was  to  this 
purpofe.     And  now,  faid  the  Father,  if  you  call  in 
queftion  the  credit  of  this  Story  concerning  ^ejtfs^  be- 
caufe  you  never  faw  him  5  I  would  wifh  you  to  take 
heed  left  you  be  a  teacher  of  Rebellion,  and  learn  men 
10  juftifie  Sedition  againft  their  lawful  Soveraign.  For 
if  we  muft  entertain  nothing  but  what  we  our  (elves 
fce^  then  the  Rabble  may  do  well  to  fay  5  they  have 
no  King,  becaufe  they  never  faw  his  face  5  nor  hath  he 
yet  gone  his  Progress  among  them :  and  that  there  are 
no  Laws  that  oblige  them',  becaufe  they  were  not  pre- 
sent when  they  were  ena(3"ed,  nor  heard  his  Ma jefty 
lay.  The  King  will,  cr  that  he  confenred  to  them.   For 
my  part  I  cannot  fee  lels  reafon  to  believe,  that  our 
Lord  was  miraculoiifly  conceived,  ufhered  into  the 
World  by  a  StarBand  the  (bouts  of  the  Heavenly  Hofts, 
anno'inted  with  the  Holy  Ghoft  at  his  Baptifm,  tranl^ 
figured  on  the  holy  Mount,  confcfled  by  Devils^  ac- 
knowledged by  Angels,  ju(tified  by  Miracles,  rai(ed 
from  the  Dead,  and  taken  up  to  Glory  5  then  our 
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children  will  have  to  believe  that  our  pre(ent  Sove- 
raign  after  a  long  baniftiment  was  (uddefaly  reflored 
to  his  Throne,  that  he  entred  his  ^oyal  City  on  fuch 
a  day  with  the  joy  full  acclamations  of  all  his  people  5 
that  he  rode  in  Triumph,  and  was  folemnly  Crowned 
the  year  following^  and  that  the  Book  containing  a 
'  delcriptionof  the  Magnificent  Ceremonies  of  that  day, 
gives  a  true  and  ju(i  account  of  them«  They  that 
would  perfwade  you  to  doubt  of  the  truth  of  the  holy 
Writings,  which  conveigh  the  notice  of  thofe  great 
things  to  you,and  whereby  vou  holdall  the  hopes  you 
have  of  bappineis  at  Jerujalem^  may  in  time  think 
their  witsfo  fine  as  to  go  about  to  prove  that  the  Great 
charter  oi England  \^  but  a  forged  Deed,  that  all  the 
Liberties  you  think  you  have  are  but  the  Idols  of  your 
own  brain,  or  that  the  whole  Writing  by  fadious  fpi* 
rits  hath  been  corrupted  and  altered  at  their  pleaiure. 
And  if  you  (houldfay,  that  there  are  (b  many  Argu- 
ments to  flop  their  mouths  that  they  will  be  afbamed 
of  (uch  fooliln  talk  5  for  Kings  have  (ealed  it,  and  Par- 
liaments confirmed  it,  and  allEnglifh  men  have  a  long 
time  afierted  it;  you  will  find  your  (elf  much  mifVakeut 
and  (ee  that  thefe  allegations  are  not  confiderable 
'  with  (ucli  difputers*  For  io  have  thefe  holy  books  (as 
lefteemthem)  been  ever  received  for  the  Apoftolical 
Writings,  none  could  ever  prove  them  guilty  of  any 
impcfture  j  nor  do  their  greateft  enemies  charge  them 
with  the  crime  of  reporting  falle  Miracles ;  yea  the 
Jews  acknowledge  them  to  nave  been  wrought,  and 
Heathen  writers  have  (et  their  hands  to  fome  things  of 
no  mean  account;  andyetthele  ar^  not  fufficient  with 
(iich  men  to  prove  them  true  because  they  did  not 
ftand  at  the  ApoAles  elbows  when  they  were  penned 
and  (ent  abroad  into  the  World*     And  therefore  what 
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in  the  con&flion  of  all  EMgUmd  worth  to  prove  yo^ 
.  Liberties^  fioce  thecoDfelfionof  the  whole  ChruliaQ 
World  for  ^  many  ages  is  not  worth  a  ftraw  with 
them  to  prove  thefe  Writings  ?  If  they  will  not  Jet  you 
have  a  ytfui  becauie  they  did  not  (ee  him  ^  why  fliould 
they  iuucx  you  to  enjoy  any  other  things  which  they 
can  take  away  upon  the  (ame  pretence  ?  But  ?f  they 
will  permit  you  to  enjoy  tt^  benefit  of  any  antient 
Deeds,  when  nothing  can  be  juftly  except^  againft 
them  5  then  we  hope  that  it  islawRiU  to  call  the  Go- 
fpel  (  as  one  of  the  Antients  doth  )  mt  new  convey amct 
whereby  Jefus  hath  letled  upon  us  an  everla(Hng  in* 
heritagce  in  the  Heavenly  Country^  of  far  greater  va- 
lue then  that  which  the  Ijratlites  by  Vertue  of  the  old 
writings  poflefled  in  the  earthly. 

Here  the  young  Traveller  pluckt  him  by  the  fleeve 

befeeching  him  to  make  no  longer  flay  in  that  place, 

for^faid  he,  you  have  diflipatcd  all  my  clouds  already 

and  I  am  fully  perfwaded  that  there  is  fuch  a  City  as 

Jernfalem.    Though  1  doubted  a  little  of  it,  yet  let  rae 

not  be  fufpe^ed  of  Infidelity.     Iprotefl:  to  you  that  I 

bear  fuch  a  reverend  regard  to  thefe  Writings  which 

you  have  laid  before  me ,  that  I  would  rather  lo(e  all' 

the  goods  I  have  in  the  World  then  part  with  them,    I 

have  a  long  time  held  them  (b  Sacred  that  they  have 

been  my  comforters  in  all  my  troubles,  and  the  Songs 

of  my  Pilgrimage.    At  this  very  moment  I  carry  them 

about  me  and  (hall  hereafter  fet  a  greater  value  on 

ttitm^  for  what  I  have  held  by  Cuftome  I  fhall  now 

I  liold  by  Reafon,  and  be  able  to  render  an  account  to 

*^        ihofe  that  a&  of  the  Hope  that  is  in  me.    Let  us  go  on 

^ir  I  intreat  you  without  any  furtlier  difpute,  and  how- 

tver  negligent  I  have  been  in  former  times  I  am  re- 

folved 
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feived  bereafier  to  read  this  Holy  Book  wicli  more 
attention  of  Mind :  and  to  procure  thereby  that  this     * 
ihort  ftay  may  not  make  me  come  a  whit  the  later  to 
my  journeys  end. 

It  is  very  well  done,  (aid  the  Father,  that  you  have 
provided  your  (elf  with  (b  neceflary  a  companion  as 
that  Book  is:  which  might  (erve  todireft  you  with- 
out me,  but  that  I  (eeyou  are  notfufficiently  acquaint* 
cd  with  the  language  of  it.  When  you  read  of  the 
Witnef^cf  the  Spirit^  its  like  you  waited  for  (bme  im- 
mediate a(rurance  m  the  truth  of  theie  writings.  Ard 
when  you  heard  them  (peak  of  our  hthgieaUd  vpiib 
the  holySfiritif'promifi^  you  lookt  for  an  in(pirati« 
on,  andexpeded  to  be  flainpt  and  imprefled  with  a 
certain  perlwafion  of  their  Authority.  Which  is  as 
'  much  as  toGiy,  that  you  defired  to  be  endued  with  a 
'  confidence,  which  as  it  ftood  upon  no  ground,  fb 
might  be  (haken  without  any  caufe  at  all.  But  I  pray 
you  hereafter  to  be  as  good  as  your  word,  applying 
your  mind  more  vigoroully  to  comprehend  the  fenfc 
of  what  you  read^  and  where  you  doubt  of  any 
t^iilgj  repair  to  me,  that  I  may  affift  your  Under* 
ftanding.  And  above  all  things  let  me  once  for  all 
advife  you  tb  iiie  all  means  to  ftrengthen  your  faith 
concerning  the  other  Life,  and  to  allure  your  (elf 
upon  (iich evidence  as  I  have  giyeh  y6u,  that  Je/ikf  is 
~gonetpjf^«^lMr,  and  there  expeds  your  coming  to 
'hnn.  \)t  but  firmlv  perfwade  your  heart  of  this,  and 
keep  It  in  your  mind,  and  then  I  (hail  think  it  as  im- 
poffible  for  you  to  grow  weary , as  for  the  Sun  to  (land 
VilH  and  as  impottible  you  (hould  mifcarfy,  as  that 
the  &tn  (bould  »U  from  his  Orb. 
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After  he  had  received  a  promke  from  him^  that  he 
would  do  hbendeavour  to  make  bis  Soul  more  feafi- 
ble  df  this  weighty  thing:  they  buckled  tbemielvcs 
afrefli  to  their  march*    And  never  did  the  young  mae 
travell  ib  ludily  as  now;  for  he  had  gathered  much 
ftrengthby  his  doubting;  and  thought  he  iek  himfelf 
attraaed  and  haled  towards  Heaven  by  the  glory  of 
it  which  now  fhone upon  him;  juft  as  theLoadftone 
draws  Iron  to  it)  and  makes  it  skip  into  its  Bofomew  If 
I  (houki  lay  that  he.  ran  now  rather  then  went,  I  (bould 
mifreport  f  he  fervours  whereb  he  felt  himfetf;  which 
indeed  fkrniflaed  him  with  Wiogs^  and  made  him  not 
fomuchtoruus  asfiy  towards  the  Holy  City  of  God. 
He  was  allaiery,  and  (eemed  not  to  touch  the^Earth 
with  his  feet:  and  as  for  his  owaFlefh^  he  had  fb 
many  Spirits,  that  it  was  no  more  a  Burden  ^co  him 
then  the  Feathers  are  to  a  Bird  ^  which  rather  help 
then  hbder  it  in  its  flight.    But  yet  (  fo  aoMicable  is 
this  Body  of  ours)  he  had  not  nownvery  long,  be- 
ing affiled  by  every  thing  that  lie  law,  or  heard>  or 
met  wtthall^  before  he  was  made  fenlible  that  he  was 
cloathed  with  a  greater  weight  of  Flcfh  ^hea  1^  ima* 
gined  ;  and  that  thisGbbe  of  Earth  had  a  greater  pow- 
er over  him  then  he  was  willh)g  to  belkve.    For  he 
was  leized  with  iiich  a  Violent  ficknefi,  and  felt  his 
blood  b  fiich  a  boiling  heat ;  that  he  thought  now  he 
was  not  in  the  Air^  but  at  the  bed  in  a  mck  doud  of 
Sinking  vapours  which  almod  choaked  his  Viial  fpi- 
rits.    He  had  not  mounted  up  to  k>  high  a  pitch  be* 
lore,  but  he  fancied  now  that  he  was  fimk  as.  low ;^ 
and  that  the  Terreftrial  parts  fwevailed,  if  not  bt 
more^  yet  as  much  as  the  Aerial  had  lately  done. 
Very  often  he  laboured  to  heave  uphimlelf;  apdleft 
BO  means  unattempted  tofoac  aloft  as  he  was  wont;

iiut  tHmvaio^  for  hewaslb  oppre0ed  and  over-load- 
ed with  that  fluggilh  matter  which  now  flowed 
through  his  whole  Jncxly,  that  he  could  (carce  fetch 
his  breath ,  uolefi  it  were  in  fighs  and  groans  at  the 
akeratbn  which  he  (ui&red.  Juft  as  a  Tdiel  of  good 
Wine  which  now  being  (weet  andplealant.  Is  rendred 
erelong  acid  and  ungrateful!  to  our  palate,  bytbeaf^ 
cent  and  flowiog  (^thole  ialine  particles  which  bdbre 
were  tliruft  down  or  put  afide  :  So  was  hb  Spirit 
ibwred  and  rendred  unacceptable  to  himfel^  by  the 
floadi^  aeab  of  tbofe  ill  humours  y  which  he  hoped 
had  bMQ  buried  in  their  graves^  never  to  rife  and  di« 
fturb  liim  any  more* 

It  would  be  both  too  tedious  and  too  (ad,  to  relate 
allthe  affliftion  which  he  endured  firom  his  deje^ed 
thoughts  s  And  I  (hall  rather  chuie  to  tell  you  how 
hk  companion  addreOed  hlm&if  to  bis  Cure,  whereby 
you.wili  uzKlerftand  fiifficientiy  the  nature  of  his 
diieale«    I  am  ibrry  to  fee  you  thus  ill  ( iaid  his  kind 
Phyiittan  when  hefirflf  came  to  him  ^  but  it  is  no  more 
then  I  expefted  %  and  it  would  not  much  trouble  mC) 
]fIitidm>tfindyour  mmd  moredifordered  then  your 
bocfy.     I  will  notadd  fb  much  to  your  paio,  as  to  bid 
you  tell  me  wbat  it  is  that  troubles  you  $  for  I  am  not 
to  unacquainted  with  thefediftempers,  but  that  I  per- 
ceive dieiymptomes  of  a  mind  much  grieved,  becaufe 
it  cannot  think  ofjfe/Sv  and  Jarufikm  with  the  fame' 
freedom  and  pleamre,  that  it  did  not  long  ago.  Thia 
leafUy  (ee  is  tbefidLnefi  you  labour  under  5    and  (et- 
tii^  alide  the  anguifli  which  this  creates,  I  do  not  be« 
Jieve  you  have  any  reaibn  to  complain.    But  i  pray 
you,  my  Dear  Brdtfaer,  de  you  not  think  of  our  Lord 
very  nmoh^  when  yon  are  Patient  and  quietly  refigned 
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to  his  Will  in  every  thing?  Are  you  not  ronch  in  fats 
cciDpany  when  you  take  up,your  Crofi.  with  a  meek 
Spirit)  (aying,  Not  my  will,  put  thine  be  done  ?   Ptur 
what  was  Jefus^  but  a  great  Example  of  Patience  and 
humble  fubmiffion  to  the  pleafure  of  God  through^ 
out  the  whole  courfe  of  his  Life  ?    Why  do  you 
then  place  the  contentment  of  your  heart  in  bcii^ 
able  to  pray  with  your  wonted  intention-,  and  to 
contemplate  Divine  things  with  fiich  a  cleame&  as 
when  you  were  in  the  pure  iky;  and  not  rather  in 
accomplilbing  the  Will  of  our  Lord  ,  who  knows 
what  place  is  btft  for  us  and  what  condition  will  moft 
certainly  conduce  to  our  Good?  Let  me  ask  you;  is 
not  this  fickneG  now  come  upon  you  by  his  appoint- 
ment ,  and  (ent  by  the  diredion  of  his  wife  provi* 
dence?  Doyounotthmk  it  to  be  his  will,  that  the 
time  which  not  long  ago  was  fpent  in  praying,  {hcmld 
now  be  (pent  in  vomitit^  ?   Let  it  be  fo  then  (  as 
a  good  man  was  wont  to  (ay  )   and  let  us  not  mut« 
ter  at  it :  but  lee  you  take  more  {dealiire  in  this 
that  he  bplealed ,  then  if  you  poflefled  Heaven  and 
Earth.    And  fuppole  this  be  a  puni(hment  for  Ibme 
offence,  and  that  now  he  chaftiies  feme  inocdinate 
delire  ;  for  I  difcern^  me  tlnnks,  an  indication  of  feme'. 
fiich  Icruple  that  iaoleits  your  thoughts.*  what  have 
you  more  to  do  in  that  cafe  but  to  be  thankful  and 
to  caft  your  lelf  at  his  feet,  defiring  both  coricdion 
and  forgiveneG.^    To  be  thankful!  f  £iy,  becau(e  we 
are  much  beholden  to  him^  that  he  will  puthimlelf 
to  the  trouble  of  finding  out  means  of  our  amend- 
ment.   Nay ,  (bme  pious  men  have  thought  that  to 
be  ccrrededby  thehandof  fuch^i  Father,  and  with 
(q  much  love,  doth  put  us  rather  into  a  need  of  Hu- 
mility for  the  moderating  our  }oy  whkh  we  fliall 
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beaf^t  to  conceive  in  his  Charity  towards  us  i  than  of  , 
the  Vertuc  of  Patience  whereby  to  endure  the  punifli* 
ment  that  he  layes  upon  us.  For  is  it  not  a  great  fa* 
^our  that  he  will  look  after  us  ?  Is  it  not  a  mark  of  his 
efteem  that  he  thinks  it  worth  his. pains  to  ufe  his  Kod 
to  reclaim  us  ?  And  would  you  have  him  be  fo  fond  as 
to  let  you  proceed  to  commit  thole  faults,  which  he 
knows  will  utterly  (poil  you  >  Should  he  love  you  if  he- 
did  forbear  his  ftripes,  when  he  fees  there  is  great  need 
of  fuch  (harp  iflftruments  to  referm  you  ?  Or  do  you 
think  he  delights  to  affli^^^and  takes  a  greater  pleauire 
to  hear  you  cry  and  roar  under  his  hand,  than  to  hear 
you  fing  and  repyce  in  his  arms  Mt  is  unchriAian  to 
impute  unto  him  (uch  Cruelty.  You  cannot  without 
impiety  imigme,  either  that  he  will  not  chaftife  IHs 
t:hUdren  in  orfler  to  make  them  ceaie  to  of&nd  ^  or 
that  he  will  not  grant  a  pardon  when  they  humbly 
bow  their  wills  to  his,  and  ask  it  of  him»  No  qweftioa  , 
he  will  do  both  when  caufe  requires  5  and  though 
ibmetimes  he  gives  a  pardon  without  any  corredion, 
yet  never  the  corredion  without  an  intent  to  pardon. 
Lye  ftill  therefore  under  his  Fatherly  hand,  and  then 
I  affiire  you  there  is  greater  realbn  both  to  be  thanks 
ful)^  and  alio  to  ez^ft  a*  par^n  5  becaule  you  are 
much  amended  M^ien  your  own  will  is  &>  broken,  that . 
you  can  fiibmit  to  any  of  his  Rods. 

But  here  I  muft  not  forget  to  admomlh  yon  of  one 
thing  which  I  have  Ibmewhere  read  in  the  advices  of 
agrave  peribnt  which  is  3  To  take  great  heed  that 
your  fleln  do  not  deceive  and  cheat  you  with  its  difli* 
mulatibns^hile  you  are  in  thisftatej  endeavouring 
to  flubber  over  negligence  under  the  pretext  of^  I  can- 
not dikMy  more^    It  is  true,  we  are  not  tyed  to  that 
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which  we  cannot  do  ^  faiit  yet  the  flefli  will  (bmettmes 
juggle  and  a>mplain  of  impotence,  when  there  is  nor- 
thing hinders  us  but  only  Sloth.  Here  you  muft  look 
upon  yourielf  with  a  great  many  eyes  5  you  muftbe^ 
come  your  own  (py,  and  narrowly  watch  the  moft  Cc^ 
cret  motions  of  your  heart.  For  this  Eve  that  is  with- 
in us,  islbdefiroustofoecheriflied  and  plea(ed,  to  be 
walking  up  and  down  the  Garden,  and  to  be  eating  of 
the  forbidden  fruit  5  that  fte  wants  not  a  thou&nd  in- 
ventions to  make  us  believe  that  her  demands  do  not 
extend  to  fuperfluities,  but  only  to  things  neceflary  for 
us  3  that  (he  doth  not  defire  eaieand  pleafure  fo  much 
as  reft  from  hard  labours  %  and  (he  is  in  a  m^hty  chafe 
if  we  will  not  give  a  perfeft  credit  to  her.  She  per- 
(wades  us  fometime  that  we  are  much,  weaker  than  in 
truth  we  can  affirm  ouv  ieWesto  t^e :  She  tells  us  that 
we  cannot  with  (afety  think  of  any  thing  elfe  but  her, 
and  is  not  willing  to  let  us  make  a  tryal :  She  bids  us 
attend  only  to  her  quiet  and  (atisfaftion,  and  not  (uffer 
the  mind  todifturb  her  repole  at  all:  And  the  more 
we  humour  and  gratifieherde(ires,  the  naore  fttlKbe 
bemoans  her  (elf  to  move  our  pitty  towards  her.  It 
concerns  us  therefore  to  be  carebiU  in  obfervingwhx 
good  it  is  that  we  can  then  perform  without  a  manifeft 
prejudice  to  our  health,  and  to  make  provUion  tliat  k, 
be  not  negleded  by  means  of  the  heavy  complaints  of 
lazine(s  and  (loth.  Look  up  unto  jf^/  as  often  as  you 
can.  Tell  him  in  the  (ecrets  of  your  foul  that  yon  hear* 
tily  love  him.  Open  your  very  boibme  to  him,  and 
(hew  how  delirousyou  are  10  be  moreconform'd  un- 
to him  by  this  affliction.  Pray  him  to  come  and  ran- 
iack  your  heart,  and  to  throw  out  of  doors,  wfaatfo- 
ever  is  offenfive  to  him.  Let-  him  know  that  you  had 
"•thcr(  not  only  befick,  but)  dye  a.thouisiod  times 
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than  ix)t  be  friends  with  him.  Andfe  eotreat  him  to 
take  pitty  upotiyou.  Promife  him  todowhatfcever 
he  would  have  you.  Aod  exhort  all  others  of  ycur 
acxjiiaiaeaoce ,  that  they  would  love  and  (erve  him 
moie  than  you  can  do.  And  this  let  me  add  for  your 
comfort^  that  fometimeshe  be(tows  more  favours  up* 
onfickmen  in  their  Beds^  who  can  pray  in  no  other 
maoner,  but  by  the  humiliations  and  prodrate  fubmif* 
Hods  of  their  Wills  to  him:  than  be  doth  upon  feme 
others  who  ipend  many  hours  on  their  bended  knees 
in  that  holy  exercife.  And  do  not  defpair^  1  beicech 
you,  pf  receivic^  this  mercy,  though  you  think  your 
ielf  never  lb  unworthy  of  it,  fince  it  cous  him  no  morej^ 
but  only  his  Will  to  beftow  it^ 

With  theie,  and  fuch  like  Diicourfes,  the  Good  man 
entertained  his  friend  in  this  lickne(sfor  many  dayes; 
which  put  the  time  into  a  Ijpeedier  pace  than  etherwii« 
it  would  have  pafled  away.    Though  he  kept  his 
Bed  for  ibmc!  weeks,  yettM  hours  did  not  ieem  at  all 
tedious  to  hiiD,  but  rather  fled  away  asfafi:,  as  heuied 
•  beforje  todohimfelf.    Sq  harpy  a  thing  it  iatohave 
a  partner  in  our  troubles,  and  thfeaffif^apce  of  apother 
.0ioulder  befide  our  own  to  bear  our  griefs.    Good 
Difcourles  are  like  the  breath  of  Heaven,  which  when, 
the  burdned  Veflel  feels,  (he  cuts  her  way  through  alt 
the  waves,  and  never  coQplains  of  the  greatneis  of  her 
.burden.    Nay,  they  proved  to  him  like  the  cool  Air 
which  refrefhes  the  gafpin^  Traveller  in  a  hot  day  $ 
making  his  very  body  feel  its  leggs  the  Iboner,  by  the 
delicate  touches  which  they  gave  un^o  his  Spirit.  All 
the  Art  of  bis  Do&ors ,  and  an  whole  Apothecaries 
Shop  had  not  been  able  to  refiore  his  conlumed  fle(h 
io  eafily,[and  in  fiich  a  little  fpace  of  time  y  asthefe  So- 
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veraign  Cordials  which  diftilled  from  the  Good  mans 

lips,  and  were  drawn,  he  felt,  from  the  very  bottome 

of  his  heart.    I  have  woodred  foflktimes  when  I  cop- 

fidered  the  fuddennefi  of  his  recovery  j  for  though  he 

by  ibme  weeks  in  a  feeble  condition,  it  was  becaufe  he 

did  riot  at  firft  receive  thefe  Medicines  5  which  fo  (bon 

as  he  tailed,  he  became  another  man,  and  (eemedto 

have  aNewEflence  infilled  into  him.    It  is  no  new 

piece  of  Philolbphy,  but  an  Axiome  older  than  Wppo-. 

crates^  and  which  calls  Solomon  ( that  great  Phyfician) 

its  Father  5  Heavifiefs  in  the  heart  of  mok  makfth  H 

i»  %<fi^ '  ^'  *  i^"'^  tfiorditakftb  iiglad.  And  in  another 

*  'place  of  bis  Aphorifms  we  read,  that,  A  merry  bean 

,y.  %%.  doth  good  to  aMedicine  :  bnt  a  brokgn  prit  dryetb  tbe 

bones,  .    .

of  tbe  trouble  vhicb  tbe  Pilgrim  wot  in  shout Jome  bufm^ 
which  had  lajn  negleSed  dnringhit  pkpef*  Of  bit 
defres  after  a  contempUtive  Life.  Of  Solitnde,  The 
Profit  cf  it :  ^Pecialljf  at  tbe  beginning  rfourCbrifiian 
courfe.  AndbovPthtjfthdttnjojfit,  donotJfhdaUtbe 
fatisfaQion  which  the;  expelled  in  it. 

BEing  able  therefore  by  the  good  infpiratioDs  of  his 
friend  (  whofe  mouth  he  a(ikoowledged  was  SitVeS 
tfL^e )  to  go  about  the  houfe  ^  He  fpcnt  as  much  time 
as  he  was  ablein  praifing  God,  inftru^ing  the  fen^nts, 
and  doing  good  to  all  his  neighboursj  not  negleding 
iny  duty  which  God  or  manrequired  of  him.  But  fo 
was,  that  having  been  long  fick;"there  were  fome 
ceflary  bufincfies  in  which  both  he  and  his  friend 
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were  concerned,  that  had  layn  as  long  as  himfelf  with* 
out  any  regard*  Thefe  called  very  importunately  up- 
on him  for  his  attendance  5  and  being  very  weighty, 
and  requiring  quick  difpatch,  would  not  ceafe  tofol- 
lidte  more  of  his  thoughts  than  he  was  willing  to  al- 
low them.  It  will  be  of  no  ufe  to  tell  you  what  they 
were,  but  it  may  be  fijfEcient  to  let  you  know  that 
they  were  of  fuch  monent  that  without  a  manifcft 
wrong  both  to  himlelf  and  others ,  he  could  by  no 
means  put  them  off^  nor  make  them  reft  contented 
with  a  cold  and  flow  management  of  them.  And  yet 
from  hence  his  mind  took  occafion  tolpring  a  new 
doubt,  which  he  had  not  power  to  remove  himfelf,  t ill 
he  had  made  it  known  to  his  Friend  5  though  his  af- 
fairs were  not  fo  urgent  bujt  that  they  left  him  a  little 
leifuretocondder  of  that  which  might  have  given  him 
C)me  fatisfadion.  For  when(bever  a  crowd  of  iittle 
occafioits  throng'd  in  upon  him  and  would  not  be  de-. 
nyed  his  company  5  then  he  began  to  frown  upon  him- 
(elf  becaule  he  did  not  find  (b  much  vacancy  as  his 
heart  defired  for  private  Prayer  and  Recollection. 

"  To  this  the  Father  laid  (as  (bon  as  he  had  eafed 
himielf  of  the  fcruple  by  telling  of  it  J  that  for  his  part 
he  was  very  glad  to  find  he  had  (iich  a  vehement  love 
for  retired  thoughts  and  fecret  converfe  with  God  y 
and  that  he  fighed  fo  much  after  it,  as  far  more  dc- 
lightftil  tohim  then  the  open  World  and  all  the  bra- 
very which  it  hangs  out  to  us.  But  he  told  him  al(b 
that  he  was  to  be  blamed  for  thinking  himfelf  lefi 
deafing  toGod  in  what  he  was  a  doing,becaufe  he  was 
iefi  pleafingto  himfelf.  For,  do  you  not  know,  faid 
/fe^3  that  God  hath  bidden  us  ferve  our  neighbour  as 
.much  as  we  can?  and  that  it  is  an  idle  pretence  to  (ay 
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we  love  God  whom  we  never  fiw,  if  we  love  not  our 
Brother  whom  we  fee  continually  >  And  hath  he  not 

.  placed  us  in  a  Body  which  tnuft  be  fed,  and  that  can- 
not be  nouriftied  with  Thoughts  and  live  upon  Medi- 
tations 5  nor  be  foppbrted  without  the  labour  of  m 
own  hands  >  Why  then  do  you  complain  that  it  can- 
not be  filled  with  a  Prayer,  and  have  its  hunger  (^tif- 
fied  with  an  Hymn  ?  Perhaps  it  may  (b  fall  out,  that  a 
great  many  things  (hall  require  our  Service  at  one  and 
the  ^metime;  and  though  we  call  not  for  them  all 
together,  yet  they  call  on  us  and  bid  us  mind  them ;  or 
elfe  they  (ay  that  they  will  be  gone  and  not  wait  upon 
our  lei(ure.  Is  there  any  reSbn  now  to,  turn  thofe 
things  away  that  will  not  come  again  ?  or  (hail  we 

.  trouble  our  (elves  that  we  have  not  the  diQ)o(all  of 
other  mens  wills,  and  cannot  make  them  come  to  u^ 
only  when  we  plea(e  to  call  them  ?  why  may  we  not 
be  contented  to  let  all  necef&ry  affairs  take  as  much  of 
our  time  astheyafk,  (eeingGod  will  have  us  fi>  im- 
ployed?  Contentcd^lhy^  for  I  did  never  yet  forbid 
you  to  defire  more  time  wherein  to  recoiled  your  (elf 
and  retire  unto  God  ^  but  would  rather  have  you  to 
wifh  for  that,  while  you  are  forced  to  (erve  other 
things.  He  is  not  to  be  commended  that  is  glad  of  a 
multitude  of  bufinefles,  and  loves  fas  we  (ay  ^  to  have 
his  hands  full  of  the  World :  but  yet  he  is  no  wayes 
deferving  of  our  prai(e  neither,  who  when  his  CalHi^ 
thrufls  it  upon  him,  and  he  is  got  into  the  midfl  ot 
it,  is  (iill  bewailing  himfelf  and  troubled  at  his  portion* 
The  true  way  to  peace  is,  to(ct  our  hands  with  all  di- 
ligence to  theneceffary  works  of  our  callii^,  but  to 
fet  our  hearts  upon  the  more  immediate  ierviceof  our 
Lord.  To  do  our  bu(ine(s,  whatfoever  multiplicity 
there  happen  to  be  in  it  5  but  to  long  to  do  ^mething 
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eUe,  if  that  would  permit  us.  Yet  filU  I  fay  welimft 
fi)  long  after  the  Higher  life^  that  our  defires  dp  hot 
breed  in  us  any  di^uft  or  impatience  in  the  Lower  ^ 
wdich  will  bothmake*our  bufinefilooger^and  unfit  us 
for  ouc^iritual  employments* 

You  remember  I  make  no  doubt  of  the  ftory  oi  Jacobs 
howmuchhewasinamouredoffairiZirr^r/;  but  that 
thou^bhe  (erved  (everal  years  for  her,  yet  he  was  put 
ofTwith  the  embraces  of  Leah  and  forced  to  endure 
another  apprenticefliip  for  his  moft  beloved.  And  the 
neafbnof  it^ou  know  is  there  rendred,  becaule  it  was 
not  thefafiuonof  that  Country  todifpde  of  the  Youn- 
ger before  the  Elder  Sifter.  I  have  foroetimes  thought 
that  this  may  not  unfitly  be  accommodated  to  repre- 
fent  unto  us  the  eftate  and  condition  of  Pious  fouls 
while  they  are  like  jfn^^^  in  this  Pilgrimage  far  from 
their  Fathecs  houie.  They  are  extreamly  defirous  to 
be  wholly  wedded  to  the  fair  and  amiable  life  of  Con- 
templation, Prayer  and  conftant  pafSons  of  love  of 
God.  This  they  court  and  woe  above  all  other  things, 
hoi>ine  in  a  little  time  to  obtain  their  (uitand  (pend 
their dayes  in  (iich happy  enjoyments.  But  (bit  is, 
that  they  muft  be  employed  a  loi^  while  other  wayes, 
before  they  can  reaibnably  expe£):  td  arrive  at  the  fe- 
licity of  bebg  wholly  fequeftred  unto  that  Life.  And 
fuch  is  the  neceffity  of  this  World  that  when  we  ima« 
gine  we  (ball  now  be  at  perfeft  leifure  for  it  5  ibme 
thing  or  other  MI  thrufts  us  into  a  di&rent  way  of 
living.  Nay  the  manner  of  this  Country  is  fuch<^  that 
we  muft  b^  contented  to  (ervefirft  in  theie  baier  em* 
ployn^nts,  before  we  can  be  permitted  to  come  to 
thete  nobler  retirements.  With  this  Worldly  life  we 
all  begin  and  it  is  the  Cide4r  of  the  two.  Nay,  moft  of 
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us  are  forced  by  many  years  labour  in  providiifg  for 
the  lower  man,  to  procure  to  our  (elves  a  libeny  of 
being  more  vacant  to  the  (crvice  of  our  fouls.  And 
it  is  very  well,  laflureyou.  If  after  more  jears  then 
Jacob  (erved,  God  (ball  be  plea(ed  to  blefs  us  with  (uch 
a  proportion  of  thefe  Worldly  goods,that  we  may  re- 
po(e  our  felves  with  greater  quietse^  in  the  bofome  of 
a  more  contemplative  life.  Then  we  may  be  allowed 
in  compare  with  this  beautifull  R4chel^  to  hate  Le^ 
and  all  her  earthly  bu(ine(s :  yea  it  will  be  expe&ed  at 
our  hands  when  we  are  furni(hed  as  jf^rro^was  with 
flocks  and  herds  and  can  (ay,  We  have  enough  5  that 
we  quit  the  world  and  retreat  from  our  (ecular  ai^irs 
and  betake  our  (elves  more  intirely  to  the  Higher  life. 
And  this  favour  perhaps  our  Lord  may  indulge  us, 
when  we  are  grown  a  little  older  and  (ball  bemoi^  ripe 
for  It  5  but  till  that  time  let  us  be  patient  as  the  Patri* 
arch  was  ^  and  in  hope  at  lafl:  to  injoy  thjsfweet,  this 
beloved  l)fe,  not  fufier  the  other  to  (eem  at  all  a  tedi* 
ous  (late  unto  us. 

This  difcourie  did  not  a  little  gratifie  our  young 
Traveller,  who  now  fancied  himtelf  another  Jacob  ; 
wi(hing  for  nothing  (b  much  as  to  have  the  fair  Dam- 
(el  we  4x)ke  of  given  him  to  be  his  wife.  And  fo  much 
he  had  imprefled  his  mind  with  the  Idea  of  that  more 
excellent  conver(ation,that  had  it  not  been  for  the  Jaft 
words  bis  Friend  fpake,  and  that  he  con(idered  alfo  it 
ts  wont  to  remain  like  Rachel  a  great  while,  more  bar- 
ren then  the  other  5  he  had  fain  into  reproaches  of  this 
Blear-eyed  life,  which  makes  us  (iich  flrangers  to  Di- 
viaer  objefts,  that  when  we  behold  them  our  eyes 
fmart  and  grow  fore  by  reafon  of  their  (plendor.  It  is 

0  little  to  faythathe  loved  it  3  for  he  burnt  with  de-' 
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fire  after  it.  When  he  was  employed  about  the  afl&irs 
of  this  life,  the  time  feemed  like  the  cold  frofty  nights 
wherein  jf^r^A  k?pt  the  flocks  oi  Lahan  in  the  field. 
.  Then  were  his  Sun(hine  dayes,  and  his  Heart  all  in  an 
ardor  of  Love  and  Joy,  when  he  was  within  doors  (e« 
eluded  fromthe  herd  of  the  World  and  fhut  up  ivith 
God  in  his  Soul.  If  there  was  any  heat  and  eagerneG 
in  the  ciiipatch  of  his  ordinary  bufineis,  it  was  by  a  re* 
fiedkion  from  thefe  greater  flames  5  which  excited  him 
to  puriue  that  with  the  more  agility,  that  he  might  the 
iboaer  quit  his  hands  of  it,  and  be  free  for  God. 

And  thus  having  placed  his  afie&ions,  I  need  not  tell 
you  how  oft  he  uted  to  (leal  a  glance  of  thoie  Heaven- 
ly ob)eds,  even  when  he  was  in  the  midfl:  of  (bme  of 
his  worldly  occafions.     Thi^  I  alwayes  obferved,  that 
when  it  was  left  to  his  own  choice  what  part  he  would 
take  to  manage  )  he  would  ever  lay  hold  oh  that 
which  would  give  mo(l  liberty  for  his  thoughts,  to 
withdraw  themfelves  ibmetimes  to  better  things.  And 
having  good  ^acob  Qy  much  in  his  mind,  he  u^  to  (ay 
that  he  wondred  the  sbepAeards  of  all  other  men  were 
not  mqft  envyed  (  whofe  name  God  hath  alTumed  into 
his  TitlesJ  becaufe  their  life  is  fo  like  to  His  who  rules 
the  whole  World  and  yet  en|oyes  himfelf.    For  his 
part  as  he  palled  along  in  his  journey  and  (aw  tho& 
Swains  with  their  Sheephooks  in  their  hands,,  he  could 
not  for  his  life  but  fancy  them  to  be  Scepters,  and  the 
mentobefb  many  petty  Kings,  whofe  obedient  peo* 

JpleJeftthem  nothing  el(e  to  do  but  topleate  them- 
elves.  OhappySoveraigns,washewontto(ay,who 
have  (uch  peaceable  fubjedhs !  O  Princely  Souls  whole 
Royalty  is  auended  with  none  oftho(e  enemies  of  Li- 
berty, which  make  the  Thrones  of  others  unealie  ! 
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There  is  none  privy  to  what  you  do,  but  only  your 
(elves.  None  ofthofe  Ceremonies  trouble  you,  which 
incumber  all  the  adions  of  Kings.  You  live  in  the 
Kingdom  of  WilHom.  Your  minds  are  free  for  the 
noblefl  contemplations. '  Your  Court  is  frequented 
with  no  flatterers.  And  it  is  not  hard  for  you  to  know 
thofe  that  love  your  perfonsfrom  thofethat  loye  your 
fortune.  You  are  not  enforced  either  to  be  loaded  with 
Cares,  orelfe  with  the  reproach  of  being  negligent. 
Your  leifure  is  far  better  then  all  the  imployments 
which  others  (eek.  It  is  better  to  want  with  you^ 
then  to  abound  with  all  the  World  beiide.  Your  de- 
iarts  are  far  in  my  efteem  before  the  Glory  of  Princely 
Pallaces..  And  there  are  no  chains  fi>  well  made  or 
fo  fairly  guilded  over,  that  could  tempt  me  out  of  your 
Liberty.      , 

When  he  had  recovered  himfelfoutof  thefe  plea- 
(ant  tranfports ,  he  oftentimes  fell  into  a  very  fober 
commendation  of  Solitude  :  which  he  u(ed  to  call  the 
Gate  that  lets  into  the  inward  World  ,  the  fuburbs  of 
Heaven,and  the  Miftrels  of  (uch  noble  fatisfadions  as 
the  Courts  of  Kings  cannot  equal.  The  profit  of  this 
hidden  and  unknown  life ,  laid  he,  is  not  to  be  ex* 
prefled  %  when  obicuring  our  (elves  in  our  own  Souls 
we  have  the  greater  light  within  5  and  communicating 
folely  with  our  Lord,  in  that  one  objeft  we  enjoy  more 
then  all  the  World.  So  neceflary  it  is,  that  I  find  he 
cannot  be  wife  that  is  not  retired.  He  muft  be  a 
Tool  that  (huns  his  own  company.  He  thinks  all  things 
^  better  then  himfcif,  who  forfakes  himielf  tobe  with 
them.  If  the  World  had  not  loft  their  wits  they  would 
not  thus  flight  and  pa(s  by  their  own  Souls.  If  their 
tafte  were  not  (poiied,  they  would  find  more  Delight 

as 
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as  well  as  more  nofitaft  home,  than  can  be  enjoyed 
abroad.  Though  peace  and  innocence  make  no  great 
noife,  yet  their  undifturbedpleaiores  yield  the  higheft 
contentment.  Their  pkaiures  are  inch  that  it  is  bard 
for  great  perfbnsand  thofer  who  are  much  in  the  World 
to  take  their  (hare  in  them.  And  as  for  all  other$,  fince 
we  muft  divide  them  with  thofe  men  whom  by  no 
means  we  would  be  like ,  they  cannot  import  very 
much  to  our  fatisfaftion. 

A  great  number  of  other  thit^  he  heaped  up  in 
praife  of  tliis  private  life,  till  at  iau  he  endeavoured  to 
derive  honour  upon  it  from  the  example  of  our  Lord 
whohethougbt  was  much  delighted  in  it.    For  he 
obferved  that  it  was  thirty  years  before  he  would  fre* 
quenk  the  World  5  and  that  after  he  did  am)ear,  he 
was  wont  Vjcry  often  to  retire  himlelf  even  n-om  the 
company  of  his  own  family.     And  I  think  he  had  ad- 
ded a  great  deal  more  in  this  Argument,  had  not  his 
Compaaion  here  interpoled  this  (udden  que(Vion» 
What  then  ?  are  you  (b  afieded  to  this  life  as  to  wifh 
you  may  beleft  alone?  You  mean  belike  to  quit  me  too, 
and  turn  an  Hermite  to  enjoy  your  (elf  the  better, 
when  no  body  (hares  in  your  afteaions.   By  no  means, 
re^yed  the  Pilgrim  as  haftily :  for  though  he  is  never 
alone  who  is  accompanied  with  noble  thoughts  s  y^ 
I  fbould  think  my  (elf  too  much  alone  without  your 
company.  This  Solitude  doth  not  exclude  our  Friends 
but  rather  make  room  for  them.    We  cannot  enjoy 
whom  we  would,  unleG  we  retire  and  (eparate  our 
(elves  from  the  multitude.    There  we  may  nick  and 
chufe>but  in  the  crowd  men  will  thrufl:  them(elves  up- 
on us.    And  therefore  I  would  be  alone  thatl  may 
have  more  of  you.  Iwouldgoafidefrom  the  World, 

that 
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that  1  may.not  be  drawn  fo  much  from  you.    And  in- 
deed whatfoever  profit  or  pleafure  there  is  that  I  fan- 
cy in  this  private  life^they  muft  needs  be  multiplied  by 
thejpompany  of  a  friend  to  whom  I  may  impart  the  be- 
nefits that  I  receive.     The  moft  plentifull  feaft  with- 
out a  companion^  is  the  Life  of  a  Lion  or  of  a  Wolf. 
Let  my  fulne^  be  never  Ibgreat,  I  (hall  fuflfer  hunger, 
as  long  as  1  want  one  of  your  goodnels  to  tafte  my  hap- 
pinels  with  me.    We  were  taught,  I  remember ,  at 
School,  that  Keft  in  ancient  times  was  ftiled,  The  Food 
of  the  gods  5  and  therefore  I  have  fiuce  thought  that  a 
retreat  from  bufineis  cannot  but  beveryneceflaryfbr 
.    man.    But  as  their  leifure  was  thought  to  be  fweeteft 
when  they  enjoyed  it  together :  fo  I  conceive  will  my 
Solitude  be,  if  you  think  good  alio  to  live  alone  with 
me.     I  do  not  fancy  there  are  any  Anchorets  in  >the 
other  World.     There  are  no  Delarts   in  thofc  (pa- 
tious  Plains  which  we  fee  above.    The  Heavenly  Na- 
tures love  Society,  and  therefore  I  will, not  labour  to 
be  unlike  them.    And  indeed,  if  I  were  perfe^ly  fhut 
up  in  my  own  (bul,  I  could  not  make  it  (uch  an  Hermi- 
tage ,  but  that  the  image  of  you  would  dill  dwell 
with  me. 

Well,  faid  the  Father,  I  am  very  much  beholden  to 
you,  that  you  will  make  me  the  Companion  of  your 
moft  fecret  pleafures :  and  it  layes  a  great  obligation 
on  me  to  be  good,  if  it  were  but  for  this  only^  that 
there  maybe  no  Image  imprinted  on  fuchafoul  as 
-yours,  but  what  is  fair  and  Idvely.  It  muft  beconfeP 
fed  alio,  that  there  is  very  great  ufe  of  Solitarinefs, 
efpecially  in  the  beginnings  of  a  Nfew  Life.  Then  if 
one  ftiould aik  me.  What  ihall  I  fly  >  I  would  anfwcr, 
asoneofthePhiloibphcrsdid,  Fly  the  multitude.  For 

while

while  a  man  is  weak  inVertue^  he  k  like  to  one  that 
hathi)een  kmg  fick^  if  you  ftir  him  from  the  place 
where  he  js,  he  grow?  worle.     Sachamancanlcarce 
return  backfromthe  world  with  the  manners  he  car- 
riedout  wkh  him.  Something  that  he  had  compofed. 
is  put  into  dilbrder :   Some  evil  that  he  had  chafed 
away^  comes  back  to  him  unawares :  (bme  good  re(b- 
lution  which  he  had  formed,  is  loft  in  a  great  croud  of 
temptations :   and  the  bad  cdftoms  mnch  he  had 
ihaken  ofi^  will  epdeavour  again  to  renew  their  ac-- 
^aamtaaoe*   All  places  being  roll  of  ill  eicamfrfcs^chere 
ia  the  greater  dai^er  of  infcdtion.    There  is  none  but 
either  commends  a  vice5orimptd[Ies  it  on  US)  or  (ecret-   • 
ly  rubs  us  with  it.    Anid  it  is  very  hard  to  beat  off  the 
manks  of  enemies^  when  they  come  in  fi>  great  troops 
upon  u^    It  is  good  coui^ll  therefore  at  luch  a  time : 
Retire  into  your  felf.  Shut  up  your  (but  within  doors, 
and  let  it  not  ftir  abroad.    And  truly  he  hath  very 
honouraUe  thoughts  of  us,  who  thkiks  us  fit  to  bear 
our  (elves  company.    Be  repoles  a  great  confidence 
in  us  who  dares  truft:  us  to  our  (elves.    For  there  is  no 
worie  feeiety  for  a  man  than  his  own^  if  he  do  not  dc* 
fign  to  become  good.    Fools  and  mad  men  ought  not 
to  be  left  in  their  own  bands*  For  as  the  wife  emptoy 
their  Solitude  in  pious  couniels,  and  ibber  advices  for 
the  good  government  of  themfelves  :  fo  the  wicked 
then  meditate  bad  defigns^  and  plot  the  fiilfiUingof 
naughty  ddires.    They  whet  their  anger,  or  irritate 
their  luli^  or  brazen  then:  foreheads  to  commit  all  vil« 
lany  f  and  what  fear  and  (hame  concealed  from  the 
world,  they  bring  forth  then  before  themfelves,  aqd 
prepare  it  to  come  abroad.    See  then  what  a  good 
opinion  I  have  conceived  oSyou,  in  that  I  bid  you  not  . 
to  fly  your  fcff*    I  muft  needs  take  you  for  a  man  of 
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worthy  thoughts,  or  elfe  Mliould  not  permit  you  to 
be  alone.  And  let  me  tell  you,  that  1  promife  my  felf 
you  will  improve  your  own  coippany  (o  well,  as  to  be 
worthy  at  laft  to  be  trufted  in  the  open  World.  When 
your  mind  is  well  fortified,  and  your  refolation  con- 
firmed 5  the  World  will  need  fiich  a  good  example,  to 
reform  the  evil  wherewith  it  abounds*  We  are  not 
born  for  our  (elves  alone  ^  but  others  muft  feel  there  is 
a  good  man  ftill  remaining  among  them.  It  b  fit  in- 
deed that  at  certain  times  you  (hopld  all  your  life(e-» 
quefter  your  felf  from  men^fo  it  be  without  aSkS^Mion 
of  Angularity ,  or  making  jmy  noife  :  bit  there  you 
muft  not  bury  your  (elf  ^  noi:  make  your  Clofet  a 
Tomb, wherein  to  converfe  with  no  body  but  the  dead* 
Your  Light  muft  (b  ftiine  before  men,  that  feeing  your 
good  works,  they  may  glorifie  your  Father  which  is 
in  Heaven.  And  you  muft  (hew  forth  the  praifes  of 
him,who  hath  called  you  out  of  darknels  into  hbmar- 
vellous  Light.  But  having  given  you  an  example  of 
both  thefe  in  the  Blefled  ^^y  I  will  not  liifpeft  your 
memory  of  (b  much  unfaithfulnefi  ,  as  to  think  you 
.  ftand  in  need  to  have  thofe  inftruf^ions  repeated*  I 
will  rather  pray  you  to  let  me  know  how  you  find 
your  felf  in  thole  retirements,  and  whether  you  meet 
with  Co  great  fatisfadtiion  in  them  .as  now  you  expe& 
tqreap. 

And  truly  afterward  he  coi^efled,  that  making  his 
J-etreat  very  frequently  into  this  SoveraignP<:ivacy,he 
could  not  alway  be  Mafter  of  thofe  brave  thdtights 
which  he  imagined  he  (faould  have  enjoyed.  That  Life 
he  law. had  its  imperfedions,  and  helookt  to  enjoy 
thpre  thofe  delightful  fpei^cles,  which  too  often  with- 
drew themfelves  from  his  fight,  and  could  aot  be  woo- 
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ed  to  favour  him  with  their  coDtinual  prefence.   H& 
found  that  w«  do  vol  yet  live  in  the  CountYy  of  Idea's 
and  the  Land  ofPerfedions  .*  but  that  we  dwell  in 
lower  Regions,  and  are  forced  to  travcll  among  Chi- 
mera's,  and  to  fight  many  times  with  mondrous  Ima- 
ginations.    At  the  bed  we  do  but  fee  the  (hadows  of 
things  3  or  if  we  gain  ^  true  Image  of  them  ^  yet  we 
Qiuft  be  content  to  (it  down  a  great  way  on  this  fide  of 
that  excellent  life,  the  Image  of  which  we  have  con* 
ceived  in  our  mind.    The  Pattern  is  too  big  for  us 
*  while  we  are  (hut  up  in  thefe  Prifbns.    And  to  be  (<>•  * 
jree  in  our  thoughts  and  affedions  5  it  is  neccflary  that** 
we  obtain  a  releaie  from  thefe  bodies*  Only  thus  much 
beoefit- he  reaped  from  this  dear  Solitude  wherein  he 
Ibmetimes  reigned  j  that  he  was  verily  perfwaded  iie 
ihouldoneday  arrive  at  the  Freedom  and  Peace  of 
Jer$f/alem.    He  could  not  think  that  his  Soul  fliouid 
alwayqs dwell  (bfar  fliort  of  that  happy  Country,  of 
which  he  had  fucha  lovely  pidure  in  his  mind.     It 
ieemed  unrealbnable  to  imagine,  that  when  all  other  ' 
things  arefuffered  to  grow  to  their  height  and  utmofl 
perfedion  5  the  fpirit  of  man  only  (hould  ever  remain  a 
dwarf^  or  rather  continue  a  child,  and  never  be  un- 
looled  from  its  fwadling-bands.     No,  no  5  wpuld  he 
frequently  fay,  I  feel  my  Soul  untying  thefe  Bands.  It 
grows  too  great  for  thefe  cloaths,  arid  cannot  fufFer 
itielf  tobethUs  confined.    It  afpires  to  that  happy 
State  which  admits  of  no^defqds,  and  will  make  me 
call  my  (elf  a  Man.     It  longs  and  groans  to  be  above 
}t  felf.    It  ftretches  its  hands  to  reach  the  Perfeftion 
of  Purity,  and  to  lay  hold  on  Eternal  Life.  .  It  would 
fain  remove  from  thefe  fhadbws  and  hopes  to  converfe 
with  the  very  things  themfelyes.    Oh  how  it  fighs  to 
do  what  it  now  dcfigns.    Hfc'w  it  breathes  after  thecn- 
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joyment  of  that  which  h-bath  in  xfcfirc !  The  day  ivill 
come  fure  that  (hall  caft  no  cloud  about  my  mind,  nor 
Air  the  lead  breath  of  inordinate  paffionbroy  fbu!« 
It  will  not  bq  long  before  I  be  alwayes  (erene,  and  have 
thehappine&tollvein  a  conftant  tranquility  and  un« 
troubled  repofe.     The  time  I  bcKeye  ha(tens  when 
my  knowledge  (hall  be  (b  clear,  thiit  Faith  (kiH  find 
no  employment,  and  Hope  (hall  receive  a  dilcharge  5 
and  Charity  (hall  be  left  alone  in  its  full  (Irengtfa. 
• 
*    With  the(e  and  other  fuchltke*plea(ant  thoughts 
they  entertabed  them(elves  as  they  travelled  over  ma- 
ny fair  Plains^  deceiving  the  length  of  the  Miles  by 
the  variety  ofDifcourfe,  and  the  prettinefiofTundry 
contemplations.  iTbr  the  truth  is.  His  Good  Ai^  (as 
I  may  call  him)  never  fail'd  to  put  him  in  mind  df  (tich 
things  as  might  be  worthy  of  oblervation   in  their 
Journey,  or  might  admininer  a  profitable  or  innocent 
delight  to  (weeten  their  way.   'And  among  other 
things  I  remember  that  one  day  as  they  went  throng 
a  certain  place,  which  was  more  like  a  Garden  than 
an  High-way ,  He  askt  him  if  he  was  not  afraid  of 
thofe  Grange  Beads  in  green  skins,  and  thoie  armed 
men  with  weapons  of  the  lame  colour  in  their .  hands. 
At  which  he  uniling  faid  5   though  you  have  been 
conicious*to  much  of  my  weakne(s,  yet  I  havelb  much 
courage,  as  not  to  be  anrighted  at  the  Images  of  things 
which  1  (ee  cut  in  hedges*     You  (hall  (ce  how  conn-- 
dently  I  will  walk  naked  by  that  Lyon ,  and  that  the 
Bear  in  the  other  thicket  ItalK^rike  no  terrour  into 
me.    And  it*pleales  me  very  much  to  think  that  the 
trouble  which  my  often- infirmities  have  given  you  k 
not  (b  great,  but  that  yo^canmake  your  fclf  merry 
with  them :  and  I  am  willing  to  recreate  you  a  Ihrie 
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more  by  bragging  thu»  of  my  prcfetit  boldncf^Tacked, 
fard  thrFather^  you  cbuld  tiot  have  well  gratified  tnt 
more  than  you  dO)  in  fpottitig  with  that  which  others 
more  morofe  would  have  taken  for  a  reproach.  Rut 
let  us  (erioufly  I  pray  you  confider ;  Is  there  muc!) 
more  harm  in  many  ot  thofe  things  at  whichthe  world 
is  wont  to  tremble?  Do  they  not  fly  from  terribk  no- 
thiogs^wherewith  they  iee  the  wayes  of  Piety  are  be- 
(er.  The  Reproaches  which  teat*  our  names  in  pieces 
liKieaLyon^  the  bitter  w^rds  which  mens  tongues 
(iMot  like  arrows  iri  our  faces  5  nay  that  great  Bear, 
Poverty  which  turns  lb  many  Out  of  the  way^  What 
are  they  ?  If  you  view  them  and  all  their  fellows 
Well,  you  will  find  they  are  as  innocent,  nay  as  profit 
table  too  as  thofe  peaceable  creatures  which  you  here 
behold.  They  are  but  like  thofe  Bows  which  are 
made  of  Bayes,  and  can  do  no  hurt.  Or  like  thofe  Guns 
which  you  fee  wrought  in  Rofemary  and  Sweet-Brier, 
and  fuch  like  things,  which  ffaoot  flowers ,  and  dart 
forth  Mu(k.  Or  like  thofe  Beads  of  Hy fep  and  Thyme 
which  are  very  Medicinal  to  thofe  who  know  how  to 
ufethenu  *        •^ 

'  From  hence  he  fell  into  a  very  grave  advice  ("which 
lie  (aid  could  not  be  too  often  repeated)that  he(hou*d 
HOC  fell  to  give  God  thanks  for  thofe  things  which 
went  ctofi  unto  him,  as  much  as  he  was  went  to  do  for 
tlx^  which  were  moft  conformable  to  his  defires.  He 
(hew'd  him  ho)v  we  (land  indebted  to  Divine  Provi- 
dence not  only  for  our  Food,  but  for  our  Phy  fick  aifo. 
He  made  him  underftand  how  the  contempt  we  meet 
with  from  men,  doth  purge  out  Pride  ^  how  Poverty 
cures  our  Luxury  and  wanton  defires^  and  how  no- 
thing is  fo  powerful  as  Sicknefi  to  deliver  us  from  the 
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great  evil  of  Ingratitude  ;  it  being  feldom  knoWn  that 
men  confider  thevaft  benefits  i>f  health  till  they  be 
without  it.     In  (hortj  he  convinced  hira  plainly  that  a 
great  fulnefs  of  all  things^  is  very  apt  to  choak  the  (enfe 
of  God.     That  when  men  are  in  conftant  proiperity, 
as  they  want  not  abilities  and  inftruments  to  fin^fo  they 
want  the  ftrong  re(Vraints  of  fear,  ofmodefty-,  and 
of  good  counfell  to  keep  them  from  it    And  though, 
laid  he,  if  they  wanted  the  laft  only,  their  condition 
would  be  (ad  enough  ^  yet  it  is  leldom  known  that 
they  have  the  benefit  of  it,  becaufe  there  is  either  none 
to  give  it,  or  they  are  not  apt  to  receive  it.  But  adver- 
fity  will  Matter  no  man,  it  ielf  fupplyingthe  place  of  an 
hundred  Monitors  5  and  being  the  only  (bber  and 
trufty  Counfellor,  which  great  men  have  in  their  re- 
tinue.    And  if  there  were  no  other  advantage  that  it 
brings,  we  (hould  have  great  reafon  to  thank  God, 
that  he  would  not  let  us  dye  without  the  company  of 
a  feithfull  friend. 


Cap.    XXX. 

Hon>  the  Pilgrim  grew ,  very  dull  and  lazy.  Bj  what 
Means  he  was  quickped  to  greater  diligence.  How  the 
Guide  ar»akcnedjomeJluggiJlj  Pilgrims  which  they  met 
wit  hall:  moving  them  to  a  great  care  pf their  Souls  \ 
and  tQ  prove  thetr  Sincerity  in  Religion^  by  their  being 
TjealoHs  of  good  vporkj% 

Lit  as  I  may  not  be  permitted  to  relate  all  t-he^  de- 
^lighfulldifcburre  of  this  nature  whkh  pailed' be- 
tween ihem  ill  their  travels  5  foyou  muft  not  think 
that  our  Pilgrim  had  now  left  all  trouble  behind  him, 

never 
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never  to  overtake  him  more.     For  having  thus  (pent 
Bis  time  for  (bmc  weeks,    he  felt  himfdf  exceeding 
duTl ;  and  through  foroe  indifpofition  (the  caufe  of 
which  he  could  not  di(cover)he  began  to  be  (b  lazy  and 
Jiftlefsto  any  gopdaftion,  which,  had  fqrmerly  been 
his  delight^  that  it  indangered  to  overwhelm  htm  in 
ahewaffliftionofmind.   But  yet  it  pleafed  God  foto 
order  it,  that  this  cloud  <t^as  cafl:  about  him  without 
anylhowre,  and  he  cured  himfelf  of  this  reftiffnefiof 
fpirit  b^  (bmecommon  obiervations  which  he  made  as 
he  went  Along.   For  they  had  not  travelled  far,  before 
they  found  a  great  number  of  men  digging  in  a  Mine, 
who  were  all  bath'd  in  their  own  Sweat  ^  and  in  ilead 
of  the  frelh  air  to  cool  them,  were  in  perpetual  danger 
ofSuffocation  by  infernal  vapours.     And  being  a&t. 
For  what  they  took' fiich  exceffive  pains,  they  gave 
them  to  underhand  that  the  beflbf  their  wages  was 
very  fmall,  and  that  fbme  were  fuch  flaves  as  laboured 
meerl  V  for  coar(e  food  3  not  (b  much  as  a  grain  of  all 
the  SilverOar  which  they  raked  out  of  the  earths  bow- 
els coming  into  their  pofleffion.  At  the  fight  of  which 
he  was  ftrangely  awaKned,  and  falling  into  a  mighty 
paflion  began  to  reproach  himfdf,  to  accufe  his  great 
foHy,  and  to  condemn  his  floth  3  ^Vho  was  le(s  con- 
cerned for  a  Soul,  then  theie  men  for  a  belly-full  of 
meat,  or  a  few  fingle-pennies.     What,  do  we,  O  my  ^ 
Soul  >  (  feid  the  good  Pilgrim,  J  Why  do  we  ly  ftill,and 
fufierour  felves  toperifti?  Are  there  any  pains  like 
thofe  to  which  thefe  wretches  are  condemned  >  Or  are 
there  any  treafures  that  can  equall  thofe  which  we  are 
feeking  after  ?  O  how  dilproportionable  are  their  la- 
bours unto  their  gains!  And  how  much  will  our  gains 
exceed  the  greateft  of  our  pams !  Blu{h,0  my  Soul^ac 
thy  own  neglefts:  and  be  aftoniftied  either  at  their 
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'  diligence^  or  thy  own  floth*  Or  rather^lct  the  ftrflng^. 
neG  of  the  one  y  make  thee  marvel  at  the  other.  And 
for  very  (hame,  let  it  rbuze  thee  to  do  that  for  thy  felf 
which  they  do  for  their  bodies  s  or  to  be  but  at  half 
the  labour  to  attain  eternal  Treafures,  which  they 
take,  not  for  periihing  Riches,  but  for  a  morfcl  of  meat 
which  only  prepares  them  fo  renew  their  labours.  In 
fuch  Meditatk>ns  as  thele  y  he  (pent  fbme  rime  to 
the  no  fmall  quickening  of  his  Soul  in  well  doing. 
Which  were  alio  happily  revived  the  next  daV  by  t& 
fight  offbmelbips,  which  from  a  mountain  that  chef 
paflecTover,  heefpied  ridifig  on  the  Sea :  whofe  ws^es 
did  then  (b  work  and  boil  that  the  face  of  it  was  all 
yefty^and  it  foam'd  with  riage  at  the  winds  which  fpcat 
their  fury  upon  it.  From  hence  he  took  occafion  to 
confider  the  hazzard which  they  run,  who  trufted 
themlelvcs  to  that  treacherous  Element :  hoW  they 
were  carried  (bmetimes  to  unfeen  regions,  of  which 
they  had  no  knowledge  but  by  the  uncertain  reports 
of  others.  How  uncertain  their  Returns  were,  and 
how  the  poor  Marriners  had  no  intereft  at  all  id  the 
goods  which  they  ventured  their  lives  to  bring  home 
to  other  Owners;*  This  inlpired  his  Soul  and  iWeird 
it  With  new  relblutions,  more  then  aOronggaleof 
wind  doih  the  lails-  of  a  (hip  when  (he  runs  berore  it. 
Hedeipifed  all  dangers.  He  defied  the  lazy  difpofiti- 
on  wherein  he  lately  found  himfelf.  He  applauded 
the  reafbnablcncG  ofCliriftian  Piety  which  was  car- 
ried by  Faith  to  unknown  Countries.  And  he  vowed 
never  to  quit  the  defign  wherein  he  was  embaraued  5 
Efpecially  fioce  he  had  fo  good  affurance  at  laft  to 
come  to  an  happy  Port.  From  whence  he  alfo  knew 
that  he  (hould  never  lofe  any  more>to  be  thus  tofled  in 
doubts  and  fears;  tobeexpofed  to  the  ftormsof  an 
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ingry  World,  and  (which  was  mod  troublefboie  J  to 
conJflift  with  the  great  unccrtainncs  of  his  own  tem- 
per, whereby  he  was  femetimes  lifted  up  as  high  as 
Heaven,  ai^  then  again  depre0ed  as  low  as  Hell. 

And  truly  after  this  I  heard  that  he  continued  verj 
fervent  in  Spirit^  ferving  the  Lord.  In  fo  much  that 
meeting  a  good  while  after  with  Ibmc  Pilgrims  who 
were  remiG  and  negligent,  a  great  zeal  was  kindled  in 
him,and  he  called  upon  his  Guide  very  eameftly  to  ule 
his  ^urs  and  prick  them  up  to  a  greater  diligence. 
Which  motion  you  willeafily  think  the  Good  Father 
was  not  backward  to  embrace  ^  but  drawing  a  little 
nearer  to  them  and  well  ob(erving  their  careiels  po- 
llures^  be  a(kt  them  what  the  reaibn  might  be  of  that 
lazy  and  wretchlefs  fife  which  men  of  theii  profefiion 
lead*  Are  you  not  convinced,  (aid  he,  of  the  truth  of 
that  Religion  which  is  taught  by  Chrift  ?  Do  you  take 
Jefifs  for  an  impoftor,  and  think  that  he  lyes  in  his 

grave  and  never  (hall  come  to  Judge  the  World  by 
is  Laws }  Or  do  you  think  that  he  bath  cotmnanded 
la^fiiblethmgs,  and  made  a  Law  which  cannot  be 
put  in  u(e  and  pradice  ?.  How  then  fhall  he  Judgb  tiie 
World  in  Righteoufhefs  ?  Or  how  came  it  to  pafe  that 
you  undertook  his  iervice  if  you  thought  that  none 
cisiQ  comeb  hlswayes  to  the  happinefe  ofJer$f/alem^ 
Vpr  nay  part  T  cait fee  nothing  that  (hould  make  it  (eem 
impomble  to  be  fa  good  as  Chri(V  hath  required,  but 
only  the  lives  of  a  number  of  fuch  wretches  as  your 
felv^  Andleft  I  (hould  feem  to  reproach  you /or 
•  my^l^ds  (hould  tidt  meet  with  due  regard  from  you  5 
hearken  [  be(eech  ypu  to  the  language  of  one,  wha  inr 
deed  commands  your  attention,  if  it  be  but  for  the  re- 
verence which  you  bear  to  his  years ,  and  the  pUce 
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which  he  held  in  the  Church  of  God.   It  is  the  famous 
Patriarch  of  Confiantinople  which  I  racan^  who  thus 
awakeusibmefuchdrowfiefouls  as  yours.     Suppofe  a 
Gentile^  faith  he^  Jbould  come  to  tbee^  atfdjaj^  If  thou 
iookfjifor  a  Kingdom  in  Heaven^  wfy  Jo/r  thorn  mind 
this  Iforldjo  mnch  i  Sure  thou  dofi  but  taU^  tbey  are 
hkt  words  which  thou  teSeft  to  m.     If  thou  expeffe/l  the 
dreadfull  tribunal  of  Cbrifi  hereafter^  why  dofi  thou  not 
de^ifethe  mofi  terrible  things  that  threaten  thee  in  thk 
life^  IfthouexpeHeJlimmortalitjj^hjfdowenotfeethee 
laugh  at  deaths  what  anfaer  now  wilt  tbou  return  to 
this  ObjeSor^lVhat  wilt  thou  f^for  tfyfelfwho  tremble^ 
at  the  loS  cfa  little  Riches  for  the  Kingdom  of  Heavens 
fakg^andrejeycefl  at  the  gain  of  a  farthing  as  if  it  were  a 
great  prize  ?  ibis  is  that  which  Vandalizes  the  Gentiles^ 
and  makfs  them  mock,  both  at  thee  and  thj  Religion  too. 
Do  not  therefore  fiudjfi  much  to  apologize  for  it  ly  tfy  ' 
Words ^  as  by  thy  Deeds.     Let  him  fiefuch  a  one  as  Cbrifi 
defer ibes^  not  only  in  thy  Booki  but  in  thy  Self.     Makg  it 
ntanif^  to  him  that  there  is  fitch  a  Religion  in  heing^ 
alive  in  the  World  ^  and  that  it  lyes  not  deadinParcL 
ments.     Suffer  it  not  to  be  the  work^cfthe  Scribe^  or  (at 
we  now  J^aiCi  cf  the  Printer  only^  but  let  him  read  it  in 
thy  life.     Makg  him  confefi  that  the  GoJ^l  commands 
things  that  may  be  done^  and  doth  not  draw  a  Platonical 
Common-  wealt\or  defiribe  (  as  we  fay  in  thefe  dayes  )  am 
Eutopian  Polity.  Suppoje  again^  that  a  Gentile  Jbould fiy 
to  the ^  Goodsir^howjballlknow  that  your  Godretjuires 
pojfible  things  i  ihey  look.  lik§  things  which  cannot  be 
done ;  and  I  never  Jaw  any  Chriftianjuch  a  man.  Behold, 
thou  waji  brought  up  in  thy  Religion  from  thf  chiM^ood 
and  yet  doji  no  fich  things^  with  what  face  tlen  dm  thou 
require  them  if  me  who  have  been  loug  accujlomedother-^ 
n>jyes  ^    what  wilt  thou  now  reply  in  the  behalf  of  Chri- 

Jlianity^ 
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Jtianity?  Verpaps  thou  wilt  poim  him  toothers  and de- 
fire  him  not  to  look^on  thy  ft  If.     Thou  wilt  bid  him  caji 
his  eyes  upon  the  Monk}  ^d  thoje  who  live  in  fFilder- 
nejlesy  where,  he  maj  heboid  what  holj  lives  they  lead.  O 
n^JbamefuB  Apology  I  ForhewiBfay:^  whatthen^muji 
I  turn  a  Atonk^f  Mufti  live  in  Mountains  and  dweBin 
the  Defarts?  Mujh  Iforfakf  aB  company  but  only  that  of 
the  Beaftsf  This  k  ajtrange  Religion  of  which  a  mam 
cannotbe^  unle/he  leave  the  Society  ifmen.   ABsligiom 
that  cannot  dmBin  Towns  and  Cities.     A  Religion  thai 
fiyesthe  lights  and  feekf  for  Dens  and  Cooes  (f  the  Earth. 
That  is  an  enemy  to  the  befi  rfpkajures  5  thatbanijbes 
good  neighbourhood  ^   and  renders  a  man  an  hater  of  the 
r^  of  Mankind.     I  wiB  none  of  this  Religion:  J^ep 
it  to  your  fetf  and  do  not  invite  me  to  your  melancholy 
Titty. 

This  truly  is  a  very  great  dijgrace  torthe  Chri/iian  pro- 
f^fjunsy  to  makg  us  though  it  could  not  inhabit  any  place 
amd  be  performed  by  any  men.    There  if  no  excufi  to  be 
made  for  it.   If  it  cannot  fiiy  with  m  in  Towns  and  kfep 
m  companp  in  buSne^^  and  be  the  employment  rf  common 
mem^  ams^  with  it  ^  it  is  not  for  our  turn  ^  let  it  be  ba* 
nified  the  World.    Show  to  me  a  man  that  hath  a  wife 
andchildrenandJervantsandyetisaChrifiian.    Let  me 
fie  aman  thai  kgeps  hisjbop  andbufs  andfeBs^  and  yet 
lives  wtB  and  kftps  the  Lams  of  Cbrifl*    Doth  not  our 
Saviour  fay  ^  Let  your  light  (hine  before  men  ?   but 
where  do  we  read  that  it  is  to  iBujlrdte  Dfarts^  and  mak§ 
tbeMogntains  gloriomf  Which  is  not  fiokpn  Qaithhe) 
to  reproach  tho/eperjonswhochu/e  to  dwell  in fuch  places^ 
but  only  to  bemoan  our  Cities  that  have  (hriven  Vertue 
from  among  them^andthrufi  it  out  of  their  gates  into  tie 
-  Wildem^.    let  m  indegvour  I  breech  you  to  colt  it  bacK

agaift:  Let  m  bring  it  to  dwell  within  the  WaOs  of  Ci- 
ties as  we  Has  tbdfe  of  Moftajieries.  Let  ws  reduce  it  in- 
to our  Families ,  and  our,  sht^s  and  our  Market s^  nay  into 
OUT  Taverns  and  ViSual/ing-boufis.  Let  us  render  it  . 
Sociable  and  fit  far  Converfation  that  all  men  may  be  the 
better  for  it.  Sf^er  no  place  to  be  void  of  Religion  j  but 
makf  it  extend  it  felf  lil{e  the  Divine  Prefence^  which  ja 
ready  to  ajjiji  men  every  where.  Do  not  fay  anjj^  longer 
that  you  cannot  be  goodMe  never  tookjhe  bufinejsjerioujh 
into  his  thoughts  5  he  never  gave  all  diligence^  who/peal^ 
that  wickfd  word.  And  do  not  fay  to  me  neither  that  you 
cannot  underfiand  the  Religion  of  Chrift^  and  kffow  not 
what  to  do.  For  fee  how  skjlfuB  the  moji  fimplc  people 
are  in  their  worldly  affairs*^  fee  what  exaSnefs  they  uje^ 
how  accurate  and  circumfpeS^  they  are  wont  to  be  in  fome 
of  their  outward  concerns.  Let  them  imploy  the  fame  in 
fpiritual  things  and  lie  warrant  they  Jl)all not  be  overlook^ 
by  the  Divine  grace ^  nor  mifs  of  being  wife  to  Salvation. 
The  Sunjljines  not  Jo  clear  as  the  Truth  of  Cod.  Whinre 
men  have  a  mind  they  may  eafely  come  to  the  ^owledge  of 
him.  If  they  would  but  attend  and  not  mak§  a  Bytporli 
efit^  they  wouldneitber  be  fi  ignorant^  norfi,  impotent  a$ 
they  are.  FortheGoJpelwasnotJbut  up  in  Palaeftioe)  nor 
confined  to  fome  corner  of  the  World^  but  all  (hall  know  me 
f  faith  the  Lord  )  from  the  greateft  to  the  leaft  5  msd 
every  place  may  become  an  Holy-Land,  fitf  wiU  you 
extend  this  things  may  fome  fay:  to  the  Barbarous  Uations^ 
•  and  the  rufticl^  underjiandings  ?  Tes  that  I  will  %  and  if 
there  can  be  any  fiia  more  Barbarous  than  thofi  that  we 
yet  kpow^  I  affirm  that  they  may  have  the  benefiuf  it.  Far 
tell  me  I  prayyou^  fince  one  ofthofe  men  can  in  thihgs  be* 
longing  to  thfs  prefent  life  argue  for  himfelf  if  be  be 
wrofjgd^  refifi  when  he  fibers  violence^  and  do  all  things 
not  to  be  endamagfid  in  the  lea/i*^  why  may  he  not  ufe  the 
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tbecUdr  doff  light  Jwtbtokpo*^^  and  do  his  will :  But  it  is 
impcffible^utterlj  impojfible  that  hejbould  leave  them  with- 
out bis  Almighty  gr ace ^  who  are  vigHoPit  and  watchfuU  to 
attend  to  thf  illuminations  which  he  befiows  upon  them. 
Never  thinkhereafier  to  makg  Apologies  for  your  filves 
before  God^  feeing  you  are  not  able  to  anfoer for  your  Jlug- 
gijbne/  before  men.  They  condemn you^  and  he  will  never 
acquit  you.  It  is  viable  you  may  be  better^  and  there- 
fore he  will  admit  of  no  excufe  for  your  continuing 
had. 

This  is  theeSeft  of  the  Sermon  whith  that  Excel- 
lent man  made  to  Drones  and  Sluggards :  and  let  me 
again  befeech  you  to  lay  hb  words  to  heart.  Do  not 
content  your  felves  with  wifties  and  defires  5  no  nor 
with  ardent  prayers  that  joMmzy  be  amended;  but 
apply  your  felves  to  the  work,  ftir  up  the  Grace  that 
is  inyou,  and  do  what  your  hands  find  to  do  with 
all  your  mighty  They  are  the  Souls  whofe  Prayers 
GoQ  hears ,  who  employ  their  hands  as  ibon  as  diey 
have  unbent  their  knees.  The  diligent  and  the  ftir* 
ring  men  are  thofe  whom  he  comes  to  aflift.  A  man 
may  work  wonders,  but  not  if  he  lye  in  a  Bed.  Hea- 
ven will  pour  down  abundance  of  Grace,  ^ut  not  if 
we  gape  for  it  at  home,  and  will  not  go  out  of  doors 
to  receive  it.  You  have  heard  its  like  of  the7ibir- 
dring  Legion  for  whom  God  fought,  but  yet  they  did 
not  obtain  the  Vidory  with  their  arms  a  crofs :  they 
were  fain  to  give  blows,  as  well  as  believe,  and  to 
iecond  their  Prayers  with  their  Swords.  We  may 
praife  the  fertile  K>yl,and  pray  for  feaibnable  (howers  j 
but  let  me  tell  you,  no  rain  fru&ifies  more  then  the 
dew  of  Sweat.  Though  the  Ship  waits  for  a  favour- 
ablegate,  and  cannot  ftir  without  it  3  yet  it  is  dill  be- 
calm 
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calin'd  without  that  breath  wherewith  they  hoi/e  the 
iails^  and  fpread  them  to  receive  it. 

It  would-be  too  long  totell  vou  what  commotioitf 
the  poor  men  felt  in  their  breaus  all  the  time  that  he 
was  (peaking  ;  but  thus  much  you  may  know  that 
they  began  to  be  (b  awakned^  and  ieemed  to  much 
afhamed  $  that  he  thought  it  beft  to  (Vrike  again 
while  the  Iron  was  hot^  and  his  words  had  iiich  fair 
hopes  to  make  a  deeper  imprelOon.  To  this  dilcourfe 
therefore  he  added  another^which  he  conceived  might 

five  a  greater  force  unto  it ,  and  was  of  this  import, 
utiefl;,  &id  lie  9  you  (hould  imagine  this  Emment 
perfbn  whole  (enfe  of  things  1  have  conveighed  to  you 
to  have  meaiured  the  ftrength  of  other  men  by  his 
own  great  abilities !  I  will  read  a  le£^ure  out  of  a 
Fbilotopher  to  you »  who  is  able  to  lay  enough  to 
make  you  (hake  off  your  floth^  and  cannot  be  (uipe- 
ded  of  more  knowledge  9  then  may  be  the  portion 
of  Chrifts  dilciples.  And  I  perfwade  my  (elf  that  you 
cannot  for  (hame  derpi(e  his  words ,  left  he  having 
nobler  thougthsthenyour  (elves  (hould  (erve  to  cour 
demn  you  ot  the  groueft  ftupidity. 

Tau  have  aO  I  amjitre  a  very  fir ong  defire  offime- 
thing  tbatisgood^  and  not  contented  mth  any  infer iour 
degree  5  yen  all  long  for  that  tohicb  is  Snfream^  and  hath 
nothing  above  it.  NO0  Cod^  faith  be^  and  Goodnefi  are 
fonear  of  kin  that  they  are  oonverttble^  and  yon  can- 
not find  the  one  ^  but  you  rnnfi  have  the  other  alfo. 
Whcrefocvcr  yon  can  meet  with  the  Effence  of  God  ( he 
means  a  participation  of  him )  there  is  the  effence  of 
Good,  what  then  is  the  E^ence  ofGod^  where  Jhall  we 
findhisNaturef  IstkisFlefbthe  thing  we  enquire  afier? 
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Far  btfuch  s  thought  from  m.  Isthat  fieldy  ortbofi 
matinors?  away  with  fuch  an  ahfurd  conceit.  Isfame^ 
^  glory ^  Ho fiich  matter^.  What  then?  Is  mind  and 
underjianding  3  knowledge  and  wifdom  ^  -  right  reafon 
and  found  appre/jcnfons  ^  Tes^  thk  is  the  thing  we 
hokjfor :  here  we  find  God^  and  therefore  here  let  us 
JeeJ(  for  the  Nature  of  Good.  He  is  no  where  elfe  to 
be  met  withall^  and  therefore  let  m  go  no  farther  to 
he  happy.  For  elfe  why  doji  not  thoH  feel^for  this  Good 
in  a  plant  ?  why  doJi  thon  noti  expeEt  lo  fmd  it  in  a 
Brute  ?  Theje  and  aU  other  creatures  are  indeed' the 
IVorks  ofGod^  but  they  are  not  the  Principal  and  chief  ^^ 
tbey  are  not  a  part  of  him  ^  they  are  not  the  things 
^herein  he  bath  engraven  bimfelf  and  wrought  his  own 
Image.  It  is  thou  that  drt  the  prime  of  bis  creatltres:^ 
that  art  hit  Mafierrpiece :  iuy  thou  art  (^aslmoffiy) 
^  piece  of  God  5  thou  haji  in  thy  felf  a  portion  of  Di^ 
^inity.  Why  then  art  thou  fo  Ignorant  of  thy  No- 
bility^  why  doji  thou  forget  fopamefuOy  from  whence 
thou  art  derived  f  Is  it  fit  for  ihee  tofejekthy  bapfinefs 
in  Jneat  anddrtnk,^  in  money  andland^^  in  honour  and 
applauje?  Wiy  doji  thou  dijp^rage  thyjo^l  fo  much  as 
to  go  for  thy  Good  any  farther  than  thyfilf^  There  is 
Cod^  and  there  thou  muft  enjoy  thy  Good:  It- ^  not  any 
thing  in  the  World  thou  art  tomind^  fomuch  asthyfwh^ 
for  in  that  is  to  be  foundthe  fatisfaUion  of  thy  defires. 
IVhy  doji  thou  not  remember  then^  xrhm  thoueateft^  who 
thou  art  thai  eateji^and  whom  tboii  fee  defi/  IP  hen  thou 
ujeji  any  thing  in  the  IVorld  who  thou  art  that  ujejl  iti 
And  wfjen  thou  dofl  any  thing ,  who  it  is  that  doth  it  .<? 
Art  thou  altogether  infenfible,  of  the  excellence  of  the 
perfon  whom  thou  feedcji  ,  .  and  who  is  here  fent  into 
the  world  to  be  trained  up  by  thee  $  0  wretch  that  thou 
art^  how  comes  it  about  that  thou  art  Jo  ignorant  of  this^ 
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thdt  then  cartjefi  God  4hout  with  thee  .<?  Or  do[l  th^ 
think  that  ffpcd^  ef  4  God  without  thee  .<?  A  god  of  Gold' 
or  Silver  to  be  born  on  thy  fhonUers^  Thou  cdrrjefl  him 
inthj  fdf^mdn  I  dndfetregardtfi  tiet^  though  thou  dod 
foUute  him  with  filthy  thoughts,  and  befmeAr  him  with  (or- 
did  and  Udfly  actions,  if  there  be  a  Statue^  a  liveltfs 
Image  of  God  before  thine  ejes^  a  fixture  of  him  inflcne^ 
thou  dareft  not  to  do  any  undecent  thing  before  it.  But 
God  himfelf  being  frefent  within  ,  feang  all  things ^  and 
hearing  aB  things^  thou  blujhefi  noiy  Othou  hattd  of  Gcd^ 
to  thinlc  and  do  mofi  unworthily^  beitig  altogcthir  infen- 
fible  of  thy  own  Nature.     If  one  could  fuppofs  thee  to  be  a 

.  Statue  made  bj  Phidias  {Wncxva  for  inflance^  or  ]\i' 
ip'Htt)wouldfitbomfot,  if  we  could  alfo/uppofe  thee  to  hjve 
any  (enft^  be  very  mindful  of  thy  f elf ^  and  of  the  woriman^ 
and  do  nothing  either  unbecoming  his  Art^  orthn  own  Ex- 
eeience^  ^nd  now  that  thou  art  made  even  by  Heaven 
itfclft  reowthat  thou  art  the  Worhman^if  of  God ^  what 
is  the  reafon  that  thou  carep  not  after  what  manner  thin 
behavejl  thy  felf  ?  Is  not  that  Image  which  is  made  by 
man%ofStoneor  Brafs^orofGold  and  Ivory  at  the.befis^ 
Andwhere  it  is  fet^up  firfty  there  it  fiands  for  ever^  with- 

joutfiirring  one  foot  of  it  f elf  from  the  place^  But  who  . 
can  teBmeofwhat  that  Imjge  of  Co  J  is  made  which  he 
fafljfoned  with  his  own  hands  ^  What  the  price  of  it  is  *^  it 
felf  cannot  underfiand.  And  ytt  is  flirs  and  moves  5  it 
hathafpirity  and  can  go  whither  it  .will  ^^  it  ranges  about, 
the  world^  andxannot  be  limited  Ly  all  thut  it  fees  ^  it  hath 
a  Itnowledge  of  good  and  evil^  a  reafon  and  judgement 
whereby  to  efiimate  things.  And  therefore  ftnce  thou  art 
the  Fabrick  of  fuch  an  Artifi ,  ftnce  thotf>  art  fuch  an  excel-  ^ 

lent  piece  ^  why  doflthsu-dif grace ^  wh'jd^fi  thou  underva- 
lue thy  felf.^  why  I  fay  ^  Seeing  thou  art  not  only  formed 
bybim^  but  bejsath' given  thee  Credit  above  aB  mher  crea- 
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turif  \  he  hath  defoftted  mdnj  rdrt  gifts  in  thy  hmA-y 
and  intruded,  thee  a!d»e  with  agremded  if  hit  ntdlik? 
Wtlt  thcunit  be  mindful  of  this  neither^  hut  ietrsj^  tbf 
trufl^  and  ahfe  4^d embezzle  his  goods  sobtch  he  hsOh  C0m^ 
mitted tothj charge  f  If  one (hould  commt  m Offban^  a 

foot  Fdtherlefg  and  Motberlefs  child  to  thy  care^ 

would fitbofi  be fo negligent  of  him?  Bethink  thffeff  them  ^ 
He  hath  committed  to  t bee  thy  jef^  He  hath  judged  none 
fo  faithful^  none  fo  fit  to  be  trujled  as  thee.  Keef  me  ibis^ 
f^ith  he,  jujl  as  it  if.  See  that  this  be  preferved  in  fafeiy^ 
and  delivered  back  again  ttnto  me,  mode  ft  and  bafhfni^ 
honeft  andjtsfiy  fober  and  tem^rate^  heavenly  and  fmblimo^ 
Jlrong  and  coursgiofss^  fesceful  and  nndi/fkrbed^  contem^ 
eA  and iPellf  leafed'^  in  one  word,  fuch  m  I  made  it.  WbH 
a  fiece  of  infidelity  then^  roBat  dijbonefly  andfalfenefs  is  it^ 
that  thoit  wilt  not  at  ali  guard  and  fecurt  if  f  f0fai  wii 
he  fay  unto  thee  when  be  fees  it  fo  horribly  abnfed  m  we 
now  behold  the  fouls  of  men  ?  What  can  ft  tt^ou  eocpcS  te 
be  the  reward  of  fuch  treachery^  which  of  aff  other  is  the 
greatefl  ? 

But  1  ihould  eyre  you  J  doubt,  if  I  fiioald  proceed  to 
the  end  of  this  mans  Ledure^  and  I  have  repeated 
enough  of  it  to  make  all  your  fools  b!u(h  at  that  grofs 
and  fopine  negligence,  which  makes  them  obnoxioas 
eothelafli  of  Heathens.  And  if  you  would  deal  free* 
ly  and  clearly,  can  you  fay  that  you  never  heard  your 
Souls  complain  that  they  are  thus  fleighted?  Did  tbey 
never  quarrel  with  you  for  your  forgetfulners  and  coq'- 
tempt  of  them  f  Are  they  not  apt  to  murmure  and  re* 
pine  that  they  can  receive  no  higher  fatisfadiion  than 
the  Brutes  enpy  t  And  do  the/not  remember  yea  that 
they  are  of  an  heavenly  dcftent,  of  the  kindred  of  Aft- 
gels,  made  after  the  likenefsof  God  bin^elf?  O  that 
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yon  VQIiW  bat  liften  to  them^  They  will  fill  your  ears 
I  am  fate  with'Cach  (ad  lamentation^  as  will  make  them 
tingle.  They  will  tell  yoa  it  is  unfufferablc  that  they 
ftiooWbcthos  negleaedand  difregarded.  They  will 
chide  yoa  for  bcftowing  the  care  that  is  doe  to  them 
npon other  inconfiderable  things.  They  will  leproach 
to  yoa  moft  bitterly  this  fleepinefs  and  carnal  fecurity 
wherein  l-find  you.  And  can  you  be  fo  cruel  to  them, 
as  after  fo  many  complaints,  to  let  them  have  no  re- 
drefs  t  Maft  theyftill  fuffer  tbefe  wrongs  and  abiifts 
which  have  been  longoffer'd  to  them  ?  Will  you  harden 
voir  hearts  againft  the  cryes  and  clamours  of  your 
own  SooU?  If  there  be  any  fpark  of  good  nature  re- 
maining in  them,  they  are  mollified  to  the  piteous 
whiniDg$.and  themoarnful  acc^ts  of  a  poor  Dog.thac 
is  accidentally  (hut  op  and  almoft  ftarv'd  in  a  lonefome 
place  and  begs  for  a  rcleafe.  How  can  they  refufe 
then  to  relent  at  their  own  doleful  cryes,  and  mifcrable 
fcmplaints  i  How  can  they  hear  without  fome  ten- 
dcmefs,their  own  fad  (igh$  and  deep  groans  after  a  bet- 
ttr  good  than  this  World  affords  >  Will  you  not  fufTcr 
ihem  to  be  fet  at  liberty  after  fo  long  reftraint  >  Will 
you  not  permit  them  togo  to  their  own  kindred,  tore- 
turn  to  their  native  Country  when  they  are  fo  defirous 
of  it  ?  Will  you  deny  them  the  freedom  to  think  c>in- 
tinnally  of  their  own  proper happinefs,  and  contiivc  a 
fare  way  wherein  to  attain  it?  Be  nut  fo  unnatural, 
donotfo  forget  your  felves  •,  but  let  your  Souls  have 
free  kave  to  putfue  their  de(ires.*  Yea  give  them  op- 
ponunity  every  day  to  look  abroad  beyond  the  B.idy 
and  this  prcfcnt  World.  Orrather  invite  them  to  take 
the  freedom  to  go  to  God  as  oft  as  they  pleafe.  And 
when  you  find  them  fo  unmindful  of  thcmfelves  as  nrjvv 
they  feened  to  be  5  when  they  are  fo  heavy  that  th« 
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begin  to  fall  afleep  5  awake  them  and  ftir  them  up 
again :  rouze  them  from  their  flumbbr^  and  bid  them 
remember  their  Dignity,  and  take  great  heed  that  they 
be  nor  gulled  with  the  flatteries  and  enchintments  of 
the  World,  and  of  the  Flefli. 

And  truly  there  is  very  great  need  of  this  watch- 
fulnefs^for  the  FleQi  will  be  folliciting  your  anendance, 
and  defireyoutomake  provifion  for  it.  Jc  will  com- 
.  plainof  yoornegle^stooj  and  be  angry  that  it  is  not 
more  kindly  nfed.  It  will  gradge  at  all  the  time  and 
care  that  is  beftowed  on  your  Soul ,  and  fay  it  is  too 
mocb,  "You  mnft  cxpeft  that  it  willmarmurc  at  the 
commands  of  Chrift,  and  think  it  feU  very  much  in- 
j'lred  by  them.  But  as  you  muft  not  regard  thcfe  com- 
plaints, fo  I  will  tell  you  a  way  whereby  you  /hall 
ceafe  them,  and  make  it  better  fatisfied.  Let  it  know 
that  if  it  will  not  be  content  with  what  you  do,  it  (hall 
have  worfe  ufage  then  hitherto.  Tell  it  that  you  wiB 
not  have  fo  much  kindnefs  for  it,unlefs  it  will  be  quiet. 
Perfwade  it  that  it  is  better  to  confcnt  to  obedience 
fooner,for  elfe  it  (hall  fare  more  hardly,  and  yon  will 
take  a  feverer  courfe  to  bring  it  under.  For  fo  I  have 
read,  that  «/74rio;»,  an  ancient  Pilgrim,  was  wont  to  do. 
When  he  found  his  flefh  to  be  much  difplealed  that  it 
was  denyedany  thing  5  He  in ful ted  over  it  on  thisfa- 
fljion.  ThouAfsl  canft  thou  not  tell  when  thou  art 
well,  and ha(^  but  a  light  harden  upon  thy  back?  I  will 
make  thee  that  thou  ftialt  not  kick  again  in  baflt  I  will 
lay  fuch  loads  upon  thee,  that  thou  fliabftand  quietlt' 
and  have  no  power  to  wince.  And  I  will  not  {eed  tbcc 
with  Corn,  but  with  Straw.  1  will  punifli  thcc  with 
hunger  and  thirft.  I  will  afflia  thee  with  fading,  and 
bring  thee  low  with  harder  laboui;?.     I  mil  make  thcc 
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tWnk  more  of  thy  meat,  then  of  gluttony  and  riot. 
Tboa  flialt  be  glad  of  a  drop  of  drink,  and  ceft  well 
concenc  without  com'porarions  and  excefs  of  Wine. 
Tbou  badtt  better  have  been  more  moderate  iurthy 
deliresy.for  I  will  teach  thee  to  be  well  pleafed  with  a 
fparer  diet.  It  had  Been  more  for  thine  cafe  if  thou 
hadft  been  more  diligent  •,  for  I  will  cure  thee  of  thy  " 
Sloth)  by  exaAing  of  thee  more  grievous  tasks. 

In  this  manner  be  quieted  and  ftill'd  all  its  grofnb-^ 
lings,  and  affrighted  away  its  reludlanceandidle  dlf-. 
pofition.  And  in  the  fame  way  may  yon  bring  it  to 
fome  reafon,  and  make  it  capable  of  good  advice  ^  left 
by  craving  too  much  it  have  the  lefs  ^  and  by  incroach- 
ing  upon  the  better  part,  it  lofe  the  freedom  that  Ic 
doth  enjoy.  Terrifie  your  felves  with  the  thoughts 
of  feverer  Difcipline,  which  you  muft  be  forced  t o  ufe : 
and  reprefenc  to  your  felves  effedually,  that  if  there 
be  no  other  way  9  this  fluggifh  temper  muftbebanilhed 
by  a  rigorous  and  (harp  pennance,  which  you  can  lefs 
endore  than  this  eaHe  fervice  of  our  Lord.  By  this 
means  fnre  you  will  procure  libeny  for  your  fouls  to 
follow  their  nobler  propeniions^  and  to  provide  for 
their  return  to  their  own  Gountry,  and  their  Fathers 
Hoofe.  Which  if  you  mean  to  eff^,  then  you  muft 
take  more  time,  whatfoever  the  Flelh  or  the  World 
fhallobjeA,  toconfidermore  ferioufly  the  worth  and 
price  of  your  Souls,  than  which  I  know  not  what  can 
be  more  powerful  to  drive  away  your  fle^p,  and  to 
make  youL  attend  with  all  earneflnefs  to  the  fecuriog  of 
their  happincfs.  Remember  I  again  befeech  you,  that 
it  is  too  long  that  you  have  remained  in  ignorance  of 
your  felves.  That  it  is  high  time  now  to  look  about 
yoo,  lefk  your  Souls  quite  forget  themfelves,  and  never 
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recover  the  memory  of  what  and  whence  they  are.  Jjn 
my  coo»fel  tberefoie  be  acceptable  to  yoa»  and  re- 
volve very  often  in  your  mind  (he  words  of  that  Hea- 
then^ whom  I  have  broaght  hither  to  make  yoa 
a(himed«  Retire  much  into  your  felves,  and  there 
demand  of  yoar  SoqIs»  that  they  declare  their  quality 
and  coodition  co  you.  They  are  able  to  make-  yon 
an  anfwer,  and  therefore  bid  them  teli  yon  what  is 
their  parentage  and  kindred,  of  what  boafe  they  are 
defcended,  what  is  their  nature,  their  portion,  their 
inheritance^  and  do  not  ceafe  till  you  have  received  la* 
tisfaftion.  Ask  (hem  if  they  are  not  the  Daughters  of 
God,  Sifters  to  Angels,  Images  of  Divinity.  Hearken 
it  they  will  not  cejl  you  that  they  are  fpi^ts  of  a  vaft 
underftandiog,  purer  than  the  Light,  fwiher  than  the 
Lightnings  whofe  portion  and  dowry  ts  immorcali^y, 
wbofe  place  is  the  Univerfe,  whofe  capacity  is  apidure 
of  Infinity,  and  who  are  bom  to  be  heirs  of  the  other 
world,  to  have  the  honour  ofiieing  Kiogs,  and  toratga 
.  with  God  for  ever.  And  when  your  fouls  havedcalc 
faithfully  with  yon,  and  let  you  know  fuch  things  as 
thefc;  you  muft  be  as  faithhil  and  joft  to  theai^  and 
aflure  them  that  you  will  have  a  great  care  of  them, 
and  attend  upon  them  according  to  their  birth  and 
qualiiy.  Think^hata  madne£s  it  is  to  throw  away 
this  nobler  Moitj^*  of  man,  for  that  which  no  difcreet 
perfon  would  purchafe  with  the  Jofs  of  his  healfih^  or 
the  price  of  the  pains  of  the  far  infehour.part.  Lee 
every  one  of  you  fay  within  himfclf,  O  my  Soul,  I 
will  never  be  perfwaded  to  lofe  thee;  nothing  (hsU 
tempt  me  to  be  falfe  unto  thee.  This  body  (hall  be 
hungry  and  ftarv'd,  nay  and  dye.  too  if  it  were  polSble 
athoufand  deaths,  tather  than  I  will  famiffi  thee^  and 
fuffer  thee  to  perifb.    1  have  refolved  thou  flialt  have 
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thy  true  liber cy,and  purfue  thy  true  end  for  which  thou 
waA  madcr  Look  abooc  thee,an^  fee  what  thoo  woaldft 
have.and  by  the  Grace  of  Gocl  it  (hall  not  be  denyc  d  to 
thy  dtffres.  And  what  is  I  bcfcccb  you,  O  you  Sons  of 
men,  or  rather,  you  Sons  of  God,  you  childien  of  the 
Moil  High  5  what  is  ic  that  you  are  mod  delirous  to  en- 
joy >  Is  it  not  (be  Knowledge  of  God,  to  be  acquainted 
with  your  Father,  to  recover  his  Image,  to  be  imprefl^d 
with  bis  Lilrencfs,to  live  in  his  JLpve,  to  h:ivc  the  Light 
of  hisCouivenance,to  be  full  of  goad  hopes  of  receiving 
bis  Blefiing,  and  to  be  reftorcd  at  lad  to  his  prefence  af- 
ter this  long  banifliraenc  from  him?  O  gratifie  your  fo^ 
then  To  far,  as  to  give  all  diligence  to  fulfill  thefe  rea- 
fonjtblelongings.  Be  not  fparing  of  your  pains  in  fo 
great  a  bafinefs.  Let  them  not  be  put  off  with,  f  rivo- 
loosexcufes,  that  you  are  not  at  leifure,  that  you  have 
other  things  tommd  for  the  convenience  of  your  Bo- 
dies, or  any  the  like  pretences ;  but  inftancly  apply 
your  felvesmorevigoroufly  than  ever  to  fee  that  they 
have  right  done  theoi,  and  that  they  receive  their  true 
and  full  fatisfadlion.  Do  not  think  ic  is  fuch  a  fmali 
matter  that  will  content  them  as  the  whole  World. » 
Nay^  do  not  imagine  that  it  willfuffice  them  to  talk 
of  the  other  World  $  to  fend  fom^  mefTages  to  ic^  and 
receive  fome  from  it.  It  is  not  enough  that  they  fpeak 
now  and  then  with  the  Father  of  their  Being,  and  chat 
they  have  his  Word,  and  hear  him  fpeaking  to  them. 
But  they  mu(l  have  9  greater  communication  with 
them  both,  than  this  amounts  unto«  They  muft  fet 
their  affii^ions  on  things  above:  they  muft  have  their 
converfation  in  Heaven :  they  mufl  be  like  to  Gad> 
and  made  partakers  of  a  Divine  Nature.  They  mufk 
be  renewed  after  thelmage  of  him  that  created  them, 
i»  WiMom^a  Righteoufaefs,  in  Purity,  in  Charity  a^d 
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Love  5  fo  that  God  may  dwell  in  them,  and  they  in 
him.  No  lefs  Good  than  this  muft  youdefign  for  your 
Souls.  You  do  not  ad;  like  reafonable  Beingf ,  till  you 
leek  by  all  means  this  confornlity  with  your  Original 
from  whence  you  fpring.  Do  you  doubt  at  all  of 
what  I  fay  ?  Let  me  fend  you  then  to  that  Philofopher 
again,  that  you  may  blufli  once  more  to  fee  yout  felves 
in  greater  Ignorance  than  thofe  whom  you  reproach 
with  the  name  of  Infidels. 

Z.5  M.  Diogenes^  faith  he,  hearhg  a  Sifhifleronct  making  a 
'^in-gUriotis  declamdticn,  fut  forth  his  middle  finger  ^ 
and  foifited  at  him  f^jirfg  %  See,  there  is  the  man  :  be- 
hold him  ^fdr  th  At  is  He  :  norv  joi^  m/ij  laak  upm  him^  and 
know  him  if  ]o»  will.  At  which  wsrdr  there  being  a 
great  ftir  and  tumult  excited  ,  he  proceeded  thus  in  his 
Jpeech  unto  them.  Do  you  think,  that  I  Jljew  jon  a  man  as 
mdo4fioneoralog,  only  with  the  indication  of  my  fin^ 
ger^  NO:^  I  have  r.o  fuch  meaning  :  it  is  a  folly  to  think 
of  difiinguijhing  a  man  from  his  neighbour  hy  fucb  an  In- 
Jlrument.  But  when  one  hath  (hown  you  bis  opinions  that 
•  he  hath  of  things^  when  he  hath  demonflrated  to  you  what 
are  his  grfat  concerns  ^  then  he  hath  jhown  him  to  you  as 
he  is  a%nan.  And  pom  thence  now  you  may  take  this 
mans  Charaffer  whom  you  have  beard  {peaking  to  you.  He 
hath  told  J0U  what  he  thinks^  and  what  he  moft  deftret  :  I 
only  hidjou  to  m^irk  and  obferve  him.  Let  tss  fee  thy  cpi'^ 
nions  and  riOtions  slfo  (faith  the  Philofopher  who  makes 
application  of:  this  Story)  Let  us  behold  thj  fentiments^ 
that  we  may  be  acquAWted  with  thee.  *  Difiover  to  us  what 
tl}ott  levefl  and  chujefi  aSove  all  othtr  things.  Dofi  thou 
place  thy  happir/efs  without  thy  felf  f  Do(i  thou  'value  all 
things  M  o^e  than  thy  [elf  f  Thou  readeft  the  bcfl  Philofo- 
pher Sy  thou  fiudiifl  Chryfippus,  and  fucb  good  Authors  % 
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4nd  this  is  aU.  Why ,  then  we  fee  very  well  n>hc  thoa  itrt. 
Bdfi  theu  n$t  Jifcovered  to  us  in  tphat  ejleem  we  are  t§ 
bsldthte^  A  Poor  fpirlted  Creature^  attgrj  dhd  furiotss^ 
fearful  anH  dipruftful^  querulofu  and  comfUinin^  of  every 
Mf^gj  frcud  andcenceited  of  tbj  feify  covetous  and  vo- 
Inftuous^  defirous  of  glory  and  fopt$Ur  afflaufe,  accujiag 
4tU  things^  and  nwer  quitt  nor  at  reft.  Thefe  things  thou 
fieme/ius^  and  by  thefe  we  are  to  eftecm  thee.  It  is  not 
thy  Books y  nor  thy  Uafiers  and  Tutors,  nor  any  thing  elfe, 
bsstfssch  ds  thefe  that  fbtw  the  man. 

And  what,  I  befeech  you,  can  be  more  proper  to  be 
fpoken  in  the  ears  of  moft  Cbriftiaa  Aadicbrics  ?  You 
read  the  Bible  %  you  have  the  Books  of  Chriftian  Learn- 
ing in  your  hands.    Do  thefe  denominate  you  Chri- 
ftian men  and  women?  Muftwecallyou  the  Dirciplcs 
of  our  Saviour,  becaufeyou  fie  before  us*  and  hear  our 
Sermons?     No  fuch  matter:  Shew  us,  Oman,  thy 
thoughts^  (hew  us  thy  dcaees  and  opinions  of  things. 
Let  us  fee  thy  undcrftanding,  thy  wilf,  thy  choice,  thy     ^ 
afleAions  ^  that  we  may  know  whether  ihcu  art  a  Cbri« 
ftian  or  no.     And  where  (hall  we  fee  thefe  but  in  the 
anions  of  thy  life?  Covetoufnefs  &  l6ve  of  pleafurc  tell 
OS  plainly  what  chou  art.  Pride  and  ftudy  to  be  admired 
in  the  World  proclaim  thee  ta  us  more  than  all  that 
we  fee  bcfide.  If  thou  wilt  give  a  proof  of  thy  Humani- 
^  ty,andoftby  Chriftianity  tooj  if  thou  wilt  have  us  be- 
lieve that  thou  arr  not  yet  turned  an  unreafonable 
creature  3  live  according  to  thy  reafon  5  praftile  thy  Re- 
ligion 5  prefer  thy  Soul  before  thy  Body,  the  concern- 
ments of  an  immortal  Being  before  the  trivial  enjoy- 
nieoLts  of  a  few  nwments.  Do  not  tell  us  of  thy  profef- 
fions,  nor  of  thy  belief,  when  we  fee  with  our  eyes  that 
which  better  declares  thee  to  us.    Let  thy  Soul  reco- 
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ver  its  command  again  ^  let  it  be  reftorcd  to  its  Em- 
pire and  DaminioD ;  let  it  role  all  the  paifions  and  af- 
tCiSions  of  the  lower  part,  that  we  may  know  thou  art 
a  MaD3  and  not  degenerated  into  a  Beaft. 
• 
And  now  by  this  time  you  may  well  think  cbe(e  Pil- 
grims were  awakened,  oolefs  they  meant  to  faort  eter- 
nally.  And  indeed  the  poor  men  were  lb  warm'd,  or 
rather  inflamed  with  chis.difconrre,  that  th<»y  coald  re- 
frain themfelves  no  longer,  but  burft  forth  iaco  a  paf- 
fionate  weeping  %  firft  for  their  fault ,  and  then  for 
joy,that  God  had  fent  them  fo  faithfoll  a  Monitor. They 
gave  him  mo(l  hearty  thanks  for  his  excellent  Ser- 
mon fas  they  could  not  chnfe  but  call  it)  and  promifed 
rooft  folemnly  to  think  more  of  the  value  of  their 
Souls,  ^ndthereby  excite  themfelves  to  ufe  their  beft 
diligence  to  favc  them.  We  will  go,  faid  they,  to  the 
Father  of  our  Spirits:  we  will  make  it  our  conftant 
endeavour  to  reconcile  our  fclves  to  him.  We  will 
fay,  Father,we  have  finned  againft  Heaven,  and  againft 
thee  J  we  have  finned  againft  our  fclves.  We  have 
wronged  our  own  Souls ;  we  are  no  more  worthy  to 
be  called  thy  Sons :  no  not  worthy  of  fo  much  as  to  be 
called  the  Sons  of  men.  We  have  lived  like  Brutes* 
weh^vefpoiled  thy  Workman(hip»  and  miferably  ef- 
faced and  mangled  thine  Image.  But  we  repent,  and 
remember  from  whence  we  are  fain.  Wearede/irous 
now  of  nothing  fo  much,  as  to  be  conformed  to  thy 
felf.  O  let  us  be  thy  fervants,  if  we  are  not  worthy  to 
be  called  thy  children.  Adroit  us  but  into  the  loweft 
place  in  thy  family,  to  the  meancft  degree  of  thy  Love. 
And  if  that  be  too  good  a  name  for  us,  to  be  ftiled  thy 
fervants  J  we  are  willing  to  be  thy  Vaffals,  thy  Bonds- 
men, any  thing  that  thou  wilt  have  us.    For  we  are 
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tbe  Captives  of  thy  Mighty  and  AU-conqaeriagXovf , 
and  we  (hall  think  oar  fcives  h»ppy,  if  we  may  fit  in 
the  mod  inferioar  rank  of  thofe,  that  fliall  eternally 
fingthyPraifes.

Difcretion..    Kt4nd  the  ^fianfe  which  ene  ytrt»e, 

fives  Mtthtr*  Hew  he  wm  trtnbled  ^hat  he  fheuld 
Mive  Mj  fijfiMs,  Ofthtufecfthem,  Tbdfit  is  fit  fer 
m  te  leve  e»r  friends  fslfiendttlj :  4rtd  t§  tdke  great  de-, 
light  in  their  cemf  My. 

IN  foch  ardepc  efTaQons  as  thefe  they  a  long  time  nq- 
loadned  chemfelves  of  the  paffions  which  they  fek 
in  their  heans.  Which  being  all  vented,  theielUl  re- 
mained a  very  great  one  for  this  Good  flaan,wbich  tbey 
were  not  able  to  ntter.  Very  forry  they  were  that  it  was 
not  poffible  for  them  alwayes  to  accompany  him,  and 
when  they  took  their  leave,  it  was  with  fo  many  frehi 
tears  and  vows  of  never  forgetting  his  inftroAiens, 
that  he  thought  his  ftay  with  tbem  promoted  him  more 
in  his  way  to  ^eruftdem  %  than  many  other  long  dayes 
Journeyes.  Nor  was  oacyoong  Pilgtim  witboat  his 
fhace  in  tbe  benefit  of  this  difcoorfe,  being  hereby  ex- 
cited to  beftir  himfelf  with  more  earneftnefs,  and  grea- 
ter Zeal  in  the  fervice  of  God.  He  never  thought 
that  he  was  vigilant  enough  %  He  loofct  aboat  him  as 
if  he  had  feeft:  with  an  handred  Eyes  $  and  he  was  as 
bnfie,  as  if  he  had  been  Mafler  of  as  many  Hands.  And 
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to  be  (horC)  he  was  in  danger  to  throw  himrelf  into  the 
other  extreme ,  by  an  unbridled  and  headlong  kind 
of  fervour  5  which  carried  him  to  atcempt  and  un- 
dertake more  than  he  was  able  to  perform.  Which 
the  Good  man  efpyingand  confidering  that  it  would 
foontirehim^  and  fo  bring  him  into!  new  trouble  ^  he 
told  him,  that  to  make  their  way  fcem  lefs  tedious,  he 
would  entertain  him  a  little  with  the  ftory  of  ontf  of  the 
Pilgrims  irt  former  dayes.  You  have  heard,  faid  hr,  I 
believe  of  a  famous  perfon  in  Egy^t  calledS^  i^rnhonj^ 
who  lead  a  life  fo  holy,  that  there  were  few  places  into 
which  his  name  did  notcome^and  from  whence  fomeor 
other  did  not  go  to  behold  fo  rare  an  example  of  per- 
feA  Vertuc'  Among  others  there  were  certain  Monks 
on  a  time  went  to  him  to  confer  about  diviae  matters ; 
and  they  were  fo  earneft  in  a  difpute  which  arofe  among 
them,  that  it  lafted  from  the  beginning  of  the  night,  to 
the  next  day  morning.  1  he  thb^  under  debate  was  this, 
as  John  C^iM  tell  us*  What  Vertuc  or  what  obfervance 
is  it,  that  may  be  thought  of  gredteft  efficacy  to  pre« 
ferve  a  Monk  in  perpetual  fafety  from  diabolical  fnares 
and  deceits  ^  and  to  lead  him  in  the  beft  way,  and  with 
greateft  freedom  to  the  top  of  Perfedlion  ?  For  the 
refolution  of  which  doubt,  each  one  according  to  his 
capacity,  produced  what  he  thought  to  be  moft  avail- 
able. Some  there  were  who  placed  all  id  Facings  and 
WMebingit,  alledging  for  proof  hereof,  that  a  man  be- 
ing extenuated  hereby,  and  made  very  pure  in  foal  and 
body,  may  more  eafily  come  to  be  united  with  God« 
O thers  preferred  entire  Ptft^^rr;  before  thofe,  and  faid, 
that  a  total  contempt  of  all  worldly  things,  was  the  on- 
ly fecurity  of  man  \  in  regard  the  mind  being  naked 
and  qaite  ftript  of  all  thofe  impediments ,  becomes 
more  light  and  enlarged,  and  may  fpeedUy  mount  to 
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the  heavenly  enjoyments.'    But  there  were  a  third  fort 
who  gave  the  Palm  to  the  \ov^ois§limde^  and  com- 
mended the  Dcrarts  as  the  only  places  wherein  to  come 
to  lamiliarity  with  God,  and  to  hold  a  perpetual  com-  ^ 
munication  with  his  infinite  Goodnefs.  Nor  were  they ' 
wanting,  who  with  a  great  deal  of  reafon  preferred  the 
works  oi Mercy,  and  Brotherly  Charity  before  all  other 
exercifes  whatfoever^  affirming  that  nothing  would 
give  us  fo  good  a  title  to  the  Kingdom  of  Hwvcn,  nor 
more  readily  bring  us  thither.  Thus  every  one  having 
onfolded^ismind  and  enlarged  himfelf  as  much  as  he 
pleafed  in  proof  of  his  own  opinion,  the  greater  pare 
of  the  night  was  confumed  before  it  came  to  S\  Antko- 
njs  turn  to  fpeak$  who  delivered  himfelf  in  manner 
following. 

It  cannot  be  denyed,  my  Reverend  Brethren,  but 
that  the  propofitions  by  you  now  made,  are  of  lingular 
force  to  keep  a  mans  heart  with  God,  and  to  bring  him 
to  a  moft  excellent  degree  of  Venue.    But  yet  to  rely 
principally  on  their  lufficiency ,    innumerable  feafons 
and  events  alfo,  occurring  to  divers  perfons,  will  not 
permit  me,     i  have  been  a  man  of  fome  obfervation, 
and  many  have  I  feen  in  my  time  that  were  given  to 
woodroos  abftinence  from  meat  and  fleep  5  that  were 
retired  from  all  humane  Society ;  addided  in  fuch 
fort  to  Poverty,  as  not  to  referve  a  penny  for  them* 
felves,ora  loaf  of  bread  for  the  future  %  fome  alwayes 
at  their  devotion,  others  imployed  in  a^s  of  Hofpita*, 
lity^  and  fnccouring  of  their  Neighbours  ^  who  never- 
thelefs  fell  at  lafl  into  fuch  errors  and  illufions^that  their 
end  proved  nothing  anfwerableto  their  magnanimous 
beginnings.    So  that  I  cpnceivc  the  beft  way  to  know 
what  wUl  advance  us  in  bur  defign  of  enjoying  God 
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more  perfeAly,  and  put  os  ia  pofleffioa  of  that  ftate  we 
afpire  qdco,  is  to  fearcb  into  the  occafion  of  the  mine 
and  perdition  of  thofe  unhappy  ones.  Moft  certain  ic 
is  they  had  been  gathering  together  a  notable  treafare 
of  good  and  holy  works,  what  was  it  then  which  made 
it  wafte  away  and  come  to  nothing  >  Surely  the  only 
bck  of  Difcrethn.  They  had  not  fufficicntly  learned 
the  r^lesand  conditions  of  this  Vertne,  which  (hunning 
either  extremes,  maintains  us  continually  upon  the 
high- way:  neither  letting  us  be  carried  away  with 
the  right  hand  of  fpiritual  confolations^  to  faperfluous 
and  unmcafurable  favours  i  nor  yet  with  the  left  of 
dryncfs,  and  want  of  fpiritoal  guft;  under  colour  of 
care  of  the  Body  to  fail  into  floth  and  fenfuality.  This 
Difcrethn  is  that  which  our  Lord  calls  the  |Bye  and 
Lamp  of  the  Body,  which  being  clear  andfioiplc,  the 
whole  body  will  be  repleniOied  with  light ;  but  being 
dimme,  there  will  be  nothing  but  darkncfs.  To  this 
faculty  it  belongs  to  weigh,  ballance  and  difcern  all 
that  is  to  be  done  by  man ;  and  therefore  if  this  be 
faulty,  and  true  judgement  and  knowledge  be  wanting, 
the  Soul  muft  needs  be  folded  up  in  a  night  of  inordi* 
nate  and  blind  pa(lions« 

To  this,  as  there  was  reafon,  they  all  gave  dKir  ap« 
plaufe,  there  being  many  other  things  added  to  con* 
nrai  this  affertion,  which  it  is  not  pertinent  to  relate. 
It  is  lawful  now  for  me  to  caft  in  my  fuffrage  alfo,  a  d 
to  tell  you  that  this  Difcretiw  is  it  alone  which  can 
make  our  faftings  and  Vigils  profitable,  by  diredling  to 
therightmeafure^  and  the  due  feafonof  them.  It  will 
teach  us  not  to  abftain  when  there  is  need  we  (houid 
eat  \  and  not  call  it  Religion  to  be  miferably  (ick.  It 
.  Will  learn  as  to  regard  the  end )  and  not  faft  in  Zeal, 
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but  for  nothing  eire.    And  when  we  do  faft  in  obedi* 
ence  CO  them  above  us,  it  will  let  us  underftandchat 
tbeir  Laws  are  not  facisfied,  but  when  the  intentbn 
andpurpofeofthemcan  be  obfcrved.    This  alfo  is  it 
which  will  make  retirement  ufefal,  by  drawing  us  out 
ofit  upon  fit  occafiops.  This  will  make  us  poor  with- 
out becoming  Beggars  :'  And  fervent  in  devotion  with* 
cut  blazing  away  in  the  fiercenefs  of  our  own  flames. 
Ic  will  direct  us  fo  to  give  away  our  goods,  that  we 
may  be  alwayes  giving.    And  to  fuccour  our  neigh- 
bours, fo  chac  we  may  not  be  weary  of  well  doing. 
To  communicate  common  benefits  with  all,  andpecu- 
liar  benefits  with  choice.     And  to  cake  care  (as  wife 
men  have  faid)  that  in  making  the  Portraiture  we  do 
not  fpoil  this  pattern,  and  in  feeding  the  Streams  we 
dry  not  up  tbe  Fountain.    For  God  hath  made  the 
love  of  our  felvcs  the  pattern  whereby  we  are  to  love 
oar  neighbours  %  and  we  (hill  not  be  good  to  them 
long,  if  we  mind  not  firft  oor  own  concerns.    It  is  the 
Vertue  which  binders  us  from  fpoiling  t  good  defign 
through  ralhnefs  and  bade.     It  keeps  us  from  tripping 
up  our  own  heels  by  running  too  faft.     It  keeps  us 
from  being  tired,  while  it  keeps  us  from  taking  too 
long,   though  continued  Journeys.    It  keeps  us  aU 
wayes  at  our' work,  by  keeping  as  from  over- working 
oar  (elves.    It  makes  Religion  eafie  and  pleafant  by 
making  it  free  an<f  unconftratn'd.     It  brings  Religion 
fo  much  into  our  love,  that  it  will  never  fall  into  our 
hatred.    It  preferves  lis  from  deftroying  the  body^ 
while  we  are  labouring  to  fave  the  foul.    It  feeds  the 
foul  without  any  gluttony )  and  faves  it  from  naufeattng 
fpiritual  things,  by  providing  that  it  take  no  furfeit  of 
them.    It  conduds  our  affairs  with  more  temper,  and 
Ufs  rnmoar }  with  more  efie^>  and  Itls  (how.  It  makes 
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as  2caloos  witboot  radinefs  ^  and  excites  as  to  do 

good  to  our  felves,  without  prejodiciog  the  good  of 

others.     It  quenches  the  furious  heat  which  affrights 

the  wicked,  and  difcourages  the  weak,  and  upbraids 

the  fobernefs  of  ihofe  who  are  ftrong.     It  (hews  that  it 

is  poflible  at  once  to  be  Religious,  and  yet  Wife.    It 

adorns  the  Gofpel,  and  is  a  great  grace  and  ornament 

to  him  that  wears  it.  It  commends  Piety  to  the  World, 

and  doih  not  impair  it  in  our  felves.     It  gives  a  luftrc 

to  all  the  Vcrtues,  and  they  borrow  their  beauty  from 

it.  And  in  one  word,  it  is  at  leafttheir  Handmaid  which 

mail  ever  wait  upon  themj  or  elfe  they  will  dilhonour 

themfclves. 

Our  young  P/7^r/OT,  yoodifcernby  this  time,  was  a 
man  of  fo  much  wit»  chat  be  could  not  but  fee  the  de- 
fi^n  of  this  ftory,  and  think  that  it  had  an  aim  at  him- 
felf.     And  being  very  much  cooled  aod  refrefliedby 
this  charitable  breath  which  the  Father  had  fpent  up- 
on him -/he  inftantly  apprehended  that  he  bad  con< 
irived  to  give  him  a  divertifement,  and  an  inAroftion 
both  together.  For  fometime  he  could  do  nothing  clie 
but  commend  this  Vcrtuej  till  at  laft  he  rcmembrcd 
there  was  feme  praife  due  to  the  Father,  who  had  gi- 
ven himnow  fuch  an  inftance  of  it.     And  having  rcn- 
dred  him  his  thanks  both  for  thelelfon  and  the'feafon- 
ablenefs  of  it,he  affured  him  that  he  v?ould  never  travel 
without  this  D//J;m/V;i  about  him.    No  more  you  had 
need,  faid  his  Companion,  for  though  I  called  her  only 
theHaidmaid  of  theVercues,  yetin  truthftiefeems  to 
beaMiftrefsamong  them,  andtodifpofe  them  to  their 
feveral  duties.     For  one  Vertue,  you  muft  know,  is 
in  need  of  its  neighbour,  and  cannot  live  alone,     Thcv 
muft  help  one  another  continually,  or  elfe  they  w:Il 
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be  very  lame  and  defedive.  They  mart  lend  to  esch 
other  a  mutual  fopport,  or  clfe  they  will  be  in  danger 
of  falling  to  the  ground.  Mceknefs  mod  lend  its  hand 
to  Zeal,  and  Zeal  muft  do  as  much  for  it  again  5  or  elfe 
the  one  will  be  bat  Fire,  and  the  other  will  be  but 
Phlegme.  Serioufnefs  muft  be  beholden  to  Chear- 
fulnets-,  and  Cbearfulnefs  muft  call  to  be  repajed  by  i% 
or  clfe  we  (hall  be  either  all  earth,  or  nothing  but  Air. 
Humility  wants  a  little  confidence ;  an  holy  Faith  muft 
be  joyncd  with  fome  Fear  •,  an  high  Generofity  and 
nreat  courage  is  very  imperfea  without  Modefty;  ' 
and  a  fever*  Juftice  muft  be  acquainted  with  fweetnefs 
and  complacence:  Or  if  the  one  Ihould  rcfofe  the 
other  this  afliftance,  it  will  feel  fuch  a  want  it  felf,  that 
it  will  be  forced  to  beg  that  which  it  doth  deny.  But 
what  is  if,  I  befeech  you,  that  pairs  and  links  them  thus 
to^eiher/and  makes  them  do  this  mutual  fervice^  un- 
lels  it  be  the  Difcretm  and  "judgemtnt  which  the  Holy 
man  recommended  to  you?  This  fuperintends  over 
ail  and  iffoes  forth  her  dircdlions  and  orders  to  them : 
which  if  they  be  not  obeyed,  they  do  moft  hurt  where 
we  intended  the  greateft  good «  and  they  run  to  the 
borders  of  Vice,  when  we  defigned  the  hlgheft  de- 
cree of  Vertue.  This  makes  a  fweet  mixture  of  Faith 
i^o  God  with  fear  of  our  felves  \  of  Godly  Sorrow  with 
Spiritual  Joy  j  of  innocence  with  prudence ;  of  low- 
l.nefs  with  grcatnefs  of  mind  j  of  heavenly  minded- 
nefs,  with  diligence  in  our  Callings  1  of  delight  in  God, 
with  a  pleafure  in  our  friends,  and  thofe  who  aie 
GOod.  It  teaches  us  to  difcourle,  and  not  to  be  talka- 
tive j  tobefilent,  but  not  melancholy;  to  be  con- 
tent with  what  we  have,  but  not  be  idle  5  to  labour, 
but  not  be  impatient  \  to  bear  a  dear  affection  to  our 
friends,  but  not  to  their  faults-,  to  reprove  othcu, 
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atidirotincurr  a  reproof  oar  fdvcs  by  aodue  fevcricy 
towards  them. 

Enough,  faid  the  Pilgrim  5  I  fee  fuch  need  of  this 
Vcrtuc  5  that  you  may  be  confident  1  (hall  never  be 
willing  to  be  wiihout  its  company.  But  truly  I  think 
it  muft  be  your  Difcretion  more  than  itaine  own  thac 
will  be  my  fccufity  ^  for  I  have  been,  you  fce,afflided 
with  fuch  contrary  paffions,  chat  I  am  ready  to  wifli 
that  I  had  none  at  all.  There  is  not  one  of  tbofe  that 
1  have  about  me,  but  it  is  fometimes  fuch  a  trouble  to 
me,  that  I  (liould  think  my  felf  more  happy  if  I  weie 
wholly  deprived  of  them.  They  are  lo  ftrong  and 
Violent,  fo  boifierous  and  turbulent,  that  if  they  do 
not  overtop  my  reaton^  yet  I  cannot  overcome  them 
without  fuffering  a  great  tumult  and  diforder.  What 
fhould  we  do  with  things  which  it  is  fo  hard  to  ruler 
Were  it  not  better  to  difcharge  them  all,  fince  theie 
needs  more  difcredon  than  I  am  Mafter  of  to  keep 
^  ihep  ? 
>k 

The  Good  man  was  a  little  troubled  to  hear  him 
(peak  after  this  fortj  and  askt  him  with  a  greater  quick- 
nefs  than  he  was  wont  to  ufe.  Would  you  th^n  be 
well  pleafed,  if  I  (hould  bring  a  Sy  the  and  mow  off 
your  leggs  i  Had  you  rather  fac  carried  than  go  upon 
youi  feet  ?  The  poor  man  was  amazed  at  this  que- 
ftion,  and  askt  him  what  he  meant.  My  meaning,  faid 
the  Father,  is  plain  enough.  Your  paflions  arc  no- 
thing elfe  but  thofe  motions  of  your  foul  whereby  you 
go  to  that  Good,  cr  run  away  from  that  EviU  which 
your  undeiftanding  piefents  to  your  heart.  You  would 
be  fo  far  from  being  happy  by  being  deprived  of  them, 
that  I  malniaiiiyott  could  not  be  happy  at  all  without 
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ftow^forhe pains)  to  get  better  eyes  to  guide  yoa  in 
your  goings,  and  not  to  endeavour  that  yoa  may  not 
Air  at  all.     You  raoft  ftody  I  mean  to  underftand  the 
true  difTerence  between  good  >and  evil,  to  be  able  to 
judge  what  is  fit  for  you^  and  wh3t  not^  what  good 
can  certainly  be  attained,  and  vvbat  evil  avoided  ^  and 
what  is  quite  without  the  limits  of  our  power :    and 
then  how  is  it  blarocabhe  if  you  be  carried  with  a  great 
paffion  to  the  one  and  from  the  other?   Do  not  think 
all  things  to  be  evil  which  the  World  calls  by  that 
name :  nor  admire  the  goodnefs  of  any  thing  above 
its  price  ^  nor  follow  that  zealoiifly  which  yoa  are  in 
doubt  whether  or  no  it  can  be  attained  5    and  then 
your  paflions  will  be  fo  far  from  being  your  MaSers, 
that  in  fear  of  that  you  will  not  refrain  to  ufe  their  Ser- 
vice.    And  if  you  fhould  chance  to  be  furprifed  with 
a  fancy  of  fome  evil  or  good  before  you  can  have  Ii« 
berty  to  difcourfe  the  true  nature  of  it;  and  your  pif- 
fions  hereby  become  very  ftrong^  and  are  raifed  to  a 
greater  height  than  you  would  have  them :  there  is 
no  reafon  to  be  troubled  5  for  none  can  prevent  thefe 
fudden  aflauUf,  iior  can  they  be  quelled  without  fome 
fcfiffle  within.   If  yoa  can  conquer,  yoQ  have  well  ac* 
quitted  your  felf.     And  that  will  be  attended  with 
tbofe  triumpbSf  which  will  more  than  recompence  the 
trouble  of  thbfe  furious  and  rebellious  comimotions. 
You  will  not  think  tbofe  things  bad*  without  wtiich 
there  could  not  be  fuch  a  brave  and  noble  thing  as 
Viftory  is. 

Be  content  then,  I  beicech  you,  to  be  of  the  race  of 
jlJam,  and  do  not  afied  fome  higher  Original.     Go 
not  about  to  deftroy  one  half  cf  your  felf,  by  labour- 
ing to  be  free  from  all  paflion.   For  they  that  under- 
take

take  this  (a$  hath  been  well  faid  by  thofe  before  as) 
inftead  of  making  a  good  Man^  do  only  raife  a  Statue. 
la  order  to  make  a  nwn  wife,  "and  live  in  peace,  they 
torn  him  mto  a  dead  and  infenfiblc  Ima:;e.  Theft 
kind  of  Image?  (  fay  they  )  are  more  foitable  for  the 
ornaments  of  the  Porch^then  for  the  ufes  of  life.  And 
if  we  be  not  blind,  we  may  difcern  between  hardnefs 
and  foftnefs,  a  middle  temperament,  which  is  called 
foiidity  and  firmnefs. 

The  Pilgrim  was  fo  much  pleafed  with  thefe  words, 
that  be  copld  fcarce  forbear  to  hag^im  when  they 
were  ended/    And  hispadions  having  found  fuch  a 
defendor  to  take  their  part,  were  ready  to  ferve  them- 
felvesbat  too  much  oi  this  friendly  difcourfe  in  their 
behalf.    I  love  you  infinitely,  faid  he,  clafping  about 
his  neck,  or  to  fpeak  more  moderately,  I  love  you    ' 
above  all  earthly  things.    There  is  no  Mufick  can  be 
fo  charming  to  me  as  your  words.    They  can  both 
appeafemy  raging  hnmours,  and  excite  me  out  of  my 
doll  and  phlegmatick  inclinations.    You  are  my  In- 
telligence, my  Tutelar  Angel,  the  good  Genius  of 
my  foul,  without  whom  I  think  I  fliould  either  have 
no  Paflions^  or  Nothing  elfe.  Goon,  Ibefeechyou, 
to  oblige  me,  and  to  make  me,  if  it  be  poflible,  more 
in  love  with  you.    Be  not  weary  of  the  charge  you 
have  undertaken  s  and  do  not  defpair  neither,   out 
in  your  company  I  may   learn  more  difcretion  to 
govern  thofe  paffions,  which  I  fee  muft  not  be  root- 
ed out. 

When  he  bad  vented  this  paflion  of  love  9%  much 
aihe  pleafed,  and  was  capable  to  attend  to  feme  new 
difcourfe  $  the  Father  thoaghtit  notoafeafonable  to 

'  Ccc  3  .    «k^  ., 
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ask  him  if  he  did  not  begin  already  to  repent  of  all 
thofe  embraces   which  he  had  beftowcd  upon  hinu 
N^y^  do  not  wonder,  parfaed  he  at  this  demand  ^  for 
I  do  Qot  intend  to  quefiion  the  greatn'efs  of  yoor 
love,  but  by  what  I  have  obferved  I  believe  yon  may 
be  afraid  that  it  ought  not  to  be  fo  great.  I  have  long 
taken  notice  that  you  are  fo  fcrupnions  as  not  to  dare 
to  truft  your  own  foul,  nor  rely  opon  the  credit  of 
your  fevcrcft  reafon.    Though  you  think  it  is  impof- 
fible,  but  that  there  (hould  be  fuch  motions  as  yoa 
feel,  ind  knowypur  felf  to  be  of  fuch  a  complexion^ 
that  if  you  will  Ij^ve  ac  all,  it  muft  be  with  a  pafiio- 
natenefsand  fervency  of  affeAion  ^  yet  upon  the  next 
ebullition  ( as  I  may  call  it;    in  your  foul  yoa  are 
ready  to  condemn  your  felf,  and  to  quit  thofe  Maxims 
of  reafon  which  you  took  to  be  infallible.     I  know, 
my  friend,  that  there  is  in  this  a  pardonable,  or  ra- 
ther commendable  nicenefs  of  foul,  a  delicacy  and 
lendcrncfs   of  confcience ,   which  would  not  in  the 
lead  ofTend  him  ^  but  it  muft  be  confefled  that  there 
isfomeching  of  weaknefsandunfetlednefe  of  mind  in 
icalfo,.  which  dare  not  adhere  to  ics  own  Concl«* 
lions.     We  are  not  to  let  a  fudden  fancy  (hake  that 
which  is  fo  well  and  rationally  eflablifticd ;   Or  rather 
we  are  to  ponder  thofe  things  fo  long,  and  to  fettle 
our  felves  fo  ftrongly  in  our  reafons ,  which  are  the 
biUaft  of  our  fouls ,  that  we  (hall  never  defert  them 
opm  the  pretence  of  any  pious  fears,  left  we  (hould 
difpleafe  God.    To  fufTer  our  felves  to  love  any  per- 
fon  that  is  amiable  very  much,  or  put  any  fuch  like 
c  ife  •,  is  it  juft  ifiable,  or  is  it  not  ?    If  not )  away  wich 
all  chefe  PaiTrons,  and  dig  them  up.     But  if  yon  will 
i     have  them  remain,  be  not  angry  that  they  grow  and 
MofTome,  and  bring  forth  fruit,  and  produce  it  in  abun- 
nee.  And 
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And  a  little  ihe  more  to  confirm  yoormiod,  let  me 
fay  fooicihing  to  you  of  that  tendernefs  of  aflcdion 
which  1  obfcrvc  in  you  towards  a  vertaoos  friend  % 
that  inclination  which  yon  have  to  be  with  him,  and 
tfpccially  of  that  plcafanrnefs  and  mirth  you  arc  ape 
to  >  icld  unto  in  the  company  of  thofe  ypn  love.     You 
think  perhaps  that  this  is  too  much ,  and  that  you 
take  too  great  a  liberty  of  plcafing  your  fclf.     Bat  I 
bcfeechyoU)  did  you  ever  obferve  any  great  vcrtoe 
in  tbo(e  cold  creatures^  or  rather  in  thofe  morofe 
and  auftere  natures  who  jadge  it  a  crime  to  love 
their  friends  with  any  pal&on  %  to  feel  a  joy  in  their 
approach  ^  to  talk  pleafantly  in  their  company^   and 
toufewitb  them  a  freedom  ct  difcourfe?     Are  they 
more  innocent  then  others,  becaofe  they  fay  Nothing  ? 
muft  we  let  them  wear  the  title  of  vertue  above  their 
neighbours*  meerly  becaufe  they  are  more  grave  and 
folemn  ?  Do  ihcy  live  in  a  greater  fenfe  of  God"  be- 
caufe ibey  look  more  fowrely  ?   Muft  we  think  there 
is  no  piety  but  what  is  pale-faced  i   no  mortification 
of  our  ielves,  but  when  oqr  thorns  prick  other  folki  > 
Truly  I  muft  needs  profefs  that  I  have  fecn  bcth  men 
and  women  of  this  rgid  humour^  -whofe  very  looks 
condemn  all  that  is  named  pleafure,  and  will  not  af- 
ford you  fo  much  as  a  fmile,  who,  I  am  confident, 
are  not  half  fo  harmlefs  and  innocent  as  thofe  who 
profefs  a  more  open  and  chearful  converfation  with 
their  friends.    Someofthefe^  I  have  cbferved,  are  fo 
parfimonious  and  niggardly,  that  they  are  fordid  ra- 
ther than  faviog.     Others  are  fo  curft  and  peeviih^ 
that  they  will  fnarl  on  the  leaft  cccaiion  that  croOes 
their  humour.   And  you  will  find  few  of  them  who 
hive  iK>t  thefe  two  qualities :  That  they  love  good 
cheat  dearly,  and  are  glad  to  meet  with  a  Feaft.    Let 
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a  man  cat  cxceffivcly,  fo  he  do  it  graVtly,  it  is  n3 
offence.  And  fccondly,  that  they  love  to  cehfure 
others,  and  to  pafs  hat(h  judgement  upon  very  inno- 
cent  actions.  Nay,  which, is  rooft  villadoas ,  there 
arc  fome  of  them  who  will  condemn  you  for  that 
good  cheat  which  you  beftowed  upon  them,  and 
which  they  themfelvcs  commended  in  the*  eating. 
They  will  fay  afterward ,  that  yon  love  oftentatibn, 
and  that  half  of  it  might  have  been  fparcd.  They 
will  reprehend  this^  and  that  as  fupcrfluous,  and  fay, 
they  doubt  yon  are  too  much  afie<aed  to  the  Vanities 
of  the  World,  Befides,  they  love  to  pry  into  every 
.  bodies  fecrets.  They  would  know  what  is  done  in 
all  {heir  neighbours  houfes :  and  if  it  were  poffible, 
they  would  look  into  their  very  Clofets^  And  whic^ 
(bevcr  they  pretend,  they  take  a  ftrange  pleafure  to 
tattle  of  thefe  things  in  their  own  conventicles  $  and 
fome  of  them  would  be  dumb ,  if  they  were  not 
provided  with  fuch  difcourfe  when  they  meet  to- 
gether. 

But  to  fpeak  as  favourably  as  may  be,  I  am  much 
inclinable  to  this  opinion,  that  it  is  not  their  wifdom, 
but  their  weaknefs  which  makes  them  referved.  They 

.  are  not  fcrious,  but  onlyfowre^  not  mortified,  bat 
morofe.  It  is  the  falvagenefs  of  their  Natures  which 
makes  them  hate  all  the  pleafantnefs  and  mirth  which 
others  nfe  in  fociety.  They  have  not  made  themfelvcs 
of  abetter  habit  then  their  neighbours,  bat  were  born 

*  with  a  worfe  difpoficion.  They  are  fo  leaven  d  with 
a  fowre  humour,  that  they  have  no  room  to  entertain 
anyof  the  fweetand  delightfonte  paffions.  You  think 
they  hate  all  pleafures  out  of  Vertue,  but  it  is  rather 
from  their  temper.     It  is  not  their  power,  but  their 

inability. 
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inability.  .  They  diftafle  them  not  becaofc  ihey'have  a 
perfedioD  of  Judgement,  but  becaofc  they  want  a  pa- 
late. And  therefore  they  ought  not  to  think  better* 
of  thenafelvcs,  nor  be  thought  fo  by  others,  nacerly 
becaufe  they  tafle  no  joy  in  that  which  pleafes  yon  ^ 
for  it  may  proceed  from  the  lumpiflinefs  of  their  bo- 
dy, and  not  from  the  weight  of  their  reafons  j  they 
may  owe  it  to  their  Parents,  and  not  to  their  own 
dtioice.  Or  grant  that  they  do  deny  thcmfelves  in 
thefe  things,  yet  it  is  very  well  if  it  be  not  to  take  a 
licenfeinthofe  which  are  Worfe.  For  many  debarr 
themfelves  of  innocent  mirth,  and  grant  an  indul- 
gence to  their  froward  and  peeviQi  humours.  Rro- 
vided  they  be  grave,  they  think  they  may  be  difcour- 
teous.  And  as  long  as  they  do  not  laugh,  they  will 
take  the  liberty  to  bite. 

I  am  not,  you  fee  by  my  complexion,  inclined  much 
to  mirth,  and  therefore  not  likely  out  of  any^  natural 
humour  to  be  their  enemy.  But  for  my  part  I  mufl: 
tell  you  plainly,  that  I  boihdiflike  and  fuTpeA  t4iefe 
fallea  gravities.  The  people  of  a  chearful  difpofiti- 
on  are  more  innocent  in  thought ,  more  free  from 
defigo,  more  fimple  and  plain  hearted,  more  kind  and 
afiedlionate,  more  free  from  fuperftition,  and  far  re- 
moved from  hypocrifie  :  Nay,  if  J  had  added  that  they 
are  more  modeft  tbo,  1  had  not  been  miftakcn  j  for 
their  Modefty  is  in  the  heart,  and  the  others  often- 
times but  in  the  brow  and  exteriour  part.  Bat  I 
think  it  is  time  to  difmifs  thefe  lowring  Counte- 
nances whom  I  intend  not  to  reproach,  I  ut  only  to 
bereave  of  the  opinion  and  reputation  of  being  own- 
ers of  more  goodnefs  then  other  men.  They  are  to  be 
pitticd,  me  thinks,  who  Ufe  their  reafon  to  make  thcm- 
^  .  Ddd  felves 
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fel ves  enreafoDable.  Who  with  oo  f null  paflloii  feem 
come  CO  fpeak  agatnft.all  cor  paffioos:  aad  who 
chink  well  of  themfdves  for  cbac  which  is  cbeir  faolr, 
or  their  Imperfedion.  Bac  wbacfoever  kiodaefs  aoy 
may  have  for  them,  I  muft  ackaonrledge  my  felf  to 
have  a  Spiric  more  tender.  I  am  not  afliamed  to  be 
thought  a  man  of  fenfe,  and  that  have  (bme  feeling 
both  of  pain  and  of  pleafore.  Let  them  call,  if  the/ 
lift,  all  oar  pailions  infirmities,  yet  Cas'a  wife  maa 
once  faid  )  I  rather  choofe  to  enjoy  this  weakae(s, 
then  their  flootnefs  and  ftrengtb,  and  to  be  fick  of 
tbis'difeafe,  then  to  have  their  kind  of  health.

IN  foch  difcourfe  as  this  they  paffed  with  mncb 
pleafore  along  ftage  of  their  joarney.  Ac  checnd 
of  which,  being  thirfty,  they  called  at  a  place  where 
one  would  think  chat  Heaven  defigned  co  give  the  Pi^ 
rriman  example  of  innocent  pleafore.  For  here  they 
loand  a  knot  of  loving  neigbboors  at  a  frugal  din- 
ner (  who  feemed  to  feaft  one  another  more  with 
their  motual  good  converfacion,  then  with  any  other 
chcar  that  was  provided.  Their  eyes  told  that  they 
were  very  merry-;  and  that  there  was  a  trae  love  in 
their  hearts,  iheir  coooteoaoce  and  free  converfe  dH 
plainly  declare.  There  was  nothing  foperflaoos,  bac 
•  all  very   bandfome  j    no  loofnefi  but  gfeac  free- 
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dom  s  no  ooife  bac  much  inoocent  plcafare.    They 
weredifpofed  to  Mirth  rather  then  joy  ^  to  chearfal- 
nefs  rather  then  jollity  ^   and   toeacertain  ihcm- 
fflvcs  with  a  grateful  variety  rather  then  abundance 
of  meat  and  drink.    This  iighc  did  very  much  afieifk 
the  young  mans  heart,  and  when  they  were  gone,  he 
began  to  fpeak  in  the  praife  oi  Temperance^  and  to 
commend  their  happinefs  who  could  contain  them- 
fclves  within  the  limits  of  Sobriety,      For  this  faid 
be  is  theMiftrefsof  health,  andalfoof  wife  and  pure 
thoughts.   It  refren)es  the  Body>  and  doth  not  bur- 
den the  mind.    It  cafts  down  neither  of  them  to  the 
ground,  bat  raifes  both  tq  their  juft  pitchof  pleafure. 
It  continues  us  frte  and  fit  for  any  employment,  but 
efpecially  that  of  thanking  God  for  all  his  bleffings, 
which  is  theNobleft  of  all.     It  leaves  us  capable  to 
enjoy  the  things  of  the  other  world,  when  we  have 
enjoyed  asmuch  as  we  pleafe  of  this.    It  fuffers  rea- 
fon  to  retain  its  throne,  or  rather  exalts  and  advances 
its  Supremacy  every  day  to  a  greater  height.   Nay,  it 
preferves  our  tafte,  and  renders  our  palate  more  exadi 
then  other  mens  are:  for  all  the  fenfes  I  perfwade  my 
fdf  when  ruled  by  reafon,  muft  needs  be  more  up- 
right  Judges,  then  when  that  is  abfent  and  fet  a(ide. 
And  therefore  me  thinks,  there  is  nothing  more  pre- 
ferves  the  honour  and  reverence  that  is  due  to  our  na- 
tqres,  then  this  Vertue.     It  maintains  the  Majefty  of 
our  countenance,  the  loftre  of  our  eyes,  the  grace- 
ful deportment  of  our  whole  Man.    Whereas  all  the 
world  confeffes,  and  it  is  their  common  fpeech,  that  a 
man  in  drink,  is  Nothing  elfe  but  amandifguifed.  He 
looks  bafely  •,  he  is  the  fcorn  of  children  and  fools ;  he 
is  pointed  and  laughed  at,  as  if  he  were  fome  monfter  5 
heisthefportand  merriment  even  of  thofe  who  have

^         tfaos  difrobed  him  of  bimfelf.     And  as  for  tfaem  whole 
brains  are  fo  ftrong^  that  they  have  overcome  hifn, 
and  think  it  an  honour  to  be  able  to  hold  more  then 
the  rcfl:  of  their  fellows ;  this  glory  is  their  (bame. 
They  are  the  Vermin  of  the  Earth  who  live  to  con- 
fame  the  goods  of  others^  and  to  waftethe  patrimony 
^  of  the  Poor.    And  when  they  brag  of  their  Viftories, 
they  are  fofiilyj  as  not  to  remember  what  one  of  the 
Philofophers  faith,  that  they  are  overcome  by  the  Hog- 
(head  which  is  far  more  capacious  than  tbemfelves. 
Nayt  I  cannot  but  think  thofe  people  who  know  no 
jAeafure  but  high  fare,  the  joy  of  whofe  life  depends 
upon  fall  Tables,   and  a&fuU  Bellies,  who  love  no- 
thing like  FeaftSp  and  would  have  them  as  fumpruoos 
asSactificeS)  to  be  a  fort  of  creatures  much  inferk)ar 
tofomeBeafts^  who,  though  they  are  not  capable  to 
govern  themfelves,  yet  are  ruled  by  us,  and  rendred 
let viceable  and  profitable  to  the  world.    But  thefe are 
cood  for  nothing  but  only  to  devour  5  and  commonly 
they  follow  this  trade  fo  long  that  they  devour  tbem- 
felves j  and  all  that  belongs  unto  them. 

No  doubt^  faid  the  good  Father;  (who  here  thought 
fie  to  interrupt  him  )  the  praifes  which  you  beftow 
upon  Temperance  are  very  jufl:,  and  you  can  never, 
commend  it  to  excefs.  Which  procures  me  there- 
fore the  greater  grief  when  I  fee  fo  few  in  the  World 
who  live  according  to  the  rules  of  this  Vertue.  Their 
number  is  very  fmall  who  are  not  corrupted  with  the 
love  of  thefe  fenfaal  pleafures.  Though  they  do  not 
fall  into  fuch  high  debauches  as  you  fpeak  of ,  not 
drinking  as  if  they  were  in  a  perpetual  feavour  ^  nor 
eating  as  if  they  were  laying  in  provifion  for  a  long 
Siege :;  (which  me  thinks  is  §  good  defcriptioff  which 
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f  have  heard  fotne  giVt  of  their  exccfs)  yet  they  are 
not  roaay  who  meafore  their  meals  by  their  needs  ^ 
and  they  are  not  to  be  told  who  are  Bibbets  of  Wine, 
and  love  to  fit  long  at  computations^  and  defign  to 
y make  provifion  for  the  flc(h, 'that  the v, may  fulfill  the 
lufts  thereof.  Nay,  which  is  faddeft  of  all ,  thei^ 
are  tqa  man^y  of  tbofe  who  profefs  to  be  Religious^ 
whofc  God  is  their  belly.  They  love  Beafts,  and 
hunt  after  good  chear.  And  if  it  be  but  fandli- 
fied  with  a  Sermon  »  Gourmandife  is  innocent  in 
their  account.  Like  fqme  naughty  Chriftians  in  the 
Elder  times  whom  1  mentioned  before,  who  thought 
they  might  caroufe  and  drink  as  long  as  they  would, 
fo  they  did  but  fit  with  a  mortified  face  upon  the  Mar- 
tyrs Tombs.  And  it  were  fome  comfort  if  their  fin* 
eiided  here  ^  but  their  Intemperance  is  the  Mother  and 
fruitful  Parent  of  many  other  Vices.  A  long  train  of 
finsas  well  as  difeafes  waits  upon  this^  and  follows  it 
juftat  the  heels.  It  both  brings  in,  and  it  uncovers 
every  other  evil  inclination.  It  removes  that  Modefly^ 
which  ftandsmore  in  the  way  than  any  thing  elfe  of 
moft  mens « bad  endeavours.  It  banifhes  all  (hame,  fo 
iliat  there  is  nothing  left  to  oppofe  fay  wickednefs. 
Who  hath  woe,  who  hath  forrow,  who  hath  content 
tionj  who  hath  babling,  who  /hath  wounds  without 
caafe  >  They  that  tarry  long  at  Wine,  they  that  go  to 
feek  mixt  Wine  I  as  the  Wife-man  tells  us.  Whatfo- 
l^er  evil  difpofitions  are  in  the  mind,  then  they  take 
opportunity  to  fhew  themfelves^  Malice  is  brought 
into  open  view,  and  (pits  its  venom.  The  proud  fpirit 
is  lay'd  bare^  and  feeks  no  pretence  for  its  infolerice. 
The^riousman  is  left  naked  of  all  his  guards,  and 
cares  not  whom  he  mifchieves.  The  luflfuU  man  un* 
covers  himfelf,  and  fcarce  waits  fdr  fecrecy  to  fulfiU  his

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denres.  And  trolylwifli  I  could  not  iay,  tbac  this 
liU'j  which  is  the  moft  filchy  of  alU  was  doc  the  com- 
mon ilTue  of  that  of  which  we  fpeak.  There  is  more  of 
this  uncleannefs  in  the  World  than  you  imagine.  They 
that  wear  the  countenance  of  Religions  people  are 
led,  I  aflure  you,  by  their  Cups  to  the  Brothel-hoofes, 
and  pafs  from  the  Taverns  to  the  Stews.  So  it  was  of 
Old,  andfbe  fame  Villany  continues  (till ;  that  many 
turn  the  CfMce  of  God  into  Ufcivicufrefs^  And  if  you 
would  know  who  they  are,  the  fame  Apoftlc  tells  you, 
that  they  were  fuch  as  feafting  with  others,  did  feed 

Juae4  It.  themfdves  without  fear.    And  fo  S'^.Peier  alfo  lets  us 
know,  that  they  who  Acconnted  itfleafrre  to  riot  in  the 

%  Pec »    daytmt  (in  the  dear  light  of  the  Gofpel)  hdd  eyes  full 
'  ^'  '^*  of  ddulterj^  and  could  not  cedfe  from  fin.  But  I  win  leave 
thcfe  men  who  are  gone  in  theway  of  thefalfe  Pro- 
phet BaUsm^   who  taught  the  Children  of  Jfrdel  to 
commit  fornication.   Only  let  me  leave thofe  words  of 

iPct.  i.  the  Apoftle  with  them^  They  are  fVeffs  withont  wMter^ 
>4«  Clouds  thatdte  carriid  with  a  tempeji^  to  whom  tbi  ntiji 
of  darkntfs  is  referred  for  ever.  Nor  will  I  fay  any 
more  of  the  reft  oi  thofe  fins  which  attend  upon  an 
intemperate  life,  which  makes  a  mans  Soul  like  a  piece 
of  low  ground,  whichbyreafonof  abundance  of  wer, 
brings  torth  nothing  but  Frogs^  and  Worms,  and  Ad- 
ders, all  manner  of  wickednefs,  which  either  diflio- 
nours  God,  or  hurts  our  felves  and  oor  neighbours.  I 
will  rather  turn  my  eyes  to  a  more  pleafant  fight,  a!ld 
coiiitort  th(in  with  the  remembrance  of  thofe  Cood 
men  whom  we  faw  jaftnow  fo  happily  met  together. 
And  me  thinks  it  is  a  very  great  lelicity  in  this  ialle 
World,  to  find  but  one  face  among  fo  many  Vizors ; 
and  to  be  able  to  lay  hold  on  iomething  that  hath 
truth  and  fubftance  in  it  among  fo  maoy  fliadows. 

Having 
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Having  found  therefore  a  L:tk  nun:bfr  cf  fcrfoLi:;- 
fober  perfons,  it  anno:  bar  make  cic  rr s>vce  rhc  iror'e 
that  Temperance  haih  {0-:!^^  Cca:$,  sni  lau  ir^  i$ 
not  forfakcnot  all  her  folio^ers. 

Bat  tho\3gh  this  be  ver\'  tme,  that  we  do  de  ervecJy 
praifc  this  Vcrcue,  and  a^l  her  Serr^ncs  ^  yet  me  things 
yon  (hould  have  observed  romcchingcle  at  chat  meet- 
ing,  which  is  worthy  of  your  comoicndatloa.   Didnot 
the  very  meeting  it  felf  feem  a  very  comely  fight  ?  And 
was  yoa  not  glad  to  behold  fo  many  kind  neishbcurs 
aflembled  at  that  decent  entertainment  ?  To  mcthtre  is 
not  a  more  agreeable  fpeaaclc^t han  a  company  of  felcdl 
friends,  vacant  of  bufinefs,  and  fall  of  chearhiinefsmet 
together  at  one  table.  And  I  cannot  imagine  that  a  man 
who  onderftands  plealurc,  canwiih  any  equal  to  this, 
that  he  might  make  one  in  fuch  an  happy  fociety.   You 
may  think  indeed  that  it  is  fufficicnt  to  our  delight,  if 
we  can  meet  oar  friends  any  where  :  But  I  am  of  the 
mind  that  the  plcafure  is  redoubled  when  thev  refrefii 
their  bodies  and  their  minds  both  together.     \  hate 
indeed  yoar  great  Feafts  5  where  perfons  that  never 
faw  one  the  other  before,  nor  ever  fhill  perhaps  again, 
arc  mixt  together ;  where  there  is  truch  talk,  and  little 
or  no  difcourfe:  But  thefe  Love- feafts  me  thinks  do  all 
to  my  mind  the  dayes  of  Innocence,  and  make  me  wifli 
for  nothing  when  I  enjoy  them,  but  only  fuch  anoiiier 
plcafufc.     Here  we  know  that  we  pledge  an  ht:i?rv 
Love,when  a  man  prefents  his  kindnefitous.Our  r 
is  entertained  with  a  greater  variety,  than  the  t 
enjoyes.     The  very  tafte  of  our  meat  is  exalte 
the  inward  delight  which  wefcel  in  our  heirtf . 
whatfocver  fatisfadiion  we  then  receive,  we  im 
much  to  ihofe  that  give  it.    The  weak 
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ing  appetite  is  eicited  by  the  fight  ef  fr^ds,  and  the 
pleafure  of  their  difcoarfe :  and  the  difconrie  flows 
more  freely  by  the  moderate  fatisfadioo  of  our  appe- 
tite. Oar  dull  fpirits  are  raifed  by  communicatioQ 
with  our  friends :  and  that  Commnnicition  grows 
more  lively  by  the  exaltation  of  oar  fpirits.  Or  if  yoa 
pleafe  fo  to  confider  it  •,  Friends  never  talk  with  greater 
wit^^nd  more  freedom,  than  when  they  take  an  inno- 
cent4^epaft  together ;  and  their  meat  never  doth  their 
bodies  more  good,  than  when  this  fweet  converfation 
is  the  faoce  for  it- 

Indeed,  faid  the  Pilgrimy  I  had  forgot  to  rtfleft  op-' 
on  that  part  of  thofe  good  mens  fatis6Ai6n :  which  I 
take  to  be  fo  grear,  and  yet  Co  harmlefs  witbaU,  that  I 
fiiall  ever  be  a  friend  of  foch  pleafores,  and  permit  my 
felf  to  be  merry  in  fach  worthy  company.  Thev  have 
convinced  me  that  I  ought  not  to  aficd  a  fad  brow, 
and  an  heavy  coantenance.  They  have  reconciled  me 
to  fmiles  and  mirth.  And  provided  they  will  keep 
within  foch  bounds,  I  will  never  quarrel  with  my  paf* 
{ions  any  more.  Bat  there  is  none  that  I  have  a  greater 
ktndnefs  for,than  that  of  Love  tthe  pleafores  of  which, 
as  it  felf  acquaints  me  wichilU  fo  the  ufefalnefs  of  it 
tbofc  excellent  men  havealfo  taught  me. 

And,  nor  to  part  fo  foon  from  fogood  a  meeting,  I 
maft  Jet  you  know  chat  they  underftood  afterward,  a 
great  part  of  the  difcourfc  at  that  Table  was  about 
iriend(hip,  and  the  happinefs  of  him  that  had  found  a 
faithfiil  friend.  Which  when  it  was  repeated  to  him 
by  one  that  was  there,  it  wasagteat  means  of  con- 
firming this  affedion  in  our  Pilgrim^  and  making  him 
rejoyce  in  his  advantageous  choice.  My  memory  is  not 
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ibgood  as^  to  carry  away  all  that  I  heard  was  (aid  on 
this  argument,  but  it  begun  withacooimendation  of 
that  laying  of  the  Son  of  Sirach^  A  faithfnU friend  is 
a  firong  defence:  and  he  that  hath  found fnch  an  one^  Ecclut.  5. 
hath  found  a  Treajure.  Nothing  doth  countervail  a  faith-  >4> « 5i«*- 
full  friend^  and  his  excellency  is  tinvaludble.  A  faithfuU 
friend  is  the  Medicine  of  Life  ^  and  thej  that  fear  the 
Lord  JI)aU  find  him*  He  (peaks  like  an  Oracle,  i^id  one 
of  the  company,  for  a  friend  me-thinks  is  the  only  urii- 
vecfal  Medicine  againft  all  the  evils  of  this  prefent  life. 
And  with  your  jpermiflionl  will  make  a  Comment  up- 
on this  Aphoriim  ^  or  rather  I  will  recite  you  the 
words  of  a  good  Author, who,  though  I  believe  he  ne- 
ver fa  w  himj  hath  glofled  me-thinks  mod  excellently 
on  the  Text  of  that  wife  Hebrew.  To  which  when 
they  had  all  mod  willbgly accorded,  he  thus  pro- 
ceeded. 

T:b€re  is  no  Remedy  in  the  Worldjaith  he^eauall  to  that  T)]M,?ruf. 
rfa  friend  5  for  other  Medicines  are  profit  able  to  thefick^ ». 
^andfoperfiuom  to  thofe  tpho  are  in  health  5  but  He  is  ne- 
^tefjarjto  both.  He  fitppfyes  the  wants  of  Poverty.  He 
adds  a  brightnefs  to  our  glory  ;  and  he  obfcures  and  hides 
our  Ignominy.  This  one  thing  leffens  the  difficulty  of 
thofe  that  are  troublefime  tom^  and  increafis  the  happi- 
ng which  all  oitr  injoyments  bring  us.  It  makps  evil 
things  little^  andgood  things  great.  By  this  fioeetfocie- 
ty  our  griefs  are  divided^  and  all  ourjoyes  are  doubled. 
What  calamity  is  not  intolerable  without  a  friends  and 
what  felicity  is  not  ungratefutt  if  wehavenonetofbare 
with  us  in  it  ^  Wtfi^er  not  fo  much  when  we  havejome 
to  condole  and  fiffer  with  m  :  And  we  rejcyce  the  more 
when  our  felicity  gives  apleafure  not  only  to  our f elves  ^  but 
to  others  alfo.   '  If  Solitude  and  want  of  company  befo 
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hprrid^  fi  dreadfulla  thing  5  it  k  vot  to  he  tmdtrfiocd  cf. 
the  want  efmen^  hnt  <jf  the  want  of  friends.     Far  it  is 
a  good  Solitude^  not  to  dwell  with  thafe  that  do  not  love 
us  :  and  a  man  would  chttje  fuch  an  Hermitage  where  he 
might  not  be  troubled  with  them  who  hear  no  henevolom 
affeSion  to  him.     But  for  my  fart  I  cannot  thinkjt  to  be 
an  happinej^  which  hath  no  friend  to  participate  in  its 
-  fleafures.  A  man  may  more  eafdy  bear  the  bardefi  Calamity 
TPith  bis  Friend^  than  thegreateji  felicity  alone.  So  that 
I  judge  him  the  moft  miferable  who  in  his  calamity 
hath  many  to  infuk  over  him  5  and  in  his  felicity  none 
to  tafte  of  his  loyes,  and  rejoyce  with  hira.    Who  is 
there  morefpeeay  in  bis  fuccours  than  a  Friend?  Wb<^ 
praife  is  Jweeter  to  m  than  his  ?  And  by  whom  is  Truth 
fpok^n  with  leS  grief  than  by  fuch  a  mouth  ?  What  Cafile^ 
what  Bulwark^  what  Arms  and  Weapons^  are  mare  po- 
tent to  Jecure  Kf ,  than  the  cujlody  of  thofe  who  are  weB- 
aff'eSed  to  m  ^  Far  in  tmtb^  fi  many  Friends  as  a  man 
bath  gained^with  fo  many  ens  doth  he  fee  ^  and  withfo  ma- 
ny ears  doth  be  hear^  and  withfo  many  nnderflandings 
doth  he  think  of  that  which  is  profitable  for  him.  ttkall 
one  as  if  God  had  given  to  a  man  in  one  body  ^a great  ma- 
ny Souls  5  every  one  of  which  do  tenderly  confiiU  and  care 
for  his  good.     Nay,  if  our  eyes^  and  our  tongue,  and  am' 
hands  are  much  to  be  priced,  not  only  for  the  delights  of 
Ufe,  hut  that  we  may  live  5  Friends  are  not  only  as  pro- 
fitable, but  more  necefjary  than  thefe.     For  yonr  eyes  can 
fcarce  fee  thofi  things  which  are  under  your  feel  ^  hutiy 
our  Friends  we  may  fee  thofe  things  which  are  in  the  fkr- 
thermafl  parts  of  the  earth.  By  our  ears  we  hear  only  the 
things  that  are  very  nearmi^  but  by  our  Friends  we  hear 
them  which  are  moji  remote  :  The  tongue  fignifies  only  to 
thofe  who  areprefint,  and  with  the  handset  he firongefl 
man  can  do  more  than  two  or  three  are  able  .*  but  by 
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friends  m  may  talkjpith  aU^  and  he  able  to  effcii  uiflu- 
werahle  things  x^  for  they  will  be  fur e  to  j^cak^  and  do 
for  us  all  that  which  is  conducille  to  our  good.  But 
that  which  is  moji  incredible  is^  that  when  a  man  hath 
friends^  he  may  do  many  things  at  the  fame  time^  and 
confult  about  divers  affairs  at  once'^  andfie  and  hear  ^ 
nay  more  then  that  ^  he  may  be  in  many  places  at  the  fame 
moment.  His  pleafures  are  multiplied^  as  he  multiplies 
his  friends  5  for  all  that  delights  them^  touches  him 
with  a  Jenje  ofjop  as  much  as  what  concerns  himjelf  If 
he  give  any  thing  totbem^  it  rejoyces  him  as  much  as  if 
he  had  gained  a  great  dealoflfealth.  If  he  receive  any 
things  it  rejoyces  him  too ,  becaufi  his  friends  art  pleaf 
ed.  Though  he  be  very  fond  of  his  ki^dred^yet  he  thinkj 
friendjbip  a  greater  good  ^  then  Cmfanguinity^^forwith^ 
out  assy  kindred  between  men  this  is  aJirfU  and prdjfi ta- 
ble rehtiou  ^  but  without  this  there  is  no  comfort  at  all 
in  the  g;reatejl  nearnefs  of  blood. 

And  therefore  we  may  well  conclude  with  our  Wife 
man  ^  that  this  is  thegreateji  treafure  ,  thejirongefi  de- 
fence^ andinvaluable^ewel^  the  very  Balfome^  and  com- 
fort  4md  only  preferver  of  our  life*  A  man  is  fcarce 
himfelftill  he  hofve  found  a  friend^  oratleafk  he  is  but 
half  a  man.  For  as  another  wije  man  faith ,  Nuptiall 
love  produces  men^  but  it  is  friendly  love  which  gives 
them  perfeSion.  It  map  well  be  called  the  fait  andfeafon- 
ing  of  our  Pilgrimage.  Without  this^  life  H  felf  would 
henttfavowy^  and  all  the  plcajures  of  it  injlfid.  It  is 
the  mo/i  agreeable  pleajure  that  aperfon  ofVertue  can 
enjoy.  It  is  an  holy^  chajie  and  innocent  pleafure:  a 
Voluptuoufnefi  which  rifetb  higher  then  fenfe^  andjceks 
thefuperiour  part.  It  aUs  on  the  mind  without  caufing 
it  to  fuffer  a  change.     It  moms  it  tpithfo  muchfweet* 
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ftifs^  that  itfiirs  not  out  if  its  feat.     Or  it  ravijbtsit 
from  itfelf^  only  to  remove  it  to  a  better  place. 

When  he  had  done,  they  all  agreed  he  did  illuftrate 
his  Author  as  much  as  he  had  done  the  Sonofsiracb^ 
For  faid  they,  we  have  read  now  this  Writer  by  the 
benefit  of  your  eyes  5  and  you  have  fo  happily  tran« 
fported  us  out  of  our  (elves,  that  we  find  indeed  we 
are  better  then  where  we  were  before.     But  yet,  ad- 
ded another,  that  Wife  man  you  Cpokc  of,  gives  us 
this  advice  id  the  fame  place,  ^ thou  WMuUiget'a 
friend^  prove  him  firfi^  and  be  not  hajij  to  credit  him. 
Forfime  man  is  a  friend  for  his  own  occafon^andmU 
not  abide  in  the  day  of  trouble.    Some  friends  will  be 
thy  companions  at  tiy  table^  hut  in  the  time  tf^ffiSion 
they  will  not  continue.     In  thy  Vrojferity  theywiBbeas 
thyfelf^  and  will  be  holdover  thy  jervants.    But  if  thou 
be  brought  hw^  they  will  be  againfi  thee^  or  hide  them- 
Jehes  from  thee.    Separate  thy  Jelf  from  thine  enemies^ 
and  tah§  heed  of  thy  friends.  -  How  therefore   (hall 
we  know  the  faithful!  friend  whom  he  (b  much  praifes  s 
or  by  what  Marks  (ball  we  d]ftingui(h  him  from  the(e 
pretenders  }   I  would  be  loath  to  (lay  till  the  day  of 
trouble  before  I  know  thele  counterfeit  Lovers^  and 
would  be  glad  to  impart  tny  joyes  to  one  that  de(ef  ves 
them,     It  is  a  very  neceflary  Qie(Hon  (aid  a  Third, 
and  therefore  with  your  content  I  will  undertake  his 
Character,  or  at  leaft  his  defcription.     You  (hall  not 
only  have  our  leave,  (aid  a  fourth  in  the  name  of  the 
reftj  but  our  thanks  5  which  we  give  you  befbrehand 
for  &  good  an  ofTer.    The  world  is  full  of  falfehearted 
friends.    Tbwns  and  Kingdoms  are  made  up  of  thefe 
honefl:  kind  of  Cheats  ,  as  one  whom  you  know  is 

'^ont  to  call  them.     Into  whatfeover  place  you  come, 

you 
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you  will  find  very  little  of  that  which  you  have 
brought  hither :  I  mean  afTedion  without  interest  5 
fidelity  without  ftain  ^  with  all  the  goodnefs  and  free- 
dome  of  the  Age  of  Innocence.  There  are  many, 
lakh  he,  that  had  rather  lo(e  an  hundred  Friends, 
then  (b  many  Crowns.  They  value  them  no  more, 
thenthey  do  men  in  Turky  that  are  to  be  (old.  And  I 
know  (bme  that  would  eafily  foregoe  their  mofl:  dear 
and  feithfuU  Intimates  at  the  rate  of  ten  or  twenty 
pound  a  piece.  Men  they  are  ('if  we  honour  them 
not  too  much  with  that  nftne  )  who  as  the  Wife 
Man  you  (poke  of  fuggefl'stous,  come  but  to  drink, 
and  return  back  agab  when  the  Bottles  are  empty. 
And  therefore  it  will  oblige  us  very  much  if  you  will- 
be  at  the  pains  to  let  us  know  the  qualities  of  a  man, 
that  is  fit  to  be  admitted  into  our  Society: 

A  Friend  then^  repljed  Ae,  that  is  worthy  of  our  bo*^ 
fime  love^  k  a  perjon  that  is  equally  good  and  intelli* 
gent:  That  can  neither  deceive^  nor  eaftly- be  deceived: 
that  canfeldome  do  iff  out  ofi»eakpefi^  and  never  out 
of  dejign.  He  is  one  thatwillferve  you  without  vanity^ 
but  with  all  imaginable  zeal  :  without  any  interest ^  but 
with  the  exaSeJl  care  and  diligence.  That  will  engage 
himjelf  moji  pajjionately  in  your  defence  when  you  art 
abjent^  or  unfortunate ,  or  dead.  That  will  follow you- 
with  his  love  to  the  other  World  ^  and  ferve  thofe  when 
you  are  dead^  whom  you  would  havefervedifyou  hadheen 
alive.  He  is  one  that  never  conceals  his  own  fecret  from.  • 
you^  nor  reveals  yours  to  others.  That  will  freely  re- 
prove you^  and  never  backrbite  other  men.  That  can 
fee  your  faults  3  and  yet  eafly  pardon  them.  And  that. 
m  readily  acknowledges  merits  as  he  efpies  and  pardons 
faiflts.    That  cannot  tell  how  to  do  any  thing  withoutr 
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yonr  kpimledge^  unk^it  be  a  good  turn.  That  fipould  have 
yoH  fie  all  he  doth^  except  the  friendly  offices  xphicb  he  if 
evtrj  where  rendring  to  yon.  That  loves .  to  entertain  you 
mtl  pleafant  iifiourfe ,  hut  howfoever  voith  wholefome 
and  profitable,  that  mil  foUoxo  you  to  all  dangers^ 
though  to  no  fins.  That  can  vary  perhaps  vpithyonrhur 
tnour^  but  not  with  your  fortune.  That  canmak§  yon 
a  feafi  where  there  is  no  good  chear  befides  himjelf.  That 
can  firve  M  fauce  to  excite  your  appetite^  andfave  yom 
.  the  charge  of  Wine  to  exhilerateyourjpirfts.  ThatwiU 
divert you^  without  the  prejudice  or  offence  of  any  body 
elfe.  That  will  mak§  you  more  fenfibh  of  his  tender^ 
vefi  by  fmall  things^  then  others  i an  do  by  greater  fir^ 
vices. 

He  is  one  that  thinks  allthepraifes  of-others  importune 
if  you  complain.  To  whom  even  his  own  merit  feems  odi* 
ous^  if  it  receive  not  your  approbation^  One  that  loves  no 
pkafurejo  much  as  complacence  t4>  yon.  To  whom  all  places 
are  atik§^  Jo  you  be  nvt  absent. .  He  can  deny  himfilfany 
thing  and  his  friend  nothing.  He  can  bear  himfelf  com^ 
pAny  in  Solitude^  but  is  never  weary  of  the  company  rf 
thofe  he  loves.  He  hath  afenfe  of  honour^  equal  to  bisfenje 
of  Jove. '  He  hath  no  vulgar  thoughts^  but  yet  ft  oops  to  the 
m^  vulgar  off  ions  for  the  firvice  of  his  friend.  He  hath 
a  great  andgenerom  mind^bnt  omits  not  the  trifles  which 
will  pleafe  him.  He  will  negleS  his  own  bufinefito  do  his. 
He  will  receive  a  ktndnefiaswell^  do  it :  and  is  not  more 
Willing  to  oblige  than  to  be  obliged.  He  is  thankfull  and 
act{nowlcdging  for  the  fmalleft  offices  of  love, i^  andftudies 
to  repay  it  with  the  great  eft.  He  ispojfeJJedofalltheVer^ 
tues^  but  makes  afi^ow  of  none.  He  loves  decency  without 
af[cUation^  generojity  without  pride^  ccurtefie  without  ce-^ 
remony^  and  ftriUnefi  withoutfiverity.     His  morality  is 
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void  of  all  rudehef'^  his  fir ionJiteS gives  no  difgnji^  hh 
.Jikftce  is  without  fulknne^:^  and  his  humility  withont 
bafenef  and  nseannefofjpirit.     He  hath  a  World  of  good 
^alities^  and  mod^ij  is  Superiour  to  them  all.    For  he  is 
Jlyamefacd  without  ignorance^  and  blifpes  hecaufeyoufee 
he  kitowsfo  much.  He  delights  not  to  praife  that  in  others 
wherein  he  cxcells  himfelf     Nor  is  he  Jparing  there  of  his 
commendations^wherehis  own  defe&s  will  leave  him  no 
title  to  the  application.  Hccanhide  any  thing  better  thcfu 
his  love.     He  can  do  any  thing  better  then  deny  your  re- 
quejts.    He  can  endure  any  thing  with  more  eajethento 
be  feparated  from  your  Society.    When  you  are  with  him^ 
you  are jiill  alone.     JVhenyou  advifi  with  him^  it  is  with 
your  filf    He  hath  all  things  in  common  with  you^  but 
chiefy  adverfty.     He  and  his  friend  have  but  one  will , . 
though  they  may  have  different  underjlandings.  And  in* 
deed  this  one  quality  is  it  which  llikg  in  a  friend  above  all 
the  refty  viz.  A  facet  and  innocent  compliance^  which  if 
the  cement  of  love  a»d  the  Jecret  charm  of  Society.     This  * 
rare  dijpoftion  makgshim  to  pleafe  m  without  flattery : 
andtotyehimfelfto  us  without  the  lo^ of  liberty.  It  ac-- 
cords  to  our  dejhres  without  oppcfingredfon  :  gives  way  to 
our  weakpefi  without  increaSng  and  cheri/bing  of  it  i   ac- 
commodates it  felfto  our  humour  under  the  generous  pro^ 
fe^ion  of  freedom:  firvestfs  in  all  things  it  can^  without^ 
being  captivated  to  any.    there  is  notMng  bafer  indeed  ^ 
then  compliance  when  it  is  feparated  from  other  Fertues., 
Nothing  more  offer^ve  to  tloje  on  whomtt  is  be  flowed  if 
they  have  any  noble  refintmehts  in  them  t^  then  when  it  , 
is  fo  fervile  as  to  fuiyeSt  the  underftanding  and  enthrall' 
the  reafon  to  their  deflhs.    But  being  to  attend  upon  thofi 
other  good  qualities  which  I  have  rehired  in  my  friend^  ^ 
andferving  alwayes  with  a  liberty  of  mind  *^  as  there  is 
nothing  lefl  offends  any  bod)  elfe^fo  nothing  morefweetens. 
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.  a  mam  awn  dijpafitiany  or  mare  delists  and  gralifia 
that  of  hh  friends.  It  lends  it  fitf  to  profit  others  md 
not  only  topleafe.  Itjiudies  to  advantage  them  vrith  the 
greateji  civiliiy.  Ttjibdnes  their  pajftons  with  the  great^ 
quietncfi.  It  reduces  them  to  themjehes  mthaut  violence^ 
Itfioops  nnto  them  that  it  may  lift  them  up.  It  conde^ 
fcends  that  they  may  be  recovered.  Itfajbions  it  felfta 
tphat  they  are^  that  they  maj^  be  what  they  ought.  It  yields 
to  their  anger  that  it  may  difarm  them  of  it.  It  grants 
their  dejires  that  it  may  tak§  them  away.  It  makes  a  man 
agree  to  others  not  that  they  may  comply  with  him  again^ ' 
but  comply  with  reafrn. 

Injbort  therefore^  he  mufi  he  a  vertuom  perfon^  we  aU 
grants  whom  we  cbufe  for  our  friend.  Far  be  is  not  4:apar 
ble  to  be  a  friend  to  m^  who  is  not  a  friend  to  himfelf.  He 
can  never  accord  well  with  another^  who  feels  an  intefiine 
war  continually  inhisownbreaji.  But  yet  all  vertnam 
perfons  do  notfo  refemble  each  the  other ^  as  to  joyn  toge* 
ther  in  thatJiriS  Vnion  which  bears  the  name  of  Friend^ 
fijip  :  And  therefore  he  is  fit  to  he  received  into  this  rela-- 
tion  who  bejides  the  qualities  common  to  all  good  men^ 
doth  Symbolize  with  us  in  his  humours  and  inclinations. 
When  you  meet  with/itch  a  man  asaffwers  this  defcripti^ 
on^  mak§  much  of  him  andplaceagreat  confidence  in  him. 
To  dijiruji  him  is  the  higheji  finyou  can  commit  againfi 
him.  l^befufficiousofthetruthofwh/st  he  faith  is  the  - 
mofi  notorious  breach  of  the  bond  of  your  friendfi)ip.  And 
asfoon  as  ever  you  begin  to  doubt  ^  it  is  certain  you  begin 
Icfito  love. 

To  this  afiefb  was  tl;c  difcourfe  of  hip  who  took 
upon  liim  to  give  the  deicription  of  a  worthy  friend : 
which  wa«  highly  applauded  by  the  whole  Table  and 
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ferved  for  an  excellent  clofc  of  their  fcaft.  And  truly 
the  repetition  of  it  raadeanevefeaft  for  our  Pilgrim, 
who  $egan  upon  this  occifion  to  reflet  on  his  own 
happinefs,  who  bad  met  with  a  friend  that  anfwered  in 
all  points  this  great  Charaaer  to  the  Ytfry  life.  O  Sir, 
faid  he  to  the  Father,  what  a  iofs  am  [  at  for  words  t  d 
cxprefsmy  felcity,  who  have  found  the  beft  of  men, 
and  the  beft  of  friends !  How  gladly  would  they  have 
admitted,  you  into  that  loving  Society  from  which  we 
lately  parted  /  They  wctuld  have  raviihed  you  from 
me,  and  ftaldyou  there  for  ever,  if  they  had  known 
your  worth.  They  would  have  thought  it  too  much 
that  I  ftiould  enclole  fo  great  a  good,  which  is  capable 
to  ferve  a  little  Worlds  For  befidesthe  reft  of  thole 
vertttous  qualities  which  they  remembred,  yon  are  the 
moft  compaiBonate  of  all  men  living.  Yon<:annot  be 
merry,  I  fee,  if  I  be  fad.  The  leaft  gric^which  I  fuffer 
penetrates  to  the  bottom  of  your  heart.  And  if  I  mif- 
take  not,  1  touch  upon  a  truth  of  the  greateft  remark  to 
diftinguifh  a  fleight  from  a  fubftamial  faend.  FQr  I 
have  heird  wifer  men  then  my  felf  note,  thn  the 
World  hath  no  great  number  ot  thofe  people^  who  are 
deeply  wounded  with  the  fenfeof  themtfery  that  be- 
falls their  friends  |  or  whofe  refentments  of  ibrrow 
are  of  any  loivg  durance,  though  they  be  never  fo  paf* 
6onately  moved  with  the  firft  fight  or  report  of  them.  , 
Compaffionate  grief  they  obferve,  is  wont  foon  to  Aide 
away,  and  make  room  for  the  entrance  of  any  plea- 
fure.  Moft  men  can  divert  themfelves  delightfully  if 
occaiion  ferve;  though  their  friends  fufferings  be  ne- 
verjo  fad.  They  have  not  made  their  concernments 
fo  much  their  own,  as  that  they  (hould  feel  pain  as  long  ' 
as  their  friends.  But  yet  I  find  you  to  be  one  of  that 
little  number  who  are  infinitely  tender,  and  through- 
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ly  touched  with  all  the  iofirmido  oftbofe  that  tbey 
love.  How  often  have  voq  dnurged  yoQi  felf  wkh  my 
cares  and  difquiets?  How  many  thorns  have,  yoa 
drawn  out  of  my  mind  f  How  many  expedients  have 
youdevifed  to  faccour  and  (iipport  meander  all  my 
burdens?  You  have  often  tempered  the.  heat  of  my 
paffions.  You  have  fweecnedthe  (harpnefs  of  my  fpi- 
ric.  You  have  healed  my  wounds  when  you  couLi 
not  prevent  the  blow.  You  have  brought  me  cordi- 
als, w  hen  1  was  capable  of  no  confolations  but  thofe 
which  your  company  adminiftred  to  me.  You.  have 
divided  with  me  the  labours  which  I  am  to  undergo^ 
And  taken  a  partot  chat  duty  upon  you  which  1  am  to 
perform.  And  have  made  you  fell  fo  iafeparaA^le.  to 
.  me,  as  if  it  was  but  one  life  which  you  and  I  lived,  I 
ought  to  value  you  as  much  as  my  felf;  and  fbr  as 
much  as  my  perfoa  is  dearer  to  me  then  all  nay  worid*- 
ly  goods )  i  ought  to  efteem  the  benefits  you  hove 
done  my  mind,  more  then  if  you  had  given  me  a  ma(s 
of  trealure,  and  poflMfed  me  of  the  fairfft  eftate  which 
the  eye  of  the  World  bath  ever  feen. 
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ffm  they  ehdnctA  ts  fee  a  wry  Peer  mdn  enttrtMning 
bimjelfmtb  muck  fieafttre  under  4  Tree,  Whence  Mrtfe 
4  dtfcwrfeef  Contentment :  Mnd  the  means  te  attorn 
is*  of  Humility  and  Charity.  That  nHmithftand. 
fng  aU  enr  Charity,  m  mufi  net  think  to  have  the 
Wtrldfegeed  m  we  tfeuld  mjb  it, 

I  Know  not  to  what  kogth  he  in<eant  to  contfnae 
thefe  acknowledgements^  if  a  new  accident  bad  not 
pnt  an  cad  to  his  fpeech.  For  as  he  was  going  to  ex- 
toll  the  noblenefs  of  his  difpofitiMH  as  well  as  the  ten  - 
dernefs  which  he  obTerved)  and  bad  jtift  ottered  tbefe 
nvords,  yoQ  fcarce  know  tow  to  keepa meafure  when 
diereis  ocafionn>  be.kind$  your  favours  feem  de- 
h&ive  unlefs  th^  exceed :  they  were  on  a  fudden  en- 
countred  with  another  delightfal  fpeftacle,  which  quite 
diverted  bis  thoughts  from  what  be  w^s  about  to  fay. 
For  as  they  pafled  by  a  fait  field,  they  efpied  a  poor 
man  in  veiy  ragged  clothes  under  a  large  Beach  Tree, 
who  was  liftning  to  the  Mufick  which  the  Birds  made 
in  the  neighbouring  grove ,  and  fometknes  whittled 
bimfelf  to  bear  them  company  in  their  melodies.  A 
long  time  they  faw  him  thus  entertain  bimfelf,  and  at 
laft  he  pull'd  out  a  piece  of  bread  and  cheefe,  which, 
with  eyes  lifted  up  to  Heaven  he  fcem'd  to  acknow- 
ledge a  liberal  dinner.  And  at  the  end  of  it  he  went 
and  pledged  the  Birds  in  a  little  flream  titac  ran  by 
him,  giving  God  thanks  again  that-bad-provided  food 
for  all  his  Creatures.  They  were  much  taken  with 
the  lOQOcence  of  his  looks,  and  the  contentment  which 
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they  thooght  they  read  io  his  face,  which  bred  a  great 
debre  in  them  to  know  him  better^  and  fee  fomethiog 
more  of  a  Vertae  bid  under  raggs«   And  fo  approich- 
ing  nearer  to  him,  and  giving  h'mthe  ordinary  faluta« 
tions  which  the  time  ofthe  day  required,  they  entrcd 
into  di&ourfc,  and  in  conclafion  enquired  of  his  condi- 
tion, and  how  he  came  to  lead  fo  merry  a  life  being  in 
appearance  fo  dcftitute  and  low  in  his  Worldly  lor* 
tunes.     The  poor  man  made  no  fcruple  ro  discover  his 
heart  to  them  ^  but  being  ofafreeandopendifpoJiti- 
on,and  not  aring  who  was  privy  to  his  thoughts,  mod 
readily  accorded  to  anrwer  their  defires.      And  be 
plainly  told  them,  that  iheoccafion  of  the  prefent  fa* 
tisfadioo,  which  perhaps  they  faw  him  exprefs,  was  to 
bear  the  Birds  fo  merry  ^  who  neither  fow,  nor  reap, 
nor  have  any  barns  wherein  to  lay  up  their-food«    I 
could  not  chufe,  faidhe,  but  bear  a  part  with  them  in 
their  Mirth,  and  think  my  felf  at  leaft  as  rich  and  hap* 
py  as  thofefiUy  creatures.  The  World,  Ifce,isasfall 
for  me  as  it  is  for  them.    All  places  are  crowded  with 
the  blefiiDgs  of  God,  and  I  know  not  where  he  (houM 
beftow  more,  they  are  fo  very  full.    A  few  of  them 
alfo  will  ferve  my  turn^  for  my  wants  arc  but  a  few, 
.    And  a  few  things  fureare  eafily  obtained^  and  caonot 
be  long  in  getting.  We  need  not  go  far  to  feekienoogh^ 
for  there  is  no  (carcity  of  a  little,  and  a  little  will  fnf- 
tficc.  And,thanks  be  to  God,  I  was  neveryetat  any  great, 
trouble   to  procure  this  little  number  of  necelTary 
things.  At  prefeat  my  wants  are  all  fupplied'^  and  l' 
have  no  reafon  to  doubt  but  they  will  be  fo  for  the 
time  to  come.     For  fure  there  is  a  God ;  and  he  muft 
needs  take  care  of  his  Creatures :  and  I  imagine  it  is  no 
pride  (which  will  not  become  me  in  this  Poverty j  to 
think  my  felf  one  of  the  better  fort  $  and  therefore  con* 
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elude  that  I  fliall  not  want.     Jhtxt  is  nothing  fo  much 
comforts  me  as  the  thoughts  of  his  Fuln^fs,  of  his  Wif- 
dom,ot  bis  Goodnefs,  Power  and  Prefence  to  all  places, 
which  make  me  confident  that  at  prefent  I  enjoy  what 
js  moft  convenient  for  me,  and  that  \  (hall  never  fail  to 
do  the  like  through  all  my  life.  And  if  T  doubted  of  any 
of  thefe,  that  inftance  of  his  Love  and  Care  in  fending 
his  own  Son  into  the  World  would  rid  me  of  all  my 
fcruples.     F0r  if  he  fpand  npt  his  Son^  but  delivered  him 
upjw  Hi  aU^  htrpJljaUhe  mt  with  him  give  us  aB  things. 
For  the  comforts  of  this  belief  I  continually  render  my 
thanks  to  God;  and  you  cannot  conceive  any  greater 
coatcntment  than  that  which  I  find  in  admiring  and 
praifing  his  eternal  Goodnefs.     Nay;  I  can  never  me 
thinks  give  hhn  thanks  enough  for  letting  me  enjoy     ^ 
the  afe  of  my  eyes,  my  tongue,  my  hands  and  feet  ^  for 
thefe  are  greater  things  than  all  that  I  want,   and  by 
thefe  and  bis  bleffing  I  may  make  prcvifion  for  my 
wants.  There  are  many,  I  fee,  in  the  World  are  poorej:  ' 
by  half  than  my  felf.    I  poflfcfs  fo  much  more  than 
they,  as  all  thofe  things  which  I  have  now  numbred.  Q 
how  rich  do  I  eftecm  my  felf  in  compare  with  the 
Uind,  and  the  ddmb,  and  the  lame  i     But  I  fhould  be 
iquch  afhamed,  if  among  all  rhofe  who  have  lefs  than  I, 
there  flionld  be  found  men  that  have  more  contenr- 
meat.  And  Iconfiderwithmy  feIffometimes$  (hoold 
thofe  poos  Souls  murmure,  what  is  it  that  I^fhould  fay 
to  give  them  content  y  and  that  very  thing  I  fay  to  my 
felf.  I  make  the  experiment  firft  npion  my  own  mind, 
and  if  it  can  do  nothing  there  to  comfort  me  who  am 
in  better  condition ^   I  think  it  unrisafonable  to  pro- 
pound it  unto  them*  And  fometimes  on  the  other  fide 
I  caft  mine  eyes  on  them  that  have  more,  and  fee  that 
they  are  as  far  from  content  as  thgfe  who  have  nothing 
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at  all :  ff  offl  wheace  I  conclude  that  ids  not  to  be  found 
in  all  the  World,  but  in  oar  felVes,  and  there  I  ma/ 
find  it  without  the  abundance  that  they  enjoy.   I  per- 
ceive alfo  that  Poverty  is  not  without  its  benefits,  and 
that  it  is  defervedly  called  the  Mother  of  Sobriety,  the 
Nurfe  of  ArtSjthe  Miftrefs  of  Wifdom,  the  Spur  to  Xn- 
duftry ,  and  the  School  to  which  we  are'pat  to  leara 
the  Knowledge  of  our  felves,  and  the  de|»;ndence  we 
have  on  an  higher  Caufe.    ficfide  all  which,  lafe  to 
call  it  mySanftuary,  which  no  body  will  prefume  to 
rifle.  Here  I  am  fafe,  for  all  men  hate  to  hurt  the  poor. 
There  is  no-Antidote  of  greater  vertue,  as  I  have  heard 
irenfay  againft  poifon,  than  this  condition  wherein  ( 
am.    They  are  the  Vefliils  of  Gold,  and  not  of  Earth 
and  Wood,  wherein  fuch  deadly  potions  are  wont  to 
-^  be  mingled.    Nay,  this  Mofick  which  you  law  me 
iiffening  to,  thh  [ilafick  of  Gods  own  creating  gives 
me  the  greater  ravifliment ,  becaufe  I  confider  that 
none  can  rob  me  of  it,  and  leave  me  my  liberty  and 
life.    T  hey  that  have  taken  away  my  goods,  and  have 
baniflied  me  into  the  Woods,  cannot  binder  the  Earth 
from  putting  forth  the  Flowers,  nor  the  Trees  from 
viclding  their  fruit,  nor  the  Birds  from  -finging  among 
the  branches  5  no  nor  me  from  entertaining  my  felf 
with  all  thefe  pleafurcs,  at  leaft  from  being  contented. 
And  truly  I  ought,  me  thinks,  to  rejoyce  that  thefe  ^• 
tisfa«aions  are  remaining,  rather  than  repins  that  thofe 
are  gone  which  could  never  have  given  me  full  fatif- 
faft'on.     But  I  fuppofe  I  fpeak  to  thofe  who  are  not 
onacqaainted  wirti  Come  wants,  and  therefore  I  may 
forbear  to  fay  any  more  than  this  5  that  if  yon  can  tell 
what  it  is  that  keeps  you  from  being  miferable ,   that 
very  thing  is  the  comfort  of  my  Poverty.  For  he  that 
can  reft  contented  in  one  condition,  can  fatisfU  him- 
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felf  in  all :  and  he  vtbo  is  not  pleafed  in  his  prefeoc  ftate, 
will  alwayes  find  fome  matter  o{  complaint. 

Onr  young  P/'/jfr/w  woald  fain  have  had  him  to  pro- 
ceedin  declaring  the  fenfe  of  bis  Sq«1  to  them,  becaufe 
he  took  him  to  be  fo  happy.  But  yet  he  could  not  chufe 
but  yield  to  the  equity  of  that  which  be  had  now 
faid,  and  therefore  after  they,  had  requ  c?d  the  Poor 
mans  generous  freedom  with  a  long  difcourfe,  which 
both  teftified  their  fympathy  with  him ,  and  added 
much  to  thecont^ntment  of  bis  mind  5  He  entred  in- 
to a  debate  with  the  Father  when  they  were  alone 
about  thofe  things  which  will  prepare  the  Sool  to  re- 
ceive rapsf;i^ionin  the  meaneft  condition  into  which, 
they  might  fall.  For  my  part,  faid  be,  I  cannot  but 
look  back  upon  the  felicity  of  thofe  who  lead  a  tern-  . 
perate  life  in  the  midft  of  all  the  abnndance  of  this 
World .  Every  thing  lets  me  fee  the  neceffi  ty  and  ex- 
cellency of  that  Vertue,  and  gives  me  occafion  to  re- 
new my  commendations  of  it.  The  moderate  nfe  of 
all  pleafant  things  doth  moft  effe^nally  teach  content- 
roentj  becaufe  it  fliews  us  bow  little  will  ferve  our 
turn.  It  weans  us  alfo  from  the  love  of  fenfual  de- 
lights, which  is  the  only  thing  that  makes  the  wane 
or  the  lofs  of  thein  fo  troublefome  unto  us.  It  makes 
room  for  wife  and  fober  thoughts.  And  me  thinks 
is  nothing  elfe  but  aconftant  exercife  of  contentment 
in  one  partienlar,  which  mnft  needs  difpofe  our  minds 
to  thepra^tt  of  all  other  parts  of  it.  it  is  no  great 
matter  to  be  debarred  of  tbait,  which  we  have  oft  for- 
bidden to  our  felves :  There  is  nothing  taken  atvay 
but  what  we  could  fpare.  We  want  nothing,  but 
what  we  could  want,  while  we  were  poflfefled  of  it. 
We  are  not  forced  to  be  without  theft  things,  for  we 
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.    cho^e  before  to  enjoy  bac  a  little  of  tbem.     This  is  to 

prseoccapateand  foreftall  the  blows  of  fortaoe,  as  the 

Heathens,!  have  beard,  were  wont  to  fay,  wbenchey 

(poke  of  the  changes  that  we  fafier  in  tlie  World.  Wc 

are  before*band  by  this  means  with  any  alteration.No- 

thing  can  give  os  any  wound  that  (hall  make  as  fmar% 

becaafe  we  have  felt  the  point  of  it  already.     We  have 

made  a  tryalof  its  power,  and  know  what  want  can 

iio  upon  us.  We  may  cry  oat,  as  a  generous  Soul  once 

did  5 1  have  got  before  thee,  whatfoever  Neceflity  thoa 

arc  chat  incendeft  to  come  upon  me.     1  have  taken 

thee,  and  hold  thee  faft  in  my  bands.  I  have  intercept 

ted  all  thy  aflaults,  and  thou  canfi  not  touch  my  hearc« 

Nothing  can  arrive,  bat  what  is  here  before.     I  know 

the  worlt  of  all  things,  for  I  have  inured  my  felf  to  bear 

them.     ^^^ 

You  are  in  the  right,  replyed  the  Father,  and  I 
thank  you  for  this  good  reflection.  7hey  do  very  ill 
fure,  whodeficetolead  a  contented  life,  and  yet  ufe 
thcmfelves  to  fare  delitioufly  every  day.  They  forget  - 
what  \%  a  coming  who  love  to  fwim  m  pleaCures,  and  to 
gulp  down  as  much  asthey  are  ablci  ot  thefe  fenfualde* 
lights.  They  are  hot  preparing  their  own  prifons,  and 
twitting  the  whips  t4iat  mufl:  fcourge  themfelves.  They 
do  but  make  themfelves  more  tender,  and  apt  to  (brink 
at  the  prick  of  a  Pin.  They  will  cry  out  moft  bitterly 
under  thuTe  la(hes,  which  lober  men  will  fcarce  fee). 
And  yet  let  me  tell  you,  that  you  would  have  done 
well  to  have  caft  your  eyes  a  little  further  back  to 
fome  things  of  which  we  have  not  fo  lately  fpoken. 
You  carry  your  contentment  about  you  continu- 
ally, and  it  lyes  iaa  litcle  room  •,  if  you  have  not  for- 
got the  very  tirft  Le0on  which  [  taught  you  at  yoor 
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fettiog  oat.    Tbefe  few  words,  /  am  nought,  I  bdve 
mnghU  tde/tre»0t(sh  ht^efut  anii  ^erkfatem,  I  told 
yoa  were  like  a  liule  Bottle  of  Eilences,  which  a  Tra-, 
veller  maft  alwayes  hive  in  his  pocket,  and  of  which, 
if  he  do  but  take  a  (ip,. he  will  inftantly  find  relief  in 
any  condition  of  life.    Humility  ind  Chsr/ty,  I  mean, 
are  fafficient  to  carry  as  thorow  this  evil  World  with 
an  eqaal  and  well-poifed  mind.     For  as  for  the  firft  of 
them  %  what  is  it,  but  the  faboiiflion  of  oof  wills  in- 
tu«ly  to  God,  which  is  the  very  fecret  of  Conteni- 
meat  ?   It  is  a  greater  fenfe  of  his  Supreme  Aothoriry 
over  as,  with  which  it  is  a  folly  to  difpute  $  and  of  his 
Supreme  Wifdom  and  Goodnefs,  out  of  whofe  hands 
it  is  a  folly,  if  we  might,  to  take  our  felves.     It  makes 
as  think  that  we  deferve  nothing  at  all,  and  fo  to  be 
well-pleafed  that  we  have  not  lets  than  we.  enjoy.     Ie 
teaches  ns  to  renounce  our  own  ondetftandings,  and  to 
think  that  beft,  which  is  fo  in  Gods  account.    But  I 
will  not  take  a  great  deal  of  pains  in  an  eafie  argo- 
ment,  and  therefore  let  us  only  confider  what  the  mat- 
ter is,  d[)atno  m»iis  fatisfied  wit|i  the  portion  which 
Providence  bath  allotted  to  him  :>  From  the  greateft 
to  the  meaneft  we  fee,  that  men  are  ever  complaining^ 
of  their  fortune.     It  is.  in  vain  that  Heaven  beftows 
many  blefiings  upon  them,  for  they  turn  all  into  gall 
and  bitteraefs,  and  have  fomethtng  within  which  de- 
ftro/cs  all  their  happinefs.    The  tafte  of  what  they 
baveisfpoiled,  by  a  perpetaal  thirfl  after  fomething 
or  other  which  they  want.     But  might  they  not  en- 
joy themfelves  well  enough  without  it?  There  is  00 
queaiontobemadeof  it.   For  otherwife  he  that  hath 
given  them  greater  things,  would  not  permit  them  to 
be  without  the  lefs.  The  Life  it  more  than  mut,  and 
the  Bodj  thin  rajment.    What  is  the  reafon  then  that 
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they  defire  thu  fo  pafiiooateiy,  of  whkb  they  luve  no 
real  geed,  and  never  cake  aay  cotnfort  in  chat  which 
they  cannot  be  without?  Troly  I  can  find  none,  fave 
only  this,  that  though  tbey  do'  not  need  many  things 
to  their  happinefs,  yet  in  the  opinion  of  (he  World  they 
do,  and  it  will  not  account  them  happy  without 
chetn.  The  Wo:Id  thinks  hioi  no  body  who  does  not 
wear  fine  Cioaths,  who  hath  not  a  great  Eftate^  who 
is  not  able  to  leave  his  children  very  rich,  who  cannot 
revenge  himfelf  on  his  cnemiei,  and  have  a  targe  com- 
mand over  others ,  though  k9  can  cooamand  hio^Telf 
never  fo  mijicb :  And  fo  they  (aorifice  their  own  cafe 
to  the  popular  opinion^.  They  vainly  empby  their 
time  CO  fatisfie  other  men^rather  than  tbeflsfelves.  They 
confider  mote  what  will  be  (aid  of  theia,  if  they  be  not 
in  foch  or  fuch  an  eftate,  than  they  do  their  qwb  qoiec 
and  repofe.  And  is  it  poffiblc,  can  we  tbinJIti  that  a 
roan  ihoold  be  well  pteafed,  who  refiiiing  to  comply 
wichteaTonaloiie,  defires  to  give  contj^u  la  that  fa^ 
mous  Chimaera  called  Ofimmf  It  canaoc  bes  efpe- 
cially  fince  ic  is  the  Opinioa  of  others ,  and  aoc 
his  own  only  which  he  follows)  and  this  Mr.achiacfo 
infiaice,  and  withall  fo  mutable  and  oQcertaiii,  cbit  ic 
will  never  give  him  any  reO^  who  is  lead  by  ic.  Boc  then 
after  all  this,  Ifit  us  confider  what  it  is  tbac  makes  men 
defirous  to  concern  the  World ,  in  order  to  concent 
tbemfelves.  Is  ic  noc  their  Pride  and  defire  to  be 
efteemedf  Is  it  not  a  vain  ftidy  to  be  admired,  and 
to  have  a  great  Name  in  che  World  ^  Lee  us  be  HmmUt 
Chen  and  wefliiUbe  concerned.  Let  us  have  a  mean 
efteem  of  our  felves,  and  we  fliall  noc  be  troubled  that 
other  mens  thoughts  are  conformable  to  our  own.  Let 
us  think  we  have  aiore  than  wedeferve,  and  we  fliall  ac 
che  moft  bat  ftady  CO  be  worthy  fiiil  to  have  ic.   Let  us 
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tfaas  cftdeavonr  to  nake  ov  felvcs  happjr,  and  we 
ihiU  not  cue  v»beciier  ocher  oxb  dunk  os  lu^^y 
ornt>. 

And  ifaen  foe  Clurttiytn  <be  Love  of  God,  k  hatb  this 
paiucnlarCSunn,  due  k  tenders  ail  conditions  alike 
jgieeible  nnco  os,  becaofe  we  never  confider  any 
thing  tberdn,  bnconly  him  alone.  When  we  are  (b 
fnUolfaimas  to  love  lum  with  all  oar  heart,  and  all 
oar  fed,  mi  all  ov~fiiett|di,  dine  can  be  bot 
Uttk  xoon  for  any  diing  eli'e.  Some  troublefome 
dioig*»*«  0^  iatnide  dbemlHves,  bat  tbcy  can- 
iMCdwcll  in  «,  becafe  the  k>ve  of  bimwill  throft 
fbemooe.  Bcfidei,  tbe  kyve  of  tum  is  very  powerful 
tobcgetin  oar  ianb  a  perfwa6oa  dut  be  loveth  os.Oor 
Loveisbocdiepcodnft  of  bis,  and  cbeie  is  nothing 
nwcecomfoccabletbeatotbinkdiatweare  bdoved  c^ 
fo  great  a  Good.  Afid  then  agaioJLove  is  ape  to  make  as 
wellj^eiied  withallthat  they  do  whom  we  entire!/ 
love.  We  can  oke  nodi'mg  ill  at  their  hands,  but 
alwms  pcrfwade  our  (elves  that  tbey  mean  well,  (c 
]^cdes  «  nindi  that  tbey  (boold  pfeafc  tbemfelves. 
And  dierdore  if  we  love  God,  it  will  prodoce  ihe 
bsat  faryf*^*^^  in  all  bis  Providences ;  we  (hall 
love  tbeoievery  one,  becanfe  we  are  in  love  with 
him.  Efpedally  Snce  we  are  fatisfied  by  this  love  of 
his  goodaft6lkM  to  os  ^  it  will  not  let  ss  fu/jped  him 
ofanyankindne6.  We  fiiall  alvrayes  reft  allured  of 
bis  good  will,  and  fo  have  no  more  (o  ^^^  bat  only 
this,7lylwf,0£#«r.  htdtne.  And  1  miya^d  alfo, 
that  the  Love  of  God  being  jaft  cppcfltc  to  oar  fell- 
love,  which  is  the  root  of  all  oar  troubles,  muft  needs 
bethe  foandation  and  ro^t  of  all  our  cootentmenr. 
For  wto is  Caoceatamr,  b«  the  ftabilicy,  at  it  were, 
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of  the  Soul  vvbereby  ic  ftands  in  one  unmoveable 
temper?    1c  is  a  kind  of  indiffer^ncy,  an  OQConcern^ 
ednefs  in  all  things  but  only  God.     And  hov^  is.  thic 
to  be  porchafed,  but  only  by  fuchaftrong  a1!e(^io(i 
to  him  as  deftroyes  the  inordinate  love  of  cor  felves^ 
and  all  other  things.     As.  long  as  that  love  of  our 
'   felves  reigns,   ic  carries  as  headlong  to  every  thing 
that  pleaies  our  carnal  appetites.    It  makes  us  range 
up  and  down  the  World  after  every  trifle  that  we 
have  a  fancy  onto.    It  makes  as  vex  if  we  be  CK>(Ied 
in  the  leaft  of  oor  defires,     Ic  fets.as  in  a  reft* 
lefs  motion  without  any  pofiibility  of  ever  fixing 
our  felves.    It  makes  us  as  paffionateiy  concern  our 
(elves  for  a  toy,  as  if  it  touched  our  very  life.     And 
therefore  till  this  be  deftroyed,  we  are  not  likely  to 
find  the  contentment  which  wcfeek*  Now  the  Love 
of  God,  ihat  is  )u(l  contrary  to  it,  and  cannot  ftand 
together  with  it.   That  concenters  and  unites  all  t)ur 
thoughts  and  affe^ons  in  one  Good,  which  we  may 
alwayes  have,  and  in  which  we  may  alwayes  have  fa- 
tisfa&ion.    That  feulcs  our  fouls  in  one  place,  out  of 
which  we  need  not  (lir  to  feek  our  happinefs.    That 
carries  our  hearts  continually  above,  and  fets  us  out  of 
.  the  reach  of  thefe  worldly  things.   It  raifes  us  beyond 
our  felves,  and  makes  iis  fed  him  who  is  infioitefy  bet- 
ter :  who  alfo^  we  know,  rules  and  difpofes  all  things  in 
'    the  world,  according  to'  that  excellent  goodnefs  nrbich 
we  feel  in  him.  Let  us  love  him  therefore  iU>w  as  much 
as  we  can,  and  ia  this  let  us  place  our  happinefs.  So  (hall 
we  never  fail  to  be  well  plealed  $  becaufe  every  thing 
will  make  us  more  to  love  him. 

I  thank  you  mod  heartily,  /aid  the  Pilgrim,  for 
the  feafonable  remembrance  you  have  given  me  of 
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that  excellent  leflfon.  It  hath  done  me  fo  much  good^ 
that  I  C2(nnot  fee  how  any  thing  (hould  troable  me  un- 
kfs  it  be  this  ^  to  fee  fo  little  Love  of  <;od  in  tl^e  world, 
and  that  I  can  do  no  more  gqpd  upon  men  whom  I 
love  for  Cods  fake.  It  is  very  well/eplycd  the  Father,  if 
yoo  have  no  more  to  trouble  you  then  this;  for  it  is 
only  the  fruit  of  a  great  Love;  which  fometime  i% 
wont  to  make  us  fitk^  if  it  meet  with  unkind  enter* 
caintoent  in  thofe  on  whom  it  is  beftowed.  And  be* 
fides»  let  me  tell  you  this  for  your  better  fatisfaAioU; 
that  you  muft  content  your  felf  to  fee  the  world  fo 
hnpetfedt  as  it  is*  You  will  never  have  any x  quiet,  if 
you  vex  your  felf,  becaufe  you  cannot  bring  mankind 
to  that  ctt€t  lj£a  of  things  which  you  have  formed 
in  your  mind.  *  You  defire,  I  perceive,  above  all 
things^  that  there  might  be  peace  on  earth,  and  that 
Chriftian  people  mi^t  live  in  a  fweet  agreement  to« 
gecher.  But,  be  not  ignorant,  t  pray  you,  of  this.that 
you  do  bat  crouUe  your  fdf;  and  the  world  too,  if 
you  think  to  attain  this  happtnefs  by  making  all  fa  . 
perfe^ft  as  your  felf.  As  it  is  too  commonly  feen  that 
Good  men  hinder  peace  by  infifting  over  vehemently 
upon  lefTer  truths  ,  which  might  well  ((and  afid«  to 
make  way  for  unity  in  greater  things :  fo  an  unfeafon- 
able  and  violent  endeavour  to  correal  fome  faults^ 
and  root  out  fome  abufes ,  and  to  take  away  fome  im- 
ptrfeA  inftitutions  hath  too  frequently  driven  peace 
away  from  the  Church  of  God.  All  which  proceeds 
from  want  of  prudence  and  difcreet  confideration  of 
things,  with  which  an  honefl  and  well  meaning  zeal 
had  need  to  be  tempered.  We  muft  well  weigh  the 
nature  and  moment  of  things.  When  it  is  impoffible 
to  hare  all  we  honeftly  defire,  we  muft  take  what  we 
can,  rather  then  want  thechiefeft  thing  that  is  in  our 
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defiles.  We  do  not  live  in  a  world  chat  is  compo&d 
of  compIeacChriftians.  All  is  weak/sdl  is  fick  and 
dlftempered  in  the  Societies  of  men.  They  are  in 
a  ftate  of  gieac  infirmity,  not  to  fay  corruption  and 
degeneracy.  He  that  woold  go  about  prefently  to 
make  all  fo  healthy  and  pure,  fo  free  from  all  difor- 
der  as  be  defiies$  bath  much  piety  perhaps,  hot  little 
pradence.  He  confiders  not  that  a  crazy  ftate  of 
things  cannot  be  fo  foon  am.ended'and  reftored  to 
entire  fdondneft.  We  (hall  fooner  kill  then  work  a 
Cure,  if  we  apply  fnch  violent  Medicines,^  and  fod- 
denly  make  ufe  of  the  higheft  remedies.  We  mdEfc 
deal  gently  with  Patients  that  are  very  fick,  .and  alfo 
iaboarof  aChronick  difeafe.  We  maft  wait  for  far 
vourable  feafons  t  we  muft try  what  they  can  bears 
we  maft  go  on  by  fteps  and  d<^ees  to  extirpate  a 
long  fettled  and  inveterate  ill  habit  of  mind.  In  plain 
words  we  muft  not  expeA  andftay,  as  I  told  you,  for 
peace  in  our  felves  or  the*  world  either,  till  all  men  be 
as  good  as  we  would  have  them.  We  muft  not  remain 
in  Confofion,  till  we  can  eftablKh  fuch  an  exad  plat- 
.  Jorm  and  model  of  things  as  Piety  teadies  us  to  de- 
fign:  We  muft  confider  whether  it  can  be  attained  ill 
this  ftate  of  affairs.  We  muft  obferve  what  the  conditi- 
on of  the  world  is  able  to  endure.  We  muft  do  as 
Workmen  and  Artificers  are  wont,  who  when  th^ 
have  not  the  choice  of  their  Materials  out  of  which 
they  are  to  frame  a  piece,  do  content  themfelves  to 
form  fuch  an  one  as  their  Stuff  will  yield.  It  is  im- 
poHibleoutof  bad  matter  to  form  a  ccMnpleat  and  ex- 
cellent  piece  of  Work.  And  this  doth  not  argue  the 
defeft  of  the  Artificer,  but  the  incapacity  of  that  up- 
on which  he  exercifes  his  skill.  It  is  the  knotty  io^, 
and  uot  he  which  renders  the  Statue  fo  mean.    Such 

^      defc^ 
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defers  and  ImperfeAioos  in  the  Body  of  manfe'iid,  nay, 
aadofChriniansalfo*  we  maft  be  forced  to  accom- 
modate  oar  felves  ontot  or  elfe  we  maft  break  So- 
ciety, and  not  be  one  Bddy.  Neither  God  nor  man 
will  expeA  that  we  fliojild  make  things  perfeft,  where 
the  ftjice  of  men  is  capable  of  Nothing  bat  imperfcAi- 
on.  He  himfeif  was  fain  to  comply  with  the  obfti« 
naiebardnefs  of  the  Carnal  Jews.  The  I^a^ws  ^rhlch 
he  gave  were  not  the  beft ,  bot  fach  as  they  could 
bear.  And  truly  we  rnnft  all  be  content  to  fuffer  that 
whkb  we  cannot  mend.  Pauescc  moft  bethe  reme* 
dy  of  thofe  thitigs  which  cannot  be  corre&ed.  Pro- 
vided, thatChtiftianitybenocdcAroyed,  nor  Juftice 
and  Piety  (ubverted,  we  moft,  for  peace  bke,  tolerate 
many  faults,  till  #^caa  be  taken  away,  and  leave  it  . 
ilUf  rcmaioiog.  Tfaiere  ate  fone  things  that  are  ab- 
folatelv  neceflary,  and  others  only  excdlent,  and  very  ' 
itefiteable.  Some  that  are  indifpenrable,  and  others 
that  may  be  let  alone.  Some  that  moft  exercife  pnr  • 
2eal  y  and  .others  only  our  Patience.  And  we  bad 
oeed  pray  to  God  that  all  may  be  (o  happy  as  rightly 
to  diningQifh  thefe.  That  they  may  havte  as  much 
light  as  they  have  beat.  That  good  afTeiftion  may 
not  be  feparaced  from  good  mulerftanding.  That  the 
more  piety  any  man  hath,  the  more  prudence  and  wif- 
dom  hi  may  be  adorned  withall.  So  will  he  not  only 
keep  peace,  but  alfo  make  it.  He  will  not  be  a  Frierul^ 
but  alfo  a  Faker  of  it.  And  in  all  likelihood  obtain 
that  by  foft  and  moderate  courfes  $  which  the^more 
Violent,  though  feemingly  mote  Pious  too,  willcer-. 
tainly  drive  away.

It  is  poiSble  indeed  the  World  may  call  this  a  luke- 
warm temper:  but  do  not  regard  at  all  what  they  (ay. 

For. 
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For  as  charity  teaches  you  to  be  thas  moderate  ^ 
•So  from  Humiiity  yoa  learn  not  to  matter  their 
cenfures  of  you  for  it.  Yoo  fliall  never  be  at  any 
quiet .  if  yoa  be  troubled  at  all  that  men  arepleafed 
to  talk  of  your  doings.  Or  if  their  good  efteem 
be  lieceflary  to  your  content,  it  is  a  very  eafiemat- 
ter  to  fore-iell  that  yon:  fliall  alwayes  live  withonc 
,  it.  Xhofe  are  excellent  fayings,  me  thinks,  which  onr 
Fore-fathers  have  left  behind  them.  He  JhgU  bteot 
tiiMgh  to  d»  »b§  fimtiet  t»fleafefo§l$^  d»d  them  that  hsve 
n$  ikiS.  r#  fltdfe  Midtt  diffUdfe  art  the  ineer  effeSt  i 
chance  and  hax,z,ard%  mfdom  and  f^cieney  have  np 
(hare  therein,  Tu§  things  deserve  to  have  bnt  little  credit 
given  to  them  j  the  efieem  ef  great  men,  and  the  tefiima- 
ny  efthefecfU.  Sepntatien  is  a  thing  that  i  often  got 
withent  merit  %  Md  lofi  mtbout  any  iB  dtfervings.  And 
therefore  when  we  have  won  the  greateft  fiiare  oF 
mens  good  Opinion,  why  flioold  we  think  oar  felves 
the  better  >  And  when  we  ha\re  loft  it  again,  what 
caofe  is  thereto  jadge  oar  felvesthe  worfef  Are  yoa 
the  taller  in  the  evenings  becaofe  your  fliadow  is  lon- 
ger; or  are  you  ftiorter  jit  noon,  becaafe  it  is  then  con- 
traaed  >  Do  not  think  of  yoor  felf  then  according  to 
the  meafare  of  the  Honour  you  receive  from  others  t 
for  it  is.atthe  beft  bat  the  Oiadow  of  Vertue.  So  you 
know  it  is  vulgarly  called  5  and  if  you  allow  the  cx« 
preiTion,  there  is  more  of  inftru^ionin  it,  then  you 
may  imagine.  The  (hadow,  you  know,  attends  the 
^  body  wljcrefocveric  goes :  ft  is  itsinfeparablc  compa- 
nion, and  will  not  be  parted  from  it.  And  Co  truly  doth 
honour  and  glory  wait  upon  all  .Vertaous  anions. 
Though  no  body  commend  them,  yet  they  commend 
thcmftlvcs.  A  man  cannot  but  think  he  hath  done 
bravely,  chough  there  b^none  to  applaud  him  bat  hi$ 
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own  cdofctence  of  what  he  hath  done.  And  therefore 
regard  not  fo  much  what  the  World  thinks  of  you,  as 
what  yoathink  of  yoor  felf.  Ask  not  whether  it  be 
fatisfied ,  bat  whether  yon  have  rendrod  Joftice  to 
your  own  refolutions.  Wait  not  to  teceive  commeiH- 
dationsfrom  abroad,  bat  think  it  fnfficient  if  you  meet 
with  no  reproaches  at  home.  Not  that  I  would  have 
yoQ  refnfe  joft  praifes  when  they  are  beftowed  upon 
yoU}  much  lefs  chink  it  is  the  ftile  of  Saints  to  be  talk- 
ing of  yoarvilenefs.  Bat  I  would  only  have  you  to 
do  well,  though  yoo  bear  ill ;  and  only  to  learn  to  do 
better  if  yba  meet  with  good  acceptance.  For  the 
truth  is,  the  approbation  of  wife  men,  though  it/hould 
not  pan  OS  up,  yet  it  ought  to  encourage  us.  And  he 
that  reje^  alltheteflimony  of  others,  doth  not  fo 
muc^exprefs  the  Vile  opinion  he  hath  of  himfelf,  as 
the  contempt  wherein  he  holds  his  Neighbours.

THefe  words  were  fcarce  cold  upon  his  lips,  when 
fuddealy  they  heard  the  noife  of  an  horfes  heels 
behind  them.  Whidi  caufing  them  to  turn  their  eyes 
back,  a  proper  man  well  moanted  pr^fented  bimlelf 
to  them,  ifluingoat  of  another  tode  upon  the  left  hand, 
and  fi^g  then  into  that  wherem  tlKy  were.  When 
he  was  come  up,  and  had  Joyned  himfelf  to  them  %  he 
asktprefently  the  common  Qjieftioa,  Whither  travel 
yoo?  They -were  not  ihy  of  making  him  a  erne  an- 
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fwer,  bat  told  him  thacthty  were  going  to  a  place 
called  Jerufaltm,  You  are  well  ovenaken  then  re- 
plyed  he,  for  that  is  the  defign  of  my  journey  alfo,  and 
I  (hall  he  very  glad  of  yoar  company.

Hor  will  yoa  ever  be  able  to  tovvnt  fo  many 
good  words  as  to  reomcilc  as  to  thcm$  who  when 
tbey  find  moi  in  courfes  contrary  to  their  own,  arenoc 
content  to  labour  by  reafon  to  bring  them  to  their 
bent,  botfliootthem  to  death  if  they  ftifly  refiife,  a 
if  they  were  bat  rogues  and  theeves.    And  yon  will 
have  a  great  deal  to  do  (o  perfwade  os  that  yon  are  not 
ooe  of  that  number.  .  We  fee  what  weapons  yon  are 
provided  of,  and  we  (ball  never  be  convinced  that 
tbey  are  innonenc.  We  dread  yea  more  than  the  i?4ff* 
iitH^  and  all  the  Uwle(s  men  in  the  Wortd.    We  had 
rather  fall  into  the  hands  of  Turlts  and  Barbarians, 
then  live  under  yoor  Tykanny.    For  tfaongh  they  ftrip 
Qs  of  our  clothes,  and  v^  our  goods  $  yet  tbey  wilt 
leave  OS  our  fenfes  and  our  reafons,  of  which  yoo  in- 
tend to  bereave  us.    We  may  believe  our  eyes  $  and 
truft  our  feeling  and  our  pift  in  their  Conntryj  but  io 
yours  tbey  have  loft  their  coedit,  and  are  deprived  of 
their  ufe  in  matters  of  the  gteateft  concernment.  And 
therefore  I  wonder  you  are  fo  confident  of  the  way 
wherein  you  would  guide  us,  finoe  your  eyes  do  not  al' 
wayes  report  thin^  tnilf  to  yon.

Perha^  there  is  no  fuch  perfon  as  ^tfm  whom 
wc  feelr,or  he  is  afleep  in  his  grave,  and  we  fliall  never 
fee  blip  at  Jer»(/Uim»    For  tnongh  there  are  that  have 
txAd  ,m  they  favir  him,  aad  handled  him  after  he  rofe 
:^ain,  ^y  what  means  will  you  ailiire  us  that  it  was  not 
an  ilfaifionf  Our  bands  and  eyes  my  deceive  us  you 
fay  in  other  cafes,    and  therefore  what  priviledge 
had  theirs  from  b«ing  cheated  f    But  behdes,  as  I 
was  g<Mngco  Giy  tcthe  firft;  if  you  are  fo  cerifain  of 
your  w^  as  you  (Mteend,  I  befeecb  you,  wby^doyoa* 

Hhh  a  not^       , 
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not  make  it  good  by  better  argaments,  than  thofe 
that  are  made  of  Steel  ?    Why  caonot  yoa  iltarai- 
nate  as  without  cafting  ns  into  the  midft  of  a  fire  > 
vrho  mote  likely  to  be  wrong,  than  they  who  are  con- 
fident they  are  in  the  right,  and  cannot  prove  it^  It  is 
a  great  fign  you  intend  to  coazea  as,  befaufe  you  will 
notlctusicxamine  your  Ware/   Since  yoa  vend  it  in 
a  dark  fliop,  wfaete  no  body  can  fee  it,  we  hold  it  in 
gieat  fufpitioa  of  being  naught.    Bat  if  We  do  oot 
like  it,  why  will  you  not  foffer  us  to  let  it  alone  i  Why 
mull  we  be  forced  to  boy,  or  elfe  pay  for  oar  refbfai 
with  the  price  of  our  lives?  Is  this  the  way  to  make 
Cbriftians,  never  to  coniider  that  they  are  men  i  Is  this 
the  mack  of  being  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghoft,   to 
breathe  forth  nothing  but  threataings  and  flaughtas  > 
Me  thinks  yon  transform  the  Heavenly  Dove  into  the 
fliape  of  a  Vulture  or  a  Raven;    We  have  heard  of  bee 
fweet  nature,  of  her  fighs  and  moarnings ,  bat  we 
are  Grangers  to  her  fiercenefs,  and  know  nothing  of 
her  croaking  for  a  prey.    To  give  her  daws,  and  arm 
her  with  talons  and  a  bloody  beak,  what  is  it  bot  to 
tiurn  her  into  a  Monfter  ?  I  cannot  conceive,  faidi  one 
of  your  own  ndghbours,  but  more  ingenboc  thaatbe 
xeft,  that  they  fliould  be  the  Cbriftian  Paflk>n  who  be- 
come  Batchers  of  the  Flock :   and  that  the  Chorch 
which  was  for  fo  many  Ages  in-great  perfecutioDiflionM 
now  it  felf  begin  to  pertecate.    Or  if  yon  reckon  ns 
for  thofe  creatura  that  are  without  the  fold,  then  we 
are  furetobeworriedby  you.    Though  the  Chorch 
be  never  fo  loving  a  Mother  to  yon,  yec  (he  bath  oo 
kindnefs  at  all  for  ftrangers.    You  teU  us  indeed  that 
flie  opens  her  arms  to  us^  but  we  doubt  that  it  is  to 
prefs  us  to  death.    Nay,  Her  breafts  we  (ee  do  feed 
yoa  .with  Blood,  ai^  not  with  Milk.    Ber  children 
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are  crael  and  ravcooos ,  and  therefore  what  would 
yoa  have  us  to  judge  of  her  (elf  > 

The  Gentleman  who  feemed  all  the  time  to  be  nmch 
troubled  at  this  difconrfe,  here  interrupted  it^  and  told 
him'^that  he  was  too  vehement)  prottjking  that  he  bad 
nodefigiitodothem  any  hurt.'  We' are,  as  innocent 
people,coBtinued  he,as  any  in  all  the  World,  and  if  you 
would  let  us  travel  toother,  I  would  bring  yon  to 
mose^ood  company,  who  (hall  |ive  you  all  the  a(Tn- 
rance  imaginable  of  our  harmlefs  intentions.   Do  but 
tell  what  Kcurity  you  defire,  and  I  will  undertake  it 
(hallitotberefufed.    I  know  themaU  fo  well,  that  I 
dare  engage  my  Soal  for  their  fidelity  to  their  word. 
Undertake  nothiag»  I  befeech^ou,  replyed  the  Fa- 
ther for  other  folks.    If  yon  had  engaged  that  pawn 
only  foryonrfelf  it  Blight  betaken,  becaufe  you  feein 
a  Gentleman,  and  a  petion  of  good  nature :  but  as'fbc 
the  moft  of  your  company,  they  can  never  give  me  the 
aflhrance  which  I  (ball  deltre.    There  is  but  one  fecu- 
rity  which  I  can  confide  in,  and  that  is  the  fame  which 
the  UutddnMuUM  demanded  of  one  who  cf&red  to 
feal  him  his  faithful  iriendihip  i  vix>.  That  if  they  have 
a$ty  mB  d§  ut  any.  mifcbiefy.  tbej  JIhiU  never  have  4Hf 
ftmer.    There  is  none  but  this  that  is  Worth  a  ruth  : 
The  reft  are  all  fo  vain  and  infirm,  that  none  but  fools 
wiUtmft  unto  them. 

He  had  no  fooner  faid  this,  but  before  there  could 
be  any  room  for  a  reply,  they  were  all  accoQed  by 
another  man  of  a  quite  different  (hape  and  humour 
from  this ;  more  fad  iad  melancholy,  more  rude,  and 
of  an  heavier  wit  aUb^  who  croflfcd  their  way  upon 
the  right  hand.    He  making  a  ftop  a  while  as  they

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pa0ed  by  him,  and  hearing  them  talk  of  JerufaUml 
nade  no  more  ado  bat  chopt  into  their  company,  and 
told  them,  that  if  thcj^xre  going  thither,  they  held  a 
very  unfafe  courfe  %  and  fboald  wander  ia  bjr^paths 
for  ever,  anlefs  they  went  along  with  him  in  die  way 
that  he  would  ihew  them.  To  be  (hort  {  He  prefled 
themfoearneftly,  with  foloud  a  voice,  and  fo  much 
heat,  that  the  fweat  drope  down  from  his  face.  He  did 
little  lefs  than  thimder  among  them,  and  direatned 
them  with  eternal  deftradion  if  th^  did  not  htackeo 
to  him.  And  in  fine  be  told  them  that  he  bad  canfe 
-to be  thus  vehement,  for  be  wai  fore  he  was  in  the 
right,  and  could  not  mifgnide  them.  I  like'yoa  the 
worfe  for  that,  fatd  the  young  Pi^m  (yi/tio  thoi^hc 
himfelf  fnfficient  to  fleal  with  this  Hot-fpnr)  and  we 
Oioald'have  believed  yon  foooer  if  yob  bad  not  pre- 
tended to  Infallibility ,  and  withdl  been  fo  nncbad* 
table.  ^We  met  with  yoar  Elder  Brother  jaft  now, 
whom  you  fee  here,  though  pethi^  you  are  not  well 
acquainted  with  him.  And  if  we  could  be  moved  at 
all  with  confidence,  and  the  pretences  of  an  unerring 
fpirit,  he  had  got  the  ftartitf  yon,  and  yoo  had  d>me 
too  late  to  beg  our  aflent*  Yon  both  ict  up  an  Oracle, 
buthisistheaqcienter  of  the  two )  and  morereforted 
unto,  and  far  better  csftomed  than  yoors.  I  wtih 
that  both  your  pretentions  were  more  modeft.  For 
me  thinks  there  is  nothing  fo  hatefnll  as  a  man  that 
gives  us  nothing  but  words,  and  is  angry  that  we  will 
not  believe  him.  It  would  pat  a  wife  man  into  a  paf- 
fion,  to  fee  one  nfe  threatni^  geftures  inftead  of  arga- 
ments.  And  provoke  him  to  think  the  afe  of  fpec^  a 
mifchie^  when  he  heats  poor  and  fimple  ftuffnttered 
in  terms  that  carry  the  ftile  of  Edids.  But  befides 
this,Iobferve,  that  as  this  man  would  have  pulled  out 
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mine  eyes,  Co  yoo  would  pall  away  from  me  my  Guide. 
Vou.  vrould  have  me  travel  alontf^  by  my  own  fancy, 
and  take  my  felf  to  be  as  wife  as  the  beft.     But  f  ot  my 
pare,  I  will  alwayes  be  of  the  Religion  which  reve- 
rences the  ConduAors  of  Souls  :  and  am  glad  with  all 
mine  heart  that  I  have  met  with  one  both  to  teach 
and  to  wacch  over  me.    He  would  lead  me  as  if  I  was 
aBeaft,  and  had  no  nnderftanding,   and  you  would 
have  jne  run  like  «a  Mad-man  on  my  own  head)  bat 
there  is  a  middle  between  thefe,  and  chat  is  reafon  on« 
der  the  Guidance  of  the  Wife.    He  would  take  away 
all  Judgement  from  us :  and  vou  would  have  as  uke  it 
all  to  our  felves.    I  like  neither,  but  would  cake  fome, 
and  leave  the  reft  to  others.    Do  not  chink  but  that  I 
will jadgefor mv fell  1  but  yec  1  will  cake t  DirtCtor 
with  me  as  God  bath  appoioced,  tbacfo  I  may  fee  ro 
judge  the  better.    Give  me  jny  eyes,  (ay  I  to  lum  tf.ae 
layes  hishaadsnpootbemxaadyct  1  cry  tomy  Gu::e« 
wheal  feechecleaieft.  Lend  me  yoms,  for  tUty  arc 
like  to  be  better  chine  mioe  own,  A  great  many  ey^.i 
are ijyRer than ooe:    Otbeamay  UethuwhlcH  I  cttt' 
not  difisofvcr  ny  felf.    Incerdl,  Prtde,  V'*i',u/n,  twi 
PrejocBcebafe  toofftn  aa  baad  in  cnt  own  6t*jfrn,i^ 
nations  s  if  I  CM  fiMoooe  chat  are  qa«ev<y/i'/f  thrn, 
yetl  will coifalt  wich  tbofe  that  are  lkec/>  k(7«  k.« 
Chan  my  felf.  And  if  I  caaooc  jddge  acc/xtx;r  f/, "./  .1 
fenfi^  yec  I  will  never  impofeflsy  <rKmny'A*-'.r;%,  H  | 
caaooc  foUotr,  yec  I  wJ  tKA  pcef^ry;  vt  a%A.    tl  I 
canoot  be  (b  baxnUe  ai  co  qiu  myttiCx*,  y.^  \  //  J 
oocbe<bacrqpac«cotakeftf<«  cm  v*  0'/«  *^.'

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,  claim  tbic  priviledge  who  have  roaoy  other  bofineHes 
to  attend.  I  will  heither  therefore  cootradift  their 
opiaioo,  oor  deny  my  own.  I  will  neither  for  the  pre- 
fent  become  their  follower ,  not  yet  forfeke  their 
guidance. 

Theftrangerdid  notexp'e^  to  be  encoantred  with 
fqch  an  oppofittoo  as  this ,  and  fo  betray 'd  a  little 
amazement  at  it.  And  befides>  he  was  the  more  con  - 
foandedjwhen  the  Pilgrim  efpying  i  Dagger  by  his  fidr, 
and  a  Piftol  peeping  one  of  his  pocker,  thas  proceeded 
todifcourletohim.  Bat  though  yotf  two  are  fo  dif- 
ferent in  your  opinions*  yet  me  thinks  you  confpire  too 
much  in  yoor  cruel  prafiices.  That  young  weapon  of 
yours  whkh  I  fee  at  your  Girdle  doth  make  me  liarc 
Your  Dagger,  I  doubt,  when  it  isa  little  fleflied,  will  ia 
a(horttimeg(owtobeaSword.  Yoo  are  of  the  fame 
perfecating  ipirit  with  your  ntfighboor,  and  mil  fuf- 
fer  no  body  to  be  of  a  contrary  mind  to  yoor  felf.  And 
it  is  the  worfe  in  you,becaafe  yon  have  often  pretended 
to  liberty ,and  will  give  none.  It  is  yoar  felf,  1  fee,  «bac 
.  yon  lovei>  and  no  body  elfe.  Yoq  cry  oat  of  thofe  bur- 
dens, which  yoxL  are  ready  to  lay  on  other  mens  backs. 
Yon  do  that,  of  which  yon  comi>lain  -,  and  defire  only 
to  change  places  with  thofe  againft  whom  yon  perpe- 
tually murmnre.  If  yon  could  but  agree  in  other  things, 
itwonld  bebeftforyon  to  go  together.,  and  leave  as 
to  our  felves.  Though  we  would  willingly  come  to  a 
fair  accord  (being,  I  b(^,  the  children  of  peace)  yet 
I  doubt  yon  are  of  the  humour  of  thofe  men  who  are 
foobftinate,  that  they  will  not  ftoop  a  jot,  nor  bow 
their  heads,  though  it  be  to  take  up  fuch  a  Blefled 
thing  as  Peace.  It  is  very  fad  indeed  that  there  fbonld 
be  fttdi  nainres  found  in  the  world,bat  it  is  fo  apparent, 
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that  there  are  5  that  you  will  have  a  difficult  tafk  of 
it,  to  clear  your^from  the  imputation  of  beingt>f 
that  wilfuU  party.    Though  Peace  lye  at  their  feet  an4 
intreat  them  to  condeiceiid  a  little  for  its  fake,  they 
do  not  love  it  (o  well  as  to  purchaie  it  with  the  leaflf 
abatement  of  their  own  defires.    There  is  no  way  to 
divert  their  imagination  from  the  object  on  which  it  is 
piccht :  and  if  they  be  once  refblved  a  thing  mud  be 
done,  all  the  world  cannot  change  them  from  their 
.airo«    They  are  enemies  to  all  accommodation^and  (b 
tyed  tothetorms  tbeyprelcribe  themfelves  j  that  it  isv 
impoflible  to  reduce^  them  to  zny  equity^  .or  to  render 
them  capable  to  remit  of  their  cigour.  Nay  fo  far  do 
feme  men  forget  themielves^that  as  many  who  obferve 
if  havecomplained^^tbey  wpuld  rather  fall,  than  de* 
feend  and  come  down«  They  ^efire  all  or  nothing:  they 
feekOeathorelle  Vij£tory.    As  for  Peace  which  lyes 
between  both,  and  which  ought  alwayes  to  be  fought 
for  bytbevanquifhedsanddefired  by  the  vi^torious^ 
they  nothing  care  5  unleis  they  may  have  it  on  their 
ownterms  and  conditions.  If  you  intend  then  to  have 
our  company, you  muft  throw  away  this  ftubborn,(tifI^ 
and  relblute  difpofition  which  makes  men  lofe  Peace 
for  little  or  nothing.  A  yielding,  compliant  and  gentle 
nature  is  the  great  friend  of  Peace,  and  the  only  (oil 
wherein  it  will  grow.    For  the  preparing  of  which 
foil,there  is  nothing  fo  neceflary  as  Humility.lt  is  Pride 
generally  that  makes  men  (o  obflinate  and  pertinaci* 
ous.     A  conqeit  of  themfelves  makes  them  fondly  ima- 
gine that  every  body  muftfubmit  to  them,  and  they 
to  none.    This  therefore  is  as  great  an  enemy  to  our 
happy  agreement,  as  any  the  world  hath.   It  obltruds 
allpafiagestoit:  it  makes  a  man  Qand  uponpuni^i- 
lio's  and  formalities,  asif  they  were  of  equal  confide*

ration  to  Peace  fea Unity.    It  f^fdferstbe  kaft  trifle 
which  ruppohs  its  Grandeur  before  the  greateft  BleP 
fmgs  t hat  Heaven  can  bcftow.     It  makes  men  endkfly 
wrangle,  when  allthat  they  can  (ay  fignifies  nothing, 
but  that  they  have  no  mind  to  yield.  ^  i  cu  are  better 
fkilled  than  I  it  is  to  be  prcfumed  in  the  HUbory  of 
ancient  times :  And  you  cannot  well  chuie  but  remem- 
ber fomething  of  a  contell  between  the  Atbmiams  and 
King  Philip  about  an  Ifle  that  he  had  taken  fittm  tbeA, 
and  had  a  mind  to  rcftore.    Btil  then  yon  catanot  alio 
but  call  to  mind,  how  learnedly  one  of  their  pronfl 
Orators  advifed  them,  that  ifthe  words  of  the  Treaty 
did  import  that  he  gave  it  to  them,  they  (bo^d  refiifb 
it.     He  would  rather  have  them  lofe  thatwhjdi  tbqr 
could  not  get,  than  not  have  it  by  way  of  (urrender, 
and  reflitution  to  them;  Was  not  this  a  (Irai^eibolery  ? 
What  Was  it  elfe  butto  prize  the  Vanity  of  a  word,  be- 
fore the  folidity  of  the  thing,  as  one  hath  ofa^rvexIclQ 
that  Story  ?  To  ftand  upon  a  fiincy  and  ihadow  ctf  Ho- 
nour, when  a  real  intereft  was  concerned  ?  Burfuch  is 
the  nature  of  Pride,  which*  thinks  it  ielfdi%raced  if 
vou  pluck  an  hair  out  of  its  head  5  and  takesit  ielf  to 
be  undone,  if  it  lofe  but  a  word.    Pride  would  have 
it  fb  J  and  that  will  be  obeyed  ,  though  men  C\x&t 
(bundly  for  it.  And  are  not  mod  of  the  Controverlies 
that  divide  the  world  about  matters  of  the  like  high 
moment  ?  Are  they  not  in  great  part  a  (cuffling  about 
iyllables;,  and  a  fightihg  with  (hadowsand  Idols  of  our 
own  Imagination }  Is  there  not  very  hot  bickerings 
about  hard  phrafes  ?  And  is  it  not  thought  enough  to 
make  a  man  be  killed,  if  he  do  not  believe  a*barbarou$ 
word  ?  Confider  whether  your  weapons  are  not  like 
to  beingaged  in  thefe  doughty  quarrels.     Whether 
*you  have  nor  (harpencd  them  to  ferve  in  the  caufe  of

yrotA%.  I  doubt  thofe^hat  I  &e  ybu  arxn'd  witVall  are 
provided  to  proted  Cob-webs,  and  to  defend  the  idle 
dreams  and  phaotafins  of  Sophifters.    But  is  not  the 
World  inaladcale  in  thiemean  time?  Is  it  not  very 
ftrange  that  it  (hould  be  (b  much  at  leifure  ?  They 
know  very  well  (urehowto  live  and  how  to  dye,  or 
elfe  they  would  find  themielves  (bmething  el(e  to  do. 
ItieemsGod  hath  not  told  them  enough  to  employ 
them,  and  (o  they  invent  words  out  of  their  own  brain 
about  which  to  fight  eternally.    Away  for  ihame  with 
this  Vanity  and  Pride,    Away  with  this^conceitedneG 
which  hath  thus  embroiled  the  whole  Earth/and  feeks 
to  draw  Heaven  into  the  Contention  too.Ifyou  would 
have  us  jovn  with  you  in  any  thing ,  it  muft  be  in  bur 
prayers^  that  Cod  would  give  men  (uch  a  riglit  ienfeof 
themfelveS)  that  they  may  become  humble  and  lowly 
in  heart.    To  this  we  will  ^zvAmn^  both  for  our 
lelves  and  all  others.    We  will  begg  this  day  and  night 
that  he  v^ould  incline  mens  hearts  to  peace ,  by  incli- 
ning them  to  yield  one  to  another.     That  he  woyild 
beftow  upon  them  a  (bftand  gentle  difpofition  of  mind. 
That  he  would  mollifie.  their  hardnelsj  and  finoothc 
*  the  roughnels  and  feverity  of  their  fpirits.    That  all 
may  be  willing  to  quit  their  particular  defircs  for 
the  General  Good.     That  Self-denyal  may  have  as 
great  a  place  in  all  mens  hearts  as  it  hath  !n  our  Reli- 
gion. And  that  all  who  call  themfejves  after  the  name 
of  Chriftj  may  learn  of  their  Mafter^  who  was  meek 
and  lowly  in  heart  5  who  did  not  cry,  neither  was  his 
voice  heard  in  the  ftreet :    who  did  not  quench  the 
fmoaking  Flax^  nor  break  the  bruifed  Reed.  Who  did 
,  bearjvith  the  infirmities  of  thofe  that  .followed  him, 
and  is  now  fuch  an  High  Pricft  as  can  have  compafliori 
on  the  ignorant  and  tnem  that  are  out  of  the  way.  Of 
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thefe  things  we  can  be  infallibly  aflured^  and  ifyoti 
have  a  miml  eo  be  as  confident  of  other  matters  which 
we  think  either  doubtful!  or  fallen  trouble  not  the 
World  with  it,  and  we  will  not  trouble  you  nor  envy 
to  you  the  height  of  your  illumination.

rctto,  the  Holy  Land,  orficb  likg  f  laces.  How  mncb 
fucbperfons  are  almfid  and  cheated.  The  judgement  of 
St.  Gregory  Nyflra  rfthefi  Pilgrimages.  Ihe  Privi- 
ledges  which  Rome  boafis  of  above  all  other  places. 
And  what  a  Maxkst  is  there  heldcontinuattj  for  Par- 
dons. Of  which  a  Leafi  may  be  bought  cf  many  tbou^ 
fandj/ears^  for  ajmallmatter.. 

WHen  the  two  Champions  ^  for  fi)  they  efleemed 
themfelves  )  (kw  that  there  was  no  ground  ta 
be  woB  of  thefe  men  ^  they  thought  it  beft  to  quit  the 
field,  especially  fince  the  night  was  coming  on  a  pace 
to  part  them.  Thernjadetherefbre  but  amort  return 
to  what  had  beenoojeded  to  them  ^  and  then  both 
(ides  exprej^ng  all  the  kindnefs  that  might  be  towards 
each  other j^  and  promifing  to  five  in  Charity ,they  took 
their  feveral  couries.  And  as  for  our  two  ftiends^they 
did  but  rid  themfelves  of  this  company,  to  make  room 
for  a  new.For  having  bequeathed  their  wearied  bone» 
to  reft  in  (uch  abed  as  they  could  get,  betimes  the 
next  morning  they  met  with  a  duller  of  P/^iiRr>(  as 
they  called  tnemlelves)  in  a  very  poor  habit  and  much 
weather-beaten  3  who  were  got  together  under  a  tree,, 
iekting  their  leveral  Pilgrunages  which  either  they 
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intchdecl,  or  had  already  performed.  To  this  compa- 
ny they  were  very  defirous  tojoyn  themfelvesa  whiles 
and  it  being  admitted,  they  found  one  of  them  telling 
how  holy  a  place  Mount  Sinai  was  which  he  was  going 
to  vifit  with  great  devotion.  And  I,  liud  another  fliall 
eo  your  way  5  for  there  is  a  Vow  upon  me  to  go  and 
fee  the  Oak  of  Mamre  undfer  which  Abraham  enter- 
tained the  Angels.  Butfirft,  6idathird,letu8gp 
to  Jentjaiem  whither  I  am  bound,  to  fee  the  fanaified 
places  which  our  Saviours  feet  have  trod.  The  place 
irherehe  made  the  Faternofier,  an4  where  theApo- 
ftles  made  the  Creed.  The  Olive  tree  alfo  ftill  ftand- 
ing  hard  by  the  houfe  of  ^«r«4/,  to  which  Chrift  was 
tyed  when  they  brought  him  to  be  examined  by  him. 
For  you  muft  know»T)y  the  way,  that  Anftas  being  faft 
aOeep  wheo  he  was  taken  and  they  being,  loath  to 
awakehim,  th^got  a  cord  and  bound  our  Saviour  to 
this  tree  left  he  (hould  Qip  away  before  the  Hieh 
Pricft  arofe.  But  efpecially  1  intend  to  vifit  the  Holy 
Sepulchre,and  to  behold  the  place  where  helay,which 
I  have  heard  is  an  adion  very  meritorious.  And  I, 
&ida  fourth,  am  mgaged  to  go  to  our  I-irf/ of  l^re^to 
to  fee  the  very  Chamber  where  ihe  was  born,  ana 
where  (he  was  educated  by  Joachim  her  Father  and 
^»» her  Mother  j  and  where  the  Angels  came  to  her 
and  (he  conceived  our  Lordw  This  I  hope  is  as  men- 
toriousifnot  more,  as  to  travel  to  his  grave  fandbe- 
fidcs  it  is  a  (hotter  journey  J  for  I  have  heard  one  fay 
of  thb  place  as  1  believe  you  never  heard  anv  fay  of 
the  other,  that  the  words  of  Wdo  well  befit  tf,. 
This  placets  dteadfulpis  no  other  then  the  Honfe  ^God 
and  the  gate  tf  Heaven.  ,  You  fpeak  [o  highly  of  thefe 
holy  places,(aida  fifth,that  I  (hould  have  a  great  romd  - 
to  accompany  you  to  fome  of  them,  were  I  not  now  re-^ 
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turning  home  from  a  Pilgrimage  which  I  have  ina&  to 
St«  ^ama  oUCcmpoJieOa ,  wherein  I  have  fpeiK  more 
time  then  I  could  well  fpare  from  my  neceflaiy  affiurs. 
O  (hen  faid  the  Father  (  who  had  liftned  attentively 
all  this  while  to  them  without  fpeaking  a  word)  you 
have  brought  home  I  Mcfume  to  your  family  one 
I^cathcr  at  leaft  of  the  Holy  Cock  or  Hen  which  are 
kept  in  a  certain  Church  of  an  ancient  City  not  far 
from  that  place.  I  hope  you  will  favour  us  with  a 
fipht  of  it,  for  here  is  no  air  ftirring  to  blow  it  away 
M  it  fliould  chance  to  fall  j  and  this  company  I  believe 
would  be  glad  if  you  would  ble6  their  lips  with  a  ki(s 
of  it.  I  do  not  know  well  what  you  mean  laid  the 
man,  for  I  never  fo  much  as  heard  of  any  fuch  thing* 
That  is  very  ftrance  replyedthe  Father,  that  they 
fliould  cither  fufTerk)  (acred  a  breed  to  peri(b,or  that 
t  he  fitme  of  them  (hould  not  come  to  your  ear  s.  There 
1$  Icarce  any  Vil^rim  who  paflcs  that  way  who  doth 
not  go  to  fee  them,  and  therefore  I  may  well  marvel 
that  you  (hould  hear  no  news  of  them :  though  I  ihall 
fooncr  bclicw  that  5  than  that  they  fhould  be  C>  care- 
Ids  as  to  let  thole  Holy  Chickios  dye,  whoie great 
Grandfather  and  Grandmother  were  lb  miraculous  an 
in(tat>ce  of  the  Venue  of  S-  Jjtmts  of  ComftfUlU !  I 
pray  Sir  (ild  another  of  them  be  plealed  to  let  us  hear 
thclK^ryofthclc  Sacrexl  Creatures ,  for  we  aire  all  1 
U 1  icxT  \XT  y  icnv^rjiTU  efsr*  I  u  ill  teil  it  too  then  &id 
hciuuasl  rcocixxsi  ir  tivo  a  {>tr'^^a  of  no  coeao  ac-

cd to  cv\Krt!  J^  wh  -  LrvicrtvV  5^  a  r:\crr2Lttc,  ro^eth 
the::  fv\-:u»c  Uirc  :^  ibelr  vu:oc\  tih^t^  to  take 
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preferved  by  the  Mother  of  God  and  the  intereeffion 
of  St.  James  whom  you  went  to  honour,  from  (iifiering 
the  death  which  my  enemies  intended  me.  Go  to  the 
Judge  therefore  and  make  no  longer  ftay  here:Let  him 
know  how  it  is,  that  I  was  aeeuled  out  of  meer  malice, 
unjuftly  condemned ,  and  thus  miraculoufly  feved  bj 
them  that  proteft  the  innocent  and  are  grateifiil  to  their 
Worfhippers.    She  did  (b^withput  examining  him  any 
further  about  the  matter :   anid  the  Judge  was  juft 
(ate  down  to  dinner  when  (he  came  running  in  uiy- 
ing,  Sir,  I  be(eech  you  cau(e  my  ion  to  be  taken 
down  and  let  him  hang  yonder  no  longer,  for  though 
I  mufl:confels  that  he  is  ftill  alive ,  yet  it  is  by  the' 
power  of  God  and    his  Saints.     At  which  news 
he  finilinglaid.  Good  woman  be  content  j  thy  Son  h 
as  much  alive,  as  thcie  two  Birds  ^  pointing  to  a  Cock 
and  Hen  which  were  ready  roafled  upon  the  Table 
^  before  him.    He  had  no  (boner  (aid  the  word,  but 
they  both  leapt  out  of  thedi(h  and  walkt  about  the 
Table,  being  as  ready  for  a  dinner  as  himfelf.     And 
as  for  the  Cock,  he  moreover  clapped  his  wings  and 
fell  a  Crowing  for  joy  to  find  them  unpinion'd ,  and 
to  feel  that  he  did  not  carry  his  gilern  thereabouts 
any  longer.    Which  when  the  Judge  beheld,  he  was 
the  mofi  aftoni(hed  man  that  ever  was  feen,  and  could 
not  of  a  good  while  recover  himfelf  to  fpeak  a  word. 
But  as  foon  as  ever  the  paffion  was  over,  away  he 
went  without  fo much  as  thinking  of  his  dinner,  and 
called  the  Prieft  with  the  Principal  men  of  the  City, 
who  all  went  together  to  the  place  where  the  Youth 
was  hang'd  3  and  found  it  to  their  no  fmall  wonder* 
ment,  juft  as  the  good  Woman  had  faid.

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10  much  iblemnit^  to  the  great  Church  5   and  th^re 
a  Coop  wasinadc  for  them,  that  they  might  be  pre- 
ferved  as  a  moaumeot  of  the  great  power  of  God# 
Of  what  colour  they  were  before^ipy  Author  (aid,  he 
did  oot  know  5  but  after  their  reiurreftion  they  were 
of  a  pure  white  (bow4ike  colour.  It  is  uncertain  alfo 
what  they  did  while  the  judge  was  gone  to  the  place 
of  Execution/ but  afterward  it  is  not.  to  be  doubted 
they  lived  very  purely.     For  (even  years  being  pre- 
fixed by  God  for  the  term  of  this  new  life  which  they 
had  received ,  they  left  no  more  then  two  Chickens 
behind  them  when  they  dyed.5  nor  had  they  ever 
any  more  ilFue.    Thefe  two  al^  lived  jufl:  the  &me 
number  of  years ,  and  had  the  like  poller ity  5    and 
fb  ithathccntinued  in  that  order  to  this  day.  «  Now 
all  lAowinemen  judge  it  no  leisthen  a  Miracle,  th^t* 
the  Cock  Inould  never  tread  the  Hen  above  once  in> 
his  life.    And  then  that  he  begets  juft  two  Eggs.  And 
that  one  of  the(e  alwayes  brings  forth  a  Cock,  and 
the  other  an  Hen.     And  that  a(  the,  pund^ual  Wmt  of 
(even  years  end,  which  you  know  is  a  perfed:  number, 
they  leave  the  World,  and  reft  in  peaces  For  though 
the  reporter  of  this  did  not  tell  me  what  became  of 
their  bodies,  yet  you  may  be  fure,  that  they  never 
came  upon  the  Spit  more.     And  as  for  their  Feathers, 
the  mention  of  which  occafioned  the  telling  of  this 
ftory,  you  muft  know  that  they  are  preferved  as  an 
holy  Reiique  ,   and  all  people  that  pais  to  S-  James 
through  this  City,  ule  to  vifit  this  Church  and  ob- 
tain one  of  them.     And  here  now  is  another  won* 
der  ,  that  though  there  are  innumerable  perfbns 
whkh  pais  through  it, yet  they  never  want  feathers; 
as  hp  tells  me  who  was  at  the  place,  and  himfelf  wore 
one  of  them  continually  about  him.. 
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OSir,  faid  he  that  had  been  zt  CowfrfteOa  ^  how 

happy  a  man  (hould  I  have  thought  my  felf  if  it  had 

•     been  my  fortune  to  meet  with  you  before  I  toQk  this 

long  journey.     I  had  then  been  a  great  deal  richer 

then  I  am  5  and  brought  a  treafure  home  with  me 

which  now  alas!  I  want.    I  could  be  tempted  if  my 

occafions  would  yield  to  it  to>eturn  back  ,  if  it,  were 

but  to  fee  the  faces  of  thfa  chafte  Pair  *,   who  never 

come  together,  but  only  to  beget  fiich  another  blef- 

fed  couple  as  themfelves.     Who  knows  what  vertue 

it  might  infufe  into  ones  mbd  ?  Orofwhat  power  fo 

holy  a  relique  is  againft  all  the  aflaults  of  the  enemy  ? 

Well,  1  (hall  never  fee  a  roafted  Pullet  more,  but  I 

(hall  figh  at  my  lo6 :   And  yet  1  believe  I  fhall  fee 

one  vefy  often,  for  it  is  a  dilh  Ilovevery  well,  ^t 

I  pray  Sir,  did  you  ever  meet  with  any  body  that  nad 

one ofthofepretious Feathers?  ' 

The  good  man  was  forely  grieved  to  fee  the  fim- 
plicity  and  innocence  ilf  fuch  perfons  as  theyfeemed 
to  be  fb  eaiily  abufed;  and  therefore  he  thought 
good  to  undifguife  himfelf  and  aniwered  him  in  plain 
manner  to  this  effeft^  No  truly,  nor  do  I  care  one 
ftraw  whether  I  ever  do  or  no.  For  though  I  have 
heard  this  Story  very  confidently  related,  yet  I 
would  be  (brry  if  you  (hould  think  me  (b  credulous 
'  as  to  receive  it  for  a  truth.  Nay  I  (hould  hold  my 
felf  worthy  to  be  Chronicled  for  a  fool,  (hould  lva- 
lue one  of  thofe  feathers  any  more,  then(uch  an  one 
ss  a  Fool  wears  in  his  Cap.  And  I  cannot  but  won- 
der that  men  with  fuch  Reverend  Beards  as  yours, 
(hould  (urrender  your  belief  to  fuch  fottilli  tales. 
You  feem  otherwi(e  fagacious  enough,  and  therefore 
whence  is  it  that  your  heads  are  fraught  with  fech 
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fumes  that  they  cannot  diicern  the'grofinelsofthele 
cheats^  If  you  can  (wallow  a  lye  (o  great  as  this  3 
fare  the  AoiyoiGargantuA  will  not  ft^k  with  you^ 
but  go  down  eafily.  Who  cutting  up  a  niraculoufly 
great  G>lewort  in  his  Garden,  within  the  leaves  of 
which  iix  Pilgrims  like  your  (elveslay.afleep;  eat  it 
and  them  oiie»niorning  for  his  Breakfaft  in  a  Sal  let. 
Nay  yoQ  will  be  able  to  digefl:  what  follows,  how  that 
oneof  thelegotintoan  hollow  tooth  that  was  in  his 
Mouth,  and  fb  laved  himlelf.  For  wondring  into 
what  Gulph  it  ^as  thatlie  was  fain,  he  tryed  if  it  were 
pofiible  to  feel  any  bottom  3  and  at  laft  gave  his 
tooth  (iich  a  prick  withthe  pike-end  of  his  flaff,  that 
the  Giant  immediatly  (pit  him  out«  At  leaO:  I  may 
well  think  that  if  you  hid  Kved  an  Age  or  two  agone, 
yptf  would  have  gone  to  do  your  devotion  to  T^^iRr^/ 
aBecJ^i^  reverently  ki(Ong  his  Breeches ,  and  laying 
your  lipps  with  much  affcCtion  to  the  Handkerchpif 
wherewith  he  was  wont  to  wipe  his  (hotty  Nole.  Nay , 
be  not  offended  I  befeech  you  at  theexprelfion,  nor 
think  that  I  fpeak  with  too  much  rudencls  3  for  they  ErMfmx§u 
thought  it  none  Tie  affure.you  heretofore,  to  offer  to  i^q-piren. 
the  peoples  (alutation,  fuch  an  holy  relique ,  ^s  had  ^'•'»^«*- 
the  very  prints  and  footfteps  of  the  Snot  ftiil  remain- 
ing upon  it* 

I  cannot  but  be  offended  (aid  one  of  the  company 
attheferefleftions  of  your«  upon  the  Story  you  have 
told  us,  and  me  thinks  you  do  very  ill  to  laUgh  at 
(uch  (erious  tilings  3  which  are  al(b  atte(ledby  (p  ma- 
ny and  (6  good  Authors,  that  ifyour.  heart  was  not 
very  (Vony  and  hard  to  entertam  any  things  you 
could  not  but  admit  them  for  truth.  If  they  were 
wonhy  of  a  (eri^ponfutation  replyed  the  Father,  I

thcin.  For  the  H<^y  Scripture  itielf  doth  plainly  mock 
at  the  folly  and  abiiirdnefi  of  ibme  mens  opinions  and 

iKing.iS  doings*     You  remember  (iire  how  Elijab  flouted  at 
17.  &  £M/andhb  Wor(bipper§,  whenhe  (aid^^u^rhaps  their 

1'm6^i7.  ^^^  ^^^  ^  talking  with  fome  body ,  and  covld  not 
*  hear  them  both  together^  or  he  ought  not  be  at  home 
and  fo  coukl  g|v6  no  anfwer^  or  ^l(e  Co  fail  tOecp 
f  having  eaten  perhaps  too  much  the  night  before  of 
the  Sacrifices  which  they  brought  him  )  except  they 
called  ftill  louder  he  would  not  awake.    And  (b the 

^  j^.^  ^    Mount  of  Olives  is  called  by  wary  of  contempt,  not 

ijf  *  J.  tlarM/fcheh  the  Mount  of  Uoftioo,  but  Har  M^Jbcbitb^ 

the  Mount  of  Corruption.    And  the  place  which  Ja- 

cob  had  called  Bethel  the  houfe  of  God,  is  cailed  by 

Hof.4.ij.jj^p  Prophet  in  fcorn  by  the  name  di  Betlhaven  the 
houfe  of  Iniquity*  And  thus  a  wile  man  hath  loi^ 
ago  taught  us  whom  you  reverence  as  well  as  I,  that 

rmuLaiv.^^^J  things  art  thus  to  be  refilled^  kji  fy  09$r  firiaup^ 

Vdm.  ffef  thejfljould  be  dt  all  honoured.  They  oi%hc  to  be 
laught.out  of  countenance  ,  left  we  do  them  too 
much  refped  by  our  grave  handlifigof  them.  And  yet 
I  have  not  done  ib  much ,  becaufe  I  think  thefe  things 
are  ib  groOy  ridiculous,  tha^  they  laugh  themielvesto 
icorn.  I  have  only  tol3  the  plain  ftory  of  them,  and 
that  confutes  it  lelf  fufficiently.  To  expofe  things 
of  tbV  nature  to  the  world  is  abundantly  to  dilprovo 
them.  To  bring  them  into  view  is  to*  put  them  to 
ihame,  and  mqkc  them  hide  their  face.  To  make 
mentioa  of  them,  is  enough  to  (ilence  them.  We 
need  not  be  at  the  trouble  to  abufe  them,  for  they 
make  Invectives  againft  themfelvo^jj^d  carry  their 
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own  Satyrs  in  cfaeir  boibme.  Not  to  fpeak  of  thctn  is 
the  only  Civility  we  can  do  them.  It  is  neceflary  to 
(hut  our  eyes  if  you  would  not  have  us  finile  at  the 
folly  which  they  reveal  to  u;.  We  do  not  firft  ftrip 
them  and  then  lay  the  la(h  upon  them  5  for  as  (bon  as 
they  appear  ^  they  diicover  their  own  nakedneG,  and 
carry  a  whip  at  their  own  backs.  But  fiippofe  any 
of  them  be  more  neatly  contrived  and  cunningly 
painted  the  betfer  to  deceive^  would  you  not  have 
us  pull  offtheMask  or  wa(h  ofTthe  paint,  that  we  may 
(hew  things  in  their  proper  colours  ?  That  is  all  that 
we  intend:  and  therefore  be  not  angry  at  it.  If  we  . 
fliouid  throw  never  (b  much  fait  in  your  face,  you 
would  receive  no  harm,  unleis  you  be  raw  and  ulce-' 
rous.  But  I  befeech  you  what  are  the  Authors  you 
(peak  of,  u^n  whoie  credit  We  are  to  receive  thele 
things  5  are  they  not  (uch  as  need  fome  body  of  more 
credit  to  be  their  Vouchers?  Tocite  the  authority  of 
(uch  men,  is  as  if  you  (hould  bring  tho(e  for  your 
(uretiesj  for  whofejione(ly  not  only  Certificates,  but 
al(b  pa^s  and  engagements  of  Bodies  would  be  re* 
quired  from  other  men  that  are  better  known*  then 
themfelves.  Not  only  we,  but  (bme  that  believe  as 
you  do  in  ether  things,  have  the  honedy  to  accule 
the  fraud  of  the  firfl:  beginners  of  thefe  (Tories,  and 
the  folly  of  them  that  follow  their  Sotteries. 
They  do  not  ftick  to  (ay  that  they  are  very  dull  peo- 
ple andfucb  as  never  are  wont  to  blow  their  Noies, 
who  do  not  fmell  the  forgery  of  thenv  that  (ir(^  (luft* 
their  Sermons,  and  then  tneir  Writings  with  (uch  like 
tales.  Nay,  in  plain  words  they  tell  us,  that  all  Hi* 
ftories  within  feven  or  eight  hundred  years  lafl  pafl:^ 
are  (b  hydropically  fwollen  with  lying  Legends^  that  a 
man  would  think, the  Authors  of  them  had  made  it 
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their  main  ftrifc,  who  (houkl  advance  the  greateft 
nuinber. 

Then,  laid  one  of  the  Pilgrims,  you  do  not  believe 
I  warrant,  the  ftory  of  St.  ^^isr  the  Evangelift  ap- 
pearing toSt«  Edward  the  Canfeffar  b  (iich  an  habit  as 
you  now  lee  us  wear,  and  craving  an  Alms  of  him : 
who  gave  him  his  Ring  ofT  from  his  finger,  knowing 
nothing  but  that  he  was  a  poor  man  that  flood  in 
need  of  a  great  Charity.  Did  not  God  do  a  great 
honour  herein  to  Pilgrimages  and  the  holy  Reliques 
which  they  went  to  vifit?  Indeed,  (aid  the  Father 
again ,  1  have  not  faiih  enough  td  believe  it  j  and  I 
wonder  tnuch  how  you  came  to  know  that  St.  Jobm 
went  a  begging  to  that  pious  Prince.  O,  laid  the 
other,  that  is  a  thing  not  nard  to  know,  for  as  a  cer- 
tain Abbot  hath  told  us,  St.  'John  himfelf  revealed  it  to 
two  Englilh  men  as  they  were  going  to  vifit  the  Holy 
Sepulchre.  For  they  being  in  danger  to  loole  them* 
ielves  in  an  unknown  Countrey,  were  direfted  in  their 
way  by  that  blefied  Apoftle.  Who  told  tHIm  they 
(faould  have  a  pcofperous  Voyage,  and  that  God  and 
he  would  be  propitious  to  them  for  their  good  Kings 
iake  i  whom  I  loved  ( (aid  he )  very  tenderly  for 
the  excellency  of  his  Chaftit^.  Izmjobn  the  Apoftle, 
and*you  (hall  carry  back  this  Ring  to  him  which  he 
gave  me  (bme  dayes  fmce  5  and  kt  him  know  that 
the  day  of  his  death  approaches,  and  that  (ix  moneths 
(hall  not  pais  over  his  head,  ere  I  put  him  into  the 
company  of  thofe  Virgins  which  follow  the  Lamb 
whcrefoever  he  goes.  'Truly,  replyed  the  Father 
with  a  fmile,  I  am  no  more  (atisfied  then  I  was  before ) 
,  and  cannot  podibly  reiign  upmy^belief  to  any  fuel) 
*  relations  of  the  droni(h  I^onksof  tholedays.  This  flo- 

ry 
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ryfecms  to  me  tobe  juftas  true  las  another  which  the 
^(ame  Abbot  reports  ;  how  that  St.  Edward  one  day 
izw  Jejkf  Cbrifl  himlelf  upon  the  Altar  ,  flrctching 
forth  his  hand  to  bleft  hioi  with  the  (ign  oftbe  Crds, 
as  he  was  worfhipping  of  the  Ho(^  and  adoring  the 
Divine  preience  there.  A  thing  that  was  never  talJct 
of  till  he  wasdead  as  the  Author  of  it  .acknowledges : 
and  then  it  was  pretended ,  that  he  had  given  it  in 
charge  to  the  Earl  that  (aw  this  apparition  with  hjm, 
and  conjured  him  moft  (acred  ly  that  he  (hould  fay  no*' 
thing  of  it  while  he  lived.  Which  is  as  much  as  to 
fay,  that  it  (hould  not  be  told  while  it  could  be  con- 
futed by  that  Good  King,  who  would  have  made  . 
this  lye  to  have  ftuck  in  the  Authors  throat. 

I  perceive,  (aid  another  of  the  Pilgrims,  that  you 
have  obftinately  bolted  your  heart  againfl  all  tne(e 
pious  Stories  5  but  yet  I  hope  you  do  not  diiallow  of 
all  Pilgrimages  5  nor  think  it  unprofitable  for  the 
•fouls  health  to  go  to  jfenj/i/e^r  to  wor(hip  at  the  Sc-- 
pulchre  of  our  Lord.  To  tell  you  the  truth,replyed  he, 
all  is  alike  to  me.  I  do  not  imagine  there  is  any  ho- 
linefi  in  that  Land  more  then  in  any  other ;  nor  can 
I  have  anopinion-of  any  Sandity  that  I  (hall  bring, 
away  with  me  if  I  (hould  go  thither.  And  therefore 
it  is  far  better  to  employ  ^our  (elves  well  at  home, 
then  to  take  fo  long  a  journey  to  do  that  which  may 
as  well  be  done  in  any  other  place/  That's  (Irange, 
an(Wered  the  other,  I  fee  now  you  matter  not  though 
you  di(fatlieve  the  Scriptures  ihemfclves,  which  give 
us  many  examples  of  Holy  Pilgrimages.  As  the  Lame 
you  know  and  the  blind  went  u^  to  Jerfijalem  to  be 
healed  in  the  Pool  of  BetUfda.  And  the  Eunuch  came  ^.^J^'«». 
out  of  £/A/<5pw  to  Wor(hipinthatCitys  andatcer-  '^' 
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tain  times  all  the  people  djenfalem  went  up  to  their 

Feafts,  which  I  have  been  told,  were  all  ibmanyPil- 

grimages.  Buthowfoever  thatbc^youmayfeeifyou: 

will  that  (hey  are  as  old  asChrifthimlelf,  and  were 

conceived  as  Wiie  men  judge  ac  the  very  iame  time 

with  him.    For  he  went  a  Pilgrimage  in  the  Wombof 

bis  Mother  to  (eeC/is^ii^^  in  the  Hill  Countrey.  And 

ritf.i.  |.   ^^^^^  ^l^at  he  went  from  Nazareth inr  Galilee  to Betb- 

cap.'u  di  Uheg^  Judab  when  (be  was  near  the  time  of  her  travel. 

f^V^      And  as  he  honoured  Pilgrimages  thus.in  bis  Mothers 

belly^,  fo  afterward  when  he  hung  on  her  breaft.he 

travelled  into  Egjp ,  and  ^ter  that  returned  into 

JuiUa^  and  every  year  went  up  to  the  Temple  of  ]fer»* 

Jalem. 

I  have  waited  a  great  while,  (aid  the  Father^  who 
liere  interrupted  him,  for  (bme  word  or  other  that 
(hould  drop  from  your  mouth  to  the  piirpoie:  but  I 
have  no  hopes  to  meet  with  it.  Sure  you  have  for- 
got what  you  were  (peaking  about ,  and  (bme  holy.« 
Feather  or  Toy  hath  taken  you  in  the  head,  which 
you  dreamt  you  (hould  find  at  laA  in  fiime  of  theie 
k  .  places.    Do  you  think  that  we  go  a  pilgrimage  every 

time  we  take  a  journey ,  or  goto  the  next  Church,  or 
make  a  friend  a  Vi(it,  or  are  carried  to  the  Bath  ig  a 
Litter  for  our  health?  Or  was  there  ibmething  facred 
in  Attgtifius  his  Officers,  or  any  holy  relique^  in  Egypty 
which  the  Blefled  Virgin,  and  obr  Saviour  went  to  do 
ibme  adoration  unto?  Yes,  (aid  the  other,  who  was 
glad  to  catch  hold  of  this  lafl  word,  there  j^re  the 
Bones  of  Jeremiah  the  Prophet  to  which  perhaps 
they  paid  a  refpeft,  for  he  lay  buried  in  the  Royal 
City  and  was  alwayes  honoured  by  xhitE^tians  for 
the  (ingular  benefits  which  they  received  from  him. 
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You  aie  ignorant  perhaps  that  the  Crocodiles,  and  ma« 
1^  hurtful!  Serpent's  wei)ebdni(faed  their  coad,  by  his 
jntercefljons  and  that  in  the  day es  of  our  fore- fa- 
thers the  faithfull  were  wont  to  go  to  his  Tomb 
and  (ay  their  prayers  5  and  bringing  away  ibnie  of 
the  duft  of  that  place  ,  it  was  a  certain  cure  for 
thole  who  were  hurt  by  any  venemous  bea{l«  In- 
deed^ reply  ed  He,  we  are  much. indebted  totheAu« 
thor  ofthis  Legeiul,who  bath  acquainted  us  with  ibmc 
other  thii^  whichithe  Holy  Writers  forgot  to  tell  us. 
As  that  the  Prophet  Jeremiah  foretold  to  the  Egjfptians 
that  all  their  Images  (faould  fall  to  the  ground  when  a 
Virg^l  and  her  Son  (hould  come  into  that  Land.  Which 
was  the  cauic,  iaith  he,  that  even  in  thoie  dayes  they 
placed  a  Virgin  in  her  Bed,  and  an  Infant  in  a  Manger, 
and  eave  adoraoon  to  them.  Of  which  when  tbe  realbn 
was  demanded  by  King  Ptohmj  (you  muft  not  enquire 
which  of  them)  tbePriefts  aniwered  that  it  was  a 
Myfterie  delivered  by  their  Elders,  which  they  receiv- 
ed from  the  Holy  Prophet.  Perhaps  then  you  think 
that  the  Bleifed  Virgin  went  to  let  her' Son  fee  thele 
fixiePidluresof  hinwlf  andher.  Or  that  they  took 
this  Journey  to  provide  themielves  withaBoxfuUof 
that  holy  duft  againft  a  time  of  need.  Sure  if  the  Jews 
bad  but  known  any  thing  of  that  knack ,  it  would 
have  (erved  them  very  much  5  and  they  would  have 
maintained  that  he  did  many  of^  his  Miracles  m  the 
Vertue  c^  their  great  Prophet.  Was  this  the  reaibn 
think  you  that  tney  iiud  Jeremiah  was  rifen  from  th,e 
dead  ?  What  do  you  think  of  us  that  you  (hould  ima- 
gine it  poffible  to  captivate  our  belief  to  fiicb  lubberly 
lyesastheie?  Certainly  you  take  us  for  very  thick- 
(kuird  people  5  or  elle  they  are  (b  themfelves,who  be^ 
flowing  their  time  rather  in  gleaning  what  is  (cattered 
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up  and  down  in  every  place,  than  in  weighing  the  au-^ 
thoriry  of  the  men  from  whom  they  borrow  thcic 
Notes  5  have  filled  their  Books  and  the  World  with 
whole  Cart-loads  of  thefe  Chimerical  Stories. 

Here  the  man  having  continued  mute  a  while,  at 
laft  bnrft  out  into  thefe  words  not  without  (bme  pal^ 
fion,  ivell  5  I  will  produce  an  unanfwerable  place  5 
V  Tltf.  f^f^^^re  the  Body  is^  there  mil  the  Eagles  be  gathered  toge* 
f.  loy.  tber.  What  fay  you  now  ?  is  this^alfo  to  no  purpofe  ? 
muft  we  not  all  go  thither  where  the  body  of  our  Sa- 
viour is  ?  Alas !  replyed  the  Father,  what  an  igno- 
rance have  I  lived  in  ever  fince  I  was  born  ?  Is  the  Bo- 
dy of  Chrift  then  in  the  pofleffion  of  the  Turks  >  Have 
thofe  Infidels  got  our  Lord  into  their  hands?  Was  that 
the  end  of  the  Holy  War  to  redeem  him  firom  Cap- 
tivity, and  refcue  him  out-of  the  power  of  his  enemies  ? 
I  poor  Soul  verily  believed  all  this  while  that  he  had 
been  in  the  Heavens,  iti^the  jferi{/2r/e«r  which  is  above  : 
whitheri  and  my  Companien  are  travelling  as  faO:  as 
we  can.  Thither  if  you  have  a  mind  to  go,  come  along 
wiih  us.  We  will  flye  if  you  pleafe  like  io-many  Eagles. 
We  will  run  and  not  be  weary,  we  will  walk  and  not 
faint  5  we  will  ftretch  our  wings  to  their  utmoft  ex- 
tent and  not  be  tyred.  In  this  Pilgrimage  we  are  con- 
tent to  fpend  our  whole  lives,  but  (hall  think  that  we 
are  very  much  out  of  ourw^,  fhould  we  enter  with 
you  upon  any  other.  Here  he  gave  them  a  (hort  de- 
Icription  of  the  manner  of  their  life,  and  (hewed  them 
how  and  where  they  (ought  for  jfe/Jkf .  He  diicouried  of 
Humility,  of  Charity,and  the  re(hofthe  Vertues  which 
are  lb  eminent  in  our  Savioun Example;  The  imita- 
tion of  whom,  (aid  he,  was  ever  held  the  higheft  ho- 
nour and  wor(hip  that  could  be  given  him.  By  this  he 
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continues  ftUl  in  the  World.  He  is  every  where  to 
be  feen  in  his  faithful  followers.  They  bring  his  li- 
ving; walking  Image  into  everyplace.  Theyexpofe 
him  to  open  view  at  home  and  abroad.  They  endea- 
vour to  have  their  houfes^and  their  ftiops  in  fuch  good 
order ,  that  you  need  not  go  to  Jerufakm  to  find 
an  holy  place.  They  would  (avd  men  the  labour  of 
taking  a  long  Pilgrimage  to  vi(it  the  Shrines  of  the 
Saints.  For  they  become  (iich  themfelves,  and  are  the 
beft  reliaues  of  them  which  the  World  affords.  And 
left  you  mould  think,  added  he,  that  we  adhere  too 
much  to  our  own  opinions,  and  put  too  great  a  Height 
upon  the  Pilgrimages  in  which  you  are  ingaged,  let  me  \ 
intreat  you  patiently  to  hear  what  a  perfon  of  great 
authority  with  you  fpeaksof  them,  in  an  Age  when 
they  had  but;  newly  begun  to  gain  a  reputation  among 
men. 

A  man  may  think. perhaps^  faith  St.  Gregory  Nyjjen^  Orac.  <M 
that  he  doth  a  thing  of  ^r eat  note^  and  much  to  be  valued^  ^  *  f /'^ 
n>hen  he  takf^  a  Journey  to  the  place^ where  ourLordwasYm^!  ^^ 
buried.    But  he  himfetf  when  he  Jpeakf  ofthoje  thatJhaS 
inherit  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  ^  doth  not  mention  the 
rilgrimages  to  Jerufalem  as  a  worthy  undertaking.    Nor 
when  he  pronounces  his  Beatitudes ,  doth  he  at  all  com^ 
mend  this  labour  and  diligence*     Whypould  any  man  - 
therefore  trouble  himfelf  about  that  which  will  not  make 
him  Blejfed^  nor  difpofe  him  at  all  for  his  Cwkjiial  Inhe- 
ritance ?  And  if  there  were  no  dangers  ( as  there  are 
too  many )  cf  being  defiled  and  corrupted  in  tkepajjage 
thither  by  Jundryvices^  yet  whatjljall  a  man  bethebet'^ 
ter  when  he  arrives  in  fafety  there?   Is  our  Lord  to  be 
found  there  ^  more  than  in  the  place  whereat  prefint  we 
are  ?  Or  is  there  a  greater  meafure  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
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At  Jerufalem  ^  xphich  will  not  voucbfafe  to  come  6i* 
ther  i?  Mfffi  n^  go  Jo  far  to  fetch  its  comforts^  and  will 
it  not  he  intreated  to  impart  them  nearer  at  hand  f 
Tmly  I  mnji  needs  fay  that  I  fee  more  devotion  ^  more 
pietjy  more  if  all  divine  Vertnes  in  this  verypUce^  than 
there  is  U  be  found.  I  myfilf  went  thither  once  upon 
my  occafions ,  yet  J  did  not  feel  myfelfa  whit  the  wi- 
fer  ,  or  the  better  by  it.  What  I  believed  then  , 
/  believed  before  5  what  I  did  there^  I  could  d§  bo^ 
fore  I  went  thither ,  and  I  reaped  no  ffeaitr  betee- 
fit  by  my  Journey^  than  to  find  that  the  places  where 
we  live  are  more  hofy^  than  thoje  that  we  Jo  much  ad* 
mire^  Touther^ore  that  fear  God^  fra^  him  there 
where  you  have  your  prejent  abode ,  and  trouble  not 
your  felves  to  feck  any  other  place  wherein  to  do  him 
honour.  7 he  change  of  place  will  never  bringyou  nenr- 
er  to  him.  But  be  you  where  you  wiU^  there  G^ 
will  be  too^  if  your  fouls  be  fit  to  give  him  lodging^  amd 
receive  fo  holy  a  Cueji.  If  you  have  jour  issward  man 
full  cfpervcrje  ana  evil  thoughts  ^  though  yon  were  in 
Coigotha,  though  youjiood upon  Mount  OVivet^  though 
you  lay  even  under  the.  Monument  of  the  ReJnrreQian '^ 
you  are  as  far  from  entertaining  Chrifi  as  the  Stones  that 
inclojed  him.  I  advije  therefore  all  the  Brethren^  that 
they  travel  out  of  the  Body  to  the  Lord^  and  not  goodAof 
Cappadocia /(7Pa]a?ftine. 

And  in  another  place  writing  to  certain  devout 
perlbns  ,  he  tells  them  that  there  is  nothing  more 
pleafant  than  to  converge  with  pious  Souls,  and  to  be* 
hold  what  things  the  Grace  of  our  Lord  hath  done 
for  them.  It  is  no  /e//^  (aith  he,  than  a  Fejlival^  and 
prejent s  us  withjuch  goodly  Jpe&acles^  that  one  cannot 
bu$  thin^hj  Jeex^  in  an  heart  full  ofGod^  both  Beth- 
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lehem^^wrf Golgotha,  and  the  Mownt  ^Olives,  and 
the  place  of  the  Rtfurre&ion.     Shew  me  a  man  in  whom 
Chriji  is  formed  by  a.  good  Confiience^  who  by  the  fear 
of  Cod  is  nailed  to  the  Crojt.     Who  hath  rolled  away  the 
imrdcnfome  Stone  of  Worldly  f^anity  ,  and  being  got  out 
ofiheTomb  if  his  Body^  walks  in  newne/  of  life.     Who 
leaving  the  low  and  creeping  Isfe  of  the  World  in  which 
he  was  bnried^  afcends  by  th  force  cf  lofty  defres  to  the 
Cmlefiial' Converfation.     Who  jetting  bis  affeSions  o% 
things  above^  is  not  weighed  down  by  the  weight  of  Im 
Body\^  but  madefi  light  and  atherial  bt  a  purer  life ^ 
that  hisflejb  becomes  likf  a  bright  cloud  which  is  willing 
to  mount  itp  with  him  to  the  things  on  high.  This  per/on 
in  my  judgement  dejerves  to  be  numbred  among  thofe  fa 
much  celebrated  things^  in  which  we  may  plainly  jee  the. 
Monuments  of  the  k^ndnefs  of  our  Lord  towards  us* 

Thus  that  great  Man  delivers  his  opinion  to  us,  and 
vee  cannot  but  readily  yield  him  bur  aflent.     The(e 
are  theHoly  Places  which  we  define  to  behold.  A  man 
dying  unto  lin,  presents  us  with  the  faireft  fight  of 
Chrifls  Sepulchre.     It  fc|s  us   upon    Mount  Olivet 
when  we  meet  with  a  Soul  of  a  Coeleftial  Converla- 
tion.     And  I  thank  eur  Lord  very  much  that  I  (ee 
luch  manifeft  marks  and  footfteps  of  thcfe  things  in 
this  my  friend,  in  whom  the  burying,  the  riling  again, 
and  the  aicention  of  Chrift  is  mofl:  lively  pidured  be« 
fore  mine  eyes.  As  for  thofe  places  in  PaUJiine  where 
you  are  going  to  adore,  if  they  were  lb  little  worth-    - 
in  thofedayes,  I  think  their  price  is  more  fain  now:, 
and  if  they  that  lived  nearer  to  them  thought  good 
toftay  at  home,  it  will  be  a  filly  piece  of  fuperftitioa, 
in  us  to  travel  fo  far  in  devotion  to  them. 
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It  is  very  true,  faid  one  of  the  company,  I  am  con- 
vinced by  what  this  perfon  hath  difcourfed  that  we 
need  not  go  to  JertiJaUm,     There  is  a  place  nearer  at 
hand  of  greater  Sanftity  and  richer  in  all  Spiritual 
treafures,  and  that  is  Rome.     There  as  I  have  beeti  in- 
foiriud  you  may  fee  feveral  Pilgrims  (and  in  time  may 
have  ihat  honour  your  felf  )  who  dine  every  day  in  the 
pretence  of  the  Ficar  of  Chrift,  and  .that  of  meat  from 
his  own  Tableland  bleffed  by  his  own  moft-  hol;|^  bands. 
This  mcthinks  is  a  great  deal  better  then  to  kife  a  cold 
'    ftone^  cr  to  take  a  mouth  full  of  air  on  the  top  of  a 
Mountain.     And  befides  this  which  is  the  leaft  part  of 
their  entertainment,  there  is  more  excellent  proviGon 
^!JrJ'l  made  for  their  Souls;  the  Church  of  St.  JohnLatmn 
pAM.ca  .1.  g^j^^jjj^g  nolefs  then  forty  eight  years  of  pardon  every 
day  in  the  year,  together  with  the  pardon  of  thethird 
part  ofall  a  mans  fins.     And  if  you  would  haveforae 
other  kind  of  food  for  your  fouls  which  is  more  vifible, 
.there  is  in  that  Church  to  be  beheld  among  otherre- 
liques,(bnie  of  the  fr^rgments  of  the  five  barly  loavsand 
the  two  fi(hes  wherewith  Chrift  fed  five  thoufand  mea 
Some  poof  body  I  (uppofe  on  whom  they  might  be  be- 
ftow'd  after  dinner  brought  them  thither,  being  fatif- 
fied  by  the  meer  fight  of  them,  and  hoping  that  others 
might  befo  in  after  times.     But  the  more  probable 
opinion  is  (  fince  the  poor  and  rich  were  admitted  to 
that  feaff)  that  the  fragments  falling  to  the  fliareof 
thole  that  waited  at  the  Table,   and  there  being  juft 
twelve  Baskets  full  in  all  V  each  of  the  twelve  Apo- 
ftles  had  one  for  his  portion  j  and  that  St.  P^/er laved 
his  that  he  might  bring  it  to  Rome  of  wlrich  hefore- 
fi w  that  he  fhould  be  made  Bifhop.     But  to  return  to 
what  I  began  to  fay  concerning  the  pardon  of  (in 
.  which  1  fuppofe  you  all  moftearneftly  defire.     The 
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liberal  grant  already  metltioned  is  but  a  mke  to  tho(e 
vafl:  treafures  which  two  Pppes  indowed  that  Church 
withalljwho  gave  thereto  fp  many  Indulgences  as  none 
can  number  Live  Gcd  alone.     So  my  Author  tells  me, 
and  if  you  doubt  of  it  Vo^  Boniface  witneffes  to  the 
truth  of  it  in  thefe  words ;  If  meti^^  (aith  he,  did  but 
know  the  Indulgences  belonging  to  the  Church  of 
St.  John  and  how  many  they  were,  they  would  never 
go  fofar  beyond  the  Sea  as  to  the  Holy  Sepulchre  in  . 
jerufakm^  but  would  rather  (pare  lb  great  a  labour* 
For  grant  that  they  are  abfolved  there  both  from  the 
guilt  and  alfb  from  the  punifhm^t  of  their  (ins,  this  is 
no  more  then  they  have  nearer  at  hand  in  thet^hurch 
of  St.  'John.   And  do  you  not  think  it  is  a  good  bargaia 
for  a  man  to  for(ake  totally  his  riches  and  lands  and 
fuch  like  things ,  that  he  may-  purchafe  fuch  an  incre- 
dible mafs  of  Spiritual  and  Divine  richest  And  yet  you 
need  not  do  (b  much  5  it  is  but  going  thither  and  leav- 
ing your  goods  for  a  time,  and  then  befides^  all  thele 
blefCngs,  ypu  (hail  come  loadned  home  with  a  great 
deal  more  pretious  commodities,  (iich  z%AgnmDei*s^ 
Holy  Pictures,  Blefled  Bread,  Sanftified  Wood,  and  a 
grtat  many  other  invaluable  Jewels. 

Tothis.di(cour(e  when  one  liftnedvery  devoutly 
and  a(kt  him  if  a  man  might  have  all  this  Wealth  at  no 
greater  charges  but  only  going  for  it  5  He  was  a  little 
at  a  (land.  And  told  him  that  his  words  were  not  (b 
to  be  interpreted  as  if  he  might  go  fetch  fuch  great 
bledings  and  carry  no  money  with  him  ^  for  there  is 
nothing  to  be  had  it  Rome  unlefs  you  buy  it.  It  is  not 
to  be  expected  that  they  (hould  make  Holy  things  (b 
cheap  as  to  give  them  away  for  a(king.  It  never  was 
fo  (ince  there  were  Pilgrimages  .*  But  the  good  men 
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that  undertook  them  carried  their  purfes  full  of  mo- 
ney, and  exchanged  it  for  holy  Crbfles,  blefled  Grains 
and  fuch  like  things  as  I  now  mentioned.  For  elfe  how 
could  it  be  that  one  Monaftery  in  Hcfert/i<  Qiould  be 
inriched  fo  much  by  the  offerings  of  Pilgrims  who 
came  thither,  that  it  was  able  to  take  away  the- Tiles 
that  covered  it  an  J  inftead  thereof  to  lay  on  plates  of 
Gold  and  Silver?  But  I  hope  then,  replyed  the  other, 
that  I  (hall  find  all  that  true  which  you  have  (aid  and 
obtain  (b  many  pardons  as  you  promife,which  indeed  I 
am  willing  to  purchale  at  any  rate,     O  Sir,  (aid  He 
again  J  you  need  not  doubt  at  all  of  it.  I  have  told  you 
nothing  yet  of  the  Holinels  of  that  place  and  the  beau- 
ty of  the  Church,     Which  is  not  (o  much  the  Miftre(s 
of  the  World,  as  the  Mother  of  the  Faithful,  the  moft 
indulgent  Mother  that  ever  was.     There  is  none  can 
tell  the  vaftne($  of  her  Exchequer,and  the  liberal  (urns 
which  ifliie  out  thence  unto  her  children  i  in  com- 
pare with  which  all  that  (he  receives  from  them  is  not 
worth  the  naming.   In  a  little  Cbappel  of  that  Church 
ciSt.fobn  forementioned,  there  is  remiffionfor  all  . 
fins  to  be  had  every  day.  And  not  far  from  it,  there  is 
a  place  of  that  holinefs  that  you  may  have  no  le(s  then 
three  and  thirty  thou(and  years  of  pardon,  for  on<^ 
going  up  a  pair  of  flairs.  Is  it  poflible  (aid  the  other  ? 
Sure  this  is  either  not  believed,  or  not  known,  for 
otherwi(e  all  the  World  would  go  thither  to  be  de- 
livered from  their  (ins.     There  is  none  I  affiire  vou  re- 
plyed he,  but  Hereticks  who  queftion  the  truth  of  it, 
and  I  cannot  tell  why  men  are  (b  negligent  of  their 
Salvation  as  not  to  nock  more  then  they  do  to  that 
Holy  City.    The  thing  is  plain  enough,  or  was  fo  not 
long  ago  (and  J  doubt  not  of  the  care  of  the  Church 
to  prefer  ve  things  of  fuch  value  )  for  there  is  an  a(cent 
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of  three  and  thirty  fteps,  and  how  oft  ibever  any  Bian 
devoutly  goes  up  to  the  top  of  it^for  evcrv  ftep  he  hath 
a  thouGind  yearsof  pardon.  And  wonder  not  at  the 
thing,  for  thele  fteps  you  mun:  know  were  brought 
from  Jert^m^  and  are  the  very  fame  which  Chrift 
alcended  when  he  went  up  before  Pontius  Pilate  to  be 
judged  by  him.  The  Women  indeed  may  take  it  ill 
that  they  are  not  (a£&red  to  come  into^hisChappel 
(itbeiqg  called  the  Holy  of  Holies  O  ^nd  to  (ay  the 
truth  I  was  much  grieved  for  them  when  I  (irfb  heard 
this  becauie  I  know  that  they  have  Souls  as  well  as  we^ 
and  Sins  too.  But  afterward  having  more  diligently, 
iearched  into  the  matter  I  found  that  they  will  be  no 
greiat  lofers  by  being  (hut  out  of  this  very  Sacred 
place*  For  though  I  do  not  know  where  they  can  get 
(b  many  years  of  pardon  at  once^yerit  is  provided  that 
they  may  have  enough  5  and  left  they  (hould  mur* 
mur,  I  cao^ellihem  this  for  their  comfort,  that  they 
may  obtain  them  without  the  labour  of,  going  up  a 
pair  of  ftairs.  For  let  but  any  Pilgrim  of  either  lex, 
and  at  any  time  of  the  year  go  to  vifit  the  Church  of 
St.P^«/and  there  are  granted  to  all  and  every  of  them  Jb.tsp:^. 
by  three  gracious  Popes  no  leis  then  nine  thouGmd 
years  of  Pardon*  •  But  if  any  one  be  (b  great  ^  (inner 
that  he  thinks  all  this  is  not  fufficient,  he  may  know 
that  there  are  in  the  Church  of  *St.  Peter  fo  many  In- 
dulgj^nces  that  they  are  pail  nutnbring.  And  yet  in 
the  Holy  time  of  Lent,  how  many  (bever  they  be,  they  C4f.4. 
are  all  doubled*  I  fuppoie  that  you  will  think  it  need- 
le(stohave  any  more  then  all  thefe,  but  if  you  are 
afraid,  and  would  be  ftill  furni(hed  with  (bme  additi- 
onal Indulgences^  it  is  but  going  to  the  Church  of 
^•^Mafy  of  the  People^  and  to  thole  of  St.  ^//Mf,  Mode-  cap,  14. 
/«f,  and  a  thou(and  Martyrs^  and  there  you  may  have 

M  m  m  a  great , ogle

a  great  many  choaiaiKl  years  of  ^rdon  more  for  every 
day,  and  befides  asmany  foortkch  partsif  you  think 
them  of'  any  worth,  after  ib  large  a  ftock  which  (urc 
you  will  never  be  aUe  to  fpend* 

Perhaps,  faid  the  Father,  it  was  intended  that  he 
fhould  lend  fome  to  his  poor  neighbours  if  he  have  no 
ule  of  all  thistreafure  himlelf,  for  fomeof  them  may 
not  be  able  to  go  thither.    And  therefore  in  my  mind 
Of  all  this  be  true)  a  man  ought  nor  torefufe  theleaft 
bit  of  the  Charity  of  the  Church,  but  go  to  all  theie 
places  and  bring  away  as  many  Ages  of  Pardon  as  ever 
he  can  5  that  fo  he  may  be  charitable  unto  others*  Mb 
(iich  matter,  anfwered  the  other,  they  will  do  no  good 
tothofe  that  do  not  goto  fetch  them  j  being  the  re- 
ward of  the  labour  and  pains  that  a  man  takes  b  a  te- 
dious Pilgrimage.    But  then,  (aid  he  again,  me-thinks 
the  Church  (hould  be  fo  charitable  as  to  faid  greater 
(lore  then  it  doth  of  thefe  bleffings  to  them  that  are 
not  able  to  take  a  journey  for  them.  And  it  hath  made 
me  wonder  very  much  that  Rome  (hould  be  (b  holy  a 
place,  and  that  a^  pair  of  ftatrs  there  (hould  be  of  (b 
great  vertue,  as  to  procure  greater  favours  then  the 
blood  ^Jejks  Cbrifi  himfelf  in  any  other  Countrey.For 
I  have  read  that  a  little  glafs  full  of  it  was  procured 
from  the  Patriarch  ofjenyalemand  the  Mafter  of  the 
^£atb.  T4-  Templars  and  fent  to  Henry  the  third  King  of  EngUnd^ 
jtfiffc^e^.  ^nd  by  him  carried  in  great  devotion  on  his  bare  feet 
^«.  1 247.  and  in  a  beggars  habit  from  the  Church  of  St.  Paul  to 
Mcti^o.  that  of  St.  PetemtlVeJimwJier:  and  yet  there  were 
but  (ix  years  of  pardon  and  an  hundred  and  (ixteen 
(  or  at  the  mo(k  forty  )  dayes,  granted  tp  thole  that 
fhould  come  to  worlhip  that  holy  Relique.     Doth  it 
not  feem  to  you  very  unreafonable  that  the  (leps  on 
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which  he  trod  Ifaouid  exceed  (btmichm  efficacjr  the 
bkxxl  which  he  (bed  }  h  there  not  a  vaft  dilproporti* 
oo  between  three  and  thirty  thoufand  years  of  pardon 
which  the  former  procures,  and  fix  poor  years  which 
the  later  beftows  }  How  comes  it  to  pals  that  the  Pope 
would  do  no  greater  honour  to  his  blood,  especially 
finioe  they  paid  ib  dearly  for  it?  For  you  mdc  know 
that  it  was  fent  to  comfort  the  people  of  England  after 
he  had  miferably  opprefled  them,  by  levying  huge 
fimis  of  money  and  excommuniciaifing  all  that  refuted 
to  pay  them.  It  feems  to  me  as  if  the  Blood  of  Cbrift  it 
felt  could  do  little  or  nothing  unlets  it  be  at  Rome.  And 
yet  that  is  fiot  the  bufinefi  neither,  for  fmal|er  things 
can  do  greater  matters  when  the  Pope  pleafeth.  It  is 
not  many  years  a^one,  fince  cUmmt  8.  lent  feme  bags 
full  of  little  Croi&  and  blefledGrains  to  be  diftr  ibuted 
among  the  people  of  France  ^  accompanied  with  this 
Indulgence  ^  that  wholbever  had  (bme  of thele  grains 
m  his  Beads,(hould  obtain  an  hundred  years  of  pardon 
for  every  ki(s  that  he  (hould  at  any  time  beftowupon 
them.  Here  was  a  liberal  grant  indeed.  You  fee  what 
your  holy  Father  can  do  if  he  lift  by  little  trifles  of  his 
own  making.  And  therefore  all  that  I  am  able  to  con- 
clude is  only  this,  that  nothing  can  work  any  more 
then  the  Pope  will  let  it,  no  not  the  bkM>dof  Jefus 
Chrift.  And  that  he  was  more  ftern  in  thofedayes 
when  the  Englijb  were  enflaved  to  him  ^  and  now  he 
is  grown  better  natur'd,  and  ftudies  by  his  kindneis  to 
oblige  his  fubjefts  5  leaft  they  (hould  all  (bake  offthe 
yoke  he  layes  upon  them.  Or  if  you  had  rather  (b 
conceive  it,  there  is  nothing  that  hecanpartWithall 
unlefiyou  pay  for  it :  only  now  and  then  he  affords 
you  a  better  pennyworth  and  lets  you  have  more  for 
your  money  then  at  other  times,thathe  may  gain  your 
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cuftom  and  induce  you  to  truft  him  Co  much  as  to  (ufier 
him  to  ufe  you  as  he  pleaies.    And  truly  he  uied  our 
forefathers  fo  hardiy,that  I  wonder  they  continued  his 
chapmen  Co  long.     He  put  iiich  bale  comjnodities, fuch 
counterfeit  ware  into  their  hands  th^  I  cannot  tell 
what  (hould  keep  them  from  difcovering  the  cheat.     I 
am  aihamed  when  I  think  what  fools  he  made  of  them : 
and  how  he  ufed  them  like  little  infants ,  impofing 
what  he  thought  good  upon  their  belief.    It  makes 
me  blu(h  to  refled  on  all  the  toyes  wherewith  he 
guird  them  of  their  money.    He  (eems  to  have  had 
them  in  (uch  lervitude  that  he  had  (carce  left  them  any 
Souls  of  their  own,  but  rifled  them  of  all  their  reafon. 
For  was  it  not  a  ftrange  (bttiflineis  to  believe  that  he 
had  bottled  up  the  blood  of  Chrid ,  which  we  know 
was  carried  into  the  Heavens  with  Him^that  He  might 
appear  therewith  before  Qod  for  us  and  perfed  our 
expiation  >  And  yet  there  were  a  thouiand  of  thefe 
•tales  that  pafled  for  currant  truth.     Nay  a  Frier  of 
CMftt  was  wont  to  (ay  that  thefe  godly  frauds  and 
colenagcs  were  the  Milk  which  St.  Paul  gave  to  Babes, 
as  being  unable  to  digefl  the  harder  meat»     Since  He 
intended  therefore  to  keep  the  World  alwayes  in  its 
fwadling  clouts,  thole  Nurles  to  whom  he  committed 
his  children  fed  them  with  little  elfe  but  this  Milk.   Of 
which  their  Bottles  were  Co  full ,  *that  it  was  held  by 
n'AiSngh.   ^i(e  men  as  ^ood  an  argument  to  lay,  He  is  a  Frier, 
*•     therefore  he  is  a  Lyer  5  as  to  fay,This  is  White,  there- 
fore it  hath  a  colour.     It  would  be  only  to  deflowre 
the  time,  or  ellel  could  give  you  a  large  catalogue  of 
their -forgeries.     And  if  this  little  that  hath  been  faid 
will  not  terve  to  open  your  eyes  to  fee  the  fraud,  you 
may  go  on  to  traffique  with  A^/^e  as  thofe  before  you 
have  doofs.    But  if  it  vend  fuch  Merchandife  as  this 
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mechbksyou  (hoald  judge  it  no  more  to  your  profit 
to  go  thither  then  intoTurky;  and  that  City  (hould 
be  as  little  in  your  thoughts  zs  the  earthly  Jtru^ 
fakm.

Him  the  Pilgtim  bad  a^  fair Jightrf  the  heavenly  JeruQi- 
lem :  and  what  infued  thereupon.  How  eafie  itkly 
a  true  and  fajfionate  FriendJIrip  to  learn  the  greatefi 
Love  to  Cod.  And  that  he  is  to  be  findied  and  ad- 
mired in  all  his  Creatures  ,  as  well  as  in  his  Son 
Chrift. 

TH  E   young,  man  was  glad  to  hear  him  (peak 
thefe  words  becaufe  they  lookt  like  a  conclufi- 
on#  And  therefore  pulling  himby  thefleeve^hepray'd 
hioB  not  to  wait  for  their  anfwer,  but  leave  them  to 
mufe  of  what  he  had  reprefented  (b  plainly  to  their 
minds.    And  I  wifti  (aid  he  ( turning  towards  them  ) 
that  if  you  regard  not  his  diicourfe^  there  wailooie 
(iich  peilbn  here  as  St.  Gregory  to  whom  you  bear  a  re- 
verence, that  he  might  tell  you  what  he  thought  of 
your  intended  Pilgrimages  to /I^^e,  JL^re/li?,  and  iuch 
like  places.     No  doubt  he  would  inveigh  more  fli  jrp- 
ly  againft  them,  then  thofe  into  ral^jime^      y\.\^h 
I  befeecb  you  upon  his  words,  and  if  you  be  not . 
ed  to  go  along  with  us  ^  yet  forbear  at  leall  thcle  net 
le/s  though  expenfive  journeyes,  and  rcfirve  your  rr. 
neyfor  tome  ufes  that  will  turn  to  a  better  ace  ^ 
Arid  lb  having  civilly  taken  their  leaveiof  eadu^^ 
He  and  his  Guide  held  on  their  way  to  tharj 
where  'Jefm  himfelf  now  re(ides.     St  vcral 
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difcour&d  of)  and  many  good  fhii^  thqr  did  as  they 
went  along  ^  till  at  laft  living  gained  the  top  of  an 
high  hill  (  which  without  fixne difficulty  could  notbe 
climbed  )  they  met  with  a  knot  of  more  excellent  {ftr« 
ibns^who  recompenled  for  the  tedioufiieis  of  that  com- 
pany into  which  they  had  lately  (aln.  The  Spedade 
which  prefented  itldf  was  no  lefs  wonderful  then  it 
was  new.  For  there  they  beheld  fundry  Pilgrims  like 
themielves  who  had  placed  their  bodies,  though  in 
feveral  poftures,  as  if  they  never  meant  to  ftir  from  that 
place  ^  unlels  it  was  to  be  carried  dtredly  up  to  Hea- 
ven. Some  of  them  were  fain  upon  their  knees  5  and 
with  their  hands  upon  their  breafts ,  their  eyes  eleva- 
ted toward  the  skies,  and  a  very  fmiling  countenance, 
they  ieemed  not  (o  much  to  afk  as  to  poflefs  ibminhiiig 
that  tbey  dearly  loved  ,  and  for  which  they  rendred 
thanks  to  God.  *  Others  of  them  ftood  gazing  upon 
their  tip-toes  ^  with  their  mouths  open  and  their  tyes 
fofixed^  as  if  their  Souls  were  gone  half  way  out  of 
their  bodies  to  fetch  in  fomething  which  they  hungred 
to  receive.  And  others  alio  ftretched  out  their  arms 
to  fuch  a  length,  as  if  either  they  &w  that  thii^  com- 
ing to  them  5  orelfe  they  thought  them  to  be  wbgs 
whereby  they  could  fly  to  that  which  they  lookt  to 
gredily  upon.  For  this  they  ob(erved  after  a  careful 
view  of  them ,  that  every  one  direded  his  eyes  the 
£ime  way  5  as  if  they  waited  for  the  very  &me  good  to 
delcend  into  their  embraces.  And  therefore  thefe 
two  perlbns  being  not  (b  much  ftartled  as  ravifhed  at 
this  ftrange  (ight,  thought  it  was  beft  for  them  to  do 
fo  too  5  and  to  try  if  they  could  make  any  difcovery  of 
that  which  atraded  allthe(e  eyes  and  hearts  unto  it. 
And  they  had  not  done  Co  very  long,  but  by  the  advan- 
tage e  of  this  Mountain^  andtheclearneisof  thcair,  and 
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rhc^  fteadincis  of  their  eym,  and  the  quiet  and  filence 
wherein  they  all  were ;  they  had  a  very  fair  profpeft 
of  the  Heaveoly  Jemfikm. 

Now  (  you  may  be  fiire  J  our  Pilgrims  heart  skipt 
for  |oy  i  and  he  began  to  bleis  the  happy  day  which 
brought  him  hither^vowing  that  it  (hould  be  markt  in 
his  Calender  for  an  Holiday  as  long  as  he  lived.  For 
he  was  not  only  aflured  hereby  that  there  was  (ucha 
plaoe^  but  he  diicoverpd  fomething  of  the  felicities  of 
It  J  which  here  met  him  with  a  delicious  entertain^ 
ment.  It  did  not  (eem  to  be  fituate  in  a  Region  like 
to  any  that  he  had  as  yet  beheld  s  but  in  one  fb  clear 
and  pure  that  the  fky  is  but  a  fmoky  vapour  in  com- 

Krewithtt.  There  was  no  cloud  that  durft  be  (b 
]d  as  to  come  within  fight  of  it  5  nor  was  there  any 
darknefe  that  could  approach  to  (ully  its  beauty.  But 
as  there  was  a  perpetual  (erenity  about  it,  fo  an  ever- 
laftingday  was  one  of  the  principal  ornaments  of  it. 
The  rayes  of  the  Sun  he  perceived  never  hid  them-  . 
(elves  from  it  5  if  he  judged  aright  when  by  the  glitter- 
ing of  the  place  he  thought  it  all  guilded  with  his 
b^ms.  But  (bmetimes  he  conceited  that  the  City  was 
all  built  of  (uch  pretious  ftones  j  that  they  lupplycd 
the  place  of  the  Sun^  by  thoie  ftreamsof  light  which 
ilTued  forth  from  every  one  of  them.  Nay  the  very 
garments  of  the  Inhabitants  (which  ha  could  dilcirn 
a  little)  were  fo  glidering  that  they  feemed  able  of 
chemielves  to  create  a  continual  day  to  thole  chat 
wore  them.  He  beheld  alfo  (bme  winged  peopte;^(tor 
fiich  are  they  that  dwell  there  )  come  uying  frim  one 
of  the  gates  of  ^he City  very  fpeedily  towards  hiro^ 
who  told  him  that  they  accompanied  him  in  his  joui  my 
though  he  did  not  fee  them:  and  that  they  had 
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at  Jenfikm  to  cany  news  of  his  travels  thither,  and  to 
relate  the  cooftaocy  and  reiblvedneis  of  his  mind  m 
i\m  purpofe :  and  that  they  were  fent  back  agam  not 
odyto  wait  upon  him,  but  to  let  him  know  that  the 
Lord  of  the  place  did  wait  very  paflionately  forhis 
arrival,  and  would  beexccgsdii^  glad  in  iafetytore* 
ceivehim. 

Into  what  an  ecfVafie  he  was  caft  by  this  relation^ 
especially  when  he  heard  a  little  whimpering  noife  (  for 
it  was  no  more)  of  the  Mufick  and  the  mek>dious  Airs 
which  thole  Chorifters  of  Heaven  make  5  it  is  altoge* 
ther  needleG  to  tell  you.  His  Soul  was  ak&oft  allured 
out  of  his  body  by  this  fight  3  and  was  hefd  in  by  b 
very  (mall  a  thred,  that  two  or  three  (harjp  thoughts 
more  of  that  happy  place,  would  have  cut  id  two  that 
(lender  tye.  He  verily  thought  that  Ms  WfsPiJgab^ 
and  that  he  was  gone  up  to  dye  there*  And  when  he 
iawthathemuftCiill  livejet  he  could  not  but  iay  to 
•  his  Guide,  Let  Us  build  us  a  Tabernacle  or  two  in  this 
places  for  it  is  good  to  be  here,  until  thofe  winged 
Mioiders  (hall  beatleifureto  come  and  fetch  us  away 
to  Heaven.  Surely,  iaid  he,  it  cannot  be  long  before 
they  do  us  that  favour.  Let  us  fit  (HU  a  while  and  fee 
if  our  longing  Ibuls  in  the  po(ture  wherein  they  have 
been,  cannot  invite  thpm  to  give  us  fatisfadion'  and 
tranfport  us  thither.  But  his  Oiredor  (to  jvhom  he 
ever  u(ed  to  hearken  )  told  him  that  this  was  a  thing 
which  a  man  might  rather  fancy  thendefire.  For  ft 
could  not  be  permitted  that  they  (hould  fit  alwayes 
gazing  there  ^  neither  was  there  any  hopes  of  arriving 
atthedcfired  place,  unleG  by  their  own  diligence  in 
fuch  things  as  God  would  have  them  employed,  they 
dill  indeavoured  to  creep  nearer  and  nearer  unto  it. 
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And  Ae-thinks,  added  he,  it  (bould  befiifficient  to 
content  you  that  the  reft  of  your  way  carries  the  face 
of  (uch  pleafure,  and  promlies  ib  much  ea(e  and  &ci- 
lity  to  you  in  your  paUage  ;  as  you  will  difcem  if  it 
pfeafe  you  but  a  little  to  turn  your  eyes  from  your 
Journeys  end,  to  behold  the  path  that  leads  you  to  it. 

With  that  the  young  mans  eyes  began  to  fall  a 
little  from  thole  lofty  places  whereon  they  had  been 
fixed ;  and  to  caft  themfelves  upon  the  ground  which 
lay  below  under  his  ktt^  m  which  he  was  atprelent 
to  make  his  abode.  But  he  did  not  loie  his  pleafure 
by  taking  his  eyes  ofFfromjferir/S/ew;  for  the  rode 
which  lay  thither  appeared  now  (b  plain,  (b  fair  and 
fmooth,  lb  free  from  bryers  and  thorns,  and  all  that 
had  molefted  and  galled  him  before,  that  it  proved 
the  beginning  of  Heaven  to  him.  The  Earth  he  (aw 
wasevery  where  loadned  with  fo  much  Plenty  3  that 
nothing  troubled  him  but  only  that  he  could  not  fee 
Travellers  enough  to  gather  it.  On  every  fide  of  him 
there  were  fo  many  beautiful  flowers  5  that  he  could 
icarce  tell  whofe  invitation  to  accept,  when  they  (ecm- 
cd  to  dcfire  to  be  pluckt  by  his  hands.  The  very  ftoncs 
had  loft  the  hardneis  and  roughnels  of  their  nature^ 
and  did  (bften  and  fmooth  themfelves  when  the  feet 
of  Pilgrims  came  to  oppreG  them.  And  all  the  way 
likewi^  was  fo  quiet  atid  Aill,  that  if  a  leaf  wagged,  it 
was  by  the  (wcet  breath  of  thofe.  Muficians  which  late 
among  the  Branches.  One  could  not  fpeak  fo  miKh 
as  a  Vvord  ,  but  an  Eccho  from  the  Vault  of -Heavcii 
would  repeat  it  5  as  if  (he  had  a  great  dcfire  to  learn, 
or  was  much  in  love  with  that  langua^e^  Yea  all  %  lie 
Mountains  which  they  were  (Hll  to  climb,  fecmed  ot 
(b  eafie  a(ccnt  ;    that  they  differed  ncxhing  frt 
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tlie  plain  ground.  And  the  very  Trees  which  grev 
upon  them  were  lb  ftraight  and  talt  ^  that  they  feemed 
to  lift  up  themielves  above  the  clouds  to  beg  the  Hea^ 
venly  Bodies,  thiit  they  would  iend  their  pure  and  un« 
ftaiiied  influences  oo  then  before  they  had  loft  any 
thing  of  their  innocence,  and  were  defiled  by  their 
.  pafiage  thorow  our  unwholelbme  Air  to  the  bofiMoe 
of  tte  Earth.  Many  a  Mile  one  might  pais  thorow 
a  Forreft  of  nothing  but  Myrtles  and  Lawrels  s  under 
the  (hade  of  which  a  Traveller  might  fweetly  repofe 
himfelf,  and  dream  that  he  law  the  Crowns  and  Gar- 
lands which  were  wreathing  for  him  in  Jtmfikm.  Evt* 
ry  Wood  al(b  (of  which  ibme  Stages  wholly  coofifttd  ) 
appeared  like  a  goodly  Orchard  i  where  an  infinite 
Variety  of  lovely  fruit  faluted  them  that  paffid 
thorow  it.  And  though  the  courteous  A[>ple8,  wkh 
all  the  reft,  feemed  to  bow  themfelves  to  ki(s  the  PU* 
grims  hands  ^  yet  by  their  fragrancy  one  would  judge 
that  they  were  not  of  a  nicer  terreftrial  growthjbttt  ted 
by  fome  bvifible  roots  aboi^,  from  which  they  deri- 
ved the  refined  nouriflimentofcoeleftial  Juices.  From 
the  fijr(^(age  of  which  al(b  it  was  (  as  one  would  be 
tempted  to  think  J  that  the  Balm  and  all  other  Aroipa- 
tick  Liquors  dropped ;  which  had  iio  other  uk  to 
that  place  but  to  anoint  the  heads  of  them  whom 
thofe  Trees  overQiadowed.  In  (horti  thb  way  that  be 
had  now  to  pafi ,  was  called  by  (bme  Poetiod  fimcies 
the  Laughter  and  Smile  of  Nature  ^  by  others^  Mo* 
nppoly  of  Pleafure  5  by  others  a  World  of  Sweets  that 
live  in  fiiir  community  together,  neither  envying  nor 
contemning  one  the  other  ,  but  contributing  every 
one  to  the  beauty  and  delight  of  the  whole.  But  none 
oftheie  names  gave  him  any  £itisfa£tion,  nor  could  it 
pleafehim  tohtar  it  called  any  chbgeKes  than  the 
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Enlrimce  of  thtParadifi  above.  And  indeed  when  he 
came  to  tafte  of  the  fruit,  he  could  not  but  conclude 
that  he  eat  of  the  Tree  of  Life  in  the  miM  of  the  Qarden 
(fGod^  and  when  he  felt  thofe  diftiiiations  on  his 
head  5  he  could  think  of  nothing  eUe  but  the  V$tSi^ 
ottfrom  above.  All  the  things  in  this  de(cription  wera 
but  (b  many  Piftures  whereby  his  fancy  repre&nted 
to  him  the  happing  of  that  life  which  hereafter  he 
hoped  to  lead  i  wherein  he  thought  to  find  every 
thing  to  his  defre.  The  difficulties  of  his  Journey 
feemed  now  to  beovercome^  and  evervftep  hefaw 
would  brine  him  to  a  new  pleafiire.  *  Tnere  was  no* 
tiling  to  be  done,  but  what  pronufed  to  gratifie  him' 
with  repeated  joyes^  and  to  reward  his  labours  with 
abundance  of  content  in  the  doine  of  it.  And  there 
was  nothingto  befi^brd  which  tnreatned  any  harm  5 
but  feemed  to  have  loft  its  prickles  and  thorns,  and  to 
court  men  into  its  embraces.  Now  he  thought  he 
(bould  be  Q}  happy  a5  to  live  more  above ,  and  hold  a 
conftant  communication  with  Heaven.  He  expeded 
to  fiirmount  the  clouds  wherein  he  had  been  wrapped, 
andtolivein  a  purer  light,  and  enjoy  a  greater  fere- 
nity  of  imnd.  Now  he  hoped  to  pfs  his  time  in  Tub* 
Hmer  Meditations;  in  a  fteaoier  Faith^in  a  more  ardent 
Love  5  in  more  comfortable  Expeftations ;  in  quicker 
tads  of  the  good  things  to  come  5  and  fo  in  more  per- 
feft  Peace  and  Joy  in  the  Holy  Ghoft.  In  (hort^ 
he  diftovered  on  all  fides  both  prefent  iatisfaftions, 
and  future  hopes;  with  larger  Aflurances  alfo  that 
they  would  not  make  him  alharoed. 

Being  thus  then  fpurred  by  the  admonitions  of  his 
Friend,  and  the  invitations  of  the  Way,  on  he  went 
again  (^"together  wkh  the  hafppy  Companion  of  his 
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TravelsJ^fometiines  carting  his  eye  upon  ^eru/alem^and 
ibnietimes  upon  bis  ^4^3  which  now  became  moreea- 
(]e  and  more  clelighful  to  him  than  ever  before.^  But 
having  defcended  a  little  from  the  head  o£  that  lofty. 
Hill  where  they  had  (layed  thus  long  ^  the  yx)ong  Pil- 
grim oblerved  that  he  bad  loil  that  fair  (ight  of  ^enc- . 
J^iepi  which  he  (b  much  admired.  At  which  he  began 
to  be  (iirprifed  with  a  little  quivering  and  coldneb  in 
bis  Body  j  till  his  Old  Comforter  told  him  that  this 
ought  to  be  thecauie  of  no  troublefbme  thoughts.  For 
the  whole  way  (.faid  he)  to  that  place  conHfts  much  of 
Hills  and  Dales  5.  and  as  now  you  are  going  down  from 
the  heights  wherein,  you  have  been ,  fo  ihall  you  ad* 
vance  again  in  due  time ,  and  be  preiehted  not  only 
with  a  rre(h,  but  with  a  fairer  fight  of  it.  He  told  him 
alio  how  impoflible  it  was  for  any  Traveller  to  remain 
long  upon  thole  Mountains,  where  the  Air  is  (b  quick 
and  piercing  that  it  would  make  them  quit  their  earth* 
ly  Manlions.  And  withall  he  diicourfed  of  the  advan- 
tage ofthole  Vallies.and  (hewed  him  the  Silver  Brooks 
full  of  the  Waters  of  life  which  ran  in  thole  humble 
places  :  together  with,  all  the  pretty  flowers  where- 
with the  verdant  banks  of  thole  Itreams  were  crowned. 
1x1  fine  he  reprelented  to  him  that  they  were  lb  far  from 
dcfcending  now  into  any  difmall  (hades  §  that  they 
were  but  going  to  ea(e  their  minds  with.a  little  varie- 
ty in  thefe  cool  levels,  which  were  almoft  fpent  and  ex- 
haled by  (b  long  a  fight  of  Jerfffalem  in  thole  fuperiour 
Regions*.  Not.  omitting  alio  to  let  him  know  that  it 
was  not  fo  impodible  as  he  imagined  to  meet  with 
(bmething  of  it,  in  thole,  low  Meadows  into  which 
they  were  now.entring  5  which  fpread  Co  goodly:  a 
Carpet  for  their  feet  to  triad  upon,  that,  the  Hill 
which  they  had  left  Teemed  to  bow  its  Head  to  look 
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upon  the  richncfe  of  it :  And  thereupon  he  (hewed  him 
howthofeChryftal  Waters^which  he  heard  murmu- 
ring, and  inviting  hi^  thir(l  to  quench  it  (elF  inthei^ 
Areams,  came  down  from  a  Spring  on  the  brow  of  that 
Mountain  where  they  had  lately  been.  And  can  you 
believe,  faid  he,  that  any  thing  can  flow  from  thence 
which  brings  no  tydings  with  it  (tomjenffilem  I  Taft 
and  fee  if  their  rellifh  be  not  fuchas  tells  you  from 
whence^  they  come,  and  makes  this  place  happy  which 
iiows  with  rLu:h  contentment.  Believe  not  me  but  ypur 
felf  C  if  it  be  not  too  much  for  you  to  (loop  down 
and  drink  )  that  thefe  Vallies  arc  watred  from  above, 
and  receive  aL  iccond  hand  what  the  more  riiing 
ground  at  the  firftenjoycs. 

The  .Young  man  heard  him  very  obediently  and 
fboniatisfied  nimielf  in  the  truth  cf  what  he  faid,  by 
tailing  of  tke  Waters,  which « had  a  ftrot^  tindure  of 
^eriij4km.  Eor  the  Rayes  that  come  from  it  and  beat 
continually  upon  that  alpiring  Hill,  had  indued  the 
whole  body  of  it  with  fomc  of  their  Vertue,  which 
mightvconuantly  be  communicated  to  the  neighbburr 
fn^  though  lower  places.  He  was  immedmtely  in.* 
(pired  ( I  mean)  with  a  great  heat  of  Divine  Love,  in 
which  he  found  not  a  little  of  Heaven.  He  (aw  thac 
Meditation,  Prayer,  and  fuch  like  holy  imployments 
do  but  difpofethe  will  to  zOi%  ofChacity,  and  doing 
gpod  to  all,  according  as  God  hath  doncto  us..  The 
clearer  (ight.  he  perceived  that  any  one  hath  of  the 
Glory  tocome,the  more  powerfully  is  hi&  heart  touch-, 
.ed  with  a  fcjvent  defire  and  endeavour  to  be  thus  im- 
ployed.  This  is  the  natural  ifiue  of  alright  belief  ofi 
what  Chrift  hath  promiied.  There  is  nothing  fona- 
turally  flows  from  it  when  raifed  to  its  higheft  pitch,  as. 
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aDdcafinefiand  pleaiure  id  doing  good:  than  which 
nothing  can  come  nearer  to  the  ]ife  of  them  that 
dwell  above.  He  (aw  now  that  JerM/alem  might  be 
found  in  the  houies  of  thefick,  inHofpitals,  and  the 
meaneft  places  where  Humility  and  Charity  can  find 
themfelves  any  work.  If  he  met  with  a  poor  Stranger 
that  moved  his  compaffion,  it  was  as  if  he  bad  met 
with  an  Angel.  If  any  differences  came  in  his  way 
which  he  could  compote,  it  was  as  if  jf^  had  fpoken 
peace  unto  him.  When  the  Orphans  and  Widows 
gave  him  their  Bleffing,  it  was  as  if  he  had  received 
one  from  Heaven.  And  all  this  gave  him  the  greater 
iatis&ftion,  becaufe  he  was  afraid  he  (hould  have  met 
with  it  no  where  el(e,  (a ve  only  on  iiich  Mountains 
as  they  had  newly  left. 

But  yet  1  muft  not  forget  to  tell  you  that  there 
was  none  for  whom  he  felt  fuch  a  pardcular  kindneis, 
as  this  peribo  who  had  fi>  charitably  conduced  him 
and  made  every  condition  fo  pleating  to  him.  He  had 
no  iboner  drunk  off  one  Cup  of  the  waters  named^and 
began  Ibme  anions  of  Charity  to  others^  but  he  felt 
bimielf  all  over  in  aflame  of  love  to  him.  Whatfo* 
ever  he  did,  the  end  of  it  ftill  was  to  think  how  much 
he  was  beholden  to  his  love  which  had  direfted  him 
to  this  moft  happy  life  of  doing  good.  One  would 
have  thought  by  the  cSkCts  that  it  had  been  fiich  a 
potion  as  they  call  a  Philtrum  which  hath  a  power  its 
(aid  to  falcinate  Souls  i  and  draw  them  by  a  iweet  in- 
chantment  to  that  party  who  adminiflers  it  to  them. 
And  to  tell  you  the  very  truth,  had  not  the  wifclom  olF 
his  Friend  again  prevented  it,  this  had  proved  one 
of  the  fbrell  temptations  which  he  had  hitherto  en- 
countredj  notwithftandbg  all  the  good  counfel  where-

This  if  i  can  demonllrate,  I  (uppole  you 
willoo^onger  complain  of  an  exce£  of  this  excellent 
aik&ion^  which  may  (b  eafily  be  converted ,  without 
much  Art  or  contrivance,  iilto  one  (b  Divine,  that  God 
himfelf  will  love  it  very  much* 

And  if  you  would  know  by  what  Chymiftry  it  was 
that  I  turned  this  Baier  affe^ion  (as you  are  apt  to 
call  it)  into  that  which  is  fi> noble  and  lublime^  it 
will  be  a  matter  of  no  difficulty  to  make  you  under- 
Hand  it  J  for  there  was  no  longer  operation  in  it 
then  this.  I  ufed  to  obferve  what  it  was  that  my 
Jove  cauled  me  to  do  tp  you,  and  that  1  concluded 
was  far  more  due  to  God*  And  Co  it  taught  me 
/  I. )  To  think  often  of  him  and  to  keep  him  in  Mind  3 
l&rihis  I  found  a  nece(&ry  efFeft  of  the  Friendlhip  I 
have  with  you.  If  there  be  fomething  in  your  idea  that 
isgratefull  to  me,  which  makes  me  to  luigg  it  lb  much 
and  carry  it  about  with  me,  then  there  muft  needs 
be  a  great  deal  more  in  that  Idea  I  have  of  God,  who 
ought  therefore  ever  to  bear  me  company ,  and  to  go 
along  with  me  as  my  Joy  where  ever  it  be  that  my 
occanons  lead  me.  And  (b  (  3.  J  1  learnt  by  loving 
you,  to  take  a  delight  in  conveifing  with  him ,  and 
to,  embrace  or  rather  feck  all  opportunities  of  fre- 
quenting his  company.  And  then  (,  9* )  C  ^^^  I  ^^^ 
not  (lay  to  enlarge  thefe  things  into  long  difcourfes^ 
but  leave  that  for  your  work)  I  was  inftrufted  hereby 
todefirehisacquautancemore,  to  thirft' after  an  in- 
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tiitiate  familiarity  withhim,  aiid  tobemorepcrfc£yy 
united  to  him.  (  4. )  To  be  highly  picafed  alio  m 
hinrwas  another  fruit  of  this  Amity  ^  To  reftib  i»- 
tisfied  in  his  enjoyment,  as  to  want  nothing  to  00m- 
pleat  my  contentment.  And  (  5-)  To  ftudy  with- 
all  how  to  bepleafing  to  him;  or  rather  to  be  able 
without  any  ftudy,  by  a  roeer  likenels  of  Nature,  to 
do  all  things  agreeably  to  his  mind..  For  I  mufttake 
lb  much  liberty  by  the  way  as  to  tell  you,  that  there 
is  no  anxious  labour  in  love,  nor  any  carefolne^  to 
find  what  bgratefull  to  our  Bdoved  ;  but  we  have  a 
.  natutal  inclination  todo  juft  as  they  would  haveus* 
From  hence  (  6. )  I  proceeded  to  like  we})  of  what- 
Ibever  He  doth  5  and  to  be  pleafed  with  all  his  Provi* 
dences.  Fbrwealwayes  feel  our  iehres  inclined  to 
find  no  fault  with  our  Friends ,  to  interpret  every 
thing  to  the  beft  (enfej  and  rather  to  excuie  that  which 
is  ill,  then  think  that  they  can  do  it.  And  fy.)  To 
receive  all  his  kindneifes  with  a  (ingularly  great  gra- 
titude, as  proceeding  only  from  the  goodneG  ot  his 
own  nature,  and  not  from  any  defertof  mine.  (8.)  To 
keep  in  Memory  alio  his  Benefits ,  and  to  think  of 
them  as  I  would  of  the  tokens  of  your  love  5  which 
I  could  not  but  look  upon  when  I  did  notice  you. 
And  (  9. )  As  for  his  Holy  word  (  which  one  of  the 
Antient  Guides  uied  to  call  the  EpiJilerfCod  tc  man  ) 
I  cannot  but  read  it  as  I  do  your  Letters,  with  a  great 
deal  of  pleaiiire  and  tranlport.  And  (  lo.  ) Like- 
wife  I  read  it  over  and  over  again,  as  I  am  wont  to  do 
your  Letters^  not  being  content  with  a  (ingle  plea- 
fure  i  not  thinking  that  I  can  efpy  all  yourafiedion 
at  once  that  breathes  there.  And  f  11. )  Do  you 
think  that  I  can  live  and  not  long  to  hear  from  him, 
or  that  1  can  be  fo  patient  as  not  to  defire  to  fee  him  ? 
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No,  I  amever  (aybg  asthe  holy  Pfaiduft,  Owhen wiU 
thou  cemeuHta  me^  You  have  taaght  me  to  contrive 
all  wayes  that  I  may  ctapf  him ,  and  to  think  my 
felf  more  happy  in  it,  then  all  the  world  can  make 
me.    And  (  is* )  Then  I  cannot  but  contrive  how  I 
may  moft  Crve  him ,  and  be  glad  of  any  occafion 
which  u  offered  of  fo  doing.  For  you  may  be  confi- 
dent  I  (hould  (iiibed  my  love ,  if  it  did  not  excite  me 
to  render  you  all'  the  fervicesthat  are  in  my  power  3 
and  make  me  (hidy  to  be  able  to  do  that,  which  is 
now  out  of  the  compafi  ofk.

As  alio 
C 19. )  To  be  impatient  of  his  ab(ence,  at  leaft  not  to 
be  (b  well  any  where  el(e  as  I  am  with  him.     And 
(  20. )  In  fine.  To  long  ever  to  be  with  him  5  and  to 
be  put  into  fuch  a  condition  that  I  may  never  have  the

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trouble  of  parting  withliis  company,  which  alas!  itr 
this  world  I  am  forced  too  oft  to  £ifier.  And  yea 
nieed  Yiot  wonder  that  I  haVe  learnt  this  laft  LeObn 
byourFriend(faip5  for  if  you  and  I  could  now  leave 
thele  plealant  Plains  wherem  we  are,  and  ftrip  our 
felves  of  this  flefh  ^  I  for  my  part  would  willingly  con- 
ient  unto  it,  if  I  had  afliirance  but  of  this  happineis  5 
chat  I  Ihould  take  you  by  the  hand,  and  we  (bould 
wander  up  and  down  in  the  Air  together. 

I  had  almofl:  forgot  to  tell  you  another  happy  fruit 
of  this  paflion,  and  that  is,  when  I  dcfire  any  thing 
of  him,  to  leave  it  to  his  choice  and  difpofition; 
knowing  that  his  wife  Love  will  do  that  for  me, which 
is  rooft  requifite  and  conducing  to  my  wel£ire.  Nay, 
more  then  this  I  feel  (uch  an  inclination  toyou,  that 
I  cannot  but  be  aOiamed  if  I  am  not  carried  witb  &c& 
a  Natural  afledion  unto  God.  1  did  not  b^  of 
my  Will  to  love  you ,  for  I  was  furpriied  at  firft 
light  with  that  afieaioh  3  and  felt  iuch  a  propenfion  to 
you  as  the  Iron  doth  to  the  Loadftone,*  which  cannot 
chuie  but  beraviOied  and  attracted  by  it.  From  which 
you  may  be  confident  that  now  it  is  out  of  my  Power 
to  forbear  to  love  you  s  and  that  it  is  not  a  bufinefs 
to  be  referred  to  choice,  but -which  Nature  com<^ 
mands,  which  will  not  be  dilbbeyed  or  controuled. 
But  then  me  thinks  my  Soul  cannot  be  lb  dull  (  findjog 
it  felf  thus  difpofed  to  you)  as  to  ftay  to  ask  it  fclf 
a  reafon  why  it  fhould  love  God  ^  or  whether  it  will 
love  or  no.  I  am  forced  to  love  him,  and  carried  to 
him  by  fuch  a  ftrong  inclination  as  hath  noCau^  but 
only  Nature.  At  leaft,  this  ftate  I  am  reaching  after  5 
.  and  it  fecms  very  unhandlbme,  that  I  fhould  be  ever 
telling  my  felf  that  there  is  .this  and  that  caufe  why  I 
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flould  love  God :  fori  would  be  (0  itnprefled  by  hior 
that  out  of  an  innate  tendency  of  mind  I  might  run 
to  him  5  or  rather  might  ftill  oe  with  him  and  have 
him  continually  before  mine  eyes.  I  have  heard  it,  [ 
remember,  affirmed  by  (ome,  that  this  Love  of  Incli- 
nation comes  only  from  a  Rcminilcence,  or  calling  to 
mind  fuch  things  as  have  been  before.  Such  (buls, 
iay  they,  have  been  acquainted  in  fome  other  World  ^ 
and  they  do  not  now  commence  a  new  love,  but  only 
continue  an  oId«  And  truly  if  I  might  judge  of  the 
truth  ofwhat  they  (ay  by  the  love  I  find  to  God,  me- 
thinks  they  are  not  without  the  countenance  of  fbme 
reaibn.  For  my  (bul  feems  but  to  renew  an  ancient  ac- 
quaintance with  him.  My  love  to  him  is  (b  natural 
and  eafie,  that  it  is  jufl:  as  if  once  we  knew  one  another 
before.  It  doth  not  (eem  to  be  the  birth  of  an  afie- 
Aion  which  was  not,  but  only  the  awakening  of  that 
which  lay  atlee^.  Por  theire  are  no  pangs,  no  diffi- 
culty in  bringing  fort^  this  Love  j  but  we  open  our 
eyes  and  fee  that  glorious  objeft  which  our  Souls 
would  have,  and  cannot  but  faften  themielves  upon. 

-  And  if  I  (faould  add  an  heap  of  obiervations  to  thefe 
of  another  fort,  and  (how  you  how  hereby  we  come  to 
be  perfwaded  of  Gods  Love  to  us^  and  to  have  (uch 
high  thoughts  of  it  as  to  believe  he  is  ready  to  grant 
us  any  thing  that  we  a^k,  to  pals  by  our  faults,  to  come 
and  vifit  us,  to  (end  his  (ervants  the  Angels  to  (ee  us, 
and  wait  upanus,C^^.  and  all  b^cauie  he  is  our  Friend^ 
you  would  fee  a  further  u(e  of  this  divine  afl[e£Mon 
and  be  convinced  that  we  cannot  but  live  uncomfort- 
ably without  it.  And  indeed  if  any  one  (hould  think 
that  it  is  put  into  our  Souls,  for  (bpoor  an  End  as'to  * 
tickle  us  with  a  little  pleadire  in  civil converfation,and 
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to  help  tis  to  pals  away  the  time  moremenily,  with- 
out  any  regard  to  thefe  Heavenly  ufcs^  it  would  be  as 
abiiird  a  conceit,  as  to  imagine  the  Sun  was  made  for 
no  other  purpoie  but  to  colour  the  cheeks  of  our  Ap- 
pies,  and  enlarge  the  Sphaere  of  our  Cabbages.    No, 
nature  will  not  let  us  deprefs  lb  far  this  darling  of  hers, 
to  which  (he  is  inclined  above  all  other  things.  That 
muft  needs  be  implanted  by  the  hand  of  God  to  which 
all  men  have  a  propenfity  5  and  fince  it  is  very  ftrong, 
over  weighing  all  other  inclinations^  we  muft  needs 
think  tlKit  it  was  planted  in  them  to  do  them  Ibme 
great  benefit,  and  to  be  the  inftrument  above  all  other 
things  of  their  happinels.  Now  what  is  there  to  which 
we  have  a  more  irobred  inclination,  then  to  love  and 
to  delire  to  be  beloved  >  There  is  no  man  but  hates  to 
be  alone,  and  can  as  little  indure  to  be  with  thofe  for 
whom  he  hath  no  love.  .  For  (lill  he  is  alone,  if  that 
be  not  there.     A  crowd  is  not  company  5  (  as  a  Wife 
manlayes)  and  Faces  are  but  aGaltery  of  Pidturesj 
and  Talk  but  a  Tinkling  Cymbal,  where  there  is  no 
love.  Nay  (b  natural  is  tms  to  us(and  withall  (bfweet) 
that  I  believe  there  is  no  man  in  the  World  who  for  all 
the  wealth  in  it,  would  be  bound  to  love  no  body  and 
to  be  beloved  of  none. 

He  was  going  on  to  Ibme  further  difcourles  on  this 
fubjed,  when  the  other  cryed  out.  Hold,  do  not 
wholly  impoverifh  this  argument,  but  leave  femething 
for  me  to  fay,  who  am  abundantly  (atisfied  that  there 
is  nothing  comparable  to  this  which  hath  been  the 
caufe  of  my  trouble.  I  will  never  blame  my  lelf  more 
for  exceeding  too  much  in  this  fort  of  love.  I  plainly 
lee  that  Mediocrity,  which  every  where  elfe  is  counted 
a  Vertue,  doth  here  become  a  Vice.     I  am  more  then 
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converted  by  your  excellent  difcourfe.    I  niuft  turn 
Prdfelytc  to  him  whofaid,  That  he  tpould  have  the  Affe- 
Bion of  Vriends  appear  rather  dVajpon  tken  a  Vertne: 
that  F  riendfiip  hath  nothing  more  excellent  in  it  then 
exeeji  5  and  that  it  doth  rather  offend  in  the  Moderation^ 
then  in  its  Violence  and  extremity.    And  here  he  began 
to  invent  all  the  Praifes  he  could  of  FriendQiipj  which 
he  called)  The  top  and  perfedioo  of  Love'3  the  Soul  of 
the  World  5  the  Spirit  of  Nature  5  the  bond  of  Socie- 
ty 5  the  marriage  and  happy  union  of  agreeing  minds  5 
the  life  and  joy  of  mankind  5  the  relief  of  our  forrows  5 
the  Phyfitian  of  all  our  fecret  griefs  3  our  Buckler  in 
all  aflaults ;  our  Oracle  in  our  doubts  3  the  Governour 
and  Tutor  of  a  jprofperous  condition  5  the  Comforter 
of  a  declining  fortune  3  without  which  the  greateft 
happinefs  wouldbeirkfometous3  and  in  who(e  com- 
pany the  greateft  affiidion  cannot  make  us  mi(erable. 
He  reflef^ed  alfo  very  happily  on  this  3  that  it  was  one 
of  the  laft  things  thatjf§/to  himfelf  did  in  this  world, 
to  make  a  Friendihip  iJetween  two  great  perfons,  his 
blefled  Mother,  and  his  beloved  Difciple,     Thefe  he 
remembred  our  Lord  would  have  to  live  together  like 
Mother  and  Son  3  which  he  thought  imported  (uch  a 
dcarneG  between  them,  as  would  juftifie  the  height  of 
his  afTedion.     And  then  he  cryed  out.  Thou  O  Di- 
vine Love,  art  the  nature  of  Cod,  the  life  of  Angels, 
the  employment  of  Heaven  1  By  knowing  thee  I  know 
what  it  is  that  I  owe  to  God  3  and  I  now  alfb  know 
Jernfalem  better,  where  they  exercife  the  Noblcft 
Friend(hips«    I  will  never  fear  thee  any  more  3  for 
I  fee  thou  wilt  (ecure  my  duty  to  Cod,  «nd  it  Will  be 
ftrange  if  mv  Neighbours  be  not  better  for  thee,  who 
art  al  waves  mdigating  me  to  do  goodt   What  though 
I  be  chamed  more  to  one  perfon  then  another  3  you      . 
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need  not  thin)c,  O  (bns  of  men,  that  I  (hall  thereby  be- 
come le(s  charitable  to  you :  For  my  love  finding  here 
a  continual  employment  and  conftant  exercife  for  it 
lelf  ^  I  am  the  more  difpoled  and  ready  when  occafion 
ierves  to  expreis  it  to  you  all.  My  retirements  can- 
not work  its  decay  ^  but  in  the  greateft  privacy  this 
firiendihip  jieeps  any  ruft  from  growing  over  it,  and 
prelerves  it  pure  and  bright  for  the  u(e  of  others  too, 
I  love  you  all  whcrefoever  you  dwell  on  the  face  of  the 
fvhole  earth.  I  ftretch  out  my  hands  to  you  from  one 
Pole  to  the  other  5  wi(hing  I  could  do  you  good.  And 
though  I  cannot  reach  you  every  one ,  yet  my  love 
gives  me  the  comfort  of  this  afFurancCsthat  God  is  with 
you  5  who  as  he  hath  a  greater  love  fo  a  greater  abili- 
ty to  help  you  all« 

/'     But  his  Guide  who  was  better  acquainted  with  his 

<luty  then  himfelf,  thought  it  bed  to  bring  him  out  of 

tbisHapture  5  .becaufe  he  (aw  that  he  would  immerie 

*  himfelf  too  far  in  the  pleafure  of  this*  contemplation^ 

and  likewiie  thought  it  was  not  fafe  to  gratifie  them- 

icives  with  too  much  ofthis  Honey  at  once.    He  pray- 

^ed  him  therefore  to  lay  alide  this  di(cour(e  a  while  and 

no  divert  himfelf  with  the  obfervation  of  Ibme  of  thofe 

fjtflowers  and  plants  wherewith  they  few  the  earth 

iftrewed  as  they  went  along.     For  (iire,  (aid  he,  thefe 

were  not  made  for  us  to  tread  upon,  nor  only  to  feed 

cur  eyes  with  their  gratefull  Variety,  or  to  bring  a 

(wcet  cdor  to  our  Noits  j  but  there  is  a  more  internal 

beauty  in  them  for  our  minds  to  prey  upon  5   did  we 

but  let  them  penetrate  beyond  the  furface  of  thefe 

things  into  their  hidden  properties.     You  are  a  Chri- 

Aian  it  is  confefied,  but  doth  that  make  you  ceale  to 

be  a  Man  ?  You  read  the  GoTpel  of  our  Saviour,  but 
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ffluft  that  give  a  dilcharge  to  all  our  rational  inqui- 
ries into  the  Book  of  Nature  ?  Doth  the  new  Creation 
intend  to  deflroy  the  old  ?  Or  becaule  we  behold  God 
in  the  face  of  Chrift  mud  we  look  upon  him  no  where 
elfe?  No  (uch  matter  5  there  is  a  more  antient  obU« 
gation  upon  you  to  ftudy  the  Works  of  God  j  of  which 
you  ought  to  quit  your  felf  while  you  ftudy  his  Word. 
It  is  an  honour  to  theSchool  of  Ch»fl:^  when  his  DiP 
ciples  are  ^kiird  in  all  Wiidooi.  He  is  fuch  a  Mader  as 
would  not  have  us  know  other  things  the  le(s,  but  the 
more,  by  knowing  him.  And  (b  they  began  tcfpry  into 
many  curiofities,  which  (everall  of  the  Creatures  they 
met  withall  prc^nted  to  them  5  not  without  a  <great 
aftonifiiment  at  that  infinite  underftanding  that  was 
the  Contriver  of  thera«     And  having  once  tafted  of 
this  kind  of  Learning)  he  often  wilhed  that  it  was  in 
his  power  to  underftand  more  of  his  own  Body  5  of 
themotionsof  the  Sun,  Moon  and  other  Stars;  with 
many  things  befides  in  this  great  Fabrick  5  wherein  he 
knew  God  had  hid  great  treafures  of  Wifdom,  and  in* 
graven  a  fair  Image  ofhimlelf.  Yea,  he  conceived  the 
whole  World  (bmetimes  a  great  Temple,  and  him(elf 
one  of  tfie  Priclbthat  God  had  placed  therein  to  offer 
up  th^  Praiies  of  all  the  Creatures,  and  acknowledge 
his  Wi(dom ,    hb  Power,  his  Goodnefi  5  which  are 
confpicuous  in  the  frame  of  them.     And  though  he 
conld  acquire  buta  very  fmall  knowledge  of  (bme  of 
them;  yet  it  was  a  great  pleafure  tor  fee  that  there 
were  many  more  intelligent  Priefts  then  himfelf  and 
more  acquainted  with  Natures  My  fteries  5  who  ren* 
drcd  to  God  continually  better  Praifes,  and  called  up- 
on all  his  works  in  all  placesof  his  Dominion  to  blefs 
his  Holy  name. 
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how  after  thk  the  Tilgrim  fell  inte  a  conceit  that  be  did 
not  profit  in  Vertue:  and  bow  bis  Guide  rid  him  of 
it.  That  we  nmji  not  makg  too  much  hajie  toferfeSion^ 
but  go  kifurefy  rn  our  way.  Haw  afterward  he  feared 
that  hejbould  never  hold  out  to  the  end  ofhisjournej. 
Of  the  confident  zeal  which  fome  men  arefoffefied  with- 
all.   A  beginning  of  a  new  difcourfe  aboitt  Faith. 

^  A  ^^  °^^  would  you  think  after  he  had  gone 
/\thus  for  that  he  (hould  be  troubled  withfuch  an 
odd  fancy  as  this.  That  he  did  not  profit  at  all  in  Ver- 
tue }  Yet  fo  it  was,  that  one  day  he  ferioufly  told  his 
Friend,  He  could  not  perceive  that  he  had  done  any 
throg  Worthy  of  himfelf,  or  made  any  proficiency  in 
the  School  of  Piety  wherein  with  fi>  much  care  he  had 
been  bred. 

No,  idid  his  companion?  Nothing  at  all?  That  is 
very  (Irange  indeed  and  you  mufl:  pardon  me  if  I  tell 
you  that  it  is  a  melancholy  conceit.  For  have  you 
overcome  fomany  temptations  and  yet  done  nothing? 
Do  you  love  God  and  your  neighbour  (bmuch  as  to 
have  an  infinite  defire  of  doing  good  and  yet  not  at  all 
bettered?  'Haveyoudifiered  l^ch  a  long  Martyrdom 
and  yet  been  lazy  and  idle?  Have  you  had  (bmany 
fights  of  Jerufalem  and  yet  made  no  progreis  in  your 
journey  ?  Was  not  the  laft  Profpeft  which  you  gabed 
of  that  place,  fairer  then  the  former,  and  did  it  not 
ieem  nearer  and  cloier.  to  you  ?  How  (hould  that  come 
about,  if  you  had  ftood  Aill  and  not  gone  forward 
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towards  it?  Away  with  thefe  black  thoughts  which 
the  fumes  of  melancholy  and  nothing  elfe  do  breathe 
'into  you.  For  my  part  I  think  you  have  profited  Co 
much  i  that  I  pleafe  my  ielf  to  look  upon  you  no  lols 
then  a  Gardiner  doth  to  behold  the  Trees  which  he 
planted  when  they  bring  forth  fruit  ^  or  a  Father  re- 
joyccs  to  ice  the  children  of  his  cares  grown  up  to  the 
-ftature  of  men  and  women.  I  defire  only  that  you 
would  cherilh  an  honeft  emulation  of  youc  (elf:  and 
caft  a  jealous  eye  on  your  own  worth  left  you  (hould 
not  be  fo  good  as  your  ielf.  Do  but  labour  not  to 
come  behmd  nor  fall  (hort  of  your  own  Vertue  j  Do 
but  keepupclofe  to  your  own  example  ^  and  I  (hall 
think  you  (iich  a  proficient  that  1  (hall  glory  in  the 
name  x)f  your  Inftrufter.  But  for  the  present,  come 
along  with  me,  and  let  us  refreflb  our  (elves  a  little 
in  yonder  fair  Bowling-green  5  that  we  may  excite 
th(&  natural  (piritswhichlfee  are  heavily  opprefled 
by  that  grim  enemy,-  I  juft  now  named,  of  all  pi- 
ous Souls*  And  you  (hall  (bon  Ifee  better  thoughts 
in  your  Soul,  when  you  have  better  blood  in  your 
Body, 

With  much  ado  he  perfwaded  him  to  confent  to 
this  motion,  and  though  thereby  he  received  (bmerc* 
Iief,yet  the  (ame  dejeded  humour  top  much  continued. 
For  his  mind  being  ftrongly  imprefled  with  tho(e  con* 
ceits,  they  could  not  (b  foon  be  diicharged  and  blotted 
out.  Befides  the  continuance  therefore  of  that  exer* 
ci(e  and  the  uie  of  (bme  Phyfick  3  he  thought  good  at 
^aibnable  times  more  particularly  to  remember  all 
that  the  Gratious  God  had  done  for  him.  Bidding 
him  to  take  ^eat  heed  left  under  the  gui(e  of  this  Hu« 
mility  C^sit  is  efteemedjhe  proved  unthankful  for  his 
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favours  ^  and  by  (ludying  to  deprefs  himfelf,  he  with- 
all  deprefied  the  bounty  of  his  ^oodneii.  He  let  him 
know  alio  that  the  perfeftioD  which  he  aimed- at  ( the 
want  whereof  might  poffibly  be  the  root  of  this  new 
trouble  )  was  not  to  be  attained  by  fuch  violent^  paf- 
fipnate  and  impetuous  motions,  but  by  leiiurely,  quiet 
and  (ileot  fteps  unto  it.  Did  you  mind,  (aid  he,  the 
flowers  as  we  pafled  along,  how  Ibme  were  hidden  io 
their  green  Cups  ^  others  were  half-born }  and  the 
reft  newly  diiclofed  >  Or  have  you  never  marked  the 
Roie  how  it  (wells  into  imall  knobs  or  buttons  >  which 
when  they  arc  full  grown,  do  rive  by  little  and  little 
until  they  have  diicovered  all  their  trealiires  ?  Suppofe 
you  (hould  unbutton  it  as  ibon  as  it  (wells,  or  go  about 
'  toddenly  to  rip  it  up  when  \%  is  opening  it  ielf ,  would 

you  not  endanger  the  (poilmg  of  ns  beauties,  and  de* 
priveyour  felf  of  that  wholly,  which  you  deinre  too 
ibon  to  enjoy  >  Your  own  ca(e  is  nothing  diflerent; 
and  if  you  will  not  be  content  to  grow  lei(urely,  you 
may  mifsof  the  happinefe  at  which  you  would  (6  (pee- 
dily  arrive. You  mu(l  not  make  (b  much  hade  as  I  have 
often  toldyoii*  You  mu(t  give  your  (elf  leave  to  ripen  ^ 
and  allow  a  fair  time  for  your  proceedbg  to  perfe- 
ction. And  in  the  mean  (ea(bn  be  not  fo  unrea(bnab]e 
w  to  think  you  have  nothbg,  becade  you  have  not 
all  that  is  in  your  de(]re9.  It  may  feem  ftrange 
perhaps  at  firft  (ight,  bur  it  is  certainly  true;  tlut 
the  de(]re  of  much  Vertue  may  prove  inordinate. 
Though  you  may  think  that  it  can  never  be  too  paffio- 
nately  purfued  5  yet  aflure  your  (elf,  your  defires  are 
undue,  when  (udian  afliidionof  (pirit  attends  upon 
them,  as  is  wont  to  accompany  the  de(ire  of  other 
things.  If  the  violence  and  fiercends  of  them  rend 
your  heart  5  there  may  be  as  much  hazard  m  it,  as 
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there  is  in  tearing  up  aRofe  when  it  is  in  labout  tb 
bring  forth  its  leaves.  That  ij,  you  will  never  be  fo 
good  as  other  wayes you  mighty  nor  obtain (b much 
by  your  own  eagernefe  as  would  come  of  itfelf  in  a 
cour(e  of  nature..  T  do  not  intend  to  quench  your 
Zeal,  nor  is  all  this  laid  to  make  you  le^  fervent  in 
your  ftudy  to  become  more  pious  5  or  to  move  you  to 
'leave  all  to  Gods  Will  without  your  own  induftry. 
But  my  meaning  is,  that  juft  as  you  take  order  in  your 
worldly  aiSairs/o  fliould  you  manage  your  felf  in  thole 
of  your  Soul.  We  muft  be  diligent  in  thepurfuitof 
luch  thbgs  as  are  needful  for  our  Bodies^yet  we  ought 
nottoafflid^  ourfelves  with  thcanguifh  of  cares  and 
fe^trs,  and  fuch  like  paflions  3^  but  quietly  put  the  iflu6 
of  our  labours  into  Gods  hands,  and  patiently  exped 
what  he  will  blefs  them  witball.  Even  h  mud  you 
beftir  your  ielf  with  as  much  induftry  as  you  can  for 
the  good  of  your  Soul  s  yet  with  this  condition,  that  if 
you  cannot  acquire  all  that  you  would,  you  do  not 
lufier  your  heart  to  fall  into  a  fit  of  impatience,  vexa* 
tion,  and  fretting  at  your  prefent  eftate  ^  which  muft 
needs  be  joyned  with  a  great  diftruft  of  God.  By  this 
means  while  you  would  avoid  one  &ult,  you  run  into 
another.  And  you  Keep  your  felf  with  luch  violent 
hands  from  compaifing  your  defires,  that  you  leek  for 
Perfeftion  by  the  means  of  the  greateft^  Imperfedion  5 
and  would  redrcfiyourdHbrderl  bycortfi^P^^^ing 
in  them.  You  muft  thank  Cod  therefore  for  what 
he  gives,'  and  patiently  wait  upon  him  for  more  when 
he  pleafes  to  beftow  it.  And  1  am  apt  to  think  that 
HnmilftyzviA  Patience  in  the  company  of  our  imper- 
fedions  when  we  do  ourbeft  indeavourto  out-grow 
them  5  is  as  acceptable  to  God  as  the  nobler  Improve- 
ments of  others  that  complain  of  no  fiich  imperfeaions. 
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For  the  one  is  the  Gift  of  Cod  as  well  aa  the  other ; 
and  he  that  gives  them  to  be  without  fuch  defeds, 
gives  you  Grace  to  bear  them  meekly  when  they  can- 
not be  helpt. 

1  would  have  you,  my  Friend,  not  to  ceafc  to  fol- 
low the  braved  Examples  j  and  when  you  cannot  be 
Matter  of  all  you  defire,  yet  ftill  to  continue  your  de- 
fire.  But  be  not  difgutted  at  your  felf,  1  beieech 
yoUj  that  you  are  in  a  ftate  of  defire,  and  not  of  per- 
tcd  enjoyment.  Let  not  this  take  away  your  peac^ 
that  you  are  not  in  the  foremoft  ranks  of  thpte  that 

*  are  marching  to  Jerfffalem.  Be  not  catt  down  and  ibre- 
ly  afflifted  within  your  felf,  that  you  do  not  advance  (b 
faft  as  you  would.  Do  not  follow  your  Saviour  with 
a  fbwre  heart,  dejedled  looks,  and  fain  wings,  as  ma- 
ny are  wont  to  do,  who  perpetually  lament  their 
faults^  and  cannot  yet  amend  them.  But  render  him 
mod  humble  thai^  that  he  hath  given  you  the 
knowledge  of  them,  and  an  earned  longing  to  beXvith- 
out  them ,  and  a  dudy  to  fliake  them  0^3  together 
with  good  hopes  that  they  may  be  cured  3  or  that  as 
fome  go  to  Heaven  in  the  height  of  Vertue,  (b  others 
may  accompany  them  with  as- much  as  they  could 
poffibly  attain.  All  have  not  the  feme  Temper,  the 
fame  Diverfions^nor  the  fame  Bufincfles  in  the  World ; 
and  therefore  be  consent  with  that  degree  which  your 
condition  Will  permit  you  to  rife  unto^  and  refolvc  not 
to  vex  your  felt'  unreafonably  about  that  which  is  not 
in  your  power  to  remedy.     You  have  often  heard,  I 

.  believe,  that  there  is  no  Peace  to  be  had  here  but  by 
Patience.  And  iu  my  opinion  he  faid  true  who  told  one 
of  his  Dilciples  i  That  it  is  no  Patience  when  a  man  is 
content  to  bear  with  his  neighbour,  if  withall  he  be 
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not  content  to  bear  with  himfelf.  Not  to  the  end  fas 
I  told  yon  )  that  he  fhould  indulge  himfelf  in  idlencfi, 
andriotftriveto  grow  better  5  but  that  all  the  pains 
he  takes  to  be  (b,  thould  not  end  in  (brer  pains  and 
greater  torments  becaufe  he  is  yet  no  better. 

Many  other  things  he  added  to  the  (ame  effed  5  and 
at  laft  prayed  him^  that  if  he  was  fain  into  (uch  a  diP; 
like  of  himfelf  as  to  be  weary  of  long  difcourfes  as 
well  as  of  his  condition  5  yet  at  feaft  he  would  obferve 
thefe  three  things,  not  unworthy  of  his  notice,  though 
they  were  the  advice  of  Heathens.     Hecaton  hath  this 
(aying.     Askcft  thou  wherein  I  have  profited  ?  I  have 
begun  to  be  a  friend  to  my  felf  Such  a  man  hath  gotten 
very  much.  He  will  never  be  alone,  but  alwayes  hath 
a  good  Companion  with  him.  And  he  that  is  a  friend 
to  himfelf,  will  not  fail  to  be  a  friend  to  every  body 
clfe.     I  believe  you  cannot  deny,  that  you  might  havi 
made  this  Anfwer  to  the  lame  Queftion.     You  have 
begun  to  take  a  great  care  of  your  Soul  Nay, you  have* 
a  long  time  made  it  your  bu(ine(s  to  do  it  good.   And 
if  you  ask  other  men,  thiey  will  tell  you  3  that  you  are 
a  friend  to  them,  and  have  done  them  alio  ^  a  great 
deal  of  good.   How  came  you  to  gr(^  into  this  &mi- 
liarity  with  your  Soul  ?  What  made  you  to  let  it  have 
io  much  of  your  company  ?  Sure  it  is  a  fign  of  fome 
proficiency  that  you  are  fo  well  acquainted  with  it. 
And  this  brings  to  my  mind  another  mark  of  your  in- 
creafe  inVertue  which  is  vifible  even  in  your  com- 
plaints.    It  k  an  argument  ( faith  Seneca  ^of  a  mind 
that  is  changed  for  the  better  5  when  it  if  acquainted  w/th 
thoje  faults  which  it  was  ignorant  of  before.  To  which 
I  may  add  a  third.    Do  you  not  will  and  nill  alway 
the  fame  things  ?  Are  not  thofe  things  the  matter  of

your  choice  to  day,  which  ycfterday  you  dcfired  ?  Tbk 
if  a  tefiimofiy  cfyourfrcfiting^  io  he  conftant  toyaurfilf. 
And  therefore  take  heed  Ibcfcechyou  of  this  Ibwre 
loathing  of  your  felf  5  for  in  time  it  will  breed  a  dit 
like  of  your  duty  too,  and  (poil  your  appetite  to  any 
thing  that  is  good.  Whi  e  you  are  inordinately 
troubled  that  you  cannot  do  as  you  would,  you  will 
not  do  what  you  can.  And  in  a  multitude  of  coiifuied 
defires  after  a  better  condition  5  you  will  waftc  the 
time  which  ought  to  be  fpent  in  doing  your  befl:  in 
your  prefent  eftate. 

With  thefe  good  Counfels  and  other  Remedies  too 
long  to  be  related,he  recovered  the  poor  man  to  a  bet- 
ter (late  of  health  5  and  brought  him  to  conceive  a 
better  opinion  of  himfelf.  And  yet  bis  health  was  not 
fi>  confirm  d,  but  chat  afterward  he  fell  into  a  little 
diftemper,  and  languiflied  under  a  new  trouble  j  very 
near  of  kin  to  this,  and  which  it  brings  ta  my  mind. 
It  was  a  great  defpondency  arifing  from  the  oblerva- 
'  tion  of  (bme  weakneflcs  he  felt  in  his  Soul,  which  bred 
in  him  a  diffidence  and  diftruft  of  his  own  conflancy : 
and  a  fear  that  he  (hould  never  hold  out  in  his  Jour- 
ney, but  at  lafl:  it  down  (hort  dLJerufakm.  This  made 
him  exceeding  pen  five,  and  to  go  drooping  a  great 
while'5  becaufe  he  thought  that  every  mile  would 
prove  his  lafl: ;  or  at  leafl:  that  he  (hould  never  be  able 
to  travel (b  long  till  he  had  fini(bed  his  cour(e.  Which 
jealoufie  dilcovering  it  (elf  by  fome  means  or  other 
Unto  his  friend  (though  he  did  what  he  could  to  con- 
ceal it  )  He  was  moved  with  a  great  deal  of  pitty  to- 
wards him.  And  beleeched  him  earneftly  not  to  let 
every  (iifpition  of  him(clf  which  (Parted  up  in  his 
Soul,  make  fuch  a  deep  imprefiion  there;  before  he 
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bad  advifcd  whether  there  were  caofc  to  entertain  it 
orno.    For  if  you  had  asked  me  about  this  matter  as 
foon  as  you  moved  the  doubt,  I  could  foon  have  made 
you  give  your  felf  fatisfadion^  and  laid  fuch  a  fcehe 
of  new  thoughts  in  your  mind^  that  you  (hould  have 
remembred  the  former  no  more.    For,  tell  me,  I  pray 
you,  who  brought  you  thus  far  in  this  long  Journey 
wherein  you  are  engaged  ?  Was  it  your  felf  5  or  was 
it  fomcbody  elfe>  If  it  W2is  your  felf,  you  know  upon 
what  reafons  it  was  begun  5  and  if  they  were  worth 
any  thing,  they  may  make  you  to  go  on.  And  it  fliould       ' 
feem  aifo  that  you  have  raorcftrcngth  than  you  ima- 
'  gine,  if  you  have  travelled 'fo  many  leagues,  without 
anyfupport)  upon  your  ownlcggs.    But  I  perceive 
yoa  fo  ill  opinionated  of  your  felf)  that  you  are  incli- 
ned by  that  if  there  were  no  other  reafon$  to  arcn|>e 
your  happy  progrcfs  to  fomc  higher  caufe.     Thitner 
let  us  go  then;  and  ask  of  God,  if  he  ufes  to  forfake 
the  work  of  his  own  hands  %  and  to  lofe  all  *that  he 
hath  done  already,  for  want  of  doing  a  little  more. 
Will  be  now*  forfake  you,  after  you  have  ferved  bim 
fo  many  years  {  Will  he  difown  one  that  hath  been 
fo  long  a  Client  to  him,  and  ftill  feeks  for  his  wonted 
proceftion?  Doth  he  love  his  Friends  no  better,  than      • 
to  (hake  them  off  when  they  grow  old?  If  I  would  ac 
all  bavefufpe^ed  his  Conftancy,  it  (hould  have  been  in 
the  beginning  of  our  acquaintance  ^  and  not  now  that 
he  bath  been  tryed  for  half  an  Age.    Was  there  any 
reafooatfirftwby  heibould  bear  a  good  will  to  you, 
or  was  thei;p  none  >  If  there  was  none,  then  there  needs 
none  to  move  him  now  to  continue  his  Love.  If  there 
wasany,  then  there  is  a  greater  reafonnow^  becaafe 
he  bath  loved  you  Jo  long,  and  you  are  alfo  more  wor- 
thy his  Love.     Do  him  the  honour  then  that  you 
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wooTd  doafjlend,  to  believe  that  he  is  not  fickle  and 
incooftaat.  Or  do  but  jdlicetohia),  and  thiak  chat 
be  is  not  aofaithfol,  bot  trae  to  his  word.  Aad  chea 
as  long  as  yoar  Lord  lives,  yon  (hall  live  al  fo  And  he 
that  hath  begun  a  good  work  in  yoa,  will  petfeA  ic  no 
doubt  till  he  cooie  to  give  5  ou  his  rewards. 

I  know  yon  will  tell  me,  that  yon  do  not  ^qeftion 
his  faithfalnefs  and  ftedfaftaefs  to  bis  friends  s  but 
you  have  been  unkind  to  bin),  .and  fohave  forfeited  his 
good^eem  and  Love.  And  let  ijc  be  To,  (iace  it  is 
yourpleafutej  that  yon  have  not  behaved  your  felffo 
gratefully  as  you  ought:  But  is  he  of  fucb  adifpofi- 
tion»  that  hec^n  never  be  woncoaRecoocUiaeionf  I 
pray  have.acare  what  you  fay,  for  fear  you  make 
good  men  better  than  God  j  who  are  wont  to  forgive 
thfiir  Brother  when  he  repents,  not  only  feveo  times, 
but  feventy  times  feveo.  And,fay,Ibe(eecbyou,hKh 
be  not  .pardoned  you  heretofore  very  k>vk)gly  whea 
yon  humbly  and  obediently  intrcated  him  to  pa6  by 
your  offences  ?  When  you  were  one  of  the  Wald, 
did  he  not  then  draw  you  to  himfelf  without  year 
defire^  aud  over-matched  ypur  fins  by  his  infinite  ^ 
omnipotent  Goodnefs  f  What  Hiould  hinder  then  bis 
kindnefs  and  clemency  towards  you>  -now  that  you  are 
become  a  man  feparace  from  the  World  t  If  the  Mire 
and  Dirt  wherein  we  wallowed  could  not  hinder,  but 
he  would  needs  take  us  in  bis  arms ,  and  place  us  in 
his  bofome  $  will  he  fliake  us  off,  and  throw  as  out 
from  thence,  now  that  we  are  waQied  and  nyide  dean  > 
Will  be  not  rather  wipe  off  a  fpeck  of  Dirt  thathaib 
light  upon  us,  thancaft  us  down  into  the  Mire  ^ain? 
Can  you  think  that  he  who  took  in  Grangers  to  his 
houfe,  and  gave  them  kind  encertaiamentj   will  turn 
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his  Chikircn  out  of  doors  ?  After  wc  have  done  him 
lb maoyfervices,  and  laboured  for  bis  Love^  will  he. 
throft  OS  OQC  in  an  heat  of  anger^  and  quite  cidicere 
usbisfamily?  O  abfurd  fafpicion!  A  jeaiou(tean- 
worthy  of  fuchan  excellent  Father,  and  unbecoming 
Sons  that  have  fo  nobly  and  tendeily  been  brought  Dp 
by  hino.  If  yon  were  to  treat  with  a  perfon  hke  your 
felf ,  you  moft  firft  think  him  venr  bad  -/or  elfe  you 
wonld  not  bne  To  injurious  as  to  harbour  fuch  thoughts 
of  him.  Yonmuft  judge  him  very  froveard,  who  will 
fall  out  with  yoo  apon  every  fleight  occafion  }  and  ne- 
ver return  with  you  into  grace  any  more.  Do  not 
impute  then  a  thing  fo  unnatural  unto  God;  nor  fo 
mudi  wrong  his  inSnite  Goodnefs^  as  to  take  H:m  to 
beofibharffaadirpofition^  thatwemuft  never  expeA 
his  favour  more,  if  we  chance  but  to  o^end  him.  No, 
if  you  can  but  believe  that  he  loves  himfdf,  you  need 
not  fear  that  he  (hould  thus  abandon  you.  Vou  have 
coft  hun  too  tnucb,  that  he  (hould  (6  eaiily  part 
with  yon.  He  hath  bought  you  at  fo  excefTive  a 
race)  that  you  may  be^affured  he  will  hot  wilhngly 
lofeytMK  The  breeding  of  you  hath  flood  him  info 
much  care,  ^u  he  will  not  (pare  a  little  more  to 
keepyon* 

And  if  yon  Sre  thus  fccurc  of  God  $  Love,  I  pray 
cell  me  wbac  you  think  (hould  feparate  you  from 
him?  Can  you  really  think  that  you  your  felf  (hall 
have  a  mind  to  leave  him ,  and  return  back  to  the  / 
World  from  whence  you  came;  You  annot,  I  am 
conident  remain  tt?o  minutes  in  this  perfwafionT^^^if 
yon  be  not  fwlaken  of  your  Reafon,  and  leftyi€^e 
impoftttit^  of  Frfncy  and  wild  Imagination,  Fwjvhat 
is  that  can  diitolve  chat  league  of  Friend(b  p  tnac  is

fo  fokmnly  and  religioofly  fworn  betwixc  yoa  ?   U 
there  any  thing  in  him  chat  can  difgoft  yoo*  and  make 
him  Teem  lefs  amiable  idyoar  eyes  ?  Can  you  fear  thac 
his  converfation  may  grow  tedious*  and  prov.e  a  bur- 
den to  you  in  the  concJufion?  or  what  prejudice  can 
you  receive  by  loving  of  him;  feeing  you  believe  tbac 
XU  Good  is  in  bimi  and  that  he  calls  us  to  his  own 
Kingdom  and   Glory  >    I  am  verily  perfwaded  yoa 
think  that  you  cannot  ceafe  to  love  me,  to  whom  yoa 
profefsyourfelf  fo  much  beholden.    And  yet  what 
am  I  in  compare  with  Him  $  or  what  obligations  have 
you  received  from  me  that  can  befo  ftrong  to  bold 
you,  as  thofe  that  he  hath  laid  upon  you  ?  I  osay  chaoge 
and  not  be  fo  good  as  I  am  |  or  not  fo  full  of  love  to 
you;    Some  damage  may  appear  that  yoo  may  be  in 
danger  to  receive  by  loving  me{  which  I  can  never  be 
able  to  repair.    .But  there  is  not  fo  much  as  a  (badow 
of  turning  in  him.    He  is  alwayes  the  fame  Fulnefs^ 
and  the  fame  Love  5  infinitely  defirous  of  oar  Happi- 
nefs.    And  as  for  any  lofs  that  we  may  poiBbly  fuftain 
for  bis  fake '^Mt  annotbe  fo  great,  but  be  can  make 
us  a  recompence  for  ic  incomparably  greater.  Do  noc 
tiold  your  felf  then  in  foch  fufpiciqn^  onlefs  yoa  can 
think  that  you  have  taken  a  wrong  meafure  of  htm: 
efpecially  finceyou  are  of  opinion  that  you  cannot  but 
love  me  to  the  end  5  and  alfo  have  fo  lately  told  m^  that 
you  was  facisfied  the  love  of  me  would  teach  yoo  to  love 
God  the  better., 

I  (hould  proceed  to  remember  you  alfo  that  rhe 
wayes  of  Vertue  which  you  have  to  tread,  are  io  plea- 
fant^  thac  you  will  not  be  infliupd  to  relinquilh  them, 
and  divert  into  any  other  path:  and  that  you  can 
never  think  fit  fo  to  difparage  this  noble  life  j  as  to 
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leave  it  after  you  have  made  a  very  long  tryal  of  it : 
and  chat  you  will  not  endure  to  retreat  with  fo  much 
(hame  as  you  will  neceHasily  draw  upon  your  felf,  by 
abandoning  a  courfe  which  you  have  (b  highly  com- 
mended :  All  this  I  fay,  and  much  more  I  ftiould  call 
to  your  mind)  but  that  you  feem  to  difcharge  me  of 
that  trouble  by  the  chearfulnefs  which  I  obfcrvc  to 
return  into  your  countenance.  I  fee  chat  you  begin  to 
believe  that  you  (hall  perfevere^  and  that  you  reco- 
ver your  antient  comfort  5  That  fironger  is  he  who 
dweUeth  in  you,  then  he  who  dwelleth  in  the  world. 
The  Devil  begins  already  to  fly  from  you  s  and  by  the 
light  of  thefe  truths  we  have  chafed  away  the  cloud 
that  hung  over  you.  Carry  them  therefore,  I  intreac  ' 
you,  ever  in  your  mind  $  and  let  me  hear  no  more  of 
thefe  dejedions  of  fpirit^  which  are  as  noreafpnable  as 
ttaey  are  uocomfortable  both  to  your  felf  and  others. 
rie  fay  no  more  of  thif  matter,  after  1  have  told  you 
aftory  of  an  antient  PUgrim  in  the  way  to  Jerufdlem  ^ 
to  which  therefore  you  had  beftatcend.  It  is  S'.  Peter ^ 
I  mean,  who  you  know  had  a  mind  to  walk  with  our 
Saviour  upon  the  watery  which  was  no  eafie  thing  to 
do:  and  yet  by  the  power  of  his  Mailer  was  indued 
withfuchavertue,  as  to  tread  fafely  upon  that  yield- 
ing element.  He  went  a  pretty  way  while  the  face  of 
the  water  *was  fmooth  and  even ;  and  it  feemed  no- 
tftiiiig  diffei;ent  from  the  folid  earth.  Until  the  wind 
began  to  b^ loud,  and  the  plain  way  ipon  the  water 
was  turned  into  Hills  and  Dales ,  we  hear  of  no 
flirikes  %  but  then  he  cryed  out,  aii^d  his  heart  and  his 
feet  began  to  (ink  together.  But  was  there  any  rea-. 
foo  CO  fear  drowning  after  be  had  walked  half  a  fur- 
long? or  to  imagine  jt  would  not  bear  him  up  the 
nexchalfaswellasit  had^done  the  former?  none  at 
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an  fore.  T  he  winds  chat  blew,  and  the  roagh  waves 
that  began  co  life  op  themfelves  \  were  no  lefs  fvb* 
')tet  to  that  power  which  upheld  him,  then  the  fmooch 
and  quiet  furface  of  the  Sea.  It  was  as  eaite  to  widk 
opon  a  Billow,  as  opon  the  ftill  water.  The  hinfter* 
ing  wind  had  no  more  power  there,  then  the  Glent 
Air.  Whence  then  proceeded  this  change,  that  the 
roan  who  lately  trampled  opon  the  Sea,  and  gloried 
over  the  deep  ;  doth  now  feel  himfelf  flip  into  the  bo* 
feme  of  it,  and  is  in  danger  to  be  fwallowed  np  by  it. 
The  firm  ground  which  he  thoagfat  was  ooder  bin,  is 
gone }  and  he  is  left  to  the  mercy  of  the  aim  wtvcs. 
Was  not  the  change  withm  before  his  feet  kit  aay  ? 
*  Did  not  a  violent  feat  lay  hdd  opra  him ;  and  did  h^. 
noc  let  go  his  bold  of  the  hand  which  before  foftained 
him^  Yes,  this  was  the  bofinefs.  If  hii  Faith  had  been 
as  Hrongasonceit  was,  bis  concfitionfaad  been  as  (afe 
in  the  midft  of  tbe  ftorm,  as  before  it  was  hi  the  calm. 
When  this  Anchor  broke,  the  waters  began  to  fuck 
him  in.  They  challenged  him  then  for  their  proper 
goods:  becanfe  his  Faith  was  tn  a  nanaer  afaftady 
ftiipwrackt :  Bat  did  his  Gracioos  Mafter  fo  part  with 
him  i  Wonld  he  lofe  a  fervam  becaofe  he  was  weak, 
and  wanted  confidence  in  him  1*  Or  did  he  dday  to 
help  him,  and  only  hold  him  up  by  the  chin,  when  all 
his  body  was  in  the  deep  f  No «  when  he  cryed  for  re- 
lief, and  befeeched  to  be  faTed,  he  inftandy  put  forth 
his  hand,  canghehold  of  him,  ad  teficned  bim  fronthe 
jaws  of  death.  He  only  chides  him  becanfe  he  doubt- 
ed«  bat  neither  lets  him  fink  into  the  belly  of*the 
waters  %  nor  (laycs  his  fuccouts  till  he  was  in  greater 
need  of  them.  He  ftraightway  lends  him  more  power  i 
and  chafes  rather  to  hicoarage  a  Imle  F^th,  then  lee 
bim  peiiCh  becanfe  he  had  no  mere. 
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How  this  ftory  me  thinks,  bears  a  great  refembtarlce 
with  thtc  cofuKtion  wherein  you,  and  many  more  be- 
fides  have  been.  We  have  a  great  mind  togotogpr- 
/«»,  and  for  that  end  to  vralk  here  in  the  World  as  he 
walked.  Bat  it  is  very  mach  that  we  who  are  fo  earthly, 
and  have  fuch  ponderous  afie^lions  to  thinpsheie  be* 
low,  ihoold  be  able  to  tread  them  under  our  feet  $  and 
keep  our  felves  above  the  fofc  pleafures  of  the  fleih  in- 
to which  we  are  apt  to  fink.  This  feeros  no  lefs  a 
wonder,  then  it  was  for  a  body  of  earth  to  walk  upon 
the  face  of  the  Sea,  which  ofcs  to  fwallow  down  fuch 
heavy  things  that  come  into  it.  Whence  is  it,  I  pray, 
that  we  have  this  Arength,  andean  lift  op  our  felves 
above  our  natural  propenflons  to  lead  the  life  of  God  i 
Is  it  from  our  own  Vertne  >  or  rather  muft  we  not  ac- 
knowledge that  we  receive  it  from  that  voice  which 
iaith  to«t«  as  unto  (hat  Apoftle  of  our  .Lord,  Cmte  ^ 
This  fttte  is  the  caufc  to  which  it  muft  be  afcribed. 
And  it  cannot  be  of  le(s  eifiaqf  afterward,  then  it  was 
M  the  firft  %  but  when  he  ftill  faith,  Fcfftw  mt^  he  gives 
a  greater  power  and  force  unto  as  fo  to  do.  But  how 
comes  it  about  then  that  you  and  others  begin  fome« 
times  to  fink  5  or  at  leaft  to  imagine  that  you  are 
falling  intothe  World  I  and  that  the  fenfual  life  will 
at  laft  draw  you  into  its  embraces  again  >  Truly,  there 
is  the  fame  caufe  of  it,  that  there  was  in-ium  ^  and  that 
mDiffidetict,  You  forget  your  felf  and  diflmft  God  5 
and  that  works  a  decay  of  the  Vertue  and  ability  that- 
was  in  your  heart.  You  regard  more  the  winds  and 
the  waves,  the  difficulties  and  temptations  that  yoa 
aieincompaffed  withall,  then  the  power  and  the  love 
of  i</«w  which  attends  upon  you  j  and  (b  you  begin 
firft  to  fear,  and  then  to  fall.  Yet  behold  what  a  loving 
and  kind  Mafter  you  ferve.    He  doth  not  t^ke  this  fo 
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ill  at  your  bands  as  to  let  y oa  qoite  go :  and  fall  /lill 
lower  aad  lower  into  the  water,  until  yon  be  drowa'd : 
Bat  if  you  look  earncftly  upon  him,  and  call  to  him, 
and  intreat  him  to  take  pitty  upon  yon,  and  not  to 
leave  you  t  he  gives  yon  his  hand  prefently,  and  fets 
yoo  in  fafety.  Though  now  you  have  been  very  di- 
fttuftful  of  his  goodnefs  $  and  have  fainted  in  your 
min^,  as  if  he  would  not  regard  youj  yet  his  tender- 
nefs  is  fo^reat,  that  he  bids  me  alTore  yon  he  wilt  not 
forfakeyotts  nor  fail  to  fupport  and  help  your  feeble 
fool.  Only  in  his  name  I  mqft  a  little  chide  you  t  and 
give  you  a  gentle  reproof  in  bis  own  words,  faying, 
O  thou  of  Intle  Fdith^  whtrefm  didft  thn  Jouk  i  I  fay 
no  more,  becaufe  I  fee  you  are  forrowful,  and  hope  you 
vvill  give  me  no  more  the  like  trouble. 

Indeed,  replyed  the  r%r/OT,  I  deferveamorefevere 
reprebenfion  ,  and  yoa  deal  too  favotprably  with  me 
when  you  give  me  fo  mild  a  rebuke.  But  I  fuppofe 
you  ufe  me  thus  tenderly  that  I  may  be  fenfibleof  cbe 
gratioQS  nature  of  our  Lord  •,  who  bath  compailion 
on  our  weakness,  and  is  loath  to  dilcourage  thofe  by 
any  (harpoefs  of  his,  who  are  too  apt  to  invent  over 
many  dilconragemeqts  to  chemfelves.  And  truly  I  am 
Co  apprebenfive  of  his  lenity,  and  behold  alfo  fogreata 
portion  of  it  in  yourfelf^  tbat  were  it  not  upon  ttut 
account,  I  fhoald  again  be  apt  to  ftand  in  fear  of  crea- 
ting not  only  you,  but  him  a  greater  trouble  then  you 
are  able  to  bear.  I  am,  you  fee,  very  foolifh,  alwiyes 
complaining  and  exercifiog  your  patiepce.  I  have  fo 
many  fcruplcs  and  little  fears  5  am  fo  unconftant-and 
wavering  in  my  thoughts  5  fo  frequently  fick  and  out 
of  order;  fo  forgettul  alfo  of  your  counfels $  that 
perhaps  by  this  time  you  begin  to  reaeft  and  confidet 
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how  great  a  bardeo  yoa  have  drawn  opon  your  felf 
by  undertaking  the  charge  of  me.  And  I  pray  tell  me 
fincerely  whether  yoa  are  not  a  little  weary  of  me,  and 
donotwilhyonrlelf  rid  of  fuchan  impediment,  fori 
can  fcarce  call  my  felf  your  Friend  any  longer,  but 
y<mrTr«»^U,ot  yom B0rde»,  Tell  me,  I  fay,  is  not 
this  a  fitter  name  for  me  than  any  elfe  ?  And  cm  yoa 
find  inyoar  heart  to  own  that  fweet  relation  to  him 
any  more  3  who  hath  made  himfelf  fo  anpleafing  on  all 
occafion»,  and  nothing  bat  dilquieted  your  happy  re- 
pofe?  I  doabt  if  yoacooldfee  myhearr,  and  behold 
what  a  feed  of  new  troubles  and  doubts  lodges  there.  ^, 
youwoald  teirme  plainly  that  you  (hill  never  enjoy 
your  felf  till  yoa  be  divorced  from  yoa. 

Yon  farprifemeArangely,  faid  the  Good  old-man, 
and  did  I  not  confider  that  yoo  have  fufpefled  the 
kindnefs  of  God  himfelf,  I  ihoald  be  fo  amazed  at  this 
alteration  io  yoa,  as  colofe  the  afe  of  words,  and  not 
know  what  to  fay  to  yoa.  Little  did  1  think  that  I 
fhoald  ever  have  had  an  occafion  to  anfwer  fach  a  qae- 
ftion  as  thatyoapropofe^  for  fare  you  never  difcemed 
that  I  had  a  mind  to  be  feparaied  from  you.  And. 
truly  I  never  difcerned  any  fuch  thing  in  my  felf  5  nor 
have  yoa  given  me  caafe  to  be  lefs  your  Fiiend  then 
heretofore  3  nnlefsit  be  by  this  unfriendly  jealoufie, 
which,  as  I  told  you  a  little  while  ago,  I  thought  yoa 
would  never  have  entertained.  And  fince  I  fee  it  pro»> 
ceeds  rather  from  an  ill  opinion  of  your  felf,  then  any 
yM  have  of  me  I  recall  that  word  3  and  pray  you  to 
believe  that  you  are  as  dear  onto  me  at  ever  3  that  is 
my  friend.  And  what  I  pray  yoa  is  the  office  of  a  friend, 
if  not  to  relieve  the  wants  of  thofe  he  loves  5  and  to 
bear  thofc  burdens  with  them  which  they  are  not  able 
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to  carry  alone  ?  \i  tbey  tliem(clves  therefore  by  rea- 
fon  of  any  heavinefs  of  Spirit,  prove  the  bardcD  that  he 
mud  Aidain,  He  will  ootcomplaia  of  it.  It  is  their  on- 
happinefs  he  knows  both  that  tbey  are  fo  heavy 
and  are  in  dangerthey  think  to  be  a  load  ro  him  %  and 
He  will  not  let  them  be  more  unhappy,  by  becoming 
heavy  himfclf,  and  groaning  under  that  eafie  weigh't 
which  they  lay  upon  him.  £afie  I  call  it,  becaofe  it 
is  a  pleafure  to  do  any  kiQdnefs  for  oar  friends  {  and 
the  pleafure  encreafes  proportionably  to  the  pains 
that  we  take  in  doing  of  it.  You  fliall  hear  the 
Judgement  of  a  Philofopher  in  ttus  cife  if  yoypleafe  $ 
and  of  one  thu  loved  eafe  more  fhaa  aqy  of  bis 
fellowf.  Though  a  wife  man  he  {hoqghc  mighc  be 
content  with  himPelf ;  yet  notwitbftanding  he  grant- 
ed that  his  happinefs  would  be  greater  with  a  fciend. 
Of  fuch  a  companion  he  cannoc  but  be  defiroas,  if  it 
be  for  no  other  end,  but  co  exercife  his  amity '|  and 
chat  fo  great  a  vertue  may  not  remain  witbouc  ufe. 
Ii<  doth  ii0t  cbufe  4  ftitnd  {.fMth  Epicums  biimfcli ) 
to  have  feme  to  4^ift  him  when  he  isfick ,  er  tt  fmeeem 
him  ff  he  he  in  frifeety  or  fuch  mceyaies.  Bmt  cemrt' 
rimife,  thst  be  m*y  hove  one  whom  be  msy  htlf  and  com- 
fort in  the  like  Jifirfffes,  For  be  htttb  gn  evil  ifHemti- 
on  that  only  rtffeds  bimfelf  mben  be  makes  Friendfii* 
^^ndfofbdUheendbitfrienJfhif  at  be  begun  the  fame. 
He  that  hath  fnrehafed  himftlf  a  frieM  to  the  Went 
thMhe  may  befnccoured  by  bim  in  prifon  ;  oMi^^^  bit 
flight  at  [ton  m  he  fetlt  that  be  it  retegfed  of  bit  btadt. 
Both  the  ehdns  fhsB  be  knockt  off. together,  thofi  of  bk 
prifoUy  4/id  tbofe  of  biffriendfl)^,  Tkfe  areibe friend- 
ppt which mtmlgarlj  call  Temporary,  being  made  onh 
tt  fetvt  a  t»rn.  He  that  it  made  a  friend  fir  Profit 
fake,  (halffletfe  m  long  nt  be  may  be  fro/itabh  ^  and  fo 
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thej  wbp  are  in  fcUckj  fee  tbemjelves  invirpnd  tvhb  a 
wulthttde  of  ihefe  foUmtrs  %  But  sphere  the  dtflreffcd 
dweli^  there  k  nothing  but  folitude.  For  fucb  manner 
of  friends  dlwMjesd^oid  tbofi  placet  where  thej  may  be 
f roved.  It  is  neaffarj  that  the  b  ginning  arid  the  end 
have  a  cirreffondence.  He  that  hath  begun  to  be  a  friend 
becaujeit  is  expidunt  %  he  that  bath  thought  there  is  a 
gain  in  frienifl.)if  biftde  it  ft  If  •^  way  weB  be  fuhornd 
dgainft  the  fame  by  the  appearance  and  offers  of  a  gr'eater 
gain.  For  what  caufe  then  do  I  entertain  a  friend  f 
To  tbi  end  I  may  have^ne  for  whom  I  may-  dye  ^  wbem 
I  may  accompany  in  bawfhment ,  and  for  wbofe  life 
gnd  f^eferVMtion  I  may  expofe  my  f^ifto  any  danger. 
For  the  other ^  which  only  regards  profit ^  and  makfs  ac^ 
count  of  that  which  may  turn  to  its  own  commodity  ^ 
it  0  rsther  a  Traffiaue  than  Frlendfhip.  Certain  it  is 
that  Friendjhip  bath  in  fome  fort  a  fimilitude  and* like- 
nefi  to  the  gffe&ion  of  Lovers.  IVhofe  fcove  is  neither 
gain^  ttor  greatnefs ,  mr  glory  5  but  defpifing  all  ether 
confiaerations^  love  it  felf  inhnd/et  in  them  a  deftre  of 
the  beloved  form,  under  hopes  of  a' mutual  and  reciprocal 
amity.  Thus  he.  * 

Uhlefs  you  will  number  me  then  among  \\\o(ei  Sum- 
mer friends  which  he  fpcaks  of  3  or  think  that  friend- 
flMpinme  is  feebler  then  itwai  in  Pagans^  yea  muft 
notholdme  any  longer  in  fofpition.  And  indeed  if 
yoa  did  bat  know  how  great  a  favour  you  do 
me,  ift  letting  me  know  your  griefs,  and  making 
mctheWrtntft  ofyour  Conrclencc,  and  relying  up- 
on me  for  advice,  and  thereby  giving  me  an  oppor- 
tunity to  ferVe  you  the  bed  I  can  5  you  would  pre- 
fcntly  throw  away  all  thefe  imaginations  which  the 
enemy  of  SotilSy  and  of  *Friend(hip  would  inftill  into 


you.    For  my  pare,  I  did  not  fo  lightly  and  in  fporc 
receive  you  into  mycondoft^  as  ibat  any  difficulty, 
oramolcitude  of  them  {hoold  make  my  «mploymci;c 
tedious  to  me.     Nay,  how  can  it  be  irkfome^  when 
you  your  felt  acknowledge,  that  the  labours  of  Lore 
aie  all  pleafure,  and  carry  their  own  rewards  in  them* 
You  may  think  perhaps  that  love  grows  old  as  well  as 
all  other  things,  aftd  that  time  works  its  decay,,  and 
rcndersitfeeUe  and  weak*    Thus  t^itdlus  was  wont 
to  fay  that  it  I^  far  more  pleafant  to  make  a  friend, 
than  to  have  one.    As  it  is  more  agreeable  to  a  Pain- 
ters fancy,  to  ^raw  his  lines,  then  to  have  finiOied  the 
pidure.    After  he  hath  painted  indeed  he  poffeffes 
the  fruit  of  his  Art,  but  be  took  pleafure  in  the  An  it 
fdf  when  he  painted.    Juft  as  the  youth  of  oar  chil* 
dren  is  more  fruitful  to  us,  but  their  infancy  is  more 
fwcer.    But  affure  your  felf  I  do  not  live  by  any  of 
tbefe  Maxims.     Friendship  is  like  Wine  s  the  older 
it  is  the  belter.    It  grows  more  pure  by  age$  its  fpi- 
fits  are  more  digngaged  \   and  it  warms  the  heart 
more  powerfully  then  when  it  was  but  new  and  green. 
Nay,  your  friendship  is  more  pleafant  too,  wbatfoever 
you  may  think ,  now  that  it  is  grown ,  then  it.  was  in 
its  childhood.    I  enjoy  the  remembrance  of  thofe 
pleafures,  and  have  fome  new  ones  befides :   joft  as  a 
Painter  thinks  on  his  Art  when  he  beholds  the  piece 
that  he  hath  brought  to  perfeiftion.    I  befeech  yea 
then,  if  you  have  any  love  to  me,  that  you  will  not  all 
in  queftion  mine  to  you.     And  if  all  this  will  not  fa- 
tisne  you;    let  me  intreat  you  for  the  Love  of  our 
Lord,  that  you  will  ask  him  whether  I  do  not  love 
you.     1  know  he  is  fo  much  a  friend  to  Troth  and 
unto  Love  too(notito  (ay  to  you  andrne)  that  he  will 
do  me  the  favour  to  perlwade  yon  that  I  do*    And 
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therefore  let  not  the  Eni  one  who  loves  nothing  lefs 
then  our  Fricndlhip^  fow.tbis  jealoufie  in  your  heart, 
that  I  grow  weary  of  yoo.  Bot  be  confident  that 
IS  our  Lord  loves  you  ^  fo  he  Imparts  true  love 
lo  me  s  and  that  if  the  arms  of  tbefe  two  can 
do  any  thing  ^    yoo  (ball  be  carried  fafe  to  ^tm- 

And  now,  finee  I  have  told  you  my  very  heart,  let 
me  know,  I  pray,  what  further  doubt  it  is  that  troubles 
yours.  It  cannot  be  fo  great  fure,  that  I  fhouldnot 
find  a  remedy  for  it :  and  you  need  not  fear  that 
it  will  procure  me  too  great  a  trouble  \  (ince  ft  is  be- 
come, as  you  fce^  one  of  my  chief  pleafures  to  eafe  you 
of  your  troubles.  It  mnft  befo  indeed,  faid  the  riU 
ffrim$  if  you  have  any  pleafure  at  all:  For  1  live  as  if

fome  caufe  to  complain  as  I  did  3  thoogh  not  fo  much 
asmy  wordsinthelatepaffion  wherein  I  was,  might 
import.  Your  difcourle  of  Fdith  and  Conficfence  in 
God  (for  which  I  am  obliged  unto  you  )  revived  ac 
firft  the  memory  of  my  weaknefs  inftead  of  giving  me 
ftrength  3  and  made  me  think  with  my  felf,  Alas  I  I 
have  made  it  a  Qiieftion  whether  I  have  any  Faith  or 
no.  For  to  tell  you  the  truth,  I  met  lately  with  an 
acquaintance  of  mine  ( when  you  were  abfcnt  ab^uc 
fome  bufinefs )  who  would  needs  perfwade  me  that  I 
was  drawn  away,  and  was  no  true  Believer  5  becaufe  I 
defcribed  Faich  unto  him  in  that  manner  as  you  bad 
taught  me.  I  told  him  that  I  was  heartily  perfwaded 
that  Jefus  was  the  Son  of  God  3  and  that  he  had 
t;lught  us  all  his  Will  3  and  that  he  having  dyed  for 
our  (ins,  did  by  the  fame  death  confirm  unto  us  great 
and  precious  promifes  5  and  that  he  lives  and  raigns  in 
Heaven  for  ever  5  and  that  be  v^ill  give  eternal  life  to 
all  that  obey  him  %  and  that  hereupon  I  was  become 
obedient  to  his  voice,  and  quitting  ail  prefent  enjoy^^ 
meats,  was  willing  to  follow  him  to  the  death.  And 
yet  after  all  this  he  mif  called  my  Perfwafion  by  a 
word  which  I  think  he  did  not  underftaad  ^  faying 
that  I  was  indued  only  v^ith  an  Hfjhrival  Faith  i^hich 
would  not  fave  me.  I  explained  that  word  as  well  as 
I  could^  and  told  him  that  a  belief  of  the  Hiftory  of  the 
Gofpel  (of  all  that  is  related  there)  when  it  produces 
obedience  to  the  Laws  of  it,  was  Saving  Faith.

And  indeed  I  knowing  hioi  to  be 
a  good  man  himfelf ;  and  he  affirming  that  all  godly 
men  ofa  long  time  had  been  of  his  mind)  and  nfing 
fuch  confidence  and  vehemence  in  his  words  ^  and 
fomctimes  thondring  alfo  fo  terribly  in  my  ears  the 
danger  wherein  my  Soul  w;is:  I  moft  confefs/ach  wis 
my  weakne(s,  that  I  trembled  jst  little  though  I  knew 
nocanfes  and  was  afraid  that  I  had  been  njiGlead  out 
of  the  company  of  fo  many  Believers  as  he  told  me  of. 
This  bath  been  a  double  trouble  co  me  1  fometimes  to 
tbink  that  I  fliould  be  afraid  witfaouc  reafon  $  and 
fometimes  fufpedting  that  there  may  be  reafon  in  what 
he  faith)  and  my  eyes  fo  blinded  that  I  cannot  fe^it. 
Now  I  have  opened  my  heart  to  you  very  freely  1  and 
I  pray  be  not  angry  that  I  (hould  doubt  either  of  your 
fidelity^  or  of  your  ability  in  the  inftru^SioQS  you  long 
iioce  gave  mc« 

Thereisnocaufe  for  this  Petition ^  faid  the  Good 
Father,  I  am  willing  you  ibould  hear  what  every  bo* 
dy  faith)  for  then  yoo  will  fee  the  difference.  Jt  is  bee* 
teragteat  deal  that  you  (hould  doubt*  than  that  you 
flioold  blindly  refign  up  your  felf  to  all  my  dilates.  I 
am  none  of  thofe  that  love  to  be  believed  becaufe  I 
fay  ic ;  nor  that  raife  the  found  of  my  voice»  to  gain 
an  advantage  of  them,  whofe  modtfly  will  not  lee 
them  be  fo  loud.  I  will  leave  that  priviledge  to  fuch 
men  as  are  in  need  of  it^  having  nothing  elfe  to  ferve 
them ,  to  fome  of.whom  I  doubt  your  acquaintance  is 
made  a  Profelyte.

That  which  makes  them  the  more 

ttfnrP  nf  on  others,  is^  that  they  have  thebafto  light  nf- 

on  fnch  natures  who  readily  receive  that  which  is  confi- 

tientlj  Ifoken  s  and  ftijlf  maintain  that  which  once  they 

have  tmbrated.   Such  are  men  ofymnger  years,  and  fn- 

f  erf  Ml  nnderfiandings  j    that  are  c^nried  away  with 

"   partial  refpeH  of  ferfons,  or  with  the  enticing  affemrance 

of  ^oily  names  and  pretences.

ken  in  what  they  know,     ibis  flrong  prejudice  is  rarely 

overcome :  for  the  hontnrable  namet  of  Sincerity^  fi>*gl<- 

nels  of  hearty  godinefs^  and  the  glory  of  free  grace  being 

put  in  the  front,  and  matching  before  their  Doifrinet  5  tbej 

can  never  6e  touched  by  thofe  that  have  a  mind  to  affanlt 

them,  but  thofe  Holy  i^xn^i  will  fir ^  be  thought  tofufferA 

^    Violation, 
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yiolatim.  Boc  as  I  intend  to  have  n*thiRg  to  do  with 
thck  LtrdsiAdliafieri^  fo  I  would  have  you  to  with- 
draw yoar'felf  from  the  tbraldora  of  their  fubjedls.  I 
may  well  be  allowed  to  bid  you  not  to  follow  them  5 
feeing  I  would  not  have  yoa  follow  ine  without  rea- 
foq.    Exempt  your  felf  from  the  -nuiDber  of  thofe  that 
^e  (beepiflily  led  whither  confident  men  will  have 
them  )  or  that  are  harried  away  with  the  bUfts  of  a 
fortons Zeals  or  that  are  woor  to  tell  voices,  and  not

Whither  doth  ic  tend  co  bid  cbem  throw  about 
them  Anocbeis  righteoornefs  co  make  tbem  perfedly 
righteous  9  when  they  are  indued  with  none  of  their 
owos  bttc. only  CO  make  them  sever  fcek  foranyelfe 
Cave  that  wbidi  is  caft  over  them  >  The  fame  I  fay 
oodcermi^  your  refiiog  upon  Chrift  for  Salvation.

Let  this,  if  yon  will  have  it  fo.  be  cbooghc 
the  only  aft  that  jaftinesi  Y«t,  Dorii  not  every  body 
fee  that  no  man  can  reafonably  take  the  btddnefs  to 
look  for  this  pardoning  mercy,  onlefs  he  be  made  a 
new  man.  aii4  fincerely  obey  the  will  of  God  ?  Moft 
not  his  Faith  Cfor  there  is  nothing  elfe  todoit)  firft 
produce  fuch  an  intire  and  uniform  holinefs  of  heart 
and  life  as  Chrift  requires,  before  he  befo  confidcncf 
No  doubt  of  it,  or  elfe  it  is  meerly  Prefsmptioft  It 
istmpoflible  that  a  mans  relyance  (bould  be  ftrooger, 
with  any  i«afon ;  then  the  reft  of  the  a^  of  his  taith 
are.  And  therefore  fliould  we  not  fpeak  of  Faith  in 
fuch  words  as  will  take  in  all  that  it  hath  to  do-:  both 
that  which  leTpe^  our  doty,  as  wett  as  that  which 
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rcrpcftsourbenefis?  Take  heed  I  bcfccch  you  again 
ot  a  double  mifchief  which  is  very  vifible  $  one  to 
others^  and  thefecondtoyourfelf.  F/rfiy  Bevrarebow^ 
you  (peak  of  Faith  fo  loofely  to  yoor  neighbonrs  ^  ia 
fucb  tei ms  as  ibey  may  eafily  abure.  Do  not  fay  that 
Juftifying  Faith  is  meerly  a  relyance  on  Chrift  for  Sal- 
vation. For  though  yoa  mean  well^  and  live  better^ 
yet  the  wicked  or  the  worM  ower  underftand  this 
aright:  which  is  the  caufe  (if  you  would  know  all) 
that  tnakesmefozealouflyoppofe  youintbis  matter. 
They  ail  lay  bold  on  him,  and  bis  rigbteouiiiers  to  co-  , 
ver  all  the  filthinefs  wherein  they  live.  Though  y 00  * 
tell  them  that  they  ought  to  love  him  who  hath  dyed 
to  procure  rigbteoufnefs  for  them,  yet  they  love  thejf 
lins  better  ^  anfkhope  that  he  will  love  them  nev^c 
th^  worfe  for  it.  m  is  icnpoffible  to  perfwadean  Adul- 
terer, a  Drunkard,  or  any  fucb  ^eribn  (great  numbers  . 
of  which  CO  my  knowledge  comfort  them(elves  in  their 
relyance  on  Chrift)  to  become  better  9  unlefs  you  give 
a  better  notion  of  Faith  then  this.  And  then  for  your 
felf  I  muft  warn  you  to  take  great  heed  that  one  piece 
of  your  Faith  do  not  outgrow  another.  Ponot  fuf* 
fer  it  to  Aooc  more  upward  cben  it  doth  downward^ 
and  ta  grow  in  tallnefs  more  then  in  tbicknefs  and 
ftreogth.  I  mean,  lee  it  not  lift  up  it  felf  to  Heaven  in 
aflwan^  of  Gods  love,  but  proponionably  to  its  root- 
ingin  love  and  obedience  to  him.  Let  it  not  perk  up 
in  perfwaGonsof  Gods  mercy,  but  as  it  increafes  in 
ftrei^tb  and  power  to  do  him  fervice.  It  is  a  flendet 
Tree  you  know»  very  weak,  aodeafily  broken )  which 
Ipriogs  op  too  much  in  lengtb^but  carries  no  body,  and 
bath  not  a  tbicknefs  anfwerable  to  its  height.  Such  is 
die  Faith  that  mounts  op  in  confidence  without  an 
anfiictable  fpreading  and  enlarging  it  felf  in  the  ob- 
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fervanceofallGods  commands  j  and  bringing  forth- 
all  the  fmits  of  a  lively  Faith.  Nay,  it  i$  the  very  way 
todefpair,  tobe  thas  forward.  For  9f  thofe  tall  and 
(lender  Trees  by  fome  ftrong  blafts  are  apt  to  bang 
down  their  heads,  and  touch  the  ground  from  whence 
they  come.  So  do  thefe-high  confidences  in  a  time  of 
trial,  and  when  men  come  to  fee  hoiir  ungrouncfed  they 
were)  they  are  ready  to  end  in  as  low  a  defpair  and 
great  diftnift  of  all  Gods  mercy.  Upon  every  occaficm 
yoD  (ball  Ck  foch  people  caft  into  horrid  fits  if  they  be 
at  all  obfefVant  of  their  duty  $  which  they  think  is 
fome  defertion  by  God,  but  indeed  proceeds  from  the 
too  great  forwardnefs  of  their  Faith  $  which  did  rife 
ft>ohighj  and  had  not  ftrength  enough  to  bear  it  up.. 
Nay,  if  they  began  in  this  confiden|^  and  their  Faith 
pitched  thus  high  at  the  very  firft  ^^ley  ought  to  de- 
fpair of  Gods  favour  till  their  Faith  hath  purified  their 
hearts.  They  muft  come  down  again  from  the  top  of 
the  tree,  and  begin  at  the  bottom,  in  obedience  to  all 
God's  Command. 

Thefe  things,  with  many  others,  feemed  fo  perfpica- 
ons  to  the  man,  who  had  a  great  deal  of  hoocfty  in 
him,  that  his  confidence  was  (Irangely  abated.  And  the 
Father  making  a  little  paafe  $  be  altered  the  tone  of 
his  voice,  and  modcftly  faid,  I  moft  ingenooofly  con- 
fers that  I  have  been  toorafh  in  oppofing  and  ceoloiiog 
of  yoQ.  lam  not  one  of  thofe  that  willrefif^  dear 
convictions,  and  coneeft  meerly  that  they  may  aot 
feem  to  be  overcome  ^  bnt  I  acknowledge  fioceidy 
that  I  had  too  rude  and  confufed  notions  of  things  $ 
which  precipitated  me' into  this  confidence  of  dt* 
fputing  with  you*  Be  not  tronbled  at  it,  rcplyedtbe 
Father,  bat  rather  think  yoor  felf  happy  that  yoa 
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anderftaid  more  then  yoo  did  3  and  that  you  haire 
M^F'ioft,  bot  found  Trnih  in  the  midft  of  a  difpuie.  And 
nnceyoa  srre  fo  liiimbleas  to  confefs  fome  of  your 
faults  I  I  prefome  youwillbethankfuUifyouare  told 
the  left.  Renacrobcr  it  then,  that  it  is.  very  mif- 
becomingto  fpeak  loud  j  to  accompany  yoar  difcoorfe 
with  too  moch  tStioa  ^  and  to  affirm  any  thing  with 
too  great  a  confidence  and  peremptorinefs.  Bat  know 
witball,  that  I  eafily  pardon  them,  and  pafs  tbetp  by ; 
becaofe  they  are  not  fo  mach  yoar  own,  H^^^  faults 
of  y($ur  Teachers  from  whoni  yoa  learnr^em,  and 
many  noore  befides,  Thefe  are  the  leaft  things  thx 
many  of  them-  are  to  be  accofed  of  $  for  the^e  is  a 

. attain wilfttlnefs  (as  it  feems  to  me). that  poflcdes 
their  hearts «  whic|}  will  not  let  them  exchange  their 
on&fe  and  imperfect  definitions  of  Faith,  for  thofe 
which  are  foooder  tfnd  more  compleat.Tbey  are  loath  to 

.acknowledge  that  they  can  err,  01  fpeak  improperly. 
They  bad  rather  defend  that  which  is  badly  done  or 
(aid,  than  ftady  to  niake  it  better.  And  as  men  do  in 
diforders  of  Government,  they  abufe  their  wit,  and 
ftady  for  reafons  why  it  (hould  be  amifs ;  rather  then 
how  it  (boold  be  amended.  They  will  learn  from 
none  onlefsit  b«  themfelves.  They  will  reje^  the 
deareft  light,  nnlefs  it  (bine  oat  of  their  own  minds. 
They  woald  have  Troth  confined  to  a  party  j  the  ve- 
ry pbrafcs  of  which,  if  yoa  do  not  accept,  it  is  enou&h 
to  begei'a  qaarrcl.  Be  not  offended  I  befcech  yoa  at 
this  plaiaoefs,  nor  imagine  that  I  intend  to  dimini(b 
your  opinion  of  any  men  chat  are  good  $  but  only  to 
give  yoa  Caotioo,  that  you  do  not  think  them  to  be 
better  then  they  are.  You  may  conceive  me  indeed  no 
competent  Judge  of  other  mens  difcourfes :  will  yoa 
heatiheMfore  what  a  very  Wife  maa  thought  a  good 
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while  ago  of  that  manner  of  preaching  which  haih 
put  you  in  that  rode  heat  wherein  we  no V7  faw  yoiLf 
His  words  art  to  this  fenfe   (  for  I  will  not  eye 
my  fclf  to  fay  only  what  he  hath  faid  before  me ) 
and  they  feem  to  be  a  very  moderate  Sentence  apoa 
fome  men  then  who  have  left  many  followers  behind 
them      7h€j  give,  faith  he,  m4r,y  piikt  Exh0rtati$nf^ 
and  they  work  eft-times  cemfunUien  of  mind  |  Imt  they 
are  noi  skiliid  hew  to  work  a  cure  when  they  have  made 
a  wound.mmey  can  make  menfick  of  their  fins  ^  Imf  art 
not  froviaed  of  efficacioiu  remedies  to  Pnrge  them  otst. 
Ihej  lit  them  fee  their  fores -^  bat  then  they  are  fatiated^ 
and  fddome  thoroughly  healed.     They  kuow  tetter  bom 
to  bring  Souls  to  that  ^eflton.  Men  and  Brethren,  what 
fliall  we  do  >  thon  how  to  give  a  §pod  dnfwtr^  and  re^ 
folve  the  doubt  which  they  have  rdifed.     ihey  make  mew 
fee  they  are  very  bad,  but  know  rot  how  to  go  about  to 
make  them  gotd.     ihty  magnifie  Faith,  end  make  ai  the . 
world  found  with  the  noife  of  it  %  but  fiili  most  are  to 
feek  what  this  great  thing  fhould  be.     They  awoke  mete 
out  of  their  flcep  ,  and  make  them  look  dnd  gaze  about 
them\  but  let  them  fee  nothing  of  that  which  they  have 
to  take  injhand.     They  bid  them  indeed  Belitve  ,   but  it 
is  very  bord  to  know  when  they  do.    'they  have  int angled 
Faith  in  Diffutes  ^  ^ben  itjbouldbave  been  imfloyea  im 
good  IVor^s.    They  have  cbf cured  a  flain  thing,  in  manj 
I sborious  definitions  of  it.    Ihey  have  made  it,fofubti/, 
and  to  confifl  in  fo  nice  a  point  |  that  it  is  a  J^culi 
.     thing  for  any  to  fee  it.     They  handle  mutters  of  doubt 
we  ^3  und  40  before  a  feople  that  will  accept  of  awj 
thing.   In  the  DoQrir^  of  tManneAy  there  is  Utrle  to  be 
fjjd^  but  Generality  and  Repetition.    The  brend  lof  life 
iffy  tofs  upund  down^  but  break  it  not.    They  fuy  in  tbc 
rofs,  thai  men  muji  live  weU^  but  they  teB  them  not  ham 
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U  Ihe.     They  bring  not  tbtir  Doffrines  diwn  U  C^ei  #/ 
Canfcitnce  5  thdf  a  fHan  may  be  warr Anted  in  bis  ferfe- 
tital  JShns^  whether  they  be  Uwfult  or  not.     Nor  take 
tbej  care  to  teach  men  their  tatofull  Itberty^  a$  vullas  their 
teftraints.    To  keep  them  from  fuferfiitiotH  Ohfervances^ 
oi  well  as  Prophane  tranjgrejjions.    Hay^  I  wifh  we  could 
not  fay  that  it  is  the  leajl  of  fome  mens  care,  to  promote 
agedly  life.  Faith  is  made  a  thing  that  is  quite  dtflinSl 
from  it.     Good  lV§rks  and  Faith  are  commonly  oppoftd 
in  the  Jufttfication  of  a  finner.     The  one  i^  thought  to 
exclude  the  other,    yjtni  to  be  juftified^  it  is  fata  to  be 
neceffary  that  4  man  do  Nothing  for  it.    The  mo(l  that 
Chrtfi  can  get  is  byway  of  Gratitude^  which  you  know  is 
fm  all  or  none  in  bad  Natures.     At  the  befi  they  will  put 
him  off  with  defires^  or  furpofes^  or  an  endeavour  of  4 
mw  life  $   though  ftill  thefe  things  be  ineffectual.     All 
whiclji  is  faid  for  no  other  end  9  bar  chat  you  may  not 
bave  mens  perfons  in  admiration.     That  you  may  be 
at  liberty  to  prove  all  things,  and  hold  faft  that  which 
is  good.    That  y on  may  not  bear  a  greater  reverence 
to  Mailers  then  you  do  to  Troth:  which  is  ready  to 
become  the  portion  of  thofe  who  are  more  in  love  with 
it,  then  with  their  party.     Andfinctyou  feemtoms 
to  be  one  of  thofe^   [  ihall  fpare  no  pains  to  bring 
you  and  Truth  together.    But  if  you  think  it  needful! 
I  m\\  give  you  further  fatlsfaAion  in  this  which  we 
have  contefted^  and  make  you  confefs  that  there  is 
nothing  plainer  then  that  which  1  have  faid  of  Faith 
inChrift. 

You  will  gratifie  me  very  much^  replyed  the  other, 
if  you  will  be  at  the  trouble  to  teach  me  this  lefion 
better.  And  I  am  prepared  already  by  what  I  have 
now  learnti  to  conlideL  and  weigh  not  who^  bat  what

itisihiclhear.  Very  good,  faid  he  again,  let  mc 
Catechife  yco  then  a  Urcle,  and  be  ooc  offended  ac 
thiscommonandeafieQjeftion  >  Do  you  not  think 
ihnt  Chrift  came  into  the  World  for  fome  end  i  Nay, 
was  he  not  fenc  of  God  upon  fome  high  defign  >  You 
cannot  doubt  of  it,  and  therefore  I  will  not  flay  for 
yoaranfwer.

him.  Will  you  hear  what  they  that  knew  the  mind 
of  Chrid  have  taught  us  in  this  argument.

{elf,  left  there  beloved  (ins  (hoald  faf&r  aiiy  hirm. 
Bat  if  there  were  any  hooefty  io  m6os  hearts,  if  they 
were  void'of  gaile,  they  woald  be  able  to  fee  this 
withooi  the  help  of  fo  many  teftimonies  oot  ofhcJy 
writ  %  that  it  was  oot  a  thing  worthy  of  the  Son  of 
God  to  come  and  dye  for  any  lefs  end  then  to  make 
the  World  better,  and  render  it  obedient  to  the  Crea- 
tor. For  what  do  yoo  mean,  I  befeech  yoo,  when 
yoa  fay  that  Jefos  fatisfied  for  your  fins  >  What  was 
it,  doyoa  think*  that  he  gave  fatisfa^ion  unto?  Was 
it  not  all  thofe  Glorious  Attribntes  of  Gods  hisWIf- 
dom,  bis  Troth,  his  Joftice,  his  Holinefs  5  faving  the 
Honour  of  which,  be  might  now  pafs  by  the  ofieoces 
of  returning  finners?  Was  it  not  that  the  credit  of  all 
the(e  might,  be  maintained;  and  yet  the  rebels  not 
peri(h  i  That  the  Sentence  might  not  be  eaecnted,. 
and  yet  the  Authority  of  the  Liws  be  pre^nred  > 
There  is  nothing  plainer  then  that  this  death  of  ^" 
did  do  great  honour  to  God  in  the  face  of  the  V 
averted  his  right  5  gave  couiuenance  to  his  Antt 
proclaimed  hu  r^hteonfnefs  and  parity  5  was  a  nc  „ 
ble  teftimooy  on  his  behalf  agatnft  finners  $  and*  to 
there  could  be  nothing  more  powerfuU  to  move  Giod 
to  grant  a  pardon  to  thofe  rebels  that  would  futHnic 
to  him,  fince  now  be  fliould  lofe  nothing  by  k,  buc 
that  which  he  had  a  mind  to  give  away,  and  not  de- 
mand, viic,  the  penalties  which  they  had  incurred  by 
the  breach  of  his  Laws.  But  is  it  not  manifeft  then 
that  God  canftot  love  fin,  nor  be  friends  with  finners 
ontillthcyaniend?  Did  not  the  death  of  Chrift  (hevtr 
that  bis  nature  is  fucfa,  that  he  cannor  indulge  meo  in 

-   „       ,  their 
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their  trefpaffesf  Is  it  not  apparent  that  it  was  not  fit 
to  pardon  even  penitent  and  returning  offender?,  un- 
lefshe(fiewcdhisdirpleafureattheiroflenccs?   Did  he 
not  take  care  lofccure  his  Authority  when  he  iffued 
out  a  pardon  >  There  is  nothing  more  vifible.  And  if 
Hypocrifiehad  not  over-run  c$,   and  thruft  true  Rea- 
Ton  as  well  as  Religion  out  of  doors,  men  would  eafi- 
ly/ee  that  Chrift  could  not  dye  meerly  to  procure  us 
a  pardon  -,  much  lefs  that  men  might  fin  with  more 
fecurity^  and  without  any  fear  of  punifhment.    No, 
natural  reafon  tcUs  us^  that  men  muft  needs  k>t  hateful 
to  God  while  they  are  unlike  him  j  tbn  all  the  Blood 
of  Chrift  caonot  wafli  them  and  make  them  lovely,  as 
•long  as  they  continue  in  adual  rebellion  agalnfthim. 
His  very  nature  is  againft  fuch  men$  his  Wifdom  is  an 
eilemy  to  them.     For  how  fliould  he  maintaiaany 
Government  in  the  World,  if  be  himfelf  (honld  be  the 
cherifher  of  Traitors?  ilphefhould  take  care  for  their 
prote^ion^  and  fee  up  a  SanAuary  tawhich  they  may 
boldly  fly  %  if  he  (hould  make  the  Altar  of  the  Crofs  a 
^  jrf^ge  where  they  may  find  Salvation  and  Safety,  who 
r  iJKtheopPofersofhis  Authority?   It  cannot J>e  that 
v'Qttd  flieuld  be  fo  liberal  as  to  give  away  all  his  own 
right.     He  dbnot  quit  his  title  and  claim  unco  our 
nniverfal  obedience.    It  is  impoffible  thlc  Chrift  by 
bis  death  (bonld  repeal  all  the  Laws  of  God,  and  ab* 
folve  us  from  our  duty.    There  is  noqueftion  he  in- 
tended to  ftrengthen  them^  when  he  made  a  relaxa-  . 
tion.    And  when  he  procured  a  diipenfation,  he  did 
more  eftablifti  and  fecure  that  which  is  not  difpenfed 
withalK    It  is  a  rule  of  Reafon,  thdt  all  exctfthns  i^ 
€0nfrm  the  Law.    They  cell  us  chat  it  is  not  to  be  ex- 
tended CO  any  further  indulgencet     And  therefore 
Chrift  dying  that  the  punlftiment  might  not  be  exe«»

j»     cutcd  ^  this  is  all  the  remiffioa  that  we  are  to  eipeft, 
aod  HOC  that  God  (boald  remit  all  oor  duty  to  him. 

It  is  very  eafie  if  men  were  well  difpofed,  to  read  at 
ooce  io  thedeach  of  Cbrift,  the  greateft  Lore  of  God 
to  OS  5  and  the  greateft  Love  to  his  Laws.    His  Love 
to  OS  appears  ia  that  he  would  for  our  good^  and^thac 
we  might  aot  be  eternally  oodooe,  lay  afide  his  own 
right  which  he  hath  to  ponifli:   forgive  os  a  debt 
vihich  he  were  not  able  to  pay:   alter  h^s  Law,  and 
abate  thP  ftri^nefs  of  it  ^  difpeofe  with  the  execation 
of  the  Old  Law,  and  make  a  New  one  t>f  Grace  and 
Favour:  and  that  he  might  do-  fo^.and  fave  both  as 
from  dying,  and  his  Law  fro(n  contempt  by  oor  efcape  9 
that  he  would  provide  foch  a  wife  remedy  as  this  of 
his  Sons  dying  for  us.    Herein  was  his  Love  indeed 
manifeOed,  and  we. can  never  fofficiently  admire  it, 
that  he  would  have  him  dye  rather  than  os^  that  he 
would  have  him  fufTer  that  we  might  be  delivered.  But 
then  this  alfo- plainly  tells  os  the  great  Love  that  he 
bears  to  Holinefs^to  his  Laws,  and  to  oor  Doty  j  which 
he  took  care  fliould  not  be  injured  by  this  favoor  aod 
remilTton.     Thoogh  he  woold  not  have  all  dye  out  of 
lovetous^yethewooldhaveone,  left  we  (hould  dill 
continue  in  the  love  of  fin.    Though  he  would  not 
have  every  one  of  us  fofier  for  the  breach  o£bis  Laws  5 
yet  he  woold  baveChrift  fofrer.that  we  might  not  take 
theboldnefs  ftiil  to  break  tfiem.     This  death  of  his 
Son  reduced  things  to  an  excellent  temper  5  providing 
that  neither  we  nor  God  might  be  damnified.   That 
we  might  not  fufier  for  what  we  have  done  j  and  that 
he  might  not  fufitr  by  our  doing  ftill  the  fame.    That 
he  might  be  what  he  is>  and  we  become  what' we 
ought.    That  the  old  Original  Laws  which  require 
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oor  obedience  might  remain  in  force,  and  thcTig^ur 
ot  ihcm  not  be  executed  for  our  difcbcdicnce.  1  hat 
he  might  part  with  fomc  of  his  right,  and  yet  reco- 
ver all  the  reft.  In  one  word,  chat  he  might  be  moved 
to  let  go  his  tight  to  puniflb  us,  and  we  not  moved  to  be 
cateleis  in  yielding  him  the  reft  of  his  right  which  be 
hath  CO  oor  hearty  and  conftant  obedience.

I  wiib  heartily  that  yon  and  every  body  eire  would 
ferioiufly  coofider  this ,    and  not  expcft  chat  God 
iboold  not  require  >pur  fervice,  and  obedience :  for 
it  is  fo  much  nisdu^,  that  for  the  fake  of  bis  Son,  he 
cannot  part  with  his  right  and  claim  unto  it.     Nay5  I 
have  a  bolder  thing  to  fay  than  all  this,  and  that  is; 
That  the  Death  of  Chrift  is  fo  far  from  int^ing  our 
pardon  only,  chat  it  is  not  the  cbiefeft  thing  that  he 
intends    ohhe  two.  the  purifying  of  our  hearts  and 
lives  was  more  in  his  defign  than  the  forgivenefs  of  (in^ 
and  this  was  but  in  order  to  the  other.    So  much  you 
may  eaiily  gather  from  many  of  thofe  places  of  the  Ho- 
ly Writings  which  were  oientioned  before ;  lor  though 
he  bsre  §nr  ftns.  in  bis  mn  Udj  en  the  Tree,  yet  it  was 
for  this  end,  this  was  the  ultimate  fcope  of  it,  that  we  be-^ 
ingdeddtofin^  migbt  live  unto  rigbtecnfmfs.     And  fo 
another  Apoftlefaitbi  He  gdvehimfelf  fgrourfint^  that  ^^^  «m. 
be  might  deliver  m  fr§m  tbisfrefent  evil  Werld.  By  View- 
ing hiS  willingnefs  to.pafs  by  our  faults,   he  would 
move  us  to  acknowledge  them,  to  repent  of  them,  and 

'  become  more  dutiful.    This  muft  be  done  before  we 
can  adually  receive  his  pardon  and  abfolution  ^    ac- 
cording to  that  of  the-  Apoftle*^  HefAved  us  According  Ticut  ?. 
xe  bis  mercy  bj  the  wsjbing  of  regeneration  j  and  the  renew-      ^^  ^>  7. 
in^  of  the  Holy  Chfi  ^   that  being  jujiified  by  his  Grace  we 

^Quld be  made  Heirs  of  eternal  life.    Where  it  is  vifib'c 
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to  them  that  will  not  (hue  their  eyes,  that  his  Mercy 
cannot  fave  us  unlefs  we  become  New  Creatures,  and 
that  this  muft  go  before  the  JuftificatioQ  which  wecx- 
ped  by  the  Grace  ot  God :  And  indeed  reafon  tells  us 
;  that  Chrift  muft  needs  have  more  regard  to  hisjathers 
rights  than  to  our  accommodation :  and  intend  more 
the  re  claiming  of  his  rebellious  fubjedls,  ,than  the  pro- 
curing of  their  pardon. 

Which  is  a  thing  fo  apparent,  that  I  .am  afhamed  ro 
do  more  than  mention  it.     And  bcfides,  by  this  time  I 
believe  you  will  be  ready  to  ask  me  a  queftion  who 
have  asked  you  fo  many,  and  demand  to  what  par- 
pofe  have  you  made  this  longdifcourfe?  The  Aniwer 
is  ready,  and  the  end  of  it  is  as  clear  as  any  thing  that 
hath  been  faid,  viz^.  That  fince  Juftifying  Faith  is  to 
have  refpeft  to  our  SavTour  and  his  Death  juft  accord* 
ing  to  the  intention  of  God  in  fending  of  him^  it  can- 
not be  fo  little  as  the  cafting  our  felves  upon  him  for 
pardon  of  fin.     The  formerpart  of  this  argumentyou 
will  grant  me  %  for  we  muft  look  upon  anpbjeA  ac- 
cording as  it  is  propofed.      Faith  cannot  apprehend 
things  otberwaies  than  God  hath  revealed  them:   it 
cannot  receive  the  Son  of  God  in  any  other  manner 
than  as  the  Father  gave  him.     The  confequent  then, 
God  himfelf  demands  your  aflenr  unto^  for  you  fee 
that  he  had  another  end,  and  a  Far  greater  alfoin  give- 
ing  his  Son  for  us.than  the  forgivenefs  of  our  o^ences. 
'     He  gave  him,  •that  he  might  cleanfe  and  purge  out 
Souls  frorti  all  fiUhinefs  ^  that  he  might  make  us  holy 
and  unblan.ejble  irvhis  fight:   Why  do  you  not  then 
thus  receive  him  ?  Or  how  comes  it  about  that  you  will 
not  only  put  this  end  behind  the  other,  but  aUo  fpeak 
as  if  Juftif ying  Faith  had  nothing  elfe  to  do^  but  to  lay 
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'  bord  on  the  merits  of  Chrift  >  This  I  am  fufc  yoa  make 
to  comprehend  the  whole  notion  of  it,  for  we  hear  of  ' 
nothing  J>efides  in  its  definition.     This  is  either  all 
the  bubKfs  of  Faith,  or  elfe  yoa  do  very  ill  not  to 
ejprefs  the  reft.  1  befeech  yoa  in  the  Name  of  Chrift 
that  dyedTorus,  reform  this  grand  errour.    Let  your 
Faith  be  as  large  as  the  Gofpel  it  fclf.    And  let  this  be 
your  principal  care ,    that '  it  may  furifie  yout  htart^ 
Whenyou  expeAtobe)af^ified  through  Faith  in  his 
Bloody  remember  that  it  wjrs  ftied  loft^gt'jwt  r^n -"«•>•? *^- 
fckacefrpm  dcsdworh  tpfcpve  the  Living  Cm. 

And  that  I  may  refume  the  beginning  of  my  dif- 
coorfe,  andfo  make  way  for  a  fpeedy  conclufion,  let 
me  ask  yoa  another  Q^eftion  or  two,  whidi  feem  to 
be  veiy  pertinent  to  my  prcfent  defign.  If  there  was 
an  end,  andfo  great  an  one  as  yoo  have  confefledof 
Cbrifts  coming  into  the  Worlds  then  what  is  he  but  a 
means  onto  this  end  >  Ut  djed,  faith  the  Apoftle,  thdt  i  Pec.  f. 
he  might  hringm  U  G$d.  And  bj  bim  wc  bdievt  in  G^d  i** 
who  raifed  him  from  the  dead  ^  and  gave  him  Glory 
that  cnr  Fditb and H^e  mi^t  be  in  Gei.  Our  belief  in  C^.  x.  n. 
God  then  (which  is  no  fmall  thing,  bat  comprehends 
all  oar  doty  to  him)  was  the  end  of  Ghrifts  Appearing, 
aodofallhedid:  and  therefore  maft  not  he  hand  in 
the  place  of  a  means  to  itr  It  moft  be  fo,  faid  the 
Qthcr.  Bat  what  then,  continaed  the  Father,  will 
become  of  yoar  refiing  en  Cbriji,  and  yoar  ftaying  or 
leaning  on  him  for  Salvation  ?  Is  it  not  manifeft  that 
this  only  is  infuificient  for  your  purpofc  i  that  it  will 
let  yotf  fall  to  the  ground,  and  leave  you  fliort  of  your 
bappinefsr  Is  it  not  plain  that  this  Faith  fixes  ic  felf 
where  it  (boald  proceed  $  and  refts  in  ;he  means 
whereby  icihould  advance  to  a  noble  end  ^    There  is 
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nothing  me  thinks  more  evident  than  that  the  Foitb 
which  juftifies  a  finner  is  not  that  which  laftly  termi* 
nates  it  fclf  in  the  perfon  of  Chrift  %  and  which  doth 
noc  clearly  and  in  its  own  nature  produce  a  cardial 
obedience  to  God.  Means  moft  be  ufed  and  not  reftcd 
in.     From  whence  it  nnavoidably  fallows  tfiat  Chrift 
himfelf  and  his  merits  muft  not  be  refted  in  as  the  laft 
end  of  oor  Faith  ^  but  it  mnft  go  further  and  beget  ta 
holy  life.    Let  us  fo  ffyeakof  Faith  then,  that  it  may 
be  viCble  whither  it  tends*  Lee  it  be  fecn  at  what  ic 
aims  I  and  that  it  defigns'  more  than  the  caftingonr 
felves  into  the  arms  of  Chrift,  that  be  may  prote£k  us 
jfrom  the  wrath  to  come.    Leacn  I  befeech  you  before 
it  be  too  late,  that  Jefus  cannot  fave  a  man  by  a  naked 
confidence  in  him,  i.  e.  in  his  pcrfon/or  any  thing  thac 
he  hath  done,  or  can  do.    All  they  thac  think  fo,  re- 
preach  our  Saviour,  and  make  him  the  advocate  of  fin, 
-     and  not  of  finncrs  (  one  that  (hall  fave  their  lofts,  and 
not  them  from  the  power  oi  them.    They  ftay  in  die 
halfway  to  Heaven,  and  fo  (bail  never  comethitfaer« 
They  reft  v^ hen  they  ihould  go  forward.    They  lean 
upon  that  ftaff  wherewith  they  (houid  walk.    They 
make  Chrift  their  fupport  only,  who  (hould  be  alio 
their  ftrengi^h.    They  caft  tbemfelves  upop  him,  tnic 
would  not  have  him  carry  them  to  God  and  a  divine' 
nature.     They  make  bimtoftand  in  their  way,  and 
ttottobethe  way  unto  obedience.    Tbey  render  him 
an  enemy  to  Cod,  who  (ball  keep  his  fubje^  with 
him,  and  detain  them  from  their  duty.    Tbey  con- 
tent tbemfelves  with  what  they  find  in  him,  and  care 
not  for  any  righteoarnefs  of  their  own.    Tbey  tcBt  fa- 
tisfied  with  what  he  bath  done,  and  by  verrue  of  that 
do  nothing  tbemfelves.     And  fo  he  thac  is  made  of 
God  a  means  of  life,  they  make  to  tbemfelves  a  means 
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(^  deitb :  becanfe  they  make  him  indeed  the  Bnd  of 
all,  aid  ooc  the  means  to  our  End.

They  ^ooch  it  befoie it  be  doathed  in  mttaxi  ' 
or  have  pafled  beyond  the  confines  of  tho^jbts.  They ' 
neei  it  in  the  firft  rodiments,  and  embiaoe  it  ivUte 
it  is  only  in  meaning  and  drawn  m  the  un^inaiion.

And  whether  ail  the  l(indae(fes  in 
t(ie  world  would  prodoce  a  Friendfhip  with  me,  if  yon 
faw  not  fofficihing  elfe  to  woe  yoor  affe^Hon.  No,  no, 
myiFriend.itisGracftode,  not  FriendOiip  which  is  the 
proper  elf«^  ^benefits.  They-  ought  to  difpofe  os  to 
foitable  retoros,  and  an  hearty. acknowledgement^  but 
they  cannot  oblige  as  to  entertain  him  for  a  Friend 
who  is  boantifut  toward  as.    They  may  poffibly  make 
oar  Friendfliipgrow,  bat  they  cannot  beget  it.

It  depends  upon'  an  lugher 
ciafe,  it  owes  its  Original  to  (bme  nobler  tbii^  ^  to  that 
from  whence  all  bene^s  and  good  offices  ought  to 
come ,  I  mean  a  great  love  and  a  fincere  affedion  % 
whichifdefertsbe  not  wanting,  is  more  powerfallto 
move  than  all  the  gifts  in  the  world  %  and  is  able  wtth« 
out  them  all  to  tye  os  f aft  to  a  worthy  perfon.  Be  (b  Jaft 
then  to  your  fclf  and  to  me,  as  to  think  that  I  am  yoor 
Friend^  thosghyou  do  not  beftow  tbofebniefits  on 
me  which  yoa  defire  %  fince  they  ean  ferve  only  (»  I 
faid)  to  make  me  thankfull,  bat  not  your  Riend.  I 
cfteem  yoa  very  highly  for  yoor  felf,  and  opon  the  ac- 
count of  yoar  own  proper  worthy  which  I  am  iore 
doth  pat  me  into  the  next  difpofition  to  be  your 
Friend.    And  fince  you  have  added  to  your  own  de-

When  Vcrtuc  then  and  it  have  made  a  league  % 
and  (hews  it  felf  in  a  fubjeft  whofe  qualities  alfo  are 
worthy  to  be  embraced  ^  its  force  muft  needs  be  ir- 
refiftible^  and  leave  us  no  power  to  wichftand  its  de- 
fires. 

*  The  poor  Pilgrim  remained  aftonlQied  a  while  at 
the  kindnefs  of  this'difcoiurfc:  And  finding  himfelf 
overwhelmed  with  the  weight  of  fucb  Love^  was  fain 
to  ftrive  very  much  to  recover  a  power  of  making  this 
ihort  reply  unto  it.  I  am  utterly  ignorant,  faid  hc^wbat 
worth  it  is  that  you  afcribe  to  me,  which  hath  brought 
me  into  your  good  efteem,  and  obtained  me  the  noble 
tide  of  your  Frirnd.

Andletitnofbc  judged  an  amplification  to  (ay,  chit 
they  ai«  fo  great ,  that  they  will  not  leave  it  co  my 
choice  either  whether  I  will  love  yoa  or  no,  or  hovjr 
much  I  will  love  yoa  ^  bat  they  conftraia  me  to  faive 
yoa  as  much  as  i  can.    Ii  is  a  conftratot  indeed  to 
which  lam  very  wiUbgy  there  being  no  violence  of- 
fercd  but  of  what  my  own  judgement  is  the  caafe: 
yet  it  is  irrefiftable)  and  I  can  itever  be  of  asy  other 
mind,  nor  have  a  will  to  difpofe  of  m v  afieftions  otber> 
wayes.    Nay,  I  cannot  for  my  life  bnt think  that  yoor 
favours  are  a  part  of  yoar  defercs  9  aad  that  there  is 
fomething  peculiar  in  them  to  merit  mine  aQedbon;

Yoi 
have  not  put  me  to  the  trouble  of  begging  yoor  kind- 
nefles,  but  they  ran  to  me  of  their  own  accord.    I  (fid 
but  ask  5  and  yoa  were  pleafed  to  open  yoar  heart; 
and  make  me  a  liberal  gift.    I  did  but  fliew  my  need  ^ 
and  you  inftantly  inriched  me  with  year  felf.    And 
ever  fince  I  have  not  had  fo  great  a  care  to  conceal  my 
griefs,  as  you  have  taken  to  find  them  out.    Nor  have 
you  fuffered  my  troubles  to  fpeak ,  before  yoa  faw 
them  in  my  looks.    All  yoar  favours  Ukewife  btve 
flowed  fo  freely  from  you,  that  there  was  no  hope  they 
Qiould  return  again.
